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when H F. nobility and dignity of Chirurgery are too well 
PY hnown to want the help of an Oratour to ſet them 
forth. If a Panegyrick, were neceſſary, it were beſt 
made by running through the Particulars of the Art, 
and the Hiſtory of the Diſeaſes cured thereby. He 
that ſhall duly conſider the deplorable miſery of mankind, and 
how much it wanteth relief in ſuch a multitude of Inſtances, muſt 
needs acknowledge us to be what Antiquity hath long ſince call d 
us; viz. The Hands of God. Indeed the ancient Grecians in 
the days of Ignorance and Idolatry did not ſtick to teſtifie their 
reverence of the Eminent men of the Profeſſion, by referring them 


into the number of the Gods which they worſhipt. Nor have the 


latter times, though wiſer than to riſe to ſuch extravagancy, been 
backward in expreſſing their efteem of us ; which notwithſtanding 
they have guided with more diſcretion and uſefulneſs. In ſtead 
of ſuch Deiſication and fabulous Stories, they have rewarded us 
with Honour, Wealth, and Collegiate Foundations both in Uni. 
verſities and great Cities. Among which ſort our own Society in 
the City of London, eſtabliſhed by Kings, and frequently encou- 
raged by freſh Grants from them, ought to have an honourable 
mention ; the Profeſſors of which have contributed ſo much to the 
improvement of the Faculty, and to the honour of the Nation. 
The Anatomical part hath been fignally promoted in it, ſo as to 
render it famous all over Europe, and every year to invite For. 
reiners t0 attend our Lefures from beyond the Seas. It had like 
to have done as great things in the Inſtitutionary part of Chirurge= 


Ty, 
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'y, had the Jearned LeAures of that excellent Chirurgeon Doctor 
Read been continued by a ſucceſſion of ſuch Profeſſors. It being 
reaſonable to imagine, that the C wriofity and Induſtry that hath 
been ſo eminent in our Nation in the Anatomical part, would 


have been the like in that alſo. Since it hath been our unhappi- 


_- 


adventured to follow, and to put my own Papers in Print ; that 
what was at ſirſt intended for my private ſatisfaftion, may be uſe- 
ful to others as well as to myſelf. In doing this, Reader, I have 


neſs to have that nealefled, I hope it will not be ill taken if we 


that are Members of it do ſupply this defect by our own private 
I thours. This hath been already done by Mr. Clowcs, 
Mr. Woodall, and ſome others, whoſe laudable Example I have 


made a vertue of neceſſity, and imployed thoſe hours for the publick 


ſervice, which a ſrequently-repeated S ickneſs hath for this twenty 
years laſt paſt deny d me the uſe of in my private occaſions. Ut 


hath pleaſed God by caſting me into ſuch a condition to give me 
opportunity of reading and thinking, as well as practiſing. Both 
which are neceſſary to the accompliſhment not only of an Author, 
but indeed of a Chirurgeon. 1 cannot be ſo uncharitable to my Bre- 
thren, as towiſh them the like Sickneſs to oblige them to the like 
Retirements for contemplation and ſtudy. But I do heartily wiſh, 
that what was neceſſity in me may be choice in them, V1z. that they 
would ſet apart ſome time for reflexton upon their Labours, and 
for comparing the Emperical part of the Profeſſion with the Rati- 
onal. They will ſoon find how many Gaps do till lie open in this 
goodly Fabrich, , and how much is wanting to make the Buildin 
compleat. What defefs do remain even in the Hiſtory of Diſeaſes 
themſelves, and the plain prattical things, wherein every expert 
Chirurgeon can corre the Authors he reads ? This well conſide- 
red cannot but ſpur him on to add his Obſervations to the bulk of 
what hath been heretofore heaped up for this purpoſe, and to con- 
tribute his endeavours to the ſmniſhing of what hath been begun, 
and thus far carried on, by other hands. As to my own perfor- 
mance, Reader, I muſt tell thee, that what I have chiefly aimed 
at in this Book hath been, perſpicuity and conciſeneſs in the I- 
ſtitutionary part of the ſame, and aptneſs in the annexed Obſerua- 
tions ; that ſo the whole may be made eaſie to the young Chirur- 
geon, and as inſtructive as may be. In all which I doubt not but 
the farther be goeth on in pradtice, the more of clearneſs and 
plainneſs he will find ; and the whole ſo much better performed 
than a meer Academick could have done it, without beins a Pra- 
clitioner himſelf, as a Traveller can deſcribe a Country to one 
that is taking a journey into it more ſenſibly and uſefully, than one 
that hath only read of it and ſeen it in Maps. Know, 


to the READER. 


now, Reader, that as to theſe T reatiſes, though in preparati- 
on to them I have read all the eminent Chirurgical Authors, yet 
in the writing of them I was more conformed to my onn judement 
and experience, than other mens authority. 1 his will conſequent- 
ly make them liable to the Cenſure of many ſorts of men. Such 
Ancient Prallitioners as are unwilling to be now learning a new 
leſſen, will be angry that thoſe Definitions and Deſcriptions, and 
ſometimes Methods of Cure, are receded from, which they learned 
when young ; thoſe being the bats on which they have built the 
whole ſuperſtructure of their Practice. 1 de Ire fuch men to con- 
tent themſelves with neglefling them ; they being not written for 
their uſe, but for younger men, who have their Principles and 
Maximes of Chirurgery yet to chuſe. Others, wholly taken up with 
the Novelties wherewith this Age aboundeth, will be anpry that all 
the new Notions are not here purſued to nicety, and many little 
both Anatomical and Chymical Punfilio's inſerted and brought in 
en all ocraſions, in flead of the ol way of expreſſing the Accidents 
of Diſeaſes, with their Cauſes and Cure. 1 would have theſe men 
conſider, that I am a Prattiſer, not an Academick_: that I delight 
111 thoſe things a5 far as they are uſeful 0 life, but thought it t00 
great a digreſſion from my preſent purpoſe to ſtuff up a praflicat 
Book with ſuch Philoſophical Curioſities, which become it juſt as 
well, as it world become a Divine to ill a practical Diſcourſe with 
School-diſtinilions. 

However, I reſolving not to truſt my ſelf wholly with a caſe of 
this nice difficulty, did chuſe a Friend to whoſe Judgment I did 
permit the whole, I mean the Learned Doctor Walter Needham 
of the Charter-houle, who, upon peruſal of my Papers, was plea- 
ſed to approve of my intention, and withal to alter what he thought 
fit in them, and alway to cut off the Theory, when it adventured 
upon Controverſial Diſcourſes ; ſtill urging, that this was not in- 
tended for a Book of Controverſie, but of plain Inſtitution ; not to 
make men ſubtil Diſputants, but good Pracliſers. I do confeſs he 
did gratifie my humour in it, whoſe inclinations lie wholly that 
way : But withal I made bold ſometimes to pleaſe my own fanſie, 
in not alway following his advice, or obeying the Correfions he 
made. His pardon | eaſily got for ſo doing, he not affefting a 
1 yranny in Friendjbip : and I hope I ſhall thine; ( Reader, ) if 
among many things that are here delivered, thou ſindeſt ſome not 
altogether to thy palate. Let what thou doſt find acceptable to 
thee in this 1reatiſe excuſe the impertinence of the reſt. 

] hou art farther to be informed, that the writing of ſo large a 
Volume as thou now art preſented with is but a late deſign, to which 
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ſeveral of the particular T rafts, ſome of which were publiſht four 


years ſince, others written about that time, did encourage me. One 


attempt drew on another, till at length it grew to the bulk thou 


ſeeſt. Which I do alledge in excuſe of the Method of this Book ; 


which, if it had been all written at once, might Dave been contri- 
ved all into a piece. But the leſſer I reatiſes being written before 
the grearer, was not willing ro diſmember them again, or to write 
new Diſcourſes on thoſe Subjefts which I had alrea y handled fully. 
The young Chirurgeon will reap benefit by it, finding ſome of the 
moſt trouble ome Diſeaſes in Chirurgery treated of wholly under 
one view. which otherwiſe he muſt have found piecemeal delivered 
in ſeveral places. T his Apologre [ chiefly made for the Treatiſe 
of the King's Evil, where many Diſeaſes are diſcourſed of which 
other Writers handle in other places of Chirurgery. It 3s ſufficient 
to lay, that 1 think moſt inſtances of thoſe Diſeaſes to partake at 
leaſt of that Malady, if not entirely 10 be that: and therefore when 
I wrote the particular / reatiſe, it was fit to handle them there : 
and that beino done, I ſaw no reaſon for taking them out again, 
to ſupply other parts of the Book: 

Af ter all things are conſidered and weighed in this and other 
Chirurgical Diſcourſes that are publick,, and they compared with 
our ſucceſs in Praflice, we jhall ſoon find cauſe of lamenting our 
own weatneſs and inability in the carrying on of ſo great a work, 
as the recovery of Mankind out of thoſe many Diſtempers to which 
various Misfortunes, and many repeated ſucceſſions of Intemperance, 
and other Accidents both without and within, have betrayed us for 
ſo many ages together. When the young Chirurgeon ſhall find the 
Cure eaſie in the Theory, and appear ſo at firſt in the Praflice too, 
yet ſuddenly deceive him with a Relapſe, and not only once, but 
often, delude his beſt endeavours : when the By-ſtanders and per- 
ſons concerned ſhall begin to accuſe him of Iſmavery in his proceed. 
ing, and think him to pull batk a Cure, whilſt he is only rolling 
Silyphus his Stone, which will tumble down whether be will or not: 
He will thenwiſh, that all other Pratlifers had done what T have in 
this Treatiſe, viz. recommended their Obſervations, both ſucceſsful 
and unſucceſsful, thereby increaſing knowledge in our Profeſſion, 
and leaving Sea-marks for the diſcovery of ſuch Rocks as they them: 
ſelves have ſplit upon before. For my part, I have done it faithfully, 
and thought it no diſgrace to let the world ſee where I failed of ſuc- 
ceſs, that thoſe that come after me may learn what to avoid : there 
being more of inſtrufiveneſs often in an unfortunate caſe than in 
a fortunate one ; and more ingenuity in confeſſing ſuch misfor- 

tunes which are incident to mankind, and which have prrmay a gr 


my 
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my Brethren as well as my ſelf, and will attend thee alſo, Reader, 
in ſpight of all thy care and diligence, if thou undertake the im- 
ployment. Thou wilt alſo learn one neceſſary piece of Humility, 
Viz. not to truſt too much on thy own judgment, eſpecially in difjr- 
cult caſes ; but to think fit to ſeek the advice of other Phyſicians 
or Chirurgeons, whoſe long experience hath enabled then to aſſiſt 
thee in preventing the Accidents, and encourage thee to go on in 
the work, or forewarn thee of the danger. After thou haſt thus 
defended thy ſelf from the cenſure of Raſhneſs, proceed boldly, and 
let thy ſincerity in thy atling be thy warrant to hope for God's 
Bleſſing on thy endeavours : and if theſe Papers prove any advan- 
tage to thee in them, remember with kindneſs the Labours of

WA trouble my ſelf with any farther diſquiſition about it. Iris 

Gp by him defined, 4 Diſeaſe in which the parts of the body re- 

cede from their natural ſtate by an undue increaſe of their 
bigneſs. 

Now by what Names the Ancients did expreſs a 'Tumonr 1n general, 
many of which were afterwards appropriated to the particular Species of 1r, 
as Oedema, Apoſtema, Phyma,&c. I ſhall leave to the Criticks and men of leiſure 
to enquire : it ſhall ſuffice me, that my Definition tells you what I mean. _ 

The Cauſes of Tumours are variouſly delivered by ſundry Authors, with ._._ . 
a larger repetition of which I ſhall not here trouble you. What my own Tunours. 
thoughts ſuggeſt to me out of them upon this ſubjeft 1s this in ſhort,v/=.that 
they mult be conſidered either with regard to their Time and Place, or to the 
Matter of which they conſift. 

I.In regard to their Time & Place we call them,r. Antecedent,2.Conjunct. 

1.By an Aztecedent Caule I mean that which yet hath not actually produ- Antece» 
ced a Tumour, but is throughly mixed with the Bloud, or otherwiſe lodged ©” 
in lome convenient place where it is not troubleſome to nature, at lealt not to 
this Part; though it have a great inclination to be ſo, and, if not prevented, 
doth produce the feared effect. Of this ſort I reckon all Impurities in the 
Bloud which do not yet ſtart out into the ſolid parts: as the Matter of an 
Eryſipelus, Phlegmon, Parotis, Bubo, &c. before a Crilis is made fo alſo any 
Tumour 1n the body, which, lying in any part oft, is apt to be tran(lated to 

another. This, though it may be the conjun& cauſe of the Tumour of the 
part where it is now lodged, 1s the antecedent cauſe of that Tumour which 
It raiſcthin another place, to which it may be after derived, &c. 

2. By a Comuntt Cauſe I mean the very Matter of the Tumour that is al- Conjundt 
ready,impaCted into the part, by others called the carſa continens : upon the 
encreaſe of which the Tumour encreaſeth ; on the diminution of it it dimi- 
niſheth. 

IL.In regard of the Matter of which they are made, we do uſually attribute 
their Original to, 1. Humour, 2, Wind, 3, the Interpolition ofa {olid Body.

2. Impurity or Cacochymia ( to which ſome will allo reduce Plethors ) is a 
Degeneration of the Humours into a preternaturallitate, from which Dege- 
ncration a multitude of Diſcaſes do ariſe. 

2. Conceſtion1sthen ſaid to be the Cauſc of a Tumour, when the growth 
ol it 15 flow and without pain, it commonly owing its original to a fault of 
Concoction in the Part, or at lealt a weakneſs in theexpullive faculty ; ſome- 
times alſo tothe want of heat, and the denlity of the skin, which hinders 
perſpiration. Thele Tumours arc generally cold, whereas thoſe made by 
{luxion are molt trequently hot. The Matter of theſe is cither thin and ſe- 
rous, or thick and phlegmatick, or apt to coagulate and grow hard, as many 
{cirrheus Tumours and Exoſtoſes ; or made up of nutritious juices, as Sarco- 
ma, Herniacarnoſa, &C. | 

Secondly, As Humour, fo Wind begetteth Tumours : which though it 
leldom appearcth alone, but uſually mixed with ſome Humour, which is the 
caule of it ; yet getting predominancy it denominateth Tumours, and is 
called F-mphyſema. 

Thirdly, 7 he Interpeſirion of a ſolid Boay is frequently the Cauſe of a Tu- 
mour ; as 1n the Hernia inteſt inalis, zerbalis, Exomphalos. 

Now trom the variety of theſe Caules ariſcth a great varicty of Tumours, 
which do reccive their ſeveral denominations from them. 

I jhall not trouble you with all the ſeveral diviſions and enumerations. 
which, according to Seanertns's Arithmetick, make 226 in all: but I ſhall 
briefly 
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briefly inſtance in theſe following Heads, to which the reſt may without 


difficulty be reduced. 
1. The Bloud it ſelfis the matter of many Tumours ; and that two leve-

I have thus curſorily given you a ſummary view of the chief Heads of Dil- 
courſe which are uſually handled by our Chirurgical Writers, as a Prepara- 
tory to what I my ſelf have to ſay. And firſt weſhall treat of Humoral Tu- 
mours 1n general, deſcending from thence to as many of the Particulars as 
will be neceſſary for the Inſtruction of the young Artilt. 
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He Cauſes of thele Tyumonys have been ſufficiently handled in the Firſt 
Chapter, where we have diſcourſed how Tumours from Humours are 
produced: Iſhall here dilcourle the Dza2noſtick, Prognoſtick, and Cure. 

Ita Humoral Tumour be made by any external Cauſe, as by a Wound, Signs. 
Bruile, Cc. it 1s ealily diſcerned : bur if there were no ſuch preceding Caulſz, 
you may conclude that it ariſeth from within. In this latter caſe you may 
judge whether a Tumour be made by Fluxion or Congeſtion thus. 

That which is made by Corgeſtionriſeth gradually, and is collected into a 
compact Tumour without any preceding cauſe or lign of Fluxion, and is Lincxaatd 
made with little pain, unlels it beginin the Joyats, or parts of exquilite Senſe. ſtion, : 
And then alſon little Children the Tumour 1s ſome times made before it is 
diſcovered, and ſuppoſed a luxation of that Joynt, the Skin retaining 1tsS na- 
turalcolour : yer as the Tumour encreaſeth, the veinsare frequently {welled 
in the ſurface of it ; and as the Matter makes its way outward, it ſome 
times inſlames and becomes painful. :

In 1 ranſlation another Dil- 
cale preceded ; in this, none at ali. 2, In Fluxion, 1trictly ſo called, the 
Skin i5 lir[t attected, and by degrees the neighbouring parts; 1n Tranſlation 
it is afſetcd laſt, the Matter working it {elf trom within. outwards,infomuch 
that you may find Matter in the Tumour before the Skin 15 much changed. 
) In Trantlation there is often a real Extravaſation of the /erum of the bloud 
between the Inter{tices of the Muſcles,which falleth from ſome higher place ; 
nay, Pr it {elf may be bred above in ſome inward Cavity,and tall down thi- 
ther actually formed before the Tumour begins: which 1s quite otherwite 
in Fluxion (trictly fo called. 

Secondly, The other ſorr of Tumours reducible to Fluxton are thole that 
are made by Atrrad{ion : which if they do happen, fome of the vittble Cau-

Tumours made by Fluxion have thicir ſeveral degrees and times, as their 
Pooinnin, Auginent, State, and Declination. Their Beginning 15 with the 
cxtention of the part attefted : the Increaſe, when it riſeth into a conlpicu- 
015 Tumour, and 1s then accompanied with Symptoms increaling accor- 
dinoly : the State 1s when the Tumour 1s made, and the Symptoms at the 
hiohoft : the Declination is when the Tumour becomes leſs, and the Sym- 
Poms abate. | 

The Pro2aoft ics of Tumours in general are taken from the Part attected, 
15 11 15 of more excellence and ule ; allo as it is internal,or external. By how 
much the morc noble the Part 15,by ſo much the more dangerous. The inter- 
14] more dangerous than external. Prognoſticks are alſo taken trom the great- 
nels of the Tumour,and Accidents that attend 1t; and from the quality of 
the Humour that raiſeth it, whether hor or cold, thick or thin, malign or be- 
nign: foraccording to thele circumſtances the Cure is more or leſs dithcult. 

The manner of its Termination 1s to be confidered : whether by Diſcuſh- 
on, 9/2. inlenſible Tranſpiration; or Suppuration, 7z.e. the converting the 
Humour ( which raiſed the Tumour )) into Matter ; or by Corruption, when 
the part attected 1s overcome by the ill quality of the matter, and putrefies ; 
or by Induration, when the Tumour is hardened, and the Symptoms of pain 
diminiſhed ; or by Retraction, when the Tumour ſuddenly dilappears, g0- 
1s back into the Body. 

All 'Tumours which owe their original to Humours terminate one of 
theſc tive ways.

In the Cure of Tumours two things are chictly to be conf1dered : 1. the Cure. 
nature of the Part ; 2. the nature of the Tumour. 
I. In the Part itſelf we are to conſider, 1.1ts Temperament, 2, tts Con- Thinps to 
formation, 3. Situation, 4. Senſe, 5. Ule. : ; I pry 
1. In Temperament, lome are hot, as the Muſcles ; ſome cold, as the Ten- pare, 
dons, Glandules, and other exanguous parts. Some are moderately moilt 11 
themſelves, and require to be treated with Medicines of the like nature, ſuch 
a5are neither violently drying,nor too much moiltening, as the Fleſhy parts : 
others dry in themſelves, yet require exiccants ; as Bones : others again over 
whelmed with perpetual Moiſture, by reaſon of their ſituation and ſpongy 
ſubſtance ; as the parts about the Anrs, Uterns, Axille, Inguina, NC. 
2. Conformation of the Part regards either its outward Figure, or inward 
Compoſition : which latter may conlilt of ſeveral other lelſer, whether ſ1mi- 
lar or organical ; as a Thigh, of Bone, Muſcles, Veins, Arteries, Nerves, Mem: 
branes, Cc. all which are duly to be conlidered, that fo the nature of the 
Fluxion, the Veſſels that feed it, the diſadvantages or advantages of the Part, 
the belt way of Revulſion, Diſcuſſion,c*c. may be the more readily ſuggelted 
to the tancy. We may allo thereby be informed what Cavitics or Interſtices 
may be there for the receit of Humour ; and how great the degeneration 1: 


trom the natural ſtate or figure. 


}. Situation of the Part is of great importance : which, it it depend too 
much, mult of neceſſity be raiſed ; otherwiſe the Fluxion will be increaſed. 
Therctore if itbe a Hand or Arm, it mult be raiſed to the Breaſt ; it a Leg. 

Ir muſthbe laid on a Bed, Stool, or the like. 

4. The Sexſtblexeff of Parts 1s of much moment in the Cure of Tumours : 
which, it they light upon {uchas are ot over-acute ſenſe, produce cxquilite 
torments, ſuch as require often a more pcculiar care of the Chirurgeon than 
the Tumour it ſelf, Alſo its neighbourhood to ſuch a place obligeth us to 
prevent 1ts reaching to it, 

5. The T/e ofa Part, as it is more or leſs noble, is very much to be atten- 

ded: whether it be of immediate importance to Life, as the Liver, Brain, 
Lungs, Heart, ©. or to great and noble uſes; whether of ſenle, as the Eye, 
Nolie, Ear; or of common excretion, as the Bladder, 4zws; or of generati- 
on, as the Teſticles, Vier, &c. Of all which Circumſtances great care is to 
be had, that they may be treatcd accordingly. 

Il. Having thus conſidered the nature of the Part,you are next to attend to Thins © 
the Tumour it ſelf, both as toits Time and other circumſtances. Astoits Time, 47 emerog 
if it bealready in the State,you have no more to do but to regard the conjuntt Tumour 
caule, viz. the Matter already lodged there ; the due removal of which ſ{utfi- 
ciently diſpoleth it to Qure : but if it be only beginning,then the antecedent 
caulcsare tobe likewiſe conlidered,and to be removed out of hand ; the Fluxi- 
on to be checked by evacuation of the Humour, by bleeding and purging, or 
by revullion, derivation, interception, repulſion, diſcu{lion, &c. 

Thelc ſeveral intentions will beſt be judged of by viewins the quality of 
the Tumour. Ifit be hot, and made by Fluxion,then it is to be treated by the 
atoreſaid Method. If it be coldand made by Congeſtion, then purging only 
with refolvents,diſcutients,and ſtrengrheners of the Part;are to be made uſe 
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of Whetethe Tumours are mixed, the intentions of Cure ought to be fo 

too. Where Attraction 15 the cauſe of Tumour, the caule of the Artradtion 

ought to be removed ; w herher it be roo much hear, drawing Med.cines, blj- 

ftering Plaiſters, or the! ke. All which things as they will be ſufficiently 
handled in the Particulars when we come to them ; {o 1t will be much tor the 
advantage of the young, Artilt, 1f we do herelay ſomething of them 1n gene- 
ral. 

Now ſince Tumours cauſed by Fluxion arelike to employ the former p art 
of this Treatiſe, I ſhall begin w ith thoſe, and conlider them 1a their {everal 
cllates, of Beginning, Increaſe, State, and Declination.

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2. Derivation differs from Revulſion only in the meaſure of the diſtance, 
and the force of the Medicines uled. If we draw it to ſome very remote, or, 
it may be, contrary part, we call that Revulſion : if only to ſome neighbour- 
ing place, and by gentle means, we call it Derivatzon. Rs 0 

2. Tothe making of.cither of theſe effectual, Repriſcoz 15 allo neceliary. 
For Humour that 1s already impaCtted will not fo calily be drawn out by 
former remedies, if ſomething be not applied to the Part to drive it 
back. | 

Theſe Medicines are all aftringent more or leſs. 'The milder ſort of them, 
which are the moſt uſual in all hot Inflammations, as Letrice, Purllane, 
Navel-wort, Plantane, Bramble-tops,rcd Roſes, Knot-grais, Horlc-tail, Houlc- 
leek, and, where the pain is more vehement, Poppy, Mandrakes; thele may 
be applied liquid, or in the forms of Liniments, Cerots, Cataplaſms, or 


Emplaſters : of which this Book will give you Examples. The more aſtrin-

Concerning theſe foregoing Medicaments 1t 1s to be cautioully obſer- 
ved, 1. That they are proper only in the beginning of the Tumour, whilit 
you intend to prevent it by driving 1t quite back into the Bloud again. For 
itthe Humour be lo impacted as not to be repellible, but that it mult have its 
evacuation in the place by Suppuration, then it by bleeding you hinder con- 
coction of the Matter,you prolong the Dilcaſe ; Nature in that calc wants all 
its heatand all its ſerum. Much more do you hurt it 1i you uic Repellents 
which,being commonly cold andaſtringent, do cloſe up the Pores, and keep 
out both the natural heat and the /erum of the bloud, the afiluence of whicty 
and 115 mixing with the Humour 15 neceſlary to the dilutionand vhogeltion 
of 1t ; ſo that both being hindred, the Part will grow livid and mortilic, 

2. Caution 1s to he ulcd in the application of thele Medicines where the 
Tumour 1s malign,or the Crifis of a malignant Fever : for in all fuch cates the 
Retraction into the bloud is of very dangerous conſequence : wherefore we 
then rather uſc Cupping-gelaſſes and other Attractions to draw it out. 

3. It15 tobe noted that thelc Repellents are often applied above the Tu- 
mour, as defen{atives or intercipients: in which caſe they have regard to the 
antecedent cauſe, and in a {trict diſcourſe ſhould have been handled under 
that Head ; but I rather accommodate my {elf to the method of Operation. 

Evacuation is neceſſary for the diſcharge of that Matter out of the body 
by lome more immediate way, which cither cannot, or ought not, by the tor- 
mer intentions be driven back. Now that is of three lorts. 

1. Inſcnlible,by Dſcyfion or Reſolution ; which is nothing elſe but a brea- 
thing out the Humour by inſenlible tranſpiration. 'Theretorc the Humour to 
to be diſcharged ought to be thin,and the skin lax and rare : tor if it be other- 
wilc, or lie deepamongltthe Muſcles, it will not calily yicld to Tranlpirati- 
on. The Medicaments called Diſcutients ought to be hot and of a ſubti] GiUA- 
iity,powerfully penetrating : which quality renders them 1NP10Per to be aj-

plied in the beginning of Inflammartions ; ( for thereby the Part would be too

2. If after the uſe of the milder Diſcutients propoled in hot Tumours the 
Symptoms of pain and inflammation do not leſſen, you ſhall then forbear 
the farther uſeot Diſcutients, and haſten Concoction or S»ppuration ; which 
15 indeed the work of Nature, by the benefit of whoſe heat the Humours are 
digeſted, and prsgenerated. If the heat be ſtrong, the Matter is for the moſt 
part well concocied ; and being fo, it is white and of good conlittence, and 
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Chap. II. Of Tumours general. 

Not ill ſented : but ifthe heat be weak, the Matter 1s otherwile. It is there- 
fireour work tocheriſh and increaſe the native heat in the affected Part, tO 
perfe&t its Concoction : and that 15 furthered by hindering Tranſpiration,and 
defending it from outward air ; allo by proportioning the quality of the Me- 
dicaments to the temper of the Part, and quality of the Tumour. And foral- 
much as our natural heat is temperate and moiſt, fuch allo ought the Med1- 
caments tobe : they ought alſo to be emplaſtick. Yet 1t 1s not unfrequent to 
ſee a Suppuration made accidentally by cold Medicaments, which by a light, 
gentle a{triction of the Pores do pertorm the ofhice of Emplaſticks ; as 'Uz- 
guentum album, Sorrel roaſted in embers. Nay, 1n cold Tumours I have 
{cen Suppuration cauled by the ſtronger Diſcurients. | 

Tumours do {uppurate ſooner or later according to the Humour of which, 
or the Place in which they are generated. Thoſe which are of Bloud, and 
in Fleſhy parts, do calieſt come to maturity. Thoſe which arile trom other 
Humours, andare near orin the Joynts, or Partsendued with little hear, 
( eſpecially thoſe contained in a Cyſtzs )) do dithcultly ſuppurate. 

The Matter differeth according to the variety and mixture of the Hu- 
mours. Of Bloud always proceeds laudable Matter, eſpecially if rhe native 
heat be ſtrong : but if other Humours be mixed with it, as they get predo- 
minancy, {o15 the Matter more or leſs crude. In Furuncles or Bolls it 1s 
clammy, and not unlike pith. 

In Ablceſſes made by Tranflation the Matter ts purulent, ſometimes white 
and well-coloured, other times partaking of a yellow or green, lometimes 
of a brown colour ; and is more or leſs fatid according to the time it hath 
there remained. | 

Tumours made by Tranſlation have ſometimes Matter in them from their 
fir{t appearance : butit being commonly lodged deep under the Muſcles, the 
Matter 15 not felt till it hath raiſed the Tumour; which 1s not done withour 
pain, pulſation, Cc. as in a Phle2mon, but deeper, and doth not atted the 
Skin with Inflammation till the Matter reach near it. In theſe Tumours we 
do not attend the Symptoms of Suppuration, but open them as {oon as any 
quantity of Matter offers it leit. 111{t the Matter 1s making, the native 
heat of che Part is to be preſervedand increaled by Medicaments which may 
alleviate the pain, and further concoction. 

Syppuratives are of two ſorts: ſome are ſimple, others are compound. 
The imple are Agua tzepida, with which it you foment the leſſer Phlegmons, it 
will ſuppurate, {and ſometimes by continuing its uſe it will diſcuſs them, 
where the Matter is not fit for Suppuration.) Hydreleum moderately heats 
and digeſts. Olerm maturium cheriſheth the native heat, and ſupples and con- 
cocts Matter. Butter is maturative, and 1s prohtably mixed with Anodynes 
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caments of 
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and Suppuratives, eſpecially in ſoft delicate bodies. Oc{ypum 1s allo matura- 


tive ;and ſo arethe Fatsofall domeſtick Creatures. Fol, malve, viol. parie- 
Harte, mercurialts, brance urſine, decotted in dyareleo cum farina tritici, buty- 
r0, © vitellis 9vorum, are Suppuratives. A raw Onion 1s {harp and biting ; 
but roaſted under embers loleth its acrimony, and ſuppurates Tumours that 
are difficult to digeſt, The Lilly-root is a known Suppurative.

{cel lic over the Sutures: likewiſein Abſceſſes in ao, where, through the 
weakne(s of the Part, a putretaCtion 1s apr to follow ; or in the fauces, where 
the neighbouring parts may ſufter by conſent,and the Patient be 1n hazard of 
ſtrangling. In theſe caſes we wait not tor perfect Suppuration, but by deep 
Scaritication diſcharge the ſerous bloud, and prevent an Abiſceſs.There 1s al- 
{o care tobe taken in Abſceſles ot the Breaſt and Belly, where the Matter 1s in 
danger of breaking inwards. Yet by opening theſe too ſoon they ſometimes 
apoltemate again, or become crude, and difticulr to digeſt and Cure. 

}. The way of Openiag them is twofold ; by Knife, or Caultick. 

They are ot ule according tothe place that 1s attected, and the quantity of 
Mattcr which 1s to be diſcharged. In the Face, where the Ccatrix may be 
unſecmly, Izcifion of them 1s belt : but in large Ablceſles, where the quanrity 
of Matter is great,or where we would keepthe Abſcels long open,or ina place 
where Bandage cannot be made to retain the Tent 1n,there a Cauſf/ck 15 molt 
proper. Authors do not generally approve fo well of the Caullick ; yer Se-- 
»ortus propoleth it in a Heraia aquoſa, where it 15 lealt ſat : tor in truththole 
c01d Tumours do eſpecially require to be opened by Incilion ; yet when the 
habit of body hath been tolerable, I have in that ailo uſed the Caultick with, 
o0cd fiiccels, as I ſhall ſhew in the Cure thereof, and do comment it 1n the 
opening of large Abſcelſes as molt ſafe an calie, the Matter being thereby 
diſcharged plentitully. And it the Caultick be applied 1n the geciining part, 

he Abilceſs i5 ſometimes near curcd betore the Eſcar ſeparates, ( 1t the Mar- 
terbenot contained jn ſome peculiar Cz/fis ) and that without dilatation or 
eits, Yet you ought t0 be vary how you make Fontanclsavith them in 
Idropick or very lat people, by realon of the weakneſs of their natural 
heat,

In the opening an Apoltem by Inciſion, you ought to take care that the 
Apertion be made in that place where the Matter is molt contained, the skin 
being for the molt part thinneſt there : andit It be not the molt GCeclining 
part, yet you may draw your knite towards it, tor the more ealic dilcharge 
of the Matter, then that the Incilion be made according to the rectitudeot 
the Fibres. Ifit be in the Groin or Arm-pit, it ought to be oblique: 1n 
other parts make it according to the length of the member. 

In making the Incilion you are to avoid wounding the Vein, Artery, or 
Nerve : nor mult you diſcharge the Matter at once, eſpecially 1n great Ab- 
ceſſes, leſt you over-weaken the heat of the Part, or caule fainting, 

The In{truments proper in opening Apoltemations are made choice of ac- 
cording to the Part that is affected, and the greatneſs of the Abſcels. Ambr. 
Parey propoſeth ſome whereby you may more covertly open them : but we 
make ule of Lancet or Knite, of which our Inſtrument-makers furniſh us 
with choice. Iftthe Fauces be attected, the Handle of your Knite ought to be 
long, and the Blade ſhort ; lome thereof crooked, and cutting on one or both 
des. Your Inſtruments ought tobe kept clean, tor your credit ; and ſharp, 
that you may perform the work with lels pain. 

The Inciſion being made, the Accidents or Symptoms that attend it are 
to be removed. In the fir{t place the Bleeding 1s to be reſtrained, if any ſuch 
happen, ( which is very rare) with pulv, Galent ex thure & aloe mixed cum 
albumine ove, How you ſhall dieſs it it opened by Caultick, I have already 
ſhewed yeu.

Suppuration ſeldcem happeneth in theſe Tumours, unlels there be an ad- 
mixture of bloud with it : 1n which cale treat them with Suppuratives, as

[in hot Tumours made by Fluxion we are to propoſe ſuch moderation as 
may take of from the great ferment in the Bloud, whereby it may be rendred 
lets art to flow into the weak Part. To which purpole the Ancients preſcri- 
bd ſuch aſlender Diet as might only ſupport their Strength : yet with a re- 
rardto Cultom,the Age and Conſtitution of the Patient,and greatneſs of the 
In! ammation, - If the body be {trong and abound with Humours, and rhe 


Infla:: mation great, their Diet may be the more ſparing and cooling ; as Wa- 


ter-grewel, Panado, and ſuch like. Where the Inflammation 1s lefs, or the 
Patient weak, Chicken-broath, with W ood-ſorrel, Lettice, Purſclane, or a 
boild Chicken, a potched Egg, &c. and ſuch like meats of cafe digettion. 
To others, Mutton, Veal, Pullet, Rabbit, and ſome ſorts of the firme(t Fiſh. 
In great Infammarions there 1s commonly Fever attending, 1n which caſe 
they have little inclination to eat. Their Drink 1thould be Ptiſans,or a ſmall 
well boiPd Ale. If Wine beallowed, it ought to be {mall, or allay'd with wa- 
ter, Falopizes, in his Diſcourſe of hot Tumours, faith, he was wont where 
there was Pl-thora, to preſcribe pazem loturs in aqua, aſperſo ſncco aurantiorum 
c:/1 modtco 2nccart, alittle Bread dipt in water, and ſprinkled with juyce of 
an Orange and Sugar, and that but twice the day; and their Drink no 
better than water, Galex forbids Wine; yet permits it to them qui habext 
rentriculum aebilem, for their Stomach's ſake : which 1s neceſſary to be ob- 
lerved ; for unleſs that be kept up, in vain are all our endeavours. 

The Air ought to be temperate by art or nature. 

All exerciſe 1s to be forborn : for the Bloud is thereby heated, andthe Hu- 
mours made more fluid. Sleeping in the day is alſo forbidden, out of hopes 
they may rett better in the night. 

In Tumours by Congeſtion we allow ſuch a Diet as is heating and attenu- 
ating ; their Meat rather roaſted than boiled, and of good nouriſhment ; as 
Mutton, Veal, Kid, Pullet, Rabbit, Chicken, Pheaſant, Partridge, Cock, 
Snipe, &c. All White-meats, Fiſh, Fruits, Sallets,are forbidden. Their Drink 
may be Ale orBeer : Wines alſo allowed in theſe caſes : and their Drink 


may 
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may be medicated with Sarſaparilia, China, lizn, guaiaci, lentiſcinum ; as you 
may ſee more particularly herealter. 


The Air ought to be warm and attenuating. Sleep 1n the Cay 1s abſo- 
lately forbidden, and ought to be moderated in the night. Paſitons of the 
mind are to be avoided both in this and all other Dilcales.

Itherto I have diſcourſed of Tumours in general. I ſhall now deſcend 

toparticulars, and begin with Phlegmon, or Inflammation : both be- 
cauſc it 15 the fir(t degeneration from good bloud, and in its own nature nea- 
relt of kintoit ; and alſo becauſe it 1s the molt frequent of Tumours hap- 
pcning in Diſeaſes, Wounds,Contulions, Fractures, Luxations, Cc, It being 
allo the uſual forerunner of many miſchuets that happen 1n many ot thole 
caſes, and conſequently the molt obvious occalton of exerciling the Chirur- 
econ's Skill, | : 
 Idiine it, a large Tumour, hot, of a red colour, with pain, pulſation, ten- 
{:01, and a circumſcribed hardnels. 

The Differences of it are either from the Situation; inward, or outward, 
Or from the Part atſecled, whenceit taketh a name. As inwardly in the Lungs 
It 15 called Peripnenmonta ; in the Plenra, Plearitis; on the Diaphrazma, Para- 
phrenitis ; in the Brain, Phrenitis; in the Throat, An2ma :; outwardly,on the 
Throat, Augina notha; in the Eyes, Ophthalmia,&c. Or,laltly,trom the Matter : 
vu hich it ſimple, it is a ſfmple Phlegmon ; if compound, it hath its denomina- 
tion from the Humour with which it is compounced, aud fo is catled Er1/e- 
pelatodes, Phleematodes, Ocaematodes, Scirrhoadts, | 

The Cauſe of Phle2mon 15 generally a Plethora, having ſome acrimonious 
mixture in the ſerum of the Bloud ; which latter 1s the uſual matter of a 
Phleemon, being caſt out of the veſſels, and lodged 1n the pores of the Skin, 
or other Part aflected with it. This ſer being accompanmed by the thinner 
parts of the Bloud grows red and angry, and, wanting 1ts due regrels into 
the Maſs, frit gathers into a hard Swelling, and 1n tew days ( it it be not dil. 
cutſed ) ripens into Matter, and fo diichargeth. 

The S2ns of Phlegmon are, great pain, heat,unilamed red colonr,and {wel- 
ling, with hardnels, pullarion, and tenſion. The Tumour growing big and 
more collected, a Suppurarion ſucceeds, and then the Symptoms abate. As 
the Tumour riſerh into a Cone, ſo the Matter may be. felt to fluctuate, and 
the Skin becomes thin and pale, vz. of the colour ofthe ſubjacent Matter. 

The Prognoſtick 1s good, when the Tumour inienlibly exhales and reſolves: 
in which caſe the ebullition abates, and the Bloud, being leſs violent in its 
mot10n, paſſeth gentiy. by, and by degrees {walloweth up that Humour into 
its chanels again which it had in the time of its ebullition calt opt; or at leaſt, 
having luttered the thinner parts to tranſpire, ir receiveth h&reft 

Next to this way of terminating a Phleamoz, Suppuration is belt, when 
the Matter of the Tumour ripens into a kindly pr. 

Burt it 1s of 1] conſequence it the Tumour diſappear without abatement of 
Accidents, andthe Fever {ti continue. In this caſe either a Gangrene or 
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ſme other grievous Symptom ſucceeds : or, if it were the Crifis of a Fever, 
chat encrealeth, and the Life of the Patient 1s in great danger. 

It is alſo ill when the Matter, in ſtead of reſolving, hardens, and the pain 
ceaſeth. It foreſheweth a {cirrhous Tumour approaching. 

Fat people are not ſo eaſily cured as lean. Nervous and tendinous Parts 
have worſe Symptoms, andare harder of Cure, than fleſhy ones. 

If after great Abſceſſes the Body be not purged and regulated, they are apt 
to fall into {ome other Dileaſe : otherwiſe they occation much Health. 

The modern Authors have reduced the Czre of theſe tumours to four 
heads: 1. tothe manner of Living ; 2. tothe preventing the Influx of Hu- 
mours; 3. to the evacuating the Humours alrcady inflowed ; 4. the correct- 
ing of the Accidents to which they are ſubject. | : 

1. The manner of Living conlitts in the moderation of the tix 207 natura- 

tes. As, that the Diet be ſlender, cooling and moiſtening, whereby the 
increaſe of bloud may be moderated, and rendred leſs apt to flow into the 
weak Part : from which conſideration the Ancients, asI told you, allowed 
only enough to preſerve their Strength, with regard to their Habit of Body 
and Cuſtom of living. They generally preſcribed Panadoes, Barizy-grewel, 
and ſuch like Spoon-meat. Chicken-broth is the higheſt whilte che Hu- 
mour is fermenting ; bur after Suppuration and diſcharge of Matter, greater 
liberty is permiited. Air, Exerciſe, Watching, Paſſhons of the mind, &c. 
arc tobe regulated ; as hath been faid in the preceding Chapter of 1xoxrs 
ingeneral. | : 
2, Theſecond intention 1s performed by removing the Caule of the Tu- 
mour, which is the Plenitude and Carcochymra : the former wherect requires 
Bleeding, the latter Purging. Bleeding is here propoſed asthe ſpeedy reme- 
dy, both for leſſening the Tumour, and appeaſing the Pain ; and1is made by 
opening a vein ncar to the Part affected. According to Galen devemrrs werntys 
ſecare ad deliquirm animi, we ought to draw bloud to very fainting. Yet we 
arc therein to contider the Conſtitution and hahit of body, andgreatneſs of 
the Inflammation. Cupping, Friction and Deligation ot the oppolite Parts 
may be hereto necetlary beiore the Tumour 15 made. 

Totake oft the Cacochywmis Purging with Lemicnts 15 proper ; as elect, /e- 
nitivnm, ataprin. leaitivum, diacathclicon, caſſia, tamarinat, manna, cremor tar- 
zari, Intuſions of Sexza, Rhubarb, and opening Apozems ; as hath been faid 
in the former Chapter. In the next place it will be proper to preſcribe ſuch 
Draughts as may quiet the motion of the Humours, and temper the heat of 
them, vs. Emullions of the greater and lefſer cold Seeds made with decott. 
horde: : allo fuleps, with /77, ac papavere, Rhwad. paralyſeos, violar. e ſacco citrr, 
Cc. 1n proper Vehicles. 

3. The third intention regards the Part afteQed more immediately, and is 
te removing of the conjunct Matter. How that is done by Revullion, De- 
r:Vation, Cc. I have ſhewed you in the former Chapter ; as alſo how youare 
by Repcileats to withitand the influx of Humour in the very beginning ; and 
of what quality the Medicaments proper thereto are, and in what cales they 
are not to be applied ; as in malign Tumours, or thoſe in the Emunctories, 
ec. Iihall here only inſert ſome few Preſcriptions that are molt peculiar in 
the ſeveral caſes, and begin with Repellents in the {ir{t place : cf which ſort 
IS C271, Galeni, WReere alb. $iv.

Tt it ſhall unhappily indurate or gan- 
orence, I refer you to thoſe Chapters of Scirrhns and Gangrena : yetTl think, 
jt the method be rightly oblerved which hath been propoſed, there will need

The molt ſafe and ſpeedy way of curing Phlcomons 1s by Refolvents. In 
Wounds, Contulions and Ulcers, Intlammations tor the molt part go off {o : 
and ſo would the greateſt Phleamozs, it the forelaid method were truly ob- 
ſerved. But the neglect of timely Bleeding, and the too haſty application 
of Pultices of White-bread and Milk, render them incapable ot Repellents ; 
and for the molt part of Dilcuſſion : whence followeth a neceſſity of Suppu- 
rating, 

The Medicaments that further Suppuration are ſuitable 1n their temper to 
the heat of the Part, ſoas to cheriſhit, and of an emplaſtick quality, hinde- 
ring Tranſpiration.

The going off of the Accidents of pain, heat, pulſation, cc. are good ligns 
of Suppuration : but if the Matter lie deep, the Symptoms do not ceale till ir 
be diſcharged ; nor 1s the Suppuration diſcerned in ſome of them otherwiſe 
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then by the flutuation between your hands. .In ſuch caſes, if you doubt 
Suppuration, continue the latter Cataplaſm : for if the Tumour be opened 
before the Matter be well concocted, it will be the ſlower in healipg. 

If the Tumour become more compact, and thrult out in a Cone, and, look: 
pale, defer not the opening of it. For as the opening of Apoſtems before 
the Suppuration be pertetted weakens the heat, and renders them crude : 
ſo the letting the Matter lie long after it is made gives way to its putrefacti- 
on, whereby the Parts underneath corrupt, and the Abſceſs becomes (1- 
nuous. 

The manner of opening by Inciſion or Caultick,together with all direCti- 
ons neceſſary thereunto, have been ſufficiently treated of inthe former Chap- 
ter. The Cure of it, by digeſting,deterging, incarning and cicatrizing,you 
will ſee in the Treatiſe of V/cers, and 1n the following Obſervations. 

I ſhall begin them with ſome inſtances of Phlegmors in their very firit ap- 
pearance : though I may doubt whether you will allow them for ſuch, they 
being then ſo inconſiderably ſmall, that the Patient himſelf thinketh it not 
worth while to {end for a Chirurgeon. .Nay,when the pain hath increaſed 
the Inflammation, and railed the Swelling big and hard, they for the moſt 
part permit them to be drefled by the next pretender to Chirurgery with Pul- 
tices, as I have ſaid, of White-bread and Milk, and do not conſult us till the 
Tumour be in its ſtate ; and then 1t 1s too late to repel them. Sometimes 
we may diſcuſs them, but more frequently they {uppurate, and are of longer 
Cure. Upon the conliderations forementioned, it ſeemeth nor caſic for me to 
give you ſuch inſtances of the beginning of a Phle2mon as may be ſuitable to 
the deſign of this Diſcourſe : therefore I have ſet down the tewer of them, 
and taken them from ſuch accidental caules as do generally make great Tu- 
mours, (if i]l handled,) that you may thereby learn how to prevent their 
growth by the timely applications propoled in the method of Cure.

danger of ſinking under an Apoplectical Fit, but was freed of it by a tranl- enfpet-12- 
lation of thoſe Humours into his right Leg, with great pain, and an Inflam- 
mation of a deep red colour poſleſling only the skin; but the Swelling was 
great, reaching from the gartering to the very Toes. It was Phlrgmon eryſt- 
pelatodes, and in his caſe required to be breathed forth by Medicaments of a 
temperate quality, yet ſomewhat cooling, To which purpole I preſently 
fomented it with Claret-wine, and applied ceratum Galen? over all the Leg, 
with a moderate Bandage ; then let him bloud, and directed him a Clylter. 
The next morning I took oft the Dreflings, and found his Leg in a better 
condition. I bathed it with Claret-wine wherein I had boiled /uymmtat. 45- 
(inthii, {alvie, flor. ſambuct, roſ. rub. and applied the cepat. Galeni as before, 
and continued that method ſome days ; he purging himſelf the while with 
W hey, Mana, and cremor Tartar, Thus the heat remitted, and the Swelling 
relaxed ; yet the Crticula was fretted off in leveral parts, and I felt a ſmall 
colletion of Matter under the $skin on the inſide of the Anckle; which I 
cave vent to by an Apertion with a Laricet, and diſcharged about a {poontul 
of a thin white Matter.

into the Elcar deep, dilcharged a much greater quantity of Matter than that 
Cavity was capable of; bet.des, by its factid ſmell it ſeemed to have been 
lons made. 1 drefſed it up with Lenients. From this Dreſling his pain lel- 
fenced ; but the Mares which diſcharged daily from it was very much. [I 
made a {carch with a Probe, aid felt it paſs under the Pabes into the Muſcle 
Plors, (as I conjectured : ) upon light of which I contented my ſelf in kee- 
ping the Orifice open for the diſcharge of the Matter,and preicribed him Vul 
neraries, The fulnels from the region of that Kidney to the Hip continuing 
exceeding paintul, I made a Seton upon the latter, hoping thereby to give 
a vent to that Humour.

His next great complaint was of pain 1n the region of that Kidney, I ſuppo- 
ſing that the original Matter might arile from thence, and pals inwardly to 
the Groin, and outwardly to the Hip, thought, it I could give a vent there, 
it might poilibly intercept the Matter 11 1ts courſe to the other Abſceſſes. I 
theretore applied a Cauſtick upon the molt likely part. The hilt four or tive 
d11S after the diviſion of the Elcar there appearcd no Matter ; but before it 
was quite ſeparated it made 1ts way plentitully out, and the other Abſceſles 
wcre more governable, and the Patient was certainly much relieved. But 
0:1c afternoon, while he was lying 1n Bed, and telling us a ſtory of ſome plea- 
{ant pallages 1n 115 Profeſſion, he luddenly died, we ſuppoſed from an erup- 
tion of the great Artery; for we found much bloud poured forth from all the 
Ablceiles,bur efpecially that on the region of that Kidney.

Of Tumours from Milk. 


Ilk (though I cannot ſay that it is often the matter ) is certainly the 
occaſion of many Tumours of divers kinds. I know Authors make 
it the material Cauſe of many of the Diſeaſes of. the Breaſts: but fuch men 
mult be underſtood warily. For if by Mz in this aſſertion they mean Milk 
actually generated, and ſeparated from the Bloud, then I know but few ca- 
ſes in which that can be {uppoſed tobe the matter of a Diſtemper : for when 
It 1s1n that condition, it is lai up in certain tb; /aftez, which, being ſpred 
all over the Breaſt, do unite their branches after the manner of Veins, (till 
growing into bigger trunks, till they doend ar lalt in the Nipple. Now the 
motion of this Milk being de vaſis minoribus in majora, what 1s once {epara- 
ted from the Bloud in the Glands of it into thoſe Veſſels hath nothing ro ſtop 
its progrels till it comes ro the very place of its Exit from the Nipple. Ifany 
ſtop preternaturally happen,as the compreſſion of the Velſel by ſome Tumour 
ofa Glandule, or the like, then indeed a. varicolity of the latteous Veſſels 
may ariſe : of which cale you may ſce an Obſervation in the Chap. of Varix, 
This caſe is rare ; but there beothers very frequent : viz. That the Glan- 
dules through which Milk is ſeparated may either through fault of the Fer- 
ment by which they make that ſeparation produce divers variety of Diſtem- 
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pers, or through an indilpoſition ct their Pores not permit a cue percolation 
of it from the Bloud. When any ct thele things happen, there 1S a diltur- 
hancein the Circulation, and Fluxion doth ariſe, which'loon produceth a 
Tumour ſiitable to the Humour {ſo ftirr'd up; viz. Phlegmon, Ocaera, Scir- 
rhus, Scrophula, yea fometime Cancer, | mw 

This Dilcourſe may {erve for a general account of the Carfes of the my

mMorc paintut and {welled,the Apothecary brought in his Brother, who endea- 
voured Suppuration, and after ſome while gave vent to the Matter, and pro- 
ceeded inthe Ciire. But while he was dreiing that Opening, the Fluxion 
ncrealed, andother Ablceiles were ratted, and from the ſeveral Apoltema- 
tons linious Uileers were afterwards made. Thus the work became diificulr. 
l was ccn{ulted. In the pulling out one of the Tents, a thin white Matter 
[Hued out 1n great quantity : my Brother Chirurgeon called it Milk; bur 
| thought it Viarter,and obſerved the Abicels to have begun deep in the body 
of the Glands, which, through length of time corrupting them, rendred the 
Swelling hard, and the Tent ſtopping 1n rhe Matter between Drefiings had 
occaiioned that large diſcharge we then met with. The method of Cure con- 
filled in theenlarging of that Orilice where the Matter feeme: to be detained, 
and rhen to proceed with Deterlives, Cc. They entertained me inthe Cure, 
and I continued my Brother Chirurgeon. We began with the application 
ot a Caultick to the Part round about the Ortihce, {topping the hole with 
Lint; by which means 1n a ſhort time we made an calie way tor the Mar- 
cr, and faw 10 realon afterwards to think it Milk, 

As the Eſcar ſeparated, a Frz2m thruit forth, which we ſprinkled with 
pulv. preciptt. rub. drefling up the Eſcar with nazvert. baſic. and the other 
Openings with zaguct. arapomphol. and cerat. dialthee over all. After a more 
full ſeparation of that Eſcar, we, ob{erving the Fungs to rile more large, ap- 
plied a Stupe wrung out of a deco#?. ſummitat, abſinth, rute, meth. flor. roſ. rub, 
v64/4uſt, made in wine and water ; and the while ſent for ſome chalcazthum, 
which we applied upon the Fungr,and Pledgits of vngrent, tutiz over the ul- 
cerared parts. The ſecond day atter we took off Drefſings,and found an Eſcar 
made by the Catharetick, which we thruſt oft, and dreſſed it again with the 
lame, andcontinued the uſe of Elcaroticks. During thole applications we 
applied over the Breaſt the Emp!. e bolo to reſtrain the Influx : bur yet the 
Fungus increaſed upon us, and railed a Swelling between that andthe other 
Orihces. Upon which conſideration we applied a large Caultick upon that

Swelling, which laid ſome of the other Orifices into this; then divided the 


Eſcar, and dreſſed it up with Lenients,and covered the Fungns with Elcaro- 


ticks, where-ever it began tothrult out, by which it was kept down. But 
:fter the ſeparation of this latter Eſcar, we leeing the Fuzgas great, and the 


way of extirpating it by Eſcaroticks flow, and tea ring the ill conſequences of

it, I preſt with my finger under it, andat once broke into it, and pulled it 
out in pieces ; then 61Pd up the place with Merc.precip. and mundif. Paracelſ. 
UjON Pledgits,with the foreſaid Emplalt, over the whole Brealt,and bound 1t 
up. The fecond day after that we opened it again. And by this ſame method 
otten repeated we ſubdued the remainder of the Fungus, and railed a firm 
biſis on which we incarned, with an addition of pulv, 744, ireos, myrrh, ſar- 
cocole, to the forementioned Munditicative ; and then applied cerat. agrippe 
over the Breaſt, andin few days cicatrized it with a ſmooth Crcarrx, the lips 
falling in by the benefit of nature, which was affiſted the while by Trauma - 
tick Decottions, &. as in ſuch caſes 15 uſual, 

It happenerh very often, when we have cured one Breaſt, the other {wel- 
Icth, from the abunaance of Milk, and grows hard and apoltemates. Some- 
times we have both Breaſts thus diſeaſed at one time.

a Genrlewoman in C/erkearel : both her Breaſts had been long lwelled, and 


after apoſtematzd, by reaſon of the pain ; ſeveral Abſcefſes were made, and 
their Matter diichirged by ſuch Openings. In progreſs of ttme the Ulcers be- 
came ſinuous and callous, with induration of rhe Glands. I was entertained 
her Chirurgeon, and began my work with Fomentations and Cataplaſms 
diſcuticnt and re{olving,as rad.C* fol. alrhee, hyoſcyami, ſummit. cicute menthe, 
rate, flor, ſambuci, ſem, fents. lia, &c. with far. lextinn, hordet, axung. porc. 
anatis, anſeris, &c. and in dilating the Orifices, and deterging with muzaf: 
Paracel, with Merc. precip, and alumen, as I ſaw cauſe. While I was thus 
trying my endeavours by the method aboveſaid,new diſturbances arole with- 
in, Which put me upon the neceſſity of laying ſuch places open by Cauitick 
a5 might belt ſerve tor the diſcharge of Matter. After ſeparation of the Eſcar, 
I again deterg d and healed them, as hath been ſhewed in ſuch like Ulcers.

Ur it 15 not the Breaſts only that are troubleſome to Women by the tre- 
quent production of ſuch painful Diſeaſes. The Urerzs is ( though nor 
a!together ſo frequently, yet ) much more terribly atfeCted in Child-bed,pro- 
ducing Fevers of very malignant and venemous natures, and ſoon making 
Phl:emons or worſe Tumours, ſometimes in the Urerns it ſelf, and ſometimes 
12 other parts of the body, there being none of them on which the Uterine 
terment hath not an influence. The exorbitancies or degenerations of that, 
whether from a hurt in Labour, from part of the Atter-birth left behind, from 
cold taken, or the Lochia ſtopped, do ſoon produce ſuch virulent Diſtempers

in the bloud as make it caſt out a Tumour, either upon the Part it ſelf, or elſe 
outwardly upon the Muſcles of the body, where when they light they prove 
corrolive, ſometimes eating out the fleſh in which they lodged, which talls 
off in whole pieces, without that change of colour inthe Skin which is in 
Gangrenes ; inſomuch that ſometimes the Bone it ſelf 1s laid bare by them. 

The Canſcs are, (asT have ſaid ) hard Labour, the Vers hurt, or part of 
the Secundine left behind, cold taken in Child-bed, and a prediſpolitioa in 
the Humours by reaſon of their peccancy 1n quantity or quality. 

The $1925 may be taken from their Cauſes, and the manner of the Ah- 
(ccl may demonlitrate its malign nature and evil quality. 

The Prog noftick may be taken trom the largenels or other qualifications of 
the Abſcels, and the Symptoms that happen to the body thereupon. It the 
Tumour happen only from ſome little di{turbance done to the Womb of a 
perſon otherwiſe of a good Habit of bodly, the Cures hopetul : if part of the 
After birth beretained, there 15 no hopes of Cure till that be removed ; nay, 
if it ſtay ſo long as to induce a putretaction of the Part, it will be too late then 
to remove 1t. 

If the body be cacochymical, the Tumours are apt to degenerate into very 
venemous and malignant Abſcelſes ; which it they do not ſuddenly kill, do 
at leatt produce ill-conditioned Ulcers hard of Cure, and tor the molt part 
mortal in the long run of the Diſeaſe. 

In the Cure of thele Abſceſles you arc to inform your ſelf how the Womb 
1s diſturbed, and appeaſe that : and iftany part of the After-birth be lett be- 
ind, tocndeavour the bringing that away, and by good Sudorthicks, Cor- 
dials, Cc. to expel the venome, and fortihe the ſpirits againlt the malignity 
that 15 thereby contracted, and to contemperate the heat and acrunony by 
Fuleps and Emulfions. 

The. Swellings ariling trom theſe require to be treated in their beginning 
with moderate Repellents and Diſcutients. Afterward, accordingly as the 
\!atter predominates, make way tor its diſcharge; and cure them as in the 
T:catilc of Ulcers 1s ſhewed. | 


Young woman after Child-bed was leized with a great pain and Swel- 
ling in her left Groin and Thigh with Fever. Sir Charles Scarburgh 
aud Doctor Weatherly were conlulted. They preſcribed Bleeding and leni- 
ent Purgatives, to evacuate the Humours ; alſo cordial Juleps, c#c. to con- 
temperate the heat, and fortific her {pirits againſt malignity. I was allo calld 
in, and by moderate Repellents mixt with Diſcutients in Fomentations and 
E mplaſtcrs with Bandage diſper{t the Humour in the Thigh, and reſtored 
that Part to 1ts former temper : bur in the mean time the Tumour increaſed 
inthat Groin. TI ſuppurated it atter the manner of a Bzbo, opened it, and 
endeavoured Deterſion : but the S:2vs reaching down the Twiſt, the Mat- 
ter could not be diſcharged without laying it more open, as in ſinuous U1- 
cers ;* by which method I cured it. 
A Gentlewoman in Child-bed was ſeized with a Fever, and the ninth da 


complained of a pain in her right Foot. Sir Foh» Hinton was the Phylician, 


who treated her in the Fever, and had preſcribed Diſcutients, to breath out 
the impatted Matter in her Foot: but the pain increaſing, I aſliſted, and ſaw 
the upper part of the Foot trom the Inſtepto the Toes wdematous, but from 
the inſide ofthe Ancle to the middle of the Sole of her foot inflamed, and 
{eeming toapoſtemate. We, doubting the ill conlequences of an Apoſtema- 
tion in that Partamongttthe Tendons and Bones, and where the Skin is uſu- 
aliy ſo hard and tough as our ſtrongelt Cauſticks will difficultly penetrate,re-

{olved to endeavour a reſtraint of the Influx, and fo dry upthe Humonr at- 
teCting the Part : to which purpoſe we applied this ; Be Par. horaer 3vi. /« ”. 
lini pulv. 5v). flor. cham. ſambuct pulv. ar. 511). flor. rof. rnb balanſt iam, 51, Theſe 
were boiled in red Wine, with the addition el. rof. & of. myrtill. to the 
conliſtence ofan Emplaſter. It being night, ſhe was laid torefſt with an 
Anodyne draught. 


The next morning I found the Patient ſomewhat relieved, and taking oj: 
the Dreſſings ſaw the Tumour and Inflammation leis. I continued rhe way 
of dreiſing, and applied Empl. e bolo, asan Intercipient, about the Ancic any 
upper part of the Foot, and by Comprels and Bandage dreſſed it up. By tlic 
application of theſe Medicaments we dried up the Humour in tew days, and 
the Foot was ſeemingly well ; but (whether it was for want of purgino,there. 
being ſome reaſon again{t it, or that the Humour was only reſtrained by vir- 
tuc of the Dreſſings ) there appeared again a Swelling on the Foot, and it 
1poſtemated in the Sole of the foot in three ſeveral places ; which I opened by 
Cauſtick, to prevent the increaſe of Matter, and, dividing the Eſcars, gave 
vent to it, dreiiingthem up with Lenients, Pledgitsof nngnent.vaſtilicon, and 
the Emplaſt.as betore. I endeavoured daily by Compreſs and Bandage to hin- 
der the lowing down of the Matter : but the polition of the Foot gave v ay, 
and it funk lower, and put me upon the necethity of intercepting ts farther 
deſcent to the Heel by applying another Cauſtick, which proved cv. tual 
tothe diſcharge, fo that the upper Orihces healed, But this laſt Fear tepa 
rated ſlowly, and left the great Tendon barc. I furthered 1ts feporation by 
the ule of of. rerebrath, with 20ucnt, baſic, apphed warm, and 1ncarnea the 
Tendon witha Sarcotick coinpoied of a mixture of pulv. rreos, 7371. [.4700- 
colle, & Merc. precipitat, with mel roſar. and terebinth, and cicatrized the 
Ulcer with Epuloticks. After it was cicatrized, the Sole of her toot was to 
relaxed and tender, that upon the ſerting it on the ground it became very 
much {ſubject to pituitous Swelling : upon which account I cauled fuch a 1'o- 
mentation to be made as is propoled in the Cure of Ocdex2z, and pit on 4 
laced Sock, by which the weak parts were {trengthned, and Ihe cured. 


A Lady in the Country of about twenty eight years of ave, having cotten 3: 
y o ) oO ) ©3253 
lome hurt in Child-bed, was taken with a Fever,and about four days alter was © 


dilturbed with a pain in her right Groin near the 0s 7/7027 which in a tw days 
alter ſwelled with Inflammation, and became a large Tumour, reaching 
irom thence over the Belly to the Os pb like a rowl of White-bread. They 
ſent for Mr, Robert Morrey,an expert Chirurgeon of Cheffcr, who met Doctor 
$nth, an eminent Phyſician of Shrewsbury. The Lady did not Perinit them 
to fee the Tumour, whereupon they could give no certain Judgment of it. 
but preſcribed an anodyne Cataplaſm, which ker women applied. Some fer 
daysaiter the Abſceſs brake, and then Mr.Morrey was fetched again,and ad- 
nutted to drelsSit. The Abiceſs was large, and diſchargeda great quantity 
ol crude Matter making its way through rhe Skin by many eruptions. He 
purpoſed the laying them into one : but the Patient not admitting ot ir, the 
latter inſinuated it ſelf deep amongſt the Muſcles of that part of the Belly. 
She was then adviſed to takea Journey to Loa4oz,but would not yield to it.ln 
progrels of time the diſcharge of Matter rendred her lean and hettick : and 
er lalt, when ſhe was almoit waſted with her Diſeaſe, ſhe was brought to 
Loadon in a Litter.

laid open in order tothe Cure ; which gray ns. / 4 was ſnipt up about two 
inches with a pair of P:obe-ſeiſſors, and the incifed Lips dreſſed with rhe 
common Dipeltive ex tercbinth.cummwitell.ovi.We afterwards proceeded with 
Detergents, mnxaif. Paracelſi, &c. After which Mr. Morrey took his leave of 
the Lady, and returned to Cheſter. Whulit I treated this linuous Ulcer, ſhe 
took her Vulnerary drinks and Balſamicks, alſo cordial Juleps made out of 
diftilld Milk wherein had been infuſed proper ingredients to dilpole her 
þloud to a better temper. But ſhe continued weak notwithſtanding all our 
endeavours, andthe Ulcer would not cure farther than it was laid open. 
Therefore with one {nip more 1 laid it open to the very end, and dreſſed ir 
with Digeſtives, with good hopes of Cure. But after ſome days, finding the 
Matter not letſe, I madea ſearch, and felt a $12 penetrate into the cavity 
of the Belly under the Os #//0v. Conlidering the original of the Diſtemper, 
I jndged it to penctrate into the Vrers or neighbouring Glands, which I pre- 
ſmed were much {welled and ulcerated,and would be a work of time ; there- 
fore propoled toher the removing to ſome neighbouring Village, to take rhe 
benefit of the air. She did ſo, and while {he was there I cured the Szzrus to 


the very penctration,and did hope that it might have been kept as a Fontanel. 


But it continued to matter very much, Upon which a Conſultation was 
calPd, wherein the decealed Mr. Ed, Molins adviled a Salivation by Merc. 
dnlcis. She atſented unto it, and tothat purpoſe ſhe was brought again to 
her Lodging in Town ; and by a tew Doles of Merc. dulcis a Salivation was 
raiſed, by which the Matter letjened, and the Ulcer dried. Bur a Soreneſs 
afecting her Mouth, as 15 uſual in Salivarion, gave occaſion toa Chirurgeon, 
ſince dead, to inſinuate himſelf into the Lady's Family, where he inveighed 
{o much againſt the procecding by Mercury, as leſſened my credit with them ; 
ſo that I was not capable atier wards to ſerve the Lady. Yet I prevailed lo far, 
as that Sir Alex. Fraſier was conlulied; ro whom ( 1n their prelence ) I re- 
prelented the condition of the Parient, and the method of our proceedings. 
He approved of what had been given, and afſured the Lady it was the only 
way tocure her; and rhar if ſhe would drinka good DeccoCtion of Sarſa, 
with the Specificks uſually preicribed in ſuch caſes, and afterwards put her 
ſelf into a diet of Afies milk, ſhe might enjoy a good health, and be obliged 
toacknowledge the good ſervice I had done her. But ſhe was prepoſſeſſed 
with the {candal of Salivating, and went out of Town a few days aſter, and, 
I \uppole not following the method preſcribed, proper after Mercury, lan- 
gu:ſhed under a Conſumption, as ſuch people generally do. No Merctry do- 
ing well, where the preſcribed method 15 not obſerved. 

An Apothecary's wite living 10 my neighbourhood in the 0/4-Baily, after 
a hard Child-bed Labour, was ſeized with a Fever, and great pain in her 
right Thigh, from the Groin and Hip downward to the Knee, ſwelling the 
Member round, without Inflammation or diſcolouring the Skin. Sir Fr. Pr. 
was the Phyſician, and I think Sir C.Scarb. The Chirurgeons were Mr.Bing 
and my ſelf ; and inthe time of my Sickneſs Mr. Meredith a Chirurgeon 
dreiſed her. Welomented the Parts diſeaſed with decot. ſummitat. abſrath, 
majorans, beton. flor. roſ. rub. cham, meliloti, ſummit. anethi, ſem. lini, fenug, 
in wine and water, and madea Cataplaim of the ſame Fxces with the addi- 
tion of far. fabar. orobi and lentium, with oxymel, cl, cham. &c. But the whole 
Member being oppreſt and weakned by the Influx, it apoſtemated, and 
Matter was felt to fluctuate in ſeveral parts. We opened the moſt likely 
places by Caulticks, and gave vent to a large quantity of purulent Matter. 
Then dreſlingtheEſcar with Lenients, we applied the Cataplaſm and rowled 
it up. She was ſomewhat relieved, but reſted ill that night. Ac the next

the whole piece ſeparated and {ell off trom the Bone, leaving 1t bare, And the 
Jips of the Ulcer \ordid without Inflammation or Tumour. I areiled the 
Bone with extraZt. feord:t dilloived in rr. vin, and the Ulcer with #747. 
Paracelſ.cum Merc, p7ecipita!, Traumartick Decoctions, Balſamicks, Cordia!s, 
Opiats, Juleps, were preſcribe, and our work went on ſuccelsfully a while : 
the Bone extoliating from the edges ; and the lips of the Ulcer diyetted and 
incarned with Sarcoticks myrrh, aloes, ſarcocolle, cam ſyr. de rol. fricis, Pat 
in the while a vehement pain ſeized the other Thigh, and it apoitemared. 
We opened it on the out-{ide, and fjelr the Bone carious : we gave vent to a 
fxrid Matter, I treated it as hath been ſaid in the former Obſervation : the 
\{atter daily poured out, and rhe Abfcets g ew more hollow. To add to 
her affliction, ſhe was tormented with a pain 1n her right Shoulder and in her 
left Knee, fo that ſhe was neceſſitated to lie upon her Hips, which exaſpera- 
cd them. At length the great diicharge of Matter and extremity ot pain 
waited her, Oedematous Swellings arole 1n her Legs and Feet, and ſhe lan- 
othed and died. 

A young Gentlewoman was brought to Bed in the Country, and, being 
| delivered, became indiipo'ed with a Fever, and was pained in leveral parts 
of her body. I found her grievoully afilicted with corrolive Ulcers lying 
deepin the fleſh to the Bone : whole picces of tie{h ſeparated trom the Os 
c)tcyars, and came off Jeaving the Bones bare as thar 0; Skeleton. The fleſh 


_ allo fell off in round pieces from ſome other parts of her Lody, Upon the lett 


Side, a little below her Breaſt, whillt I was with her, I faw it begin with a 
round crack inthe Skin, the compaſs of a Five-ſhilling-prece 14 Silver with- 
out Inflammation or Swelling, or other Matter than a litt!c $2zies, Ir pene- 
trated deeper every day,and 1n three or four days fell oft trom the Perioftenm 
that covered the Ribs. I was much at a lo's a 4 to dreſs thele Ulcers with 
while they were cracking, for they were dry and withour tnmetaction of 
the lips. Whac the actual Cautery might here have done, I do not know. 
L lprinkled Merc. precipitat. in ſome places, and in others a/umecn vm mixt 
with Pracipitate. I fomented ſome of them with lenient Decoctions,as rad. 
althee, conſolid. fol. malve, ſem. cydon. pſyllii, and the like. Others | treated 
with decoct. abſiath. rute, ſcordtii, centaurii, cardui benedict. made in a Lixivie, 
and Cataplaſms were accordingly applied ; but nothing check'd them. After 
the Skin and Fleſh were {cparated,the remaining lips looked as fleſh parboil'd; 
yet they afterwards digeſted, and became berter-conditioned : but this crea- 
ture had ſo many places of her Body diſcaſed, as ſhe had not one free part to 
Ie on. Our whole endeavours (alter ſhe was dreſſed) were, how to con- 
trive Pillows to give herealſe. The womens work was,to quilt them ſeveral 
ways, and make rhis and that part hollow ſuitably to the caſe : ſome parts 
of the Pillows had to that purpoſe holes cut in them. Many ways were Pro- 
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poſed, but all to little purpoſe. She was always reſtleſs, frequently remo- 
ving, and roaring for caſe. I being quite tired, Mr. Newman a Chirurgeon 
was {ent for, and relieved me. TI ſoon returned again,and ſtayed till I grew 
diſeaſed my lelf, and with much dithculty returned home ; then another Chi- 


rurgeon was ſent thither : and before I recovered of my own Sickneſs,I heard

Of an Eryſipelas. 


N Eryſipelas 1s generated of a hot Serym in the Bloud, and affects the 

ſuperticies of the Skin with a thining, pale, red or citron colour, with- 

out Pulſation or circumſcribed Tumour, fpreading from one place to another, 

It begins for the moſt part with ſome little Rigour, and 1s continued with a 
Fever. 

This Serum, according to its ſeveral degrees of recels from its natural 
ſtatc towards that of Choler, doth produce ſeveral Dileales. When the 
Receſs 1s lels,and the ſharpnels of it but little,then it doth only cauſea reddith 
luſh upon the Skin : from which the name of Eryſipe/as 1s, or at leaſt may be, 
derived; which is therefore by ſome great Authors reckoned amongſt the ſan- 
guincous Tumours, becaule its colour repreſents Bloud, But what will they 
then ſay of an Eryſipelas that appears yellow, as molt of them do ? why ſhould 
not this colour give it a new name from Choler ? But I ſhall in this ſubmit to 
the minds of others. However I dare adventure to add, that a farther pro- 
greſs towards acrimony maketh an Herpes; andit the accels of acrimony be 
very great, it maketh an Herpes exedens, 

Theſe Tumours are not alway ſimple, but do uſually mix themſelves with 
other Humours, and from thence get additional Epithets; as Eryſipelas &de- 
matodes, phlegmonoides, ſcirrhodes, &c. Put that which I propole to treat 
of is the Eryſipelas a Sangnine bilioſo, from cholerick Bloud, which affects 
onely the outward Parts, none of which eſcape its tenuity and ſubtil 
nels, the Face, Head, Breaſt, Back, Emunctories, Thighs, Legs and Arms: 
nay, when Bones lie bare, (and ſo become as it were external Parts expoſed 
to Air) they are allo ſubject to the ſame Malady ; as we too frequently find 
in Wounds of the Scull and other Fractures. 

The Humour it ſelt ſimply conſidered is very thin and ſharp,much affteQting 
the Pores of the Skin, 1n which it uſually lodgeth ; and in a great meaſure 
oweth its confinement thither to an occluſion of them, they being co- 
vered with a Caticula, whole denſity hinders tranſpiration, from whence 
pain and redneſs ariſe : and oftentimes other Humours are invited thither,ſo 
that the Tumour enlargeth, and becometh compound. Whilſt it is ſimple, 
the Skin only 1s the ſeat of it, or the Periofteum, or a Bone that licth bare : 
when it is compound, ifwill aftect the Fleſh alſo, and other neighbouring 
Parts. | | 

The Matter of this Eryſipe/as 1s already deſcribed to be a thin cholerick Hu- 
mour. The Fountain of it 1s the Bloud, which by its capillary Arteries diſ- 
chargeth it upon that Part,as often as in bilious or malignant and peſtilential 
Fevers it 1s provoked thereunto. And this, if the diſcharge be ſufficient, is 


called 
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-alled Critical: if it be not ſufficient,but that Nature,baving diſcharged part 
of the Matter, lieth down under the reſt, we call it Symptomatical. So allo 
when it appears in the beginning of a Fever, it 1s then reckoned as a Symp- 
rome thereof. Sometimes the Fever is vulgarly eſteemed a Symptome of ir, 
viz. when the Eryſipelas is firſt taken notice of, as if it had preceded the Fe 

ver : whereas indeed there is no Eryſpelas that hath not a Fever,either viſible 
2r latent, going betore it. 


External Cauſes do alſo concurr to the produCtion of an Erfipelas ; as Con- (75s 


tuſions, Fractures, and ſuch like; alſo the heat of the Sun, Fire, ſharp Medi- 
:aments, &c. All which have this efject in cholerick Bodies, where the 
2loud,being turgid with that Humour,meets with any occaſion of ſeparation 
of Parts. 


The S225 of an Eryſipelas are, a ſhining yellowiſh colour mixt with red Signs. 


here and there vehement, heat, with a pricking pain bliſtering the Skin, and 
creeping from one place to another. How It diftereth from a Phlesmon may 
eaſily be diſcerned by comparing them: Thisheth ſcattering in the Skin, ſcarce 
raiſing a Tumour; whereas the Ph/egmon lieth deepamongit the Muſcles,with 
elevation and circumſcription, and 15 of a deep red colour. 


A ſimple Eryſipelas is not accompanied with cruel Symptoms : there 1s a Troges: 
Fever, bur that diminiſheth as the Eryſipe/as increaferh, according to an A- © 


phoriſm of Hippocr. When the Matter is ſent from within outward,the v/- 
{crra are relieved,and the Patient recovers. This we {ee frequently in great 
Diſeaſes. Burt ab extertori introredire malum, the {udden return of the Hu- 
mour inward is a bad ſign, ill Symptoms frequently following, yea Death, 
e{pecially if th2 EmuaCtories were atteted. Suppuration in an Eryſipelas 1s 
not good, according roGalex in his Commentaries on the ſame Aphoriſm,ſpea- 
king of maiign Eryfppelas,which in ſuppurating do for the molt part corrupt ; 
as we ſee by the diſcoloured P«/tule which ariſe about them. Alſo an Ery- 
fpelas upon a bare Bone 1s 1l ; and it a Delirium happen, the hopes 1s lels. 
I hat Eryſpelas which goeth off by Tranſpiration 1s belt. 


In the Cure of an Eryſipelas you are to conlider the Habit of body : for Cure.3 


whilit it abounds with bilious Humours, there 1s no admitting of Repellents; 
and by Diſcutients you will increaſe the heat, and conſequently the Diſeaſe. 
Therefore we proceed in the Cure of this, as hath been ſaid in a Phlegmon, by 
Diet, Pharmacy, and Clururgery. 

Their Diet ought to be, as in hot Tumours, very ſparing, Grewels, Pa- 
nadoes, and Chicken-broth, with cooling Herbs : their Drinks, Priſans,Bar- 
ivy-cream, Emultfions, and Juleps made of diſtiIPd Waters, as aqu. borrag.en- 
arvie, acetoſe, laituce, portslace, &c. cum ſyr. e ſucco citr. Imon. aranat. rub. 
1421, violar, and the like; avoiding Wine in theſe Diſeaſes. The Ancients 
allowed only Water, and to weaker ſtomacks Beverage. Reſt and Quiet of 
mind is here to be defired, and the Belly to be kept ſoluble. 

Concerning Phlebatoiny there hath been much diſpute amongit Writers; 
bur they all agree that the Patient be let bloud, in caſe the Eryſipe/as flow upon 
Wounds and ſuch like accidents, or where it affeteth the Head or Throat. 
In the former of them it is allowed to prevent a Phrenitis, which otherwiſe 
m1git enſue; and in the latter a Squinancy, in which there is danger of ſuf- 
focation. Bur if the Eryſipel.zs be ſimple, and but in the Skin, we are then 
by Purgations only to evacuate the redundancy of Humours, and prevent 
the ebullition of Choler. The Purgatives ought to be lenient, ſuch as have 
teen preſcribed in a Phleamon : as caſſia, tamarinas, manna, eremor tartar, 
11:barb, &c. in Whey, or in Decoftions of Barley and opening Roots, with 
Syrups 0 cichor, cum rhabarb. and de rhabarb. de rof. ſolutiv, alſo the Elect.leni-

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tivum. diacathol. diaprun, e ſucco ro{. Clyiters are alſo moſt proper in theſe 
Diſeaſes. Having thus empried the bowels, you may make Revullion by 
Friction, Cupping, &c. and by Vomit, if the Eryſpelzs be in the neather 
Parts, 

In your applications to the Part affected you are to conſider whether the 
Eryſipelas was from an internal Caule, or external; alſo whether it be great, 
or little. If it ariſe from an external Cauſe, you may ſafely apply Retrige- 
rants without any precedingEvacuation,becauſe the Dileaſe took its original 
meerly trom the difaftection of the Part, whether 1t was from the ſcorching 
heat of the Sun, ſharp Medicines, Contulion, or Fracture, &c. and not from 
the peccancy of the Humours. Therefore in ſuch caſes you are obliged to ap- 
peaſe the pain in the tirſt place by lenient and cooling Medicaments. 

If from an internal Cauſe, then evacuation by Purgatives 15 always to pre- 
cede, unlels the Eryſipe/as be remote trom the principal Parts,or that the heat 
atſeing the Member be vehement ; in which caſe you ſhall nor inſiſt upon 
Evacuation, but apply the milder Retrigerants to contemperate the heat,and 
afterwards procecd in evacuarion of the biljous Humours. | 

Caution. But if it be in the Head or Face, you are then to be cautious in your Appli- 
cations, (Abitinence or a very {lender Diet being the beſt remedy to begin 
with) and to forbear to trac the Parts aſtetted rill the Eryſipelas have a while 
made its progrels, and in {ome degree ſpent its heat. But if ſomething muſt 
be done to latisfie the Relations and Py-ſtanders, let the Topick rather be of 
an ex(iccant quality than repellent, le{t ſome ill accident enſue. 

WelThall begin wih an 7yſpelas proceeding from external Cauſes. The 

ledicaments geically preſcribed in ſuch caſes are of a cooling humetting 
quality, not too much 2!{tringent, leit you dry the Skin, and prohibit Trani- 
piration, and the Humour included become ſharp, corroding the Parts,or ſtir 
up Apoſtemation. The Simples are, umbilicres Venerts, polygonum, plantag. 
trifolinm paluſtre, Dortnlar. pfyllium, {e mpervivum, ſolanum. The Com pounds 
are Of various lorts. BR cernſſe 3 vitg. lithareyr. auri 31v. mucilag, ſem. pſyllii, 
cydon. extract, in aq. ſolani, ſucci ſolani, umbilici Vener, an. 5 11). acett cochl. 
wv. ol. roſ. & myrtill. an. ib, ſevi vitulini 5 1. cog. ad ſuccor. conſumpt. deinde 
aade thuris pulv. 5X. cere q. |. fiat Ceratum, Geratum Galen 18 allo proper 
in thele, {0-15 unguert. nutritum, with a third part of populeon, Linen dipt in 
any of the aforeſaid Juices may be apphed : but then they muſt be renewed 
as often as they dry ; otherwiſe they may increaſe the heat, and excoriate 
the Part. 

Canin, They who do ule ſtronger Repellents ought tobe careful leſt, in repreſſing 
the Inflammation, they do extinguiſh the natural heat of the Part, or ſtrike 
the Humour inward upon the viſcera, 

In the Eryfpelas proceeding from internal Cauſes decofFum ſalvie with a 
Solution of Caſtle-ſoap 1s a good Fomentation ; and ceratum Galeni applied 
after it is ſufhicient. In thoſe which are critical, a Cerote of ol. olivar, cu 
cera alba hath hitherto ſerved my purpoſe. If the heat be vehement, I renew 
the application daily ; otherwiſe every other day ſufficeth : and as the Bliſters 
arile,I cut them,to prevent Eroſion, If afterwards they do excoriate,I dreſs 
them with 7gert. tutie, or the following Unguent upon Pledgits of Lint, 
by which the ſerous Humour may be 1mbibed, and the Ulceration healed. 
It aFomentation be neceſſary,that of o/:baywn and Myrrhe decoted in Wine 
may be uſed. B zroch, alb. Rhaſe. & tutie pulver. an. 516, plumbi uſti 3 j. 
camphore Db. ceruſſe 316, ol. roſ. 3 vj. ſevi agnini 3 1ij. cere alb, q. [. fiat Un- 
guentum in mortario plumbeo per duas hoyas agitatum. This will cicatrize them. 
In thoſe of the Head /£2:u5 propoleth nidum hirundinis pulver. & cum melle

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»ixtum. He anointed the Eryſipelzs with a feather, and delivereth it to us 
as a Medicament drying without any repelling quality. The Decoction of 
Coleworts is alſo commended to bathThem. Burt, unleſs there be great Ex- 
coriation, it will be ſafer to leave the Cure of ſuch Eryſipe/zs to Nature, and 
eyacuate and contemperate the heat by internal Medicaments. Nor ought 
we to be over-forward in our applications to the Face or parts about 1t : yet 
in my Practice I have commonly uſed ag. calcis with ol, {iz well thaken 
together with good ſucceſs; as alſo thele following, where I thought more 
Exſiccation neceſſary. Take diſtilled Vinegar in which hath been boiled a 
jcece of Lithareyr. or minium : after it 1s ſettled, pour oft the cleareſt of it, 
nd filter it : put ſome of this into a glaſs, and add o/. rof. tot, and ſhake 
them together. Or, in caſe of preſent uſe, take ſaccharum Saturzi, and beat 
it up with the ſaid oyl. Either of theſe applied with a teather twice or thrice 
a day will ſerve your purpole. _ 

The Accidents which attend Eryſipelzs are the ſame as in a Phlegmon, and Correti- 
do happen through the unſeaſonable uſe of Repellents : therefore when you 97,0 4c 
ſze the heat go ot, and the Skin relax, or when the Patient feeleth himſelt 
eaſed of that burning and pricking pain, forbear the uſe of your Repellents, 
and apply Reſolvents and Dilcutients, to corroborate the Part,and reltore it 
to its ratural tone. For though the Eryſipelzs do not ariſe with any circum- 
ſcribed Tumour, yet in its progreſs rhe Member 1s ſwelled, and remains fo 
after the Eryſipelzs 1s breathed forth, and for want of Diſcuſſion doth fre- 
quently become cedematous. Therefore to prevent that, it may be rea{ona- 
ble to foment the relaxed Parts with decoct. [ummitat. abſinth. flor. cham. {am- 
baci, rof. rabr, &c.

that means augmented, and her Recovery hazarded, ſhe being then with 
Child. Therefore I reſolved to give way for the Humour to ſpend ir {elf by 
Tranfpiration : to which purpoſe I fomented with a decot#./alvie withCaſtle- 
ſoap diffolved in it, and the while made a Cerote of o!. olivar. and Wax, and 
applied it in ſeveral pieces upon the Arm, with Bandage to retain it on ; du-

the like. As the Bliſters aroſe, we ſnipt them, and to ſome of the biggeſt of 
them applied »nguert. tutie upon Pledgits. During theic Applications the 
heat went off from the Parts it had firit affefted, and {pred up higher to the 
Breaſt and Scaprla ; it alſo affefted the Hand and Fingers with Bliſters: but 
the tops of them being cut off, they healed, the Inilammation breathed 
forth in four or five days after,and ſhe recovered; but by reaſon of the Fluxi- 
on her Arm was fwelled. For the removal of which I diretted them to fo- 
ment it with the DecoCtion preſcribed in the Merhod of Cure, by whicl, 
with the help of Bandage, it diſcuſſed. The roughneſs of the Skin was at-

A Youth about ſeven or eight years old, labouring under a complication 
of Diſeaſes from his Melentery and Kidneys, was ordered by his Phylician 
to have a Fontanel made in his left Arm: I made it, and left it well dige- 
ſted.

The next day | renewed the Dreſſings 1n his preſence, and the Ulcer 
bei:.7 lonie's hat digeſted, I put in a Pea by his advice, and drefſed the Arm 
as beft ce,thereby curing the Eryſipelas in few days: but the Child remaining 
indifpoled, the Er3ſipelas burit forth again, and was alſo cured by the ſame 

Then the Patient was purged, and ſent into the Air near Barxert, 
w here ie drank thoſe Waters, and being thereby relieved, was brought back 
to his Parents.

I dreſled it with the ſame Cerote, and lett 
him enough of it for his Servants to dreſs him with : during which Purga- 
tives were repeated, and he was cured by the application of the {aid Cerote. 
A perſon of about (ixty four years of age, of a melancholick dry Conltitu- , oxy. 
tion, was in the Winter-ſcaſon taken with a Quartan-ague, and after the le. va. 
cond Fit was ſeized with a pain in his lett Leg, which increaſing, he ſent for 
me. The Leg was inflamed from the Knee to the Foot : the Inflammation of 
the Skin was of a more deep red colour than 1s uſually ſeen in a true Eryſipelas, 
it indeed partaking ſomewhat of a Phlegmon ; but the Swelling was without 
circumſcription ; 1t was tenſe and ſhining, made by a Tranſlation of his A- 
oue: fo that by this, if well managed, he was in a poſlibility of being 
freed of that. Theretore I propoled by Lenients to moderate the heat, and 
breath out the Humour. Having ſatisfied him,that it was neceſlary to pro- 
cecd deliberately with 1t, I treated 1t as in the former Obſervation hath been 
{aid, and dreiſed it twice or thrice with the ſaid Cerote ; and, having alſwa- 
ged the heat and pain in it, I ſhewed his Servants how to dreſs it, and gave 
directions to the Patient in the regulation of his Diet,C*c. and took my leave ;

An Erifipelacariſing trom an internal Cauſe affeCting the Head requires the 
timely advice of a Phylician, it frequently cauſing grievous Accidents, as

Fever, Delirium, &c. and, being ſubject to great Ulcerations with putrefaCt- 
on, doth frequently corrupt the Fleſh to the Bone. Sad inſtances may be 
viven of thele ; ( rhey ending for "the moſt part 1n Death : ) therctore it 
were to be wiſhed in ſuch cales, that the Hair be timely cut o:t, for it con- 
tributes much tothe Eroſion that happens. 


An Eryſipeles aftefting the Face of a Perſon of Honour, he conſulted Sir 9: 


Ch. Scarburehand other Phyticians : they preſcribed Bleeding td the quan- 
tity of eight ounces, allo Clyſters and lenient Purgatives to keep 11S body 
ſoluble. During the time of Inflammation he was teveriſh and indi{poled, 
alſo ſubject to Fainting and the like. In conlideration whereot he was advi- 
{ed to keep his bed, and ſometimes to diſpole himlelt to breathing Sweats 
with the Counteſs of Kent's Powder : cordial Juleps were allo pref{cribed 
him. The Eryſipeles ſhifted from one part to another in and about Js Face. 
They applied no Medicaments to the Parts diſealed. In the dechnation of it 
I {aw it ariſe again freſh in his Forchead with a Swelling very Iigh, only 
trom the itreightnels of his Cap : which I raking notice of, and adviling it 
tobe llackned, the Swelling fink again 1n few hours. I inſtance this only to 
ſhew how fmalla thing will ratic ti1s d1{turbance where the bilious Humours 
arc in feiment. As his Eryfepcl.rs ipent itfelt, rhey.purged him, and hereco- 
vered. An bryſipelas ſomeime attecting one particular part of che Head or 
Face, as the Eye, Nole or Ear, hath given much trouble to the Phylician 
and Chirurgeon 1n removing 1t. 

[t is not many days fince I was called to one labouring of an Er:ſip:/.5 on 
her 1ighr Ear. It had been dileaſe four or five days betore I came : 1t was 
prodigioufly {welled and inflamed ; and, by reaton of the acrimony of the 
Humour which was included between the Folds of the Ear and the Ear 
and Scalp, there was great Excoriation. I fomented it with deco, ſalve 
cum ſapone, drefſed it with that Preparation of acer, {:tharg. cnm of. ro. 
above propoſed in the merhod of Cure, and left her {ome of it rodrels her 
felt as occaſion ſhould offer ; then let her bloud, and directed a Clyſter to be 
given her. The next day I purged her with Whey and Manna,and repeated 
It againand again. She liveda few miles out of Town, which pur me upon 
the nece:Tity of committing the Cure of it to themielves, with Directions, 
and Medicaments ſuch as I have above propoſed. Ir dried up the external 
heat ; bur the Fluxion, which lay more internally, atter all apoitemared, and 
was cured accordingly. 

[ was called in by my kind neighbour Doctor Deztoz to a young Woman 
who had been affiicted withan Fryſipelas, which had ſpred over all her Face : 
had ſhifted often : at length ſhe was cured thereof by the {aid Phyſician ; 
yet was the right Eye cloled with the Inflammation and Swelling trom the 
reliques of that Eryſipelas, and the lower Lid apoſtemated, and the Matter 
was ready to make its way inwardly into the hollow of the Eye. We opened 
it by Incifion, diſcharginga proportionable quantity of Matter ; the remain- 
der of which we digelted and dried to a perfect Cicatrice by n2guert. dia- 
pompholygos, diſculling the Tumour in the mean while by Fomentations.

Some years ſince I was ſent for carly one morning toa Gentleman about 2. Obſer- 


forty years of age, who was extremely pained with a Boll on the our-fide of ': 
his left Thigh. I pulled off the Emplalter, which was of ga/banum, and 
{aw the Boil was in its ſtate, and ready to break. It was much inſlamed, 
2nd the Puſtule was ofa livid colour. I drefſed the Puſtule with o7. rof. cum 
vitell. ovi, and applied over the inflamed Boil an Emplaſter of baſilicou, I 
returned that night, and dreſſed it with the Cataplaim above preſcribed, by 
which it ſuppurated, the Cxt/cu/a brake off, and a thin Saxzes with ſome 
little Matter diſcharged. As the Boil came more to maturity, the Puſtule or 
head brake off, and made way for the Matter to digeſt out : and accordingly 
the _— cured. An Empirick, angry that his Medicaments were thrown 
oft, arid mine applied, complained to a Perſon of Honour, whole Family I 
then attended, that this Gentleman laboured under a Carbuncle or Plague- 
ſore : but I cleared my lelfto that Perſon, and ſhall ſhew you 1n its proper 
place, that a Carbuncle 1s another kind of Boll. 


A Gentleman near ſeventy years old was forely afflicted with a Furnncle , ore: 
within his Noſtrils, and about his Noſe with great Inflammation and hard- var. 


nels. I fomented the diſeaſed Parts with decoct. ſummitat. althee,malug,viol, 
flor. chamem. melilot:, fem. lini & pſyllii, and with a Syringe injected ſome of 
the ſame liquor into his Noſtrils, and applied the ftorementioned Cataplaſm 
over his Nole. TI purpoſed the letting him bloud in the Arm, but it would 
not be admitted by reaſon of his age : but by ſetting on Leeches behind his 
Ears I took away ſome bloud ; alſo by blittering the Neck and Shoulders 
I endeavoured Revuliion, by Clyſters kept his body foluble, and con- 
tinued the Applications, by which his pain was ſomewhat mitigated. Af- 
ter five or ſix days the Skin became thin, anda white tough Matter ſhewed 
t ſelf 1n ſeveral places within and about his Noſe, and gradually made its 
way through many {mall Openings. I made it more way here and there 
with the point ofa Lancet, and dreſſed them cum vitell. ovi EF ol. lilior, and 
continued the uſe of the Fomentation, and applied the Cerote. I was 
much troubled to think what would become of his Noſe, the exteriour 
and interiour parts being all ſtuft with that clammy Matter, ſo that it 
would not iſſue out; and, when it ſhould, I doubted it would leave 
little coverture for the Cartilagues. To haſten it out, I daily droprt in a 
mixture of mel roſ. cum ſucco apii decoted ; and, by conveying a bi 

Tent dipt in the fame into each Noftril, I preſt the Matter SEP 
and fomerimes pull'd it away with my Forceps. It came out as if it had 
been broken pieces of the Spinalis medulla, and burſt ſome of the Openings 
1nto one another ; which I was ſorry to ſee. But the Matter not being ac- 
companied with acrimony, the hollowneſs filled up, and the diſtended 
Lips, falling» near one another, agglutinated as the Matter digeſted out :

They do not ditter much one 
from another, ſo may well beentred together. - ES

Theexternal Applications commended to us by the Ancients are fol. c:ca- 
te, ſolan. plantag.cum polenta ; Or, BR uvas paſſas munaatas, & contuſas ſuper- 
pore : and to waſh them with aqua ſalita, to dry up the Matter, and prevent 
Eroſion ; afterwards to dreſs them with a mixture of equal parts of /#/phur 
wiv, and um, argenti cum Vino. I never was conſulted 1n theſe till they were 
arrived at their height, and then found Anodynes of moſt uſe, and applied 
ſuch as have been preſcribed in the former Chapter, and afterwards healed 
them with WHAguent, tutl e, 


i. Obſer-= Maid came recommended to me with the former of theſe Tubercles on 
rats the inſide of her Arm of the bigneſs of the greater ſort of Lupins, of 


a livid colour, with a {mall acute Puſtule riſing up 1n the middle of it. It 
was accompanied with great Inflammation,aftecting the Tendons with hard- 
neſs in the Joynt. I preſcribed her that Cataplaſm ex mucilag, ſem. pſyllii, al- 
thee, lint, &C. as in the Chapter of Furaxcle, and embrocated the Tendons 
affe&ted with ol. roſ. & cham. By this the Tubercle was brought near Suppu- 
ration, the Puſtule firſt brake, and diſcharged a thin Sanzes. I dreiled it cum 
vitello ovi, and about two days after the Tubercle it ſelf thruſt out a bloudy 
Matter.

W hether it did run upward from the 
Puſtule to the Fontanel, and affect it, or deſcend from it to the Pultule, I 
know not : however it was, there were marks of communication from one 
tro the other, and both were painful, and the Patient was indiſpoled with a 
Fever. In the Fontanel there was a ſmall Orenge-pea, which I caſt out, and 
Put ina common one, and dreſſed it with Lenients, and an Emplaſter to re- 
tain them 0n. I dreſſed the Puſtule with «wgacat. baſilic, cum vitell, ovi, and 
applied the forementioned Cerote preſcribed in Furuzc/e, It ſuppurated the 
next day, and the head of 1t calt oft ina Slough. Iclipped ot the looſe skin 
from it, and dreſſed it with azguert. tutie, and in five or fix days cicatrized 
it. During rhe Cure the Patient was aMicted with a Dzarrhea, which was 
purged off. After which ſhe was hot and feveriſh, and troubled with a 
Rheamatiſmus ;, for which (he was let bloud, and cured. 
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[ Nder this Head I comprehend all thoſe Tumours of the Glandules 
which have Bloud for their eſſential ingredient. They are uſually rec- 
kon'd Phyma, Phyzethlon, Bubo, Parots, It is true that Strume and Scrofulz 
do ſometimes partake of Bloud and become Phleomonoide, 8&c, but that is not 
ellcntial to them : witneſs the great numbers that never come to inflame or 
luppurate.

They have been taken by ſome for Srrume : but they difter from a $!ruma, 
which, being contained in a Cyſts, doth require tO be eradicated by Eſcaro- 
ticks after Suppuration and diſcharge of its Matter ; but theſe aſter diſcharge 
of Matter are cured cither of themſelves, or by the ordinary intenſions of Di- 
geition, c. They are without danger, and caſie of Cure. 

The method of Care is the ſame with that of the little Phlegmonr : only 
theſe do not admit of Repellents ; but from rheir very beginning mult either 
be difcuſſed, or brought to ſuppurate, And indeed all that I have ever ſeen 
did terminate by Suppuration. In the beginning we treat them with Emp/. 
aiachyl. Cm Umm, ae meliloto, and the like : Or, in cale of pain, with matu- 
rative Cataplaſms, as hath been {et down in Phlegmon and Furunculus ; as 
rad. althee, lilior. ſem. lint, pſyllt, WC. 


| A Gentleman fetch'd me one night from my houle to ſee his only Child, 
about a year old, labouring of one of thoſe 'Tumours under'the right Jaw : 
it was round and hard, of a pale colour, and was ſuppoſed the Kyze's Evil. 
I applied Empl. diacnyl. cum 0 HMMM, and, in ſtead of the Stay, PUT ON a tolded 
linen cloath about it, ro retain the Drethng. Atter three or four days I viſited 
the Child again, and faw the Tumour red, tending to Suppuration. I then 
drefied with umount. baſilzc. and a Plailter ; and the third day after,feeling the 
Tumour well ſuppurated, opened 1t by the milder Cauſtick, and dilcharged 
a Matter of good colour and conliſtence. I drelled it with Lenients,and atter 
ſeparation of the Elcar diſpoled it to incarn by the common Sarcoticks, and 
by the ulc of the Vitriol-itone; and afterwards with ungneat, de lthargyro 
Cured it in tew days. | 
Such another, but bigger, was that ina Girlof about nine years old, where 
Doctor Ruzely was the Phylician. She had been diſeaſed with a Fever, and 
ſome Reliques of that Vatter d;{charged themſelves in a Swelling under the 
right Jaw as big asa Pullet's Egg. It was ſuppurated, and required vent, 
which Igave it by Inciſtion ; but could not cure 1t till I had applied a Cau- 
{tick upon the depending part. The place not being very capable of Ban- 
Jage, it could not be treated ſo advantageoully when opened by Incilion,and 
dreſſed with Tents : bur after the laying it more open by Cauſtick, the Mat- 
ter plentitully diſcharged, and the Abſcels cured as the former. Many of 
thele have been brought to me upon ſuſpicion of the KRyzg's Evil: ſome of 
which my Servants have cured by my directions after the aboveſaid manner. 
You will meet with more of this Tumour 1n the Treatiſe of the Diſeaſes of 
the Pods. 


HTGETHLON is a Tumour atteQting the glandulous parts under 
the Jaws, and 1s called Pazzs, It diftereth from Phyma, in that it hath 
a mixture with Bis, as the other had with Pituita, and lies round and flat 
as a Cake under the Jaws. 
It is cured after the ſame manner as the other; {ſo will not be worth the 
troubling the Reader with many Inltances of it. I ſhall give you one, 
whereby you may diſtinguiſh it from Phyzza and other Tumours. 


Alittle Girl was brought to me upon a ſuppoſition of having the Ew1/. 
She had a flat, hard,round Tumour lying under her Chin and part of the right 
Jaw down towards her Throat : it was ofa yellowiſh red colour, not unlike 
that 
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that in an Eryſpelas, but without Veſication. I directed one of my Servants 
ro make a Cataplaſmex rad. ilior. alb. &c. by the application of which it 
ſuppurated in three or four days, and diſcharged a well-digeſted Matter ; du- 
ring which the hardnels reſolved, and it cured in ſeven days by the only ule 


of that Cataplaſm. 


H E Tumour called BUBO is an Inflammation of the Glandules 1n 3uto. 
the EmunCtories of the Groin or Arm-pit. 

It taketh irs Differences from the quality of the Humour: ana ſo they Pife- 
are cither benign, or malign. The latter fort are either venereal, or peſtt- 2d 
lential. | 

The Carſes of Buboare internal, or external. The former are vicious Hu- c,,;. 
mours abounding in the Bloud or in theNerves excreted ſometimes critically, 
ſometimes lymptomatically. The external Cauſes may be pain aticcting the 
exteriour Parts: ſoa Wound in the Hand or Arm, nay the Finger, will 
att the Arm pit with a Tumour. You havean Inſtance of it in Phli2mos. 
A Cancer in the Breaſt doth the ſame. So an Ulcer in the Foot attects the 
Groin. In the Treatiſe of Struma you may lee ſome Inſtances of it. 

A Fontanel inthe Leg diſtempered with pain cauſed a {welling of the Obiervat, 
Glands i Inonize, I was conſulted about the Swelling, and, cnquiring of 
the reaſon ofthe ſudden Tumour, found the Fonranel dilturbed by walking 
much that day. I dreſſed the Fontanel with Lenients ; and the Tumours of 
the Glands i» Ingnize, which were riſen like ſo many Scrof#le, relaxed, and 
were ſcarce to be felr the next day. 

A Bubo ariſeth in the EmunQtories with pain, Inflammation, hardneſs, c*c. 
asin a Phleomon, Tf it was made by Criſes, then a Fever preceded : It there 
were none, then other Cauſes muſt be enquired after : as, whether pain pre- 
ceded 1n lome remote Part ; allo, whether it be peſtilential, or venereal. 

Buboes that are neither malign nor contagious are not dangerous, it rhey Prozn- 
luppurate kindly, and are timely opencd : but if the contrary happen, they 
may degenerate into [{7{.e, and then are not witnout danger. It they pro- 
cced troma Tranſlation of Matter, ( as ſometimes trom the Parts near the 
head of the //eza cavaand top of the Breaſt or bottom of the Neck into the 
Arm-pits, or trom the lower parts of the Belly in the Glands and other Parts 
near the Ram? 71acihn the Tngnina ) the Cure is difficult : and if the Lungs, 
above, or the Uterzs, or Bladder, or Redum below, vartake in the Fu- 
mour, 1t 15 more deſperate. 

A buvo, according to theuſual method of Practice, onght not to be re- Cure 
pelied : therefore in order to the Cure you are to con{ider the Cauic ; and if 
It were by Cr//zs, youare either to breath it forth by Dilſcurients, or haſten 
Maturation. It the Criſis be imperfect by reaſon of the weakneſs of the expul- 
livetaculty, you ought by Attraction to help it forward, either by Cupping- 
plafles, or by the application of ſour Leven, black Soap, ferc. columbin. 
ſem. maps, urtice, Figs, roaſted Onions, CN. Or, I cepam ma nam, excave- 
tur, C 1mpleatur cavits theriaca ; deinde papyro involuta coq. ſub cineribus 
calid, & cum ol. ſcorpion. fiat Cataplaſma, addendo fermenti acer. 38. Miſc. 

Or, R Empl. diachyl. cum gummi ij. picis Bargund, ammoniac. ſolut. an, 3, 
pulv. ariſtoloch. rot, rad. gemtiane, an, 3j. cum ol. ſcorpion. fiat Ceratum, All 
the hot Gums are hereto proper. But if it be ſymptomatical, jt betokeneth 
Plthora, which ought to be removed by Bleeding. Purging is alſo neceſſary, 
both to carry off the quantity, ard allo toamend theevil quality of the Hu- 
mour, Plcthors in this caſe being uſually cacochymical : yet mult not our pur- 
ging be too violent, but only ſuch as may aſſiſt nature in making a due lepa- 
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Of Inflammatory T umours Book I. 


ration of the peccant Humours from the maſs of Bloud. And itit was cau- 
ſed by pain from ſome other Part, you ought by Lenicnts toalſlwage thar 
pain, and by moderate Dilcutients mixed with Repellents ſcatter tbat Hu- 
mour in the EmunCtories. But ifit will come to Suppuration,you ſhall haſten 
the Opening of it, and digeſt, incarn and CICAtrIZC it, as iS [aid in the oencral 
Chapter of 46/ceſſes, and will be ſhewed 1n the tollowing Obſervations. 


A Man of about fifty years old, of a full Body and ſtrong Conititution, 
was taken with a pain under hisright Arm with hardneſs and Inflammation. 
I was ſent for, and, concluding ita Bubo, thrult torth by the [trength of na- 
ture, applicd Empl. diachyl. cum g11mmy, deligning not to dre!s it again till it 
was ncar ſuppurated : but the Tumour increaſing with great painand inſla. 
med rednels, I was put upona necet}:ty of applying anodyne Catapla{ms. 
Within few days after, it being {uppurated, I opened it by Incifion, and dil: 
charged a well-concoQed Matter : then dreſſed it with #ngnucnt. baſilicon cum 
vitell, oviupona Tent, and avpiicd an Empl aiachyl. {pl malaxed with va- 
ouent. dialthee, and atierwards drefled it with wnzaif, Paracelſ. Having lo 
diſpoſed it to heal, I left Dre!Ungs, and after thice or tour days viſited the Pa- 
ticnt again : when, oblerving the hardnels d1getted off, and the Abſce's fir 
to cicatrize, I left off the uſe of the Tent, and dreſſed it with a Pledoir of 
unonent. titpomphol. and the Cerote over it, and left them wherewithalto 
tiniſh the Cure. Buta tew days aſter tliey ſent for me again. TI found it 
ſwclled, and the Matter iſſuing trom 1t thin and terid, much more in quan- 
tity than I could expect. I enlarged the Opening by Incition,and there came 
forth a Tent which in his Servants Dreſſing had {jipt into the Abſcels. From 
that time the Matrer Iefſercd, andthe Ablſcels cured without relapſe by the 
method aforeſaid. 

A married Wife, ofabout thirty four years of age, having been long dif: 
caſed with Hyſterical Fits, with a complication of other Maladies,after many 
unſuccelSful attempts, was put into the hands of Sir Ira.Py. who preſcribed 
Merc. dulc. Dj. in conf. cichorti. The ſecond Dole falivated her {ixteen or {even- 
teen days, whereby {the was relieved tor ſome months: bur then ſhe com- 
plained of a P11 in her left Groin, which growing bigger, and railing the 
Parts about it intoa Tumour,ſhe embrocatcd it by my advice with o/.lumbric. 
After a tew days,the Tumour more increaling with Inflammation and hard- 
ne's, I applied Emplaſt, mucilag.with a thira part of Empl.drachyl, cum gummi. 
The tourth day ater, fecling the Tumour ſuppurated, I openedit by a Cau- 
ſtick, and dilchargeda proportionabie quantity of Matter well d:peſted ; then 
drefled it with Lenients, to haſten the {eparation of the Efcar. While the 
E ſcar was ſeparating, a long Streakot red appeared liretching down from 
the [z2nuez along the midille of the Thigh toward the Ham. Iembrocated it 
with ol. rof. and applicd cerat. Galent, The next day I telt Matter inir, and 


{iw the inflamed Streak {tretch lower down. 1 applied a little of my milder 
Caultick upon. the upper part of it, which was about three Engers breadth 
trom the Tumour 1 I2nzze, and gave vent toa little digeited Matter, dre{- 
{ing it with Lenicnts. This while the Ablcels in the Groin was in good tem- 
per, and diſpoſed to heal: but the aforeſaid inflamed Streak paſſed down to 
the Ham, and ſo along the Myſculrs gaſtrocyemins to the great Tendon of it 
which leads to the Heel, and had Matter init the whole length. Tn leſs ſpace 
than tour days I made Apertions 1n it in five ſeveral places, all by Cau- 
ſticks; the lowermolt! in the lower part of the Calf of the ies. Theſe dil: 
charged the Matter, and werecured in tew days ( after the Eſcars were ſe- 


parated ) by the ule of #--euer?. tntie and the like. 


After 
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After ſome months ſhe was ſeized with, Convullive twitches, which ſhe 
obſerved to ariſe from the lower part of the Calf of the leg that had been 
affected with the Apoſtemations, and in the ſame place where the Matter be- 
fore terminated. Upon which conſiderationthe Phylician preſcribed a Fon- 
tanel to be made in the very Part ; which accordingly I made,and kept open 
by a Pea, with an Emplaſter and laced Stocking : by which means [he was 
freed of her Fits, and enjoycd a tolerable meaſure of health a long time 
after. | 

So a Lady labouring under ſuch like Fits, which began on the out-fide of 
the Os tibre near the Shin, was cured by making a Fontanel 1n that place, 
a hen other Remedies tailed. - She continueth it to this day, I luppole. 

In another we made a Fontanel between the Thumb and Fore-tinger ; and 
in another inthe Brealt ; and in a Child behind the Ear : thole Fits begin-

agrec. ET | . 

The immediate Caz/e 15 the Bloud offending in quantity or quality, aS1t Cauſe, 
hath admixture with the Ferment of the Part, or with other Humours. It 
alio happeneth by an external Cauſe, as Bruile or Wound, whereby bloud 
is extravalated, and calt out into theſe Glands behind the Ear on one {ide or 
other, makinga Parotid Tumour. 

They differ according to the Humour, and manner of generation. To Pi 
the Humour ; as whether tlie Bloud be mixed with Choler, Phlegm, or Me- © 
lancholy. 'Tothe manner of generation ; and foa Parorzzs 1s a Symprom of a 
Fever, or a Criſzs of it. Thoſe Fevers be uſually malignant that calt out ſuch 
[umours : but fometimes a Parores riſeth f1mply. 

The Px:077s is known by the Part 1t atiects with Tumour, Pain and In: Signs. 
ammation,as having generally a great proportion of bloud mixed with other 
Humours, according as they are predominant. If it be malign or peltilen 
tial, there is Fever joyned with it. Wherher it proceeded {ymptomatically 
or critically, the time of the Diſeaſe and Signs may demonſtrate. 

A Parotis without a Fever is leſs malign or dangerous than that which Togo: 
ariſeth with one. They are alſo leſs dangerous which attend long Fevers, © 
tan thoſe which follow acute ones. Thole which are thrult forth by a Criſt; 
are ſalutary and cafily cured : but thoſe which happen after great Evacuati- 
©nS, Or Fei er, without remiition of 1t, are pernicious and dangerous. Thoſe 
which breal. forth ſymptomarically, and ariſe from vicious ill-dilpoled Hu- 
mours, arc o! d1!l:cult Cure, and dangerous. 

_ IntheCzc of this Tumour, you are to conſider whether it be {ymptoma- cre 
tical, or critical, or of what kind of Matter generated. 

Ttir be critical, and come out kindly, the buſineſs is then by Lenicnts to 
mitigate tic pain, and further Suppuration ; as hath been ſaid betore in B:bo. 
But whether it be ſymptomartical or critical, with little or much Tumour, 
malign or beiign, you ought not to uſe Repellents, leſt chereby you return 
the Matrer from without inward. Tf the Inflammation be great, and the 
Accidents high, and Bloud abound, let it out, evacuating the Humour by 
*enent Purgatives, ;cgulating the Patient's Diet, contemperating the Hu- 
mours as1n Ph/c2»20z, and embrocating with ol. !umbric. chamem, &c. But 
{chrough any delect nature do not thruſt the Tumour out as you would, 
you may further it by Cupping-glafſes and AttraQtives, as in Bubo hich been

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ſaid. Orifthe Matter be crude and viſcid, you may apply powerful Diſcu- 
tients, and with Emollients if you fear 1ndurarion. Burt tf atrer ail it tend to 
Suppuration, then further it with Suppuratives ; as, W 744. //tor. cepar. ſub 
cineribus cottar. an. *1v. mucilag. ſem, lint, $18. far. tritic. Flt). 4X#ng. poroine, 
unouent, baſilic. an. Fi8, vitell, ovor. 1). croct Dy. fiat Cataplaſma. The Matter 
concocted, youare to give it vent, and proceed jn the Cure, as hath been 
ſaid in the former Chapter of Bubo. 


a Child aged about three years, by accident of a Fall, was ſeized with 1 
vat, Dizzineſ{3and ſome twitches of a Convulfion. A Fontanel was made 1n the 
Neck, and a Velicatory applied /zter Scapulzs : but the Child was not there. 
by much relieved. A Tumour afterwards thruit out betund that Ear, I 
made a Fontanel under it, and derived the Matter thither, and thereby the 
Cluld recovered. | 
In Concuſſions and Fractures of the Craninm theſe Tumours are f: equent, 
and are dilcuſled by c/. cham. &c. or the Matter may, as hath been ſaid, by a 
Fontanel thete-under be happily ſpent. 
The perſpiration in theſe Parts 1s to be regarded ; for the checking of ir 
hath cauled Convull'icns, yea Death, 1n little Infants. 
2- Obſer= A Gentlewoman aged about thirty years, of a {trong healthful Conſtitu- 
Bs tion, was taken one night with a pain behind her right Ear ; it increaſed, and 
became very troublc:ome. Atter three or tour days the ſent tor me. The pain 
atteted the Temporal Muſcle with heat and tumour, and her Head with 
Twitchings and frequent Startings.

A Clylſter was given her ſome hours after, 
andan Emullion preſcribed her, of which {he drank a good draught thar 
night, and 1cpeated it at pleaſure, The pain continuing, a Cataplalſm was 
applicd ex rad. {lior. fol, malue, violar. flor. cham. ſem. fenuz, made up with 
a tew crims of White-bread, Saffron, Yolk of an egg, and of. ſambuct ; 
the Parts being firit fomented with ſome of the Decoction, and part of the 
[1quor caſt in witha Syringe; Wooll alſo was dipr in the ſame,and put into 
tlc Ear, By theſe Applicationsan Apoltemation diſcharged it felt thereout ; 
yt the Tumour did not muchflacken. Therefore I purged her with an In- 
fuſion of ſepa, rhabarb, &c. 1n which was diſſolved Manna, and /yr. ro. palli. 
whereby {he was ſomewhat reheved. A day or two after I purged her with 
Whey, Manna, and Cr, tartar. and afterward repeated it : the Tumour the 
while diſcuiled, her Menſes came down, and ſhe recovered.

ing Cataplaſm : by which in two or three days it ſuppurated. I opened it 
by Caultick, and diſcharged a well-concoQted Matter, and in few days after 
curcd it by Digeſtion, &c.

ling in November 1573. there wasa Child of about two years of age Uiſeaſea 
with a hard inflamed Tumour lying round behind the lett Far. I directed 
oc of my Servants to apply an Emplaſt. diachyl. cum gummi malaxed witil 
a2uent, dialthee : and the fourth day after, teeling it ſuppuratec, we opett- 
od it by a Cauſtick about halt an inch long in the declining Part, and gave 
vent to a well-concotted Matter. From that time it was drefled wirh 1z- 
onent, baſilic, 1 the form of a Cerote. Thus the hardneis was relolved, 
and, as the Matrer diſcharged, the Abſcels healed within in few day's with 
little or no pain or trouble : whereas 11 1t had been opened by Incilion, it 
mult have been kept open by a Tent, and been rendred more painful and 
{low of Cure. After the Eſcar ſeparated, a Pledgit of HAgHent. alapompho- 
[y295 and a touch ſometimes of the Vitriol-itone deterged, incarned, and ci- 
catrized 1t. 

An old Gentleman, a Servant tothe King below ſtairs, brought his Son to 
me, an infirm Youth of about thirteen years of age, having a large Tumour 
behind his right Earariſing from a crude Matter, Tt had been of lome years 
orowth. I applied Emplaſtr. ad ſlrumas cum ſercore columbin, tO 1iculs1t : 
but it heated : whereupon I applied a Cataplaſm, one of the Suppuratives 
1bove mentioned, and concocted it ; then opened it by Cauftick, and dil- 
charged a mixt crude Matter. The Ulcer being ſordid, I laid it more open, 
and dreſſed it with mnradif. Paracel, with alum, ut and Mere. precipitit. and 
dreſſed the Eſcar and inciſed Lips with Digeltives. Alter the {cparation of 
the Eſcar, I deterged the Abſceſs more powertully by the ule of rhe Vitriol- 
ſtone and Prxcipitate, and afterwards 1ncarned by the common Incarnative 
uſed ig ſuch caſes, and cicatrized it {moorh without any remaining hard- 
neſs : and the Youth enjoys his health well ſince. 

A perſon of about fifty years of age, having long laboured under Scor- 
butical aftections, was ſeized with a {low Fever ; his Head was attected with 
Vaporrs, and his Spirits oppreſſed : during which a Tumour arole behind 
his left Ear, and reach'd down under that Jaw, growing big and hard, of a 
dark red colour, Weendcavourcd by diſcutient and emollient Cataplaſms 
and Embrocations of various forts ; but it would not yield to any of them. 
We repeated Venxſection, and made him Fontanels ter Scapul.cs ; Purga- 
tions were alſo repeated : but without ſucceſs. I thenapplied an Emplaſt. 
aa ſtrimmas, and continued it without removal the ſpace of tix or ſeven days, 
\uppoling thereby the Tumour would ſuppurate or reſolve : yet it continued 
hard amongſt the Muſcles. I repeated the uſe of the Emplaiter ; and the 
third or fourth day after, feeling the Matter fluctuate under ir, I took off 
tie Emplaſter, applied a Cauſtick on the depending Part about an inch in 
tength, divided that Eſcar, and gave a diſcharge toa crude {crous Matter, 
then dreſſed it with Lenients, and applied Emplaſt. de mucilao, with a third 
part of azachyl. cum gummi. Aftter ſeparation of the Eſcar, I deterged with 
the Virriol-ftone and baſilicon and Merc. precipitat. and at other Dreſſings 
dipt them in palv. precipitati. Having thus deterg d, I incarned, and by 
Epuloricks cicatrized it firm. During the while he wasoften purged, and 
Traumaticks and Antiſcorbuticks were preſcribed : bur a hardnelsremained 
notwithſtanding. Whereupon, doubting a Recidivation, Iapplied another 
Caulſtick the length of that Induration and, having thereby penetrated 
deep into it, divided that Eſcar to the quick : and by ſeparation of the E(- 
car, and Digeſtion of the lips of the Ulcer, that hardneſs was breathed forth, 
and the Patient cured, and enjoys a good health to this day.

Gnar.c XxX; 
Of a Carbuncle. 


Carbuncle is a round hard Tumour arifing ſomewhat like an angry Boil, 

of a dark red colour, accompanied wirh the higheſt circumſtances of 

pain and Inflammation, with many U/c#ſc»/a round about it,, never coming 

to digeſtion till it hath corrupted the Part which it {eizeth, ſo that the whole 
PICCC cometh away, it the Patient recover. 

It oweth its Or/0/2a/ toa very high Degeneration of the Bloud into a Hu- 
mour that is ofacaul tuck quality, which ſuddenly arifing ſ{cizeth the Part 
and corrupterh it, burning it as 1t were to a coal, from whence it hath its 
Name. 

The Cauſes of theſe Degenerations of the Bloud are divers. The moſt uſu- 
al is a peſtiJential InfeQion. But it is not {ſeldom found that the Humours 
of lome bodies docorrupt into fogreat a degree of virulency, as £0 caule ſuch 
a Tumour when there is no appearance of a Plague. Hence it is that ny 
aredivided intopeſtilential, and nor peſtilential : which diftinction hath re- 
ference more to the antecedent Caule than to the Tumour it felt. 

Theretore it is that, Iet the Carbancle be of which fort it will, the Sym- 
ptoms attending it are much alike ; v:z, nauſea, vomiting, dejectic n of appe- 
tite, !r e297 , palpitation of the heart, frequent fy ouning, delirium, &Cc. 

The p eſtilent is diſtinguiſhed from the non- Pc {tilent by the greatneſs ot 
the Symptoms, and the InfeRion that is in the air. 

A great Carbancle 1s more dangerous than a {mall one, and the black is 
more pernicious than the inflamed red one. Thoſe that are in the Emuncto- 
ries, Throat, or ncar any principal Part, have more of danger than thoſe 
that are ſeated remote in the Lims, eſpecially i in the muſculous Fleſh. he 
molt dangerous Symptom ot all 1s the return of the Matter of the Carbuncle 
into the Bloud again. 

In the Crre of a Carbuncle two things ofter themſelves to our conſiderati- 
on': 1. the antecedent Caule, the over-heated corrupt Bloud abounding in 
the Body ; 2. the conjun&, or the HumouraſteQing the Part, and making 

the C ar buncle. 

In order to the firit, a regulation 1n Diet ought to be obſerved, and the hot 
Bloud termenting in the body to be evacuated by VenzſeCtion , elpecially in 
thole that are not tpeſti lential, and that to faintir; g : but in the etilenial 
It 15 judged not fo fate, leſt thereby t the malignty de drawn inward ; but if 
you UO let bloud, it muſt be in the beginning, whilit the body 1s trong tO 
bear it. And Hrafaruch as Bleeding icarce evacuatcsall the depraved Hu- 
mours, theretore Purging 1s preſcribed, left by the abounding of corrupt ay 
mours the native heat ſhould be extinguiſhed. But in pelti! ential Carbuncle 
uncre 1s alſoa Caution required upon the ſame conlideration as in leedice- 
therefore we content our ſelves with Clyſters and lenient Pureatives, as man- 
7a, caſſhia, eleftuar, lenitiv. at, ou :2,and the like; and proceed 1 11 reliſting the 
malignity by ale xipharm a, Viz, theriaca, Mithridat. elett, de owg \ confect. al.

" Intrearing the Carbuncle as it relates to the conjunct Cauſe, you ought 
to conſider the ſtrength of rhe Patient ; and if it be nor likely to thrult forth 
kindly, you are to endeavour by Attraction toaſhiit nature inthe bringing it 
outward, by the application ofa ſuch like Cataplaſm : Rk ſammitat rute Miy. 
ermenti acris %i1. ficus vet. num, Vit). piperts albi 514. ſalis com, 51ij. Miſce. Or 
chat Cataplaim propoſed in the Diſcourſe of B»bo ex theriaca colt. 13 CEPaex- 
cavata, And, if there be occaſion, Cupping-glatles may be applicd to help 
it forward. Bur if the Body be ſtrong and plethorick, and the Carbuncle- 
thruſt forth with raging heat and pain, then that Cataplaſin preſcribed by 
Galen, ex foliis plantar. pan. tritic, decotted in Wine, may be of good ule, it 
being by him commended to have the virtue moderately to repreſs the hear, 
andto digeft. Others have propoled an Emplatter oi Plantane-leaves, Galls, 
Lentils, and Wheat-bran, beaten up with Vinegar, and having thus mitiga- 
ted its heat, they endeavour Suppuration. . 

}ut I never {aw a true Carbuncle ſuppurate : therefore if the aforeſaid Me- 
dicaments avail not, I advite the {carifying or cutting deep 1nto 1t, togive 2 
breathing to the Humour ; then dreſs it with fome Efcarotick that may re- 
tilt its malignity, as 7roch, Ardrons, polyide, Some Authors have propoſed 
the Cauſtick. Without doubt the actual Cautery timely applied on ſome of 
them would fave the Patient much pain, and ſhorten the Cure : for the ma- 
lignity being thereby conſumed, the Eſcar might without much difitculty be 
digelte:!, the heat about the Carbuncle atleviated the while by one of the 
above-mentioned Cataplaſms, and the Ulcer cured by the common merhod. 

ut I refer this to the confideration of the Chirurgeon ; and ſhall give you 
an Inttance of a Carbuncle to confirm what I have delivered. 


IN the timeot the laſt great Plague a Perſon of Honour, about ſixty years 
4 of age, of a grols Body and highly {corbutical, was after dinner ſeized 
witha Rigour and Vomiting. His Phytician Sir Frazcis Prujeaz being out 
ol iown, he ſent for me. I tuſpecting it tobe the beginning of ſome malign 
Fever, detiredto be exculcd, his condition requiring rather a knowing Phyli- 
cian thana Chirurgeon : but I was afterwards fetch'd by a more powerful 
mceilenger, and found the Patient in his bed, vomiting, and in a burning Fe- 
ver. Iadviſed the giving him Cardars Poſſet to further his Vomiting ; du- 
ring which I fent for a mixture of theriaca Vencta & conf. lujule, and 1 cordial 
ſutep of aq. aracont.&Cc. as it is above {et down in the method of Cure ; of the 
tormer I gave him a morſel,and ſome of the Julep after it,and adviſed his Ser- 
vants to repeat the uſeof them once in four hours, He reſted very diſquietly 
that night, but in the morning I found him more calm. I let him bloud, and 
directed a Clylter to be given that afternoon. AsI was taking my leave of 
tm, he defired me to look upon his Back, it being very ſore. I ſuppoſed 
Mis Fonranels ( which he had long continued iter Scapulas) were uneaſle ; 
and,making way tolook upon them,I found his Malady four fingers breadth 
beneath the right Fontanel. It was a dark red Swelling, about the bigneſs of 
a imall Cheſnur,lying very hard between the muſculous Fleſh and Skin, with 
many Imall white W heals abour it of the ſimple H-rpes. I was ſomewhat ſur- 
prized atthe fight and drefſed it haſtily up with n7o»enr.baſilic. and retired to 
my houſe to make ready that Cataplaſm of Gates, which I ſoon atter applicd, 
42d continued the ule of it ſome days: during which the Carbuncle increaſed

in breadth and hardneſs, the Uicuſculaallo ipred round it. Upon which con- 
{ideration Iapplied the ſup »purative Cataplaſm above mention'd,to endeavour 
Maturation ; and on the Uienſcula and Parts about ung uct. nutrititm, tocalm 
the burning heat.

He ſaw the Abſcels dreſled, and the Patient labou- 
ring under the Sngultus and Aphthe Q% alſo ſo dozed as he {carce [pake to the 
Phyſician. He preſcribed the Patient Cordials, and what elſe he thoughr 
neceſſary, and left ſeveral Preſcriptions for the Family. Until then they 
ſuſpected not the Dileale ; though the Servants that waſhed his Linen brake 
out in Blanes on their Hands and Arms as far as they were in the Soap-fſuds. 
From the time I made that large Opening the Matter leſſened, and the Ca- 
vities healed up by agplutination, he Ulicer incarned, and was cicatrized by 
the common Epuloticks. 

The ſame year I was tetched to a Child at nurſe in Weſtminſter, that had 
been ſome days lick of a peſtilential Fever, during which a Carbuncle thrutt 
forth in the right Breaſt a little below the Clay icle, of the compals of a 
broad Shilling : : but it was then ſunk, and of a black colour. I divided it, 
and gave vent to a bloudy ſerum, and ſaw the Fleſh underneath it ſound : it 
was without Inflammation. I dreſſed it up with warm Digeſtives, and ap- 
plied an Emplaſter of Mithridate on it ; then gave it ſome Elet?. de ove di{- 
lolved ina ſpoontul of ag. theriacalis, I came too late, for the Child died a 
few hours aſter.

P and ends of the Fingers, known amongſt the Latins by the name of © 
Panaritium : by the vulgar people amongſt us it 15 generally called a H/h1z- Names

| Thereare two ſorts of Paronychie : 'they both affect one and the ſame >< ahk 
Part, andare frequently taken one for the other, but are very different in 
their Symptoms. We ſhall diſtinguiſh them by the names of benign, and 
malign. The former riſe ſuperficially under the Ceticula, and come {ud- 

denly to Suppuration : whereas the malign Paronychtia lieth deep amongit 

the Ligaments and Tendons, and is ſlow in coming to maturity. Ilupfole 

it is that which is commonly called a Feloz. 

The benign or nulder Species takes 1ts Original from a bilious hot ſerum : cans, 
the other is commonly {aid to proceed from Adultion in the Bloud, with a 
mixture of Choler or lalt Phlegm. 

Paroaychie may truly be reckoned amongſt the Inflammations, they art- Signs, 
fing with great pain and burning heat, with Pulſation and Tenfion. The 
benign comes {oon to maturation, and may be diſcerned by change of colour 
in the Cuticula, the Matter appearing under it as ina Bliſter. 

The Signs of a malign Parozychia are an intenſe vehement pain deep 
amongit the Ligaments and Tendons, with Fever, Faintivg, and a flow 
SUPPUralion. 

the Progroſtick may be made by what hath been delivered of them, v4. 7702"o- 
thatthe Lenign cometh ſoon to Suppuration, and 15 as calily cured : the worſt 
Ganger that can behappen it 1s but a loſs of the Nail. 

The other, which lieth deep, 1s of a malign quality ; and, 1 1t be not 
{peedily removed, will corrupt the Periofteura, rot the Bone, and ſoon extend 
ts Putrefaction to the next Joynt, and threaten the welfare of the Hand. 

In the Care of Paronychia Authors generally make no diftinttion. They <ue-

winch I repeared a moderate Bandage to preſs out the Matter in the Part,and 
reſtrain the Influx, and reduce the Finger to its former ſhape.

18 open. After a Dreſſing or two left it to the Chirurgeon, But about ten days 
il | atterſhe ſent for me again, and was much unſatisfied in the proceedings. I

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Scotland,was ſeized with a pain in the end of her Fore-finger,and delired my 
advice. I told her the nature of the Dileaſe, and ſhewed her the neceſſity of 
making a PunCture with an Jncilion-knite into the pained Part:but ſhe went 
murmuring away from me,and made ule of ſome other, who endeavoured to 
ſuppurate it. Jn the while I made her a viſit or two to perſwade her from 
that method ; but ſhe would not permit me to open it. Some while atter,the 
putrefaCtion being increaſed, it made its way out, and diſcharged lome ot its 
Sordes, This they called Suppuration, and promiſed themſelves a ſpeeay 
Cure, cenſuring me for adviling her to open it betore Maturation. But 
in theſe Abſceiſes the Suppurartion 15 falle, and rarely happens till the Bone 
and Ligaments are corrupted : which atter a while jhe finding too true, made 
friends to me ; at whoſe deſire I vilited her, and found the Finger milcrably 
{ivelled, and the Ulcer ſordid, the Bone lying rotten in 1. 1 dretled it with 
Deterſives, and offered to her conlideration, whether ſhe would permit the 
Ulcer to be cut open,(tor Caulticks are of ill uſe in Ulcers with Carzes 1n theſe 
Parts,) and dreſſed with ſuch Medicaments as might cleanſe it, and diſpoſe 
the Bone to exfoliate, which would be a long work, and uncertain ; or that 
ſhe would without more delay permit 1t to be cut o,and thereby have it ſpec- 
dily cured. After ſome demurr,ſhe ſubmitted to the latter ; and I cut it ot 
with a Chiſel, dreſſed up the Stump with putv. Galen cam albumine ovi, 
and rowled it on. The ſecond day after I dreiled it cum terebinth, Cf witell, 
ovi,&c.and digelted it ; and afterwards I incarned it with the common Sarco- 
ticks, and cicatrized it in few days with uzgrext. deficcat. rnbr. and Pledgits 
dipt in 4924 calcis, She gave me a great many good words for the ridding her 
of ſuch a painful Finger, but never forgave me the neglect (as ſhe called it) 
of dreſſing it with Suppuratives ; ſhe ſuppoling that I could lo have cured it, 
and would not. It wasa crime which might be the ealilier forgiven her,lince 
we mcet with it {o often in ſome of our own Proteilion.

Teryzio is an Excreſcence of fleſh about the Nails of the Fingers or Toes. Cauſe; 
A JVhtflawariting about the Nails is often the Cauſe of this Diſeaſe in 
the Fingers: it is alſo cauſed by ſome Bruile of the flcſh under or about the 
Nails. Sometime an Excreſcence ariſeth from the root of the Nails by reaſon 
of ſorac Puſtule that preceded; in which caſe the Membrane underneath is 
often concerned. | 
Tr happeneth allo in the Toes through ſome Bruile or preſſure of the Nail, 
eſpecially where the Nail is thick and hard, as {me over-grown Nails are, 
whence pain and Inflammation is {tirred up, and an eruption of Matter fol- 
loweth, which being exaſperated by a continual pricking or preſſure of the 
Nail, the Ulceration ſpreads and corrupts it, and thrults .out Excreſcences 
and looſe fleſh round about. W hen this happeneth in poor people, who travel 
much in the wet and dirt, and want that accommodation which is neceſſary 
to keep their feet dry and clean,the Matter corrupts the Tendons and Bones : 
asT have frequently ſeen amongſt our common Souldiers in the time of the Ci- 
vil Wars, and among(t ſome of the poor people that come out of the Coun- 
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try in the time of publick Healing, to be touched for the King's Evil, 
They take their Dyfference from the Cauſe,and Part which they altect:lome 
riſing ſuperficially in the ſides of the Nail with eroſion ; whereas others, ari-

I preſently cut away the {ide of the Nail,to 
COT: give diſcharge to the Matter, then dreſfed it with dry Lint, and applied a 
Pledgit of unmgnent. tutie over it. The Excreſcence riling from the root of the 
Nail I dre{ſed with Merc, precipitat. and laid a Pledgit of ungnent. tutie over 
that Swelling, witha {nip of Emplaſtr. diachalcit, as an intercipient,and row- 
led it up. The Ulceration on the [ide where I cut the Nail away cicatrized by 
the lorcſaid Dreſlings ; bur that at the root of the Nail I found iwelled ; the 
Prxcipitate had crulted the looſe fleſh and {topped the Matter in. I ſcraped it 
away, and hlled the Ulcer again with the ſame Pracipitate, and applied a 
Pledgit and Emplaiter over it, as before.

A Gentleman,having layn ſomewhile underPhyſick andChirurgery tor an z. bf. 
Ulceration about theNail of his greatToe,conſulted me. ſav rheMatter flow to . 
round the Nail, yet the Nail was not looſe, nor did it ſeem to preſs into the 7 che 
fleſh ; for there had been a Corn-cutter who had cleared it : 2nd1n truth Ilup- great Tor: 
poſed the Matter to ariſe from behind the root of the Nail, it being there hol. 
tow and inflamed. To mike a farther dilcovery,l tilled all the chinks with 
Merc. precipitat. and with adry Pledgit of L int and Emplaſtr. de minio Arciled 
itup. A day or two after, when we dreſſed it,we found the Nail overilowed 
with Matter,and could make no certain judgment of its original : whereupon 
wedreſſed one [ide with Pracivitate,the other with dry Lint, and that behind 
the Nail with »2gnext, diapompholy;. and thereby it appeared that the Matter 
aroſe from behind the Nail, For by this way of drefſing the lides dried ; but 
after we filled that Cavity over & behind the root of theNatl, the Matter burit 
out under the Nail, and was ſeen to lie in the ſides. Upon which Phytic!:; 
was again propoſed,to purge off the naughty Humours: but indeed the Cure 
conſitied in the cutting off that callous Skin behind the root of the Nail. But 
my Brother Chirurgeon diſſenting,thePatient complied with Inin to avoid the 
Pain. Yet after a farther experiment by drethng two or three days, I prevat- 


| led, and with an Inciſion-knite cut oft that callous Skin, then digelted it with 


unznent, baſilicon, and in as few days cicatrized it: and from that time therc 
appeared no more Matter or Sore. 

A Gentleman of about 70 years of age, having Nails on his great Tocs very 4. Ot" 
big, hard and crooked, the one of them preſſed ſo {treight upon the Membrane Y*: 
underneathitas ro make anUlceration, which increalingwith putretaction,he 
came toTown.It ſcemed to me to be gangrened underneath the Nail; whei e- 
fore I preſently paſſed my Knife under the Nail, and made a ſeparation of ir. 
The ices of the Nail lay very deep,and 1n ſome parts tied falt by its Liganient. 
It being removed, I waſhed the Ulcer with Wine; but it. bleeding roo fait 
ro make any farther judgment of it arthat time, I covered it with Pracipitate, 
and retained it on by Pledgits of Lint and Emplaſter. The ſecond day ater 
I found it cruſted with the Precipitare,buta corrupt Matter buriting through 
it in ſeveral parts, and the Ulcer appearing deep, I took off that Crultt, and 
drefled it with znguent. baſilicon mixt with Pracipitate and a/w. uſt. and by 
Detergents and Epuloticks, as hath been ſhewed in the preceding Obſervati- 
ons,] deterged and cicatrized it : then cauſing the Nail of the other great Toc 
to be raſped and cut round, to preveat the like accident, I diſmitſed him. 

Somerime in elderly people a crudeHumour dileales theTendons and Mem- 
branes at the root of the Nail,” and through defett of the natural heat cor- 
rupts it, and it it be not timely ſuccoured a Mortification follows. 

A Gentleman of above 70 years of age, complaining of a Sore at the root 
of the Nail of one of his great Toes, was commended to my care. The Ulcer var. 
was crude,and had corrupted the Fleſh and part of the Ligament. [dreſſed it 
up with Merc. precipitat. with a Pledgit of dry Lint uponthe Nail; and over 
the Part affected applied 122uent.baſilicwith Explaſtr.diachalcit, The ſecond 
day after, opening It again, but finding nodigeltion, I dreſſed it as before, and 
the next day fomented it with a Lixivinm wherein was decofted abſiath, &c. 

I cleanſed the Ulcer of the Pracipitate, and dreſſed it with a Doffil dipt 7-2 
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oleo terebinth, hot and »ngnent. baſilic, with an Emplaſter over it. The next 
day I dabbled it hot with ol. zereb;zzth. upon an armed Probe, filled it with 
Prxcipitate, dreſſed it up as the day before, and delired that a Phyſician 


.might be called to ſee the evil quality of the Ulcer, I ſuſpecting it would not 


digeſt. The ſecond day after Doctor Jaſper Nedham met me,and faw the Ul- 
cer dreſſed. There then lay a hard dry Eſcar without either Matter or Gleet, 
which I took for a good Sign, and with my Knife made a little Separation of 
the Eſcar.to give vent to it,and drelfed it up with Lenients,to halten the fall 
ol the Efſcar. It was leven or eight days in ſeparating, and then it came 
oi with a well-digeſted Matter, incarned, and in few days cicatrized. 


W hen theſe Ulcers corrupt the Bone, the belt way is to cut oft that rotten 
Joint, to prelerve the reſt, 

Thus one being affected witha putrefactiveUlcer tothe Bone, part whereof 
lay bare under the Nail of one of her great Toes, I adviſed the cutting off that

This Diſeaſe happens ſometimes 1n people cf age, but more often in Chit-

The outward Cauſe 15 the nipping cold air in the Winter ſeaſon, which pier- 
ceth the Skin,maketh painful Swellings,and at the ſame time ſhutteth up the 
Pores {9 as the Humour cannot tranſpire, whereupon it corrupts, and raiſes 
little Wheals or Bliſters, which ulcerate the Curzcula, and corrode into the 
Skin, and ſometimes deeper, as 1n Kibes 15 frequently ſeen, 
The internal Cauſe may be taken from ſome indiſpoſition of the Bloud. 
The S72x5 are manifeſt in the back of the Hands and Fingers, they appea- 
ring,as we generally expreſs them,ſwelled with cold. They are of a thick red 
colour, and thruſt out many {mall Wheals which itch very much,and being 
rubb'd do ulcerate and chop the Skin, and diſcharge a thin Humour.  K/zbes 
appear atter the ſame manner 1n the Heels. 
Chilblanes are exempt from danger, but are vexatious, and not eaſie to

In the Cure the manner of living is to be conſidered, eſpecially that they Cure 


defend themſelves from cold, and keep their Feet dry and warm. Ot the 
Medicaments proper in this Diſeaſe lome are preſervative, while the Skin 1s 
whole; and others are curative, and neceſſary when they are whealed and 
ulcerated. 

The Prefervatives are, as I have ſaid, to cloath the Parts warm, that the 
Pores may be open to givea breathing to the Humour : to which purpoſe 
{iirred Gloves and woollen Mittens and Socks are to be commended, allo 
Dog-skin Gloves for the poorer ſort; the richer may have oiled Gloves. 
Socks dint in Brandy-wine and worn are preventive, The Mariners to pre- 
vent this Dilcalz in their Hands dip their Mittens 1n Sea-water, and having; 
wrung out the water, draw tizem on. All Fomentations, whether it be tre}: 
water, or Beef or Fiſh broth, are proper to further Tranſpiration. In the 
Cure we commend the Decoction of warm Plants,as Wormwood, Southern- 
wood, Mugwort, Marjoram, Thyme, Hyſlop, Rue, Roſemary, Bays and 
Juniper, with their Berries. Turneps are the lpecilick, and it they be tro 
zen they are more e/hicacious. Unzuept, roſat, cum leo terebinth. in a roaſted 
Turnep San approved remedy 1n the Cure of them - allo this, it MAP, thu.

That be- 
ing removed, I dreſſed the Ulcers which were ſordid with Detergents, «n- 
gent. baſilic, Pracipitate, and alum. nſh1m, &c, as aboveſaid, and the Ex- 
coriations with Epuloticks: but the long continuance of the Ulcers had pro- 
duced a Fluxion, which {ſwelled the Parts about. They not being ſo capa- 
ble of Bandage, I cauſed laced Socks to be made and put on, by which ha- 


ving rc{trained the deſcent of the Humours, I fomented the diſeaſed Parts 


with a. Deco. ſalvie, beton. flor. roſ. rub. balauſt. nuc. cupreſſ. in Wine, then 


applied Compreſles dipt in the fame, and by good equal Compreſſion diſpo- 
ſed the Ulcers to incarn andcicatrize, and cured them as Ulcers abounding 
with humidity. 


CHAP ALY; 
Vf a Varix. 


Itherto I have treated of Tumours ariſing from the ſerous part of the 

Bloud : I ſhall now deliver ſomewhat of thoſe which take their origi- 

nal from pure Bloud ; and they are of three ſorts, Varix, Ecchymoſis, and 
Aneuriſma, | 

Varix is the dilatation of a Vein : it happeneth 1n divers parts of the Body; 
but for thc molt part the Thighs and Legs, the Teſticles and hxmorrhoidal 
Veins, and in Women the Belly, are frequently attected, 

It proccedeth from the reſtagnation of groſs Bloud, which being tranſmit- 
ted into the Veins,either by reaſon ct the depending of the Part,or from ſome 
other preſſure upon the Vellg],or elle by its own groſneſs, proves unapt for Cir- 
culation, 'Then,in ſtead of continuing its current proportionably to the other 
Parts, it ſtops in the place and coagulates, and by degrees increaſeth it ſelf by 
the acceſſion of the like particles out of the \ucceeding Bloud ; and, inlarging 
its bulk, dilateth its Veſſels into a capacity big enough to receive it. This 
coagulation of Bloud in a Yaris 18 not ſoentire as to {top the paſſage wholly 
up. For the ſucceeding current alway forceth at leaſt its thinner parts by the 
ſides of the Coagalum, and conſequently helpeth the dilatation. But it lieth | 
lazily there, and ſuffers the reſt of the ſtream to paſs by it. This moſt com- 
monly happens in cutaneous Veſſels, where the Veins have no aſſitence from 
muſcular Fleſh, which by frequent preſſure would otherwiſe be apt to ſqueeze 
it forwards. To which it may be added,that the Valves of the Vein ſo {welled, 
whether naturally or accidentally, are weakened, and do not ſufficiently ſup- 
port the Bloud in its aſcent ; ſothat, falling down upon the ſides of the Veſſel, 
the weight of it is too great to be driven torward by the venal motion of the 
Bloud. | 

All parts of the Body are capable of Yarices,though they are moſt common- 
ly in the depending ones, as the Thighs, Belly, hxmorrhoidal Veins, the 


Teſticles, 
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Teſticles, cc. for the reaſon aforeſaid. But in other places, where depen- 
ding cannot be the cauſe of the Check of Circulation, we do lee Varices to 
grow. SE Ty 

In ſome places it oweth its original to natural Caules ; as to the generation 
of Milk in the Breaſts, and of the Fztus in the Womb : 1n both which caſcs, 
Nature being obliged to ſpend the nutritious Serum upon the ules there inten- 
dd, the Bloud returns thick, and is apt to reſtagnate, and uſually increaſerh 
the Veins at thoſe rimes to lix or ſeven, it may be ten, tumes their natural big- 
nes: which very accident is by Doctor Walter Needham (1n his Book De for- 
matu fiths ) made ule of as an argument to prove, that the nutritious juices 
are carried to thoſe places by the Arteries, and not by any pecular Vellel. 
But it alſo preternaturally falleth out ſo in Tumours of the Brealis and other 
Parts: in all which ( but moſt viſibly in Cazcers) the Vellels1olarge,and the 
Veins become varicous. The caule of which may be referred ether to the co- 
agulation of the Seruz,or grumouſne's of the Bloud, or to the ob{truction of 
the Vein ſomewhere in its paſſage by ſome angultation upon 1t by part of the 
Tumour ; from whence it will often happen that the Vein beyond it hath its 
current ſtopped, and is forced to {well, Nay, notonly the contraction of 
the Veſſels by preternatural Tumours doth this, but allo any other Pretlure. 
Asin a Woman with Child,the burthen lying upon the Raxrxs 7/1475 0n El- 
ther ſide of the body, makes the Thigh and Leg on all that {ide varicous. 
Streight gartering doth the like in the Leg.So the weight of the Teſticles, or 
the preifure of a Bolſter-Truſs, in cafe of Rupture, renders them varicous. 
Riding much on horſe-back doth the like, by reaſon of the preſſure that 1s 
made upon the inlide of the Thigh by the Saddle, to which it ulually clings ; 
elpecially if you ride with long Stirrups. Soallo by much walking and in 
Labouring-pcople Varices uſually happen, being occalioned, as I ſuppole, by 
the perpetual contraCtion the Muicles are put upon in ſtanding, which being 
locontraded do preſs upon the upper branches of the Veins in the Thigh, 
and {treiphten them, thereby hindring the tree aſcent of the Bloud. 


They are calily known, in what external Parts foever they are, by the tur- Sig: 


gency, the crooked figure of the Veins, and azure colour, which 1s more or 
IclS apparent as the Veins lie ſuperiicial or deep. 

The S722 ofa Hernia varicoſa 15, the unequal knotted Tumour 1n the vein 

leading to the Telticle, with a relaxation of the ſame Telticle : and when the 
Telticles are inflated with Wind, the Vein 1s allo diftended and painful. 
What the Signs are of the Hzmorrhoi lal /arices, and how they are to be 
treated, youu may fee in their peculiar Treatiſe. 
[arices are not dangerous in themſelves, they rather free the Patient from 
1Nminent Dilcales,eſpecially thoſe of Melancholy ; according to that Apho- 
rim of Hippocrates, Inſanis ſi varices vel hemorrhoides 1 aperveninnt,fit inſane 
ſolutio. Which words are to be underſtood of Veins it they grow very large, 
or it they break and run : bur if they flow intemperately, Cachexia, Droplic, 
Contumption, and ſuch like Diſcaſes, follow. So, on the contrary,if they be 
unleaſonably ſuppreit, Madneſs, Pleurifie, Coughing of bloud, pain in the 
Kidney, Apoplexies, Cc. do follow. The Hern:7 varicoſa or Cirſocele 1s dit- 
I1Cult to cure, as the rell are. 


The] 4r1ces ought not to becured, unleſs they be paintul, or that they be cure; 


extended 1nto a large Tumour, or ulcerate and bleed much : for, as I have 
laid, they preſerve health. Bur if there be a neceflity of curing them,it ought 
tO begin with Purging and Bleeding, not once or twice, but often repeated ; 
and if the //7ſcera be in fault,they ought to be {trengthned and amended;after 
Which the Cure may be endeavoured by altringent & exſiccant Medicaments,

and thoſe tobe applied with convenient Bandage, to preſs back the bloud co- 
agulating in the Veſſel,and moderately reſiſt the Current. If thele lufiice nor, 
then,according to the ancient praCtice,you are to proceed by Section,dividing 
the Skin and ſeparating the Teguments ; and having raiſed the varicous 
Vein, you are to pals a Ligature aboveand another beneath it,making a de- 
ligation of them ; then {lit the Vein, calt out the groſs Bloud, and afterwards 
digeſt and heal it, as is after ſaid inan Anerriſma. With what lucceſs this 
hath been done, you may read inthe Works of Fabricizs Hilaznns : and whe- 
ther the pain belittle or much worth the while, you may fee Marins his Ar- 
gument thereof in his Life ſet down by P/utarch. In my Practice I have met 
many diſeaſed with varicous Swellings in rhe Thighs, Legs, Belly, &c, tome 
of them very large, and as unightly as troubleſome : but I never met with 
one Patient that cared to hear of the Cure by Ligature, nor indeed have I 
ſeen any great reaſon for it. For if the unſightlineſs and pain be 1n the Legs, 
it may be helped by the wearing a laced Stocking, placing a Card, piece of 
Vellum or beaten Lead between them. A laced Trowze will do as much for 
the Thigh. When they afect the Belly, they may be reſtrained by a Bracer, 
without much trouble to the Patient, or inconvenience to his health. Burt 
if you ſuſpeCt it, you may 1n great /arices both purge and bleed them. Thic 
Mcdicaments externally applied are balanſt, cortices grazat, roſ. rubr. anc. cu- 
preſs. Empl. Ceſaris, unguent. ſumach, &C. | 

The Cure of the Hernia varzceſa 1s by good Bandage,vs. a Bap-Truls,and 
the ſame Medicaments above mentioned : but it they be diſtended with 
Wind, treat themas flatulent Tumours. How the /arzces when ulcerated 
ought to be drefſed and cured, you may fee inthe Treatiſe of U/cers.

Of an Ecchymolis. 


Nother ſort of Tumour ariſing from meer Bloud is the Ecchymoſis, cal- 
led by the Latins Suffuſio or Sugillatio : which two latter are more pro- 
per to the Eye than other Parts. 

Fechymoſts may be detined, an Extravaſation of the Bloud in or under the 
Skinor any other Part, the Skin remaining whole. 

Itis an eruption of Bloud from the leſſer Vellels in the Skin or near it, 
whether from Blow, Bruiſe, Fall, or Prick of a Lancet in Chirurgery, when 
the Oritice of the Vein lieth not direQly under the Oritice made in the Skin, 
ſo as that the whole ſtream may diſcharge there, and after bleeding both be 
cloſed together. For 1t when you cloſe the outermolt the inner lieth open, it 
will make a Sugillation. 

Theſe external Effulions are the Subject of this Chapter. 

To the better underitanding of the nature of theſe, 1c will be neceſſary to 
divide the Bloud into two parts, Serum and Grumas. 

The Serum 1s that fluid ſubſtance which flowtth about the Coagulum or Gru- 
m1451n the Chirurgeon's Porrenger. It1s not only the nutritious juice that 
nouriſhethall the parts of the Body, but alſo the Balſam that heals it; & is that 
thing that is capable of digettion, diſcution, and many other alterarions.T his 
is the Vehiculum of the Gramus, and whilſt it circulates doth keep it fluid, and 
Cau- 
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cauſeth its perpetual motion throughall the Veſſels and Pores,as long as they 
continue incorporate together. And in Extravaſation, if the ettuſion be not 
great, it will by degrees [wallow up the Gramwus,dilſolving it and returning 1t 
intothe Veins again : but if the effuſion be great, ſo that the Grum ſeparates 
from the Serum inthe Contulion, there it ditficultly re-uniteth with the Serum 
again, much leſs digeſts, bur either putrefieth in the Part,making Inflamma- 
tion, and ſometimes Gangrenes ; or elſe, which is more {eldom,hardens there 
and dries, making only a morbrs iz numerts partiim, Such a one Doctor Wal- 
ter Needham and my ſelf ſaw in the Foot of a young Gentlewoman, who was 
our Patient upon another account. 


Siens of a Contulion are the black and blew colour with or without Tu- N85 


mour. The Caules, as Blow, Fall, &. are learned trom the By-ſtanders.

The danger is ſmall, if the Contuſion be ſuch : alſo whillt the Humours ,,,,... 
are thin and fluid, there is hopes of returning them back, or they may be $4 


afterwards diſcuſſed. | 

But when any great Contuſion happens,there the cale alters,and danger 1s 
often great : of which, to omit many others, that of Ingrafſins is a remarkable 
inſtance ; where a Nobleman's Leg being bruiſed by the armed Knee of one 
that encountred him on horſe-back, it killed him 1n three days. 

W hen the Part, in ſtead of being black, blew or green, groweth red, hard 
and painful, the danger is eminent. Such was the caſe of a fat Gentleman, 
who, by a Fall upon his Buttocks going down ſtairs, bruiſed thoſe Parts,and 
neglecting the Cure, it tended toward a Gangrene, but was got off by Sca- 
rificarion and Diſcutients. | 

Since the diſcovery of the Circulation ofthe Bloud, ſome people have pro- 
poſed to themſelves the Care of this Diſeaſe by returning the Bloud back into 
Its Veſſels by warm Applications, as /þir. vint, &. Which poſſibly may 
have ſeemed to effect it where the Ecchymoſrs hath been ſmall : but in great 
eFuſions of bloud, accompanied with much pain, 1t is not reaſonable to hope 
a return of the Bloud by ſuch Applications ; for thereby the Tumour would 
be made bigger, andthe leaſt that can be expected theretrom is a Suppura- 
t10n; Whereas thoſe which ſhall be treated according to the method of the 
Ancients,by Repellents, and afterwards by Diſcutients, {hall be lecured from 
bs gens and ſoon recovercd, if the Habit of the body be any whit 
g00d. 
 Ifthe Ettuſion be great, we begin the Cure by opening a Vein, and draw- 
ing bloud proportionably, If it be ſmall, the common Remedy of brown Pa- 
per ſoaked in cold water or Oxycrate may lerve for the firſt Applications ; 
and afterwards the Sugillation may be breathed forth by fomenting it with 

Diſcutients, or warm water, or with ſþir. vini, ol. anifi, &c. Butif we ſul: 
pet great Extravaſation, we then embrocate with o/. roſ. myrtill. cum aceto & 
bum. ovor. and renew the Applications often : or if more aſtringent be re- 
quired, there may be added of the palv. bol. Armen. ſans. dracor. flor. roſ. 
rub, balauſt. myrtill. gallay, nuc, cupreſf. And after the Fluxion is refrained, 
we apply Diſcutients with Repellents. Bt »ng. aregon Ziij. ol. lumbric. cham, 
rute, an. 5). terebinth. 51g. pulv ſem. fenug. 5v). flor. roſ. rubr. balauſt.an. 31\.cro- 
cz Dl. cere q./ſ. fiat Ceratum, If the skin be whole, a mixture ofthe tops 
»rgreen Wormwood, Bay-ſalt and Vinegar may be applied. In great effu- 
10nsot bloud this Diſcutient may be applied after the Fluxion is checked : 
Re rad, bryonie, 19111. Solomons, an. 3iij. flor. cham, ſambuci, an,P.y. far. hordei, 
fabax, ſem. fenug. an. Zj. ſummit. abſinthit M. j. ſem. cumini 511. coq. in vino, 
> fiat Cataplaſma 8. A. addendo in fine Oxymel. ſcillit. 4. /. and foment the Part 
witha decof?, abſinth, in lixivio com, If after ſuch Applications the Bloud 
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remain extravaſated,you ſhall then open the Tumour, leſt it corrupt the Bone 
or Parts underneath : but if it inflame, and turn to Suppuration, haſten it by 
Suppuratives, and give vent to the Matter, and deterge with munaif.ex apto, 

&c. as the putrefaction requireth. If it tend to Mortification,treat it as ſuch ; 
but with Caution to leave off theſe Applications when you havereſtored the 
native heat to the Part, leſt thereby you make new Flux1on, and the Part 
gangrenc indeed. : © | 

In caſe the body be bruiſed by a Fall from on high, orany other way, tlie 
Patient is to be immediately let bloud, and the bruiſed Parts to be embroca- 
ted with ſome of the abovelſaid Repellents or, it it may be had, lap him in a 
Sheep-skin flay'd quick oft: and then you may preſcribe the common Reme- 
dies, as a draughr of Spruce Beer, or 5). ſperm. ceti, Iriſh Slate, or ſuch like 
Powders ; Re rhabarbari toſtt, terre ſigill. mumie, an. p. eq, The Dole may be 
a dram in ſome proper Vehicle: and afterwards you may by Diſcutients in 
the form of Unguents or Cerots breath forth the remaining bruiſed Bloud. 

I ſhall ndw give you ſome Obſervations of an Ecchymoſis, and {ſhould be- 
gin withthe lefſer, as thoſe in the Face, which are ſo commonly known by 
the black and blew marks which they leave behind : but the Cure being as 
common, makes it not worth my labour. Something of them you may 
meet with in the Treatiſe of Wounds, Of the Cure of the greater Contult- 
ons I {hall give you ſome Initances. 


Perſon of about thirty years old, of a full Body, ſtepping into his 
-\ Coach, his foor flipped, and he bruiſed his Shin upon the Foot-board. 
Fc returned to his Lodging, and purpoled to ſend for a Chirurgeon : but in 
the while looking upon 1t, and ſeeing no skin broken, he was adviſed to bath 
It with 7.1727, torarche the bloud and keep it circulating ; a new way to 
make work for a Chirurgeon. He did fo, and lapp'd it about with a cloath 
dir inthe lame, continuing this way of Drefling ſome days. It growing 
daily Icls painſul, but the Swelling not going away, I was ſent tor, and 
perceived indeed the black and blew colours to be in a great meaſure gone, 
but by their relation the Tumour was bigger : by which it was caſte to judge 
of the great virtue of ſÞir, vini fo uſed, Whereas by Repellents at firſt with 
theexpullive Bandage the Bloud might have been reſtrained, and afterward 
what was extravalated might have been eaſily diſcuſſed. We ſee it daily in 
our Practice, and cenſure thoſe of our Profeſſion who ſufter ſuch Extravaſa- 
t10n 1n every little Tumour to corrupt. 

In this Patient there was a Tumour of about a week's continuance : the 
queſtion was, whether what was contained in the Tumour was Bloud or 
Matter. If Matter, then a painful Fluxion ſhould have preceded with In- 
lammarion and hardneſs, and have terminated by Diſcuſſion or by Suppu- 
ration : whereas this ſwelled and was painful upon the blow, but was never 
hard nor inflamed, or much painful, after the ſenſe of the ſtroak was over, 
but ſoft from the firſt night ; and mult conſequently be Bloud. But whether 
it were Bloud putretied, or concocted Matter, there remained no hopes of dil- 
cufling it ; nor was it fafe permitting it to lodge ſo near the Bone in expecta- 
tion thereof, Theretore, without farther diſpute, I laid it open by Inciſion, 
and diſcharged about two ſpoonfuls of a corrupt black bloud and Sera : 
then dreſſed it up with a Digeſtiveex terebinth,and embrocated the Tumour 
With of, chamem, and applying an Emplaſt, ſtict, Paracelſ. with Comprels ant 
Bandage rowled it up. Thethird day after I dreſſed itagain, fomenting it 
with the DecoCtion {et down 1n the method of Cure,and deterged with wnn- 
aif. Paracelſi, and by the help of the Vitriol-ſtone and the common Sarco- 

tick,

tick, unguent. diapompholyg. &c, incarned and cicatrized it, but continued 
the Bandagea few days after, to {ſtrengthen the Parr. | 

A decayed old Gentleman walking in the {treets one evening was crulht 
uptoa wallby a Cart : the W heel paſſing too near him bruiſed the out-ſide 
of his left Leg, but did not break the skin : it was ſuddenly ſwelled, and very 

ainful. His Friends chafed it with Brandy-wine, and, dipping a cloath in 
the ſame, bound it about the Part. By this way of drefling that fide of h1s 
Leg {well'd and inflamed very much. Others adviſed him Lucatel's Balſam : 
by which improper Application the Fluxion was increaſed, and the Patient 
confined to his bed. Here was an object of Charity, upon which account I 
was ſent tohim. I found the out-{ide of his Leg {well d and apoltemated 
from the Gartering to the Small. T laid it open by Caultick an inch or two, 
according tothe length-of the Member. In dividing the Eſcar, there was 
diſcharged a large quantity of Matter with clotted bloud in it. I dreſſed the 
Eſcar with Lenients, and embrocated the Parts aftetted cum ol. rof. & vino 
aſtero, and applied Empl. « bolo over the Tumour with Comprels and Ban- 
dage. The next day I brought a Decoction of abſexth. flor. cham. ro. ruby. 
bacc. myrtill, fomented the Leg, and dreſſed the Eſcar with Lentents to ha- 
ſten Suppuration ; then by good Bandage thruſt our the Matter, and endea.- 
voured to agglutinate the hollow Parts; but could not do it without laying 
it more open by a ſnip made with a Probe-{ciſſors. After which I deterged 
the Ulcer with the Vitriol-ſtone and with ungnert.bafilic. cum Merc precipitat. 
Then I incarned and cicatrized it, as hath been ſaid in the former Obſerva- 
tion. If in ſtead of pzr. vin. &c. they had drefled this man's Leg. cw bot. 
Armen. aceto, album. ovor. & ol, roſ, they might have haply prevented the 
pain and trouble that followed. 

An old Gentleman was ſorely bruiſed by a Fall in ſeveral parts, but eſpe- 
cially on the inſide of his left Arm. After the ſpace of two months I was 
conſulted, and ſaw an Ecchymoſis very hard and big lying along the Veſlels 
that reach on the infide of the Arm to the Elbow-joynt. I embrocated cuz 
oleo Irmbricor, vulpin. & guttis aliquot olei origani & lavendile, and applied 
cerat. agripp.over all. The nextdaylI fomented with Diſcuticats to which 
was added /þir.vint, Then, having embrocated it as aboveſaid, I applrd a 
Cataplaſm ex farints hordei, orobi, lentinm, ſem. funugraci, cum flor, chame- 
meli, ſambuci, &c. decotted 1n ſome of the former Fors, with an addition of 
'oMme of the aboveſaid Oyls and Oxymel ſcillitic, By which method the Swel- 
ling and E:chymoſis were ſcattered.

A Man of about (ixty years of age ſcorbutically afteted,by a Fall upon a pa- 4, Obſcr- 
ved Floor, bruiſed his left Thigh. It was embrocated cum oleo roſ. aceto, and vat. 


an F-xp!.c bel applied over the grieved Part. VenaſeQtion was propoſed, but 
not permitted, by reaſon of his age,nor would he purge. The third day he com- 
plained of extremity ofpain,and ſuſpeQed his Hip luxated.I took off the Dre: 
1n95,and telr the Joint well, but all that ſide of theThigh over-ſpread with an 
Fcchymoſts. Tembrocated with ol.chamemel.C lumbricor.with an addition of ol. 
rerebinthand applied Empl./tict. Paracelſ.witha third part of Empl. diachalcite- 
vs, and the next day fomented the diſeaſed Thigh with decodt. abſinth. 8&c. in 
VIN9& 1944, to which was added ſþzr. vint, Thus the extravaſlated Serum was 
relolved : but the Emplaſter was continued by reaſon of his pain which re- 
mined notwithitanding. Some weeks after he complained of a nummedneſs 
of the whole Leg : upon which account Embrocations were repeated, allo 
Purging and decotf.ſarſe,&c.with Antiſcorbuticks : but he took little of them. 
During. this the Leg began to emaciate, and a Species of a Para/yſis increa- 
ied. Velicatories were applied, and afterwards a Cauſtick below the Gar- 
tering, 
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tering. The next day I divided the Eſcar, and dreſſed it with Lenients, 
bur left the attending of it to my Servant; Some days after, being informed 
that the Eſcar did not ſeparate, but grew painful, I viſited him, and ſaw it 
dry, not likely to ſeparate: the Leg wasalſo ſwelled with pituitous Humours. 
Since his Fall he had been below 1tairs walking with Crutches, but of late 
did fit up moſt part ofthe night, by reaſon of his pain. This and the weak- 
neſs of the Member had occalioned the Swelling,and infeebled the native heat 
inthe deſigned Fontane]. I cut into the Eſcar, dapt it cam oleo terebinth, hor, 
and filld it with Merc. precipitat. then dreſſed it with Pledgits applied 
warm out of a mixture of ug next. baſilic. with ſome of the ſaid Oyl ; after 
fomented the Leg with a Lixivium wherein had been decocted ſome of the 
warm Plants, and appli'da Cataplaſm over the Ulcer. Thus the Eſcar was 
digeſted, and fitted with a Pea, and the Swelling reſtrained : but ſome 
months after he ſunk under a Diarrhea. 

A Man of about thirty ſix years of age, ofa lean Conſtitution, by acci- 
dent of a Kall near two ſtories high into the Street was ſorely bruiſed, eſpe- 
cially on his left Side, Hipand Arm. Iimmedaately let him bloud largely, 
and embrocated the Parts bruiſed cu ol. roſ.yrt. & aceto,and applied altrin- 
gent Emplaſters as above mentioned. A Clyſter was alſo preſcribed, and 
Iriſh Slate, &c. was given him, whereby he was diſpoſed to a breathing 
Sweat: and at the hour of Sleep an Anodyne draught was preſcribed, to in- 
cline him torelt. By this method the Fluxion was checked, during which 
the Parts diſeaſed were fomented with a decoct. ſummitat. abſinth. anethi, ma- 
Jorane, flor. cham. ſambuci, ſem. aniſi & cumini; to which was added fpir. 
vini. Embrocations were allo made ex olers axeth. rute, & terebinth.and 
the Cerote above propoſed was applied over them : and inprogreſs of time 
he was cured. | | 


CnapP. X VI. 
Of an Aneuriſma, 


N Aneuriſma, according tomy Deſcription, is an Ecchymoſrs, and indeed 

the higheſt Species of it. But {ince Authors have given another ac- 
count of that Tumour, and haveallowed it a peculiar Chapter, I have done 
{o too; the rather, becauſe the nature of the Veſſel through which the Ef- 
fuſion is made doth require a ditterent method of Cure. 

It is a Tumour ſoft, white, and yielding to the touch, but riſeth again up- 
on the.removal of your finger; and is for the molt part accompanied with 
pulſation of the Artery. 

It is raiſed, according tothe Opinion of Authors, by dilatation or relaxa- 


of the An- tion of the Artery ; they ſuppoſing the Bloud to have burſt its paſſage 


CICNLS, 


through the firſt Coat, and dilated the ſecond, thereby railing the Tumour. 
And this ſome of them have delivered to us lo poſitively, as it they had in 
opening them found the exteriour Coat ſodilated. This I my ſelf was taught, 
and ſome while believed : but not having been able by my Practice to difco- 
ver one Aneuriſma made by dilatation or relaxation of the outward Coart, 1 
am apt to believe that there is no ſuch thing, bur that it takes its riſe from 
Bloud 
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Bloud burſting quite through the Artery intothe interſtices of the Muſcles, 
where it raiſeth a Tumour ſuitable to the Cavity it bndeth, growing bigger 
or leſs, of this or that ſhape, as the Muſcles give way. But this Tumour con- 


{t< of Bloud extravaſated, the Artery lying undilated the while, Ido there- | 


fore ſuſpect the poſhbility ofan Anenriſma by the dilatation of the outward or 
ſofter Coat of the Artery, becauſe it ſeems improbable that a force big 
enough to burſt the inward Coat, which is ſo tough and firm, ſhould leave 
the exteriour, being ſofter and weaker, whole, and go out lo leiſurely into it 
a5 to give it time for dilatation. Thoſe which I have met with did all come 
from downright eruption through both the Coats ; and thoſe that come from 
extcrnal Punctures muſt of neceſtity begin with a breach of the external 
Coat firlt, it being next the Lancet, or other Weapon that made the diviſion. 
S-2nertus would have it to heal again, though contrary to my experience, 
who have always found it open as well as the internal: and indeed reaſon 
mult tell us, that the conſtant eruptions of bloud out of the Artery in every 
Pulſe mult needs keep it open ; nay, the Bloud keeps not within the bounds 
of any one Membrane, but I have ſeen it extravaſated through all the inter- 
{tices ofthe Muſcles of the whole Arm. \ 


The Cauſes of Aneuriſma's are divers, internal, or external. 1. Theinter- Cauſs, 


nal Cauſe 1s, the impetuoſity of the Bloud, which moving with greater vio- 
Ince inits Chanels than the Artery can ſuſtain, doth force its way through 
the {ide of the Veſlel, and, burſting a hole in 1t, doth iſſue into the ſpace that 
lieth between it and the neighbouring Muſcles, there incrafſating the Men- 
branes of the Muſcles, and traming ir ſelfa nelt. 

This Impetrzs may rife firſt from the quantity of the Bloud. Either when it 
is more than the Veſſel can contain,a caſe that ſeldom happens to produce an 
Anevriſma in any conſpicuous Veſlel ; but 1t any ſuch thing be, it opens at 
the Nole, or Lungs, or in the Brain, (there cauſing an Apoplexy ; ) or in the 
Stomach, Guts, 4zxs, &c. Orelle when this Bloud is not rcally more than 
the whole Body naturally ſhould contain, but by violent Paſſion,or motion in 
!tirring,is roo forcibly driven forwards from the Heart towards ſome peculiar 
Artery ; when the farther progrels being ( 1t may be ) intercepted by ſome 
violent contractionof the Muſcles through which it muſt pals, it of neceſſity 
breaks the Vellel : and thus in violent Vomiting and other Straining Apeu- 
riſ/::4$are often made in the Neck, Arms, Legs, &c. 


Secondly, from the quality of the Bloud, which, being too ſharp or thin, 


erodes the Veſſel ; or, being highly fermented by other cauſes, burtts 
through all. | | 

This Bloud, though extravaſated, doth uſually pulſe : partly, becauſe 
thc body of the Artery from which it breaks doth paſs through ir, and by its 
Pulie doth agitate that ; and partly, becauſe in every ſuch Pulſe ſome addi- 
tion ct Bloud is made to the Tumour, Yet this Pulle is chiefly in ſmall 
Aneuriſm2.'s or ſuperficial ones ; for in the greater the motion of the Artery 
15 not always felt, 

2. Theexternal Cauſes are punCture by Lancet or Weapon, cutting, brui- 


ling, erolion, or whatever elſe may divide the Coats of the Arteries. 


The Dzfferences of an Azenuriſma are either from its magnitude,ſituation,or 


whole member ora part. From its Situation,it 1s ſuperficial near the Skin, or 
deepin the Muſcles. From its Shape:either it keeps the ſhape of the Part;which 
ulually happens when the Orifice in the Artery is ſmall, 1o that rhe Bloud 
comes out leiſurely, and finds the neighbour-Membranes ſo well unitedas to 
keepit within a certain channel, which Membranes are alſo fortified by an 
addition 
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addition of a Serum coagulated from the extravaſated Bloud : or elle it alters 
its form, when it groweth ſuddenly and irregularly, the Eruption being lo 
great that jt cannot be kept within bounds; or when it 1s by an ignorant 


- Chirurgeon treated with Lenients and Diſcutients, being miſtaken tor ſome 


other Diſeaſe ; for in this caſe the Membranes are relaxed, and give way to 
the Tumour. | 

From thele Differences the $72ns of an Anenriſma may be taken. If the Tu- 
mour be {mall and ſuperticial, a Pullation may eallly be felt in every part of 
it. If it be great and riſe ſudſenly, and was white and ſoft fromits firit ap- 
pcarance, though there be no Pullation to be felt, yet you may conclude it an 
Anenriſma, there being not any Humour fave that of Bloud which can fo ſud- 
denly raiſe ſuch a Tumour. The otten increaſe and diminution of the T uw 
mour is allo a Sign of an Azwriſma; the diminution of it being the return 
of the Bloud into the Artery, whence it as often cometh out again. 

Ifit happened from a Puncture ofa Lancet,the manner of the ſpurting out 
of the Bloud will ſhew it : and it it do not bleed, yet a ſudden Tumour thi uſts 
1p under your Finger, with Pulation,the bloud breaking out into the 1nter- 
ſtices of the Mulcles, though not quite into the Skin, 

The Tumour is more compadtt or {cattered according as there was care ta- 
ken at firlt to reſtrain it within compaſs. Tn ſome ot thele there is redneſs 
and Inflammation, by reaſon of tle expanſion of the Parts beyond their capa- 
city, or from the putrefaction of the Bloud : in which latter caie Fever and 
Fainting for the molt part accompany 1t. 

All Aacnriſm rs are dillicult of Cure. Thoſe which are large, and arile 
[tom Arteries deep in the Muſcles, to which you cannot maice your Appli- 
cations, are incurable : and if they be unadviſedly opened, the Patient is 1a 
oreat danger of his life. But if the Anerriſma be 1n luch a Part as 1s capable 
of Bandage and application of Medicaments, the Cure 1s tealible; or the 
Diſeaſe may be palliated to the eale of the Patient. 

The Crre of an Aneuriſma conlits in the timely application of proper Me- 
dicaments, and Bandage to reſtrain the Bloud and keep it within its Channel : 
or by E\caroricks or the aCtual Cautery you may deſtroy 1t.But it it lie where 
you may take it up,the Cure is then belt pertormed by dividing it.The Medi- 
caments proper to reſtrain it in its motion, and agglutinate the Vellel, are, 
bol. Armen. ſarg. dracon.thus, aloe, far,volat. gypſum; allo the juices of plantag. 
burſ. prſtoris, millefol, vince pervince, piloſclte, lamii, and (ch like, The Com- 
pounds may be made of ſume of the foregoing Powders with ſome of the 
aforeſaid Juices, Or MIXt cm aceto Cf albumin. 0vorum. 

In the tir{t appearance of the Tumour, it it arolc from an internal Cauſe, 
you ſhall endeavour by the application of ſome of the atorcſaid Aſtringents 
and Bandage to re{train the growth of it: but it it be in a place incapable of 
Bandage, you mult content your lei with the application of Expl.Ceſaris, or 
ſuchlike. If it be near the 7rachea Arteria, the Patient may wear beaten Lea! 
or Gold upon it covered with Sarſenet or the like. You are to be well adviſed 
before you attempt the Cure by opening it. If by putrefaction the Bloud 
bur{t forth ſuddenly upon you, the lite of your Patient is then in danger,and 
It will become you to be quick 1n the application of good Reſtrictives and 
Bandage, till you have time to conlider what todo: and be ſure to provide 
againlt the next Eruption ; for till it break of it felt you are not to open it : 
and then you may attempt the ſtopping of the Flux by ſuch means as have 
been or hereafter ſhall be propoled. 

It the Azerriſma happen by Puncture 1n letting bloud, the Chirurgeon 
ought to permit the Veſſel opened to bleed treely : but if it doth not bleed well, 
let 
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let him immediately looſen the Bandage, and apply a Comprels dipt in his 
MAT ESTT's Stiptick, or, tor want of it, in Oxycyare. Let it be held tirm- 
ly upon theApertion by aServant, whilit theChirurgeon openetha Vein inthe 
other Arm, and maketh Revulſion by a large evacuation to fainting, 1t it may 
be permitted. The whilelet your aſtringent Powders be applied totheWound!, 
with good reltrictive Emplaſters over them.” The upper part of theArm tothe 
Axilla is to be defended by cloaths wrung our of Oxycrate. Then with a Row - 
ler with two heads take two or three turns upon the dileaſed Part, and 
row! upward, (his Arm being bowed the white :) and, tor more ſecurity, 
take a turn about the Neck, and return back with your Bandage gradually to 
the Part altected, faſtening it on the outlide ; then make theexpultive Bane! 1; 
from the Hand upward. Theſe ought to be made to the eaſe of the P1ticiur, 
w ho, being thus dreſt, mult be put into his Bed,and his Hand place! upon hs 
;realt, Contemperating Juleps, Emulſions, Opiats,c. ought to be 10 cri 
bed him, and his Diet, cc. to be regulated as 1s propoſed in the Chapt. of ile 
Wounds of the Veins and Arteries, Having made this Bandage well, y9.. a:e 
Ot tO be over-haſty 10 OPenINg It again ; tor this fhr{t D reſſ11:9 haply 1ccures 
your Patient, For the great muſchict happening 1n thele Anerrifmi's pro 
ceedeth from the 19norance of the Bloud letter, who, not conſidering the er- 
rour by him commuted in letting bloud, binds up the Arm carclelly, and rhe 
next day, upon the Patient's complaint, not dilcovering the caule of tne Tu- 
mour,fonents and embrocates it,thereby making way tor the Bloud to empty 
it {elf into the interſtices of the Mulcics ; whereupon the whole Arm {weller!:, 
In which caſe a laced Sleeve and Glove may be of great ule. When this me- 
thod tails, it may be necellary that you prepare tor Deligation of the Artery. 
The manner of doing it y ou way {ce 1n the Chapter of the Mon: s of the Veins 
and Arteries, I {hall alſo ſhew 1t 1n one of the following Obſervations.

Where Anmnriſmas have aticcted Parts capable of Bandage, I have ſome- 
tic palliated them : but when they would not be lo quieted, I proſecuted

A Man of about 4o. years of age, having {ome time been troubled with a , q;... 
large loft Tumour on the inlide of his right Leg about his Gartering, deſired vat. of an 
my advice. It was without Pain, Inflammation or Pulſation, bur ſott from its {Ame 
firlt appearance, and was bigger or leſſer according as he walked much or lit-" 
tic; which gave me ſuſpicion it might be an Aueuriſma, 1 applied Empl. Ge- 
ſr over 1t, cauſed a laced Stocking to be put on, let him bloud, and adviſed 
to Purging, regulation of Diet and Exerciſe,c+c. by which it was kept quiet 
lome time. But he,growing more ſecure,negleCted the Rules preſcribed him : 
whereupon the Tumour encreaſed, and burit forth one Night in a flux of 
Bloud, I was ſent for,and found much extravaſated ; but the Opening it {elf 
was itopt with a clot of grumous bloud. I dreſſed it up with Reſtrictives and 
Comprels wrung out of Oxzcrate, Then I made Revullion by Venxſeftion 
and Deligation of other Parts. I alſo preſcribed Opiats, ©. to calm the fer-

ment in the Bloud. By this and my way of dreſfing the Bloud was for ſome 
days tolerably reſtrain*d: but as the Opening grew bigger, the effuſion was 
greater. Upon which conſideration I had provided ſome trochiſci de minio of (e 
veral (izes, alſo ſome pulv. ſine pari Jo. Arden. I put in ſome of the former, 
and applied my Reſtridtives and Bandage over the Tumour ; and,as often as 
the Bloud burit forth, I continued that way of dreſſing, hoping by thoſe Eſca- 
roticks to deſtroy the Artery. Afterwards the Orifice growing larger,[ hiled 
up the Abſceſs with the palv. ſize part upon Dofſils, and applied Reftrictives 
and Bandage as before. The Patient grew daily weaker ; but from this latter 
Dreſſing the Bleeding was reſtrained till the fifth day,when I was neceſſitated 
to open 1t,by reaſon ot the Excoriations made in many places abour'it by the 
Eſcaroticks: nor was 1t then much. The Opening being large, I applied the 
Eſcaroticks to more advantage, and dreſſed the Excoriations with #nguezt. 
album camphorat. continuing my Empl. e bolo and Bandage. From that time 
the Bleeding was ftopped, I ſuppole by conſuming the Artery ; yet for ſome 
while there came away much ſtinking clotted Bloud. W hile I endeavoured to 
keep the Bloud within the Ablceſs,it infinuated between the Muſcles,making 
the Calt of the Leg hollow to the very Tendon: therefore,after I was ſecu. 
red of the Bleeding. I made way for the eafie diſcharge of Matter, and deter- 
ged the Abſcels with aaif. Paracelſ. To the Excoriations I continued the 
uſe of Epuloticks, and nouriſhed my Patient with good Prorhs,Candles,C>c, 
Ly which he recorered {trength apace. The1harp Humours being evacuated 
with I1s Bloud, the Abſcels incarned by the application of the common Sar- 
coticks, and he was cured 1n leſs than a Month, recovering alſo the perfect 
ule of his Leg, | 
Some years lince I was deſired to give a vilit to a man lying in my way to 
11/hite hall, He had a large white Tumour poſleſſing the fore-part of his right 
Thigh of few months growth : it was ſoft from the ftir{t appearance, and ob- 
ſerved by the Patient to be bigger and leſſer one time than another. I confi- 
dered the Swelling, and concluded it an Anerriſma., That there was no Pul- 
ſation to be felt init, was becaule it lay deep among(t the Muſcles, in which 
caſc the Pulle is frequently intercepted. There lay a gummy Emplaiter up- 
on 1t, and an attempt had been made to open it by Caultick ; but it not pe- 
netrating deep enough,theEſcar ſeparated without reaching near the Cavity. 


] dectared to the Patient my thoughts, v:z.chat the Swelling proceeded from 


Bloud poured forth of its Veſſels, either by Eroſion from within, or by ſome 
outward cauſe, as by Riding,Cc. and adviſed him not to permit the Tumour 
to be opened,deliring that,if his Chirurgeon ſhould perfiit in the ſuppurating 
or opening ot it, he would fend ro me to meet him. Some few days after the 
Patient ſent me notice that his Chirurgeon had been with him, and reſolved 
roopen it : whereupon I took the next opportunity to ſpeak with the Chirur- 
geon, and went along with him to his Patient ; where I endeavoured to per- 
{wade him that the Swelling aroſe from Bloud, and withal propoſed a pallia- 
tive Curebya laced Trowze and ſome good Reſtriftive. But the Chirurseon 
declared himſelf politiveiy for the opening of it. T, ſeeing his reſolution, re- 
plicd, Since you are ſo opinionated, you may (if you think good) make a 
trial of the Tumour by thruſting a {mall Latcet directly into the middle of it; 
and 1} upon pulling out of the Lancet it appear mattery, you may lay it more 
open ; 1t it appear bloudy, you may more eaſily cure it than one wade by a 
Caultick. He readily allented to the trial, and the Patient rejoycing in the 
propoſal, he attempred it with a Lancet : bur not thruſting it deep enough to 
reach the Cavity,l rook the Lancer, and,paſling it into the ſame Opening he 
had made, thrult it directly dowa into the Cavity, and pulled it out blondy :; 
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but not one drop followed it. The Chirurgeon not being therewith ſatisfied, 
wiſhed him to paſs a ſmall Probe down into the Opening. He did ſo: and I 
alſo made a ſearch with the ſame Probe, and felt the Cavity large and full ot 
Liquids, which was certainly Bloud,the Probe coming out bloudy. I pertwa- 
ded the Patient to keep his Bed till that Puncture ſhould be agglutinated, and 
adviſed the Chirurgeon to be carcful in the Cure of it. We drelled it with a 
Pledgit of /izimert. Arcei,with Emplaſter and Bandage : to the ule of which 
\ſedicine I left rhem, not doubting of their care in healing up lo {mail a Pun- 
(ture. About ten days after, walking near the door in a dark evening weary, 
and defiroas to reſt my felt, the thoughts of this poor man enclined me to go 
intothe houſe. I enquired of the Land lady if he was within. She replied, He 
is dying : That upon his riling out of his Bed the Bloud had burlt forth excel- 
ſively : That the Chirurgeon had for lome days endeavoured to {top it, but 
had lince left the Patient, and a Neighbour-woman had applied a Pultice to 
it; and that the Chamber (tunk ſo extreamly as it would poiſon me to go 
intoit, I went up,and found the room ſcattered with ſtinking bloudy Cloaths, 
and the poor Man languiſhing in his Bed, which was not cleanlie-, I lent pie- 
iently away for the Chirurgeon, and in the while made Rowlers and Coum- 
preſſes, and ſent for ſome Yealt and Wheat flower. The Chirurgeon being 
come, we ſpred a mixture of them upon cloaths, and armed ſeveral Tents 
withthe ſame. Having thus prepared our Dreflings as the time would permit, 
we took oft the bloudy ones, and held the Orifice cloſe while we cleanled rhe 
Thigh from the Pultice and Bloud,then {topped the Oriiice with a Tent pro- 
portionably, and applied our Agglutinatives over, with Compreſs and Ban- 
dage wrung out of Oxycrate, We rowled the Member moderately {traight, 
then laid him clean, and cauſed a meſs of Caudle to be given him, and encou- 
raged him with hopes of recovery. The Chirurgeon pleaded for himſclt,that 
hz thought the Patient had been dead. | 
Three or four days after we dreſſed him again,and found him mucai recrui- 
ted 11 his Spirits, he not having bled one drop: and indeed the Emplaſters 
alhered as cloſe to the Skin as we could defire. After we had takei out the 
Tent, abundance of grumous Bloud iflucd forth : we cleanſed it away, and 
ſhaked into the Abſceſs about a dram of Merc. precipitat. and though we had 
then choice of Medicameats,yet we applicd the ſame as before,and contiaued 
1at method of Dreſſings, till the Bloud was converted to Matter. Then we 
{!1t open the Orifice,and dreſſed it as a ſinuous Ulcer. After ſome day ,ob(cr- 
10g that the Matter could not diſcharge while he kept his Bed till the Abſcels 
was full torun over, we cauſed lim to rife out of it : but that little while he 
was up he {wouned ; whereforc we put him to Bed again, and allowed him 
rronger nouriſhment, and by a Seton-needle made way for the diſcharge of 
Matter to more advantage. The Abſcels being well diſpoſed to cure, I left 
1m again to his Chirurgeon, who cured him. 
Tis Experiment ofopening Azenriſma's by Punfure is not to be imitated, 
vols it be in ſuchcales as this, where both Patient and Chirurgeon are lo in- 
CECUUIOUS, 


Some years lince, while I dwelt in the 0/d-Baily, T was conſulted in the 4. ovtr 
calc of a Man who in his letting bloud was pricked in the Artery. The Arte- va: 


ry <d not bleed outwardly, bur diſcharged it ſelf between the Muſcles. The 
| umour,being miſtaken for a puncture of a Nerve or Tendon, was fomented 
with Diſcutients, whereby I found it much inlarged, and not only the inſide 
but the outlide of the Arm ſwelled above and beneath the Elbow, with a Pul- 
fitton inthoſe remote Parts. I cauſed an Emplaſter to be made of ſome of the 
Reitrictves ſet down in the method of Cure, cum ol, rof, myrtill, > aceto, and 

L:3 applt- 
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applied it over the Arm to the Axilla with Comprels and Bandage. I then let 
him bloud,and diſpoſed him to reſt with an Anodyne draught,and preſcribed 
bim Emullions and cooling Juleps, with ſuch a Diet as might incraflate his 
Bloud. A day or two after I itrengrthened the former Bandage by a laced Sleeve 
and Glove, by which for ſome time much of the Bloud was returned back into 
the Artery, and the Arm ſeemed 1n a hopetul way of recovery : but through 
irregularity the Arm ſwelled dgain, and the Patient grew weary of us, and 
gAve ear tO every prattle ; and lo it happened that an Empirick was com- 
mended to them, as having an excellent Medicament to {top Bleeding. He 
was fetcht,and undertcok the Cure,and removed the Patient nearer Jus Lod- 
ging, where he treated him: but he being ignorant in making the Bancage, 
or poſſibly not thinking it ſo necelſary, the Arm {welled, and the Tumour 
on the inlide of the Arm being loft and prominent, he concluded it a vag of 
Matter, (as he called it) and applied a few bruiſed Herbs toit, which eat 
into the Skin, and made way for the Bloud to burlt forth abundantly ; inlo- 
much as a neighbouring Chirurgeon was fent for, and he called others, who 
together made a ſhift ro ſtop it at that time. But his Arm gangrened, ſo that 
within few days after they prepared for the cutting it off, The Patient's Re- 
lations, being acquainted with the accident,{cnt me to them. I faw it ampu- 
tated, and the Patient put into his Bed. We [lit up the Arm,and laid the Ar- 
tery bare. It retained its natural ſhape and ſmalnels, not one jot dilated ; 
nor was the Apertion conhiderable which had been made by that accident, bur 
by reaſon of its conſtitution continued open, as I have ſeen a hole punched in 
Lcarher, whereby 1t was capable of receiving the Bloud, 1t it had been time- 
ly returned : but that being omitted, the extravalated Blond forced among{t 
the interſtices of the Muſcles up to the Axz/la, and on the outlide of the Arn 
down bencath the Elbow, in which places we found a quantity of ſtinking 
grumous Bloud. 


5. Obſer- A Man being much afflicted with a Tumour in his right Arm, occaſioned 


by the pricking of an Artery in letting bloud, having tried the endeavours 
ot {everal of our Proletlion untuccelsftully, lome whereof had purpoſed the 
talking olt this Arm, at the laſt I was ſent for, and mer Mr. 4rr# and Mr, Hol- 
lier there, Mr. Gardzer was his Chirurgeon. The Tumour was large, much 
inflamed, and painful, with little or no Pulſation : but the Accident which 
gaveriſe tothe Tumour enough confirmed it an Anenriſma. My opinion was, 
that a Tumour ſo inflamed was not capable of ſuch Bandage whereby they 
might lope to return the Bloud back into the Artery. Nor indeed was it rea- 
{onable to ſuppole that ſuch a putrefactive heat as ſeemed to be incloſed in that 
Swell:ng was capable of being thruſt back or retained long there, withour 
making 1ts own way by a Gangrene: and of what danger {uch an Eruption 
might be to the Patient,if a Chirurgeon were not at hand,[ lett to their conli- 
deration. Then in order to the removal of the Tumour there were but two 
ways, viz, Amputation of the Arin,or cutting into the Tumour,and making 
Deligation of the Artery ; which latter I commended to them. They aſſen- 
ted to the Deligation : only the Patient delired a day or two to prepare him- 
felt. We applied Emy/. e bolo, with a moderate Bandage to reſtrain the 
increaſe of the Tumour the while. The fourth day after we met again, and, 
having all things ready, the Patient was placed in a Chair towards the light. 
I took oft the Dreſlings,and made a Ligature four lingers breadth above thc 
Tumour, on which Mr. Holter made a gripe. Some other held the Hand and 
lower part of the Arm, whillt I made Inciſion down the length of the Tu 
mour. That done, threw out the grumous Bloud with my fingers,and clean- 
ſed the Wound with a Sponge. Then deſiring Mr. Holler toſlacken his hand, 
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upon which the Artery diſcovered it ſelt by the bloud ſpurting out, I paſſed 
my Needle under the upper part of the Artery, and tied that, and cut oft the 
end of the Ligature. Near the Wound made in the Artery by letting bloud 
there was a cartilaginous body formed, which hindred my coming to the Ar- 
tery; I cut it away, then paſſed my Needle, and made a ſecond Ligature. 
We dreſſed it up withPledgits ſpred with the common Digeſtive ex terebizrh. 
dipt iz palv. Galeni, and applied Empl. diachalcit. malaxed with of. rof. and 
rowled 1t up to the eaſeof the Patient ; then put him into his bed,& preſcribed 
him an Anodyne draught to take that night. The next day I viſited him,and 
found him in much eale : he had ſlept well with half the draught was deligned 
lim, and was not troubled with thoſe fainting tits which he had been ſubject 
to before the Operation. The third day we took him our of his bed to drels his 
Arm. In taking oft the Dreiling we found all ſafe,and the Lips of the wound 
rending to digeltion. Mr. Hollier, who held the Arm above, {ceing no Bloud 
flow from the Wound, for experience lake griped it harder : upon which the 
Bloud of a {ſudden dropped from the fleſhy parts andCapillaries in great drops, 
as if it had been preſled out of a Sponge. I wondered at the manner oi 1ts 
bleeding, not minding what he had done : but he {lackning his hand, it cea- 
{ed as ſoon. Which may ſhew the ill conſequence of over-hard binding in Caution. ' 
the dreſſing of Wounds, Ulcers,c. We drefled the Wound with the Dige- 
ſlive as before, and ſo continued it till the VVound was well digeſted. From 
that time we dreſſed it with Sarcoticks, rubbed the looſe ileſh with the 
Vitriol ſtone, and haſtened the cicatrizing of it with ag. wedicamentoſ, &Cc. 
I ſaw the Ligatures fall off, and the Wound cicatrizing, then lett it ro his 
Chirurgeon,it being at that time indeed almoſt cicatrized. The Patient made 
2 a vilita whileafter, and ſhewed me that he could uſe that Arm as well as 
rhe other. 


W hat more concerns anAzenriſma you may {ee in the Chapter of the Wounds 
of the Veins and Arteries. 
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Erpes hath its name 2 ſerpendo, from its creeping quality : it is alſo cal- yames, 

led Formica ambulativa CF corroſiva; and,by Gelſzs, Inns ſacer. It procee- 

ucth from pure Choler (as it is yet thought) ſeparated trom the other Hu- 
mours, and cait out into the Superticies of the Skin. 

There are three Species of them, differing from cach other according to 
the Humour of which they are generated. The firlt is the Simple Herpes, 
proceeding from pure Choler. The ſecond is the Herpes miliaris, wherein there 
15 an admixture ofa ſalt wateriſh Humour. The third Species is Herpes exe- 
dens, where the Humour added to the Bilis partaketh of much acrimony,and 
proves exceeding corrolive. 

The Simple Herpes is a Puſtule of a yellowiſh inflamed colour with a ſharp $impiey 
head: it cometh ſoon to maturity,and the Matter is vilible in the upper part #*rpes- 
of it whilſt its bafis is inflamed ; but in the eruption of the Matter the Inflam- 
mation goerh off, and it healeth, In the Face they frequeatly appear ſingle, 
and 
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and ſo they will in other parts of the body, and are generally taken notice 
of as cholerick Puſtules : but they do often appear over-ſpreading the Back, 
Sides, or Breaſt, and are accompanied with an Eryſipelzs, and have a Fever 
joined with them ; being in this caſe known by the name of Shizgles, 
Herpes The Heypes miliars riſeth in a cluſter of {mall Wheals little differing from 
miliars. the colour of the Skin. They are firſt diſcovered by their itching,and being 
rubbed or ſcratched they weep a thin wateriſh Humour:trom that time aScab 
appeareth in the head of each of them of the form of aMillet-lced, from whence 
the Tumour hath its name. As thePultules heal 1n one place,they uſually brealk 
out 1n another. 
Herpes Herpes exedens 1s {aid to be rather an Ulcer than a Tumour, but 1s indeed 
excden. 1n Ulcer with Tumour, it riſing in the Skin in a ſmall Tubercle, on the top 
whereof there appeareth an Ulcer like a pin-hole. Its for the molt part with- 
out Inflammarion or pain. When it ariſeth alone it1s ſcarce taken notice of, it 
mattering bur little unleſs it be picked, and then it ſcabs ſoon after with a 
thin Scurt. But in progreſs of time it ſheweth its ill condition, by cating away 
the Skin,and indurates theFleſh underneath and Parts about. Sometime I have 
ſeen theſclllcers ariſe in the Skin ſomewhat diſtant one from another,making 
an uncqual fturrow ; as trom the upper Lipby the Noltril creeping to that fide 
of the Noſe, foro the ridge of it, and down again to that corner of the Eye, 
healing in {one places while it eat deep 1nto the Bieſh in others. 

This Herpes 10 Lnes venerea trequently ariſeth from a S:mple Herpes, while 
the Matter 15 ſhut in by the Scab,it corroding underneath,and making an U1- 
cer ; when it breaketh our, appearing like a Hony-comb, bigger or les, and 
of a round or long tigure, accordingly as the Diſeaſe hath more or le!s ma- 
l1gnity. 

The Simple Herpes 1s neither dangerous, nor difficult of cure ; but in the 
Face it may be exaſperated by picking or ſcratching, & grow corroſive, other- 
wiſcit will heal of it ſelf, "When it firſt overſpreadsa Part,the Patient is indi{- 
poled with Fever ; but as it cometh to Matter, that indiſpolition goeth off. 

As an Eryſipeles doth ſometime terminate in a Herpes, ſo an Herpes is fre- 
quently accompanied by an Eryſipelas. 

The Herpes mil7arzs1s without Fever, but is difficult of Cure, eſpecially if it 
affect the Face, Noſe or Ears. It the Cure be neglected, it eateth deep into the 
Fleſh ; and then, in what Part foever it 1s, the Cure is hard to accompliſh. 

The Herpes exedeas 15 moſt difficult of cure, and if it be not timely treated, 
it certainly terminates in a Phagedeza or Cancer : but when it ariſeth from 

Lucs venerea, the very worlt 15 curable. 

As to Internal Remedies; a S/zple Herpes is cured much like an Eryſipel.es, 
by evacuation and contemperation of choler, Herpes miliaris cometh near to 
the nature of an Itch, and is to be treated with Purgatives and Alteratives 
much of the lame kind with what is propoſed for that. For the Cure of the 
excades I reter you ro the Treatile of Ulcers.

Girl of about ſix years of age was brought to me with many ſmall an- - Obſer- 
gry W heals riſing behind her left Ear and down that lide of her Neck prod oY 
twards that Clavicle,with an Inflammation about them. I applied an Empl. hind the 
ae cerat. ad herpetem, to all wage the heat,and defend her cloarhs from ſticking 

to them, and adviſed her Mother to keep her warm. A tew days after they 
| brought her to me again. T he Inflammation was then going ott, and the Pu- 
/51le on the lower parts burſt ; but thoſe behind her Ear where white and full 
of Matter. I opened them all,and diſcharged the Matter, then dreiſed them 
with azguert. tutie upon Pledgits of Lint ; by which 1n three or four days 
after they were dried up and cured. 

A Gentleman of about fifty years old, through ſome diſorder in Diet, hea- 2- Obſer- 
red his Bloud, and was indifpoſed with a Cough and Shortneſs of breath : he 777% * 
1ad alſo many Puſtules riſzn upon his Brealt, Back,and Sides,with an Inflam- 
mation partaking of an Eryſipels. Aer him bloud about ten ounces, and pre- 

\cribed him a Clyſter,alſo a pectoral Ptiſan,and adviſed him to forbear (tron 
drinks, and to make his diet of Water-grewel, Panado,and the like. I ſent 
him {ome of my lenient Cerote to apply, in caſe any of the Puſtules ſhould 
matter and itick to his linnen. Three or tour daysafter they came to maturity, 
and brake, and dried as the former : while they dried he was purged with 
Whey and Manna, and a few days after was well and abroad. > 

A young Gentlewoman of about eighteen years of age,upon a ſuppreſſion 3- Obfer: 
of the Mraſtruz, was afflicted with many angry Puſt«/e on her right Hand Hrkes,.- 
trom her Wriſt to her Fingers ends, which by ill treating ulcerated into one 
another, and excoriated all over. I dreſſed them with n-gnenr. album campho- 
rat. aeaten up With a/bur, ovi, then let her bloud in the Arm,and adviſed her 
1 Clyſter of Milk and Sugar. The next day I purged her with an opening A- 
pozeme, ſuch as 15 propoled in the Chapter of the Itch; which ſhe repeated 
often. The day after her fir{t Purge I looked upon her Hand, and, finding it 
21] mattery,bathed it witha DB of polygonum,ſummitat.equiſeti,rubi,&C. 
then dipt cloaths in ſome of the ſame, and rowled up each Finger by it elf, 
teavinga ſpace here and there between,on which IappliedPledgits {pred with 
ry lithareyro, I dreiſed up the Hand after the ſame method,and advi- ' 
ſed her torenew the Dreſſings thrice aday.By this and other drying waters it 
cicatrized here and therc ; but then an Inflammation aroſe above the Wriſt 
with manyWheals.Upon the ſight of which I gave her I j.ca/omel.over night, 
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and a draught of her purging Apozeme in the morning. By the repeating it 
three or four times, with intermiſſion of ſome days, I took off the Fermentati- 
on 1n her bloud ; and by the bathing that Hand and Arm with /ac butyriatum, 
and dreſſing it with 1nguent.de lithargyro and ſuch like, I cured her. lt being 
then the ſeaſon to drink the Waters, I recommended her to Epſom, and from 
thence to T uabridze: they paſſed well, and ſhe recovered her perfect health.

I fomen- 
ted the Leg in the mornings, and ſometime in the evening, (as we had time) 
with a Decoction of polygonum, plantag. equiſet. flor. roſ. rubr. and dreſſed | it 
with anger. alb:m camphorat, cum albumine ovi, with an addition of »x- 
gucit tirtie {pred upon little pieces of Linen, and laid on at ſuch diſtance as the 
latter might get out between, then row I:don a Compreſs preſt out oftheFo- 
mentation. But the Fluxion was {6 orcat, and the Mieer lo very {harp, that 
for a whileit would yield tono Applications. But after he had the conveniency 
of a Coach torelt his Leg, I madea ſhitr tocicatrize th c Ulcerations by ap-ly- 
Ing biel t Linen dipt 1n "the aforeſaid Decoction, and laying Pledgits lp; cd 
with za9vct. tatie, &c. upon the edges of the Ulce crations over the Li Inen, 
with Comprelſes and Band: age, The Matter was well diſcharged between 
Dre'iiings, by which means the Ulcer was digeſted and healed. 
Ot the Cure of thele Ulcerations with Jt emp: ries humida you may read 
more particularly in their proper Chapter in the Treatiſe of Ulcers. 
«. Obſer= One came to me having an cxtream itching in the Palm of one of his hands. 
pag in I looked upon 1t,and | fw many ſmall white W heals ſcarce diſcernable : thoſe 
liars, Which he had ſcratched had ſmall Scabs on the heads of each one of them like 
Miller-feed : they ſeemed dry,but were encompalſedallo withW heals,and did 
all itch very much. He had allo ſomewhat of the ſame Herpes on his Thumb 
and Fore-tinger of the other hand, I purged him with pulv.cornach.and lent 
him a pot of the uzgnerr.calcts preicribed inthe method of Cure todre!s them 
with. Tafterwards purged him with pa/v.cornach.and Merc.dulces : by which, 
and the addition of a few grains of Merc. /ub1;mat, ro the atorelaid Unguent, 
the Herpes was dried up in the ſeveral Parts, 
£ Olfcr. A Woman came to me with an Ulcer in the Sole of one of her feet. It was 
vat. of an unequal dry Ulcer, eating into the Skin to the Fleſh of the compaſs of 
11  Halfacrown: it was not much FRET or inflamed,otherwile than as {he hear 
It by walking on it, I cauſcd it to be waſhed w ith an Abtution of Turbith, 
and applied nzguert. calcis upon it, and afterwards purged her with Cathar- 
ticks and Calomel. Thus the Ulcers dried ,but afterwards roſe again in the rag- 
ged Lips. Upon light whereot 1 rubbed thoſe Lips all off w ith the Caultick- 
tone lo far as I could. jucge any of that Humour ivrked ; then applicd angnezt. 
baſilicoa hot upon Plcdgits, with ſome of the aboveſaid Cerote over all, The 
third day after, when 1 thought to have {cen a deep Ulcer, 1 found it flat and 
dry, and, {craping off the Ointment, I alſo brought off the Slough, and ſaw 
the Skin {mooth and even perfeftly well: by which it was evident that the 
Ditcale was only in the Skin. 
7, ON A cGentlewoman about tifty years of age,upon the ceaſing of the Menſtrua, 
Herpes mi. WAS atthicted withanitching on rhe right lide of her Head above herEar.. IK 
_ and orow1ng VEXAtIOUs, and not t yielding to common Remedies, ſhe came to mc. 
Le It was an Herpes miliaris about the breadth of an Half crown- PRESS amonglt

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her Hair. Her often ſcratching it had exaſperated it, and the ſharp Humour 
which iſſued from it had fretted the Skin behind her Ear downward, and in 
progrels of time that became {erpiginous, and was, when I fawit, covered 
with white braany Scales. The Humour dropping down trom thele had then 
inflamed the Parts beneath, and many fiery Puſtule were there rilen, which 
ſpred down to that Clavicie.--1 dreſſed thele latter with cerat. Galen, ler her 
bloud that evening,and the next morning purged her with Whey,Manna and 
crem. tartar.and that afternoon, when her Phyfick had done working, I drel- 
{ed the ſimple Herpes with the Cerote as before ; then clipt ol] the Hair trom 
the Herpes miliarts and parts 2bout, and with a [trong lixivinm bathed chat 
Herpes, 2nd waſhed oft the branny Scales; then applhed that Unguent wit 1 
the auripiomentum mentioned 1n the method of Cure. Ir was very painful, 
but by twice applying the maiice of the Dileale was extinguiſhed ; andatrer- 
ward by anointing it with u2gaent. roſatum the pain was removed, and the 
Herpes miliaris and Serpigo appeared well cured. The Herpes beneath martc- 
red, and were dried up with the common Epuloticks. I then made her Fon- 
tanels in her Legs ; lince which time {heenjoys good health.

Of an Oedema, 


Aving ſhewed you how Bloud and Cholter become offenſive when di- 
{turbed and thrown out of their proper Sphere, I {hall now proceed to 
ſpeak of that Tumour which hath its riſe from the Pzrzt4 or Phleem, and is 


known by the name of Oedera. 


It is a ſoft cold Tumour without change of colour, pulſation, heat or 7 


Pain, unlels it be from the diſtenſion of the Part it attects. 
Tlie Caryfe of Ocaema 15, as 1n other preternatural Tumours, Antecedent, 
and Conzjunct, 


The Antecedent Cauſes are either remote, as default in Diet, Air, Excr- 


cile, Cc.allo old Contulions, Luxations, Fractures, &c. or more immediate, 
as the pituttous Humour abounding in the Body. 

The Conjunct Cauſe 1s the ſame Humour collected into a Tumour, 
which 1s done tor the moſt part by Congeſtion, theſe cold Tumours being 
rarely made by Fiuxion. | 

Oedema 11 it felfis not dangerous ; people of grols bodies and good fellows 
arc trequently ſubject to them, yer live to oldage. But in Conſumptive and 
Hydropical bodies it is of il! conſequence, not as it 15 a Diſeaſe, bur as it fore- 
ſhewsa decay of native heat. 
Wounds, Fracture, Cc. are not dangerous, nor difficult to cure : butif an 
Ocdema grow hard and paintul, there 1s fear of a Scirrhus ; orit it ſuppurat?, 
0i a long and tedious Cure, 

In the Crrc of an Oedema three things are required : firit, preventing the 
generation of the pituitous Matter ; ſecondly,cvacuating the groſs Humours 
that abound in the body, which is the immediate Caule of the Diſeale ; third- 
ly, the Cure of the Tumour it ſelf, which is effe&ed by external Remedies. 
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The firſt of theſe is performed by regulating the Patient in his manner of 
living ;as in Diet, Air, Exerciſe,Sleeping, Watching, Paſſions of the mind,&.. 
As, that his Bread be of pure W heat, well baked with CorreCtives,as Carra- 
way,Fenel, or Aniſe-ſceds : that his Meat be Fleih of | 9 nourthment and 
ealie digeſtion, Mutton, Veal, Pullet, Rabbit, Chicken, ©. that his Drink be 
Ale well boiled and medicated.W ine is allo commended ; but moderation in 
drinking is deſired. The Air ought to be dry and hearing, the very removal 
into hotter Countries being often the Cure ofthis Diſeaſe. Exercile 15 requi- 
red, to [tir up the oative heat, and to waſte the Crudities. Sleep in the day- 
time is forbidden, and ought to be moderated in the night. Melancholy is to 
be avoided, and Venery it the Body be weak. 

The ſecond conſiſts in preſcribing ſuch Remedies as may attenuate, open 
Obſtructions, and evacuate the pituitous Humour, Bleeding 1s not alway 
proper, yet may be admitted ifthere be Plerhoya. Purging is neceſſary, and in 
order thereto you may begin thus ; R rad. api, petroſelint, an.

Youare alſo to have regard to the weakneſs of the Stomach,and endeavour 
the {trengthning it,not only by outward Applications, as Fomentations of ab- 
finth. card. beneatdt. ſcord. cafſie lign. calam. aromat.&c. but allo with ſtomachi- 


cal Unguents and Emplaſters, of which you may tind ſufficient ſet down in 


the London Diſpenſatory, Cordial Electuaries and digeſtive Powders are alſo 
uſeful, whereof T ſhall give you ſome. Be copſ. anth. ij. cort. citri condit, 38. 
wie, moſecat. condit. 5v). ſpec. diarrhod. ij. cum ſyr. de cort. citri & ſyr. garyophyll. 
fat Electuarium: of which the Patient may take the quantity oft a Nutmeg 
often.in a day. Or this ; Be ſem. aniſt & fantc. cond. an.j. coriand. & carut 
condit, an. 3jlb. cinnam. pulv. Nv. ſpec. aromat. roſat. 51). fiat pulvis. Aſpoonful 
of this may be taken after Dinner, or at any other time. Allo Decottions of 
ſarſaparilla, lign. guaiaci, ſaſſafras, with Antilcorbuticks, &c. adding Wine, 
ag. mjrabilis, or the/like cordial water to1t, to make it more gratetul and 
hearty in the Stomach, 

The thirdconcerneth the handling of the Tumour if ſelf : and that varies, 
according as it is.in 1ts beginning, ſtate, or declination. 

In the beginning, the Medicaments may be {uch as do moderately repel, 
not violently,leſt the Humour of which the Tumour proceedeth, being for the 
mold part groſs, be: thereby, made more tough : belides, Repellents are not fo 
proper 1n congeſted Tumours. When we uſe them,it is rathertoltrengrthen the 
Part,thanto repel; therefore we mix with them ſuch as have an attenuating 
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1nd diſcutient faculty. One of the milder 1s Bay-falt with Oil of Olives. In 
{mall Swellings proceeding from the weakneſs of the Part Brandy-wine,or a 
Solution of Bay-falt in Spaxiſh Wine, or the Partie's own Urine, may lerve 
{Fciently ro attenuate and dry up the humidity, and {trengthen the Part. 
In the ſtate, when the Tumours are large,they require Medicaments more 
reſolvent and diſcurient : and the better todiſpole them to raretaction, you 
nay begin with ſuch a Fomenration as this : Re ſummitatabſtnthit,abrotgni,ori- 
gani, calaminthe, puleg tt, ſambuct, chamemelt, rt, falvie, an, M. j. bacc, laurt, 
j niperi, an. {J. ſem. f- nicult, aaucr, Cari, CYMm1IN1,An.

{itting moſt firmly, may be worn with the greatelt advantage, and with the 
Icalt trouble or prejudice to the health of the Patient ; yet do they require 
your conſideration and care how they be laced : for by the unequal hard la- 


cing of them you may raiſe a Tumour, and by an equal over-{treight lacing 


vou may emaciate the moſt Reſhy Leg. Many inſtances may be given of the 
t5rmer, and I {hall give you one of the latter. 

A perſon ofa ſedentary life, who had been vexed with an Ulcer in one of 
15 Legs,vas adviſed by his Chirurgeon to wear a laced Stocking ; and ha-

10g ome while, which he did : but, minding more his Study than his Leg, 
he laced the Stocking every morning (trejghter, till his Leg became {o weak 
thatircould {carce ſupport his body. TI was fetched, and {urprized to ſee his 
cg lodwindled away, wondering how he could lace it ſo ſmall without cau- 
{ng Inflammation, or indeed ſuiler it to be ſo extenuated withour taking 
more timely notice of it, I preſently cauſed the Stocking ro be ualaced, and 
115 Leg to be bathe with warm water, andembrocated with o!. /umbricor. 
by which it plumped again in few days, and recovered its former [trength. 


Gentleman ofabout thirty years ofage,having laboured long of a Quar- 


{A tan Ague,was afflicted with a phlegmatick Swelling in his right Hand 
tro the Fingersendsto the Arm,as full as the Skin could hold, both back and Hani. 


palin, the Joints ſtiFand uſeleſs. The Tumour was painful by reaſon of the 
great diltenſion of Parts,and was thereby rendred hard,yet yielded to the im- 
preſſion ofmy Fingers. Doftor Le»thall had purged him trequenily ; but the 
Tumour not yielding thereto, he put him into my hands. I began my work 
with the milder Fomentation preſcribed in the method of Cure,and embroca- 
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ted it with ol. cham. & rutac. cum ſale comm. applied over the whole Swelling 
Emplaſty. diaſulphurts, rowled it up, and placed it high up to his Breait, ! 
continued this method ſome days without much advantage, then letc off the 
uſe of the Emplaſter, and apphed a Cataplaſm ex far. hordei, &C. as It Is let 
down in the method of Cure,and continued the Fomentation and Embrocati 
on ; by the uſe of which the Tumour did {omewhar dilculs. But, according 
to my Þng Obſervance, theſe crude Tumours cannot throughly diſculs with- 
out the A of a more {tri&t Bandage; therefore, having thus diſpoſed them for 
Bandage, I cauſed a Glove to be made of itrong Leather,flitting the back and 
fingers, and making Eylet-holes to draw it cloſe. Then having applied the 
Cerote above preſcribed, witha Compreſs of cloathover it, and a piece of 
Vellum to defend the Hand from the Lace, I laced the Glove on moderately 
{treight to the eale of the Patient, and ſtreightned it {till daily. But from that 
time I did not dreſs the Hand more than once in four or five days, and then 1 
ftomentcd and dreſſed itas I had done before,laying Compreſles up:n thePalm 
of the hand and elſewhere asI {aw occaſion. As the Swelling diminiſhed the 
Glove became tco big ; we therefore put on another lefs, and began again to 
purge him, ai:d preſcribed him decort. [arſe lien, gnaract, &c. and trom that 
time we purged him once a week with extract.rddii cf calomed. By this metho:? 
T diſculied this Tumour in the midit of Winter,he not keeping his Chambe: 
but when he took Phylick : yet there remained a ftitneſs in the Joints of the 
W rill and Fingers,and the Arm was exuremely emaciated For the nouriſhing 
c{it I made a Fontanelin that Arm; an in order to the rejaxation of the 
{tifnels of the Joints of his Hand,I fomente'! them with emollient Herbs boul- 
ed in Fleſh-broth, and embrocated t:em oaily with of, /yazbricor. applying 2 
Cercte of u2ucat. dialthee and Wax over all. His Hand was allo lometimes 
put into Grains or a Beaft's Belly. After which we dreſſed his Hand, and la- 
ced on the Glove, as before we were accultomed to do, and directed him to 
wear a furred Glove to keep it warm. By this method his Arm grew tar, 
and his Hand flexible and {trong before March. 
A Widow-woman aged fifty fix years, ofa groſs Body, having been long 
flibjecl to Swellings in her Legs and Feet,wasat lalt thereby contined to hc: 
zed, They were pituitous, and yielded to the impreſſion of my hngers ; yet 
vere hard, and ſomewhat inflamed, and painful : which latter was occalic 
ncd, I ſuppoſe, from the extraordinary influx of Humour. I purpoſed to have 
begun my Cure with Purgatives : but ſhe, having no uſe of her Legs, woulc 
not be perſwaded to Phyſlick. 1 fomented her Legs and Feet one atter ano- 
ther with the milder Fotzs preſcribed in the method of Cure, embrocare:: 
them with of cham. liltoy, cr aceto, and applieda Cerote of un2uent, dialth 
witianaddition of Wax, and 5j. of of, cham. chymic. with good Bandage 
trom the Toes tothe Knee. I repeated this way of Drefiing twice aday,till I 
had molliihed and reſolved ſomewhat of the Tumour and hardneſs ; ther. 
inai!e the Fomentation more diſcurient by the addition ot Salt and Suphyr 
vir. and ſome days after cauled a pair of laced Stockings to be put on, and [a- 
ced them daily ſtreighter. But trom that time I dgefſed her Legs but once 10 
t!1:ce or four days,unleſs1t were that the Skin were fretted by the Salts or hcr 
tcratching them. In which caſe I rook them oft, and bathed her Legs wit! 
warm water,and applied cerar. Galeni on them. Thus her Feet and Legs were 
made leis, & her Stockings taken in accordingly, till the Swellings were quite 
diſcuſt, and her Legs and Feet reſtored to their true ſhape, which was in lets 
thaneight weeks ; during which I purged her withthat Apozeme preſcribes 
in the method of Cure, and made her Fontanels in her Legs, and continuce 
the ule ofthe laced Stockings, I thought this W idow had been dead, till tin 
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11ſt Summer ſhe ſent to me for an Emplaſter for a pain 1n her Shoulder ; it 
being the year 59. in which I cured her. | | TP FORO 

A Perſon of Honour about fifty years of age, of a corpulent tull Body, 7." 
«hom I had ſeen many years before in Frazce afflicted with pituitous Swel- frelled 
lings in his Legsand Feet, came over into Exg/a/a, and put himſelf into the 34% v4 
hands of Sir Fr.Prujean, he then labouring under a complication of Diſeaſes, 
of which thoſe Swellings in his Legs and Feet were only a Symptom.By Cha- 
twhiats and Antiſcorbuticks he was relieved, and reſtored toa tolerable good 
health ; but thoſe Swellings in his Legs did not [eiſen. Upon which contide- 
ration I was lent for, and propoſed the laced Stockings as the only remedy. 

It being allowed of by the Phyſician, I fomented his Legs with the milder 
Fomentation above preſcribed, embrocated them as above ſaid 1n the prece- 
ding Obſervation, and rowled them up from the Feet above the Knees. Atter 
three or four days I put him on laced Stockings with Knee-pieces, and by a 
moderate lacing of them reltored the Legs and Feet toa better ihapethan they 
had been in many years before,and he injoyed a better health. Atter the Wea 
ring them ſome months longer, his Legs grew {o well, that he trequently al. 
continued the uſe of them many months: yet when he PCrcelvec: any talneſs 
in them, he did put them on again, Without advilting us about it, Nine years 
after this Per{on was diſeaſed with a Carbuncle : after the Curing whereot 
his Legs, Thighs and Belly {welled extraordinarily.By Purging and Antiicor- 
huticks his belly funk ; and by laced Stockings and Trowzers the Sweliings 
1n his Legs and Thighs went oft, and they continued well without farther 
aſe of the laced Stockings, he enjoying a good health ſome years afterwards. 

In the time of the lait great Plague, while I was in the Country, I was 4. Obſer- 
fetched to a Perſon of worth, of about ſeventy years of age, lying in bed dif- #3, 
caled with a cold phlegmatick Tumour in his right Thigh,loft and yielding Thigy, 
to the impreſſion of my fingers. Doctor Bowles had been with him, and pre- 
{cribed a Fomentation with Embrocations to be daily applied.I approved of 
what had been done : but the weather being then extream cold, the ground 
covered with Froſt and Snow, I thought he might get cold in the time ot 
Dreiling ; and beſides, without a {trict Bandage it was nor likely to remove Ft 
that Tumour. Therefore I offered to their coniiderarion, whether a Flannel 
Trowze might not be made to lace ſtreight upon that Thigh, tocheriſh the 
native heat of the Part,and defer the Cure of the Tumour till the Spring. The 
Patient approved of it,& declared that he would return to Loxa9 about that 
r:me, and conſult us there in order to his Cure. This being his retolution, I at- | 
1ected his Servants to make a Trowze ofa tine Dimity,lined with a ſolt Flan- [ 
nel, with Eylet-holes, to lace on the out-{ide, with a Walſt-band fitted to rhe 
upper partofit. The Trowze being made, I ſaw it laced on, a piece of $p4- 
»:ſþ Leather being placed under the Lacing, to detend his Thigh from being 
nurt by it, The lower part ofthe Trowze was tacked toa Cotton Stocking he 
put on that Leg. TIdeſired ( in caſe that Leg ſhould {well ) they would put 
on 2 laced Stocking witha Knee-picce. After I was gone,there were ſome Ob- 
jections made againſt this Bandage:but the Patient, finding eaſe by it,continu- 
ed the uſe of it,and came to Londoz in the Spring of the year,& ſent tor Sir Fr. 
Prujeaz, Dottor Bowles, and my elf, to meet Sir Edw. Alſton and Mr, L.a 
Chirurgeon at his houſe,to conſult his health. We met,and tound the Patient 
walking ina large Dining-room. He gave us an account of the Swelling in 
his Thigh, and how it was cured by the Bandage I had directed in the Coun- 
try. Heaiſo related to us how he had been over-periwaded to have the Caltof 
that Leg bliſtered,and of the pain it gave him,and that a Fontanel had been 
made in the ſame Leg ; which he was alſo forced to heal up þy reaſon of the 
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pain. ( Theſe were made after I had been with him.) He farther declared the 


ObjeQtions had been made againſt the Bandage,andſaid,he had therefore {ent 
for us together, to have our Opinions how to regulate himſelt for the future. 
The Phylicians did all approve of the Bandage,and allowed his wearing laced 
Stockings on his Legs in cale they ſhould ſwell, and preſcribed him a ſtoma- 
chical Pill and ſome peQoral Syrups to take for a Cough he was ſubject to. 
Some while after the Patient's Legs ſwelling again,I put him on laced Stoc- 
kings, which he did w car till they recovered their tone. Afterwards, as occa- 
ſion 0.%ered, he wo e them, or left them off. During the rume he wore them, 
he commonly bathed his Legs with warm water at night ( by my direction) 
once a week to retre([h them, and put treſh Stockings on the next morning. 
'T hus he lived happily ſome years, and died of Old age. 

A Youth aged about 15 years was diſcaſed with the Small-pox, and ſoon 
afterwards with a Rheamatiſmus, which eſpecially aided the Scapule and 
ripht I/ch/on. Duiing thele Diliempers the Phylicians endeavoured by ire- 
quent Bleeding, Sudorificks, Cc. to take of the Ferment 1n the bloud : bu 
the pa.n increaled, and that Leg {welled from the Hip to the very Toes cx- 
ccedingly,and ſcemed a:dematous. On each of the Scaps/s therealio appeared 
a large Tumour without Inflammation. Theſe latter we judged to be full of 
Matter, and accordingly I opener them by Incifion, and diſcharged a greac 
quantity of purulent Matter, We dreſſed them with #2guet. baſlicom upon 
Pledgits. The Swelling in the Leg we {tuped with a Decociion of warm 
Plans in a common Lixivie, adding to it ſome Brandy-wine. After we had 
vellfomented it, we embrecated the whole Member with o/.0/;z2-e and a Solu- 
tizn of common Salt ; then rowled it from the Toes up to the Hip,and placed 
rhe Foct and lower part of the Leg lo high upon Pillows as might hinder the 
delcerit of the Humours. We allo laid him upon his left $1de, to give calc 
to a large Ulceiation upon the Os coxendicis, which was occalioned by his long 
lying upon that Part. After we had thus dreſſed him, my Kinſman Jaques 
Wiſeman took the care of him, and in four or tive days removed the Swelling 
out of the Foot, Leg, Knee, and lower part of che Thigh,tothe great cale of 
the Patient : but the while the upper part of the Thigh and Hip [welled the 
more; allo an Anaſarcous Tumour {tretched the Scrotum to luch a bulk as 
Iindred his lying longer upon his Side. At the {ight of which I ſcarified it 
witha Lancet, gave vent to that ſerous Humour, appl ed a warm Stupe on 
it wrung out of the forementioned Decoct:ton,and thereby treed the Scrotum 
ſo perfectly well as it became no more diſeaſed, The Ablcels 72 Scapulis 
continued to matter much, and the Bones we:e felt bare in both of them : 
but upon making new Apertions in the Parts more declining,the Matter di{- 
charged cafily, and they cured within three weeks after. But in the mean 
t.me the Tumour in the upper part of the Thigh became painful daily more 
and more. Fceling Matter fluQtuate in it, we opened it by Incilion, and dil- 
charged a large quantity of Matter inditterently concotted : yet we could not 
by ſearch of Probe diſcover any $/2#s conliderable ; but, by preſſure with our 
hands upon the Os ſacrum and back-(ide of the 1/;0n,we law the Matter flow 
freſh out of the Abſceſs: upon which account care was taken to make Com- 
preſſure by Bandage uj on that Part. Whillt this Abſcels became the care of 
the Chirurgeons,there was conlideration had of Internals,to diſpoſe the Hu- 
mours toa healing condition. But, alas ! he was ſo emaciated, weak and rett- 
lels by reaſon of new Ulcerations which were riſen upon the Os coccyzrs and 
both Hips, that weonly preſcribed him good Broths and ſuch Meat as might 
nouriſh tim; and at laſt, for his more eaſe, we placed him direttly upon his 
Belly ; -and thereby the Ulcers which had been made by lying on the places 
afore- 
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aforeſaid were diſpoſed to cure, and the Matter which lodged deep inthe up- 
per part ofthe Thigh and Ichiow, &c. by this poſition made its way down by 
the Os i/i07, and lowed more plentifully. Upon ſight whereof that Opening 
was inlarged about two or three inches, for the more free roam, i From 
that time the Matter daily leſſened, and accordingly the Tumour diminiſhed, 
the Abſceſs and external Ulcerations healed,and the Patient viſibly recovered 
his ſtrength, inſomuch that we hoped our work had been well-nigh at an end. 
But he nor being able tolie ſo long upon his Belly,theUlcerations on his Back 
and Hips increaſed, and proved exceedingly vexatious, allo the Swelling up- 
on the 1/chion grew big, and ſo painful, that it contracted that Leg. Fomen- 
tations and Cataplaſms powerfully difcutient and reſolvent were for ſome 
timeapplied : they proving ineffectual, we applied a ſtrong Caultick on the 
middle ofthat Tumour, and cut into it : but it appearing dry and callous,we 
filled up the Apertion with Pracipitate. While we were digeſting out that 
Callus, Embrocations were uſed to the contracted Tendons,and the Ulcerati- 
ons, &e. were daily dreſſed, whereby in the ſpace of [1x weeks they were all 
cured, and the Patient reſtored to the uſe of that Leg, butas yet he makes 
uſe of Crutches to ſupport his weak body. 

L was ſent for toan Infant of about a year old, diſeaſed with a ſoft white 5. ovrr- 
Tumour in the midſt ofher right Thigh yielding to the impreſſion of my tin- vat: of an 
gers : it wasof a very large ſize,without much complaint of pain. I embroca- ohh 
red the Swelling with o/.79/.and Bay-falt,and applied an Emplatter of dzachyl. 
zreat.cam aceto, with Bandage over it. Aftera few days continuance of thele 
Dreſſings, finding the Tumour not to leſſen, I fomented it with the milder 
Diſcutients ſet down in the method of Cure, and applied Emplajt. diaſulph. 
by the uſe of which it ſeemed todifſolve ; but afterwards it increaſed again, 
and became hard, of a dusky colour, and as 1t were fixed to the Bone. Then I 
applied a Cataplaſm ex mmncilag. rad. althee, liltor. ſem. lini & fenugreci, &c. 
endeavouring Reſolution : bur it inflamed, and ſuppurated deep among([t 
the Mufcles. I continued Suppuratives, and after a few days, the Matter 
being more concocted, opened it, and gave vent to a fatid Matter ; then 
dreiing up the Abſceſs with z2uert. baſilicon upon a Tent, I embrocated it 
with ol. rof.. applied the ſame Cataplaſm, and afterwards deterged it with 
mundtf. Paracelſ. and incarned and cicatrized it as hath been faid in large 
Phlegmons, 

A poor Woman brought a Child to me diſeaſed, as ſhe was told, of the 7. Obſer- 
Rimes Evil ; as indeed now-adays every Diſeaſe that appears dangerous or — . 
diticult of cure is ſent to us as the Evil. He was about ſix years ofage,and had 
a large Tumour oh the inſide of his right Thigh. It was not the Ev//, but,the 
Cid teeming an object of Charity, I offered her the Cure of it; andat the 
lame time, while the Child lay upon the Table, I made Inciſion into it with- 
out asking leave,and diſcharged, believe,near a Chamber-pot full ofa crude 
Matter ;then dreſſed it up with Pledgits of #2uent.baſilicon and Emplaſtr.dia- 
chalcit. with Compreſs and Bandage. The ſecond day ſhe brought him again 
tome, and then the Skin ſeemed much contracted ; yet it bagg'd, and had 
near a Porrenger-full of Matter init. TI laid it open that way with a pair of 
Probe-{ciſſors, and dreſſed ir afterwards once more. My Servants from that 
time continued to do it, till ſhe thought ſhe could cure it her ſelf. 

A Child of abour four years of age, having been ſeized with a Feverinthe y;. of 
Autumn,languiſhed theW inter following under various Diſcaſes,%& waslame phlegma- 
by realon of tome Swellings about the right Hip and Thigh. Dr.Deztoz was 5B hae 
hisPhytician, who, having recoveredtheChildto a tolerable meaſure ofhealth, ic Thigh 
rook me along with him to conſider thoſe Swellings. There was one round a ae

The 
Tellicle was grown to the Scrotum, and Pt ated its Matter through 1 It1n two 
ſeveral places : there was alſo another Sizus which patled through the body © 
the Telt cle downwards. We had been ſome while endeavouring to alin 
1c Callolities of theſe by Emollients ourw ardly applied, asallo by Cathare- 
ticks inwardly upon Tents intothe Ulcer : but failing in the latter, we laid 
open the $275 0n the ide of the Telticle trom one Oritice to the other, and 
digeſtedan! 1 healed it ; then pals'd a Seton-needle through the other Sizzus, & 
m: ade way beneath for diſcharge of the Matter. W hen that low er Orihce was 
d.geited, we pulled out the Ligature, and kept it open with a Tent,and therc- 
by draincd the Matter from the uppermot parts, and cured the Teſticle.

deep under the Muſcles, without Inflammation, hardneſs or Pullation : it 
was moſt prominent towards the left Iguer, and ſomewhat heated. The 
Tumour had been long growing,and of late very painful. I applied an Ezp/. 
Ceſaris over the whole Tumour, and fitted him with a Bracer to bear part of 
the weight of it,deſigning that way to palliate it. By thele he was ſomewhat 
relieved, and made a Journey with {ome of his Friends into the North, pur- 
poſing to drink the Waters at Karesbrook : but by reaſon of his pain he {top-/ 
ped at Tork ; and,meeting with no hopes of Cure there, he returned hither,and 
ſent for me. I went, and found him in his Bed full of pain, and rhar part 
of the Tumour in the Groin {welled and inflamed, and tull of Matter, as I 
thought : but, doubting the ſuccels,I deſired he would contult forme eminent 
Men of my Profeſſion. Hegnade choice of Mr.1 0. Holler, We conlidered 
the ſituation of the Tumour, the time and manner of its growth, with the 
Symptoms all along attending it, and concluded it originally a Tumour by 
Congeſtion ; ſuppoling the pain to proceed from ſome acrimony 11 the 5: - 
7m, Which falling into this declining Part putrehed. Upon this fuppolitt- 
on we complied with the Patient and his Friends delires, opened rhe [u- 
mour in that Groin by Inciſion, and diſcharged about halt a large Porrengcr 
of a bloudy Serum. We then laid it more open, and, obſerving nothing more 
to come forth, made a {earch with our fingers, and, feeling nothing but Far, 
dreſſed it up with Digeltives ex ter&bizth, &c. viith Emplalter and Bandage. 
The Patient was eaſed of his pain,and reſted well that night. The third day 
we met again, and found him as well as might reaſonably be expected : but 
from the timewwe opened the Tumour he had not been out of his Bed. Ta- 
king off the Dreſſings, we found the Tumour ſunk, and a little Matter from 
the Lips of the Wound ; but from the Abſcels there was only a Gleet diſchar- 
ged. We fomented the whole Belly with decot, abſinth. flor, cham. ſambuci, 8c. 
mace in Wine,and dreſſed up the Abſcelſs with Digeſtives as before. We were 
not ſatished with our work, yet had no-Symptoms of 1ts penetration : he brea- 
thed well,and his Urine and Stools were good. At our next Dreſſing we ſaw 
the Ulcer had gleeted much, and the Opening appeared tull of a grealy Fat 
lolled, as the Omentum will be atter it hath been ſome time corrupted by the 
air, We pulled ſome of it out, and, having made a Ligature under ir, cut it 
off, and dreſſed up the Patient as before. We were inclinable to think that 
what we had cut oft was part of the O«2tum: but then why ſhould not the 
Inteltines thruſt out? Toclcar this Doubt,I brought the next day an Injection 
made of a Decoction of ſome Vulnerarics, ex rad, zreos, ariſtoloch, rot, myrrh. 
aloe, fareocoll. mell, roſ. and a little fir. vini, and caſt ſome of it up with a 
Syringe. It came out again. We repeated the Experiment, till we had well 
lathhcd onr ſelves that it came all out again : which confirmed to us that the 
A\bſcels was not within the cavity of the Belly among(t the Bowels. But 
the caſting up of this InjeQtion gave the Patient a Colicl:, upon which we 
uſed it no more. The Lips of the Abſcels digeſted well, bur trom within it 
only gleeted, and thruſt out Fat, which we daily cur off without the lols of 
a drop of bloud, and dreſſed up the Abſcels with nvndif. ex apio, continuing 
the uſc of dilcutient Fomentations and Cataplaſms. We very much delired 
to {ce Our Patient up out of his Bed : but he apprehended that hisGuts would 
tumble out; and rhe more Fat we pulled away, the more he deſponded, and 
in the ſpaceof two Months languiſhed and died, I reſolved to open his Body, 
and to that purpoſe made my Incifion down from the Cartilag. enſiformis to 
the Pubes, and trom the Navel croſs over. Then it appeared plainly that the 
Tumour was made by abundance of a {oft white orea(ie Fat lying between the 
Peritoneum and Mulcles of the lower Belly. The Peritoneum was found,not 
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the leaſt tainted,yet lay ſo bare,that the moſt curious Anatomilt could not by 
DiſſeQation more expole it. : 

If this perſon had but roſe out of his Bed to the Cloſe-ſtool, nay, if he had 
but roſe upon his Knees to urine, the Fat had ſlipt out at the ſame time ; for 
it lay looſe floating upon the Peritonenm. Aﬀer I had removed the Fat,1I divi- 


ded the Peritoneum,and there I ſaw all the Viſcers ſound and ſweet as ever I 
beheld in any dead body in my life.

What a- Cirrhus trath hitherto amongſt Authors been reputed to have its Original 
__ ile from Melancholy and tough Phlegm : the truth of which I dare not de- 
ICICNLS, 


ny before I know what is meant by thoſe words. For in progreſs of diſcourſe 
theW riters upon this Subject do divide Melancholy into zatural,and preterna- 
tural : a Diſtination by whom bezun I do not at preſent remember, but conti- 
nucd and uſed by all Writers of the latter Ages. Men that make this Diſtin- 
Ction do ſuppoſe the zatura/Me'incholy to be the terreſtrious part of theBloud, 
but not yet to have exceeded the bounds of a ſanguineous element : preterna- 
tural tobe ſuch as hath contracted a more than ordinarily fixed or terreſtrious 
quality by a fault in Concoction, which if it be only a Humour ſo fixed, may 
be called preternatural Melancholy. If the Bloud was very hot and acrimoni- 
ous, it hath been preſumed to be burnt, and hath gone by the name of Choler 
adult: but then it 15 not of the ſame kind or family.Of theſe more in the Trea- 

tile of Capters, | 
[ deſire not to wade into Controverſies of this nature,fitter for the Schools 
than a practical Diſcourle: it may ſufhce to give ſuch a notion of Melancholy 
as may be agrecablec to the common conceptions of men verſed in the Faculty. 
What tru- | Tf we ſo derive our Notion, we may conſider the Bloud to be bred out of 
yrs Chyle,which in the Jacteous Veſſels is white,but when it enters the Veins it 
C:u'es, by degrees groweth to be pellucid,and then is called Seram,and in ſome caſes 
Pituita; and at lait,when it 1s red, we call it B/a»z4, W hich Bloud conliſts of 
much Salt and Sulphur,without which neither the animal Spirits nor the ſolid 
Parts themſelves could be made. According to the degrees of fixedneſs and vo- 
Jatility that theſe Salts and Sulphurs do acquire,the Bloud is more or leſs flo- 
rid,and the whole Habit of body of a better or worſe Conſtitution. If theſe 
Parts arrive to their due volatility, the whole Habit is Sanguine: if they be 
too fixed,it is Melancholick, according to the old phraſe ; which is indeed ſo 
far from being Aduſtion,that it is rather a Crudity, and the body in this caſe 
differs from a Sanguine condition as a green Apple doth from a ripe one. It be- 
ing the fault of the Bloud that rhe Chy/e, having met with too great acidity 
in the tirſt Concoction,doth not ever acquire a genuine ripeneſs, but is apt up- 
on occaſion to concrete it {elf upon the Fibres of the Tendons or Muſcles out- 
wardly.,and upon the Viſcera inwardly: which Concretion,where it happens, 

_ 15 that Tumour which we call Scirrhes. 

Differen- The Differences of Scirrhus muſt be taken from the various mixture that 
ec, happens in the Juices of the Bloud, For Bloud, being made at ſeveral rimes, 
may partake of many ſeveral qualities ; ſome of which may be produced in the 
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Maſs of Bloud, and ſome in the Part it ſelf, either by the peculiar Ferment 
thereof, or elſe by the alteration it may receive trom applications of Medica- 
ments. If a falle Ferment in the Ventricle vitiate the Digeltion, 1n ilead of 
good and laudable Chyle, we often find the product to be peccanr, either in 
acidity,or acrimony,or ſome other quality. If it be Acrimony, when it comes 
into the Bloud it produceth many hot Diſcaſes,and often Cancers : of which 
more hereafter. If a meer crude Acidity,then the body is liable to a Scrrrhrs : 
but that Scirrhas,according tothe various mixtures it may meet with of Bloud 
thatwent before,may be ſocompounded as to make thoſe ſeveralSpecies which 
we call Scirrhus phle2monoides, eryſipelatodes, edematodes, &c, Nay, though 
the whole Bloud may be trouble | with one uniform Diitemper, which may 
diſpoſe it tothe railing of a Phlegmon, Eryſipelas,Oedema,&c. yet the applicatt- 
ons of Medicines to a Part fo attected may be ſuch as, exhaling too {uddenly

* ſome lene, it it be preſſed upon. The Tumour is hard, immoveable, and of a 
, dark red colour; if Pzruzta be mixed with it, then it is of a Iivid colour, It 
a Scirrhus be the original Dilcaſe of the Part,and not the cttett of ſome other 
that hath been ill handled, it begins uſually ſmall like a Vetch or Pea,and by *.. 
degrees increaſeth, without ſhitting or changing of piace.Tt it be the eflect of 
{ome other Tumour that terminated 1n it,as a Phlezmon,gee.thenthe Accidents 
proper to that Tumour did ſuddenly change into thole of a Scrrrhrus : of which 
you may lee more 1n their proper place. 

The true or exquiſite Scrrrhus, being altogether without ſenſe,admirs of no progne. 
Cure. The reaſon is,becaule the induration of the Part is ſo great,thart it will Fick. 
not open to receive the free aftlux of Bloud into it, but keeps its own hardneſs 
in delpite of all Applications, and thereby the uſe of Medicaments 1s rende- 
red ineilectual. 

The imperfect Scirrhbns, which hath ſome ſenſe, is not incurable, but yields 
by Reſolution ; though very often it terminates in a Cancer. | 

The Scrrhys which ariſcth from Pituita, without change of colour in the 
Skin,if 1t be very big and hard,and have hair grown upon it,is neither curable, 
nor yet doth terminate in a Cancer. 

E In the Cure of the Scirrhus three Intentions are required. The firſt is,in the Cure. 
> regulation of Diet and manner of living : the ſecond is,in the preparing and 
, = evacuating of the antecedent or peccant Humour : and the third is,in the ap- 

: plication of external Medicaments. 

[n order to the firſt,theAir ought to be clear,and temperately hot and moilk. 
4 Their Aliment ſuch as may breed good Bloud ; as new-laid Eggs, Chickens, 
> DPullets, Mutron, Veal, Lamb, Kid : and theſe boiled with Spinage, Borrage, 
- => Endive, Succory, Lettice, Sorrel,c. are better than roalted. Their Bread 
| ought to be of good Wheat and well baked; their Drink a well-boiled ſmall 
Ale, or {mall White-wine, Rheniſh,&c. Their Exerciſe moderate, and alſo 
their Sleep : their Mind chearful, free from care : and the Body ſoluble, by 
Clyſters or otherwiſe, 
 Theſecond Intention is, the evacuation of the Humour which aboundeth 
in the Body : whethergto ule the vulgar phraſe, it be Pituita or Melancho- 
ly that cauſed the Scirrhus ; or that it proceeded from Obltructions of the 
Menſtrua, or Suppreſſion of the Hzmorrhoids. If from any of theſe Cauſes 
Bloud abounds and be feculent, Phlebotomy is allowed,a Clylter preceding : 
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but if Bloud do not abound, forbear Bleedinp:, and proceed in preparing and 
evacuating the Humours. | 

The Preparatives thereto,according to che Ancients,were with /yr.de ſuc- 
co borrar. buoloſſ. fumarie, __ de duabus radicibus, de pomis, Byzantinus, &c. 
in the diſtilled water of the ſame Plants,or in Whey. But our Patients would 
think that time lolt : therefore, 1n ſtead of thoſe Digeſtives, we purge with 
Minoratives ; Viz. drcoct. ſene Geregpis, decoft. epithymi, allo Decoctions of 
caſſia, tamarind, &c. cum ſyrupis di: pomis purg. &c, eleft, diacathol. diaprun. 


roughHumours require trequent Purging, but not by ſtrong Catharticks : con- 
fect. hamech and elect. araphenic, are of the ftrongeſt fort. If Phlegm abound, 
proceed as hath been propoied 1n Oedema, and forbear Bleeding. 

TheP/thora evacuated,y ou may endeavour Revullion to the contrary Parts 
by Friction, Cupping, Fontarels, ©c. In Obſtruttions of the Hxmorrhcids 
Leeches may be applicd ; and in Suppreſſion of the Mexſtrua a Vein may be 
opened in the Arm or Leg, 

The third Inten!l on 15 1:61 formed 1n treating the Tumour it ſelf: in which 
thele Directions arcrobe lollowed, Firit,that you do not ule Repellents; for 
cold and toiigh Humours, of which theſe Swellings are created, are not capa- 
ble of returning, back as rot Humours, but do increaſe the more thereby. In 
re next place, you ought to be cautious in the uſe of Emollients alone ; for 
thereby they are lrequently exaſperated,and terminate in Cancers. Y ou ought 
allo to avoid the uſe of rhe ſtronger Diſcurients,leſt thercby you reſolve the {e- 
rous thin Humours, and convert the groſſer part into a more ſolid ſubſtance. 
Therefore you are to conſider well the Habir of the Body, and whether the 
S$cirrhiws be recent or 01d, and what the Parts are that be aitected,and propor- 
tion your Medicaments accordingly. 

As tothe Habit cf the Body : young people, and ſuchas live efeminately, 
require to be treated with milder Refolvents than thole who live a labouring 
life. Soallo a Scrrrhrs 1n 1s recency, whillt it 1511 1ts augment, requireth 
milder Applications than the confirmed or inveterate one. And thole S$cirrh: 
ariſing inthe Fleſhy parts will moreealily relolve than thoſe on theLigaments 
and Tendons. 

The milder Reiolvents are b1tyrum rec. adeps gallinac.ol, amygdal. dulc. lilior. 
aveps wfer. anatis, ſevnm vitulin. hircinum, vaccinum, axumng.poruin.vet, rad. al- 
the, lilier, 8c. The ftronger are raazces cucumeris agreſt. bryome, ſigill. Solo- 
ms, irevs, prx navalts, liquida, terebinth. gum, galban, ammoniac. bdellinm, 
opopanar, 8c. Actum by virtue of its penetrative quality is properly mixed 
with other Medicaments 1n the reſolving groſs Humours. 

Some Writers do not approve of Fomentations : but I have always found 
them necetſary to diſpoſe the Tumour to Reſolution,and have ever begun my 
Applications with them, and do propoſe them to you.

3 1j. liqueſcant omnia ſimnl, & cum cera alba fiat 
Ceratum wolle, It by the ule of theſe Medicaments it tend to Suppuration, 
treat it accordingly : but beware that you be not deceived, and the Suppura- 
tion prove falle, and terminate 1n a Cancer. 


Perſon of Honour near 4o years of age,ofa full Body,had been long {ub- 1. obſer- 


ject to cedematous Swellings 1n both her Legs trom the Knees down- ** 
wards: for the remedying of which many Applications had been made abroad 
during the time ſhe was 1n Frazce ; bur, by reaſon of her conſtant attendance 
there,they continued {welling,& in progreſs of time the Matter indurated anc 
became Scirrhous, not only along her Shins, but the muſculous Fleſh on the 
Calves of her Legs and Ancles. The Cure was dithcult ; but ſhe promiſing to 
keep her Chamber, I undertook it. She conſulted Sir Alex. Fraſ. who pre- 
pared her body by Purging, &c. after which I begag my work with the Fo- 
mentation ſet down in the method of Cure, her Servants bathing her Legs 
witha Sponge morning and evening ; atter which they were embrocated c:- 
ol-o ex ped, bovinis & ol. lumbric. Then I applied a Cerote on them of »ngnext. 
dialthez and Wax,and rowled them moderately on to retain the Dreſſings: at- 
ter which ſhe reſted her felt upon a Bed or Pallet daily. W hilit this Perſon 
was under Cure, there happened a private Dillection of a ſound Body at our 
Hall, whence I collected a good quantity of Fat, which I clarified, and, af- 
ter the fomenting of her Legs, I embrocated them with it twice a day ; to 
which I imputed very much the Recovery ; tor trom that time the hardneſs 
vilibly reſulved,and in a Month's ſpace they were reſtored. During this me- 
thod of Dreſſing ſhe was frequently purged,and a Fontanel made in each Leg. 
Suſpecting her Legs might {well upon her firſt going abroad, I cauſed a pair 
of laced Stockings to be put on, which ſhe did wear ſome few days : but obler- 
ving they d1d not {well,ſhe not only leit them oft, but healed up the Fontanels. 


A Gentleman oi abour fifty years of age by a Fall brake his lower Jaw,the 2. ofer- 


Cure whercot you may ſec in the Treatile of Frafnres, About halfa year af-* 
ter the ſame Paticnr complained of a hard Tumour tixed under that Ear and 
Maxilla, of a dark red colour, not {o much painful, as unealie from the hard 
binding of the Parts together. It was an imperfect Scirrhs,and not unlike to 
end in a Cancer. Sir Charles Scarburgh,Phyſician to his Royal Highnels the 
Dake of York, and one of His Majeltic's Phyſicians, was conſulted, and by his 
preſcription the Patient was let bloud,and ſeveral times purged. I foinented 
the Tumour with the Fotzs above mentioned, and embrocated it with y/./:tror. 
ſamvuci, and naguent. dialthee, applying Empl. diachyl. cum 91mmi, and after- 
wards a Cataplaſm ex fol, cicute, rad. lilicr. ſem. lini, fanuoreci, &c. During 
theſe Applications little hard Tubercles roſe in the body of the Tumour, (as 
I have {ometime ſeen riſe about the Lips of inveterate cancerated Ulcers,)and 
aiter ſome days brake and gleeted, but would not digeſt. In the preſence of the 
Phyſician I cut into them, filled them with Precipitate, applied nnguer- 
tn vaſilicon on them, and continued the uſe of Fomentations, &c. The 
Prxcpitate not digeſting them, rubbed into themwith aCauſtick-ſtone,divi- 
ded the Eſcars, and filled them with Pracipitate, from that time haſtning ſe- 
paration of the Sloughs. Then by the Vitriol-ſtone and Prxcipitate I deterged 
them. Astheſe digeited,the hardneſs reſolved,and I cured them with unguent. 
zniie, The Patient being cured, we ſent for Mr. Go/ſing, to inform himſelf 
whether any carious Tooth or Stump affe&ted that Jaw. He pulled out one ; 
but whether that was the cauſe I much doubt, |

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t. Obſer- One of about fifty years of age, of a full Body,came to me with a hard Tu- 
koi mour of about four inches in length lying on the outſide of his right Thigh, 
clole to the Mruſcalus vaſtus externus, of a livid colour mixed with a dark red.

4.Cbſcr= A Gentlewoman aged forty eight years,of a full Body, having been long dil- 
WE calcd by unnoderate fluxes of the Mexſtrua,and ſubject ro Cough with Short 
n-{s of breath, ©. at length recovered her health by the preſcriptions of 
Pottor Uenton,and e::joyed it the ſpace of a year ; but was then ſeized with 
a {treightnels and pain 1n her right Breaſt, which increaſing much with In- 
flammarion, {he came again to her Phylician, who ſent for me. At the firit 
ſivht it ſeemed to me a confirmed Cancer fixed to the Ribs : but upon more 
mature deliberation and handling of it, I tound the Dileale was in the Skin, 
and that the Glands and muſculous fle{h underneath it were not hard,or other- 
wile aficcted than as they were bound in by the intenſe hardneſs of the Skin, 
which kept them 1immovable. From thar uneaſineſs an Eryſipe/us was raiſed, 
which overſpred the Skin of the Breaſt and Parts about with great heat. We 
{\ppoted the hardneſs proceeded from a concretion of the nutricious Juices : 
but how to relieve her was the ditticulty. We applied over the Parts affeCted 
cerat, Galeni to reprels the heat, and ſupplied her with Medicaments to dreſs 
her ſelf, that ſhe might, according to her deſire, retire to her houle in the 
Country, where ſhe was let bloud,and purged with mana and cremor tartar. 
diſſolved in Whey ; and her Houſe being near Epſom,ſhe was afterwards pur- 
ged with thoſe Waters. Bur, after all, growing more indiſpoſed, ſhe retur- 
ned to London: at which time ſaw her Breaſt inflamed and excoriated, alſo 
ſeveral hard Tubercles riſen in the Skin which gleeted much. The Scirrhus 
was alſo ſpred up that fide of the Neck by the Muſcul, maſtoides to the Os hu- 
meriand Scapnla, and lo under that Axilla, and down that ſide. We dreſſed 
ſome of the Excoriations with nnguent.tutie Vigonts,and others with Pledgits 
dipt in this following Lotion ; BR ag. fermat. ranar. ib j. ſem. cydon.

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Cordials,c. according to the Accidents which happened. During the while 
I was in the Country other Chirurgeons were conſulted, but without ſucceſs ; 
the Scirrhas,ſtill ſpreadinggover-ran the other Breaſt and ſide of the Neck, and 
in few weeks rendered her Neck (tiff and immovable : and, by reaſon of the 
Compreſſion which was made in the Ax/f and about the Shoulder,there was 
a reſtagnation of the Humours, and the Arm ſwelled to the Fingers ends. 
We fomented the Arm with a deco. fol. & rad. althee, fol. violar. plantas. ſ0- 
Lani, ſalicts, lenticule paluſtris, flor. cham. meliloti, ſem, lini, fenugr. and endea- 
voured by Embrocations and Cerots, Emollients and Relolvents, to ſuccour 
theſe Parts : but all this while ſhe was either afflicted with Colicks, or Dsar- 
rhza,or Vomiting. Weendeavoured to carry off the Matter by Calomel.1n- 
wardly,and by Mercurial Unguents outwardly,and would have falivated her, 
if ſhe would have permitted. The weather growing hot,and her Lodgings 
being too ſtreight,the removed again to her houſe in the Country,where ſhe 
was viſited by us. TI law the Scirrhns aftetting both ſides of her Neck, her 
Shoulders, Arms, Breaſts and Sides, and beginning to invade the Skin of her 
Loins and Hips ; yet{he was not at that time lick or pained,but eat her Din- 
ner well, She at length grew weary of Medicine, and with patience endu- 
red the remaining Accidents of her Diſeaſe till it killed her. She was leized 
with this Scirrhus 10 May, and died in Argnft following. 
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Hes run throvzh the Diſcourſe of Sczr7has, T ſhall make bold to add 
1 to it lomething concerning Warts and Corns,as being more reducible to 
chat Head than to any other that I know : they being for the moſt part indura- 
red Tumours; and though ſometimes we find them ſoft, yet that is upon ſome 
admixture of an extraneous Humour that makes the Tumour compound. 

Warts and Corzs are both of them cutaneous Tumours, but do differ from 
each other by this moſt eſſential Difterence : A Wart beginneth'in the Cuts, Cauſe of 
and ſeemerh to be either an cfRoreſcence of the Serum of the Bloud, which, WV 
bardning in the ſurface of the Skin, maketh a dry Tumour ; or elſe ſome 
imall luxuriancy of the little Arteries of the Cutz, which do thruſt out them- 

(elves, making a petty Sarcoma which we call a ſoft Wart. According to the pifferen- 
variety of the Tumour, it is ſometimes whole with a {mooth ſurface, ſome- <5. _ 
timeschapp'd and uneven. According to the manner of their production,ſome- 

times they ariſe by a general ex{udation out of the Cuzz#, with a broad baſis, 

and are called Verruce ſefiles; ſometimes a few Capillaries putting out toge- 

rher do, after they have grown to a ſinall length, inlarge themſelves into a 
greater compals, and make the penfile Tumour we call Acrochordon. 

The Corz,on the other {ide,beginneth in the Cutic»la with its baſis outward, Cauſe of 
ow10g its origin to an outward Compreſſion,and thence derives it ſelf inward <=* 
intothe Skin,nay,often through it to the Membranes, Tendons, & Cartila ges, 
to which it frequently unites it ſelf,to the no ſinall diſturbance of the Patient. 

It groweth in any part that is liable to great Preſſure; the Toes and Feet, the 
1.1ps of Trumpetters,the Ears of Ladies,c. The hardeſt part of the Corn is 
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uſually in the middle,thruſting it ſelf in like a Nail ; whence it hath its Latize 
appellation of C/av#s.That hard part doth often turn black,making a ſpeck in 
the middle, which in ſome Countries gives it the name of a Bird's exe. The 
vutſides are ſofter, not ſo horny as the former, but {till ſcirrhous, and do ei- 
ther prohibit acceſs into the hole whence the Corn grew, it it have been cut 
out ; or elle {utter themſelves to be crowded into the place that was voided by 
excilion,there hardning into a new Corn of the like ſolidity with the former. 


Diffcren- But it 15 not always that Corns are hard; they ofren are ſolt between the 


( C$, 


Toes,where the Compreſſion 1s not great,and ſometimes have Inflammation 
joined with them : which variety 1s ordinarily oblerved,and ealily reduced to 
the common heads. 


Signs of There need no Szpxs be given of Warts, they being lo apparent. And tor 
both. , 


Corns, whether they be hard or ſoft, the pain will diſcover them : yet in the 
{oft Corns the Skin 1s for the molt part whiter than the relt. 


Progno- Iarts do often fall away. of themſelves; whereas Corzs are ſcarce ever {0 


ik. cured that they return not again. 


Cure of The Medicaments commended in the Cure of Warts are many. Thoſe 
Warts. which are moſt ealie tobe had in the Country are,the greenRinds of Willows 
beaten, the juice of Marigolds, Celandine, all the Spurges, a Garden-ſnail 
{prinkled with Salt. If you rub them with any of thele, they will fall oft. 
Ol. vitrioli or ol, ſulpharis will certainly deſtroy them. I have ſeen ſome burn 
them out by running a hot Needle into the roots of them. There are other 
ways,as by rubbing them with raw Beef,and burying it, But when any great 
one falls into my hands, I make a ſpeedier riddance of it by Ligature or 
Cauſtick. Where it 15 capable of being tied, I make a Ligature : in others, 
where it 15 not, the Cauſtick-{tone alone will do it. 
Cureof The Crrecf Corrs is In paring them oli, and applying red ſoft Wax: or, 
Cons. picis navalis 51, Empl. diachyl. magn. 511. gum. galvan, aiſſolut, in aceto 5 i. 
ſalts ammoniact ')j. Miſce; or, R aluminis, vitriolt "Ongarict, auripigment. ai 
part, equal. pulveriz, & miſceantur cum aceto, All which are proper as well in 
the ſoft as in the hard Corns. 


1. Obſer- Young Lady, having been long vexed with an unſeemly over grown 
on of Wart upon one of her Fore-tingers,delired my help.I rubbed the chapp'd 
'V UITS, 


head of it with a Caultick-itone till it was fott and black, then ſcraped it ott, 

and rubbed the remaining root with ſome of the ſame till I judged it was era- 

dicated, then waſhed out the Salts, and drefled ut cum wngnent. baſilic, with 

a tew drops of ol. rerebiath. which made ſeparation of the Eſcar, and cured it. 

2. Obſer- In another young perſon,where they were {mall in the baſis, T tied ſome of 

vat, them clole by the roots with a Silk, others I ſnipt off with a pair of Sciſſors, 
not regarding the dropping of the bloud upon the neighbouring Parts, which 
15 thought to infect them, and beget others. Then I rubbed the roots of them 

all with a Caultick-ſtone, and digeſted the Sloughs out as above ſaid, and 
they cicatrized of themſclves the while. 

Cxition, Yet you ought to be cautious how you meddle with thoſe growing upon the 
Knuckles: for Warts there, being for the moſt part near the Tendons,cannot 
well be extirpated without offending them,and ſ{o'are conſequently ſubject to 
Fluxion, and corrupt the Cartilages or Bone. 

z. Obſer- This was the cafe of a Perſon of Quality aged about fifty years,of a pletho- 

raw rick Body, who hadaW art upon the hir{t Joint of one of herFore-fingers.It was 
imprudently undertaken by ſome pretender to Chirurgery,and treated as ill ; 

{o that after many Months,cndeavours he was diſmiſſed, and a more knowing 

Chirurgeon entertained,who found much difficulty in the Cure;yet made 2

ſhift to cicatrize it : but it ſwelled again, and diſcharged part of its Matter 
by the {ideof that Nail. Upon ſight whereof I was conulted, and ſaw a thin 
[chor weeping through the old Cicatrix at an Opening not bigger than a tmall 
Pin-hole. The Lady importuning me to undertake the Cure,TI ſprinkled the 
Orifice with Pracipitate, whereby I cruſted in the Matter to thin the Skin, 
which the next day I opened, and by ſearch of a Probe felt the Cartilages 
rotted. I informed the Patient of rhe neceſſity of making an Incifion Pro- 
portionably large in order to the Exfolitation, and withal repreſented the 
difficulty ; and offered to her conſideration the more certain and ſpecdy way 
by cutting off that Joint. She with little demur conſented (O It. All things 
being immediately prepared, I chopt oft that Joint, dreſſed it up with pul- 
ver. Galeni, and afterwards digeſted it, and cured it, as hath been ſhewed in 
{uch like Extirpations. | 

A Cirizen came ro me complaining of a pain between the two little Toes 
of one of his Feet, wliich he had of a long time ſuppoſed to ariſe from a 
Corn on the outſide of his little Toe, and pared that often, cauſing his Shoes 
to be made wider, vet without any manner of eaſe : but of late he had dil- 
covered the pain to be on rhe inlide of the little Toe. I looked on it, and, 
ſecing the Skin whiter there than on the other parts, concluded it a ſoft 
Corn, and ſent for one to cut it out. He pared out that white Skin, and fil- 
led up the Fovea with ſoft red Wax. From that 1nſtant he wore the (treigh- 
teſt Shoes with much caſe. | 

Many ſuch like Corns I have been conſulted in making the diſcovery, and 
by my advice they have after the aforeſaid manner relieved themſelves. 

A Perfo1 ofquality complained to me of a pain in the Joint of her great 
Toe and Sole of that Foot : underneath the Toes ſhe {aid her pain was {0 
much, that ſhe could neither go in the day upon it, nor {leep in the night. 
I looked upon them,and,ſuppoling they might be ſoft Corns, ſent for a Corn- 
cutter. He cut away the thick Skin to thequick,as we thought ; but ſhe con- 


tinued in much pain, and, {ending for me the next morning,told me ſhe had

not been in bed that night by reaſon of her exceeding pain. TI ſuſpected they 


had been cut too cloie,and were feſtering ; but in looking upon them I ſaw no 
heat or diſturbance ; yet upon preſſing my tingers on them ſhe complained 
much. I, concluding there was ſome tault under the Skin, reſolved to find 
'f out : to which purpoſe I rubbed one of theſe places with a Caultick-ſtone, 
and {craped away the Skin as it ſoftned, and, penetrating more deep, gave 
vent t0an extravalated Bloud. I ſerved the relt {o, and found the like Bloud 
in cvery one of them : the quantity did not exceed the kernel ofa Cherry- 
Jtone. I dretled them all with unguert, baſilicon and an Empl. diapalm. over 
tem, 1nd rhereby they cicatrized in twice or thrice dreſſing : but from the 
tirit dretiing her pain ceaſed, and ſhe continueth fince without complaint. 

In the Cure of the hard Corns of the Feet or Toes I donot buſie my ſelf, if 
ſuch Emplaſtersas have been propoſed fail, they may ſend for the Corn-cut- 
ter. Bur if through yain a Fluxion be occaſioned, and the Part apoſtematre, it 
miy then be worth the conſulting a Chirurgeon ; for generally they pene- 
trate to the Periofteom : and ifthe Aroitemation doth nor foul the Bone im- 
medately, yet the Lips of the Ulcer grow callous, and do not eaſily unite. 

An elderly Gentlewoman was much afflicted with Corns,cſpecially one on 


ove of her litt!: Toes, which apoſtemared, and diſcharged its Matter forth at 
a {mall Pin !10'c. The {pcedy Cure was, by eating that Skin off with a Cau- 
[tick, or ch '1raway, that the Matter being ar once let out it might heal. 
but ſhe 1107 2(1m'tting of cither, I was put upon the nece{lity of paringaway 


tic Calloiity, ov orefing it with Lenients, Thus the Skin was kept ſupple,and 
O the 
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the Matter diſcharging freely the while, it healed underneath, and the Callo- 
lity pilled oft: and from that time the Toe hath continued free from Corns. 

A young Lady about fifteen years of age had an Apoltemartion on the our- 
{ide of one of her Toes. It was occalioned by the hard preſſure of a Corn up- 
on the Joint of it, and had continued ſome months diſcharging its Matter 
through the middle of the Corn, 1n ſpite of the endeavours that had been tri- 
ed by Corn-cutters and others. Upon ſight of it, the Skin which covered the 
Ulcer appeared ( to my judgment ) callous within, and not capable of unt- 
ting with the parts underneath. Upon which conlideration I {topt the Ort- 
fice with Lint, and, rubbing the Skin with a Caultick-{tone, removed that 
falle cover ; then drelled it with 1m2nct. baſilicop warm ; by which 1t was 
digeſted, and afterwards cicatrized. 

Another having an Apoltemaricn on the outlide of her little Toe by reaſon 
of its hard Preſſure, I opened it by Incilion, and diſcharged the Matter ; and 
afterwards perceiving the Matter retained under the callous loole Skin, I 
inipt it off with my Scilſors, whereby ſhe was tireed of her Corn, and the 
Ulcer was ſoon cured by the abovelaid Unguent. 

A YOung Gentlewoman came to Loadoz withan Ulcer in one of her Toes, 
thar next to the little one. It was on the middle jJoint,occalioned by the pret- 
{ure ofa Corn. Doctor Walter Needh :2 commended her to my hands. We 
dilated the Ulcer, and dilcovered the Bune carious. We adviied her to keep 
her Chamber in order to the Extoliaricn of it, and withal put her 1a mind 
that it was the work ol nature, and required time tor the pertecting of ir. 
Upon which ſhe demanded how long the Wound might be curing it che Toe 
wele Cut ott : and being told fourtcen days ; ihe replied, Cur it off, We did 
ſo, and cured it accordingly by the method ulual in fuch Extirpations, 


CnaA P. % A þ. 
Of a Cancer. 


Ancer is the name of a Tumour ariling (as it 1s thought ) from an aduil 
'S or atrabilious Humour. It 15s round, unequally hard, and ( it not infla- 
med) of a livid or brown colour, with exquiſite pricking pain : the Veins 
appcar turgid inthe Skin upon the ſurface of the Tumour. 

The Canuſe of a Cancer 1s uſually ſaid to be aduſtion of. Humours, which 
upon an over-concoction or rather broiling grow retorrid and ſharp. 

I cannot imagine what heat theſe Authors ſuppoſe to be in the Body which 
1s capable of making ſuch an Aduſtion as is here ſpoken of, I rather impute 
the corrolive venome that attends this Tumour tothe materials of which itis 
made, than to any extraordinary heat ; and that becauſe we ſee the higheſt Fe- 
ver not attended with aCancer,& on the contrary aCancer not often attended 
with any extremity of heat : ſo that 1t cannot be Adulſtion that is the cauſe of 
the Malady.But I rather think the matter of the Humour to be in fault, which 
by lome error in Concottion became {harp and corrolive,(it may be arſenical, 
as appears by the Sloughs we ſometimes find made in a night.) ThisHumour, 
being of it ſ{elfſharp and corroſive, 1s apt to convert whatever comes to it of 
Bloud into the ſameacrimony with it ſelf : which iscaſie to be done by mixing 
ſuch an acriumonious Ferment with a Liquor that abounds with acid Salts, as 
the 
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the Bloud of ſuch men uſually doth. Being ſuch, it doth increaſe apace while 
the Skin is yet whole ; but much more when, upon breach of Skin, the ac- 
ceſſion of air adds to the vigour of the Ferment, upon which it grow's tierce, 
and thruſts it ſelf out into Funers and Tubercles, Oc. 

The remote Caule of this Tumour 15,cither a fault in the original Conltitu- 

tion of the Body ; or an acquired one,as by Bruiſe, Tumours,ill handling, ©. 
Or it may be an error 1n Diet, v/z. a great acrimony 1n the meats and drinks 
me-ting witha fault in the fr{t Concoction, which, not being atterwa ras Ccor- 
rected in the Guts, ſuffers this acrimonious matter to alcendinto the Bloud ; 
where if it find vent in the Mexſtr-a 1n Women, or by the Hxmorrhoids,or 
by Hemorrhagia, or Urine, or the like, the milchiet may be prevented : but 
if upon any defect in thoſe the Humours divert to ſome other peculiar Parr, 
then the foundation of this Diſeaſe is laid, whether it be in the Breaſis, or 
other glandulous and ſpongy Parts, or indeed any other Part of the Body. 

The Differences of Cancers are many ; lome whereot are with UIceration, Dife- 
others not. The Cancer not ulcerated is of two ſorts, The one 1s vilible and ©: 
evident to the light in the cxteriour Parts of the Body,and beareth the naine 
of aCancerous Tumonr : the other is within the Body,and-1s called a Latext or 
Occult Caxcer, and polleſſes the Uterns, Azns, Palate, fc. Others call all thoſe 
Cancers occult which are not ulcerated, amongſt which may be reckoned thoſe 
which are felt in the Glands of the Breaits, &c. Of theſe {ume are loole and 
moveable,and ſometimes ſo hard that they have knocked againit one another 
like Pebbles ; if it be not more fit to call them Sc7r-74: : others again are hard 
and fixed to the Bones.Some lic ſuperficially under the Skin ; whereas others 
are deeper in the Fleſh. Other Difterences may be takei from the Humour 
to which they owe their Original. If the Matter be not very corrolive, their 
growth is flow, and they are not very painful. Thelc are called the milder 
fort, of which I have had many under my care 3 and lome of thoſe attecting 
the Breaſt I have palliated a long time with ealte Remedies. It any man will, 
in ſtead of 2/4 or occult Cancers, call them ſcirrhous Cancers, I ſhall not 
o4mnfay him, 

Such was the caſe of a Lady that laboured many years of an ulcerated ,, oy. 
Cancer. It hadcatdeep into her left Breaſt, and was fixed to the Ribs, bur vat. 
not with much pain. In progrels of time the Lips inverted, and united as it 2,56. 
were, and lay covered with a cruſty Scab : the Humour in the mcan winle Cancers, 
ſpent it {elf upon the Nerves, and cauſed a Species of a Paratſts in ſome parts 
of her Bo-ly, and the Gour in others, She lived long, and in her latter age 
tolcrably healthful, 

Another perſon of great age hath laboured long of ſuch another Cancer in :. Obſer 
her right Breaſt. Ic heth large and deep about the middle of it : the whole v. 
Breaſtis hard and immovable. She enjoys a good health, and is like to live 
long tor any thing of diſturbance ſhe at preſent ſuftereth by it. 

It1s not long fince that DoGtor Walter Needham and my ſelf were deſired 3. Obter- 
to look upon a Gentlewoman's Breaſt in the City. We found a Tumour hard '** 
and fixed, which had been ſome years ulcerated,and was judged a Cancer by 
thole who had before ſeen it ; bur it was not painful, We judged it a /c/r- 
rhous Cancer, as indeed all the forementioned are, or at leait {cem to partake 
much of a S$cirrhus : yet by ill handling or increaſe of Acrimony they fre- 
quently terminate in rag#xg Cancers, and torment the Patient with exq.ulire 
darting pains. Some Inſtances whereof I ſhall ſet down, to make the young 
Chirurgeon more cautious in undertaking the Cure of them. 

_ Anold Gentlewoman came to me with a Swelling behind the right Ear, ,, 0bicr- 
[uppoling it the Kjzg?s Evil, The Tumour was of the bigneſs of a Pigeon's vat, | 
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egp, butlay more flat: it was hard and fixed, of a dark red colour, with a 
pricking pain. I aſſured her Friends that the Swelling was cancerous, and 
gave them caution in applying Suppuratives. But there wanted not one who 
undertook the Cure by breaking of it; upon which it. became more painful, 
I was ſent for, and faw it ulcerated deep, with {ftinking Sloughs, and thick 
Lips ſtanding up. It was ſpred under her Ear, and ſo horribly painiul that 
ſhe ſeemed diſtracted therewith, 

Soa Girl of ten years old had a hard round Tumour in her left Cheek ; by 
the uſe of Diſcutients it heated and became paintul, that Eye 1ntlamed, and 
the Temporal Muſcle ſwelled : it reached downward, and aftiictedthat Jaw 
and Tonſil, rotting the Bones underneath, without breaking the Skin, She 
lo{t her Eve, and died ſoon after Lethargick. 

A Lady coming to Town witha Swelling 1n her left Brealt conſulted ſome 
of our Profethon, and at laſt me. She laid {he had ſome years lince Kernels in 
her Brea't, which were judged the Kzzg's Evil; upon conlideration of which 
ſhe was prefented to His MAJESTY, andtouched. In progreſs of time 
they lwelied, and, her Brealt being extremely painful, ſhe defred my Judg- 
mentofit. The Swelling was large and round,and greatly intamed, uncer 
which it was ſoft, and ſeemed to have Matter 1n it. T he Parts more diſtant 
were hard, and ſeveral Tubercles lying under the Skin made it unequal : yer 
the Brealt was not fixed. She urged me inſtantly to deliver my thoughts of it : 
wu hich to decline. Irurned from her, and told her Friend it was a Cancer, and 
that 11aw no hopes to ſave her lite bur by cutting it off. He wiſhed me to con- 
ſi'er how I delivered ſuch Judgment of 1t,two Chirurgeons having lately a!- 
ſured her the contrary, they taking it for a Ph/c2mz0z, Bur I, not being uſed 
toguide my Judgment by what others delivered,conhrmed to him what I had 
betore faid by a fad prediction, which betel her within few weeks after, And 
indeed there was no way then todeal with it but by cutting oft her Breaſt. 

In another, who conſulted me about a pain in her Brealt, I telt one ot the 
Glands ſwelled. I adviſed her to refrain the handling it, and to avoid the la- 


cing her ſelftoo {treight. Ir lay ſome years quiet ; but then the death of her 
CI C 


Husband happenivg, and one aftliction following another, and the Mecaſtr 
ſtopping, the Humours fermented in this Gland, and afterwards the Breait 
{welled, and ſeemed toapoltemate. Some were ſo wile as to allure her it was 
a ſimple Apoſtemation, and required Digeltives : whoſe advice ſhe was per- 
ſwaded 10 follow, till ſhe became extreamly pained, and then ſhe ſent for inc. 
It was without Inflammation, but ſwelle1 very big, and ſeemed to be full oi 
Niatter ; yet was not withour hard Tubercles and other Symptoms to {hew it 
would terminate ina Cancer whenl2ever it {hould break. Theretore I rctuſed 
to 0pcn it, but adviſed the beſt I could to give her caſe, and promited to 
come to her, ifatter it brake ſhe would ſend to me. Some months atter {he 
{ent for me, and ſhewed me a great quantity of curdled Matter newly burtt 


forth, The Breaſt was lank, but very hard Glandslay within, and in the cir- - 


cumference ofthe Tumour there were {umeTuberclesthat required to be era- 
dicated. To which purpoſe I deligned to have ſlit open the Abſceſs, and to 
have pulled away the cancerated Glands : but ſhe would not permit me 1o 
muchas to inlarge the Oritice : upon which confiderationT lett her. She {ent 
for another, who chole rather to treat her the way {he delired, than to leave 
her to other hands. She died within halfa year atter. 

Some years (ince aClergy-man dwelling in theCity brought his Wife to mc 
with a paintul hard Swelling m one ofthe Glands of her left Breatt. Tadvi- 
ſed them to forbearthe uſe of all Cataplaſms or Emplaſters that might heat 
her Brcalt, andtodrefs it with walentia ſtrammonti : but ſhe was otherwile 
per{wa 
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perſwaded, and thereby increaſed her miſery. About half a year after ſhe 
came tome again witha ſtinking ſordid Ulcer, with Lips turned out,and the 
Breaſt fixed to the Ribs, with a hard unequal Swelling reaching to that Cla- 
vicle and ſide of the Neck, apoſtemated in ſome parts, and ulcerated in others, 
From the Peftoral Muſcle it crept up to the Shoulder, and atiected the xl 
underneath; and by the Compreſlion of the Vellels the upper part of che 
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Aim {welled, and became {cirrhous. From the Elbow downwards 1t was 
o<dematous to the Fingers ends. She paſſed under the endeavours of many 
eminent Phyſicians and Chirurgeons of the City, but died miſerably. 

There is allo a ſort of bleeding Cancers, which become luch either from an 
eruption of ſome Veſſel, which makes a vent often at the Nipple or ſome 
other Pin-hole, the Breaſt remaining whole ; orelle from the ſpreading of 1n- 
finite capillary Veſſels in a Fuzgns, which in ulcerated Cancers 1s not untre- 

vent. Theſe do very much ſpend the {trength of the Patient, fo that they 
{oon die exhauſted and tabid. 

Cancers may alſo be ſaid todifler as they affect ſeveral Parts of the Body,as 
the Head, Face, Eyes, Noſe, the Palate, Tonfils, Throat, Tongue, Jaws, or 
Lips : in ſome of which they take their Original from ſmall hard Tubercles, 
or little Excre'cences, and in progreſs of time penetrate deep into them, or 
ſpread and invade the neighbouring Parts with a Fuzgs or looſe Fleſh, rot- 
ting the Bones under them. 

CancersaeCting the Uterus and Podex may allo be diſtinguiſhed as they 
are in the interiour or exteriour parts; or as they take their beginning from 
a Swelling, or Excre{cence: in both which cales and places they are ex- 
tremely painful, and communicate their malignity both trom within out- 
ward, and allo from the external to the internal parts. Thoſe that poſleſs the 
body of the Uterns, or the upper part of the Rectum inteſtinum, are not dilco- 
vered till they have made ſome progreſs ; in which cales there is a bearing 
down, with ſuppreſſion of Urine. | 


And this was the caſe ofa Country-Gentlewoman who came to Lozaor laſt g.O\fer- 


IOI 


Summer with great ſuppreſſion and dirkculty of Urine, ( ſhe ſuppoſed trom 


the Stone. ) Upon ſearch I felt two hard Glands 7 Vagina uteri : thele prel- 
{cd upon the neck of the Bladder, and fuppreſſed the Urine. The pains from 
hence were ſo like thoſe of the Stone in the Bladder, that Mr. Holler at firſt 
would not be diſſwaded from that opinion ; but upon ſearch he found it can- 
cerous. She, poor woman, rejoyced that it was not the Stone, and foon af- 
ter returned homewards, but died by the way. 

It they be ulcerated, a filthy Sanzes will diſcover it. If it bein the Lnreſti- 
aum ret ium, the difficulty and pain in going to Stool will be excceding great. 
Itthe Urerr/s be cancerated, there will be Fever, nauſeouſneſs, anxiety of 
mind. In ſome of thoſe who died fo diſeaſed I have opened the Body, and 
found the Urerws preternaturally big and hard : in cutting into it. Thave ſeen 
it all rotten. Thoſe in the moreexteriour parts, whether it be of the Womb 
or Poaex, are fooner diſcovered, and the Patients are in a greater pollibility 
of being caled of their pains. 


The S725 of a Cancer may be taken from what I have already delivered of $2 


them. Whether they begin in a Tumour or Excreſcence, their firlt appea- 
rance 15 very ſmall : andaccording as the Humour is of winch they are gene- 
rated, is their increaſe quick or {low,from the ſmalne!s ofa Vetch to the big- 
neſs ofa Pompion.If the Matter be very corrolive, the pain 1s ſharp, ( to uſe 
their own exprefſions ) as if they were {truck with a dart.

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the Inflammation, ſo may bc thought full of Matter ; but if you then open 
them, they will only gleet. It you allwage that heat, the lame place indu- 
rates again. Yet I have frequently ſeen a Phlegmon {uppurate 1n ſome part of 
the Cancer : and after the cutting ofta Cancer I have tound anApoltemation 
of well-concofted Matter in the body ofit. And fo it was 1n that Cancer m 

Friend Mr. Nurſecut off in the preſence of Doctor Walter Needham and (e- 
veral of us. If pituitous Humours abound in the Body, an c:dematous Tu- 
mour may be found atleQting ſome cxteriour part of the cancerous Tumour : 
in whichcalc the Swelling ſomewhat reſembles a Tumour made by Con- 
geition. Theſe are they that grow to {uch a great bulk, and are pale or [:- 
vid, with a mixture of a brown colour, and have thoſe turgid Veins ſtreiching 
over the Skin : whence Authors have likened them to Crabs,and theſe Veins 
to their Claws,and from thence impoſed upon them the name of Carer, The 
many Tubercles lying under the Skin make the Tumour round and unequal : 
at lait they break ; and from that time, be the Matter much or little, they ul- 
ccrate,thruſt out hard painful Lips, diſcharge a ſtinking Gleet,and hx to the 
Ribs, as if they were nailed to them, and1n progrels are of a horrible aſpect. 

Of all the Diſeaſes which aftiict mankind the Cancer 1s the molt grievous 
and rebellious, and is generally incurable, by reaſon of its corrotive and ma- 
lion venom termenting in the Humours, which, [0 tar as we can yet tind, 
yields neither to Purging, Bleeding, Repellents, Dilcutients, Suppuratives, 
nor any other Medicine inward or outward. 

Thoſe which lie ſuperficially under the Skin may beattempted by the Chi- 
rurgeon's hand : or it they riſe from an external caulc, as Bruile, Cc. though 
they lic deeper, they may be cut off, or otherwile extirpated. But thoſe that 
arile from a corrofive quality in the Humours, though they may be cut otF or 
otherwile extirpated, yet the ſucceſs is molt doubttul. Nor do Cancers in 
the Mouth or other internal Parts cicatrize well, though they beextirpared 
by Kite or Fire. 

The Cureot a Cancer in general conliſteth in theſe three Intentions : firſt, 
in the generation of good Bloud ; 1econdly, in correcting and evacuating 
of the atrabilious Humours in the Body ; thirdly, in preventing the growth of 
the Tumour, and diſpoling it to Diſcuſſion. 

We endeavour to perform the tir{t Intention by an exact regulation in Di- 
ct and way of living, adviling to abltain from fuch alt, ſharp and grols 
Meats as may dilpole the Bloud to acrimony, and make choice of the contra- 
ry, fuchas are cooling and moiltning, of caſie digeſtion and good nouriſh- 
ment, as hath been propoſed in the Chapter of a Scrrrhz. 

The ſecond Intention 15,1n preparing and purging oli the acrimonious Hu- 
mours. It there be Pl/ethora,or a {uppretſion of the Hxmorrhoids or Menſes,a 
Vein may be opened, and a Clyſter given. The Humours may allo be evacu- 
ated by lenient Purgarives, as accott. epithymi, ſeane Gereonis : or this ; R floy.

The Repellents ought to be of the milder 
ſort, leſt they render the Humours too grols and untit for Reſolution ; as, 
L actuc, portulac. plantag. umbilic. / "tt. ſolanum ſempervivum, Lentils boiled in 
Vinegar, allo Clay tempered with Vinegar. | 

The Medicaments ready compounded are, #7 gnuept, album, nutritum, popu- 
leon, tutie, de plumb, ſto, Lead it ſelt. And all tlie Unguents preſcribed OL-ght 
to be wrought in a leaden Mortar. Lead beaten into thin /a7724 15 ulually 
worn in theſe caſes; {ois Gold after the ſame manner. 

The Oyl of Frogs is commended in this cafe, and 15 madeby baking them 
with butter in their mouths. Frog-ſpawn-water 1s of good uſe 1n the Sum- 
mer, ifcloaths be dipr in it and applied : but they ought to be ſhitred as they 
dry, and freſh ones applied. The often changing them 1n the Winter may 
cauſe the Patient to take cold, therefore you may apply then this or ſuch like 
Cerote : Wt ranar.

The Diſcutients are Ceterach, Agrimony, /ers paluſtris, ſcabiof.ſtramoninm, 
ſauce. coriandri, ranar. limac. cancror. fluviat. Railins of the Sun ſtoned and bea- 
ten with Ruc and Garden-Nightſhade intoa Pultice are proper to reſolve 
them. Many ſuch like Med:caments are deligned to this purpoſe ; Cancers 
requiring variety of Applications. 

It notwithſtanding all your endeavours the . Tumour increaſe, and be like 
to ulcerate, you may do well to forewarn the Parient of the danger : and 
if it be looſe, and ina place where it may be fately extirpated, propoſe it to 
them, leſt atterwards they delire it when it is too late. 

That you may be the more ſucceſsful in the Operation,TI ſhall offer to your 
conlideration theſe few Qualitications. Firſt, that the Patient be of a {trong 
Conſtitution, and of a tolerable good Habit of body, and not in a declining 
age, when the Mexnſtrua are cealed. Secondly, that the Cancer be loole, and 
the Ax://z free from painful Glands. It were alſoto be wiſhed that the Cancer 
took its Original from ſome Accident, asa Bruiſe, &c. Thirdly, that the 
Operation be pertormed in the Spring or Autumn of the year : leſt through 
the great heat of the Summer the Spirits be reſolved ; or by reaſon of the ex- 
tream cold in the Winter the native Heat ſhould be choaked. 

In order to the Operation you ought to have good Rowlers,Compreſſes.re- 
ſtritive Powders and Defenſatives,as in other Amputations. The uſe of Cha!- 
canthum or other EſcharoticksI do not approve: for you cannot apply them 
ſo to the mouths of the Arteries but they will corrode the adjacent Parrs, 


and 
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and cauſe pain, which ought not to be, eſpecially in a Cancer. Beſides, they 
require a {trict Ba ndage, which 1s very troubleſome on the Breaſts. Toavoid 
which inconveniences, propole the wn ma, of the Bloud by a {mall Button- 
cauterie ; whichI nr by rot 1s not done without ſome pain, but that 1s 
momentary, and ſerves to correct the indiſpoſition of the Part : whereas the 
other lieth gnawing ſo long as 1t 15 upon the Part,and rendereth it crude and 
ill-diſpoſed. There ought to be actual Cauteries ot diticrent torts ready hca- 
ted in ſome corner of the Chamber,leſt in the Extirpation there happeu to be 
Icft ſome reliques of a cancerous Gland behind. All things being ready, the 
Patient mult be placed in a Chair to the light, and held tteady. It 1s then at 
the Operatour's choice, whether he will make a Ligature about the baſ7s of 
the cancerous Tumour, or pull it to him with one hand while he cuts it oft 
with the other. For the cutting into, the Breaſt, and pulling out the cancera- 
ted Knor, rarely ſucceeds well : nor indeed is every Brealt ſo capable of being 
freed of the Cancer when it 15 cut oft by making a Ligature.It the Cancer be 
cut of} clear, + ur bulinels is then to ſtop the bloud as you pleaſe : but it any 
Scirrholity remain, ycuſhall do wellto conſume it by actual Cauterie. The 
Ancicnts uſd in theſe Operations to permit them ro bleed treely, nay provo- 
ked in 10 11 cruſhing the bloud out : after which the actual Cautery was 
applied al over, then they dreſſed the Wound as a Burn : Bur according to 
wy method pulz.

By the authority of lome of the'e Authors young Chi- 
rurgeons have been ſometimes engaged tO their prejudice : and lome years 
ſince an eminent Chirurgeon, ſince decealed, undertook the eradicating of an 
alcerated Cancer in the Brealt of a Woman that had itrength and courage to 
endure it. He applied the {trongelt of the torementioned Elcaroticks : they 
penctrated deep, and made great Sloughs, whuch he pulled of, and by repeat- 
ing the Eſcaroticks raiſed new ; but the uſe of them was not long continued : 
for the Glect partaking of the Corroſives ulce:ated the adjacent Parts; and 
the Cancer was [0 enraged by the Eſcaroticks, as ſhewed there was no good 
ro be done by them. Indeed 1f they had contrived Medicaments that could 
have penetrate deep with little pain, there might have been ſome hopes of 
ſucce!s. Socancerous Excreicences and Ulcers 11 the Mouth are increaled by 

the touching them with of.vitriol.ſulphur.&c. Upon which conſideration there ( 
remain but two ways, either the actual Cautery, or palliative Medicines. If 
the Cancer be1n ſuch a place as you may hope to eradicate it,the actual Cau- 
rery is then a {ure help : but not by applying it Iightly upon the upper parts; 
but by thruſting at the root with a Scoop or Chilel-like Cautery, carrying it 
away before you. If there remain any rags of it, with a proportionable But- 
ton-cautery* burn it down to a cruſt : bur if this cannot be etiected, then en- 
deavour Palliition by ſuch Medicaments as above have been propoſed ; and 
in cale the Meaſtrua or Hamorrhoids be {topt, bleed by Venzſection or by 
Leeches, ard make Fontanels : tor by ſuch means many people live tolerably 
well who have Cancers ulcerated ; when others, who ailed leſs, by their im- 
patience are acad, As you may {ee amonglt the following Obſervations.

 AGentlewoman aged about fitty years, of a Scorbutical and very 1ll Habit 
of body, hadalio a paintul Gland in her left Breaſt. Sir Fra. Pr. was her 
Ply{ican, and commended the Cure of that iwelled Gland tro me. She was 
11 a Scorbuticil courſe of Phylick, and had been let bloud by Leeches, Fonta- 
nels were mide, and ſeveral Medicaments had been applied nnfucceisfully to 
her Breaſt.

Some while 
atter ſhe complained ofa pain in her Back, and made bloudy water, which 
growing more foul, ſhe came to Loxdoz, Her Phylician being dead, ſhe 
conſulted others.

A GCentiewoman ofabout forty years of age, ſubject tothe Gout and Scor- 
bute, conſulted me about a ſmall paintul Gland lying {uperficially under the 
Slino! her rightBrealt two fingers breadth above the Nipple,not bigger than 
a [mall Hazel-nur. It was a Carxcer incipiens, and like to be of ill quality, 
beginning with ſo much pain. I propoſed the palliating of it,or the taking of 
It out by Inciſion. Tothe formerl rather enclined : ſhereplied, ſhe would 
have it broke, and cured by digeition. Some days after ſhe mer with one that 
applied a Cauſtick upon 1t,and treated it that way ; and, being contident of 
the {uccels, ſhe lent to me to ſee her drefſed. I went, and ſaw the Ulcer in a 
ſeeming good condition ; but, in handling of it, I perceived part of the Gland 
remaining hard, which confirmed to me the unſuccelsfulnels of the under- 
taking. He dreſſed the Ulcer with Precipetat.alb. upon Lint, and apphed 0- 
ver it a piece of boiled Tripe ſcraped thin, ( as I wasafterwards informed. )

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About ten weeks after the Patient ſent for me.She was much emaciated,and 
her Breaſt ulcerated, and fixt to the Ribs, with inverted Lips, and a fetid 
Gleet iſſuing from it. I dreſſed her Breaſt with unguent diapompholyg.and ap- 
plied on the Parts about It 1ngouent. nutritum, preſcribing A Pearl-Julep tore- 
freſh her fainting ſpirits, and an Anodyne draught that night to diſpoſe her to 
reſt.

I tomented her Breaſt with a DecoCtion of ſome of the aboveſaid Plants, 
and with ſome of the Unguents preſcribed in the method of Cure of Can- 
cers ulcerated dreſſed her up,by which ſhe was reſtored to ſuch a condition as 
20 return to her houſe in the Country. About halta year after her Phylician 
writ to meand by her order offered mea ſufficient Reward with convenience 
1nſwerable to come to her. To which TI returned for an{wer, T hat 1t he could 
propoſe how I might extirpate the Cancer or palliate it otherwiſe than TI had 
directed her from hence, I would gladly makea Journey to her ; otherwiſe I 
Jefired to be exculed. How long ſhe lived afterward, I have not heard. 

A Perſon of Honour aged about thirty eight years was taken with a pain 
'n her right Breaſt, ſhe thought from ſome Bruiſe. A while after ſhe felt a 
hardneſs two fingers breadth above the Nipple, which growing more pain- 
ful, ſhe put her ſelf into the hands of ſome who pretended to cure it : but the 
bloud burſt out at the Nipple the while, which eaſed her of the pain. During 
this the Nipple contraCted inward, and by the large and frequent bleeding 
the Humours became ſharp, aftecting her Kidneys, and at other times her 
Hands and Arms, with a Rhenmatiſmnus : meanwhile her Breaſt was eaſier. 
Thus ſhe ſuffered ſome years under the Fermentation of ſharp Humours 1n 
one part or other, but for the molt part in her Breaſt, which 1n progreſs of 
time raiſed ir into a great uncqual.Tumour of a brown and livid colour, with 
turgid Veins overſpreading it. Do&tor Whiſtler had been often conſulted by 
1er, and relieved heras often by Purging, Venaſection, Leeches, Trauma- 
tuck Decoctions, &c. 

The Cancer growing great, and the Tubercles ready to disburthen them- 
ſelves of the corru pt Serum which diſtended them, I was conſulted, and,obſer- 
ving the danger the Patient was in,defired a Con{ultation, & that Dr. Whi/e- 
{er,whohad diſcontinued hisV iſits, might be preſent, withSir 4/, Fraſ.Dr.Wat- 
ter Needham,and Mr. Holler Chirurgeon,to joyn 1n the Conſultation. Accor- 
angly we met,and conſidered the Cancer. It was of a very ill aſpeQ, ready 
tO burſt, and not fixed. ButT, apprehending that after its eruption it would 
Ox, and rage, as is uſualart ſuch times, offered to their conſideration the ta- 
king ofFthe Breaſt while it was capable of it,leſt afterwards it ſhould be obje- 
=ted asa fault.Ir ariſing from an outward cauſe,gave me rhe more encourage- 
ment : but the Patient not admitting of it, we conſulted how to treat it, Cor- 
dials, Emulſions and Anodyne draughts were preſcribed ; external Medica- 
ments were allo conlidered to calm the heat of the Cancer.Some few days af- 
tera ſtinking Gleer burſt its way out in great quantity by a ſmall Opening,to 
the greateale of he Patient ; upon which the Tubercles and Breaſt ſunk,and, 
atter thecaſting forth of ſome corrupt Sloughs,theMatter became well ſeated, 
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the Breaſt alſocontraQting intoan uniform ſhape, grew leſs than the other, 
and the Patient recovered ſtrength to riſe out of her Bed. Doctor Whiſtler at- 
rended the Cure,and by good Balſamicks, Traumatick Decoctions,Cc. diſpo- 
{ed the Humours to better temper, inſomuch as the Lady appeared abroad, to 
the wonder of thoſe that had ſeen her ſome weeks before. She being ſoreco- 
vered, it became a queſtion whether it had ever been cancerated. But ſince 
that there have happened new Eruptions,and there yet remaineth ſuch hard- 
neſs and inequality in it as will demonſtrate what 1t was. | 

The year before the Sicknels a young Woman came to me complaining of 
a grievous pain in her right Breaſt, She was of a healthy Complexion, 
and her Breaſt ſeemed to look as well : but in handling of it I did teel a couple 
of hard Glands. She had conſulted others, and came to me to cut them our. 
I diſſwaded her at that time from ſuch thoughts, by telling her the inward 
Caule was firit to be removed, and the Humours better diſpoſed. To which 
purpoſe ſhe was let bloud, purged with Infulions of Sex, &c. and adviled 
to drink the Waters of Epſom and Trnbridge. I alio directed her lome of the 
Vedicaments {et down in the method of Cure, toalleviate her pain. Some 
weeks after ſhe came again,and told me ſhe was intormed that ſhe ſhould not 
be eaſed of her pain till thoſe Knots were taken our. I told her thoſe Glands 
lay deep, and the muſculous Fleſh and Parts about were infected with the 
ſame Tuices, and conſequently the Operation could not be luccelsful unleſs 
the Brealt were cut of, Upon which ſhe departed from me unſatisfied, and 
{ome days attcr put her felt into the hands of another, who cut out thoſe 
Glands, and endeavoured to cure. But it grew cancerous ; and then he cut oi} 
the whole Brealt. Some months after, when it was near cured, the came and 
ſhewed it me with much joy. I felt it hard round about, and ſuſpected it 
would not cure ; as indeed it did not : for ſome months after ſhe came again 
ro me with it ulcerated deep and wide 1nto the pectoral Muſcle and Parts 
about, and fixed to the Ribs. She gricvoully hemoaned her misfortune, in 
Permitting it tobe cut off. By this and ſuch like work I have been taught 
not to cut oft Brealts that cancerate trom an internal Cauſe. I did what T 
could to eaſe her pain by palliating the Ulcer, bur it was too late. 

In the time of my waiting at the publick Healings there came to me 2 
Couitry-maid, aged about twenty (1x years,ofta ſickly Complexion, diſeaſed 
with a Cancer in her right Brealt ariling from ſome accidental Bruiſe, Ic firit 
{welled,then grew hard,and in progreſs of time ulcerared, and had trequently | 
bled rothe quantity of a quart at a time, and ſometime to two quarts, as her 
Friends told me. I conſidered the Breait as incurable,and judged the bleeding 
toarife from a Fungus which lay too deep to be reached by any Medicament : 
therefore thought it reaſonable to propoſe to them the extirpation of the 
Breaſt before ir ſhould be fixed ro the Ribs. They had tried many things un- 
ſucceſsfully in the Country : and, being now informed that it was not the 
KRyng's Evil,they were not unwilling that it ſhould be cut ot}, but took time to 
conſider of it;and about a month after came to me again reſolved for the work. 

The taking off of this Breaſt happened to be ſcalonable for the experimen- 
ting of the Royal Stiptick liquor which was given me the morning before 
by HSM AFEST T's command : upon which conſideration I provided no 
other Aſtringent than a couple of Buttons made of Lint which lay wet in a 
ſpocnful of that Water, Bur, in order to the bringing the Lips of theWound 
together,l had prepared a couple of Needles with a ſtrong twiltedThread ce- 
red, alſo a Digeſtive ex terebinth.cum vitello ovi,&c. ſpred upon Pledgits, with 
Compre!s and Bandage. Being thus provided, I attended lome Friends who 
delxed to lee theefficacy of the Water. But DoQtor Walter Needham being 
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come,and ir growing late in theevening,we proceeded inthe work Hepulled 
up the Brealt while I made a Ligarure upon the baſes of it, and CUt It off, The 
two Arteries bled forcibly out, till Dottor Needham applied a wet Button on 
the one, and my Kinſman Jaques Wiſeman applied the other. That ofthe 
Dodtor's ſtopt the Bleeding at that very inſtant,and the Compreſs adhered to 
it ; but the bloud dribbled from under the other : which we ſuppoled hap- 
pened by reaſon of the bloud {treaming upon it in the putting it 0a.But by the 
application of a freſh Button the Bleeding there allo ſtopped. During thus the 
[.ips of the wound were brought nearer to each other by a croſs itirch. We 
then applied our Digeſtive with convenient Bandage over it,and laid the Pa- 
tient in her Bed. In our abſence ſhe fainted, and upon the drinking a draught 
of cold water vomited,and her Brealt bled through che Dreitings. Upon {1ghr 
thereof I took oFthe Dretlings, and ſeeing one ot the Arteries ſeepe, I appli- 
ed a freſh Doſhl, and fopt it: butit being night, and dreading miſchiet 
might happen if it ſhould bleed again, TI ſent tor a {maſll Button-cautery, and 
that way ſecured it. The third day we took oft Dreſſings, and foundit well 
digeſted ; and from that time it cured daily. But ſhe complained of a ſoar- 
nels of that ſide of her Throat, which ſhe had done ever fince her Breait was 
cut 07, and within a week after of a ſhortneſs of breath ; upon which ſhe was 
tetbloud ; and by my Friend's preſcriptions ſhe was alſo purged with ff. 
fenne, rhabarb. &c. and afterwards with pz/.f tide, &c. Her Breaſt being 
near Cicatrized, ſhe was ſupplied with Dreilings, and returned to the Coun- 
try the ſixth week after the cutting it off. But ſhe continued there indiſpo- 
fed, and the Cicatrix, by reaſon of the ſharpneſs of Humours, tretted off, 
and inlarged the Ulcer very much : whereupon ſhe returned to me again. [I 
dreſſed the Ulcer with #xenert. tutiz, &c. and let her bloud ; then purged her 
as aboveſaid, made her a Fontanel in her left Arm, and in few weeks cica- 
trized her Breaſt. Since which time I have ſeen her ofren in Town in very 
o00d health, and her Breaſt firmly cicatrized, withour pain or hardnels. 

A perſon of about fifty years of age, having ſome ſcirrhous Glands 1n her 
{fr Breaſt, was jmpatient ro have them diſcuſſed or ſuppurated : to which pur- 
pole the conſulted ſeveral of our Profeſſion,and afterwards my ſelf. She was 
1nder the hands of fome Empiricks, that were endeavouring by Pultices to 
brealc it : there wasalloa Fontanel made 1n the lower part of the Breaſt under 
the Tumour,ſhe hoping that way to ſpend it. Tadviſed her to forbear the uſe 
of {uch Applications as might hcat her Breaſt, telling her the ill conſequence 
in breal:ing thoſe Swellings. She did not approve of what I ſaid, but purſued 
ber celign.Some time after a falſe Suppuration was made in her Breaſt,and an 
c.tulion of bloud followed ; and by the continued uſe of Pultices the Ulcer in- 
trged, and by frequent Bleeding her Body emaciated. She being very near 
waſted by a new Eruption ſent for me. I ſtopped the Bleeding by the applica- 
£101 of pulv, ſave. dracon. with Pledgits of unznuent. deſiccativum rubrum, with 
a lofr capof Tow preſſed out of ( )xycrate,The next day I took oft the Dreſling, 
1nd found it had not bled. I alſo obſerved the Tumour to be a meer Fung, 
and the Ulcer an Excoriation of the Skin which encompaſſed it round, and 
the frequent Bleeding occaſioned by Eſcharoticks and hot Cataplaſms. 1 
-refſed che Breaſt with Epuloticks,as n-2uent. tutie Vigons,and ſuch like,and 
with cloaths dipt in aq. ſpermat. ranar. with ſacchar. Saturni ; and in ſome 
parts I applied Pledgits dipt in the fame, with a Solution of zroch. ab. Khaſ. 
"41 opto,by which the heat was contemperated,& the Excoriation cicatrized. 
Ir Fra, Pryj. was in the while conſulted, and preſcribed her this ; BR antimo- 
mm araphoreticigr. 15. maziſt. perlar. gr. 6. fol.auri aum. j. Miſc. pro una doft, 
-pro alits ; detur horis matutin. & quartis pomeridianis, ſuperbibendo ſequent. 
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Fulep. Ziv. ſingnlis vicibus : Re aq. ſtillat. borraginis, bug loffi, cardui beneaitt, ſeor- 
dii, dracont. an. th. ſyr. e ſucc, citr. & de porn, alterant, an. 71. ocul, cancror. is, 
aq. cardiace iv. Miſc. in uſum preſcript. And to diſpole her to relt, R ſr. 
e ſucco city. garyophyll. an. 511). thertac. ſolant gr. ij. ſumat. hora ſomnt., Diltil- 
led Milk, Emulſons,Cfc. were preſcribed ; her Body was kept open by Cly- 
ſters; and, after ſhe recovered her ſtrength,ſhe was purged with Whey,Man- 
na, &c, Thus in a few weeks ſhe was cured : but the Tumour remained, and 
retained the colour of the Bloud lying underneathit.In the time of the Bleed- 
ing, by the application of Eſcaroticks and hard Bandage a Gland was raiſed 
under the right Axil/a: but by forbearing the uſe of Bandage,and my dreſſing 
her Breaſt with Lenients,the pain therein ceaſed,and ſhe injoyed a good mea- 
ſure of health,and Was my good Friend,till about a year after it was told her 
that one Mrs. R. who laboured of a Cancer 1n her Breaſt,had cauſed a Moun- 
tebanl to cut it oF,and that ſhe was thereby cured. Upon this ſhe ſent for me, 
and would have her Breaſt cut off.I declined it,and ſhewed her, as I thought, 
ſuch reaſons as might have ditſwaded her from ſuch an Enterprize : but i}:e 
was reſolved, and, after I was gone, ſent for the Empirick, who undertook 
to extirpate it bv Eſcaroticks: and ſhe bled to death in few days. I was ſent 
for ; but, being, out of Town, ſhe was dead before I came to her. It jhe had 
not been in {uch haſt, ſhe might have out-hved that Gentlewoman : for her 
Breaſt canccrated, and ſhe died within a few months after. 

A perſon of about forty years of age, ofa very ill Habit of body, frcemher 
very youth hada hard Gland on her right Side near her Breaſt: it had ſome 
pricking pain in it,but was movable : it ſeemed to me a Cazcer inſipiens. I was 
willing to apply ſomewhat to it, but,ſulpecting that the increaſe of the Gland 
might be imputed to it,adviſed her to keep her hands off it, and to lace her Bu- 
dies more lack ; telling her, that upon her return to Lozaozthe Autumn tol- 
lowing,if ſhe were not better,ſhe might conſult thoſe of our Profeſſion, She 
did ſo, and accordingly as ſhe had propoled came to Town again,and ſent tor 
me. The Gland was then grown bigger and more paintful,but was movable : 
there wasallo a ſmall painful Gland under that Axi/a,which much diſcoura- 
ged my undertaking.I acquainted her Phyſician of the danger ſhe was in,and 
wiſhed him to propoſe to her rhe conſulting ſome others. The next day Door 
Wharton met the Ladie's Phylician, Doctor Wixndebanch, and my lelf. Ar the 
Conſultation I declared my thoughts of that Gland,vzz. that it was a Cancer, 
and by the progrels it had made in three months 1t was like to be a difficult 
work, and wiſhed the Patient might be acquainted with the danger ; for by 
her diſcourſe tome {he expected I ſhould ſpeedily cure her,and that by ſuppu- 
rating the Gland : which way was deſtructive. For, according to Galex,and 
our daily exper.ence, ab emollentibus exaſperantur ; and to proceed by Repel- 
lentsand Dilcatients were only to palliate ; which I doubted we ſhould nor 
be long able to do. The only hope then remaining was,cutting into the Skin, 
and taking the Gland out while 1t was movable. This was not approved of. 
We then con{idered what to dreſs it with. Doctor Wharton would needs leave 
that to my care: but, havingno inclination to be engaged in it, delired it 
might be preſcribed by us, and made by the Apothecary ; which was as fol- 
loweth.

Many things were preſcribed, both internal and external: but {he was no way 

relieved. W hen the Glands were not painful, ſhe was ſick of ſome Diar- 

rhea, Catarrh, &c. andifihe was well in health, then the Glands were pain- 

ful : and while this bigger was treated, 1t would feel ſoft in ſome part, and 

be protuberant, and after a while harden again. Thus every new Fluxton 1n- 

creaſed this Gland,and gradually made it unequal ; yet it continued movable : 

which gave me one time an occalion to tell her,that the cutting the Skin,and 

taking that Gland out whole, was the belt way to tree her of it, She, percet- 

ving that I had no inclination to ſuppurate 1t, as [he hoped I would, was con- 

rented that I {hould draw off,ro make way for ſome other.

A Woman of about thirty {ix years of age was ſuppoſed to have a Cancer 12.Obſr- ah 

in her left Brea't.a:d had been pailiated many years by Sir Fra. Pr. One day, cafe 1 
ſhe being at her hoſe in the Country, it did break,with very exceeding pain, Wer gan- 
She writ to her Phylician, who lent me to take off the Brealt. When I came, OOO 
L law it gangrened,and was ſomewhat ſurprized at the novelty. The Tumour 
was round,of a very great bulk.and movable ; it was gangrened by'reaſon of 
the overſitetching of the Skin. The Mortification had eatenthrough the Skin 
the compals ot the palm of a hand. I cut it into the body of the Tumour, and 
found it a cancerous Fleſh,and lying within a Cy/f#.I,ſuppoling it a cancerous 
Wen,(howy properly ] know not, it being the only ovel ever faw,)fomented 
It with Winc,drefled it up hot with #agrczt. baſilicon, and gave her an ounce 
of [y7.0e 71250410 1N a draught of Mace-ale, to quiet her pain. The next morn- 
ing I found her much afflicted, and law many cloaths wet with the Gleet, the 
Mortitication was much ſpred 1n the Skin,and thecancerous body cracked as 
a Pomegranat over-ripe. I conſidered the Gangrene, and {uppolcd it would 
ave methe labour of cutting off the Breaſt, and that it would ceaſe upon the 
pulling away of the cancerous body. Upon which conlideration I pulled out 
that part which was outermo(t, I believe the fourth part ofit ; and would 
then have pulled 1t all out by dividing the Skin, bur ſhe would not permit it.

Coming to the Patient 
with the Preſcriptions, heasked what way we had defigned to cure him. Atter 
ſome pauſe, (for we, having no hopes of curing him, had nor diſcourled of 
that,) Sir Fra. Pr. anſwered, the attempt of Cure in {uch Ulcers had been 
always unſucceſsful and extream painful, v/z. by Burning, and thereby the 
Dilcale hath been for the molt part exaſperated, and the Lite of the Parient 
ſhortneq. The ſame was atlirmed by us all. The Parttent replied, God's will be 
done. I pray go and confider of the way : tor I had rather dic than live thus. 
We withdrew, and reſolved to comply with his defire, returning luddenly 
ag2in to him with that Anſwer, and commended to him Mr. Eavard Mo/:z, 
that excellent Operatour. But he refuled it, as being preingaged ro go out of 
Town, It was then put upon me : and at their deiire-I undertook it.and gave 
directions for the making aCtual Cautreries of various forts, ſome Bolt-like, 
others like Chilels, others of other faſhions. There were In{truments allo 
made to defend his Tongie and Lips. White theſe were making,the Paticnt 
was let bloud, purged, and preparcd for the work. That done, we met again, 
and had the Inſtrument-maker attending to heat the Cauterics, and mend or 
alter them as occaſion ſhould ofter.One ot the Ailiftents held his Head and up- 
perLip,whilſt I with aSpecu/nm oris held down the Tongue with the one hand, 
and with the other paſſed a plain Chiſel-cautery juſt under the upper Lip into 
the body of that part of the Cancer which itrctched ir {elf along the Roof of 
the mouth to the Palate, and repeatcd the ule of that faſhioned Cautery till L 
had made a ſeparation of ſo much. The carrying the Cautery thus in the 
middle of that cancerous Lip was the way to prelerve the ſound parts from 
being {corched with the reflexion of the glowing Iron.lt was allo a Treat en- 
couragement to the Patient to ſee ſuch gobbets burnt oF with (© little pain. 
After I had ſcooped off what I could of that Lip,then with Olive and Bolt- 
Ike Cauteries by burning I dried up the remainder to a crult. 7 hat done, ] 


went to work with the other cancerous Lip which lay ſtretched along that

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part of the Jaw to the Cheek, and raiſed it up as a Trumpeter's 1n the time 
of itounding, I paſſed a Chilel-cautery into the body of that, and made a rid- 
dance of a great part of it, cutting and burning through the A/veolr, which 
were as rotten as dirt,till the Patient grew weary,and the Phyſicians thought 
it was enough for that time.

{vir cloat!.sdipt inthe lame,adviling him to hold ſome of his formerly-preſcri- 
bed Lotion 1n his Mouth, and gave him a draught of his Anodyne,which laid 
11m to lecp. Inthe morning, when he wakened, he called his pain a com- 
neat. Hts Phylicians preſcribed hima Clyſter,and this cordial Electu- 
ary and Juicp: I paſpe conf. lwgule, garyophyll. an.Z\6. confett. de hyacin- 
tho 51.7479. preparat. 5). magiſt.e corallics 1. ſyr. garyophyll. q.ſ. fiat Opiatum ;

Aifc. I vitited him daily, and where 1 ſaw looſe fleſh ariſe, I burnt it down 
witii one Cautery or other mode:ately heated. A learned Perſon viſiting him 
olren,and tor the molt part hnding me there drying and ſmoothing my work 
withthe actual Cautery,luſpetted the event,and went out from us mumbling 
that Aphoriſm of Hippocrates, Quibus ſunt Cancri in Palato, Sede, Urero, Cc. ſt 
Hrantur ulcera, CIcatrice inancl! non poſſunt, It much dilturbed me, but I 
proſecuted myCure more indu!trioutly; and by drying the looſe Fleſh where- 
toever 1t appeared, as allo the Bones, I diſpoſed them to caſt off, and the 
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Fleſh to a hard Callzs,which cicatrized with the adjacent Parts. In the time 
of the cicatrizing I preſcribed him this Water to waſh his Mouth betore and 
aſter meat: Be ag. plantag, equiſeti, fragor. an, tb). flor. rof. rub, balauſt, an. 
M16. cog. ad 3. partis conſumptionem ; colature add. (yr. diamoron,ae roſ.ſiccts,an. 
Zj66, acet.roſac. 5 vj. Miſc. By this method he was cured in the ſpace of fix 
weeks with a firm and ſmooth Cicatrix, Doctor Bate whilpered Sir Fra.Pr. 
that it would not hold a Month : but it held ſeven years, or thereabouts. O- 
rhers of our PcofeTion, who at our firſt Conſultation had declared it an incu- 
rable Cancer, did afterwards, when they ſaw 1t cured, declare amongſt their 
Companions that it was no Cancer. Such an Irreſiſtible Diſcaſe 1s a Cancer. 

In the year lixty eight the ſame perſon, being at his houle in the Country, 
was taken with a Fever, which after ſome days terminated by a Criſis in the 
gutiide of the ſame Cheek from which the cancerated Jaw had been extirpa- 
ied. They drelſed it with Pultices of Chickweed and the like, by which it 
{uppurated, and diſcharged its thin Martrer by {mall Eruptions ; the groſler 
remaining rendred the Ulcer ſordid and callous. Upon which they ſent for a 
Clirurgeon, and afterwards for a Phyſician of that Country, They dreſſed 
i: about half a year. It not yielding to their Applications, they conſulted me 
by a Letter : to which I returned Anſwer,that I ſuſpected it cancerous. Upon 
the receipt of it, he came to Lonaoz, believing at the worſt I could burn it 
out. He here conſulted divers eminentPhyliciansand Chirurgeons.It was now 
2 Cancer, and indeed not capable of extirpation, having ſeized that lice of 
lis Throat.I attempted fome part of it within by the actual Cautery : but it 
ot lucceeding, and TI being loon after fetched into the Country, others were 
employed : but after all he languiſhed and died,

who told him that ſucha ſmall thing was not worth the troubling me. Upon 
v hich he went toſome other,and, having got ſomewhat to dreſs 1t,he returned 
to 1s Command in {ome of the neighbouring Counties, and there fell into _ 
the Chirurgeons hands, where it increaling and {preading much infected the 
internal ſalwvary Glandules on both ſides the Tongue, all the lower left Max- 
1, and part of the right. Twas fixing upon the lower Lip, the Teeth 
ail looſe, and iome of them fallen out : rhere were alſo ſome Glands with- 
Out under the Jaws.In this condition he came to me.I acquainted his Friends 
that it was a Cancer,and incurable, If an atiempt was to be made in hopes of 
Cure,it was to be by burning it out. They conſulted their Friends : and at- 
terwards Loctor T ho.Cox, Doctor Walter Needham and my felt met. It was 
conciuded by them,tl.at there was no other way or hopes to cure him : how 
tat might ſucceed we doubted. If he would have it attempted, it ſhould be 
at his Celire,and not upon any aſſurance from us to cure him thereby :/ for in- 
decd it was doubtful, The next day he ſent for us to meet at his Chamber 
n order to the extirpation. Accordingly we met, and, having Mr. Goſling 
with us, and our actual Caureries and all things ready, we placed the Pari- 
ent 1n a clear lighr,then pulled out the Teeth that lay looſe,and as it were bu 
ric. 1n the Frzy #5. Then having his Head held firm,and his lower Lip defen- 
ted, I palled ina plain Chiſel cautery under the Fungus, as low as I could, tc 
woid {corching of the Lip, and thruſt it forward towards the Tongue, by 
which I brought off that Fux2#s and the rotten A/veoli at twice or thrice re- 
Pcating the Cautery ; then with Bolt-cauteries dried the baſis toa crult. After 
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with a Scoop-cautery I ryade a thruſt at the Fungxs over-{preading the left 
Jaw, and made ſeparation of that, and what was rotten of the Alveol;: then 
with Olive and Bolt-cauteries I dried that as well as he would permit,and left 
the ret for the next day's work, giving him ſome adecot. hordet cum ſem. 
cydon, pſyliii, & alb, ovor, beaten in it, to cool the heat in his Mouth, and ap- 
plicd 0n the outſide under his Chaps this Defenlative : B bots armen.pulv.5), 
pul. flor. roſar. rubr, balanſt, ſumach, an.

The next day we met again,and found our Patient much relieved with the 
g00d night's reſt he had got : he was chearful, and reſolved tor the work. I 
began with Bolt aid Olive-cauteries to make an end of drying that Fungus on 
the left Jaw ; which having done, I burnt the ſalivary Glands on both ſides 
of the Tongue: tlien I placed a Tin-in{trument between the Tongue and the 
Excrelcence which was rooted on the Razxnla, of the {hape of a Cyifta, thick 
and hard, bearing the Tip of the Tongue backward. The Tongue thus de- 
ended, l thrult at the root of it with a Bolt-cautery,by which I eradicated and 
burat it off, Having thus cleared the Mouth of the Eazez, I defired the Phy- 
{1c12ns Judginent of it : they looked, and hked what was done: the Patient 
waihed and cooled his Mouth with the ſame Lotion as before,and had liberty 
to 1£pcat the uſe of the Opiate and Cordaal. 
The next day we mct again, and found our Patient well fatished with 
what had been done, it being only {tit and hot, otherwiſe not painful, and 
he could take his ſultenance with more cale and Guſto, The Phyſicians pre-

By the extirpation of the 
Fungus within,the hard Glands under the Chaps without diſſolved : but the 
Patient not permitting me to keep down the Funges afterwards as it aroſe, 
it quickly over-ran all his Mouth, and thoſe Glands ſwelled again and apoſte- 
mated,and atterwards indurated amongtt the internal Muſcles of the Laryax, 
and haltned his death. Yet long before that he admitted me to uſe the actual 
Cautery,but ſo ſparingly as it ſignihed nothing. Indeed ſome Empiricks pro- 
miled him great hopes of Cure by theirSpeciticks : but he languiſhed and died 
notwithitanding all our cadeavours.

do, he came up to Londen recommended ta Door Walter Needham for

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Cure; who, ſeeing his caſe {o deplorable, adviſed him to contlult others, He 
aſſenting to it, Doctor Micklethwait, Mr. Arris, Mr. Holter and my lelt mer 
Door Needham. At a Conlultation we propoled to palliare the Dilcaſe, 
But he declared to us that he came to Town with reſolution to have the Cure 
attempted,though he died under it. We endeavoured to dull wade him trom it ; 
but he perſiſted carneſtly in the having it attempted : to which we at Jait com- 

lied, and agreed to cut off that part of his Tongue, and ro cauterize the ſur- 
did Ulcer that lay on that fide of his Mouth between that Jaw and his 
Tongue. To which purpole we preſently ſent tor fome actual Cautery,and in 
the preſence of that Company I pur into his Mouth a Raſpatory, and, fixing 
it between the Root of his Tongue and edge of that Tonſil, pulled away the 
corrupt Fleſh ; and then with Olive-cauteries burnt that to a crult, Having, 
as we ſuppoſed,conſumed the Cancer there,I paſſed a Probe with a Ligature 
into theUlcer under theTongue,and brought it out above through a"Tubogrcle, 
then, pulling his Tongue forward, I cut oft the cancerated part as ir lay, ac- 
cording to its length, trom the Tip to the Root of the Tongue : and atter 1 
had permitted it a while to bleed, I cauterizedit. We then gave him of a 
decott. hoydet, cydon. &e. to cool his Mouth, and treated him as hath been ſaid 
in the preceding Obſervation. In this Patient the Eſchars {eparated,and the 
Ulcers digeſted,and that part of the Tongue near the Tonlil cicatrized ; but 
the while a hard Swelling arole in his right Thigh, and became fo paintul, 
that he was forced to keep his Bed : the Matter termenrted alſo in the ſalival 
Glands, and made Apoltcmations on the outſide under the Jaws : of which 
tozether he languiſhed and died. 

Theſe unſucceſsful atremprs may render us extream cruel to thoſe who feel 
aot the miſery thoſe poor creatures ſuffer with Cancers in their Mouths. 

If the Cancer be but in ſome particular part, as the Tongue, Gum, Cc. 
though the Patients have no certain hopes of being cured by Knite or Fire, yet 
they generally pur it to trial ſooner or later. How much more then ſhall theſe 
poor creatures, who have Cancers over-{preading their Mouth, eating and 
gnawing the Fleſh, Nerves and Bones * who, belides the danger they are in 
every minute of being choaked with a tierce Catarrh, do ſuitter hunger and 
thirſt ; andif they can ſwallow Broth, Caudle or Drink, yet is 1t with an un- 
lavourytaſt,byreaſon of its paſſing through ſuchſore corruptParts,fromwhich 
putrefaction their {tomach nauſcates its ſuſtenance,and their Spirits are infe- 
cted with the ſtink, whenceFainting frequently happens; Sleepis a {tranger to 
their eyes,their Slumber very troubleſome, and Death is only their deſire. At 
ſuch a time as this it is not to be wondred if they try a doubtful Remedy, 
though painful, What I haveattempted of this kind hath been at the ecar- 
neſt requeſt ofrhePatients and their Friends,and by the authority of a Conſul- 
tation of eminent Phylicians and Chirurgeons. That the Cure ſucceeded not, 
mult be imputed to the greatneſs of the Diſeaſe, and may teach others how 


dangerous it is to neglett rhe conſulting the experiencedChirurgeonwhile the 
Diſeaſe is recent, and eaſe to be eradicated. 
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Of Nol: me tangere. 


Uthours in their Chapter of Caxcer do uſually mention Notz me tangere 

A and Luprs,Theſe two moſt Men eſteem to be but particular names of a 
Cancer when it is fixed in ſome peculiar place: as in the Face, Noſe or Lip it 
1s called Volt me tanzere; in the Legs and Shins, Lupus. W hence it 1s plain 
that our vulgar language uſeth the name of Wolf 1n a large ſenſe, applying it 
very often to the Brealts,and indeed any orher place, where the Cancer grow- 
eth highly co: rolive. I ſhall think it more inſtructive to the young Chirurge- 
on, it I appropriate this word Nolz me tangere to a ſmall round acuminated 
Tubercle,which hath not much pain,unleſs it be touched or rubbed,or other- 
wile cxalperated by Topicks. Concerning which Rogerws ſaith, that Caxcer 
plus corrodit uno dit quam Noli me tangere in uno menſe. But it ſo exaſperated,it 
1s 1mmediately cnraged, and becomes a true Cancer. Such as thele are ſome- 
times found in the Face and Lips ; bur do hikewile happen in all other parts 
of the Body. TI have ſcen them 1n the Arm. Particularly a perſon of abour f1x- 
ty years of age, of a healthy Conttitution, hath one 1n the outſide of his righr 
Arm, a iittle above the Elbow. He weareth a Cup upon it of a light wood, 
with Straps faltned to it, which brace it on, and defend the Part from the 
preſſure of his Sleeve. He ſent for me one morning to ſee it when he was in bed, 
1115 Arm lying out covered witha light mantle. He turned up his Sleeve,took 
01} the Cup, and ſhewed it me. The Tubercle was {mall, of a blewiſh colour, 
and looked as it it had been a Yarix: it was without Inflammation, hardneſs, 
or change of colour 1n the Parts about it. He did not permit me to look long 
upon it: the while I did, I ſaw it riſe into a Tumour as big as a Kernel of a 
Hazelnut. Such another I ſaw in the Arm of a Woman of about forty years 
of age, ct a blew colour, on the outlide of her Arm : but it was not defended 
from the prefjure of her Sleeve.I offered to undertake the Cure of them both ; 
but they had been difſwaded by moſt of thoſe that had ſeen them. I ſhould 
not have doubted of good Succels, having betore {cen a perſon fo diſcaled and 
cured by an Eminent Chirurgeon 1n his r1me, who by the application of an 
actual Cautery burned it tothe Fleſh,ſuppoling it had lain no deeper ; bur at- 
tcr the \vparation of the Eſchar it rifing again, he burned it deeper, and from 
that time it returned no more, | 


/ Hite I was attending a Noble Family in the Country,a Perſon of qua- 

lity in the neighbourhood ſent his onely Daughter of about eleven 

years of age to me. She was diſeaſed with an unequal 1 ubercle upon her leſt 
Chcek,ot the compals of a half Guinny when undiſturbed ; bur if any thing 
were applied to 1t, it heated the whole Cheek. Ir was a great blemilh to her 
Beauty,upon wh.ch very account her Parents had much endeavoured to havs 
:t cured, orat icalt to be diſpoſed to ſuch a calm temper, as it might bear a 
black Patch. Some weeks after the Lady her Mother brought her to Lozdoz. 
4:1 put her into the care of the late deceaſed Dottor Sz2xly and my ſelf. He 
purged her with this: Be fol. ſexe 31 b. rhabarb. Dj. ſem. firnic. dulc. 5. 
{11:5 tartari DN, inſund, in aq. cichorei cum ſncco aurantior, colat. 3 ij. adde [yr ar 
pomis purg. 51. Miſc. This was repeated often. Merc, duc. & cer, antimont! 
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were alſo given her at diſtinct times,and diſtilled Milks,fuch as have been fect 
down in the Cure of Cancers. I begun my Application with this ; kt /7744774, 
aurt ij. ſem. cucurbit. excorticat. 5. aceti vini q. ſ. autriatur in mortario 71 
formam unguento,addenao camph.aiſſolut.in aq.roſ.gr.vy. This was apphed pre: 
thin upon Sarſenet : but it unmediately ſwelled and heated all the Cheek, 1 
then took it off, and anointed the inflamed parts about the Tubercle : but it 
did not agree with it. We wiped 1t oft again, and by expoling it to the air 1t 
cooled, and returned in a day or two to 1ts former temper. After I had tried 
ſevcral Medicaments unſuccelsftully,a Friend gave me a black concreted Juice 
tro work into a Palte to cover the Diſcalc,it being all the Mother then defired 
from me : and this being laid upon it,adhered to ir as it it had been Pitch,and! 
ſecmed to agree well with it. But after tour or five days it heated her Chee, 
and was taken off, Upon which the Mother grew unpatient, and had {me 
thoughts of going with her Daughter into Glouceſterſhire to a Man there who 
retends to the Cure of Cancers. Which comming to my knowledge,l made 2n 
offer to Doctor 4:2//y to undertake the Cure by extirpating that Tubercle by 
the attual Ca':tery., Bur he replying,that the very mention of it would fright 
them out of {own; I then propoicd it by Caultick ro the Lady-motiter | 
which ſhe accepted, upon a promiſe not to do it whiltt ſhe was 1n Town, nor 
then till I heard from her 1n the Country. Some while after the went 1nto the 
Country, and wrote to ſome of her Friends to fee the work done. Upon the 
receipt of. which I met Doctor Srazly and them ; and, having placed the Pa- 
tient ina clear light, I drew a Line with Ink how far I intended to burn, and 
they took the compals exactly in a piece of paper,which they kepr. I began 
with a Caultick-{tone pointed, and pretſed upon the middle of rhe Tubercle, 
burning deep 1nto it; and, to quicken the work, I rouched it with o/. vi7779/ 
upon a Stick,and then with theCaultick-{tone 1nterchangeably,till I had con- 
ſumed the Tubercle and the parts within the marked Line: The while I was 
thus working, I dricd up the Salts which mixed with the I:ho7 with armed 
Probes. Having thus tiniſhed the work as I deligned,to the latistaction of the 
Phylician and Relations, I waſhed out the Salts of rhe Caultick with Wine 
warmed, then divided the Eſchar, and waſhed it again with Milk, nll I had 
treed the Eſchar and the Part from pain : their I dreſſed it with angnenr.baſilic.

the 'iſcerxa be ob{tructed or other wile tainted, It {uch Obiiructions or Cor rup- 

tions ira pen, the mcalure of the danger 1s to be taken from the degree of the 
Corruption. Thoſe inward Tuinours are more dangerous than the outward ; 
and the wore noble the Part allected, the more important the danger. 

In the Care of theſe Tumours there are jour Intentions required, 

The tirit contilts 1n a regulation of Diet and manner of living : the ſecond, 
in evacuation of thoſe lerous Humours by Stool, Urine,or Tranlpiration : the 
third, in rectifying the Concoction, and reſtoring the Viſcers to their natural 
ſtate: the fourth,concerning the Tumour it {elf,is performed by Diſcutients 
Exliccants, or by Apertion. 

. The Diet ought to be with great moderation, excels in eating or drin- 
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king being prejudicial to gheir Cure. As tothe quality of it, Piylicians Ce- 
nerally preſcribe it drying and attenuating, ſuch as harh been propoled in the 
Chapter of Oedema; and after that manner they ought to regulate their way 
of living : yet it 1s not untrequent to ſee theſe Tumours ariſe from a hot 
Cauſe, in which caſe cooling Dietsare requiſite.

It by application of theſe or 
the like Medicaments the Cure {ſucceed not,it may be reaſonable to make A- 
pertion,and give vent to the Water,& procced in the Cure as ſhall be ſhewed 
in the following Obſervations. W here the Hyarops hath affected the Brea(t,I 
have not ſeen any operation attempted by letting out the Water,the Dilcale 
It ſe!f being rarely diſcovered mull after the death of the Patient. In ſome ſuch I 
have taken out about a gallon. Nor 1s there often found better ſucceſs where 
the Water afteQs the Belly, as in the 4/czres : 1t being for the molt part the 
product of long chronick Diſcaſes, which either took their original from or 
enced in ObſtruQtions of the Viſcera ; 1a which caſes the Cure ulually depends 
upon the Phyſician ; the belt ath{tence of the Chirurgeon being that of Ban- 
dage, which, if applied even to the whole Belly by a [trong Dimitee or Holland 
Bracer, made to encompals the A402, and tied or laced behind, may con- 
duce much to the prevention ofa ſudden increaſe of the Swelling. 

Thelike or greater ſuccels we may hope for in Anaſarcous Swellings, 
wherethe Legs, Arms, Hands, Cc. areafteced, ro which a ſtreight Stocking, 
Sleeve, cc. being accommodated doth uſually repreſs the Humour, and dil- 
pole 1t to be carried off another way by Medicine. 

Where the Aſcites follows Hemorrhazte, Fever, or any acute Dilcaſe,it ad- 
mits more often of Cure : but thoſe of our Profeſſion are rarely conſulted 
while there 1s any hopes thereof by internal Remedies, which is ſo long as the 
Patient hath ſtrength to bear them. Arlaſt, when the Y7/ceraare tainted, 
the evacuation of the Water haltens their deaths, and the Operation is ſcan- 
dalized : whereas if the Paracexteſts were made in time, better ſucceſs might 
be expected. 

The way of making a Paracezteſis or Tapping hath been variouſly ſet down, 
according tothe ſeveral fancies ofChirurgeons.Some have made theApertion 
in the Navel by Bodkin, Needle, &c. others three fingers below it on either 
Side,chufing that on which the Patient did leaſt lie ; for the Orifice ought to 
lie uppermoſt, to prevent too great an effuſion. Thoſe that open below the Na- 
vel have likewiſe deviſed ſeveral ways. Some take up the Skin, and perforate 
that tirſt ; then make a Perforation in the Perironeum. A method not practi- 
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cable where the Belly is very hard and ſtiff with much Far between the Skin 
and Muſcles. Therefore it is that we generally {trike through all at once, 
The worſt way is by Caultick, and Incifion atter that. : 

But the downright Puncture, being the belt of Curcs,1s to be lo managed 
as that the $*r»m may not fly out all at once, bur be retained accoruing to the 
delire of the Chirurgeon ; nothing being ſo pernicious to the Patient as great 
Evacuations, though of an excrementitious Humour. Hence t 15 that much 
Art hath been uſed in this aftair as to defignation of quantity and contrivance 
of Inſtrument. Barber hath lately publiſhed the uſe of an hollow Needle, 
which, being thruſt in, will let our what quantity you pleaſe, but being pulled 
out lcaves little or no paſſage in the Skin. Therepeated intruſion of this intb 
the ſame or into freſh holes (ſay he and Sylvi/zs) will evacuate Water at your 
pleaſure, Truly, the whilſt the Belly is diſtended with abundance of Water, 
it may ſucceed well: but they themlelves dare not pretend farther than the 
Evacuation of half the Liquor, for by that time you will be in danger of 
wounding the Inteltines. Several Experiments I have mace of that Inſ(tru- 
ment, and one lately, father to fatisfie the Patient and his Relations that the 
Swelling was an Aſcites, than that we could propoſe any Cure by it. I made 
the Apertion 1n the preſence of Mr. Holler : WE diſcharged about a Pint of 
Water,and part of that by a Catheter ; for, teeling ſome oppol:tion in the ca- 
vity within the {46402 which obliructed the flowing of the Water, ]I pulled 
the pointed Canara out : and it was wellIl did, tor alterwards 11 Opening 
the dead body I founc! the Intcitines floating above the Watcr,thovgh there 
were above two gallons im the Belly. Upon which Obſervations I do con- 
clude it a very unfit Inſtrument to diſcharge a Droplie : belides, our people 
will not admit of ſo many Openings as would be neceſſary to empty an Hy- 
dropical Belly.” This very perſon,as earneſt as he was at firſt for the Operation, 
choſe rather to die with the Water 1n his Belly than ſuffer a ſecond Apertion. 

I theretore do conclude the good old way of a Cannrla made taper-wile 
with holes in the lide, whoſe delcription you may tind in Parezs,to be the bett; 
which being conveyed through a hole made by puncture may be kept in by 
Bandage till the Water be evacuated, the hole of it being ſtopped by a Screw 
or otherwile,as you will hind in the aforeſaid Author. I ſhall now g1VE YOU 
ſome Obſervations of this Work, though it be tor the molt part untuccels- 
tul : as indeed what can be expected from roticn iſcera ? 


A Woman near fiſty years of age,ot a grols body and ſtrong Conſtitution, 
laboured ofan Aſcetesa longtime : atter much Phylick inettectually taken, 
the Wate. burſt its way through the Skin by a ſmall Opening on her right 
Side, near the place where we uſually make the Paracerteſis ; and after lome 
days, the Aperture wearing larger, tne Water flowed more abundantly. [ 
was fetched, and ſtopt up the Orifice witha Tent of Lint, applying a Pitch- 
plaiſter, and over that another of Yeaſt and Wheat-flower, with Compreſs 
and Bandage. Then adviſed her tolie on the contrary Side, by which that 
part was kept dry. The fourth day I openedit, and gave vent by a Canals to 
three pints of Water ; then bound it up again. As the Belly empticd, the 
Opening contracted : Therefore I putin a Cannnla, reraining it in with 
Comprelsand Bracer, and thereby di{charged the Water at pleafure, and a{- 
terwards leftit to her own and her Servants ordering. I vilited her ſome 


while after ; and, finding moſt part ofthe Water diſcharged, I took out the 
Cananla, and permitted 1t to cure. The Water ſeeped out ſometime upon ri- 


2. Obſer- [ing or lying on that Side ; but ſhe was a ſtrong Woman, and recovered. 
Vat. of 
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tane Ague, which held him long, andended in an A/crtes : his Belly ſwelled 
exceedingly, & he became extenuated, While he languiſhed 1n this deplorable 
condition, one undertook the Cure of him, by letting out the Water with a 
Thorn thruſt into his Navel, (rhough it were not atall {welled up.) The 
Water was let out gradually,and a ſticking Plailter only applied over it. Thus 
in a month's ſpace it was evacuated,and the Belly contracted proportionably, 
During this Evacuation he took opening Broths and Apozems. Aiter the 
Water was diſcharged,and the Puncture cured, he continued extreamly ema- 
ciated,and the Skin of his body and lims was withered ; yet he was ordered 
to be let bloud about ſix ounces : at which time he was ſo very a Skeleton, 
and his Skin hung ſo looſe, that I doubted how I could hold it over the Vein 
coopen it. Yet after this I ſaw him fat, and perfectly cured. 

A Gentlewoman of about thirty eight ycars old laboured of an Aſcites with z. over 
Anafſarcous Swellings on her Belly, Thighs & Legs ; and, having taken much vo 
Phylick unſucceſsfully in the Town, was removed to her houle in theCountry * as 
to die : butafter ſome while being tired with the weight and ſtretching pain 
ofher Belly, ſhe ſent for me to give vent to the Water. I went provided tor 
the work,and found the Patient reſolved to undergo the Opening. Other 
Symptoms to encourage me I had none. The next morning, ſhe having pre- 
pared her ſelf,and being placed on that fide ſhecould belt ie upon during the 
Evacuation,her Bracer being well fitted, I made the Pertoration according to 
cuſtom three fingers below the Navel on the upper fide. The Warer {purted 
out forcibly whilſt I paſſed in my taper-pointed Caraula,which hitting exactly, 
| let out about three pints of Water, then apply'd an Emplaſtr, ad herniam 
overit, with a Stupe wrung out of a carminative Decoction and Bandage. 

She ſeemed ſomewhat relieved at the preſent, but reſted 1]l that night, and 
was much indiſpoſed in the morning, yet would have more Water ict out. I 
iicharged two quarts of Water, and dreſſed it as betore. | 

After I had continued there three or four days,and ſhewed the Servants the 
nainer of letting out the Water and dreſſing, I returned to Loxaop. Atrer a 

tew days.going back, and finding her Belly very much ſunk, and the Water 

"Ot over-ready to flow,I took out the Cannrla,applicd a Pledgit of unguent. b- 
/.1c0n, and an Emplaſty. ad heratam over it, with a warm Stupe and Bracer as 

Detore. Lleft her weak and not like to recover ; and indeed ſhe dicd a few

A Gentlewoman of about thirty years of age, big with Child, was much 4. Obſer- 
aileaſed with Anaſarcous Swellings in her Legs and Feet. Sir Fr. Pr. was ſent po 
tor; who,ſeeing her in ſuch a condition,and unfit to take Phylick,delired my inthe 
Opinion concerning them. I ſaw the Swellings pale and ſhining,yielding to Ec25, &e. 
tc 1mpreſſion of my fingers, and returning {lowly. She was very uncafie in 

ler bed, and not ina condition to fit up. I propoſed Fomenting with good 
uiicutient and exficcant Medicaments, to diſpoſe them for Bandage,and then 

tO put on Jaced Stockings and Trouzes. After he had a while conſidered of 
It, he wiſhed me to writea form of the Fomentation ; which I did thus:

\ with Knee-piecesand Trouzes: theſe were daily {tre:ghtned to ſuch Pro- 
Fr10n as the Patient could ealily bear. By the wearing of theſe ſhe recovered 
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the uſe of her Legs, to the great advantage ot her health, She went her ll 
time, and was delivered of a healthful Child, which is yet alive. 

A Gentleman having long laboured under acomplication of Difcaſcs, par- 
ticularly a Dropſie, ſent tor me. I found his Body much extcnuated, his Legs 
Anaſarcous,and his Back and Hips excoriated with lying in bed. I propo! ed 
tohim the uſeof a Fomentation and equal Bandage, v/2. a pair of laced Stoc- 
kings. After lome reaſoning with me about the u'c of them, he complied, and 
I cauſed a pair to be made, and laced them on. They were calic c, ani aid ail 
I deſigned by them. He was able to walk to his Clotet, and take the air in 
his Coach, and was well plealed with them. But afterwards, being intorined 
by ſome ho. 1y of great inconveniences that might happen to him from the 
wearing of them, he cauſed them tobe pulled off; upon which his Legs ſwel- 
Jed again,and he was contined to his bed, w hereby his Hips and Back gallec I: 
allo by reaſon of the great increaſe of thoſe wateriih Swellings the native 
heat was overcome, and a preternatural one ariling inflamed and bliittered 
them. I was fetched, and by Fomentations, ©. got off the Mortitication, 
and in ſix weeks healed the Ulcer and Ulcerations. [ made him a Fontancl 
by Inciſion in his right Leg, and put him on the laced Stockings again, by 
the uſe of which he recovered.

This may be cither part ofanother more general Tumour,or cllean origi 
nal Diſeaſe of that place. When it is part of another Tumour, the Bo: ly 1s 
Hydropical, 7/2. cither Anafſarcous or Aſcitical : in both w hich cales it 15 
irequent to ſee the C od {welled up atter the manner of an 4a. eſarca, And 
indeed, when in Alcitical caſes we tind a Swelling ofthe Teſticle, there is tor 
the moſt partan Arafarca of the lower partsofthe Belly | joyned w ith it.

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The Canſes of Hydrocele are the ſame with thoſe of a Droplie, at leaſt when 
it is part of a Droplie. But when it cometh alone, 1t 15 generated as all other 
wateriſh Tumours are, viz. by a ſeparation of Serum out of the Arterics, 
which never returneth into the Veins, but lodgeth in the Skin or other Parts 
of the Body.

Ifirt bean Azaſarca that poſſe :fferh the whole Scroram, the way to dil- 
charge it 15 either by Scarification, or by a Seton. 

Scarif, cation 1s proper when only the Scrotum is Analarcous, [t it be 
made by puncture with a Lancet the Water will diſcha rge in few hours,and 
the Wounds agglutinate ſoon atrer without other Applicati on than a warm 
Stupe. An Infiance w hereot you may {ce in the Obſervations of Oedema. 

If there bean Azar/aca of the Belly, the Seton 1s moit proper, in conlide- 
ration of the time which is required for ſuch an Evacuation. Ir ought to be 
made tran{verſe the Scrorum in the depending part. Ir is to be kept. open till 
the Serolity be diſcharged ; and the while you are to preſerve the native hear 
of the Part by the appl.cation of warm Stupes wrung out of Wine wherein 
have been boiled ſummitat.abſtathit,majorane, flor. chamem, roſ.rub. balanſt.hacc. 
myrtill. nuc. cupreſſ. &. And take care leſt the Scrotumexcoriate from the 

ſharpneſs 
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ſharpneſs of the Humour and inflame : for in Hydropical bodies it 1s apt to | 
gangrene. If you apprehend ſuch miſchief, pull out the Seton. 

In the Opening the other SPECIES of Hyarocele,you are 0 conlzder the quan- 
tity of Watgr, and the place it is lodged 1n. If it have not a pint of Water in 
it, forbear opening it till it be bigger, leſt you hurt the Telticle : beſides, it is 
not worth the while. But if it be a Child that labours of it, you may open it 
though there be ſcarce half a pint of Water. In order tothe Opening them, 
youare to place the Patient in a clear light: then with the one hand to prels 
upon the Production, that the Tumour may be more tenſe : andif the Hy- 
arocele be in a Man, your Servant ought to preſs with his hand upon the other 
{ide, that the Scrotum may be the more fleady. Youareto make the Punct ure 
in the depending Part, and avoid the cutting of the greater Veins lying up- 
on the Scrotum, left thereby the Water be made bloudy, and you be thought 
to have hurt ſome Part within. Youare to make the Apertion big enough 
ro receive a limall Cannala, which you arc 1immedaately to put in, and keep it 
theic till you have drawn out all the Water. That done, apply a Pledgit of 
UNTUEHT, baſilicon, and an Emplaſter to retain It on,with a Flanel StuPE wrung 
out of an altringent Decoction, and put ſuch a Bag-truls on as may keep your 
Dreflings clole. By this method you will in twoor three days find the Pur- 
Cure cured, and the Scrorum contracted. Yet it may be reaſonable toapply 
an 1 »plaſty. Ceſaris, or ſome other altringent Emplaſter, over the Scrotum, 
and to put on aleſs Truſs, which the Patient may wear for more ſecurity. 
For they are apt to fill again with Water once ina year or two, it the Habit 
ol body abound with ſerous Humours. 

It theWater be lodged in a Cy{/z5,or within the proper Coats of theTeſticle 
or Telticles, they require accordingly to be opened diſtinctly. And in theſe 
Hyarocile s you are to be caretul to paſs in your Cannula,and keep it intill the 
laſt drop of Water be diſcharged : tor if by any accident it {lip our, you will 
ſcarce get it in again ; the inner Tunicle hanging looſe,the holes may not an- 
{wer each other ; nor 15 the Tumour capable of being opened ſo well again as 
at firſt : and if you leave any Water behind, the Operation will be thought 
iii done. The Water diſcharged, you are to proceed 1n the Cure as above 
{11d What hath been hitherto delivered of theſe Hyarocele's doth only Con- 
ccrn the palliative Cure. 

It you purpole the perfect Cure,you ought then to make theApertion large 
on one lide of the Scrotur reaching towards the Production, in ſuch manner 
asit may he according to the length of the Teſticle, that you may open it at- 
tier the Water 15 diſcharged, and thereby the better apply your Medicaments 
tOit incale it be aftected. In theſe Operations the Patient ſhould be of a 
tolerable good Habit of body, and not in his declining age: for whether they 
be made by Incilion or Caultick, they are generally ſubje& to Inflammar1- 
on, Colick and Fever, till Suppuration be made. In which caſe Bleeding and 
Clylters are necellary, and outwardly Lenients and Anodynes are to be ap- 
plied, alſo good Fomentations to keep up the natural heat : of which you will 
tind ſome Inſtances amongſt the tollowing Obſervations. 


A Boy of about (ix or ſeven years old was brought to me labouring of an 
Aſcites,with an Hernia aquoſa in Scroto, and Analarcous Swellings poſſeſſing 
the outlide of the Scrorumand Prepuce. I made an Apertion on the left ſide of 
the Scrorumina depending Part,and, pafſing in a Carla, diſcharged near a 
pint of Water ; then tomented it with warm Stupes wrung out of red W ine. 
While I was fomenting ir, ſulpeting the Anaſarcous Humour would ſoon fill 
up the Scrorumagain,it the Apertion were not kept open,I therefore without 


delay 
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delay thruſt a Seton-needle with a ſmall twiſt of Silk through the Aperture be- 
fore made,and paſſed it out tranſverſe the Scrorn,about an inch uiltant trom 
the firſt opening;then cut oft the Seton from the Needle,and tied the ends to. 
ther,faitening them with an Emplaſter above upon the Serot1: and trutled 
it cloſe with a warm Flanel Stupe,coverivg allothe Pexz,and diimilled them 
with direQtions to ſtupe it at leaſt thrice a day with a Decof?. a9/1n1h, Hor. roſ. 
rub.&c. as it is propoſed in the method of Cure. It in this cale the Stupes be 
not often ſhifted, the ſerous Humour, which fo continually drops 1nto 1t, will 
excoriate the Scrotum,and (tir upa paintul Inflammation. Some tew days after 
[ viſited the Patient, and faw the Swelling 1n the Prepuce and S:r07:22 dit- 
cuſſed, the Seton having well diſcharged its part. I cur out the Seton, and 
dreſſed the Ulcers with #ngnent. tutie, by which they healed ; and by the 
continued ule of the Fomentation ina tew days the Scrotum contracted, 

A Gentleman of about fixty years old came to L949, dilca [ed with a Heraya 2. Obs. 
aquoſa. The lower parts of his Belly and upper parts of his Thighs were Ana- =—- 
{arcous: the Prepuce and Scrotum were not tice irom 1t. Sir Fr. Pr. being his cents 
Phylician adviſed the opening of the Tumour, and was preſent the next day : with 4nz- 
where,having all things ready,I placed the Patient 11a Chair tothe light, the/7**: 
Phyſician laying his hand upon one tide of the Scrorum while mine wason the 
other ſide. I madea Puncture in a declining Part, then patled ina Canna, 
and let out about three pints of Water in a Baton. It was much of thecolour 
of Urine in healthful people. The Water diſcharged, I pulled out the Cannrlz, 
andapplied a warm Stupe, and truiſed it up clole. In the ſpace of two or 
three days the Anaſarca diſcuiſed, and the Scrotum contracted and cured. I 
applied an Emzplaſtr. Ceſaris over the Scrotam, and litted him witha Truls ac- 
cordingly, Two years after I opened this Tumour again. 

A Man of about forty years of age, of a {trong Con!titution and ſanguine 3. OVer- 
Complexion, being of late years Aithmatick, was about two months {ince $14 rote 
{welled with an Aſcites and an Anaſarca ot his Beily, Scrotum, Thighs and with anc- 
Legs. Dr. Denrton and Dr. Brook were his Phylicians, and conſulted me in pn 
the Chirurgery, eſpecially in thar of the Scroturm, which was very much { $crc1, 
diitended ( as we ſuppoſed ) with Water, tie external parts being ( as I have &c. 

{aid ) Anaſarcous. 

I propoſed Scarification in order to the preſent diſcharge of the 4z2ſarca : 
but,in conlideration of the neceibry that appeared ot continuing a vent to the 
ferous Humours, which would molt certainly attect the Scrorum whillt any 
thing of the Hydrops remained 1n the parts above,we reſolved upon the ule of 
a Seton, To which purpole the Patient was leated upon the [ide of his Bed,and 
a Baſon placed under the Scrotum. IT raiſed up the Analarcous Skin, and, 
whilſt Dr. Brook held part of it, paſled through the Needle with a twifted 
Silk. Immediately upon the Apertion there diſcharged a bloudy Serrm, ( as 
it ſeemed to us by the candle-light,) which we permitted to flow tothe quan- 
tity ofat leaſt a pintand a halt: during which the colour not changing, we 
ſtept to the window with the Baſon, and ſaw it a pure florid bloud ; foalſo 
was that which flowed the while into a Porrenger. Upon (ight whereof 
pull d ont the Seton, and placed a Servant's fingers upon the two Apertions, 
till I haſtily made Nreſlings ready of fariz. tr/tic. cm albumine gvor., fpred 
upon a couple of Pledgits and upon linen cloath in the form of a Plailter, 
which I applied upon that part of the Scrorum with Comprels and Bandage, 
whereby the bleeding was [topr. We did not perceive that he was the leaſt 
ailcompoſed by the Evacuation. The ſecond day after we metagain,and ſaw 
the Patient walking in his Chamber marvelloully relieved both in his breath 
and ſtrength. He formerly took his reſt by leaning upon his Knees & Elbows; 
but that night he ſlept lying down in his Bed, and had diſcharged in our ab- 
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ſence above a gallon of Urine well coloured,and made more than a quart du- 
ring our being in the houſe. In the taking off Dreſſings the Apertions were 
ſeemingly healed,and had nor bled one drop after the application of tholeEm- 
laſters. We fomented the Scrotum,and truſled it up. His Phylictans preſcribed 
antiſcorburical Juices,cordial Juleps,&c.The ſecond day atter we met again, 
and,ſeeing the Scrotum big, made Scarification by puncture of a Lancet. The 
bloud trickled down apace ; but after a while it ſtopt,& a Serum flowed forth. 
A warm Stupe was applied,and renewed often, and continued the moſt part 
of that night ; during which the Serum was plentitully diſcharged, and he 
urined well. At our next meeting, which was within twoor threedays, we 
found our Cure ſucceed well ; but the Scroturmz was big, and likely to be {vo 
whilſt there remained any Water 1n the Abdomen or Parts about. Upon which 
conſideration we were inclined to make a Seton again *# but,ſuſpecting a new 
eFulion of bloud, we contented our ſelves at that time in making an Apertion 
with that Spear-pointed Cannula deſcribed by Barbert. It bled at firſt Opening 
about two ounces, then gleered a ſerous Humour. We dreſlcd it as before, 
and thereby the Serum was diſcharged tor the ſpace of three or four days ; 
during which the Patient removed from his Lodging at Limehouſe into the 
Town,nearer his Phyſicians. Then we again pierced the Scrorumm with a round 
Necdlcand twiſted Silk, whereby the bleeding was reitrained,and the Serofi- 
ty diſcharged : but the Scrotum from that tine began troindurate.,and thereby 
{treightre the Seton,and (topt the Warer in its patſage. Upon light uw hereof 
we tomented the Scrotum with Emollients and Di'cuticnts,viz.cx fol:is © ra- 
dic.althegbryonie,cucumeris [ylveſt. /[ ummitat. ebult, flor. / ambuci, ſem. fennreci, 
&c.and of the Feces made a Cataplaſin,withan addition of farin.hord.ltntinm, 
axnz.porcin.&c.During thele applications the Patient was purged with /;- 
draoo24 oncein two days, whereby great quantities of wateriſhHumours were 
each time evacuated. The Juices were al{orepeated thole days he intermit- 
ted Purging. Thus the Paticnt was daily relieved,the hardnels zz Scroto re- 
ſolving as the Seton digelted, and indeed the Scrorum was well-nigh reſtored 
to its natural bigneſs. We then deftigned Scaritication of his Legs,to evacuate 
that Serum : but he not permitting 1t, we tomentred them with Diſcutients,ancd 
embrocating afterwards cam oleo olivar.aceto C ſale,we rowled them from the 
Tocs upwards;and having that way dilpoſed the Parts for {treight Stockings, 
we laced them on,and titted laced Trouzes to the Thighs. During which the 
Patient was frequently purged to mich advantage ; yet the ſwelled Thighs 
and Legs did not yield to our Bandage, but continued hard and painful. He 
was allo ftreightned 11 breathing, and often delirous, and too much debil.ta- 
ted to bear ſo frequent Purging as was requitite to evacuate the daily increaſlc 
of Water. Ulpon which conlideration we ſcarified h1s Legs and Feet, and by 
the application of Cupping-glaſſes diſcharged a quantity of bloudy Seruz : 
from which time the evacuation of Serum was continued by the application 
of warm Stupesand Emplaſters. About ren days after, having notice that 
1s Legs and Feet were exceeding paintul, I made him a viſt,and found him 
upon his Feet : his Stockings being pull'dot}, I faw his Legs infamed, and 
1n one place livid, and the very Toes inflamed, allobliltered, and in {ome 
parts livid. I ſcarified them, and fomented them with decoet. ſummzr. abſiath. 
flor. roſ. balanſt. in vino rubro ; then dreſſed the Scarification with WNgUent. 
baſilic. hot, and applied cerar. Galeni with moderate expullive Bandage from 
the Feet tothe Knees ; then put him into Bed, placing his Legs upon Pil- 
lows, to prevent the deſcent of Humours. The next day the Patient was let 
bloud about ten ounces, from which time he began again to urine plentiful: 
ly, and thereby was freed of the Delirium and difficulty of breathing, the 
Inflammations of his Legs and Feet went oft, and thole Ulcerations healed :

By thele 
Applications the Ulcer tended to digeltion, and the Eſcar ſeparated ; but rhe 
Swelling continued big. I then applied the Cataplaſm mentioned 1n the for- 
mer Obſervation, doubling the quantity of c/cta, and dreſſed the Ulcer with 
mundif. Paracel. cums precipitat. After a few days I obſerved in dreſſing of the 
Ulcer a rotten Slough to lie within, which I took hold of with my Forceps, 
and feeling it looſe pulledit out.

My endeavour was then to dry up the humidity, and 
contraCt that part of the Scrotum : which I did by adding flor. balauſt. nuc. cu- 
preſſ. ſumach,&c. tothe former Fomentation of red Wane, and by a Catapla'm 
of far. hordei & fabar. boiled up in ſome of the ſaid Fomentation. Whil(t I 
was healing the Ulcer within, a hard Swelling aroſe nearthe Production, 
and a Fungi thruſt out from that Part of the Teſticle. Upon ſearch I found 
that occaſioned the hard Swelling ; whereupon T laid that part open by a 
Snip with a pair of Sciſſors, and covered the Fungns with Precipirate and 
Dofſils of Lint ; and by the uſe of that and the Vitriol-ſtone I conſumed it, 
and cured the Ulcer. 

After the Patient had a little recovered his ſtrength, I began with the other 
by Incifion, making it about an inch 1n length, ſuppoling it would ſooner 
digeſt, and thereby eſcape thoſe accidents. Ir diſcharged the like Matter as 
theother did. He ſuffered alſo Colick and Fever, till the corrupt Cy/tzs di- 
geited out, which was the ſpace of ten or twelve days.

Obſervation hath been ſaid. He was ſubjett to the ſame Accidents of Colick, © © 
Fever,,c. After Digeſtion the Cyſts calt torth, as in ſuch likes caſe is uſual, 
and by the bleſſing of God I cured him. Doctor du Moliz ſaw him dreſt 
_ or twice, and preſcribed him ſome cordial Julep, &c. as he thought 
t. 

Theſe Hyaroceles do not ditfer in the way of Cure, therefore I forbear a 
more particular diſcourſe or giving you more Inſtances of them ; but wiſh 
you to conſider the Age and Habit of body before you begin this way of 
Cure ; for they are generally {ubje& to Colicks, Fevers, Singnltus, &c. and, 
it the native heat be weak, they are apt to ganegrene. 


H Tarocephalus is a watery Swelling of the Head, having the ſame Origi- zy4roce. 
1 nal with other Hydropical Tumours. Ir is moſt uſually the Diſeaſe of rfl. 
Children. The Part atfeted is ( as I ſaid ) the Head, either within or with- 
out the Crazinm. 

The Caſes of it are an effuſion of the Serum, either outwardly between Cufes, 
a Cranium and the Scalp, or inwardly between it and the Mem- 

ranes. 

Thoſe that happen on the outſide are too often the effeCt of ill handling by 
Midwifes and Nurſes, whereby the capillary Veſſels are bruiſed, and the 
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ſerous part of the Bloud extravaſated, From this Bruiſing it 1s that Corruptt- 
on often followeth, and the Humour is apt to {tink. | I OR 

The other more internal Hydrocephalus, aftefting the Parts within, 1s an 
effuſion of Serum within the Scull, either between it and the Unra water, or 
between that and the Pia mater, Ir is not leſs frequent to tind this Serum lo 
extravaſarcd to coagulate into a ſtitfe gelatinous ſubſtance all about the Vel- 
ſels under the bafts of the Brain, and thence toinvolve all the Roots and the 
Candex of the Spinal marrow, quiteover the Vates and Teftes and Glanan!; 
pinealis, reaching into the Ventricles of the Brain. Many 1nitances ot rhis 
kind I could give you in Ricket children : butthele things arc not to be dil- 
covered tili the Patient be dead. | 

The Signs are ſuitable tothe Part affected, and the quality ofthe Humour, 
If it lie immediately under the hairy Scalp, and poleſs it, all the whole Head 
muſt be {welled. If the Matter within be c<dematous, it will pit under your 
finger : if it bea pure Serrm, it will return to its ſeat when your finger 1s 
taken of The Face is pale and {welled, ſo alloare the Eye-lids, ſometimes 
bloudy and ſhining. In the increale of it, it ſometimes thruſts out a Tumour 
like a Wen, but the Fluctuation of it ſheweth it to be Water. It it be between 
the Cranmm and Pericraninm,you may teel the Cranium bare, and a Fluctua- 
tion between it and the Pericraninm., I it he between the Craninm and Duy 4 
mater, the Sutures are loole, fo that you may often bury your tinger between 
them. When it lieth under the Dura mater, it maketh that iweil, and tre- 
quently thruſts it ſelf through between ſome of the Sutures of the Seull ; as 
particularly it did in a young Chiid, of which anon.

Doctor Walter Needham did tell me of one that in Bed/2zz was obſerved to 
{it upright with his back to a wall without ſpeaking or opening his Eyes for 
many months, only ſome odd mimical geſtures he uled. Upon his dear! 
he was opened by order of Doctor 1 hom.rs Allen, Phylician of the place. An 
e&dematous Tumour was found to occupy ali rhe upper part of the Cerebru 
between it and the P7a mater, which deſcending by the poltcriour parts of ir 
did policfs the entrance into the two Ventricles, the Glandula pizealss it felt 
being turned intoa Bladder of water. 

But the Story cited out of of /e/al:xs by Sexzertns is yet more wonderful, 
of a young Girl, that kept her Senſes well enough, yet her Head {welled {o 
rcat as tohold nine pints of Water. The like Obſervations we find in Hz- 
danits, Kerkringtas, and others, where the Brain hath been ſo little, and {© 
oddly placed, that the whole hath been judged to be Water. By which we 
may judge that Stupidity, though, when we find it, it may give us cauſe of 
ſuſpicion that ſuch a Tumour is there lodged, yet it is not the neceſſary con- 
comitant of the Difſeaſe. 

Children labouring of this Diſcale are for the molt part very unhealthtu!, 
and in their infancy ſubject to Convulſions. If they ſcape thar, they tall into 
Rachitis, which for the molt part terminateth in the Kzxg's Evil, » 

Thoſe that thruſt out from within the Scull are deadly. Thoſe next the 
Craninm are not without great danger. It the Tumour be large, and poles 
all the Head, the Cure is not without dithculty : bur if it poſſeſs only ſome 
particular external Part, it 15 more ealle. 

The Cere of this Diſeaſe 15 much the ſame with that which hath been deli- 
vered in the general Diſcourſe of watery Tumours,v/z.by powerful diſcuticn:

feeling it loft, T adviſed them to purge the Child with reſtna jalaprt or diagri- 

dim and Cal; inthe form of a bolus, cum ſyr. de ſpina cervina, and to make 
Fontanels in the Neck and behind the Ears, and afterward, if there were 
_ occalion, to ſhave the Head, applying ſuch Medicaments as have been ſet 
Gown inthe method of Cure. Sometime after the Parents told me the 
Child wascured only by the Fontanels behind the Ears.

In a Cnild of half a year old, labouring under a watery Swelling of the 2. Obſer- 


upper part of the Head berween the hairy Scalp and Per:icranium, I made 


Iifues behind the Ears and in the Neck, and fomented the Head with a De- ptatu 


coction of the milder Diſcutients and Exliccants boiled in red Wine. But, it 
being cold weather, they rather defiredan Emplalter. In compliance with 
their deſires a cephalick Emplaſter was applied. After ſome time it made 
Ivchan itching and ſoarnels, as put us upon the neceſlity of taking it oft; 
witch was nor done without difficulty,the Scalp being much excoriated un- 
derneath, We fomented it again as aboveſaid,and applied Colewort-leaves on 
tic Parts aitected. It healed up in few days, and the Diſeaſe was not much 
leflened : the Iffues behind the Ears alſo healedas the Eſcarscaſt off. Having 
applicd ſeveral Medicaments unſucceſsfully, I made two or three PunQtures 
1nto the Scalp, and ler the Water out ; thenapplied a Cataplaſm ex far. fa- 
bar. flor, roſ. rub. balrift, anc. cupreſſ. bacc. myrtill, & ſummit. hyſſop- pulver. de- 
coctedin red Wine, By the ule of this and the forefaid Fomentation the 
Ciuld was cured. 


A Gentleran of about forty years of age, having a large Tumour on the 2. Obſcr. 
Os 1ambdoides bigger than a Goole-egge, was commended to me by Sir Fra. Pr. ya. of 
L ſhaved the Hair trom about it, brought the baſes in by a Ligature, and cut #4rcc- 


it olt; then made a croſs Stitch, taking up the Artery with the ſame Stitch, 
and brought the Lips as cloſe as conveniently I could ; then dreſſed up the 
Wound with prulv. Galeni cam albumine ovi, and applied an Emplaſtr, e bolo 
over all, with Compreſs and Bandage. The Humour wasaicrude Serum, as

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in Hydrocele; only in the bottom of it there were dregs that ſeemed to be a 
melicereous Matter. The third day after, finding the Wound tending to 
digeſtion, I dreſſed it with the common 2. hob ex terebinthina : atter Di- 
Ron I cut the Stitches, and incarned andcicatrized it in few days by the 
uſual Medicaments ſet down in Wounds of the Head. Many as big I have 
taken offthe ſame way, and cured accordingly. 
4. Obſer- Some years ſince I was fetched to a little Infant not ten days old that was 
mm born with twoof the above-mentioned Tumours. They were of the ſhape 
tam, Of Cupping-glaſſes of the middle [ize, ſeated upon the Suture lambdoides and 
ſagittalis : they had their Original within the Scull. I telt the Holes they 
thruſt out at; each Hole was round, I ſuppoſe of the compaſs ofan Halt: 
crown, and, as Iafierwards found, had their Cy/t:s trom the Dara mater. The 
Infant ſeemed to be dying when I came; it died thar night. The next day I 
opened it, and found 1t as I have ſaid. There was allo great quantity of Wa. 
ter floating within the Menirges, and inthe Ventriclesof the Brain, and a ge- 
latinous ſubſtance all about the Veſſels on the upper part, as alſo under the 
baſis of the Brain, ©&*«. as I have before related.

Of Scabs and Itch. 


Fter Wateriſh Tumours I find Authors frequently treating of the Scav 

: or Itch; a Diſeaſe which ſeems to have its Original either from abun- 
dance of vicious Salt in the Bloud, or poſhbly from a lccal Fermeat in the 
Skin. 

A Scab catched by InfeCtion ſeems pretty manifeſtly to own its Origine to 
a local Ferment, there being no other fault in the Body than what lieth in the 
Skin it ſelf, and converteth the nutritious Juices thither conveyed into the 
Diſeaſe here mentioned. And its probable that moſt other Itches do begin in 
the ſame place, there being 1n the Skin a vicious Ferment which makes a 
Concottion accordingly, and conſequently cauleth all the other Degenera- 
tions that happen. Thele Degenerations do increaſe to a farther intetion, 
if the Bloud abound with a ſalt Serwn ; in which caſe the Fermentation be- 
cometh exorbitant, the Diſeaſe groweth more vigorous, ſpreads farther in- 
ward, and infects the whole malle, 

This way, I ſay, theltchis very often generated, preſſing from without 
inward : nay, I believe that molt commonly it ſo happens. Bur Ido not de- 
ny that it may likewiferiſe from within, as ſome of the greater ſorts of Scabs 
certainly do. ;

Bur it it oweats Original to an inward indiſpoſi- 
tion ofthe Bloud, it may prove dangerous ; either when it is accidentally 
ſtopped by external Applications and cauſes, upon which occaſion Fevers, 
Epileplies, 
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Epilepſies, Conſumptions, and many other like Accidents, have ar.len : nay, 
when the Scab hath not been hindred 1n its untoward progreis, tne Bloud 


hath notwithſtanding been wholly corrupted, and the Patient brought to the 


-2ve. Another miſchief it hath, viz. Infection, eſpecially if the Scab be 
moiſt and full of ſubtil Humours. Upon all theſe accounts, both of the Tur- 

irude, Danger, and Infection, it 15 convenient to propound a Cure. 

W hether this Diſeaſe ariſe from an outward Intection,or inward indiſpo- 
Gtion of the Bloud, the Cure is much one; only this latter requireti more 
your conlideration, to take the indication irom the Cauſe, and to make Eva- 
cuation accordingly betore you appiy your external Remedics, 

[n the firſt place, a good Diet ought to be preſcribed, of Mutton, Vea!, 
Pullet, Chicken, &c. and thoſe rather hoiled than roaſted. All ſharp, falt 
and ſpiced Meats are forbidden : loare all Fiſh, Milk, and Herbage, as DCIng 
corrupters of the Bloud. Their Drink may be a ſmall Wine diluted with 
Water, or a well-boiled ſmall Ale, which may allo be medicated with Docl:- 
roots, Succory, and Graſs-roots, the tops of Agrimony, Pimpernel, Harts- 
tongue, Fumitory, Hop-buds, Cc. Or, ix fol. agrimonie, origant, Veronice 
utrinſque, an, M.K, rad, ennle, camp. ſcorzontere, hirundinarte, an. 5M). m40ts, 
tnnamoni, an. \.

A perſon of about _T years 01d, ofa melancholick and ſcorbutical Hab:t 
of body, was ſorely affii ed with the Itch all over her Body. Her Phylician 
at the ſame time being indiſpoſed could not viſit her, bur, according tothe 
relation her Servants gave him of her Diſeaſe, preſcribed her Clylters, and 

urged her with fuch opening Apozemes as were proper in her caſe, adviſing 
bloud to be drawn from the Hxmorrhoidal Veins by Leeches, and after- 
wards preſcribed her a Bath, in which ſhe bathed often, but without ſucceſs. 
Upon which conſideration I was deſired by the Phyſician togive her a vilit,to 
inform him of her condition. I did ſo, and ſaw her Hands, Arms and Breaſt 
overſpred with brawny Scales, under which were mattery Wheals. She 
was very hot, and her Tongue parcl'd ; her Pulſe ſeemed to be oppreſſed. 
I told her ſhe had a Fever. She replied, ic was for want of {Jeep occaſioned 
by the intolerable Itch and ſoreneſs. I gave an account of her condition to the 
Phyſician, who thereupon preſcribed her to be let bloud about eight or nine 
ounces, and that night after a Clyſter and a cordial Julep; by which ſhe was 
relieved. About three or four days after ſhe complained of a pain on her leſt 
Side, and had a Fever, with great heatand thirit, T he Phylician preſcribed 
more bloud to be taken away ; which was done to the quantity of nine oun- 
ces or thereabouts, by which ſhe was relieved of her pain and Fever,and dat- 
ly recovered ſtrength. And upon farther information of her Recovery, her 
Phyſician adviſed her to remove to Epſom, and there to drink the Waters. 
She did fo, and by his Preſcriptions was alſo cured there of her Itch. 

A Girl of about four years of age was brought to me 1n a poor woman's 
arms in the very mid(t of Winter,the ground being covered with Snow. She 
was broken out all over the Body with an Itch and mattery Scabs. The wo- 
man deſired my Opinion of it, whether I could cure it. I told her the Cure 
was difficult ; but when the weather ſhould be more ſeaſonable I wonld rea- 
dily undertake it. The following Spring I was fetched to this Child,ſaw rhe 
Body ſo diteaſed as I before repreſented it, and was per{waded to undertake 
the Cure. I, confidering that they were bur few things I could give ſuch a 
Child, and thoſe required to be well taſted, therefore began with a ſmall Ale 
medicated with /arſaparilla,lizn.lextiſc.China,and ſome of theHerbs andRoots 
propoſed in the method of Cure for ſuch Drinks. In ſome of this Ale I mix- 
ed a purging Syrup,by which the Child was frequently purged : then I gave 
her Merc. dulc, inconſ. roſ. damaſe. once in three days, and continued medica- 
ted Ale for her ordinary drink, with which they alſo ſometimes made a Pol- 
let-drink, By this method the Itch leſſened, and the Scabs dried : but by the 
proſecution of ir the Child s Chaps became ſomewhat ſoar. I cured the 
Child and finiſhed my courſe by bathing it in Milk and Water, and ſome few 
Diaphoreticks. The Parents were well pleaſed with the Cure : but after- 
wards conſulting a Phyſician ( ſince deceaſed ) in ſome caſe concerning their 
own healths, and diſcourſing of the Child's Cure, he perſwaded them I had 
effected it with Mercury, and put them upon ſuch a prejudice to the Medi- 
cament, as they from that timedeclined the adviſing with me, ſuſpeRing I 
might again repeat the uſe of it.

Of Lepra, or Elephantiaſis. 


Epra and Flephantiaſis have ſo many acceptionsin Writers,that 1t 1s fit to 

diſtinguiſh them in the firſt place. I {hall therefore underſtand by Leprz 
the higheſt degree of the Itch, where the Scabs grow dry, and break out in 
the form of white Scales, ſticking hard to one another, not eaſily to be pulled 
off ; but if they are, they leave the place red, and ſoon return again. The Le- 
proſy of the Arabians was a quite other Dileaſe, which by the Greeks 1s called 
Elephantiaſis, and is nothing elſe but an univerſal Cancer of the whole Body, 
black, and indeed a moſt miſerable Diſeaſe, but I think ſcarce known in 
England. The Arabians alſo have an Elephantiaſis dittering from that of the 
Greeks, which is a kind of Varix, of which Authors may be conſulted. 

The Diſeaſe I purpoſe rogive you an Inſtance of 1s the Lepra Grecorum, 
ſuppoſed to be Celſzrs his Impetigo, and by others Pſora, the white Scurf, pro- 
ceceding from a vicious Salt inthe Bloud, thar doth diminiſh the Sera of it, 
which when the Skin ſhould ſeparate by a juſt Tranſpiration, 1n [tead there- 
of it converts it intoa dry, ſalr, itching, white Scab, very troubleſom to the 
Patient, and difficult of Cure. 

The immediate Carſe of this Diſeaſe 1s, as I have ſaid, a vicious Salt in the 
Serum, Authors will have it to be generated of a mixture of 4tra b;lis, to be 
of a more groſs matter, and to ariſe from evil Diet, a dry Iztermperies of the 
Skin, a Suppreſſion of the Hzmorrhoids or Mezſes, allo from a Quartan 
Fever ; and to procced by the way of Infection, as Scabs do, it being an ex- 
cels thereof. 

It is known by the Deſcription I have given of it, and from thence a 
Judgment may be given ofthe difficulty and contumaciouſneſs of Cure. If 
jalt Humours abound very much 1n the body, it proves often incurable. 

The Cure of this Difeale conliits in the proſecution of the ſame methcd 
with that of the Scab; only this, as itexceeds thar, requires to be treated 
more ſtrictly, and with Medicaments more powerful. I ſhall not trouble 

'OUu with the particularizing them, but refer you to the Obſervation fol-

Young Woman about 20 years of age had been long afflicted with a Spe-

Of Gutta Roſacea. 


He Face 1s alſo ſubje& to theſe irkſom Diſeaſes, which have been anci- 

ently diſtinguiſhed by the names of Impetigo or Lichen, Mentagra, and 
Gntta Roſacea. The former of which raged in 1raly, and was taken notice of 
by Plizy1n his days as a malign Diſeaſe ; but It 15 Not known in our times, 
unleſs it be in the Lues vezerea, where are ſometimes found all the Species of 
Impetizo and Puſtule that ever were mentioned by any of the Ancients. But 
in this place I ſhall only take notice of the Gut7a Roſacea, a Dileale which, 
\ b-n heightened by acrimony, is not inferiour to the mo{t malicious of other 
] :afes, and as difficult of Cure.

E filtence can neither return back, nor ſuddenly diſcuſs, but remaineth in the 
Part, and after ſome time riſeth in red Pimples, which lo vitiate the tone of 
the Fibres, that though the Patient do get afterwards a better Habit of boy, 
yet doth he for the molt part ſuffer under the Diſeaſe. Ii] Diet isa Caule,hor 
Spices, Onions, Garlick, and the like ; fo are ſtrong Wines : yet it's thought 
more commonly to befal thoſe that drink itrong Beer, A ſupprethon of the 
Mcnſ-s or Axmorrhoids is often a Caule of this Diſeaſe. 

The $i225of the Diſcale are, a fluſhing heat, with red P1mples an Tu- 
bercles, which 1n progreſs of time become blewiſh, and of a more dark red 
colour. 

The Gnttza Ry/xcea 1s difficult of Cure in its recency : and 1f it be of long progne- 
continuance, the Tubercles grow big, and Excreſcences arile out of them, fic. 
and they accompany the Patients to their graves.

Obſervat, Gentleman of about forty years old was very much vexed with a fluſh- 
ing heat all over his Face, with ſome red Pimples not conltiderable. 
Many Medicaments he applied, but in progrels of time they terminated in 
Tubercles, fome whercot were round, others of an oval figure; ſome were 
hard, others ſoft. They all 1tcit extreamly, and put him Upon a pinching 
ofthem, upon which they grew the bigger. One of them he opened with 
a 5 n-kinie, and gave vent to a viſcous white Matter, but the Tubercle 
[Pd again. Upon which conſideration he adviſed with me, and delired 
my help. I cauſeda Fomentation to be made of fome ot the Emollients 
above mentioned, and to the Feces beaten and pulped I added axes. galiy, 
anatis, 0!.ex pea, bovinis, and with a little zereb:athinaand Wax m: dca Ce- 
rote, which aiter the uſe of the Fomentation was daily applied. In the 
while he was purged, as hath been above propoſed, and let bloud, and after- 
wards drunk Epſom Waters. By this method much of the Vatter was eva- 
cuated, the heat contemperated, and the Tubercles in part breathed forth, 
Thoſe that {uppurated I opened, and diſcharged the Matter : and thoſe that 
would neither ſuppurate nor diſculs, I cut into, and permitted them to bleed, 
By the continuance of Emollients they reſolved, andn the ſpace of lix weeks 
he was 1n a manner freed of thele Hillocks, and his Countenance became 
{mooth and clear. 
Some others I have cured by the ſame method, and of the female Sex, 
where it was more diſcernable. I ſhall forbear the inſtancing them, becauſe 
it wasa work of time, and performed afrer the ſame method. 
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Chap. XXVII. Of Flatnous Tumonrs, 


CHnar NXVTH. 
Of Flatuous Tumours. 


E have already treated of Tumours coming from Hmonrs, which 

was our firſt general Head : we ſhall now ſay ſomewhat of thoſe 
that owe their Origine to MW7za, called by the Latins Irflationes, by the 
Greeks Emphyſemata, | 

They areby Authors uſually ranked next to Oedema,as partaking much of 
the nature of thoſe Tumours, having generally a watery Phlegm joyned 
with them. 

Emphyſema is a light puffy Tumour ealily yielding to the preſſure of your Dcfrip:i- 
fingers, and ariſeth again 1n the inſtant you take them off. Ir is of an uncer- 
tain bigneſs, ſome times very large, other times ſmall, without any weight 
to the Part that contains It. | 

As to the Differences, they arecither pure, or mixed. A pure Emphyſcyra Diile- 
is found rarely, unleſs it be in caſes of Wounds in the Breaſt, where the air 
vetting 11 between the Muſcles and Membranes doth puft them up like to the 
infide of a Shoulder of Veal. Moſt uſually they are mixed with Humour, 
which1s always Phlegmatick. They differ allo as to their place, ſome being 
inward, others outward. The 1nward belong tothe Phylicians. Outwardly 
we find them upon the Eye-lids, on the great Joints, and in other membra- 
naceous Parts, The Belly is very ſubject ro them, both in the Scrotum ant 
Navel, which are the uſual {cats of the Herz7avertoſa ; and indeed 1n other 
parts of it whereſoever of the Guts, Cc. the Peritonenm is relaxed. In which 
places we do firſt, find a ſoft windy Tumour, and at length, if it be not pre- 
vented, an Extuberance of the Gut it felt. 

The Gayſe of the pure Emphyſema is evident, viz. the ingreſs ofair. But (. .. 
that of the mixed ones is not ſo caſfie to be affigned,. And poſlibly he that 
reads what the learnedeſt Authors have ſaid on this Subject will depart un- 
ſatisfied. 

In the inward Parts, as in the Ventricle and Gnts, we find manifeſt acidi- 
ties, which meeting ſome fermentaccous Matter do hufFand putt, and, being 
contained within the bounds of theſe Cavities do blow them up into a Tu- 
mour, which is uſually diffolved by Evacuation upward and downward ; 
which notwithſtanding doth not prevent the ſucceſſions of new Inflations, 
unle(s rhe fermenting principle be deſtroyed. 

[n the outward Parts, as the Knees, cc. wedo imagine ſome proportio- 
| nabledegeneration of the local Fermenr, which doth make the like Ebulli- 
tion with the extravalated Humour. The Vapour ſo generated being confi 
ned within the Skin, ſoas not to be ſuffered to paſs out, remains there in a 
= windy or flatuous Swelling, 

i: Thole Tumours are without altcration of colour in the Skin,or pain,unlel$$...., 
= theyliedeepamongſt the ſenſible Parts near the Perioſterm.Onc Sign is given = 
us of them,vzz.rhe lidden increaſe and diminution.The Ancients diltinguiſh 
an Emplyſema from other Tumours by the Sound it erveth when {truck upon. 
But that Sign T have not met with, no not in the Tympanites. Indeeda 
crackling 
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crackling is often felt, if the Tumour be in the Knee or other outward Part ; 
and in the Belly Wind is heard to rumble : but what concerneth inward 
Diſeaſes is not within compatis of my diſcourſe. 

Flatuous T umours affecting the great Joints are of moſt difficult Cure, 
and not to be opened without mature con'ideration, All Tumours of this na- 
ture are more eaſily cured in Summer than Winter. But thole oft from the 
Joints may be opened at any time, andare otealic Cure. 

In the Cure of thoſe Tumours you may proceed by internals, as hath been 
ſhewed in Oedema, the Cauſes dittering bur little, both being from a Phleg- 
matick conſtitution of the Bloud. Phlebotomy may be admitted, 1f Bloud ; 
but generally the Pituitous H umours are here 1a fault, and they are to be 
prepared and purged as aforeſaid. | 

The external Applications ought to be ſuch as may by their heating and 
attenuating quality diſculs the Flatulencies. Suchare ſummitates maſoraxe, 
abrotani, hyſſop!, orig ant, rute, roriſmarin, bace. lauri, Juniper, ſem, aniſt, feni- 
enli, carui, cymint, &C, Ot which Fomentations may be made in Lixivies or 
Wine. Sacculi likewiſe may be made ex /em. milii, cymin. ſale, Embroca- 
tions may alſo be as followeth. BR ol. rutacei, ſambiucini, chamameli, anthi, 
an. *\. ol. majorane, carui, an. 3). Miſc.ol. ſulphurrsterebinth hal ſulphuris Rulan. 
at, Empl. at baccis lauri,e cymino, Or, Rf axcis cere nove lll mice pants furfii- 
racer this. flor, roſ. rub. 5) coquantur 11 vinoalho; deinde contunde, & adde pipe- 
ris, caryophyl. aucis myriſtice, 21nziberis an 116. fe m.cymint,anif, fenir.ammeos, 
an. 5. ol, chamemli, antthi, rute, an. $11. Miſc, S, A. & fiat Cataplaſma. Scari- 
fication, Bliſtering and Cupping are alſo commended. It by none of theſe 
it yield to Diſcuſſion, bur inflame and grow painful, treat it with Ano- 
dynes ; of which cerat. aſypi and /aza ſuccias harh the preeminence. Bur if 
the Tumour be in ſuch place where it may be ſafely opened, the ſpeediett 
way of Cure 1s by cutting intoit. Some Writers have adviſed the binding of 
the Part above and below, and opening the Tumour between. If you think 
there be reaſon for it, doo; but there 1s no fear of its flying away fi om the 
vent you ſhall give it. The Cure of the Abſcelsis afterwards effefted as in 
other crude Ablceſſes hath been ſhewed. 

In penetrating Wounds of the Thorax, and where the External Orifice is 
{mall, there flatulent Tumours may be frequently {een greatly blowing up 
that and the adjacent Parts. The Cure1s pertormed by inlarging the exter- 
nal Orifice in the Skin. You may ſee an Obſervation of it amongſt thoſe of 
the Breaſt in the Treatiſe of Mounds. 

Ot the many that have come to me ſuppoſed to have the Ky/n2*s Ewvil,there 
were not a few diſeaſed with crude Tumours of other kinds. Some of thole 
which ſeemed molt like FlatulentTumonrs I opened, bur they proved all tobe 
phlegmatick and wateriſh Tumours. Thole in the very Knees which are {0 
generally elteemed flatulent,I opened by punCture with a Lancet, ſome to the 
very Bone : ia the moſt prominent parts there iſſued forth only a few drops of 
ſerous bloud, and that without any diminution of the Swelling. In ſome of 
thoſe in which I made thePunctureleſs deep paſſed in aProbe, where feeling 
aTumour under the Periofteum,] penetrated it with my Lancer, & diſcharged 
an Ichor in ſmall quantity:the Bone was there carious.U pon which conſidera- 
tion I am apt to think thatall theſe painful Swellings in the Knees(which are 
not {trumous/do ariſe from an over-moiſture of the Membranes & Ligaments, 
which in progreſs of timedoth corrupt the Bone underneath,ſo that they apo- 
ſtemate & terminate in carious Ulcers, Thoſe which are leſs painful are gene- 
rally ſuperficial, proceeding, as I ſuppoſe, from an over-moiſture of the Mem: 
brag carnoſaand Parts above it. It being fo, our beſt endeavours ought to be 
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in the applying moderate attenuating and exſiccant Remedies with good 
Bandage. 


Young Gentleman of about eighteen years of age was commended to x. 06fer. 
A my care by Doctor Dexton.He had a round ſoft Tumour upon the fore- vt 


part of his right Thigh, without Inflammation or Pulſation. I applied a Cau- 
ſick upon it,and the next day divided the Eſcar : there came nothing of Mat- 
ter forth. I thruſt my Knife deeper into it : there followed only a tew drops 
of bloud, but the Tumour ſunk. I dreſt up the Eſcar with u»guept. baſilicon to 
digeſt off the Slough. During the ſeparation of it there appeared no more 
Matter than mighr reaſonably be expected from ſuch an Eſcar. After ſepara- 
tion thereof the Ulcer incarned and cicatrized in few days. T his we judged 
a flatulent Tumour, yet it was not diſcovered by its Noiſe or Sound. 


A Citizen's wife aged about thirty ſix years, of an ll Habit of body, had, 2. Obſer- 
amonglt other Diſeaſes, a ſoft white Swelling alittle above her Knee on the {5 of & 


outſide of her right Thigh. . Many Applications having been 1nettectually 


applied, DoQtor Walter Needham and my ſelf were conſulted. We concluded on the our- 


ta Flatulent Tumour, and propoſed the opening of it ; to which purpoſe ſhe 


was purged. Her Body being fo prepared, I applied a Cauſtick on rhe molt nearthe 


prominent part, and the next day divided the Eicar, and paſſed my Kaife 
deepintoit : there came out nothing of Matter or Bloud.I made a ſearch with 
a P:obe, and paſſed it almoſt to the Bone, meeting no other oppolition by the 
way than a ſoft puffy membranous Fleſh, ſuch as is uſually ſeen in a Shoulder 
of Veal. I drefſedit with Lenients, Emplaſters and Bandage. 

The fourth day, the Phyſician being preſent, I rook off the Dreſlings ; on 
which there appeared little more Matter than what is uſual trom ſuch Eſcars. 
The Tumour continued,and was ſomewhat inflamed : it required Digeſtion, 
To which purpoſe I ſprinkled in about fy. of Merc.precipitat. and dreſſed it u 
with Lenients as before. The third day after I dreſſed it again,and ſaw the El- 
car ſeparating, and the Abſcels digeſted. I dreſſed the Abſceſs again with 
Pracipitate, and the external parts with «zevert. tutie. By this method the 
Ablceſs digeſted, and the Tumour ſunk, and was cured as hath been above 
ſhewed. Many of theſe Tumours we meet with which are certainly raiſed 
by a Flarzs, yet give no Sound, nor yet doth there appear any Wind to puft 
out upon opening.

Inthe time of the Wars a Souldier was brought to me much wounded, z. Obfer- 


During his Cure we took notice of a large white Swelling on the ourhide of '*: 
one of Is Thighs, which we ſuppoſed Matter : and after the Digeſtion of 
15 Wounds I opened that Tumour. There iſſued out only a little wateriſh 
Humour, part whereof was tinCtured with the bloud dropping from the in- 
ciled Lips. There was neither crackling of Wind nor hollow Sound, yet the 
Tumour ſunk from that Dreſſing ; and by Diicurients and Exſiccants with 


good Bandage it was ſoon cured. Some other ſuch like /Tumours I have met 
with, and cured accordingly. 


A Gentlewoman of about thirty years of age had a Swelling on her right , opio- 


Knee encompaſſing the Rotula: it had been growing about a year or two. var. 
[ luppoſed it flatulent, and treated it as hath been ſer down in the method of 
Cure, by Fomentations, Embrccations and Emplaſters : bur it heating there- 
by and encreaſing, 1 applied an Empl. > bolo, and cauſed a Knee-piece to be 


laced on : by the continued uſe of which the Swelling was reſtrained, and the 
Knee recovered its former ſtrength. : 


Another abour forty years of age,of a full Body, had a round ſoft Swelling ,. oe. 
It vat. 


lying on cach ſide of the Ro:zula without alteration of colour in the Skin. 
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had ſome time diſabled her from going up or down a pair of ſtairs, any 
often hazarded her falling in other motions. In this caſe I applied an Em- 
plaiter ad herniam, withan addition of cerat. hyſſopi over each Tumour, anda 
Compreſs of brown Paper ſoaked in aqua febrorum,over which a laced Knee- 

iece was put on, and ſtreightned proportionably. By the renewing theſc 
Dreffings once in a week or ten days the Swelling diſcuſſed, and her Knee 
recovered its former ſtrength : yer ſhe continued the wearing of the Ban- 
dage ſome years. | ; 

A young perſon having been ſome years aft!1cted witha Swelling in one of 
her Knees, after various Applications itincreafing, I was ſent for, and ſaw ir 
overſpreading the Joint and Parts about, retaining the natural colour of the 
Skin. Ir yielded to the impreſſion of my fingers as a Bladder halt blown up; 
by which I judged it flatulent. The Bone on the 1a{1de of the Knee was al's 

rotuberant, which at their fir{t diſcovery of the Tumour gave the Parent: 
Ffoicion it was luxated, I began with a Fomentation made of a Decoction 
of ſome of thoſe Plants propoſed in the method of Cure, and embrocated 
it with unguent. nervinum, and with Wax made upa Cerote of the ſame, 
which I applied with good Bandage till I got a Knee-piece made. Being 
made I laced it on, and from that time repeated the Dreſſings once in a week 
or ten days. By this method the pain and Swelling diminiſhed, and the 
walked on it with more ſtrength. Indeed the Cure ol thele chiefly depend; 
on the well-lacing ofthem ; for accordingly as it was ſtreightned, to the 
Swelling leflened. The weather growing ſealonable, ſhe went ro the Sp.,and 
afterwards to the Bath: from whence returning no better, ſhe was again re- 
commended to my care. I then attempted the diſcuſſing it by Medicaments 
more powerful : they heated the Tumour, and bliltered it here and there, but 
did not leſſenit. After I had afſwaged the heat by Lenients, and healed th: 
Excoriations, I applied over the Tumour Empl.diaſulphuris Rulandiilaceil v! 
the Knee-piece again, and renewed the Application once in ten days. In 
their over-hard lacing of this Bandage the Leg {welled : to prevent whic!, 1 
cauſed a laced Stocking to be pur on it. By the wearing thereof the K nce- 
picce was laced with more advantage,and ſhe recovered itrength of it Caily,to 
walk, dance, and viſit her Friends abroad. During this, Dottor Micklerhwart 
being in the houſe viſited my Patient, preſcribed ſuch Internals as were 
proper for her, and propoled the embrocating of the Tumour cu olto ſulph. 
tereb:nth. which was uled daily for ſome time. Afterwards a Pultice ws 
adviſed of the tops of green Wormwood, Rue, Sage and Feverfew, wit! 
Hogs greace : this was applied till it became otienlive ro her. After thel: 
ſeveral Applications, it appearing to them more vilibly that her Cure con- 
ſited in the well lacing of her Knee-piece, there was taken more care therein 
by her Scrvants, and a warm Cerote applicd under it. The Tumour lcllen- 
ned, aad is ſince very much diminiſhed. I have lately taken off the Plailter 
and laced Stocking, and hope in few weeks ſhe may leave off the Knee-picce, 
the Swelling being now inconſiderable. 

A young Gentlewoman came to Loxdoz witha putty Swelling on her leit 
Foot near herToes ; part of the Swelling ſtretched over the Toe next the little 
one, on which the Tumour was near two fingers breadth. It was wirchout 
Inflammation or confiderable pain. I ſuppoſed it to be Wind, and would 
have given vent to it; but, not being permitted, I endeavoured then by 
Diſcutients to ſcatter it - it inflamed, and would not yield thereto. I che" 
applied Emplaſtr.e bolo, and put on a laced Sock witha Bracer tacked to it for 
that Toe, and by Comprelle and careful Lacing Ee © rg the Swelling, and 


gave her ſo much caſe, that after ſome time it hindred her not from raking 
2 thois 


"— 


thoſe Divertiſements others her School-fellows did. After ſhe had worn this 
Sock ſome months, ſhe left off the uſe of Emplaſters, but continued the Ban- 


dage ſome years. The Swelling on her Foot is lince diſcuſſed, but the Toe 
continues ſtill big, yet inconſiderably to what it was. 
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Aving thus far treated of Tumours by Humonr and Wind, it remaineth 

"1 now that I ſay ſomewhat ofa Tumour made by the izterpoſution of 4 ſolid 
Boay.Examples of this nature are frequently to be found in ſome ſorts of Her- 
nia,viz.the zirbalis and inteſtinalis, the falling out of the Kell or Guts, which, 
being both of them ſolid Bodies,are often interpoſcd preternaturally between 
ſeveral Coats of the Perito2:m, Scrotum, or other adjacent places, and do de- 
nominate the Tumour an Herz1ia of that Part where it 15 raiſed. 

If it burſt out at or near the Navel,extending there the Peritoneum, together 71. 
with the ſeveral Tendons of the oblique & tranſverſe Muſcles of the Ab4omep, Kinis. 
It is called Exomphalos. If either of thele break down into the Cod, that Tu- 2a 
mour is molt ſtriQtly called a Hernia, And though only theſe which I have ; | 
here mentioned be ſtrictly that Diſeaſe, yet other Tumours of thoſe Parts, hn 
for their likeneſs to theſe,obtain the ſame name: viz. the Herazia aguoſa,which 
is an Hydropical Tumour ; the Herz74 carnoſa, which 1s a Sarcoma, or ſome- 
times Scirrhzs,of that Part ; the Hernia wventoſa,whichalio belongs to another 
Head, as alſo doth v27icoſa : of the former notwithltanding of theſe two I 
do add ſomething in this place, by reaſon of the afnnity of the Cure, 

I ſhall firſt begin with the Heraia Scrotz, inteft inalis and zirbalts : both res; 
which are maniteltly the falling down of the Gut or Kell, either quite into the Src: 
Scrotum, which 15 a perfect Rupture ; or elſe part of the way only, which is 
uſually termed a Relaxatzop. 

That thisDiſcaſe may be throughly underſtood, it will be neceflary to give 
you an exact account of the Parts concerned. The principal is the Per /tone- 
u7, or ſtrong Membrane that lines all the inſide of the Abdominal Muſcles, 
and then pailing to the Back, doth there ſome way or other involve and give 
Coats to all the Y7/cera, It is a ſtrong Membrane,every-where double; in the 

_ Cuplications of which all the Viſcera of the Abdomenare hid, through which 
all rhe Veſſels do paſs. Its thickneſs and thinnels is very diiferent in {cveral 
Parts, according to the ſeveral neceſſities of Nature. The lower part of iris 
{trongeſt, to enable the Belly the better to bear the weight of the Inteſtines ; 
and 15 uſually preſumed by inadvertent men to be perforated in the Navel, for 
paſting of the Umbilical Veſſels, and in the Groin, for the tranſmiſſion of the 
Seminals, But he that will conſider the caſe will find it otherwiſe. For the 
Membrane,beingevery-where double, doth fo receive theſe Vellels between 
ts Coats, as thatthey paſſing behind the firſt Coatleave it every-where in- 
tire, bothat the Navel and 122-ez. But in the latter place, the Seminals do 
take the outward Lamina of the Peritoneum along with them, which, contain- 
ing them in it ſelf, doth at length make that Tunicle which involveth the 
Teſticle, by the name of Tynits vaginalis or Elytroides. 

This, fay, is the moſt natural ſtructure of the Peritoreum, in which if the 
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Of Hernia, Book I, 


inward Laminabe ſtrong, it keeps within the hollow of the Belly the Guts 
and Humours, ifthere, ſo that though the Cavity be full of water, yer 
it tranſmits nothing into the Scrotum; and the Tumours that happen to 
the Scrotum of Hydropical perſons are uſually anaſarcous, coming outward- 
ly into the Membranes of the Scrorum, not paſſing from one Cavity to the 
other. 

But if this inward Lamina,cither through its own weakneſs,or the force pur 
upon it in ſtraining,@c. do relax, the Entrals thrult lorwards to the Scrorum, 
and in the top of the Proceſs (uſually ſo called ) fufter an Angle to be excava- 
ted wherein part of the Guts is contained, and the Membrane extended, 
but not broken. In which caſe the membranous partition that intercedes be- 
tween the Guts and the Scrotum is viltible. But it the Membrane break, then 
the Entrals ruſh down without control into the Scrorum. 

In Womenalſo Rupturesare apt to happen in the Groin 1n the ſame place 
by reaſon of the tranſition of the Ligamenta uter; teretia, which pals between 
the Lamine of the Peritonenmafter the ſame manner as the Seminal Veſſels do 
inmen. Theſe Tumours uſually end in the Groin, and are known by the 
name of Bubonocele, which is a common name to all the Herne 1n that place, 
whether they be in men or women. 

The Cauſes of Hernia inteſtinalisand zirbalis are divers. In Children it pro- 
ceeds from abundance of crudity or moiſture, vehement crying, and holding 
their breath too forcibly. In thoſe of more age, from violent Exercile, hard 
riding, jumping, vauiting, hallowing,carrying great burthens,a Blow or Fall, 
or any thing that may over-{tretch the Per/t90ae:., The very weight of the 
Bowels and Kell in tat people 1s often the occation of a Ruptufe. In ſuch bo- 
dies Vomiting may be a cauſe ; yea the very {training upon the Clo'e-{tool 
( if they be coltive) 15enough to make a Rejaxation in ſome part, and a 
Rupture frequently followeth. 

In Women hard labour in Childbed hath often been the Cauſe ofa R up 
ture in the Groin, asSallſo in the Navel. 

The Sizn of a Heraiz by Relaxation is,a certain Eminence or ſoft Tumour 
appearing under the Skin in either of the Groins, or other part of the Belly, 
without Inflammation or pain, which diſappeareth after the Patient hath layn 
ſome time on his back in bed, and appcareth again when he is up: and by lay- 
ing your hand then upon it, it he cough or {neeze, you will feel the impulſe of 
the Bowels, which is not to be felt on the found part. According as this 
Swelling is greater or leſs, foit 1s more or leſs accompanied with an uneali- 
neſs or Colick. In Infants this Diſeaſe is fcarce taken notice of by their 
Nurſes, till it hath made ts way into or near the Scrotum, to which Place 
theſe through neglect do fall. 

The Sign of a Hernia inteftinatis made by Eruption is, the ſudden riſe of 
the Tumour, whether it be made by Bi:ow, Fall, or thelike; in which caſe 
the Inteſtines or Omextum, or both, {lide down into the Scrozam, or lie ina 
great Tumour iz» 1224ine. It 1t were cauled by a Blow or Fall, there is ſome- 
times bloud extravaſated,and the Swelling 1s painful, whether it-be i Inzune 
or Scroro; and it ſoon deſcendeth from the Ingnen to the Scrotum, where you 
may diltinguiſh it from a Sarcoma by laying your hand upon the Produttion 
of the Peritoneum jult at its Exit from the Abdomen, then putrins the Patient 
upon coughing or ſneezing : upon either of thele you will Perceive the mo- 
tion of the Gut, ifit be there, If this Hernia be negleRed in the Female 
{ex, it will make a round Tumour near the Prudenda. 

The Hernia omentalis 1s an unequal ſoft ſlippery Tumour, of a continued 
bigneſs, whether the Patient be full or empty : whereas that of the Inteltine is 

round, 
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round, and hatha certain murmuring, it it be empty ; and if it be full of Ex- 
crements, they may be felt in it. The Tumour is alſo greater or leſs according 
25 the Patient is full or empty : a painful Colick attends it ; and, if it be nor 
timely reduced, a Fever and Vomiting followeth. 

The Hernia nmbilicalis is diſcerned by the Prominence in the Navel. W he- 
ther it be of the Omertum or Inteltines, may be judged by what I have al- 
ready ſaid of the other. 

The Pzeumatocele or Hernia ventoſa, alleting the Belly in divers parts, is 
diſtinguiſht by its quick growth and roundneſs.Infants are frequently ſubject 
to it, ſometimes in one Groin and Telticle,and other times in both. It lodgeth 
between theTeſticle and Tarica vaginalis, making a Tumour like the Bladders 
which are found in ſome Fiſh : its long or round, according as it poſſeſſeth 
only the cavity of the Teſticle, or that and the whole Production. 

No Hernia inteſtinalis is without danger : thoſe made by Relaxation are Progno. 
leaſt dangerous. Thoſe by Ruption in Children and Youth under twenty #& 
years of age, or while they are growing, are curable ifthey be timely redu- 
ced, though the Inteſtine be fallen down 1nto the Scrotum + but in people of 
full growth they are for the moſt part capable only of being kepr up by good 
Bandage. If the Inteltine be not ſpeedily reduced, there followeth grievous 
pain, with Colick and Fever, becaulc the excretion of Excrements 15 prohi- 
bited ; from whence Inflammation, vomiting of Excrements, yea ſometimes 
Gangrene and Death, inlue. But if the Rupture in the Peritoneum be very 
large, the Inteſtines frequently perform their otice as ſafely ina the Scrotum 
as if they were 1n their natural place within the Abdomer. 

The Hernia nmbilicalis 15 {ubject tothe like Accidents as that of the Scro- 
tum, ifnot timely reduced. 

In other caſes the Skin 15 ſometimes worn 1o thin that it breaks, and the 
Cure is moſt difficult, by reaſon of continual preflure of the Bowels. 

The Hernia omentalis 1s not dangerous, yet by realon ot its ſofrnels and {lip- 
perineſls it 1s difficultly reduced, and retained within atter ic 1sreduced ; but 
in Children it 1s of caſte Cure : and thoſe people who are of a ſanguine and 
humid Temper are of more hopes of Cure than thoſe of a dry Habit. Yet 
if the Tumour be {mall and recent, and only iz 1z2nize, the Cure is tealible, 
be the Habit of body what it wil. 

Hernia ariſing from Wind 1s of more ealte Cure, eſpecially in Children, 
whom 1t generally aMicts. | 

In order to the Crre,you are to conſider the Hernia, whether it be 77tc{{14- Cure, 
[is or omentalis,recent or of long continuance,made by Relaxation or Ruption, 
Youare 1n the firſt place to endeavour the reduction of it ; to which purpoſe, 
you ought toadviſe the Patienttolie upon his Back, with his Head declining, 
and his Hips raiſed high, with his Heels retracted towards his Hips. Then 
w:th warm cloaths you are to try how you can reduce it,preſſing moderatel 
and gradually,taking care that you do not bruiſe it or the Telticle. If it yields 
not to ſuch endeavours,you are then to conlider whether the repletion of Ex- 
crements or Crudity were the Cauſe;in which caſes you may preicribe aCly- 
fter : Ryad, & fol. althee, fol malve,viol.bete,parietarie,an.M.i.flor.cham.melilot, 
ſambuci,an, M8. ſem ini fanngrec.ar. v1. ſem, aniſtfanicul.an. 51. cg. ad terti- 
as , colat fume vil. in quibus diſſolv.ſacchar.rubr, Zij. mellis roſat.colati,diacathol. 
an.5\ hiere picre 3v1.ol.cham lilior.an Zi) ſalis com.5ij fiat Enemra.Or elſe Clyſters 
of tat Broth with a little Salt, Theſe may be repeated till you have emptied 
the Bowels, and the while the remaining Decottion may be applied hot with 
Stupes : and ifthe Excrements be hardned in the prolapſed Inteſtines, you 
may make a Cataplaſm of the Feces, by beating them up with ax#7g. 
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portin, unguent, dialthee, ol. lilior. &C. and apply it hot tothe Scrormm. Thus 
the Excrements may be ſoftned and evacuated. It Flatulency be the cauſe of 
its not reducing, fomentand embrocate with ſuch Diſcutients as have been 
propoſed in Flatulent 1 umonrs, ( if what is preſcribed be not ſufficient ; ) then 
reduce the Hernia : which being done, your next work will be to ſhut up the 
Foramen by which the Omentum and Inteſtines palled torth ; and that we ſhall 
propole with Medicaments that have a binding and agglutinative quality, 
Such 15 Emplaſtr.contra rupturam 1n the London Pharmacopeia,and Emtlaſtr.de 
pelle arietin. Or, | maſt ich. thuris,aloes,ſang.aracon. ſarcocolle, bo. Armen. hi, 
gallar, an. 51). ichthyocolle CF tanrocolle in aceto diſſolut.an. ij. malaxentur, fiat 
Emplaſtr.Spread ſome one of theſe upon Leather,and apply it with ſome con- 
venicent Truſs ; of which ſome are made of Dimity or courle Holland, others 
of W hale-bone, Steel, &c. Thole made of Dimity have Boullters {tuft with 
Cotton for one or both Groins, with two Straps to come bet wixt the Legs, 
and faſtened behind or to the Bouliters by Claſps or Points, Thoſe that are de- 
ſigned for the Byborocele have a couple of Straps tacked to the end of the Bou!- 
ler, and, pail;ng betwixt, are falined with Points behind. Thele Trullcs are 
proper lor Infants and tender bodies, where the Rupture 1s recent,and for the 
molt part made by Relaxation. They are neceſlary in the Cure of Rupr ures 
11 people of years, and have always {ſerved my purpole 1a the Cure of Ci] 
dren. here is great care required 1n the putting them on and wearing them, 

In Children it 1s the work of Nuries or Mai-iervants, who frequzi.t'y tie 
them too ſlack about the Loyns,and too {treight betwixt the Legs;by wiich 
negligence they bring the Truls over the Buttoct:,or cile permit the Rupture 
to flide down under the Boulſtcr intorhe Scrotwmm : all which Errors, though 
they be forewarned,yet they do often commir,and thereby the Cure is delay- 
ed, and imputed to the Ignorance or Neglect of the Chirurgeon. To avoid 
which, weare ſometimes neceſſitated to put them on Straps over the Shoul- 
ders,{uch as Labourers commonly wear to keep up their Breeches. Nor jn- 
dced are Children only luflcrers in this caſe,tor people of full age, by reafon of 
careleſneſs in putting on and wearing their T rufles, permit ſmall Here by 
Relaxation in Brboxocele to increaſe and ſlide down 72 Scrotum, To prevent 
which in Men, I commonly order a Bag-truſs to be faltned near the Boulſtcr, 
by which the Scrotum 15 tucked up, and rendred the leſs capable of receiving 
the prolapſed Omeztum or Inteſtine. In Women,through ignorance and [Ty- 
neſs in con{ulting, ſmall Heraie iz Ignine doallo increaſe to a great bulk : 
in which cale a hollow Boultter-truls may be fitred proportionably to rhe 
Rupture, or a Bag-truls, to retain it up. In Men, through the often deſcent 
of the Bowels, the Eruption 1s made {ome times fo large, that the Inteſtines 
do their office in the Scrorum wirh as little diſturbance as if they were in the 
Belly : in which cale a Bag-truſs is to be proportioned, with a hole for the Pc- 
is to paſs through ; which being put on whillt the Patient is in bed, and ina 
declining poſture, will much hinder the prolapſe of the Bowels, and eaſe the 
Patient much in h1s going abroad about his attairs ; and by the continuance 
ot the Chirurgeon and h1s endeavours the Rupture may be reſtored to a g00d 
condition. Theſe forts of Truſſes are well made by Mr. Syms in Bell. all-y near 

Temple-Bar. ; 

There are other ſorts of Truſſes made of W hale-bone. The tufing of the 
Boulſter is placed upon Cork, which will fit firm upon Children and You: it, 
There are others made of thin Lamize of Tin and Steel, with and withour 
Joynts, which do it eafily about the Loyns : they have alſo Boulſters,that,by 
virtue of Worms and Screws fixed in them, do itcloſer or morediltant, and 
retain the Rupture up without preſſing upcn the Spermatick Veſſels or Os pu- 
bis, 
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bis. They areuſeful in old Hermie. Theſe are made by Mr. Smith, a Sco/ch- 
man, who lives near Fleet-briage, He 1s the moſt ingenious man 1a that work, 
and maketh the beſt Truſſes for the retaining the Hernia nwbilicalis within 
its bounds. Burt inÞreat fat Bellies we find it often neceſſary to put them on 
a Bracer to encompals the Belly, which may be laced behind or on one ſide, 
to bear part of its weight. ws TEES | 

Having thus far provided for the retaining the Hernis within its bounds, 
you ought to havethe Hair ſhaved, it there be any, andapply Agglutinatives 
with good Bandage. Ifthe Boulſter fir uneaſfie, a Quilt may be made to lie 
under it,or a Comprels of brown Pape r {oak'd in aqua fabrorum wherein ſome 
Aſtringents have heen boiled ; by which your Truſs will fit the eaſter, and 
retain the relaxed or torn Parts, and thereby they may be the ſooner agglu- 
tinated. | 

Our next conſideration will be matter of Dieg and manner of living. Their 
Diet ought to be ſparing, but of good nouriſhment, as Mutton, Veal, Lamb, 

ullet, Chicken and the like ; avoiding all Herbage, Fruit, Fiſh, and W hite- 
meats, {uch as may ingender Crudities, Their Bread ought to be of W heart, 
with carminative Seeds in it. The confected ſemina carni, cortanari, firnicult, 
and the like, are commended after Dinner and at other times to further Di- 
geſtion, Their Drink a red Wine witha little Water wherein gads of Stcel 
have been quenched ; or Ale wherein ſome of rhe ſpecitick Plants have been 
infuſed. | 

Reltis of great advantage inthe Cure of theſe Hernze. Fabritins Hildanus 
and others who have writ of this Diſeaſe will rell you, that ſome have been 
cured of great Ruptures by keeping their bed upon {ome accident of a Fra- 
Cturc, or tit ofthe Gout, when before their beſt endeavours 1a the Cure (igni- 
fied nothing. In conſideration of which they torbid all manner of Exerciſe ; 
and adviſe them that, whilſt they keep their beds, they ſhould often feel with 
their hands about the Part affe&ed, principally in caſe of any {udden Sneez- 
ing or violent Coughing, and eſpecially in eaſing nature by Stool, that, if 
any Relapſe happen, it may be helped. But that you may the better avoid 
luch Accidents, you ought to keep their Bodies ſoluble by Clylters, Suppoſt- 
tories, or lenient EleEtuaries, Where the pituitous Humours abound, they 
require ſometime alſo to be purged ; for which I refer you to the Chapter of 
Oedema, After it may be proper to pre{cribe ſome Agglutinatives ; and they 
are either {implc, or compound. 

The {imple are reckoned among the Vulnerary Plants; not all of them, 
but Itch as have a moderate Altringency, and are without remarkable heat 
or acrimony, and have ſpecifical virtue. Suchare conſolid,msj. & minor,quin- 
qrefolium, equiſetum, ſ[anicula, auricula urſi, piloſella, jacea utraque, ſieill, Solo- 
munis, tormentilla,o[munda regalis, hippogloſſum,lunaria min.perfoliatagherniaria, 
herbs trinitatis, cort. cypreſſ. eranat. &c. The diſtilled water of o/-unda recalis 
1s commended in the Cure, fo are alſo ploſella, hippogloſſum, lunaria, and [e- 
verally given in a Powder in a DecoCtion of Comtry-roots. Perfoliata and 
herniaria are delivered to us to be of ſo-great virtue as to cure this Diſeaſe in 
tew days, conditionally the Rupture be kept in by a good Bandage. The 
may begivenas Tea ; or they may be juiced or powdred, and mixt with 
red Wine. 

The morecompounded are theſe: R conf. rof. rub. vet. ſymphyti, an. 5. 
florum ſalvie, acori, an. 58. trochiſc. de carab. vel de ſpodio, wel e bolo, Ziij. cum: 
ſyr. cotoneorum, fiat Eletuarinm : of which the Patient may take twice or 
thricea day,drinking thereupon ſix ounces of this medicated Wine, x herb 
alchimille,ophiog lofi, nummnlar.fragar auricul.muris,veronic.artemiſie, ſcolopenar, 

perfoliat. 
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perfoliat. an, M. j. virge aur, M. 1), rad. cichor. tormentill, biſtort. Vincetoxici, id 
eſt, hirundinarie, an.5). perfoliat. 36, cort. citr, 3b, ſem. anift, feniculi, an. 5111. 
coriandri preparat. cinnamom, an. 3). flor. borraginis, buzlofſt, an. 51). prunell, ſy1- 
veſtr. 336. galang. 3ij. paſſul. enucleat. Jj, Miſc. infund. # ſ, q. vini optimi ; 
colatura reſervetur pro uſu. 

If after the forementioned endeavours to reduce the Herz:a, ( whether it 
were by reaſon it had been too long relapſed,and the Excrements grown hard 
anddricd inthe Inteltine,or that they were ſtuffed with Crudities,or inflamed 
by the conſtriction in the Production, &«. ) you do not ſucceed, you ought to 
conſider what the impediment 15,and proceed accordingly to let bloud, purge 
or vomit, or put him into a Semicupinm, keeping on his Bag-truſs the while : 
after which he may if occaſion require, be carried to and iro upon the back of 
a ſtrong man with his Head downward, by which the prolapſed Bowels are 
often reduced. Mr. Smith the Truls-maker told me he had made {uch an En- 

ine by which he ſer them on their Heads, and thereby had reduced many, 
which could not otherwiſe be relieved, 

But the aforeſaid ways, I bleſs God, have ſerved the moſt deplorable Pati- 
ent labouring of theſe Diſeaſes under my hands. Yet it it ſhould ſo happen, 
that all endeavours of this kind prove ineffectual, and the Patient's life be 
threatned by frequent vomiting and inflation of the Abdomen, and nothing 
paſs through him by Stool, I would ask whether in ſuch a caſe it be not 
more reaſonable to offer in Conſultation the laying open the ProduQion 
while there is ſtrength, than to ſuffer the Patient miſerably ro periſh under 
the Diſeaſe. I refer it to thejudicions Artiſt, there ſeeming nothing of dick- 
culcy or danger inthe work ; yet would not have it attempted whultt there 
is hope of otherwile reducing it. 

Toperform this Operation,the Patient ought to be laid flat on his Back up- 
on 2 Table or Form,and bound thereon ; then an Inciſtion mult be made upon 
the upper part of the Scrorum to the Production, which requireth alſo ro be 
divided, without touching the Inteſtines or Oextam : then you are to paſs in 
a Cannula ( like our common Direttor,but as big as a large Gooſe-quill ) into 
the Cavity under the Proceſs of the Peritoueum upwards, avoiding the In- 
teſtines ; then mike your Inciſion of ſuch a length as may ſerve to put your 
fingers into the Scyotum, and raile the Inteſtines and Omenturs, which you 
are to reduce into their natural place within the Belly. They being thus re- 
duced, you muſt ſtitch up the Wound, as is ſaid in the Wounds of the 4b40- 
men, taking up with your Needle {o much of the Production as may ſhut up 
the Cavity, and prohibit the relapſe of the Inteitines. That done, cure the 
Wound, as is ſhewed inthe Treatile of rhoſe Wounds ; it not being fo large 
or dangerous as many of thoſe we have cured in the Wars. 

In the farther Cure oftheſe,various ways have been propoſed by Chirurge- 
ons; wiz, the aCttual and potential Cautery, alſo Puncture and Deligation of 
the Proceſs of the Perritoneum, allo Incilion, with or without extrattion of the 
Teſticle. Theſe ways are not practiſed amongit our people, they elteeming 
ſ{uch Operations full of hazard and cruelty : yet they having been delivered to 
us by good Authority,I ſhall ſhew you how they are performed,8& begin with 
that of the actual Cautery. In the effecting of which work there are required 
various ſorts of Butrons, ſome bigger & leſs than other. Whilſt theſeare1n the 
fire,the Patient muſt ſtand,8& hold 1n his breath, by which doing the Tumour 
in Inguine will be more apparent. Then it is to be circumſcribed within a tri- 
angular hgure : after which the Patient being placed on his Back, preſs with 
your hot Cautery on the middle of that Triangle,and repear it often, making 
the form ofthe Greek Letter I ſo deep till you reach to the Membrana adipsſa, 
taking 
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raking care youdo not ſcorch the Peritoneum : then dreſs the burned parts 
with a little Salt andan Onion beat together, and afterwards digeſt and heal 
the Ulcer as you find propoled in rhe Chapter of Burzs, he keeping his bed 
till he be cured. By this method the Author propoſeth a contraction of the 
Skin by reaſon of the Cicarrix. How this will do without the wearing ofa 
Truſs, I much ſuſpect. 

Another propoſeth the reducing of the Hernia,and the chrultig upof the 
Telticle to the Os pubis ; then marketh the Comprels of the Promiffence made 
by the Teſticle, and, ſhoving it and its Veſſels out of the Scrorum,he burneth 
in che middle of that Mark ( with a pointed Cautery a little curved ) to the 
very Bone, then dreſfſeth it cum albumine ovor, and curcth it asa burn : by 
which ifhe burneth the Bone,it mutt neceſſarily exfoliate,and unite withthe 
Skin and fleſliy Parts over it,and hinder the prolapſe ix Scrorum.But yet there 
mutt remain a Bubornocele, which will require a Boulſter-Truls to prevent its 
{wagging down, as is frequently incident to Women. | 

1he way by Cauſtick 1s propounded by others as more eaſie. The mildeſt 
of them is Soap-lees boiled to a itone, with the addition of ſevum vitulin, and 
a fourth part of opium aded to it at the laſt, The other are as followeth. 
R vitrioli uſt i Fig. ſalls anunontact 51, calcis vive, ciner,e vini fece,an 31). theſe 
muit be bruiſed and mixed with a /ixivinm e cinmribus ficunm & tithymall.then 
{{rained Out and boiled to a ſtone. Or, B ſalzis nitri, chalcitidis, an. 3x, diltil 
them, and caſt away the firſt water, 1t being black and unht for uſe. The 
ſecond Diſtillation 15 clear, and mult be put into a Glaſs bottle, in which d.1- 
lolve arſenict albi Zij. tartari albi uſti, merc. ſublimati, an. 1. then put it intoa 
copper Vellel, and by a moderate heat conſume the humidity ; the remain- 
ing feces 1s the Caultick. 

In order to the applying ofany of theſe Cauſticks, the Part muſt be mark- 
ed, and the Patient afterwards laid upon a Table, as hath been ſaid in the pre- 
ccding Operations ; then the Caultick 1s to be applied crofs-wiſe, -an inch 
long and as much tranſverſe, near the Os pubis ; which having operated to the 

zone,it's ſuppoſed that Bone ſhall exfoltate, and the Callvs ariling from it will 
unite with the Ulcer in the fleſhy Pannicles and Skin,and ſtop the deſcent of 
the Viſcera : which notwithſtanding cannot prevent a Bubonocele, Another 
way 1 by the application of a Cauſtick ix Izgixe, then to raile oft the Eſcar, 
2nd, taking up the Membrana adipoſa with a Hook, to divide it, and free the 
Seminal Veſſels from the Proceſs of the Peritongum., Then pals a Needle 
with crude Silk under it, tic it cloſe, and leaving it hanging out digeſt rhe 
Ulcer, incarn and cicatrize it; during which the Silk will have cut through, 
and fall oft: and the Production uniting with the Wound abſolutely con- 
tirms the Cure. The Cure by Puncture is the invention of ſome ofthe Mo- 
cerns, and is ſet down by Ambroſe Parens, 

 Thereyer remain two ways of Cure by Inciſion : in order to which the Pa- 
tient mult {tand upright, as,hath already been ſaid, that the Rupture by 
failing down may plainly diſcover irs bigneſs, and that the Part fo {well'd 
may be incompaticd with a circle: after which thePatient mult be laid flat on 
a Table, with his Heels raiſed up, as in the forementioned caſes : then one of 
the Aſliſtents ſhall preſs with his hand upon the bottom of his Belly, whilſt 
the Chirurgeon with his left hand raiſeth up the marked Skin as much as he 
czn,then divideth it with his Knife long-ways dowa the length of theProceſs 
or Trnica vaginalis, (0as to open that Coat,and lay the Seminal Veſſels bare ; 
which he is to avoid the hurting whilſt he takes up the divided Tunicle, and 
{ticchethir with the Skin ſocloſe that the Hernia may be retained within the 
Belly from ſtarting out. Then by Agglutinatives, as bo!, Armen. ſang. dracon, 
thus, 
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thus, aloe, cum albumine ovi, drels it up, and place him in his bed. If after- 
wards there be occaſion to apply Digeſtives, R watell, ovor. num. 11, fartritic. 
thuris pulv. q. /. Afﬀtes which you may deterge with munaif. apit, and incarn 
with ſome {uch like Sarcotick;: B rerebinth. ficcat. ij. thurrs, maſt ich ſem, f&. 
nuzrec. an. 21, cere 3). ol. hyperici 3x, Miſc. $. 4. Then cicatrize it as in other 
like Wounds. :.._ | | 

The Ergpirical way i5by extraCtion of the Teſticle :1n the doing of which 
the Patient muſt be lid on his Back,as afore mentioned, and bound falt upon 
the place: then the Inteſtines being reduced, the Aiſiſtent ihall retain them 
up with his hands, whilſt the Operator maketh an cblique Mark in the Groin, 
to which place he thruſteth up the Telticle ; then makes an Inciſion fo deey 
and large upon it, as to take it out with the ſpermatick Veſſels, which he 
holdeth with the one hand, while with the other he ſeparates it from the 
Membranes. ( In all which caſes he mult be careful not to lacerate them, tor 
thereby he ſhall cauſe Convullions, and halten the death of the Patient. | 
That done, he maketh a Ligatureabovethe Telticle upon the Veſſels, aud 
cuts it of, If there be fear of a fiux of bloud, he cauterizeth the ends lo tied : 
then, re-placing them within the Belly, leaving the ends of the Ligature 
hanging our, he ſtitcheth up the Wound, dreſſing as abovc-laid : and during 
the time of Cicatrizing the Ligature talls of}, 

In order to theſe Opcrations the Patient ought to be of a ftrong Counitity- 
tion and well habited, his Bowels emptied by Purging and Cly'ters, and ig 
be very ſparing 1n his Diet, at leaſt three or tour days preceding the Work, 
But I never yet met one that would ſubmit to any of thele ways. 

The Cure of the Brbonocele in Women requireth 1ts being recuced and 
cured as thoſe in Men, by Emplaſters and good Bandage, Cc. as.hath ben 
already ſhewed in thoſe. 

In the Hernia umbilicals the Cure allo conliſts in the well reducing of ir, 
and in the retaining it ſo by Agglutinatives and good Bandage. If throus! 
neglect of treating it timely, as aforeſaid, the Skin do wear thin and mor- 
tihe, you muſt dreſs it as ſuch : and after the ſeparation of the Eſcars, you 
mult then endeavour to take up the Peritoneum, ſtirch it cloſe together, 
and incarn it with the reſt of the Ulcer, as hath been ſhewed: and after i: 
is cicatrized, endeavour by good Bandage to retain it more eaſily within its 
bounds. 

There is ſcarce any Dilcaſle little Infants are more ſubje& unto than R up- 
tures. They are not dithcult of Cure, it their Nurſes would be careful to 
keep their Truſſes well on : but, through their negligence therein, the Cure 
is frequently rendred vexatious. Therefore I ſhall begia my Obſervations 
with them. | 

N Infant ofabout four months old was diſcovered to havea Swelling in 

; the left Inguen, another in the Navel, and another three fingers breadth 
higher, That inthe Groin, which we generally call Bubonocele, was made 
by Relaxation of the Inteltine, as appeared by the noiſe it made in the time of 
ReduCtion. The other two proceeded from Wind. I tow-k the compals of 
his Hips with a Ribbon, and the next day brought a ſoft Boulſter-Truſs of 
Holland linen, with two Straps faſtned to the Bouiſter : and, having applied 
an Empl. ad herniam \pred upon Lambskin on the Tumour in the Groin, [I 
fitted the Boulſter to it, and reduced it, then tied it on ; chea paſſing the Straps 
between his Legs,I faſtned them with Points on each ſide behind ; by whici 
the Rupture was retained within the Boulſter,nort prefſing upon theThigh or 
Cod. On the Rupture of the Navel, or Hernia umbilicalis, 1 applied 2 MiX- 
ture pulver. thuris, maſtich. aloes, &C. ſang. draconis, cuns albumine vi, and 
mace 
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made a Compreſſion with an Emplaſtr.e bolo by a ſmall Buttoh ſticking in the 
middle thereof, made of ſome ſnips of the ſame Emplaſter, by which the Em- 
plaſter under it was retained the cloſer. On the other above the Navel I ap- 
plied a Compreſs made by ſome pieces of Emplaſtr. a1 herniam, and retained 
them cloſe by applying over them Emplaſty. c bolo. By this method thele 
Hernie were cured in few weeks. For that in the Groin they had half a do- 
zen Truſlſes ſent them, for ſhift as occa{ion offered ; and it was cured thereby 


in few months. ; 
A Child about two months old laboured of ſome Indiſpolirion of body, 
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and was obſerved to have a Swelling in the right Cod. In preſſing upon it Herni 


with my tingers, it ſeemed to me not ro lie loofe in the Scroturn : it yielded to a 'ſtindly. 


moderate preſſure ; and being ſomewhat reduced, the reſidue of it jerked {ud- 
denly up with a noiſe, which confirmed it a Hern/a inteſtinal by Relaxation, 
I rook the compals of his Loyns to the Groin,and the next day brought him 
an Fmplaſtr.ad herniam with ſome Boulſter-Trufſes, I reduced the Rupture as 
eaiily as I had done the day before, then applied the Emplaſter, fitted the 
Bouliler over it,and tied it moderately ſtreight. T heſe Trufſes had the Straps 
ſtitched on behind ; they were brought between hisThighs,and faltned to the 
upper part of the Boullter cro{s cach other by Points. I ſhewed the Nurle how 
they were to be put, and gave her caution leſt the Bouliterſhould at any time 
gall the Thigh or Scr9tam, or that by too {tritt a Bandage the Hip ſhould be 
hurt, or by tooſlack a Bandage the Hernia ſhould flide down under the Bcul- 
{icr,or whilſt it was looſe tied thoſe Straps between the Legsſhould be tied ſo 

{treight as to bring the Bandage over his Hanches and ſlip down. Having 
thus forewarned her, I made my viſits the ſeldomer, as not deliring to appear 
too officious; and indeed was fetched the next day toa Patient ſome miles 
off, where I ſtaid three weeks. At my return I made a vilit to this little one, 
and feit the Rupture ſlipt down into the Scrozum by reaſon of the ſlackneſs of 
the Bracer; and the Nurſe had pulled the Straps between the Thighs fo over- 
{treight as to bring the Bracer down,and would not believe it could be kept up 
without a Bandage from the Shoulders. Burt I reduced the Rupture, tied ir 
itreighter, ſlackened the Straps between the Thighs, and ſhewed her it could 
not tall over the Buttocks whilſt it was ſo tied. The next Error ſhe commitr- 
ted was in bracing it too ſtreight about the Hips, whereby ſhe had gauled it 
on the right Hip ; and then ſhe complained to her Lady,that it was not pol- 
ible to cure the Child without giving it fome healing Drinks : ſuch and ſuch 
had been cured ſo in few days. To this I replied, That the Cure conſiſted in 
the keeping up the Rupture ; that done,it would cure without Drinks : That 
there was but little to be given to ſuch an Infant. Yet I wiſhed them to con- 
ſult their Phyſician therein. I applied an Emplaſtr. aiachalciteos upon the Ex- 

CO[1ation, with two or three folds of ſoft linen over it, and braced the Ban- 

dage ſlacker : by which Dreſſings the Excoriation cured, the Nuiſe became 

more experienced, and the Child was happily recovered in few weeks ; but 

(eitnot off the wearing the Truſs till the Summer following. 


I was fetched to a Child halfa year old having a Swelling 7z Scroto on the ;, oy. 
lett fide. It was a Hernia inteſtinalis by Relaxation. I reduced it ealily, and vat. of 


the next Cay fitted it with a ſoft Boulſter-Truſs; and, having reduced it, 
applied 2” ad herniam, put on the Bandage, and ſupplied them with 
more TIruſles tor change, ( they being apt to bepils them daily, ſo that, if 
they be not carefully attended, they are ſubje&t ro Excoriation.) Once in 
tour or five days I called in to ſee how the Nurſe ordered her affair; and by 
her diligence the Child was cured in few weeks, but continued the uſe of the 
Truls till it was grown ſtronger, and had bred his Teeth. | 
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A Youth aged eleven years had been ſome montlis diſeaſed with a Rupture 
before his Friends diſcovered it: through which neglect it tell into the S$cx9- 
{ed him with Colicks. I was ſent for, and ſaw it an Her nz 1n- 
teſt inalis on the left ſide. endeavoured to reduce jt, but could not. I then tool; 
meaſure of his Loyns, and the next morning found him in bed, and placed 
him on his Back, with his Hips high, ec. and with warm cloaths reduced the 
Rupture : then put him ona Boulſter-Truls made of itrong Hollazd, with a 
couple of Straps jaſined to the lower part of the Boultter ; and having fe- 
ſtened the Truſs about his Loyns with Points, I brought the Straps between 
his Legs, and tied them behind. Thus I retained the Rupture, The next day 
I made him a viſit, and ſeeing the Rupture well retained, I lootened the ban 
dage, applied an Fmplaſtr, ad herniam, and braced it on again, teaving Directt- 
ons with his Servant to take care in the bracing the Truls clo!e every morn- 
ing. This Patient was very active in running and playing daily ; yet by the 
uſe of theſe Emplaſters and careful Baridage, he was cured in tew months, 1 
ſcarce making him fix viſits the white, 

A Child ot about ſix years of age was brought out cf the Country, having 
{mmewhile ſuftered under a Hernia in Scroto. He bad a Truts, but it was nog 
well made. I laid him upon his Back, with 115 Heels retracted to his Hips, 
Ir did not preſently yield to a Reduction ; whereupon TI cauted fome warm 
cloaths to be applied, and then prefled it moderately upward : it returned Us 
with a murmuring noiſe. I then applied my Emplalter and Banvage, anc, 
Paving adviſed them concerning the uſe of the Trufs, Tlett them to proſecute 
the Cure, ſupplying them with Emplaſtcrs and Bandage. About hali a year 
after I ſaw him cured, 

A Youth ofabout nine years of age was brought to me out of the Country 
with a Swelling in his right Groin : it was {ſuppoſed to be a Bubonocele,and to 
that purpoſe Emplaſters and Trufles had been put on, and the Part thereby 
inflamed. I felt the Swelling, and, as I thought, the Teiucle which was 
wanting in the Scrorum. Upon which conlideration I torbadl the ule of rs 
Truls, and applied an Fmplaſtr, oxele! : by which the heat was removed, thy 
Child freed of his Bandage, and the Telticle I:it to fall dowa by degrees; 
which accordingly it did, and his Parents were well plealed. 

The Prenmatocele,or Herniaventoſa,appearcth often zz Inguine in the Tunt- 
ca vaginalis, and maketha Tumour not unlike thar of the Telticle. Such a 0:1c 
was brought to me in the Groin of a Child of about ſeven years of age. I: 
was a5 big asa Pullet's egge, ſoft, but withal ſo tenſe that 1t yielded little to 
preflure. It had been treated by Bandage, but yielded not thereto, but be- 
came more paintul. I preſcribed a Fomentation and Emplaiters,as hath been 
jet down in F/atlent Tumonrs, and cauled a ſoft Boullter-Truls to be put on, 
rather to keep 1t warm and retain the Dreſſings on, than to make any 
itreight Compreſhon. I treated him by internals proper in ſuch Tumours, 
by which he was ſome time atter cured. 

A Gentlewoman brought a Son to Lodop with a Swelling in his left Te- 
[ticle. Several of our Proteſſion had {cen it,but delivered no certain Judgment 
of it, nor preſcribed ought 1n order to the Cure. The Swelling was Wind 
gotten into the Tyrrca vaginalis, which encompalled the Telticle round, lo as 
I could not feel it. By reaſon of the Tumour, which was {lo tenſe that it 
would not yield to the preſſure of my fingers, I propoled Diſcutients an « 
Bag-Truſs. They were diſſwaded from my Opinion by ſome who had ra- 
ther their Friend ſhould fail of his Cure than receive it from me. Which 


hath ſomewhat appeared 1n this caſc : for two years after the Farther of this 
Child told me he continued as I had tormerly {een him. 


A Child 
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A Child about rwo years old had one of theſe Tumours lying 1n the whole "Indrogb 
length of the Production to the Telticle, like unto the uppermoſt ot thoſe ;;,;,;, 
Bladders, which we find in Carps : and the ſame Wind, having raited up the venro/a, 
Tunicavaginalis, made the Teſticle not unlike to the lower round Bladders 
that arc united with the forementioned upper Bladders in the ſame Filh. The 
Cure was performed by Diicutients and a Bag-Truls. 

[ was fetcht to {ee a Child who was ( as I luppole) not two months old : ; 
it wasa very {mall Infant, much emaciated. A Swelling had been newly dil- 2A56-22 
covered iz Scroto, and { uppoſed a Rupture : it attected the right Izznez down Hernia 
into the Tanicawvarinalis, The Tunicle of the other Telticle was likewiſe 7994. 
difended. And the next day, when Ibrought a Bag-Trufs, I found that 
h:5nea alloalected with the {ame Difeale. WW hilt the Infant cried, the Tu- 
mour was much ; bur by ancalie prellurc with warm cloaths it leflened. I 
delioned a Fomentation : but the weakneſs of the Child, together with its fro- 
wardneſs, deterred me. Whereupon I applied Emplaſtr.e cyza7mo over the 
Scrotum and Inonuina, and put on the Bag-Truſs. The next day I met the 
Phyſicians, took off the Truſs and Emplaiters,and ſhewed them that it was a 
Hernia ventoſa, not capable of ReduQtion nor of other Bandage, There was 
alloa Hernia nmbilicalis, which was likewiſe from Wind, which T treated as 
1th been ſhewed in the firſt Obſervation. The Phylicians reſolved the Milk 
{houll be changed : upon doing of which the Ch1Jd began to thrive. But 
this Nurſe not keeping the Child very dry, the Pits fretted the Thighs and 
Cod: upon which account I put ona Dzachaſcitcos Emplalter, and renewed 
't daily. It nor only cured the Excoriations, but alſo lupplicd the place of the 
other Plaiſter. During the Cure, I obſerved that upon good Bandage the 
Tumour appeared very inconſiderable, and ſome times would be quite d1l- 
cufſed : but then through negleCt in bracing the Truls cloſe,it would appear 
very big. The laſt time T ſaw the Child it was grown fat, and the Flatulency 
{cemingly diſcuſſed : but a Rupture appeared in both Groins. Upon which 
account a double Boulſter-Truts was put on, whereby 1t is kept up, and ina 
hopeiul way of Cure. | 

A Man of about thirty years of age, of a full Body, having ſome time a "2 Ob%- 
Swelling in his left Groin, conſulted me. TIdeclared it a Hernia inguinalis, Fl 
ardadviied the uſe of a Boulſter-Truis, which accordingly I brought the ce. 
next day, with an Fraplaſtr. ad heraiam ; which, after I had ſhaved the Hair, 

[ put on, and left him DireGtions how to wear ir. He carefully obſerving 
tic Direction, 1t was in ſome months happily cured. 

A Man ofa tull Body, by a Fall in riding, bruiſed his letr [zgzex and that _ 
ſe of the $:701: againſt the Pummel of his Saddle,by reaſon whereofaRup- [202% 
ture was made in his Groin, and much bloud was extravaſated in the [72cm Bubono- 
and $:70122 tothe very Prepuce.It was too late toapply Repeilents,theretore ©:

1 Vino auſtero, addendo in fine [þ. vint5av, fiat Fotus, A Cataplaſm 
was allo made thus : I: farine fabar. thb. furfuris tritics M. j. flor. cham. ſam- 
buci pul, an, 51. ſem. anif. ficnic. palv, an. i. Theſe were boiled with ſome of 
the Fomentation, and towards the latter end ſome Spirit of Wine, ml. com- 
min, ol, rutac. which was applied upon the diſcaſed Parts with a Bag-Truls. 
Weler the Patient bloud, prelcribed him Clyſters, and keeping of his bed 
auring the Cure. This method of Dreſſing continued till the Swellings 
werediicuſſed : then Iihaved the Hair,and applied to the Groin a mixture of 
Fmplaſtr. Parace!ſ. & diachalciteos, with a ſoft Boulſter-Truſs,to which a Bag 
was hitted for the Scrorum, to retain the Dreſſings on. Some few days aſter,

obſerving that the Scrotum was over-moiſtned as in an Azaſzrca, which hin- 
dred the corrugation ofit, I applied Emplafty. diaſulphur. by which the Hu- 
mour was dried up. After the tendernels of the Groin was removed, I appli 
ed Emplaſtr. ad herniam, with a Quilt under the Boullter, and braced it 
ſtreighter ; then, having cauſed a leſs Bag to be [titched on to retain the 
Scrotum, I gave him leave to ſitup. His Rupture having been reduced from 
the firſt night I ſaw it, there was little doubt but his lying 11 bed had diſpo- 
ſed it to Cure. Indeed from that time I heard no more of it ; but he conr1- 
nued the wearing his Truſs longer. ; 

I was ſent for to one of about thirty ſix years years old, ot a full Body : liz 
complained of a Swelling in his left Groin. It was a Bubonocete, and, by tlie 
manner of reducing it,ſeemed to be of the Omentur. Iapplicdan Fplaiſtr. ad 
herniam with a Boulſter-Trufs, and adviſed him how to govern it. I heard nor 
from him again in five or lix years ; about which time being ſent for I fornd 
him in bed, bemoaning himſelf that his Rupture was fallen 1nto the Scrotup., 
and he could not reduce it. I felt it lie unequally in the Scrorum. He had, it 
ſeemed, negleQed the bracing of the Truſs while it lay 7 I2gnize, and {oit 
happened that in progreſs of time it ſlipped down under the Truſs; upoa 
which he conſulted ſome, who put him ona Steel-Truis : but that pinching 
and gauling, he cauſed others to be made,of which he ſhewed me art leait halt 
a dozen ; but they all hurt him, anddid not keep his Rupture trom talling 
down. But now it was ſo great, that he could not reduce it but with warm 
cloaths : which being done, I fitted to it a Boulſter-Truſs with a Quilt and 
Bag. To thoſe Excoriations occaſioned by his Steel-Truſs I applied &mpli/tr. 
oxel ei ſpred upon courſe linen, which ſoon cured them ; and 1t his cccalions 
would have permitted him to have kept his bed, he might have been reito. 
red to a better condition : but this ſerved his turn as a palliative Cure. 

A Man of about 3o years of age,of a healthy Conſtitution,came to me wit!: 
a Bubonocele. ] adviſed him the wearing a-Boulſter-Trulz with an Emplatter 
under it : which for ſome time he did with much eaſe;but afterwards becime 
more ſecure and careleſs 1n the bracing it, upon which the Omerrtur {lid down 
half way into the Scrotam. It being yet within the Procels,I ealily reduced it, 
and applied a freſh Emplaiter,and ſupplied him with more and new Trufles. 
His attairs would not permit him to {lay within doors,yet by his well order- 
ing it he was cured in a few months, and for a trial he lefr oft wearing the 
Truſs three or four days : but, having been uſed to ir, he could not be with- 
out it; ſothat he continued the uſe of it, but without the Bag or Quilt. 

Another of that age,but not of ſo good aHabir of body,being diſeaſed with 
a Bubonocele,nad for ſome time worn a Steel-Truts : but the Hernia i] d down 
in Scrotum notwithſtanding,though ofren reduced,and the Truſs braced more 
cloſe. Upon an extraordinary relapſe, when endeavours of his own failed, 1 
was {ent for, and upon examination found the Inteſtine and Owentum both 2 
Scroto. I could not reduce them by warm cloaths, therefore preſcribed him 4 
Clylier,&after it a Fomentation,Cataplaſm,& Bag-Truſs. The next morniag 
{ tomented the Part again, and,placing him in a convenient poſture, reduced 
the Rupture ; thenſhaved the Hair, and applied an Emp/aftr. 14 herniam, 
withaComprels made of brown Paper which had been all night ſoaked in an 
altringent DecoCtion,and faſtened thereon a Boulſter-Trufs,with a Bag fitted 
tO 1t, tor to bear up the Scrorum, that, in cale the Rupture ſhould {lip down- 
wards, yet it ſhould meet witha check. Having thus by Bandage trufſed it 
up, I adviſed him to keep his bed ſome days, at leaſt till the Excoriations 
which the Steel-Truſs had made in his Hips were cured. During which his 
Diet was ſleader,8& his body kept ſoluble by lenient Bolwss,and conſolidating 
Drinks 
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Drinks were preſcribed him. He was owe that had no great umployment 
abroad, ſo was perſwaded to keep his bed the longer ; during which the la- 
cerated Parts did unite, and he was cured. 

One Summer, whilſt I attended the King at Hampton-Court, an Officer be- ,, <,... 
longing to the Larder, a man of above {ixty years of age, having been long vat. of 
1M1ted with a Hernia inteftinalis, which frequently {lipt into the Scrota, Hernia in. 


had it then fallen down palt his skill of Reduction. I, finding him vomiting OR 


and 1n a Fever, endeavoured by warm cloaths to reduce it, but could not., I 
tnacrefo. e preſently cauſed a Clyſter to be given him of fat Broth with a little 
Salt in it, and applied a Fomentation made of the lame Broth, and at length, 
putting him 1n a declining poſture, I reguced the Rupture, and put On bis 
Truſs with a Compreſs under the Boulſter ; by which I retained the Rup- 
ture up. I would have preſcribed him other helps, but he was ſatisfied that 
it was reduced, After two or three days he went abroad again, and, for 
ought I know, 1s yet alive. | o _ Y 

A perſon having been long afflicted with a Herniz 10 Comnen FArougy ill fit- :7 Obſer- 
ting of Truſſes had it much increaſed, till at lengrh he threw them off, as not '& 
only uſeleſs, but painful to him. The Rupture was fo large, that the Inte- 
{tines did their office in the Scrotum without Reduction. But the weight of 
them was uneaſie, and often accompanied with Colicks, and would by de- 
precs have proceeded to worle INCONVENIENCE. I helped it by the palliative 
way ofa Bag-Truis, with a perforation for his Penis. This ſuſtained the 
weight, and enabled him to follow his occaſions without farther trouble. 

In ſome people I have ſeen the Ruptures fo great that they have nat been 
able to go; yet not any of them would admit of the moſt probable of the 
forementioned Operations, but contented themſelves with ſuch accommo- 
dation asa Bag-Truſs would allord them. 

A young Woman, after hard Labour, had a Rupture 1n herlefr Groin. I 18.043. 

ſinipled her with a Boulſter-Truſs with one Strap and Emplaſter, by which va. 
{hc was cured, or at leaſt palliated. In others, where they have not timely 
conſulted, whether through ignorance or ſhame, they have increaſed to a 
greater bignels, and have made in progreſs of time ſuch a [wagging Tumour 
as became extreamly troubleſome to truſs up. 

One of about thirty years ofage, ofa groſs fat Body, laboured ofa Hernia _ 
umb:licalis about the breadth of the palm of a hand. He had worn the com- vi. of 
mon Navel-Truſſes ; but they, not fitting ſteady upon the diſeaſed Part, #ermiz 
pinched him ſometimes in one place, ſometimes in another,and did not retain oped 
the Rupture. I beingadviſed with, and conſidering his Belly very great, and 
likely to {ulter greater Ruprtions, if the weight of it were not timely born up, 
perlwaded him to permit a Bracer to be made to lace in his whole Belly, un- 
der which a Boul(ter might be placed on the Navel. I took meaſure of it,and 
htted him with ſucha one as reached from the Pubes to the Cartila90 enſifor- 
mis,and laced behind. Under this I applied an Emplaſtr. ad herniam with a 
quilted Boullter, which was worked upon Sole-leather : this was tacked to 
the Bracer. In ſome others I have made a Bandage over that Bracer ; but 
here it was needleſs. 

One had three Herzie beſides that of the Navel, viz. one 1n cach Groin, 20.Odſer- 
whereof the one deſcended 22 Scrotum, and the other not ; the third lay on the dos of 
letr ſide of his Belly, railing up a Tumour under the Skin like halfan Apple. _— 
The Hernie in Inzuinibus were kept up by a Steel-Truſs with a double Boul- 
ſter, to which a Bag was tucked to retain the Scrotum. To that on the ſide of 
the Belly was applied an Emplaſtr. ad herniam,witha Compreſs in the middle 
of it, made of ſome folds of the ſame Emplaſter, anda quilted Boulſter over 
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it, To the Navel there was an Emplaſtr. ad hernizm applied, and ſucha like 
Boulſter as was uſed in the like caſein the former Obſervation of a Hernig 
umbilicalis : and, to retain theſe cloſe, a Bracer was fitted to the Belly with 
Straps, which went from the lower part of it between the Legs, and faſtned 
behind, w here the Bracer was laced, This perſon being fat was alſo gauled 
between tlie wrinkles of his Belly, w hich was for ſome time dreſſed daily 
with Epuloticks, : 

A Perſon of quality, ofa full Body, having been ſometime ſubje©t to a 
Hernia nmbilicalss, which through defect in Bandage increaied much, fo that 
the Skin was excoriated by the unequal l:tting of the quilted Boulſter, I was 
conſulted. The Rupture in the Peritoneum was great, and the Omertumand 
Inteſtines had made their way out to the external Skin of the Abdomen, ſy 
that between them and the Boullter it was worn very thin. The Excoriation 
was dreſt with Epuloticks, as #ngnert.tutie, &c. anda loft Compreſs applied 
berween the Quilt and Emplalter, A Belly-piece was made to bear the 
weight, and retain the Compreiſtion. After this was cured, Mr. Smith was 
adviſed with. He made a Boullter with a Bracer to fit under the Belly-piece, 
wv hich retained the Rupture, and the Patient went abroad daily. But one 
day, whilſt ke was about his affairs, the Boultter {lipt off, and the Inteſtines 
ſtarted out between the Muſcle and external Skin, ſo that he was brought tg 
his Lodgings very ill. Phylicians were conſulted, and I was ſent for, and 
reduced it with a warm cloath 1n their preſence, and an Emplaſter and Bra- 
cer were put on. From which time he hath not been ſo ſubject roa Relapſe. 
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Of Ulcers 1mm general. 


N ULCER isa Solution of continuity in a ſoft Patt made by Eroſi- 
on with loſs of ſubſtance, which loſs is in this Deſcription preſumed 
to be theeffeft of the Eroſion : for if it be the effect of theWound,as a 

piece of fleſh being cut out,&c. it is not immediately an Ulcer,nor doth it de- 

{erve that name properly, till by ill handling there do tall upon 1t corroſive 

Humours, which cauſe a farther diminution ofthe ſubſtance : tor till then the 

Digeſtion and Matter there produced do not alter the name,bur continue the 

appellation ofa Wound; but having once loſt part of its natural fleſh by 

ſuch Eroſion, though preternatural doariſe in the room of it much more in 
quantity than what was loſt, as Fungus, &c. yet the name of Ulcer remains. 
To this Ulcer many Accidents may happen, and eſpecially Tumours of all 
forts : but theſe are not parts of the Ulcer, being ſeparable from it; for they 
may be taken away, and the Ulcer remain. The ſubject of an Ulcer is chiet- 
ly Fleſh, eſpecially in the larger ſence of the word, as it ſignihes Membranes, 

Tendons, Guts, Bladder, &c. When an Eroſion happens in a Bone, it is com- 

monly called Cares. | | | 

For the Differences of Ulcers, ſome are more proper, by ſome Writers cal- 
led eſſential ; others accidental. The more proper, or, as ſome call them, eſ: 
lential, are taken from the form of the Ulcer and efficient Caule ;as from the 
hgure, magnitude, equality and inequality, and Part atteted. From the Ft- 
gure ; they are {traight, oblique, round, or crooked. From theMagnitude; 
lome aregreat, others {mall, ſuperficial, deep, long, ſhort, broad,and narrow. 

From the Equality and inequality : thoſe are equal in which the Fleſh is alike 

plain ; unequal, when it is corroded more in one place than another. From 

the Part affeQted ; ſome Ulcers are in the Fleſh, others in the Membranes ; 
or In this or that Part, internal, or external. Differences from the Cauſes 
will be beſt underſtood by viewing the Cauſes themſelves. 

The accidental Diflerences are taken from thoſe things whichare notintrin- 
ſecal to the nature or conſtitution of an Ulcer ; as, to have Inflammation, Tu- 
rmour orPutrefa&tion joyned with them,as Phleg mon, Eryſipelus,Cancer,Gangre- 
na,Callus Varix, or aries : Allo fromthe Symproms; ſome Ulcers are PO 
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with Pulſation, and pricking burning heat, others with itching and excori- 
ation : From the quality ; Ulcers are malign, benign, gontag10us, or not ; re- 
bellious, or calie of Cure: Alſo from the age of the Ulcer ; fome ate recent. 


others annual ; alſo ſome in their ſtate, others 1n their declination, only rc- 
quiring Deliccatton. ; I OE 

From thele fogntains the Differences and Diſtinctions of Qlcers do ariſe ; 
the methodizing of which hath already poze@ able Writers : we {hall cg 
deavour to put them into ſuch order as ſhall be moſt pain t6 the young Clj- 
rurgeon. : 

Therefore firſt we ſhall ſpeak of Ulcers in general : 2. of a Simple Ulcer ; 
2, of Ultcers with Interperes : 4. of Ulcers with Pain : 5. of Fluxion : 6, 
Ulcers with Hyperſarcoſis or ſuperfluous fleſh : 7. of Ulcers with Cares : 3. <4 
Sordid Ulcers: 9.of Callous Ulcers : 10. of Ulcers called Phaged.ena and Dy/- 
epulota: 11.0f Ulcers with Yaris : and, laſtly, of Sinuous Ulcers. I thould 
allo treat of Fiſtulous Ulcers from Gargrena and Spharelrs ; but they have 
been heretofore occalionally put into the Treatiſe of Wonrds, to which I refer 
'OU. 

We ſhall begin with Ulcers1n general, and treat firſt of their Cazfes; of 
which ſome are internal, others external: both are (1t we ſpeak of imme- 
diate Cauſes) corroding Humours, which eat away the Fleſh, Mem- 
brane, Cc. | 

[{ this corroſive quality arrive from Internal Cauſes, it oweth its Original 
to theexcels of an acrid Seram : which Seram it it mixeth with any other Hu 
mour, whether Choler, Phlegm, Bloud, Mclancholy, ©&c. gets a denomi- 
nation from that. 

Theſe Humours, when they abound ſo far in the Body as to excced that 
Temperament ad juſtitiam which 1s always neceſſary to health, ( to which 
Temperament a latitude mult be allowed, ) are apt to ſeparate from the 
whole Maſs, and flow either quite out of the Body by natural Excretions, or 
cl'e upon ſome Members of it ; whether they be carried thither by their ow: 
ſource, or drawn by ſome attractive caule, 

Being ſo caſt out from the Maſs of bloud, they are no loager ſubjeQR to the 
Balſam of that, but becomeacrimonious and corroſive : and by how much 
the longer the Humour hath been extravalated, by ſo much the more acrid it 
becomes, and is the more corroding ; acquiring 1n its degeneration a quality 
{uitable to the Humour out of which it 1s engendred. 

The External Cauſes are Poiſons, corrotive and cauſtical Medicaments. 
Nor do weexclude actual Fire, Hor water, ſcalding Oil : to which may be 
referred the Contagions of Scabby, Leprous and Pocky perſons, which are 
communicated to the Skin, andexulcerate it, and beger the like Diſcaſe. 

From theſe diverſities of Cauſes difterent forts of Excrements flow : three 
ſorts whereof give name to Ulcers. | 

1. The Ge isa thin ſerous Humour, called Saxzes, by the Greeks Ichoy ; by 
others Virms,trom whence they are called virulent. Celſus reckoneth two ſorts 
of Saxtes; the one he calleth Ichor, and the other Melicer:a. .They are taken 
notice of by Fabricius Hildanus, The Ichor is a thin whitiſh Gleer incident to 
111-difpoſed Ulcers, eſpecially among(t the Nerves and Tendons. The Melzce- 
r141sa thick glutinous Humour ofa pale colour, and it may be yellowiſh, not 
unlike Honey, from whence it taketh its name. This alſo ates Ulcers of 
ill condition near andin the Joynts, where the Membranes and Tendons arc 
eroded. But that which we generally inour common Chirurgery call Sa»: 
Is, a thin excrementitious Humour begotten from abundance of ſeroſity in 
Ulcers, and rendering.them humid. Of which Humours ſome are hot p00

reddiſh-coloured, others cold and pale-coloured. Theſe are called Sazio;zs 
Ulcers. : B 

2. There is a ſecond ſort of Matter affeQting Ulcers that 1s thick, generated 
of abundance of groſs trough Humours,and rendering the Ulcer foul ; whence 
it is called a Sordid Ulcer. This kind of Sordes difte: ethas it15 white or gray- 
ih, though unequally coagulated, or el{eas it is blackiſh and factil, 

2. The third fort of Matter is of a middle confiltence between thick and 
thin ; ſometimes ofa greeniſh or yellowiſh colour, and then it hatha rank 
{fmell ; but for the molt part it is of a white colour, and 1s called Pas or Mat- 
ter. And this is ſuppoſed to proceed from a benign Seram owing to the Part 
affefted for irs nutriment ; which, by reaſon of the weaknels of the Part, 1s 
not aſſimilated, but converted into a whitiſh ſubſtance, and giveth the name 
of a Purnulent Ulcer. 

Theſe Differences of Excrement in a Sore are beſt underſtood by conſ*- 
dering the Caules of their generation, For 1t the nutritious Serum be well 
conditioned, and the Part not aitected with Wound, Tumcur, or other pre- 
ternatural weakneſs, it is by Nature converted into nouriſhment : bur if 
there be a Solution of continuity, then ſhe, failing of her firſt intention, 
acleth according to her zbility, and according to the quality of the Serum, If 
the Conſtitution be good, and the Serwm well-conditioned, then we find a 
landable Pzs to ariſe, which 1s white, {mooth, and eaſieto the Part, andeve- 
ry day approacheth nearer and nearer to the true nutritious Juice, till by de- 
grees the Ulcer fills up with Fleſh and heals. Bur it it degenerate towards a 
ſharp virulent Serum, then the Ulcer appeareth full of a thin Ichor or Sartes, 
Nature's Balſam being weak, and her heat inſufficient for a due concoction 
ofthe Matter. If the Bloud grow phlegmatick, its Serum is {o too, and grow- 
cth grols and ſlimy, and waning heat, doth corrupt into a thick glutinous 
Matrcr, which wecall Soraes; and fometimes a itinking Matter, which 
makes a Putrid Ulcer, 


An Ulcer, if it be in the outward Parts, is diſcoverable by the {:ghr. If it Signs. 


be 11ward, vzz, inthe Ventricle, Guts, Urerss, Kzaxeys, &c. 1t mult be guel- 
letat by the Excrements that come trom it, and other Symptoms. The great- 
nels and littleneſs is hkewile diſtinguiſhable by the eye, if it be 1n the Superfi- 
cies. But Ulcers that are deep require farther ſearch of Probes, &c. and, if 
inward, mult be preſumed proportionable to the quantity of the Matter that 
ſlowerh from them. Equality and Inequality arcalſo judged by the view ; ſo 
Sinuolity and Cares by Probing, 

Sanious Ulcers are known by the undigeſted Serum: that gleets from them : 
and 1t the Gleer be corroſive, we tind the fleſh walte apace. If that Eroſion 
be with jagged and callous Lips, it is Phagedera, or at leaſt virulent. If the 
Mattcr itſuing out be flimy and groſs, it is a ſordid ; if fextid and corrupt, 
It15 a putrid Ulcer. It it be only ſuperficially corrolive and ſpreading, it-1s 
a Herpes exedens, 

The nearnels ofa Nerve, Tendon or Ligament, is beſt underſtood by the 
pain, which is commonly acute. If a Nerve ly near, and cauſe pain, it is apt 


to contract the Lim, or cauſe Conyulſion. An Artery if near, 1s diſcovered 
by Pulſation, 


To make aright Prognoftick in the Cure of Ulcers, we ought firſt to ob- progne. 


ſerve wellthe greatneſs of the Diſeaſe, and what ſtrength the Patient hath fic. 
ro overcome it: for if that be deficient, our endeavours to cure them will 
prove vain. 
The greatneſs of the Diſcaſe is known, either by the quality of the Part 
attected, or by the depth or other conditions of the Ulcer. 
As 
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As to the quality of the Part : Thoſe in the Skin are not dangerous, nor 
difficult of Cure, but as they are accompanied with Iztempertes. Ulcers in the 
EmunQories, by reaſon of the great Veſſels, may be dangerous,and through 
moiſture of the place are difficult of Cure. Thoſe near any principal Part are 
not without danger, for rhat by their penetration the neighbouring Yi/cera 
may ſuffer. Ulcers in the Muſcles of the Spine of the back and1n great 
Joynts are of great danger andhard Cure: amongſt the Tendons and Bones 
of the Hands and Feet they are painful, by reaſon of their exquilite ſenſe, and 
of difficult Cure. 

Thedepth and largeneſs of the Ulcer makes the Cure hazardous : for in 
great and wide-Ulcers the native heat is much weakned ; and it they pene- 
trate under any great Artery, Nerveor Tendon, that you cannot lately lay 
them open, the Cure muſt needs be flow, and the great diſcharge of Mater 
may exhauſt the Spiritsof the Patient. 

The Condition of the Ulcer is of great moment in Prognoſtick : where we 
are to conſider both the quantity and the quality of the Humour flowing to 
it. If jt be in a depending Part, and the Body plethorick, the very multitude 
of Humours(though otherwiſe not bad)is a ſufficient 1mpet!iment of a Cure ; 
ſo alſo if the quality be amiſs, though rhe quantity be not great. For when 
the Ulcer is accompanied with a dry Intemperies, it frequently eludes ygur 
Medicines. The caſe is as bad when Ulcers have continued lo long as to bring 
an habitual Dyſcraſy upon the Part : as we ſee 1n the Nome and annual Q1- 
cers, which are either not cured at all, or with danger tothe lite of the Pati- 
ent. A degree beyond theſe are the Phagedznical Ulcers, and worlt of all the 
Cancerous and Sphacelous: ofall which in their due places. 

In the Cure of Ulcers in general, we {ha]l conſider the Ulcer firſt as it j3 
ſimple, with Solution of Fey and Erohon ; then as 1t is compounded, 
and hath other Symptoms or Indifpolition joyned with rt. 

The Simple Ulcer, as it conliſteth in a Solution of continuity, requireth 
Union ; andas it hath loſt of ſubſtance, Reſtauration : and this is cttected by 
Exliccation ; for {o long as the Ulcer,continueth ſanious or ſordid, it cannot 
heal : therefore in ſuch caſes Digeſtion or Deterſion are required. 

Thelofs of ſubſtance is either of Skin or Fleſh. If only the Skin be wan- 
ting, the Fleſh is lo to be dried with Medicaments, as the Juices coming thi- 
ther may be hardened into a callous ſubſtance reſembling Skin ; tor that it is 
a ſpermatick Part, and cannot be regenerated. lt the Fleſh be wanting, it 
muſt berenewed : which work 1s pertormed by the benefit of Nature out of 
a part of that bloud which was deſigned for the nouriſhment of that Mem- 
ber. But foraſmuch as in the generation of Fleth in an Ulcer there is a two- 
fold Excrement ſeparated, the one thin, the other thick ; the thin, as I ſaid, 
requireth to be dried up, and the thick to be deterged. 

But in the Cure of Compound Ulcers many Indications are requilite,accor- 
ding tothe variety of Cauſes and Symptoms which attend them.In the appli 
cation of Medicaments to thoſe Ulcers you ought toconlider their beginning, 
augment, ſtate, and declination. In the beginning rhe Santes is crude and wa- 
teriſh, and requireth the benefit of Concottion, whereby it may be made 
thicker,and turned into good Matter ; in which caſe Suppuratives are of ulz : 
which is not allowable in putrid Ulcers, for in that caſe they increale Putre- 
faction ; and in purulent ones alſo they render the Ulcer more lax,& art lengeh 
fordid. If the indiſpoſition of the Ulcer be cauſed meerly by the pain, Suppu- 
ratives are convenient ; for by their digeſtive and lenient quality they miti- 
gate the pain,and thereby remove the Cauſe: which Suppuratives are to be 


continued till the Matter be well concoted. And for this reafon it is we uſe 
| them

them in the beginning,lelt the extravalated Humours ſhould corrupt, an {rxr 
up pain and Inflammation. In the Augient, when the Matter 1s lels in 

uantity and thicker, We ulc Detergents to cleanic If. In the State, when 
(he Uicer is well cleanſed, 1t may be reaſonable to ule Sarcoticks : and inthe 
Declination, as the Ulcer fills with Fleſh, we do our endeavours by Epulo- 
ticks tOCICatrize it. | 

But if the Ulcer labour under any Diſtemper or Symptom, whether it he 
mnternal or external, as Influx of ſharp corrobve Humours, whether they 
abound in the whole Habit of body,or aftect only the Part it felt ; they are all 
to be removed before you can hope tor Cure. Tie conlideration of which 
indicateth many Intentions : we ſhall reduce them to tour heads, The firt! 
ſhall be ofaregulation in Diet, and the other Non-naturals : the icon of 
Evacuation, Revulſton, and Derivation of the antecedent Matter : the third 
{hall have a regard to the Part in which the Ulcer 15 [eated, to [rrengthen It. 
againle the Intius : and the fourth and laſt treateth of a due application of 
Medicines to the Ulcer it felt. | 

1. Toſatisfie the Firſt Intention, their Diet ſhall be proportioned to the 
ſtrength of the Patient,according as the Humours are peccalit in quantity or 
quality, and abound in the whole Body, or in ſome Particular Part ; tirat 
their heat and acrimony may be contemperated. To winch purpole there is 
regard to be had that the Air be gocd, and their Exercile, Patlions of the 
1nd, &c. be moderated, according as hath been aid, inthe former Treatiſe, 
of {uUmours 172 generdl. | | | | 

2. The ſecond Intention confilteth of Evacuation, Revultion, and Deriva- 
tion of the Humours. Ifthey abound in quantity, or offend through their 
cvil quality, it may be made cither by Bleeding, iftheir {trength permit, and 
other things be conſentaneous, whichalſo makes Revullion ; or by Purging 
or Vomiting. 

Derivation is always made in the remote Parts, and according to the re- 
citude of tne Veſſels, either by opening a Vein by Lancet, or by the appli- 

ation of Leeches, Cupping-glaſſes, Bliſtering-plaiſters, Friction, Binding, 
&c. for which Irefer you to the Treatiſe of Tyumours. 

3. The Third Intention hath regard to the weakneſs and Iztexperies of 
the Partaftected : to which purpoſe the Humours may be intercepted 1n their 
courle by the application of aſtringent and repellent Medicaments on the 
ſound Parts above the Ulcer, in the nature of Dejenlatives. If the Member 
be dependent, the railing of it up, and placing 1t equal with or higher than 
the reit of the Body, may be of great advantage : the Influx may alſo be re- 
Itrained, and the Part {trengthened by expullive Bandage. We may alſoby 
Alteratives corret their acrimony, and, if the Humours be too ſerous, in- 
cratlate them, or, if otherwiſe they offend, reCtifie them by their contraries, 
How farther to reſiſt the various Symptoms attending Ulcers {hall be ſet 
cown in the particular Cure of each ſeveral Species. 

4. The Fourth Intention is in curing the Ulcer it ſelf; which is, as I have 
already ſaid, by drying up the excrementitious ſerous Humour, and deterg- 
ing the more groſs. The Medicaments proper thereto, with the method in 


applying them, ſhall be treated of in the particular Cure of each Ulcer, to 
which I haſten.

A Simple Ulcer isa Solution of Continuity with Eroſion, having no other 
A Symptom or remarkable Aﬀection joyned with it. Of theſe, Authors 
make two kinds ; the one ow with Skin off, and the other with the loſs of 
Skin and ſome part of the Fleſh. As they call the firſt p/anum: or equal,ſo they 
call this latter cavum. The former is inconſiderable: the Cure of the latter 


ſhall here deliver. X 
In the doing of which two things offer themſelves : the one is the generati- 


'on of Fleſh, to fill up that Cavity ; and the other is the making a Czcatrix, to 


unite the ſeparated Lips of the Ulcer. 

To the proſecution of the firit Intention,1n reſtoring the loſtFleſh,it is neceſ: 
ſary that thePart affetted be free from diſtemper:tor the generation of Fleſh is 
the work of Nature, and her {trength conſiſts in the juſt temperament of the 
Part; which being ſo, our endeavour ought to be, that the Srcors putriting, 
whereoftheFleſh is generated, be good, & that it How moderately into thePart 
afleQed. To which purpole a good Diet mult here alſo be obſerved, with a 
reoulation of the Non-naturals ; that the Air be temperate, Exerciſe mode- 
rate. and in ſome caſes none atall. In Sleeping and watching a mediocrity 
ought to be obſerved ; natural Evacuations are to be continued,and theQuiet 
ofthe mind to be preſerved. Iftheſe things be duly obſerved, and the tone of 
the ulcerated Part preſerved by the moderate inflowing of good Juices, and 
the Matter in the Ulcer well digeſted,it is then capable of being healed : bur 
if the Ulcer be too dry,moiſt,or crude and undigeſted,it cannot incarn.There- 
fore it behoves that we conſider the temper of the Part ulcerated,and the Ex- 
crements flowing thereout,and thence take indication whether to uſe Suppu- 
ratives or Detergents,and when Sarcoticks are convenitent,or one more than 
another. Suppuratives ought to be of a lenient quality, temperately hot and 
moilt, proportioned to the Habit of body, as it 1s weak or ſtrong, and to the 
temper of the Part they are to be applied unto. The common Digeſtive is ze- 
rebinthina 19 tender bodies, with far.triticz,a little crocus pulv. cum vitell.ovi, In 
dricr bodies we add far. hordez, fabar. colophon, thus, pulv. ſem. fenugreci : to 
which we ſometimes add wel. roſat. & yr. de rof. ſicc. Unguezt. baſilicon is not 
inferiour toany. Theſe Medicaments ought to be of a moderate conſiſtence : 
not too liquid, lelt they make the Fleſh too lax, or run off the Pledgits, and 
leave them unealie to the Sore. For the ſame reaſon your Medicaments are 
not to be of too hard a conſiltence. The deeper Ulcers may admit of the more 
I:quid, that they may reach to the bottom. They are tobe uſed upon Lint in 
the form of Pledgits, Doſſils, or Tents ; and over them may be applied Re- 
frigerants, to contemperate the heat of the Part, and reſiſt the Fluxion. 

Suppuratives are of no longer uſe than till the Matter be well digeſted ; for 
rhrough the too long uſe of them the Ulcer may be made {ſordid : therefore 
when the Matter appears well digeſted, we mix Detergents with them, to 
cleanſe the Ulcer Of the milder ſort is this : R rerebinth.lot.in aq .acetof Ziv. ſuc. 
apii Zv). cog. ad conſumpt. ſucci,deinde adde vitell.unius ovi. Such 1s munaif.Para- 
celſi. In theſe kind of Ulcers I have frequently digeſted,deterged and incarned 
by the uſe of Merc. precipit. mixt with «xguerr. baſilicon more or leſs. The 
Ulcer deterged,( which you may know by the good condition of the Matter, 
together with the ruddy colour and firmneſs of Fleſh,)you may then proceed 
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by Sarcoticks. In the uſe of which you are to remember, that in the genera- 
ting of Fleſh two ſorts of Excrements ariſe, the one thin, called Santes, the 
other thick,diſtinguiſhed by the name of Sordes, How they diſturb the Ulcer 
in its healing, I have elſewhere told you, and now adviſe you that you conſi- 
der the temper of the Part,and what Senle it hath,& fit Sarcoticks according- 
ly, moderately ro dry and cleanſe leſt through error therein by over-drying 
you conſume the Fleſh you deſigned to raile,or by too moiſt A pplications ren- 
der it corrupt. The ſeaſon of che year is herein to be obſerved : for in the 
hotter ſeaſon Medicaments more cooling are required, and in cold weather 
more heating. Therefore at ſuch times we put thicker Comprels, and take 
more turns with our Rowls, than in hot weather. The Habit of body is alſo 
to be regarded. For in lax and tender Bodies Sarcoticks require to be mode- 
rately drying, ſuch as are o/1banwm, thus, aloe, cort, thuris, far fenugraci, 
orobi, &c. The Compounds are, unguerrt. matriſylv, or baſilicon magn. diapom- 
pholyg. unguent, tutie, calamiparis : or this ; B myrrhe, aloes, an. (8. thuris 5. 
maſtich, 18. gum. elemi 511), terebinth. Venet, 31v. ol. hyperici q. ſ. fiat Unzuentum. 
The more drying are, rad. ireos, ariſtoloch, rot. far. lupinor. ſarcocoll, aſa feti- 
az made up with mel deſpumat. | 

[ftheſe Medicaments be well proportioned to the nature of the Ulcer, the 
Matter will appear of good colour and conliſtence, andain lels quantity, and 
the Fleth of a natural colour, firm, and drawing into 2 healing condition, 
But :f the Medicaments were too drying, the Fleſh in the Ulcer will be pale, 
tlie Matter thin, and the Parts about heated with the diſturbance. | 

The U'cer incarned, you are to endeavour to cicatrize it by drying the 
Fleih into Callvs ; and foraſmuch as Callus 1s drier and harder than Fleſh, 
thereſore your Medicaments ought to be more drying than thoſe you incarn- 
cd with, and to be endued with an aſtringent Quality. 

The making of this Callzs is the work of Nature, yet 1s furthered by the ap- 
phcation of Medicaments, ( as I have ſaid. ) Ifthe remperament of the Part 
be well diſpoſed, you may obſerve the Ulcer to skin from the edges while it 
15 tiling with Fleſh within, and without the help of Epuloricks : but where 
the Part hath been long affected with Ulceration, it is uſually weak and our 
of temper, and is very difficult to cicatrize ; therefore ir requires Epuloticks 
accordingly more drying andaſtringent. 

Themil[der cicatrizing Simples are, b9/us Armen, ſang. dracon. creta, pulv. 
oſtreorum combuſt. roſ. =. | balauſt. ſumach, calx lota, ceruſſa, plumb. uſt um, tutia. 
A mixture of {ome of thele may be ſprinkled upon the Ulcer, or a Decottion 
of them applied upon Lint. Theſtronger are, ſacchar.Saturni, vitrio! Romes 
uſt. {quame eris, ferri, croc, Martis aſtrinzens. Theſe Powders may be mixed 
with Unguents. Or, Bk #nguert. calaminaris, Emplaſtr. griſei, an.\. liniment. 
Arcei 56. ſacchar, Saturn, 5). cere q.ſ. fiat Emplaſtrum. Or ſome of the above- 
laid Powders may be decoCted or diſſolved in proper Waters, and applied 
upon Lint, taking care that you do not by the uſe of them conſume the Fleſh, 
in ſtead of condenling it into Skin. 

The time of applying Epuloticks is, when the Fleſh is riſing up near 
the Lips of the Ulcer, ( before it grow too high) that it may be dried to 
Cicatrize even with it ; for Nature 1s not wanting the while to incarn. There- 
tore if you defer the uſe of Epuloricks till the Fleſh be grown equal with 
the Skin, you will be forced to uſe Eſcaroticks, or make an unſeemly Ci- 
£4174x : toavoid which we generally apply Epuloticks to the edges while 
we are incarning the middle. For by the way you muſt take notice, that 
none but ill conditioned Ulcers begin to cicatrize from the middle. If 
the Lips ofithe Ulcer lie not level with the Ulcer, it will not ealily cica-

trize: therefore in ſuch caſe you mult make a more ſtrict Compreſſion }y 
Bandage. 


Mongſt the various and ſundry ſorts of Ulcers that happen daily under 

my Cure, 1find it difficult to make out one Simple Ulcer, as Authors 
have deſcribed it to us, without other Symptom or Aﬀects joyned to it ; every 
Ulcer having ſomewhat of diſtemper till it be digeſted and brought into a 
healing condition. In which regard we ſhall call that a Simple Ulcer which 
hath feweſt Accidents attending it, and ſhall give youan Inſtance of one in 
a Gentleman, who having a ſmall inconfiderable Puſh riſen upon one of his 
Legs onthe outſide, he not taking notice of its mattering, 1t adhered to his 
Stocking, and became ulcerated in the Skin, witha {mall Inflammation and 
Swelling. I dreſſed the Ulcer with u-guent. baſilicon upon a Pledgit of Lint, 
applying Emplaſtr. oxelej with a ſoft Compreſs ot linen over it, and rowleq 
it up from the Small of the leg to the Gartering, adviſing him to favour his 
Leg what he could, by laying it ſometimes upon a Stool, Thus in two or 
three days it was digeſted, and freed of the Inflammation and Swelling, 
From that time I dreſſed it with unguent, tutie Vigon. by which I Cicatrized 
the Ulcer to the compaſs of a filver Halt-peny.The Patient ſuppoling himſelf 
cured left off the uſe of the Bandage, and gave himſclt the liberty to wall; 
abroad : upon which the Lips of theWUlcer grew high, and became inca- 
pable of cicatrizing that way. I therefore made a Palte of Cerule with »n- 
gnent. ro{at, which with Compreſs and Bandage preſſed the Lips even with 
the Ulcer, andcicatrized it in three or four days, whillt he was attending 
his attairs at home, 

Such another was commended to my hands by Doctor Weatherly. The 
Ulcer was in the Leg, and had been very vexatious to the Patient : it was ac- 
companied with ſome little Fluxion, enough to relax the Parts, and keep the 
Ulcer from digeſting, and conſequently from healing. Idreſled it as in the 


former Obſervation hath been ſaid ; only in ſtead of a Rowler I put on a la- 
ced Stocking : by the wearing of which the Humours were reſtrained, and 
the Patient cured himſelfin few days by the Unguents forementioned. 
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Cnare, II]. 
Of Ulcers with Intemperies. 


1 T frequently happens that Ulcers are ſubject to various complicated Af- 
| fas * Therefore the Cure mult neceſſarily vary accordingly. For which 
cauſe we ſhall now treat of Ulcers as they have Symptoms or Dilcaſes joyn- 
ed with them ; and begin with thoſe that labour under Intemperies, whether 
from corrupt Juices in the whole Body, or Imbecillity in ſome particular 
Part. Whatever it is, that Cauſe mult be firſt removed, betore you can hope 
to make good Digeſtion in order to the incarning or cicatrizing of the Ulcer. 

Intemperies 1s ſimple, or compound. The Simple are four, hot, cold,moiſt, Kinds. 
and dry : the Compound are, hot and molt, hot and dry,cold and nfviſt,cold 
and dry. We ſhall begin our Diſcourſe with the Hot 1ztempertes. 

A hot Intemperies may ariſe from a Fermentation of the Serum in the Hor 7s 
bloud, and that from ill Habit of body, il] Diet, or the like ; alſo from heat of Pris: 
the Air, or keeping the Part aftected roo hot, by lapping too many Cloaths : 
or Rowlers upon it, or by reaſon of too {trict Bandage, or by the applicati- 
on of too ſharp Medicaments. 

A cold Intemperies is cauſed by abundance of pituttous Humours, or by ex- @,,, ,.._ 
poling the Ulcer too much to the air in the time of dreſſing, or by the not remperies. 
enough defending it in cold weather by good Compreſles and Bandage, or 
through the application of Medicaments too cooling. 

A dry Intemperies may be occaſioned by the exhauſting of the natural heat, Dry !n- 
as in long chronick Diſeaſes, Hettical indiſpolitions,or by too {lender Diet,or Fri 
the like ; alſo through defeCt of Aliment in the Part it felt for want of uſe, as 
it frequently happens where Ulcers have Jong affected the Member. 

A moiſt Intemperies may proceed from abundance of Humours in the body, Moilſt /:- 
and Imbecillity of the Part affeQed from hard Bandage or too (labby Appli- 9: 
cations, or poſſibly want of Bandage. Wer and foggy weather 15 frequent- 
ly a cauſe of it. 

It the Intemperies be hot, the Ulcer and Parts about it are red, and the Signs of 
Patient complains of heat in the Ulcer. Alſo the Marter is ſharp, whence a ** 
pricking and burning is frequently felt, and ſometimes an itching in the Part. 

The Caule preceding will ſhew the nature of the Intempertes. 

Theſe ſorts of Ulcers are relieved with cooling Medicaments, and exaſpe- 
rated by thoſe that hear. 

The cold Intexperies may be diſtinguiſhed by the livid or pale colour of the gigns of 
Ulcer and Parts about it ; the Fleſh in the Ulcer is whitiſh and looſe ; the Pa- cold. 
tient alſo complains of cold. It ftindsrelief by Medicaments that are heating. 

A moilt Inremperies may be judged by the too much humidity in the Ul- Signs of 
cer : and it that Humour be not acrimonious, the Fleſh will be luxurious mos 
and flaccid, The great diſcharge of excrementitious Humours and the Ha- 
bit of body will evidently diſcover the Cauſe. 

A dry Intemperies is for the moſt part judged by the Habit of the body, it Signs of 
being lean and dry ; the Member or Part dileaſed is alſo dry and ſqualid, the ®?: 
Lips thin and lank, and with little moiſture. | 

By the Signs of theſe Simple Intemperies the Compound may be judged of, Prozne- 

As all Ulcers complicated with great Diſeaſes are of difficult Cure, and ** 
therefore called Cacoethe:ſo theſeUlcers labouring under Inremperies,though 
they be well handled, are hard of Cure, and may be truly reckoned among 
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the Cacoethe, malign and rebellious Ulcers. But thoſe accompanied with 
Siccity are the worſt ; for that we are neceſſitated to neglect the Cure of the 
Ulcer, to ſuccour the Part affected. The Cure is alſo long in efteQting, by 
reaſon that the whole Habit of body requires by HumeQtation to be altered, 
which is a work of time : whereas the Ulcer diſtempered with heat, cold,or 
moiſture, may be cured while you are removing the Intempertes, 


H E Cure of theſe Ulcers conſiſts in the removing of the Intemperics. 

Therefore in the firſt place youare to conſider whether it be hot, cold, 
moiſt, or dry, and endeavour to reſtore the diſeaſed Part to its natural temper 
by its contraries; as 1f it be hot, treatir with Refrigerants, to the moiſt apply 
Deſiccants, and ſo the reit : having care the while that you do not neglect the 
Cure of the Ulcer. But if it be ſo that both may not be relieved at one and the 
ſame time, then you are to regard that which moſt requires your help. It the 
Ulcer beaccompanied with a hot Inremperies, that mult be tirfſt removed by 
Refrigerants of an aſtringent and repellent quality, milder or ſtronger accor- 
ding tothe greatneſs or {malneſs of the Diſtemper. Alſo a cooling and moi- 
ſtening Diet is to be obſerved, with regulation of the Non-naturals. If there 
be Plethora, Purging and Bleeding are neceſſary, as well for Evacuation as 
Revulſion. The Ulcer it ſelf requires detergent and exliccant Remedies : Bur 
in conſideration that the hot Intemperies conſumes the humidity in the U1- 
cer, and renders ir le{s moiſt,therefore theſe Ulcers are to be treated with the 
milder Driers, yet with regard tothe greatneſs of the Intemperies, and the 
quantity of Matter the Ulcer diſcharges. The Topicks are unguert. diapom: 
phol. tutre, album, unguent. et plumbo, e calce, baſilicon, with Pracipitate. 

The external Remedies to be applied over the Part affected, to abate the 
heat of the Intemperies, may be unguent. album camphorat. Emplaſtr, atapalm. 
cum ſuccts, Emplaſtr. oxeleum, &C. unguent. refrig, Galeni, nutritum, & popule- 
on. The Unguents may be applied ſimply, or made into a Cerote with white 
Wax. Over them may be applied cloaths dipt in Oxycrate, or red Wine, or 
Juices of fo/. plantag. polygon, laituc. burſ. paſtors, with acetum, or red Wane, 
wherein have been infuſed flor, roſ. rub. bace. myrtill, balauſt, ſumach, &c, 


A Reverend Divine of a good age, having laboured {ome months under an 
Ulcer on the inſide of his right Leg along the Shin-bone with much pain,ſent 
jor me. The Part affected was diſtempered with great heat, and the Ulcer 
diſcharging a Sanies,endeavours had been uſed to digelt it cum terebinth.C vi- 
tcl, ovi, and ſuch like, unſucceſsfully. 1 fometited the Ulcer and Parts about 
with Claret-wine, and dreſſed it with two parts of »»guent. diapompholyg.and 
one part of u7gnent. baſilicon maj, with Pracipitate. Upon the Lips of it I ap- 
pliet Pledgirs ſpred with wget. diapomphol. and an Emplaiter of ſome of 
the ſame diapomphol. overall, with Compreſs wrung out of the Wine, and 
rowled it up lightly, placing his Leg in bed as befqre. The next day I brought 
a DecoCtion of fol. plantag. ſummitat. rubi, equiſeti, flor. roſ. rubr. balauſt. to 
which I added ſome Wine ; and while it was heating I took of the Dreſlings, 
and found the heat ſomewhat allay'd,and the Ulcer well diſpoſed to Digelti- 
on. I ſtuped the Ulcer, dreſſing the Parts about with u»guert. tutie mag 12.

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N the Cure ofan Ulcer with a cold I»texperies there 1s required an obſer- Cure of 2 
Ii vancein Diet and other Non-naturals, as hath been preſcribed in cold pot 
Tumours, -with Purgations to evacuate the Cacochymia, and alterative De- 
coctions to attenuate and dry the Humours. Outwardly are required Megi- 
caments heating ; and, foraſmuch as it is the nature of cold to {treighten the 
Pores and harden the fleſh in Ulcers, they ought alſo to be attenuating and 
rarefying. The Medicaments proper to dreſs the Ulcer ought to be drying 
and detergent. The degrees of theſe qualities mult be taken trom the diſtem- 

er of the Ulcer and Partaffected, as it is much or little ; allo from the Age 
of the Patient, and Seaſon of the year ; and from the greatneſs or {malneſs 
of the Ulcer. |

Nicotiane Over it, W ith Emplaſtr, de ſanayce, 
Compreſs and Bandage,and dreſled it not again till the third day.In the while 
I purged him withan Apozeme made with a Deco#?. polypodii,ſenne,rhabarb. 
avaric. ſem. carthami, to which was added ſy7.de ſpin. cerv. and put him into a 
Decoction of /ar/a, 1/73. guataci,ſaſſafras,$c. then provided a laced Stocking, 
and a Fomentation made of abſizth. hyperic. centaur. flor. cham, bacc. myrtill. roſ. 
rubr. and balauſt, boiled in Wine and Water, with an addition of fþ1rit, vin : 
after that I took off Dreſſings, fomented the Part attected,and dreſſed the 111- 
cer cam unguent Nicotiane,with a mixture of pulv. precipitat. and Emplaſty dia- 
chyl. ireat. and laced on the Stocking with a good Compreſs under it. By 
which I brought the Ulcer to Digeſtion, flatted the Lips even, diſpoſed it to 
incarn, and afterwards cicatrized the Ulcer with Pledgits preſſed out of a 
ſfpir. vint wherein was diffolved a few grains of ſacchar. Saturni,

The {imple dry- 
ing Medicaments in theſe Ulcers are, Litharg. auri & argenti, minium, ceruſ- 
fa, plumb. uft. and the like, of which Medicaments may be made up. Or you 
may make choice of foe of theſe Compounds.

Obſervaz A Gentleman of a full Body, between fifty and ſixty years of age, abound- 
of an Ul- ing with Cacochymra, and ſubjett to Swellings in his Legs by reaſon of the 
——_ Gout, which he was frequently afited with,by ſome accidentrubb'd the skin 
rewperies. off his left Leg. He endeavoured the curing it by healing Medicaments,but it 
was thereby the more exaſperated, and ſpred larger. I,obſerving the roo moilt 
Intemperies of the Part, and the Matter cruſted about upon the ſound edges, 
bathed it with aq.calci,drefſed the Ulcerations with unguert.gde lithargyr. and 
applied a Comprels wrung out of the ſaid 44. calcis over that with good Ban- 
dage. After I had thus dreſſed him, I let him bloud in the Arm about ten 
ounces, and the next day purged him with halt an ounce of Ele, caryocoſt in, 
3ut notwithſtanding thele endeavours, I found in the taking oft Drellings a 
great diſcharge ofa hot ſerous H umour, which increaſed theUlcerationsmuch. 
I therefore cauſed aFomentation tobe made of ſome of the aforementioned In- 
gredients,to fortifie the weak Part againſt the Influx,and to dry up the Ulcer, 
and applied my Pledgits,ſpred with Epuloticks, ſomewhat more diſtant one 
from another, that the thin Humour might ger out between them ; then ap- 
plied a Comprels {pred with #zgacnt. mutr;tum over all, rowled it up equally, 
repeated the Purgation, & ordered him each other night 5v). /yr.d2 meconio 1 
a9.papaveris rhead, with a little-ag.cinnamon hordeat. Oblerving in taking of 
my Dreſſings, that the Matter would in ſpite of my endeavours be here and 
there ſhut in by the Pledgits which lay upon the edges of the Ulcerations, 1 
ſprinkled them with palv. lap. tutie preparat, and forbore the uſe of Pledgits 
there, ſuppoſing that way to give vent to the Matter,and at the ſame time to 
cicatrize them,and the while dreſſed the Ulcer with Pledgits prefſed our of a 
ſiprick DecoCtion in ſome places,and in other with «#guezt, e plumbo, But I 
found on the next Dreſlings that the Powder cruſted upon the edges, and by 
retention of the Humour cauſed Erolion underneath. I then made a Solution 
of p!p. lap. tutie, corn. cerv. uſt, calx lot, &c. ina Decottion of fol. plantag. [a- 
licis, ſummitat. rubi & equiſeti, dipping little bits of tine Lawn in it, andap- 
plied Deſiccatives upon that ; on the edges, uzguert. deficcativum ruby, mixt 
with «zeuert. te calce lot. inthe middle I ſprinkled ſome Powders, as boli r- 
men. corn. cerv, uſt, Various endeavours were uſed ; but by this laſt way the 
Ulceration was cured. Then a laced Stocking was put on, which reſtored the 
Parttoits natural tone. Of this Intemperies you will find an Obſervation in 
Herpes, and another inthe Treatiſe of Mounds, particularly that in the out- 
jide of a young Nobleman's Leg, which puzled two eminent Chirurgeons as 

wellas my ſelf. And whereever you meet it, you ſhall find ditficulty. 
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cur-ofa JF N the Cure of an Ulcer with dry Intemperzes, you are to apply your endea- 
Lf =. 4 vours more immediately to the removing the [temperjes,and content your 
ſelf the while in dige(ting the Ulcer, and keeping it clean. You are here to 
conſider the Cauſe of the Drought ; whether it were from defeCt of Nouriſh- 
ment in the whole Body, or in ſome particular Part, or in both. Ifthe firit, 
thena goodDiet muſt be directed of ſuch meats as are ofeaſie and good nutri- 
ment.In this caſe Wine 1s allowed to be moderately drank. In the ſecond and 
chird caſes, youare toendeavour that thealiment be attraCted into the affeQed 
Part by putting it upon action,if it may conſiſt with the Cure of the Ulcer. O- 
therwile Friction, Pitch Emplaſters, FOReNArOOSEROcarnoaFontancth

The while the Intemperies is removing, the Ulcer may be drefſed with the 
milder Digeſtives, or with #zgzezt. baſilicon and Precipitate ; which is allo a 
good Detergent and Sarcotick : or this : IN thuris, rnaſtich. ſarcocolle, an. =]. 

56. cere albe q./. fiat Unguentnm, 11 thetreat- 
ing of theſe Ulcers, you are to becaretul thar your Applications to the Ulcer 
be not too drying, leſt you thereby bring the Intempertes again upon the Part. 
The Ulcer incarned, you may proceed with Epuloticks, as hath been all 
along delivered. 


A Youth ofabout thirteen years of age was brought out of the Country, 9... 
and lodged near me. He laboured under ſeveral Ulcers 1n his right Leg, one of an 1 
eſpecially upon an Exoffofis on the Os 7ibze 0n the inlide near the Ancle, The oa hethng 
Ulcer was large, and of an oval figure, the Lips pale, dry and thin, the 124-14 x, 
Matter little and ſanious, the Leg it felf emaciated and ſqualid ; which I ſup- 

{ed was by the weakneſs of the native heat from not uſing cf the Lim, 
[ cauſed his Leg to be bathed with warm water, and dreiled the Ulcers with 
anguent. baſilicon and Pracipitate, applying a Cerote over all ofa mixture of 
unguent aialthee,ol.ex pedibus bavinis,and Wax; then rowled a ſotr Comprels 
onit, to retain the Dreſſings on and keep it warm, and ordered his Dict as 
above ſaid. The lefler Ulcers digeſted and cured by the ordinary Epul ticks ; 
but the larger upon the Exofto/zs would not digeit tor three aavs together 
with any Medicaments : which gave me cauſe to {uſpect the Bone under it to 
be carious, and that I ſhould be neceſſitated to lay it bare : bur I could not by 
ſearch of my Probe feel it. I continued to nouriſh the Part by bathing it with 
emollient Decoctions and Embrocations, with o/. ex ped. bovinis, and gave 
the Patient liberty to uſe his Leg by ſetting his Foot on the ground ; by 
which it ſwelled, and became more humid. After ſome while, when I ſaw 
the temper ofthe Member alter, I ordered a laced Stocking to be put on, for 
that I could not with a Rowler make {uch a Compreſſion ſo near the Ancle 
as I would, without cauſing a ſwelling in his Foot. I dreſſed it with Pled- 
gits of Lint dipt in a Solution of TinQture of Vitriol iz 49. rubi, and made the 
Compreſhon over it ; by which method rhe Ulcer cured with a firm Cica- 
tr1x upon thar Exoffoſis, He went well cured out of my hands, and I ſppoſe 
1S well to this day. Theſe kind of Ulcers are frequently ſeen in HeCtical and 
emaciated Bodies and withered Lims. 
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Ainis alſo one of the Symptoms which interrupts the Cure of Ulcers, 
and affes the Part ſometime after the Ulcer is cured, whence various 
Accidents are ſtirred up, as Fever, Watching, and a Profternation of ſpi- 
rits. Therefore it requireth our utmoſt endeavours ſpeedily to remove or 
mitigate 1t. 
1he Cares of Pain are acrid ſharp Humours corroding the Ulcer,and hea- 
ting the Parts about ; proceeding either from a repletion of evil Juices aboun- 
ding in the Body, or through miſapplication of Medicaments in Chirurgery, 
as not timely digeſting the Ulcer, or trom too long uſe of Abſterlives. 
Signs. The Complaint of the Patient will demonſtrate the Pain, and the Sym- 
ptoms will ſhew the Cauſe ; whether it ariſe from want of Digeſtion or De- 
terſion, the Matter will teſtihe. 3 
as The removing of the Pain requireth a right diſtinguiſhing of its original J 
Caule, The Habit of bocy is alio to be confidered, how it 1s 1n fault: and 
accordingly as there 1s P/zthora or Cacochymia,you ought to make Evacuation 
by Purging, or Bleeding, or both, and uſe contemperating Juleps, Opiats, 
and the like. Alſo the Patient's eating and drinking ought to be regulated 
Proportionately. 

i hee things premiſed, you are to apply your ſpeedy endeavours to re- 
move the Pain by proper Anodynes. If the Ulcer be ſanious, it wants Dige- 
ſtion ; and that 1s furthered by ſuch Medicaments as have a temperate hear, 
as we have already ſhewe1. The heat in the Parts about may be mitigated by 
Lenients, as 1s before ſaid in Twmonrs, and after in Wounds, or by ſuch like ; 
as the Mucilages of ſem. cydon. pſyllii, althea, extracted in decodt. malvay. and 
far. hordei, croc. & vitell, ovi, axung.gallin, porcin, made into the form of a 
Cataplaſm, or with Wax intoa Cerote, or ceratum Galeni, or that with 
populeon : if more cooling be required, unguent. nutritum, alb, camphorat. Em. 
plaſtr, e bolo, &C. 

If the Pain ariſe from hot acrid Humours fretting the Ulcer, it may be 
drelled with unguert. diapompholygos, Or unguent. e plumbo, unguent. tutiz 
imply, or mixed with baſilicoz, with a little Praecipitate, with Compreſs 
wrung out of Oxycrare, or red Vine, whereby the heat may be contempera- 
ted, and the Part ſtrengrhened to relilt the Influx, by which the Cure of the 
Ulcer may happily be ettected. 

If the Pain be cauſed by a fordid Matter ſticking to the bottom of the U1- 
cer, and hindering tranſpiration, you cannot remove the Pain without De- 
terſives ; of which Merc. precipitat, 15 the beſt and mildeſt. 

Pain is ſo familiar an attendant of Ulcers,as it is not eaſie to repreſent you 
any one without it : but in complicated Ulcers it may not poſſibly be o ealic 
to diltinguiſh irs Cauſe, nor yer ſo direttly ro demonſtrate the way of relie- 
ving it, as ina Simple Ulcer, where there is no other Symptom joyned witl! 
It. Amongit which I ſuppoſe it may appear moſt conſpicuous in Fontanels ; 
I therefore have choſe to give you a few Inſtances of ſuch, bur ſhall begin 
with one ariting froman Accident. 

x A perſon 
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Perſon of about forty years of age, of a full and {corbutical Body, by 7. Obſers 
ſome accident broke her Shin,and endeavcured tlie curing ot it : but it 
daily 2 more paintul,and not to be endurcd, I was ſeat for, ani, obler- 


ving the Ucer ſanious, propoſed Digeſtion as the only way to remove the 
Pain. 1 dreſſed the Ulcer with two parts ofthe common Digeſtive ex zere- 


biath. and one part of »ngnert. trtie mag. ſpred upon a Pledgir. The Ulcer 
was of {o exquiſite ſenſe, that it would ſcarce bear the Pledgit. I applied 
unguent, alb. camphorat. ſpred Emplalter-wiſe, with a Comprels of foft Linen 
over it, and rowled it up from the Foot to the Gartering lightly, a lirtle to 
reſtrain the Influx. This method I continued three days, by which thel1llcer 
was pretty well digeſted,and leſs painful ; but the Leg was [ubject to Fluxion: 
and 1 doubted how it would cure fo luddenly as was expected without the 
help of a more ſteady Bandage,meaning a laced Stocking But ſhe repled,they 
had alway made her ſick. I then propoſed Purging. 1o which ihe objeQet] 
the want of convevience. I continued the dreſſing of the Ulcer as before, till 
it vas digeſied well ; then] dreſſed it with Pledgits dipt in ag. ca/crs over- 
thu art the ends ofthe Ulcer, witha Pledgit of anguert. tutie in the middle, 
to cicatrizc it from the eni,and applied ungnent deſiccativ.rub, over themas an 
Enpla!.er,then rowled it up ; by which 1t cicatrizedin a few days.Afﬀter the 
Patient {aw her ſelf fo ſuddenly cured. ſhe became well inclined to havea laced 
Stocking put upon that Leg,and,lincing no inconvenience by it,beſpake ano- 
ther tor the other, and returned well {atisfed to her toule in the Country. 

Some months after this perion being again in the Town was grievoully 2. Obſer- 
paincd with a Fontanel in her left Arm, which ſhe had kept for the {pace of 3%. 
cighc years ; but now, not being able to eaſe her ſelt by the uſual method, ſhe Sordes, 
threw out the two Peaſe, and endeavoured to cure it : but it became more 
painful, and would not heal. I,being ſent tor,oblerved the Ulcer to retain the 
torm the Peaſe had given it, by reaſon of a grayiſh viſcid lordid Matter that 
covercd the bottom and ſides thereot. This hindered the Tranſpiration, an 
ſtirred upa great heat about and in the Ulcer : the Lips grew turgid with 
the anguith, and ſo painful that ſſie could not endure the wiping the thin 
Ichor trom it with a ſoft Rugin with her own hands. 

This Ulcer required Deterlion,& the belt Anodyne had been to have filled 
It with Przcipitate,and to have applied Lenients over it. But her complaints 
put me upon thedreſling it with ſuch Medicaments as ſhe had leaſt apprehen- 
lon of, which were nzgnuent.haſilicon with Pracipitate upon a DoTil, which I 
laid inthe Ulcer lightly with Pledgits of ungnent. diapomphol. over the Lips, 
and gent, album overall; ſhe faltninga Cloath over it, according as it 
v0ud bear. She then complained grievoully of the pain ſhe felt by the Dol- 
Ilinthe Ulcer, and was, as ſhetold me next morning, ina Peverall that 
n'ph. Iconticued the ſame Dreſſings, only applied Emplaſtr. © bolo over all 
that Part rear the Ulcer, which remitted the hear and pain thereabout ; 
but the Ulcer was exceſſive painful for the ſpace of two hours after dreſling : 
yet tie Lips of the Ulcer had caſt off part of the Sord-s, and the Ulcer it 
lelf looked better after three or four days Dreſſings. The Parts withour 
were 10 well tempered, that ſhe could bear a Compreſs and Bandage : but 
the Pain in the Ulcer continued for ſome hours after dreſſing, and returning 
again inthe evening, laſted a preat part of the night. Upon which conſide- 
ation Lichired her to give me leave todrels it with Przcipirate, alſuring her 
eaiclrom it, She permitting me, I dipped my. Doſhil in the Pracipitate, and 
Ipriakled ſome of it where the Sordes was thickeſt. I then applied my Doſlil 
over 1t, and a Pledgit with yz2guent. dizpomphol, over that,with Emplaſter and 
Banda7e, as betore, and reſolved not to open it again till the third day after ; 
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but was called the next morning, and informed by her ſelf, that ſhe had been 
much eaſier ſince the dreſſing: and indeed at the next dreſſing I found a 
Slough come away with the Dreſſings, which was the Sordes. I dreliled it 
with #ngwent. baſiliconand Precipitate mixed as at firit, with the other Ap. 
plications and Bandage ; and rhe ſecond day after dreſſing it again, and hind- 
ing it well digeſted, and free from Pain, I put an Orange- Pea 1n the Ulcer, 
and continued it as a Fontanel with much eaſe. 

T hus in {corburically-habired ill Bodies, abounding with Cacochymia, we 
frequently {ce theſe ſimple Ulcers afflicted with ſharp Humours, which cor- 
rode them, and render them painful fordid Ulcers ; which, 1t not tmely &- 
lieved by Deterſives and Lentents, do rerminate in putrefactive Ulcers. 

A Perſon of Honour of about thirty {ix years of age,labouring under ſharp 

}- OV" Humonrs, was ordered a Fontanel in her Thigh, which a Chirurgeon made, 

Pin from and fitted with an Orange Pea. It grew very painful ; but the Patient, ſup. 

Putretetie poſing it ſhould be ſo, endured tt fo long till ſhe contd notftand with it. [ 

£ was ſent for, and ſaw the Thigh much 1welled and heated with the exceflive 
Pain, an the Ulcer covered with a brown Soraes, anda quantity of athin 
Gleet iffuing from it. I threw out the Pea, fomented the atjected Part and 
Ulcer with Wine, filled the Ulcer with Merc.precipztat, and applied «gent. 
fitie with Pledgits over it, with Emplaſtr.e bolv over ail,rowling it up, and ad- 
viſing lier to keep her Chamber and Palter. The third day atter I dreſſed her 
again : the Slough came in part away. I dreſſed it up again as before ; and 
the third day after found the Ulcer digeited, The pain mitigated the firlt 
night, and the heat went oft the next dre!ling. I healed this Fontancl in te 
days, and made her one 1n her Arm. 

But in fuch indifpoſed Bodies Pain doth not aitet the Ulcers only, but 
the Partsallowhere they have been, after they are cured. 

4- Obſer- A Maid of about thirty five years of age,of a ſcorbutick Habit of body, had 

t- an Iiſue made in her left Arm, which was continued running many years; 
but at length, whether through negligence, or from ſome other rea{on,ſhe ſut- 
fered it todry up. The Winter following ſhe grew very much out of order 
by reaſon of a great complicationot11|lSymproms,otwhichthe molt im portant 
was an intolerable pain tn that Arm and place where her ItJue had formerly 
been. After various courſes of Phyſick and external applications, ſhe was 
in ſome meaſure relieved, and was pretty tree all the following Summer : but 
in theWinter,v/z.1672. her pain returned with ſuch violence,as to affitt not 
only the' place of the Iſſue with ſuch pains, rhat ſhe likened it to the cutting 
offof the Arm, but it ſtretched it ſeclfin a while after to the whole Arm, 
Shoulder, yea the very S:de it felt ; fothat many Attempts being made, the 
Chirurocois 1n the Country opened two lijues on cach tide ofthe ſeat ot the 
old one. N'any other things were done, till at laſt ſhe came into my hands, 
Doctor Matter Needham was her Phyſician, and upon examination tound her 
afflicted with a Rhermatiſmnus for which he inſtituted a convenient courle,and 
Judged withil that the'Pain of the Part was from the uſual way Nature had 
raken tothe old Iſſue, whither the ſharp Humours making their paſſage, and 
fhnding no vent,did diſperſe themſelves through all the branches of che Axil- 
ary Artery on that ſide,viz.tothe Scapulary and T horacick branches. fc. ihe 
Pain being every where found according to the places of their diftribucion. 

To the Cure of this, beſides what was inwardly adminiſired,it was though! 
requilite to eat down deep by/a-Cſtick into the place where the-old Iit ue 
had been, and thereby to divide the Fibres «of the Membrane of the Biceps. 
which lay juſt under it, 'and ſeemed to he the place of the principal Pais. 
When this was done, *we divided the Elcar, and cut it out, «then hilled che 
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Opening with Precipitate, and applied a Pledgit of u-guert. baſilcon with of. 
/ilijorum upon it, and dreſſed ir up. We dreſled it every other day, til [ the re- 
maining Eſcar and Slough ſeparated ; then we incarned and cicatrized the 
111cer even. From the time of the Opening this her Pain ceaſed, and ſhe was 
well of that, but laboured under a Rhenmatiſmus in great meaſure, it {welling 
her Thighs, Leg, Hips, and lower Belly : but by frequent Phlebotomy, Purg- 


ing, and other Preſcriptions, ſhe was by my laid Friend happily cured.

Of Ulcers with Fluxion, 


UT ir rarely happens that Pain aflits an Ulcer without Aﬀfux of Hu- 
mours : we thall therefore ſay ſomewhat of that, it being a great cauſe of 
the difficulty we meet with in the Cure of Ulcers. 

W hat the Carſes of Fluxion are, hath been delivered when I treated of Tu- cw. 
mours in general, viz. the Part mittent, and Part recipient : That vicious 
Humours peccant 1n quantity-or quality are either thrulit forth by the Parr 
mittent, through the ſtrength of nature ; or attracted by the Patt recipient, 
by reaſon of heat or pain ; or are moved to it by reaſon of its weakne!s, or 
low ſituation, which rendreth the deſcent of the Humours more calie, 

An Ulcer with Aﬀfiux of Humours 1s diſcerned by the tumetaction of the $izns. 
Lips and Parts about it; and from the abundance of excreme!titious Hu- 
mours flowing from the Ulcer. Ir is alſo accompanied with Inflammation 
proportionably tothe quality of the Humours. 

All Ulcers with Fluxion are of difficult Cure,theUlcers being thereby ren- Prozna- 
dred lax and indiſpoſed with Pain, Tumour, &c. and by how much the grea- *'* 
ter the Influx of Humour is, {o much the more diihicult 1s the Cure. 

 Inthe Cure of rhis Uicer, the Cauſe of the Flux1on is to be enquired into ; Cure. 
whether it proccedeth from Humours peccant in quantity or quality, thruſt 
forth by the Part mittent upon the inferiour weak Parts, or that it was at- 
trafted to it by reaſon of heator pain. If Heat was the Caule, that muſt be 
removed as hath been ſaid in the Chapter of a Hot Intemperies. If Pain was 
the Caule, you mult endeavour to mitigate that by Lenients, as hath been 
ſhewed in the preceding Chapter. If Plenitude be the Cauſe, a lender Diet 
ought to be preſcribed, and VenazſeCtion if nothing hinders, and the Body 
kept ſoluble by Clylters and the like. 

If the Humours gffend by reaſon of their evil quality, Purgatives are pro- 
per, according to the uality of the Humour : and if they be too fluid, they 
mult be incraſſated on contemperated by Alteratives, as Endive, Siiccory, 

Sorrel, Purllane, Lettice, in Broths ; alſo Barly-cream, Emultions, Violets, 
Citron, Rasburies, and the like : and the Humour flowing tothe weak Part 
may be averted by Revulfion, Interception, and Repulſion. What they are, 
and where they ought to be applied, you may ſee more particularly in the 
Treatile of Tumours 11 general. 

The Medicaments proper to {trengthen the weak Part, and reſiſt the In- 
flux, ought ro be of a cold and aſtringent quality ; as fol. plantao. polygon. 
ſummit, rubi, equiſeti, cort. ulmi, flor. roſ. - bacc, myrtill. balauſt. nuc. gland.

querc, cypreſi. gallar. Some of theſe may be juiced, others powdered and mixt 
with Unguents, or boiled in O:xycrate, or red Wine, and appiied with Stupes 
to the Part. In great Fluxion and in ſtrong Bodies ag. a/uminis and 29. ca!- 
ci5 may be of uſe; tothe latter of which may be added a tew grains of Sub. 
limate. 

The Unguents may be »zguent. nutritum, alb, camphorat, ungient deſiccatiny, 
rub. cerat. Ualent, Emplaſtr.de minio, e bolo, &c. But foraſmuch as theſe Ulcers 
are frequently diſturbed by ſharpHuwours impacted in the Pores, which can- 
not be repelled, and by their acrimony may ſtir up pain and Inflammation ; 
you ſhall therefore have regard to the Ulcer, todigelt and deterge it, while 
you outwardly refit the Influx upon the Parts about it: and let your Deter- 
gents be ſuch as are more drying than 1n {imple Ulcers, but with little acrimo. 
ny : of which ſort you may find choice ſer down in the Chapter of the Mo:/ 
Intemperies, to which lreter you. The Ulcer deterged, you may incar: 
with ſuch like: W rerebinrh, Verner. 511. ſevi vaccint 51, plumb, nfti vi. ttt? 
prepar. corn, cv. uſt, an. 51). Miſc. To which may be added hrs, ſarcocolla, 
reſina pin. &c. For in the dreiling of Ulcers the proportioning of Medica- 
ments ought to be left to the diſcretion of the Chirurgeon, avoiding grealie 
Applicaticns in thete Ulcers as muchas may be. "The Uicer incarne4, you 
may proceed by Epuloticks, as hath been all along inewed. 


Maid {ervazs.r living in a Noble Family had cut the inſide of her right 
Leg by a Fall upon a hot Grate-1ron, and, having ſuffered about eig!:t 


Puxiot, weeks under il Chirurgery, was commended to my care. The Ulcer was

with loſs of ſubltance and lanious, with ſome pituitous Swelling in the Lt;s 
and Parts about. I dreſſed it with #n2zeprt. baſilicon mixed with Pracipitate, 
as it is uſually in my Salvatory, 5. of it to one ounce of the Unguenr. I app!!- 
ed over it an £mplaſtr, d;achalcit. ſprinkled with a little acetium, and a Com: 
preis wrung our of Oxycrare, then rowled it up' with the expullive Bandage ; 
the Cure indeed conlilting mainly in the well rowling, the want of that cau- 
ſing trequently Crudity in the Ulcer. By the uſe of it both the Influx was re- 
ſtrained, and the Member ſtrengthened, and with the help of the Unguent 
alorclaid it was digeſted: as the Lips flatted by virtue of Compreſſion, it 
incarned, and by «ngwert. tutie ani Pledgits dipt 10 ag. calcis cicatrized in 
few days, without Purging or Bleeding. 

A Man about fifty years old, ot a grols Body, frequently afMiQed with the 
Gour, and labouring then under itin his left Leg, ( as I remember) was com- 
mended to an Empirick, who pretended extraordinary skill in the Cureot 
tha: Diſeaſe, but underitood no more than what he had learned by Books. T he 
Patient's Leg was much {welled with pituitous Humours, as moſt fat Bolics 
arc that have long laboured under the Gout,and no Medicaments or Bandazx 
were ulcd to fortitte the weak Member. He began the Cure by Purging, and 
then proceeded by bathing his Leg ina Tub with ſome NecoRQion of Herbs, 
&c. The Bath might poſſibly be good ; but the putting tis Leg into it, as1: 
ſeemed, ſerved but to lead the Humours more powerfully down to it,and cn- 
creaſed the Swelling. W hereupon he was again purged by ſtrong Cathar- 
ricks, it was ſuppoſed Leckyer's Pills : he was allo frequently vomited as 
roughly ; but without ſuccels, the Gout continuing, and the Leg growing 
more weak and ſwelled. * Endeavours were ufed by Emplaſters ot various 
forts, and Purgataves repeated, till the Patient's ſpirits and ſtrength were 
near exhauſted, the Empirick contidently promiſing a Cure thereby, But the 
Patient not able ng toendure his Applications, I was ſent for, and found 


him extreamly weak, and complaining much of Pain, I rook an Emplalicr 
oil 
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03 his Leg, I ſuppoſe Emplaſir. ar Yanis Cum Dercurio, | 
Nſercury with Gums ; it was ſpred thick upon Leather, and lay 1n great 
wrinkles about the whole Leg : under it was great Excoriation, with Ty- 
mour and Inflammarion. I cauſed ſome water to be warmed, an dwhile it 
was held over a Veſſel my Servant bathed it witha Sponge, tocleanic it,and 
vojvea breathing to the Humour. I then dreſſed the Ulceration with u-p er. 
zutie, and applied ceratum refr igerans Galeni, cut into picces, to give way for 
the diſcharge of the Humour,and rowled the Leg from the Foot to the Knee. 
After I had continued this methcd of drefiing a tew days, mitigated the pain, 
and digeſted the Ulceration, I left off the ule of the Cerote, dreſſed the U1- 
cer with nngatzpt, deficcativ. rubr. applied un2uent, nutritumns over ail, then 
rowled the Member more {trictly, and thereby c:catrized the Ulceraiion, and 
he vas free f,om the Gout. I ordered him a laced Stocking, and by mode- 


rate and equal lacing it reſtored the Leg to a better ſhape than it had been in 


many years before, and left him well recruited in his ſtrength; forewarning 
him again to truſt ſuch Braggers.

A Servant to a Nobleman in the Country, by a Fall upon a ſharp picce of ,, or. 
Timber, bruiſed and cut his left Leg from the Shin-bone tranſverſe the out- var. 


ſide of the Calf of his leg. Through neglect in the Country it inflamed and 
fwelled very much, and the Ulcer became undigeſted. He was ſent upto 
Town, and lodged near me. I fomented the Part attected with Wine,dreifed 
the Ulcer cum terebinth, vitcll, ovi & far. hordei, applied Emplaſtr. c bolowith 
a Comprels wrung out of the ſaid Fomentation, androwled it up; then let 
him bloud. The next day I fomented his Leg with a Decoci1on of jome of 
the Simples above mentioned, dreſſed his Ulcer as betore, and applied an 
Emplalier of farina fabarum, pulv. ro. rubr. balanſt. bacc, myrtill, [19:21ch, de- 
cocted in Wine, adding ſome mel commune to it, Thus 1n few days the Ul- 
cer digeſted, and the Tumour waſted. Then I deterged with the ſame Dige- 
{tive, adding pulv. rad. ariſtoloch. ireos, ſarcocoll, & mel roſ. touching the Ul- 
cer with the Vitriol-ſtone daily more or leſs, and applied Emplaſtr, e bolo as 
at firſt; then by a more (trit Bandage diſpoſed the Lips of the Ulcer to in- 
carn ; and by »zguent. e plumbo & deficcativ. rubr, 1 cicatrized it, and direCt- 
ed him a Jaced Stocking to be put on, and returned him to his Lord.

H E ariſing of luxurious Fleſhin Ulcers ſometimes createth a difficulty 
1n their Cure. 
Caue, The Cauſe is either from abundance of ſerous Humours flowing into

{luous Fleſh from the good, who thereupon continueth the uſe of mild De- 
tergents or drying Mecicaments. 
The Signs are lo evident that they need no Remarks. 
The Indication of Cure is taken from the Cauſe. If Fluxion were the

Chap. VII. Of Ulcers with Caries in the Bones. 


Cnae. VII. 
Of Ulcers with Caries in the Bones. 


Cari»s or Rottenneſs in the Bone is frequently found in Ulcers, and 
'ometimes giveth riſe to them : but however it 1s, italway prolongeth 
and rendreth the Cure of them dithcult. 


The Canſes of Caries in the Bones are either interval, as through retention Cauſes, 


or acrimony of the Matter, or ſome occult quality, as in Lues Vererea, where 
the Bone is carious, and the Skin is whole; or 1n {trumous Ulcers near the 
Bones, where the Eroſion begins in the Bone it felt: or they are corrupted 
externally by the Air. Bruiſes, Wounds 1n the Head, through ill Chirur- 
gery, may corrupt both Tables, &c. But this I never met with in any Pati- 
ent ofmy own, or where I had power togovern, The Bone may allo be 
fouled by over ſharp Medicaments. 

If the Bone be bare, its Corruption is ealily diſcerned, though ſometimes it 
be covered with a grumous or viſcous Matter, which rubb'd oft, the Bone ap- 
peareth white, brown, or black. It the white be pory, the Caries may be 
deeper and more dangerous than if it weie black and hard. If the Bone lie lo 
hid as that you cannot feel it with your Probe, yet you may judge it carious 
fromthe quantity or quality of the Matter. If the Bone lie near,and the Fleſh 
lax and white, it is ſhrewdly {uſpicious that rhe Bone is carious : but if the 
Matter {tink or be oily, itis a more certain ſign of a Rottenneſs. Ulcers of 
long continuance near a Bone do allo forethew a Carzes, according to Zppo- 
crates, Si Ulcera annua aut etiam dinturniora fiant, ofſa corrumpi neceſſe eſt, Allo 
the dilhculty in cicatrizing them, and the frequent and ſudden Eruption 
of them after they are cured, giveth a ſuſpicion of a foul Bone. But if the 
Bone be much corrupted, the Matter 1s fuxtid, and the Probe will penetrate 
11to 1t. 


Ulcers with Carzes or Rottenneſs in the Bones are of difficult Cure, and Progne- 


reckoned amoiglt the Cacoethe & malignUlcers ; but are more or leſs dange- 
rous where the great Joynts or heads of the Bones are aftected, where the Chi- 
rurgeon cannot lately apply ſuch Remedies as are proper for Exfoliation. 

In the Cre of Ulcers with Carzes a good Dict 15 to be obſerved, and the 
peccant Humours to be evacuated and averted by Bleeding, Purging, ©. 
leſt they cauſe'Fluxion. And foraſmuch as in the Cure of theſe Ulcers the 
corrupt Bones mulſt be tirlt removed, and a Calls generated, before you can 
hope tor Sanation;therefore you mult in the firſt place make way to the Bone, 
thar, it it be poſſible, you may have it in your ſight, To which purpoſe, if 
the 0.1tward Orifice be ſinall,you muſt enlarge it proportionably according as 
theCaries is greater or leſſer,and {crape the rotten Fleſh away,or conſume ir by 
Eſcaroticks. But if by reaſon of the nervous and greatVeſſels,as in the Hands, 
Feet,and in the great Joynts or Spine,you cannot fafely do it ; you ſhall then 
by prepared Sponge, Gentian roots, or the like,ditate the Ulcer till the Caries 
bc bared. Bat if the Caries lie jult under ſome conliderable Nerve, Tendon or 
Artery,lo that you cannot well cometoapply your Medicaments to theBone; 
youare then to conſider whether theu aries can be removed without laying the 
Bone mo.e bare : and if that be not tecible,youare then to conſider the pre- 
Judice may happen to the Paticnt in the cutting off thoſe Veſſels, and, com-

en the Patient from the Carzes, proceed accordingly. 

The Bone laid bare, you are then toconlider the Caries, whether great or 
ſmall, deep or ſuperficial, hard or loft ; and proceed by Medicaments or ma- 
nual Operation accordingly. The Bones of the Head do not adinit of the hot 
Iron, nor need it. The Vertebre of the Back will neither admir of Cauteriez, 
Rugin, or ſharp Medicaments, the Spine of them excepted : nor will the Srey. 
0n or Rib adfhit of the Cautery. The Heel-bone requiresallo great caution, 
for that it is ſoft,and rarely exfoliates by rough handling, In the relt you ma; 

oceed by Cautery, actual or potential, Rugin, or otherwile. | 

It the Cares be {uperticial, and the Bone firm, you may by Medicaments 
of a moderate drying quality conſume the moilture inthe Carzes, and tlic, c 
by dry the Bone, and 1i{pole it by virtue of its offifick faculty to thruſt out x 
Callus, and make {cparation Ol Its Carres. 

The milder fort are, rad, zreos, peuredaanum, rad, ariſtoloch. myrrh, aloe, 
cort, pin. and fpir. vin. 

The |tronger are, enphorbium, unguent. Fgyptiac. ol.garyophyll. fir, vitriol 
ſulphur. paſtill, Andronis, Muſe, poly1a, Bur thele require to be uled with cau- 
tion, and the found Partsto be well defended from their acrimony.. 

The Powders above mentioned may be applied upon the Bone with Dofils 
of Lint over them, to keepthe Lips of the Ulcer diltended ; or may be mixe4 
with /pr.ce roſ.ſcc.aut mel roſat,velcommun.or uled ina {pirit of Wine,or with 
rn2ucnt A:gyptiac.or thus in the form of Injections: R ſymphyt.maj.gentian. :r1. 
ftotcch, rt. & long. rad. 1reos, an. 5). flor, roſ. rub. ſMtuach, balauſt. an. Si £09, 
7 vin, alb, ad thi. colature adde ſpir. vini 51j, mell, roſ. aut Acgyptiac. q. 
W here you can fafely dilate the Ulcer,you ought ro do it, and keep the Bone 
bare and dry, by filling it up with Doſtils, chat the Lips of the Ulcer e1: 
croach not upon your work, lelt the Matter dropping from thence Corruj! 
rhe ſound Bone under them : for to extoliate well, it ſhould begin to ric 
from the ſound edges. 

The ſpongy Bones in the Hands or Feet arc to be kept bare by Do ls, ac 
cording to the length of the Carzes : andif che whole Bone be corrupt, it will 
dry and {eparate from the Joynts 1n time, and the Ulcer happily cure ; yet, 
to haſtenit, you may dry it with an attual Cautery. But if the Bone be on- 
ly car10us 1n one part, as in the middle or art the end, to halten the Cure you 
may nip it there 1n pieces with a pair of Piicers, pul] away the broken bits, 
and dre{s it lightly with ſome of the above milder Driers ; whereby in tcw 
days the Caries will caſt forth, a Calzs thruſt out, and unite the two ends, 5 
in fractured Bones, 1t the native heat ofthe Part be preſerved the while. 

3ut it the Carzes be inthe great Bones, and lic deep, and be {ubject to the 
inlowing of Matter ; your ſpeedieſt way will be by manual Operation, 2. 
either by Rugines or actual Cautery, It you can come ealily ro. the Bone 
to {crape it, as in the Cranim, that way will be moſt proper. You aret9 
ſcrape till you find it f11m,or that you diſcern a ruddineſls in the Bone ; and not 
only till it look white, for that is the natural colour of the outer Shell of the 
Bone: yer in ſome 1t 15 trequently tound pory and cartous while it retains that 
colour ; and if you do not rugine that away, the Callus will be low in thru. 
ſting out ; and it you do rugine it, the deeper you enter into it, the browne:r 
and fofter the Bone will be. Theretore you mult be cautious in this Work, 
leſt you penetrate to the Marrow of the Bone, when poſſibly you needed not 
have taken away more than the external Shell cf it. 

The Bone rugined, dreſs it up with the milder Sarcoticks : or, if you had 
rather uſe an Unguent, Be zerebinth. claye Ziv. gum. elemi 5, r: ſir. pines, 
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maftich. an. 5v). thuris, ſarcocolle, an. itz. Miſc. ſuper ignem, Apply this warm 
upon Lint, and in few days you may ſee the Fleſh thruſt forth in ſmall grains, 
which is Callas, andin few days more thrult off ſmall Speels from the Bone 
-ou ſcraped. | 

7"Pik Fiow Caries be ſo deep that you cannot rugine it,then witha T erebelium 
make penetration into 1t to the ſound part, or by an actual Cautery conſume 
the Rottenne(s. In order to this work, if the Ulcer be narrow, you are to paſs 
it through a Cannula fitted to go down through the Ulcer to the Bone : which 
Cannula or Pipe ought to be covered with an Emplaiter or Linen (tarched on, 
and oiled, to paſs in more eaſily. Then having a Baſon of Water ready to 
cool the Pipe, you ſhall place the Cazuls upon rhe carious Bone, having fir{t 
cleanſed the Matter from it with armed Probes : then paſs the aCtual Cau- 
tery down through the Cannula to the Bone {o often till you have dried it, 
pulling out the Ca-nla after each heat. So you may pertorm the work 
without ſcorching the Lips of the Ulcer. 

According as the Bone is rotten,ſo the Humour will ſpurt out from it upon 
the firſt application of the Caurery : but upon repeating 1t, that Bone will be. 
{odry that you ſhall not hear it hils ; beſtdes,you may feel the Bone firm. Then 
dreſs it with the white of Eggs beaten with the Mucilage of Quince-ſeeds 
extracted in 49. germ. querc, or the hike,and dreſs the ſcorched Ulcerand Lips 
with #nguert, refriger. Galeni, and a Cerote of the ſame over that and the 
neighbouring Parts. Continue this way of dreſſing till the heat of the Ulcer 
be mitigated : then, if the Lips be velicated, dreſs them with ungnext. album, 
tute, or the like, and the Bone with the milder Exfoliatives, and keep the 
Ulcer open till the burnt Bone caſt oft ; then throw out the Dofſils, and you 
{hall ſee the Ulcer incarn and cicatrize by the moſt familiar Epuloticks.

IN theyear 1652. paſſing from Cheſhire into the County of Rutland, taking «. oi. 


N'oth-Luffeaham in my way to Loxdon, I was delired there to viſita Free- vat. 
holder, who had laboured. under a Fever, and had been long Bed rid by rea- 
ſon ofa grievous pain in hisright Thigh, which was ſuppoſed the Criſs of 
that Fever. I ſaw him much emaciated, and his pained Thigh was ſome- 
what the bigger of the two, but it retained its ſhape without any viſible 
Tumour, Inflammation or hardneſs ; nor was the Fluctuation fo diſtinguiſh- 
_ ableasthat I could politively ſay there was Matter,itlying ſodeep and equally 
in the outlide of it : but, ſuſpetting Matter, I opened it on the outlide accor- 
ding to the length of the Member,and feeling my Knife in the Cavity,I made 
the Apertion large, and diſcharged a putrid Matter like the Lees of Beer. 
Alter I had diſcharged a Porringer-full, I drefſed the Opening cum ungnent. 
baſi/ic, upon a Tent, with an Emplaſter de mixio over it, and with Compreſs 
and Bandage rowled it up. The next day,finding the Patient relieved,and the 
Matter plentifully diſcharged, I tomented the Tumour with a DecoQtion of 
abſinth. flox.cham.roſ.rubr. and ſuch like, and making a ſearch with my Probe, 
{ound the Bone bare a great length. ITenlarged rhe Opening, to make more 
way tor the Matter,and the better to apply my Medicines to the Bone ; then 
arelſcd it up as before, and againſt the next day madean InjeRion ſummita, 
hyperici, centaurii, rad. conſolid. maj. biſt ort. tormentull. gentian. treos: to which

poſſible romake any Applications to the Bone by Medicaments to extoliate it, 
that ſhouid nor be offenſive to the Ulcer, if they were ſo powertully drying 
as the Bone required. Therefore I cauſed an actual Cautery to be made art the 
next Smith's,and dried the Bone that way,& the while continued the above. 
{aid method of dreiſing, keeping the Orifice moderately dilated with Doflils 
preſt out of the InjeQtion ; then by good Compreſs and Bandage {queezed wut 
the Matter, inſomuch as it leſſened daily, the more remote Cavities aggluti- 
nated, and the Ulcer was like to cure, if the Carzes in the Bone did not oh. 
ſtruCt it. That it might not,I got the Cautery made in the form of a Wedge, 
bur thicker, to retain heat ; and having fitred it with a Canrrla, Iplaced it 
upon theBone according tothe length of theCarzes,paſled the Caurei y through 
it to the Bone, and repeated it again and again,cooling the Cazzs/a each time 
11 a diſh of water near me : then I covered the Bone,and dreiled the Opening 
with Doftils dipt in a Mucilaze of Barley and Comtrey-roots, faltning a 
Thread ro thoſe Dofhls which I conveyed firſt in towards the Bone, the bet- 
ter to bring them out again, and applied #zonet. refrigerans Galen? outward 
upon the Lilcer, with an Emplaiter of cerar. Galenr over all, This way of 
dreſſing | continued caily till the Excoriation was healed withour : then | 
repeated ihe uſe of the former Inje<Ction, adding flor. rof. ruvr. balanſt, ſumach 
wirhalittle a/umen, and by Comprels and Bandage haitned the unition of ic 
within, leaving the Extolation of the Bone to nature. While I ſtay 'd 1n that 
Country, the Cavity filled up, and by the well-cigeiied and little Matter the 
Ulcer icemed near cured; and TI was afterwards informed that the Paticar 
followed his Husbandry ſome one or two months after. The Extoliation was 
herc inſenlible, as it molt frequently happens, the Scales mouldering away, 
and diſcharging with the Matter. 

A Gentleman of about forty years ol age, having been long afflicted in the 
Country withUlcers on Is right Leg and Foot,came ro Lozdoz,and pur hin 
{elf into my hands. There was one large Ulcer upon the Frbu/a near the Ancle 
here and there ſuperficially cicatrized. Upon ſcarch with a Probe I found the 
Bone carious 1n ſeveral places, but covered with the Tendons of the Pero- 
ne;s. On the inſide of the Leg upon the T:b7/a near the Anclethere were allo 
Ulcers with Cares : the Foot was allo ulcerated,and the Leg and Foot ſwelled. 
I began wirh the laying open of that Ulcer on the outſide upon the FiZu/z by 
rheapplication ofaCauitick,and dividing theElcar took out ſome finall picces 
of Bones which lay looſe in the Ulcer. The F7bala it {elf was coveret with 
the Tendons ofthe Muſcle Peroxeis,loas there was no pollibility of applying 
Medicaments to exfoliate the Bone, nor indeed of curing the Ulcer, whillt 
thoſeTendons lay in the way. Wherefore I cut them tranlvertly ; upon which 
diviſion the upper part of them contracted, and then the Fibula appearci 
bareand black, I applied dry Lint upon the Bone, and drefſed the Ulcer 
with angnent. baſilicox hot,to haſten Digeſtion and leparation of the Sloughs. 
The other Ulcers and Excoritions T dreſſed, ſome with Deterfives, and 
others with-Epuloticks, according as they required ; and with Compreſs and 
Bandage endeavoured ro preſs out the pituitous Humours afteQing thole 
Parts. As theEſcars began to ſeparate, TI dererged by the uſe ofthe V itriol-ſtone 
and Przcipitate, and drefſed the Bone with Duoffils preſſed out of 7144-4 
1trioli dulc.ot Felix Wurtz.The upper ends of the Tendons ſuftgred Convul- 
ſon with great zremor upon the application or taking off Drefſings;but Abi

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and dreſſed them with Prxcipitate. 


Sloughs took out ſeveral fragments of Bones which lay intangled in the Fleſh, 


After ſeparation of the Elcar, I deterged that Uicer after the ſame manner 


15 the former; and indeed by rubbing rhe carious Bones with the Vitriol- 
{one I haſined the Exfoliation of them. They came away in bits at ſeveral 
times, but that of the Fib/a was thruſt off by the Callzs underneath in one 


picce. After the Extoliation of the Bones I purged the Patient with a cathar- 
tick Apozeme, and preſcribed him a Decoction of Sarſa, &c. and foon after 
cicatrized the Ulcers ; but adviſed him to continue the wearing of the laced

A Young man by ſome accident bruiſed the Back ofhis hand : it inflamed AA a=

and apoſtemated,and after ſome while terminating in a ſinuous Ulcer,and un- 


derneath corrupting the Bone, I was conlultel, and adviſed the way of dre 


- 


ſing it : but that method not being oblerved,other Bones of the Hand became 


carious,and the Hand in great hazard of being loſt. Upon which he was com- 
mended to my care. Sir Alex. Fraf. being preſent, I took ot the Dre'lings, 


made a {carch with a Probe, and felt the Bones leading to the two middle {in- 
gers bare, rough, and,as I ſuſpected, rotten. The Oritice being {ma!l,I applied 
a Caultick large enough to make way tor the taking out thoſe Bones ; then 


divided the Eſcar, and dreſſed up his Hand with Digeitives, Emplalter and 
Bandage. Sir Alex. Fra. preſcribed him a vulnerary Decoction, and letc the 


proſecution of the Cure to me. As the Eſcar ſeparated, I ſaw the Bones lea- 


ding to the two middle tingers black, and ſfottned with Putrefaction. 


I laid 


hold on the one with my Forceps, and pinched 1t into pieces witli much caſe, 
bringing part ofit away. I fomented the Hand with decoct. abſeath. &c. in 
Wine,cilſolved a little Afgypriac. in fome of it, waſhed the Ulcer, and applied 
a Dolſil dipt hot in it upon the Bone, and wngnert. baſulicon over the Eſcar. I 


then pinched out what was molt rotten, dreſſed the remaining ends of them 


with a mixture of naguent, Acoyptiac. ſpirit. vint and extract, ſcordii aftuall 
hot with an armed Probe,applicd Pledgits of che ſame upon the Bones, rubb'd 
the loole Fleſh in the Ulcer witha Vitriol-{tone,and laid »nguent. diapomphol, 


upon Pledgits over the tenaer edges of the [1lcer. 


By this way of dreſſing 


I deterg'd the Ulcer, and at ſeveral times pinching out thole rotten Bones 


that led tothe two middle Fingers, diſpoſed the reit to calt off. 


During 


which I laid the Ulcer higher open to the Joynt of the middle Finger : which 
Knuckle allo found rotted to pieces, and took out what would come eaſily 
away ; then dreſſed the remaining Cares as the other in the Hand, and after 
ſome time made a leparation of the Carzes there. Having the while digeſted 
and healed the Ulcer I firſt laid open,I alſocicatrized this Part, and diſmiſſed 
the Patient well cured, as Ithought. Bur ſome while after he came to me 


again with a Tumour upon that Knuckle of the middle Finger,from ſome re- 
m:1011ng Splinter of a Bone. I laid it open,and took that out. While I was cu- 
ring tlvs,I obſerved a ſmall Opening, with a Tumour near it as big as a ſmall 


Hazel-nut,upon that part of the Bone which led to the Fore finger. I opened

Theſe Ulcers are generally annual, and through length of tune contract Cavs 
this Calloſfity and hardneſs with a livid colour, The Carſes of thele are the 
trequent defluxion of a hot Sernm, which hath been condenſed by the Air, or 
by over-cooling or drying Medicaments. =» 
The S$72as arecvident from what hath been ſaid of them. 
The Proenoſtick of them is, that the Ulcer cannot cure till the Calloſity progna. 
be removed: and if the Ulcer be of a round figure, that ought allo to be tick. 
changed. Xs | 
In the Czre of this Ulcer you are to conſider the hardneſs of the Lips; for cur- 
from what cauſe ſoever it ariſeth, that mult be removed,or deprelt ro cicatrize 
with theUlcer;for noUlcer skinneth well but from the edges. Theretore it the 
Lips bc hard and callous in the Superficies,you {hall endeavour by emollient 
and dilcutient Medicaments to {often them,and by good Comprels and Ban- 
dage diſpoſe them to cure firſt,by a Fomentation of rad. fol.althee,dilior,mal- 
ve ſem. lini & fengreciflor.cham melilot.ſambuci. By this you may allo rarehe 
the condenſed bloud, which maketh the lividity in the Parts about the Ulcer, 
and preventeth the generation of good Fleſh. Then you may embrocate the 
ndurated Lips with 7z2enent.dialthee,o!, amygdal. dulc.ol. lilior, lumbricor, and 
apply corat.aſyptcerat.Galent, Emplaſtr,c mucilag.diachyl.treat. or, it ſtronger be 
required, Empl. de rants cum Mercurio, or a plate of Lead rubb d with Mercu- 
ry, ora Pait of Ceruſe or cal {097. made up with axurg. porciz. and over this 
a good Comprels and Bandage ; of which fort the laced Stocking 1s belt tor 
the Leg, which being well made preſerveth the other Parts from Fluxion 
better than a Rowler doth. But it the edges of the Lips be inverted and cal- 
tous, or the Ulcer bc in ſuch a place where you cannot make good Bandage, 
your belt way then will be by Cauſtick or Knife to remove it, -and then dt- 
gelt and heal the Lips even with the Ulcer.

The 
ſpeedy Cure of this I imputed to the laced Stocking, it performing all the 
Intentions neceſſary to the curing of many ſuch like Ulcers.

Lcers labouring under Fluxion of ſharp acrid Humours are ( as I have 
elſewherc ſaid ) for the molt part ſordid, The Sordes as it increaſeth 
in the Ulcer rots the Fleſh, renders the Ulcer putrid, and the Matter feetid. 

The immediate Caſe of tneſe Ulcers are grols viicid Humours heatedin 
them by the Intemperies of the Part, whence they contract a malign quality, 
and corrupt. They alſo happen through the unfeaſonable application of len'- 
ent or grealie Medicaments, or by too- powerful Detergents, which relolve 
the ſound Fleſh, and ſtir up a putrefactive heat in the Ulcer, whereby the Hu: 
mours become ſo ſharp that they corrode the Parts about : whence they arc 
ſometime deſervedly called Vlcera ſerpentia  depaſcentia. 

The preceding Carfes are excrementitious groſs Juices abounding 1n the 
body from ill Dict, Air, &c. Malign Fevers atealfo the Cauſe, by tranſmit: 
ting their malignity outward. ; 

The $722 ofa ſordid Ulcer is a viſcous rough Excrement ſticking in it with 
orcat heat and pain. As the Sordes increaſeth, it changeth its colour, by rea 
lon of the ſuffocation of the naturalheat, and the Ulcer corruprts, and the 
Varter {tinks. 

If from abundance of Soraes Tranſpiration be hindred, a corruption of the 
Part follows, and it terminates 1n a corroſive or putrid Ulcer : and if that 
PutrefaCtion be not checked, a Gangrene and Sphacelns follows. 

In the Care of theſe Ulcers a good Diet is to be obſerved, with a regulation 
of the Non-naturals : the viſcous Humours require to be purged,and Revulli 
on is to be made by Bleeding and other ways. Vulnerary Decottions arc allo 
to be preſcribed, to waſte the excrementirious Humours. The Topicks 0! 
outward Medicaments are to be proportioned according to the quality of the 
Ulcer. In {ordid Ulcers made by roo ſtrong Detergents unguent. baſilicon cw 
Merc. pracipitat, unguent. diapompholyg. mag. be proper to drels the Ulcer 
with ; and ſome cooling Unguent or Cerote, as reſri2erans Galeni, may Þ* 
applied over it, with a Comprels wrung out of Oxyc are. \ 
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If the Ulcer became ſordid by the uſe of Lenients, and be lined thick with 
the Sordes, doubt not to fill the Ulcer with Pracipitate, and apply ſome mild 
Detergent on Pledgits of Lint over it, with a Compreſs wrung out as 1s pre- 
Cribed in humid Ulcers, and dreſs it not till the third day after : thereby the 

ain will leſſen, and the Sordes come away in a Slough. After which digelt 
the Ulcer till it look more fleſhy and natural ; then proceed with milder 
Medicaments, and incarn. 

In the common ſordid Ulcers #xgnezt. baſilicox and Precipitate, 5iij. to an 
ounce, mundif. Paracel. with alumen uſt. and nnguent, apoſtolor. are proper 
Detergents. HY _ | 

If the Ulcer be putrid, waſh it witha good Lix:vinm wherein abſinth,ſcor- 
dium, &c. have been boiled, or with fzr/t. vi27 and unguent, A:gyptiac. or 
ſprinkle the Ulcer with palv. ſane part Joan. Ard. or pulv. troch. Auaronis, &c. 
and outwardly defend the Parts trom Fluxion. 

If the Ulcer be corroſive, and undermine the Lips, and render the Fleſh 
ſoft and unkit for healing, dreſs it as thall be ſhewed in a Phagedeza. 

}ut if the putrefaCtion increaſe, and the Ulcer tend to Mortthication,treat 
it as is ſaid in Gargrema and Spracelze. 


Woman of about forty years of age, ſcorbutically & hydropically affeQt. '- Ovicr- 

; ed, having long laboured under a ſordid Ulcer in the Country on the Doe ttons 
inſide of her Leg, with great pain, came at laſt to Town,and pur her ſelfinro c". 
my hands. The Ulcer was large and deep, with great putrefaction ; the Leg 
was much ſwelled, inflamed, and had been excoriated 1n the Parts about by 
the acrimony of the Matter ; and by the application of Vutr/tamz or ſuch like 

the Matter was cruſtedin, andalſo a Hyperſarcoſis was riſen underneath very 
large. I fomented the Parts aftected with Wine,and waſhed the Ulcer with 
ſpirit. vint and unguent. Aoyptiac, then with a Spatula th: uſt out t':e purrid 
Fleſh,and ſtrewed the Ulcer with Precipitate, dretling it with Plelgits preſt 
out of the fame Solution,& applying an Emplaſtr.diachalcit. over it with Com- 
preſs and Bandage.

Pa- 
racelſ.cum oleo terebinth.on theUlcer,and aCataplaſm ex far.fabar.with oxymel, 
and rowled it up as before,cauling her to keep her bei]. The day after I purged 
her with an Intuſion of Sexa, &c. cum [yr.de ſpina cervin.Þ de rof. ſol. and pre- 
icribed her a Decodt.ſarſe,lign.onaiact, with Antiſcorbuticks, Having by the 
Dreſſings aboveſaid removed the Putrefaction,I endeavoured to incarn with 
the farcotick Unguent, and applied cerar. oxe/ei over it with good Bandage : 
but 1t would neither deterge nor incarn nor yet digelt for two days, till I 
put on a laced Stocking ; by the uſe whereof the Influx was reſtrained, and 
the Lips preſſed down. Having dilpoſed the Ulcer to a healing condition, I 
incarned 1t with the forclaid Unguent of wel deſpurat. mixed with ſarcotick 
Powders. While I was doing that, I rubb'd part of the Lips which were cal- 
lous with a Caultick ſtone, and allo rubb'd the Hyperſarcoſis off by ſome of 
the ſame Cauſtick.

After ſome endeavours ineffe- 
ctual in the Country, ſhe was ſent up to Loxdon, and commended into my 
hands by Sir Fr.Prujean.

red Wine, rowling it up from the Foot to the Knee. The Phyſician began 
with the direCtion of a Purging draught, and the ſecond day after I let her 
bloud. She was alſo preſcribed the Deco, traumat. Londineaſ. and once 1 
week purged with pu/v. corpachin. I furthered the Deterſion of the Ulcer by 
rubbing it with the Vitriol-ſtone, and afterwards digeſted it, and endeavour- 
ed toincarn wich Sarcoticks, as in the former Obſervation : but on a ſudden, 
without any caule, the Matter became ſanious and flowed in great quantity. 
I then dreſſed the Ulcer with palv. Androns mixt with ungrnezr. baſilicon, fo- 
mented the Part with ſummitat. abſinth, centaurii, hyperict, flor. roſ. ruby, bacc. 
»yrtillor, balauſt. decocted in Wine, and by Intercipients upon the Knee and 
good Bandage endeavoured torelift the Influx. Upon my complaint to the 
Patient and her Relations of the difficulty I met with inthe Cure, I percei- 
ved by them that the Ulcer had been frequently ſubject to ſuch diſcharge. 
The Phyſician was again conſulred, who concluded they were the Mezſtrn: 
that thus periodically attected the Ulcer.She was again let bloud and purged, 
ar:d put into a chalybeate courſe, a Fontanel was alſo made in her other Leg : 
Curing which I proceeded again by Deterfives, viz. the Vitriol-ſtone, Merc. 
precipitat. alone, and with munaificat. Paracelſi, &c. ard applied Defenſatives, 
with Compreſs anda laced Stocking. By which metnod the Ulcer ſeemed a 
while well diſpoſed to 1ncarn : but the MenſIrna being till obttrutted, the U1- 
cer becamgagain diſtempered, and rendred all my endeavours fruitlels. 

I having ſpent ſome months in this work to little purpoſe,they grew weary 
of me, and were deſirous to make uſe of an Empirick, who had ſeen it in my 
abſence, and promiſed a ſpeedier Cure. I gave way to the entertaining him ; 
he allo dreſſed the Ulcer atter his way : but his endeavours proving alſo un- 
ſucceſsful, they came to me again, I, finding the Leg much inflamed an. 
{welled, and more {ordid, dreſſed the Ulcer with Detergents as above ſai, 
applying ceratum Galeni over the diſeaſed Parts with Comprels and Ban- 
dage as heretofore, and by Sir Fran. Prujea's leave gave her a few grains of 
Turbith mineral. the next day, and it gave her four or five Vomits and a Stool 
or two. The next day after I fomented the Uicer as at firſt, continued the 
ule ofthe former Dreſſings, put her on a laced Stocking, and repeated the ulc 
of the Turbith three or four times, avoiding Salivation, We allo put her into 
a Decoft. ſarſe, lign. guaiaci, &c. and by this method incarned the Ulcer, 
and by a malagma of calx lot. beaten up with axungia cicatrized it. By the 
continuing of the laced Stocking ſhe remained well, and after ſome months 
thoſe Evacuations came naturally down of themſelves, which by no Art 
would be perſ{waded, and ſhe remained well. 


Chap.X. Of Phagedzna, Nome, Dyſepulots, 


Cnar. X. 
Of Phagedzna, Nom, Dylſepulota. 


Eſides all the difficulties we find in curing of Ulcers upon the forementi- 

oned Accidents, there yet remain divers others which are not ealily de- 
{cribed, nor eafily reconciled to the ancient Nomenclature of Ulcers : I mean 
thoſe called Annua, Phagedenica, Depaſcentia, Nome, Out of which words 
that I may pick ſome ſence, I ſhall reter them to two Heads. 

One, of the corroſive Ulcers, which from their corroding the neighbour- 
ing Parts have obtained ſeveral names 1N the Greek and Latin 3 AS Phagede- 
nica, Depaſcentia, and Nome : all which depend upon an acrimony of the 
Humour. | 

The other are rather the effe&t of ſome continuance of an Ulcer, which after 
long Intemperies doth by degrees {o weaken the tone of the Fibres,deſtroy the 
natural Balſam of the Part,and by frequent Fluxion induce Calloſity,that the 
Diſeaſe groweth very hard of Cure,and when cured 1s apt to break out again. 
Theſe, trom their continuance, are called Azxuz ; from the evil diſpoſition of 
the Part, Cacoethe ; from the hardneſs of cicatrizing, Dyſepulota; from the re- 
putation Chiron the Centaur had in Chirurgery, Chiron; and Telephia,from 
the hard fate of Te/ephus, whole Wound could not be cured but by the Spear 
that wounded him. Theſe latter being infignificant names,not deſcribing the 
nature of any Ulcer, I ſhall content my ſelf only to have explained them in 
few words : but the former, namely Phagedena,or Ulcus depaſcens, Nome and 
Dyſepnlota, deſerve farther conſideration, and are our preſent task. | 

Phagedena (tridtly ſo called is an Ulcer with {welled Lips, that eats the », 
Fleth and neighbouring Parts in the bottom andedges of theUlcer. Ir differs on. 
from Herpes, becauſe that always begins in the Skin, with little moiſture, 
thisalways afles the Fleſh, and abounds with Matter. BET 

Noma 15a deep Ulcer that eats and ſpreads without Tumour, but hath a 
Rottenneſs and PutrefaCtion joyned with tt. RE 1 

Both theſe are venemous malignant Ulcers, and both ſpread : but they pige. 
difter, in that one hath Tumour, and no Putrefaction ; and the other Putre- rence. 
faction, and no Tumour. 


"Thele Ulcers do all take their Original from vicious Humours abounding «<,,..

inthe Body. Whether they beſimple Choler,or a ſalt Phlegm mixt withit, 
or that the Humours are made ſharp and corroſive from a hot and dry In- 
temperies of the Part aftfeCted, I leave others to judge : but in Bodies abound- 
ing with Cacochymia it 15 frequently ſeen, that an Herpes exedeys ariſcth inthe 
Nole and Face from a {mall Wart or fiery Puſtule, which being heated by 
ſcratching or picking with their Nails will terminate corroſive,and from an 
Herpes exedens become Phagedznical, and by a farther exaſperating cance- 
rate ; they differing but as the Humour becomes more or lefs fierce. _ 
The S725 are evident from what hath been delivered of them. Some take Sigzs, 
their Original from Abſcelſes deep in the Fleſh, others begin more ſhallow, 
and 1N time ſpread and eat,not only the Skinto the Fleſh,but the Parts about, 
and diſſolve the Fleſh in the bottom of the Ulcer very ſenlibly. _ 
Alltheic kinds of corroſive eating Ulcers are accounted malign : but ſome Progne- 
are [els malign than other. Thoſe which ariſe ia venereal Diſaſes are in them. ſick. 
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ſelves difficult of Cure ; but by realon of the Specificks that Dileale hath 
its help, they become calle. The others are cxtream difthculr, and do irc 
quently terminate cancerous, 

In the Care of theſe Ulcers a good Diet ought to be preſcribed, to prohihjr 
the increaſe of ſharp Humours. '1 he Body 1s alſo tobe DUT :ged,the Humon: ;

and Interceprion, itit be poſſible. The virulent Humour aflecing the Ulcer 
requires to be dried up,and the [ztezaperzes to be corrected.

applying an Emplaſter of the ſame over all with Comprels, and laced on a 
ſtreight Stocking ; by which the Fluxion was moderately reſtraine«,and the 
Ulcer diſpoſed to cicatrize : yet through the acrimony of the Humour, and 
the indiſpoſition of the Lips & adjacent Parts,the work was not without ſome 
difficulty, the Matter being apt to ſhut in and bring part of the Cicatr:x with 
it.

A perſon of about fifty years of age,much ſubject to che Gout, having long 


laboured of a ſoar Leg, {ent for me. T here was one large Ulcer with callous 
Lips on the in{11e of the Small of his leg, with an Ulceration down below rhe 
Ancle. This Leg had been forme:ly ſubject to pituitous Swellings, where- 
inthe endeavouring to relift the Influx had impacted the Matter, and made 
the Tumour icirrhous. The Ancle-joynt was ſtiff, and the Knee as bad, by 
reaſon of a contraction 1n the Ham. Upon thelie confiderations the Soars 
were of difticult Cure. I dreſſed the larger Ulcer, which was fordid, with Pra- 
cipitate and 1/22uent baſilicon, the lefler with unguent.c plumbo, with Compreſs 
and Bandage, and againit the next Dreſling provided a Fomentation of red 
Wine withStipricks, hoping that way tocicatrize the leſſer Ulcers ar leaſt:but 
they would not cure fo, for the indurated Parts required to be made ſoft, 8 the 
Matter to be diſcuſſed firſt:but this was a hard task, while the Patient laboured 
under the Gout, or pain from the weakneſs and indiſpoſition of the Parts. 
Therelore, having deſigned a Fomentation ex rad. CF fol, althee, malve, parieta- 
rie, ſem.lini, &cs I bathed the Leg as it was held over the Liquour,continued

1 the callous Lips round. It was ſo thick and deep,that I much feared 
d leave the Bone bare under it, My work was to haſten the ſeparation 
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of the Eſchar,and mitigate the Accidents of pain,&c.To which purpoſe I fo- 
mented the Part affected with Milk, dreſſed the Eſchar with »zgexr.baſilicon 
cum 01.liliorum, and applied cerat. Galezi, with Comprels and Bandage to re- 
tain it. Thus in few days the pain ceaſed,and the Eſchar ſeparated,leaving a 
Fleſh of a colour as it were bruiſed. I dreſſed the Ulcer with a Digeſtive ex 
tercbinth. far. hard, &C. and fomented the Tumour and Ulcer with Deco#F#, 
abſinth. fivr. roſ. 7ubr. balauſt. &c. then applied anguert. tutie as an Empla- 
ſter with Bandage. After Digeſtion, I incarned with mel deſpurnat. &c. and 
continued the ule of the Fomentation, hoping thereby to give a breathing,and 
dry upthe bruiſed Parts which made that lividity about the Ulcer, and were 
the caule of its difficult curing. As the Ulcer incarned, I endeavoured by 
Bandage to keep the Lips flat to cicatrize with the Ulcer,and to that purpoſe 
dreſſed them and the Ulcer with zz2nert. e calce, touching the lax Fleſh wit! 
the Vitriol-{lone,todry it,and fit it to cicatrize,and with much pleaſure cica- 
trized it tothe compals of a Silver peny,and thought the work very eaſy. But, 
when I lealt ſuſpeCted it,the Skin crack'd in the ſound edges, and the Fleſh in 
the Ulcer looked of a dark red colour, I dreſſed it with Epuloticks, hoping 
it would yet cicatrize: but the Caticu/a afterwards crack'd 1n three places 
more,and the Paticnt ſuſpected the caulc to be irom 3 fault in the Bone ; as in 
truth I ſhould my {cli have doubted it,it I had not ieen the ſeparation of that 
Eſcar ; tor the Fleſh appearcd rotten unver the broken Czricula,and as the Ul. 
cer healed in one corner,it broke out again there,or in another place. But this 
was from the Intemperics of the Part, and required again to be digeited before 
I coul: hope to cicatrize it. To which purpoſe I dreſſed it with ungnent bi/;- 
licon and Precipitatc, let her bloud, purged and vomited her, preſcribed he: 
a aecnlt,ſarſe,put on a laced Stocking,and uſed iny utmolt endeavours to cic:- 
trize 1t, as 1n luch Ulcers I have accultomed to do ; but all to no purpole,t!- 
C:catrix would not hold two days. I then left oft the uſe of the laced Stockins, 
and deiired the Patient once more to give me leave to try whether it woul: 
cure without 1t ; and to that purpole periwaded her to keep her Leg upon 
Stool level] with her Body a few days, I hoping thereby to keep oft Fluxion, 
and ſuppoling, 1t I could once more breath out that groſs Bloud impaQted in 
the Part, | fhould be able tocicatrize the Ulcer ; and if the Ulcer were cica- 
trized without Bandage,it would be the more laſting. I repeated the Fomen: 
tation, digeſted the Ulcer,and with a Solution of the TinEture of Vitriol ina 
Decoil. equiſeti,&c, applicd Pledgits over bits of fine Lawn, and ſmeared the 
edges of the Ulcer with nzgaerr.tutie,that it might not adhere to them. With 
ſuch like endeavours I cicatrizcd it firm, then put on a laced Stocking again, 
with a Comprels under it {pred with n224c;zt.tutie, moderately to dry the Czca 
trix, 2nd defied it once in two or three days for fear of the worſt. A dry 
Scale arole 11pon it do what I could. I anointed it with Pomatum to ſupple 
it ; then raiſed it lightly up, and took it oft: and ſo I did two or three times, 
and at laſt left it firmand natural as thereſt, and fo it continueth to this Jay. 

This Ulcer from its continuation might be Az»»um ; from its difficulty of 
cure, Chironium, or 1elephium; trom its rottennels of the Fleſh, oma ; [rom 
11s callous Lips, Calloſum; from its frequent cracking of the Skin atter cica- 
EIZINg, Dy/ epulotum. 

As I was paſſing one day through Braizford toLondon,] was deſired to ſeea 
poor Servant lying under anAbſceſs1n his left Leg,theCrifis of a malign Fever. 
the Abſceſs polletſed the outlide of his Leg,from the head of the Fibla to the 

AncletheOrifice being three fingers breadth below the {aid Fibu/a, TheMatter 
could Not Uidcharge it elf till it overflowed ; theretore I applied a Cauſtick 
upon the lower part of the Tumour togive vent to it,and left him Dreſſings tall 
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hc ſhould be able to follow me. Some days after he came to Town : I viſited 
him, and found the lower Opening diſcharged the Matterggll, as 1 had de- 
ſ:gned;but it was ſanious,and abounded in quantity more than was realonaily 
to be expected from the Abſceſs. I endeavoured to deterge it with muzalf. 
Paracelſ mixed withPracipitate,and fomented thePart altected witha Decoc?. 
abſenth. ſalvie, betonice, flor. roſ. rubr. bace, myriill. balanſi, in red Wane ; then 
applied Emplaſt r,e bolo,with a Compreſs wrung out of the Fomentation,row- 
ed it up, and applied a Detenſative over rhe Knee to reltrain the Fluxion : 
I alſo let him bloud, and purged him with an zafuf. ſcene, rhabary,&c. cum [37 
de bin. cervina. But finaing the Ulcer would not deterge, I laid it open the 
whole length, and ſeeingit ſordid, tilled it with pulv. Androprs, applying the 
Mundificative upon Dothls between the Lips,with an Emplaſtr.c bolo over all, 
and rowled it up. The third day after I dretſed it again with the Mundihica- 
tive as before, onely adding ſome Merc. precip/tat. to it. This method 1 
continued ſome days, rubbing the looſe Fleſh with a Vitriol-itone, dipping 
ſome of the Pledgits in Pracipitate,and applying it under ſome ot the Lips of 
2 Ulcer which was undigzeſted ; then cut off ſome part of the Lips where 
they were very hollow and troubleſome,and put ona laced Stocking. Thus I 
'c:erged and diſpoſed the Ulcer to incarn under the Lips and ellewhere; and 
:hat 1c might do ſo,I put the Patient into a Traumatick Decocition,and vomit- 
ied and purged him as occaſion ottered. Bur after ſome days, oblerving the 
Lips of the Ulcer did not unite with the neighbouring Fleth, nor the Uicer 
contract as I expeCted, I made a {carch with my Probe, and tourd the Fleſh, 
which was ſeemingly good, to be {ofr, and the Lips hollow and thin, and 1n 
ſome part callous. I dreſt them with that 7zgnent. eruz imis, Cage, No, as 
Itis ſet down inUlcers with moitt 1atezaperies,rubby'd the callous Lips with the 
Cauſtick-ſtone, and applied uz9nezt. baſilicoz to haiten the ſeparation of the 
Eſcar ; ſuppoling by theſe drying Medicameats to dilpole the Ulcer to Incar- 
nation, But as they incarned an cicatrized in one end or part, the Fleſh be- 
came loft and rotten in another, and hereand there the Lips were hollow, 
which I cut off, and thereby freed the Ulcer of them ; an by the help of the 
former Sarcoticks I incarned it again : but frequently 1n the cicatrizing ſome 
part of the Ulcer would be corroded from the acrimony of the Humour,inſo- 
much that I was neceſſitated to dreſs this Ulcer with various Medicaments. In 
ſome parts ot it I applied Pledgits in drying Waters,as aq.ca/cis,lapiais medica- 
mentoſt, and Epulotick Unguents, to cicatrize it ; while in ſome others I ap- 
plied Detergents,yea and Digeſtives in others;and was not wanting the while 
by Mercurijal Remedies and good Diet to contemperate the acrimony in the 
bloud : yet was it a moſt hard and difficult work. My Kinſman Jaques Wiſe. 
m4an was my Aſſiitent in the dreſſing of him, and ſaw this Ulcer with much 
ado cured : but he continued the uſe of a laced Stocking for ſome while 
after. 
_Suchan 1ll-conditioned Ulcer affeted the Thigh of a Gentleman of about 
tity years of age,of a full Body : it was the Criſis of a malign Fever. Door 
Wederbournwas thePhyſician. The Ulcer was of the compals of aFive-ſhilling- 


piece, but lay onely in the Skin, extreamly corroſive, with Lips ſtanding (tif 


up round the Ulcer : and although I took them down with Caultick,yet they 
arole again in the ſame form ; and, being in a place difficultly managed by Ban- 
dage, would not cicatrize, but thruſt out in the middlelittle hard Excreſcen- 
ces of red Fleſh like pins heads, which increaſing grew bigger, firſt one, then 
another. While I was endeavouring to deterge theſe Excreicences,they be- 
came callous,united with one another,and made an unequal Cicatrix,notwith- 
ſtanding my endeavours by the Cauftick-ftone to rub down thoſe that roſe 
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higher than theirfellows. Art laſt it joyned it ſelf to the Lips round, making 
a firm and hardMearrix, which after ſome while caſt off a dry Scurf, and 
becarhe ſoft as the natural Skin. 

In the year after the great Plague I was ſent by Sir Frax. Prujean to 4 
Gentleman of about filty years of age, of a lean dry Habit of body, labouriny 
under a corroſ:ve Ulcer, running from the left ſide of the upper Lip near that 
Noltril, cloſe along by the Nole, to the great Canthrs or Corner of the Eye, 
penetrating the Skin here and there ceeper than elſewhere: it ſpred allo w th 
out the edges of theUlcer, making as it were a double furrow along(t the ridge 
and lide of the Noſe ſuperficially in the Skin.

Theleaſon of the VCar be 
ing hot,the Patient retired into the Country,taking the foreſ{aid N ledicament, 
with him they agrecing well with the Ulcer. His Wife ,having otten drellc 
him in Town, knew low to apply then, and dreiſed him in the Countrr 
where he continued all the Summer. He not giving us the leatt account of hi3 
Ailment, I concluded him cured : but 1n the Fall of the cat he returned, 
and then I found theUlcer much exaſpcrated,and diſcharging a virulent Mat- 
ter, it having corroded deep the whote length from his upper Lip along the 
Check i Into the great Canthis dividing the lower Lid of the Eye, and was

I endea 
voured to recover it by Lenients powerfully drying without acrimony, {ucl! 
as I had formerly uſed in the like caſe, and w aſh'd the Ulcer with a Solu 
tion of a Salt drawn off from the flowers of Antimony ix ag. veronice, Do 
Gtour Prujeaz was again conſulted, and Doftour Bate, alſo Mr. Holler and 
other Chirurgeons. The Phyſicians repeated the former courle, with om c 
additions, and {weat him, ad after that preſcribed him a Diet of Mztt!:, 
which he lived {trictly upon a long time. Many Topicks were propolec! | I) 
us, but they were onely drying, Medicaments without : acrimony, Whic? 2 
greed well with the Ulcer, and thole ſerved onely to palliate It. W hulit 1 
attended it, the Ulcer (pred i it ſelf under thar Eye, fretting oft the Muſcles 1 fe 
that the Eye was drawn by the contrary Muſcles to the external Car 
and diſtorted ſo as it was ealie to {ce the Optick Nerve. I was not able tv 
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frve him. He lived under Palliation till within this twelvemonth. The 
Humour afterwards aticcted the other fide : what progusls it made there I 
cannot tell. 

A Gentleman of abour forty years of age, ot a ſanguine Complexion and 
Plethorick, came to me with an Herpes exeaens ailecting the Eye-lids. Tt 
had been of ſome years growth : it began on the middle of the upper Eye- 
lid ncar the Cil74 or edge ina {mall Pultule, (as it 15 deſcribedin the Chapter 
be of thoſe Tumours, ) and in continuance ſpred along the edge to the external 
” Canthns, where it cat deeper into the Skin, and by erotion cauled an Ulcer of 
” aroundfgurethe breadth of a Silver-peny, cating into that corner of the 
Membrana conjuattiva, and thence the length ofthe lower E ye-lid, conſuming 
it downwards, leaving the netghbouring Parts {cirrhous. Its Erolion in theſe 
Parts was increaſed by the continual Fluxion from the inflamed Eye : for the 
upper Lid where the Terpes {17{t arole was not {0 much concerned,the origi- 
nal Herpes lying there not unlike a hordeolum. Upon view of this Ulcer I de- 
fired a Conſultation, and to that purpole Dottor 7 ho. Cox and Mr. Hollie 
met me. Collyria of a refrigerant andex(iccant quality were preſcribed, Ve- 
nzſection in the Arm, Purging with decoct. epithymi, &c.and the ſecond day 
after the external Jugular was opened, and about ten ounces of bloud was ta- 
| {ken: Fontanels were allo made zzter Scaprlazs, &c. a Seton was allo adviſed. 
” The Patient thus fitted took a Journey upon extraordinary occaſions into the 
” Country. About a month atter he returned, and put himſelf again into my 
> hands. LItreared the Ulcer with Epuloticks of various forts and forms, ap- 
> pliedFrontals to intercept the deſcent oft Humours, purged him with Cato- 
= mel.cumrhabarbaro, preſcribed Vulneraries 1n a aecotf, ſarſe, lien. lentiſcin. 
&c. with Balſamicks to contemperate the acrimony of the Humours. This 
method not ſucceeding, we conſulted a Phylician, who preſcribed cooling 
Tuleps of diftill'd Milks, &c. But he growing hereby indiſpoſed in his Sto- 
mach, an the Ulcer raging, he returned to his former Prelcriptions ; and 
by the taking Bezoard. mineral. thole days he intermitted Purging, and by 
the application of #x2nept. calaminar, he was reſtored to better health, and 
the Ulcer more ſedate : upon which he ſupplied himſelt with ſome of the 
ame internal and external Remedies, and retired into the neighbouring 
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Country. About ix weeks after he ſhewed himſelt to me. The Ulcer jn 


and near the external Canthns was almolt cicatrized, and the other Parts well 
diſpoſed. He then recruited himſelf with more of the ſame Medicaments, 
ſince when I have not ſeen him ; but hear it increaſed in the Country, and 
he hath almoſt loſt the ſight of that Eve.

E have already treated of YVarzx as it affects the Thigh, Leg, &c. and 
have there ſhewed you that it is a Dilatation of the Veins with gro; 
Bloud : we alſo have there delivered the Caule and Signs, and how it dif. 
fers, as dilating ſome one Vein, or all the branches of that Ven tothe very 
Capillaries ; and lo the Varix may lie deep between the Muſcles and Skin, 
or more ſuperficially. I have alſo there ſhewed the advantage and diſadvan- 
tage that may happen in repreſſing them. It remaineth now that I ſay ſome- 
what of them as they are ulcerated by the acrimony of the Humour, or by 
ſome accident of Bruiſe, Wound, &c. whereby they become painful, in- 
flame, and {well the Member. 

The Care of theſe Ulcers with Var:xare real, or palliative. The Real or 
perfeQ Cure propoſed by the Ancients I have delivered to you in the Chap: 
ter of a S1mple Varix : itis by making an Inciſion in the Skin, and taking up 
rhe Vein, and tying it, ©c. But this way hath not been admitred ( to my 
knowledge ) amonglt us ; nor have I often {cen that a Varicous Ulcer could 
be cured by cutting olf the branch leading to the Ulcer, there being com: 
monly more Veins concerned 1n 1t. 

The Palliative Cure conlilts 1n dreſſing the Ulcer with Digeſtives & De- 
terſives, according as the Ulcer 15 ſanious or ſordid, and the while by g09g 
Bandage or a laced Stocking to repreſs the Humours impacted in the Part,by 
which Bandage the Lips of the Ulcer are diſpoled to cicatrize with theUlcer 
I call this method Palliative, tor that it commonly laſts no longer than the 
laced Stocking is worn. Inthe Cure ot thele Ulcers, it there be P/ethora, it 
may be neceſſary that the Body be purged, and a Vein opened. 


"Woman of a full Body, aged 54 years, was grievoully pained with an 
A Ulceration on her righr Leg. Several Medicaments had been ineftectu- 
ally applied. I being conſulted ſaw the Ulceration large, and the Capillary 
Veins lie dilated ſuperficially in the Skin ; from whence judged the Ulcera- 
tion toariſe, The Leg was much ſwelled, and ſomewhat inflamed. 1 dreli 
the Ulceration with vngnuent. tutie Vigon, applied over it amixture of us 
cut, nutritum anc populeon, rowled it up with Comprels and Bandage, and 
beſpal:c a laced Stocking againſt the next day ; which being then laced on, 
and the former method of Dretſing repeated, the pain ceaſed from that day, 
and, the Humours being repreſſed by virtue of the Bandage, the Ulceration 
Cicatrized 1n ten or twelve days. 

Ia the year 1654. I was ſent for to an Inhabitant of this City, who com 
plained ot h1s ſoar Legs,and that his Chirurgeon who uſed daily to dreſs them 
was lately-dead : he delired me I would ſupply his place, and accordingly 
he would allow me the ſame Salary. I unrowled his Legs, and ſaw the Ul- 
cers lying in the Skin in ſeveral places amongſt the Varices without Intlam 
mation or Swelling ; but towards night they ſwelled, and were painful. 1 ac- 
quainted him with the nature of his Diſeaſe, and > —_—_ the Cure by laced 
Stockings. Idreſſed the Ulcers with unguert.diapomphol.and rowled then UP. 


Within a day or two his Stockings were brought him,and after I had dreſſed

was neceſſitated to put her on a laced Stocking ; and thereby the {welliny 
was reilrained, and ſhe recovered ſtrength to walk on it very well. 
>. Oiee. A Maid-ſervant, aged twenty lix years, had a {mall Phlegmon on a part of 
rar, of a her right Breaſt tending to Suppuration. 1, ſuppoſing it ſimply luch, conti- 
ſons, dently undertookthe Cure; and having ſuppuratedit by the application ot 
netrating #222 7ert, baſilicon, open'd it by Caultick, and diſcharged a purulent Matter ; 
erin whichancreaſing daily with diminution of the Inflammation and Tumour, 
* madea ſearch witha Probe, and penetrated into the cavity of the Thorax. 
then diſcourting with her, informed my ſelf that ſhe had been long dileaſcd 
with a Coughand frequent Shortneſs of breath. I was much aſhamed of my 
confident undertaking it. The rarity of the cale deceived me,and as many as 
afterwards ſaw 1t, every one judging the Ulcer ſimple. Burt its penetrating 
( as 1 faid ) ſhewed the Cure dichculr,and the work of time. Therefore hi- 
ted it with a Canpula, which I retained with a ſnip of Plaiſter, and applied a 
thin piece of Sponge prelt out of Wine upon it, with Compreſs and Bandage 
over it,direCting the dreſſing it twice aday. After I had thus healed up the rel! 
of the Ulcer,lI left out the Caz#/a,put ina Pea, and kept it as a Fontanel, ti!! 
Nature ſhould diſpoſe the /7/cera within to a better condition. But ſhe,grow- 
ing hectical, removed into the Country with internal Preſcriptions and di- 
rections todrels her {elf ; where I ſuppole ſhe is {ince recovered of her Fever.

rhe breatt- with Difficulty of breathing. The Chirurgeon opened her Breaſt in the de- 
clining part, and diſcharged a proportionable quantity of fetid Matter. Sb: 
was ſomewhat relieved by it ; but it penetrated into the Thorax,and the larg® 
diſcharge of Matter ſoon waſted her. | A 
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A Child of about four years of age was brought to Lozdon, {uppoled to RON: 
have the Kzngs-Evil. It had three Ulcers lying near one another ou his left Mopar "y 
Side, berween the two lowermolt of the true Ribs: they were accompanied tnion the 
with Ioflammartion and Excoriation. He was much emaciated, and atHicted nab ra 
with a Coughand Shortneſs of breath. Upon ſearch with a {mall Wax-candle ting. 
into the upper Orifice, I penetrated between the Ribs, and felt the edge of 
the uppermoſt foul. The other Ulcers were made by the inlinuation of the 
Matter for want of timely inlarging the firſt Orifice. I dreſt the Excoriation 
with unz#ent.album camph. & cerat.Caleni, and applied ſome of the mild Cau- 
tick, by which I inlarged thoſe Orihces. Atter the leparation of the Elcars, 

I dreſſed the lowermolt with »ngnezt. tutie, and cured them, The upper- 
moſt I kept open as a Fontanel with a Pea, for diſcharge of the Matter from 
within, not concerning my ſelf in the exfoliation ofthe Bone, but leaving that 
0 Nature, which ſeldom fails where the Ulcer 1s kept well digetted. Du- 
ring my proceeding thus with the U'cers, the Child was preſcribed a Deco- 
Qtion of Sarſa with PeCtorals, and his body kept open with /yr. de 7hab. in 
a9. germ. querc. ſomewhat of Calomel, was alſo preſcribed, ceruſſa Antimonii, 
&c. and the Child recovered. But while the Artendants grew ſecure and 
careleſs in dreſſing the Ulcer, the Pea ſlipt out, and the Orthice cloling in the 

fatter, he was ſeized witha Cough, Dithculty of breathing, and Fever. 
Upon which account I open'd that Ulcer again, and relieved him. He wear 
ſoon after into the Country, and by the foreſaid method recovered. 

A Man of about forty years of age labouring under a Fever 1n the Country, ,. ov. 
itterminated in ſome Abſceſs within the Breaſt, and paſſed 1ts Matter at laſt vat. of 
into the right Ax-lla,railinga large Ablcels there, which, being lett to Nature, erage 
made its way through the Skin ; but not having Opening lufficient nor time- the Breaſt, 
ly, the Matter invaded the /zter/titia of the Mulcles, and fpred it ſelf over all 


the Breaſt and Side, and did not dilcharge it ſelf ourwardly otherwiſe than as 


it overſlowed : by which means the Abſceſs became very large, and the quan- 
tity of Matter had well-nigh exhauſted the Pattent.It was my chance rocome 
into that Country, and being deſired to give him a vilit, and ſeeing the cauſe 
of it, I preſently made a long Inciſton 1n the lower part of his Brealt,and gave 
vent tothe Matter ; and atterwards made another Opening from theUlcer in 
the Ax//adownwards, where the Matter was ſtreightned by a hard Calls. 
Inother parts, where the Matter was alſo contained, and could not be dil- 
charged by the former Openings, I applied Caulticks, and the next day di- 
vided the Eſcars, thereby giving way to the remaining Cavities to empt 

tiemſelves. This being done, I left Medicaments and directions for the drel- 
ling them : viz. unguent, baſilicon for Digeſtion ; mundificat. Paracelſi, Merc, 
precipitat, and Vitriol-ſtone for Deterfion ; nnevert. ſarcotic. to incarn; and 
unguent. tutig & deſiccativum rubr, tor the cicatrizing the Uicer. For what- 
ever people pretend of Cure by Injections, the way 1s {low and hazardous, 
they often rendring theſe Ulcers more ſinuous, and being of uſe only where 
the Ulcer may not be opened by reaſon of the conſiderableneſs of the place: 
Herein this caſe, after the Matter had free vent, the Ulcer cured moſteaſily. 

A Daughter ofa ſubſtantial Cirizen laboured under an Abſceſs in the Re- 5: Obſer- 
g10n of her tclt Kidney; and was long treated by a bold Empirick, who pro- I.E a. 
miſed Cure : but after all his endeavours, the Child languiſhing under the ulcer pe- 
Ulcer, ſometimes by reaſon of the great diſcharge of Matter by Urine, and DELIGEIBS 
othertimes through the ſuppreſſion of it, great pains were ſtirred up within Kiqrey. 
the Body, and outwardly in the Abſceſs. 1, being conſulted, obſerved that 
the external Abſceſs took its original from the Ulcer within the Kidney,and 
required other manner of drefſing, its Cure being the work oftime. I pro- 


poſed 
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poſed the laying it open to the very Part where the Matter paſſed forth from 
the Kidney. To which purpoſe I applied a Cauſtick upon the S1x#s below, 
divided the Eſcar, and dreſſed it up with Lenieots. Then atter ſeparation 
and digeſtion ofthe Ulcer, ſearching the ſame with my Probe, T found the 
Sixus run up above the Orifice ; which being allo laid open, I diſcovered the 
paſſage into the Kidney, and felt the fide of the laſt ſhort Rib bared by the 
Matter in its pailing our. I dreiſed the Ulcer with mnxazf. ex apio, and heal- 


ed up the remaining $225 above and below to the very Aperture. Whilel - 


was doing this work, Dr. Barwick was confultedto help us 1n the Cure by In- 
trernals, who preſcribed a Traumatick decoQtion of Sarſa, &c. with the more 
temperate Plants, and Ballamick pills tocontemperate the Humours. Du- 
rizg my diſpoling of this Ulcer toretain a Caanula, the Matter diſcharged 
by Urine in great quantity, and the Pattent was as ſorely afflicted, and had 
the {ame Symptom that others have who are ailealed with Ulcers or Stone, 
in the Kidney ; but after vent was given by a ſhort Caxnuli of Lead, ſhe re 
covered. Having continued the ule of the Cayzulalome months, Iremovel 
It, and kept a Pea uit inthe Opening, and by red Sparadrope and Comonrc!; 


retained iton ; then left her to her Mother to dreis, and only called {ome 


times when they gave me notice of their wants. After a year or thereabout 
thar ſhe had kept this Fontancl open, tlic internal pains and difctarge of Tm. 
purities ceaſed, and {he grew more fleſhy and [trong. She Went allo Cany to 
a nciglbouring School, where ſhe was exerciſed in Dancing, cc. Atter the 
ipace of two yearsor thereabout, the Ulcer leeming not to mutter more thu, 
might be expected froma {mall Fontanel, the Mother calt out the Pea, ar. 
pernittcd it to heal up. But being ſoon alarm d by rhe old Accidents whic! 
returned upon the Child, ſhe ſent for me. I opencd it again, and left them) 
keen it lo, Dr. Barwick was alloagain conlultedl, who repeated the fore; 
rehod with ſome little alteration. The Ulcer was afterward kept open ne; 
three years, during which {he repeated her couric of Phylick Spring and 
Fall,and was f:equently brought ro me. At length I ſeeing her well grown 
and ofa fleihy and healthy Complexion, and the Fontanel in a manner dried 
up,I adviſed them to throw out the Pea,it being of no uſe. They did ſo: from 
V hich time the Patient hath continued ſtrong and well, and is ſince marricd, 

A young Gentleman of about ten or eleven years of age was aficted with 
a Cinuous Ulcer on hits right lide of the Spine. Ir had taken its original frem 
a tranſlation of Matter ariſing irom within his body whilſt he lay fick of a Fe- 
ver in the Country. It came at length to maturation, and was let out by 1 
neighbouring Clirurgeon : but it proving difficult of Cure,he was broug|lit 
to Town. He was heQicic, and diſeaſed with a Cough and Shortnels 0: 
breath, the Alicels mattering much, but c{pecially when he bowed his body 
downward, or lay in his bes! upon the contrary Side ; alſo in lying upon his 
Belly the Matter ran forth ſome ſpoonfuls, and upon holding his breath it 
blubbered forth, which ſhewed it care from within. Yet, for that ſometimcs 
upon preſſing with our hands upon the Muſcles of that ſide the Spine, there 
diſcharged Vatrer,we were apt to think it lay originally between the Muſcles 
of that place. Doctor Micklethwart was conlulted, and entertained their P!1y- 
ſician, and was often prelent at the drelhing the Patient. The Apertion wes 
{mall, and obſtructed by a Callus and luxurious fleſh within the U cer, where- 
by neither the Probe nor Wax-candle could make any conſiderable way. We 
were fatistied that there were more Si2us'sthan that tranſverſe the Back, ye! 
by the ſearchof a Probe we could make no diſcovery : but about three days 
?frera redneſs in the Skin ſhewed us a Sis lying near the Os ilion of abo!il 

© 1::ches long, the Skin leeming thin. TI openedit with a mild I, 
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and having divided the Eſcar, I paſled in a Probe from thence towards the 
Spine : but that not ſatisfying me,I applicd a Caultick upon rite old O 1t.ce, 
and another lower, whence I had prejied out Matter. Then dividing thein, I 
61d them with Pracipitate; and by rubbing into thote Eſcars atterwarc!s 
with the Caultick-{ione I penetrated into the $7zrss. One of thele dilcharg- 
ed the Matter which flowed that way ; and the other ſerved our purpoie to 
diſcover the Sins penetrating under the uppermolt falſe Rib towards the 
Breaſt ; which I dilated, and by deterſion enlarged the paiſage, then litred 
the Ulcer with a Cannrnlaot Lead, with an Emplaiter, Comprels and Bar- 
dage over it, by which the Matter diſcharged very well, and the Patient was 
relieved in his Cough, and recovered his appetite. The other Apertures, 
having emptied the external $77us's, were deterged and cured. Afﬀer the 
uſe of the Cannrnla ſome days, perceiving looſe Fleſh to ariſe in the Ulcer, 
which hindred the Uiſcharge of Matter, and that the activeneſs of our Pati- 
ent cauſed the Cannrla frequently to [tart out of the Sizvs, and ſometimes lit 
unealie, I left it out altogether, and put 1n a Jarge Pea, with a Thread in it 
ro pull it out at pleaſure. By this, with application of the common Spata- 
drope for liſues, this Ulcer was as a Fontanel kept open, and the Matter 
plentifully diſcharged thereby ; his Habit of body was alſo by the Phylici- 
an's preſcriptions of Vulnerary decoctions and Ballamicks, with lenient 
Purgatives, {o well reſtored, that he returned into the Country with his Pa- 
rents. Some while after coming again to Loxaoz with them, I gave him a 
vilit, and found him fat and well recovered. I did not ſee the Ulcer, but was 
aſſured from himleltand his Servants, that it was kept open with much eaſe, 
and that it mattered but little. TI adviſed then the keeping it ſo while any 
Matter flowed to the Part : which they did, and thereby cured him.

The Third Book. 


CHAP. 1: 
Of Hemorrhoids. 


ARIX in general hath been handled in one of the foregoing 'Treati- 
ſes. But becauſe there 1s one lort of Y/arices more important than 
the reſt, I mean the varicous Swellings of the vere hemorrhoidales, 

[ thought it convenient to diſcourſe of them particularly by themſelves, 
Theſe happen very often both in men and women, loas ſometimes to break 
and void bloud ; other-times only to {well and diſtend. But the conſequences 
of theſe are very great, both as to the-duration and intenſenels of the pain, 
andalſoasro the Tumours and Ulcers that ariſe, from them. Theſe Tu- 
mours are ſometimes phlegmonous, ſometimes {cirrhous, ſometimes can- 
cerous ; many times they are ulcerous and hitulous. 

I ſhall therefore take occaſion from that Chapter of Yarix, toadd in this 
place an intire Diſcourſe of. the Hemorrhozas, together with all the Dilſea- 
ſes thatare of the ſame kindred and family with them : in which if I ſwerve 
from that accuracy of method which Learned men may expett in the diſpo- 
1tion of the Parts of this Book, I hope the young Chirurgeon will at leait 
think that fault ſufficiently recompenſed by having all the troubleſome Dif 
eaſes of that Part brought at once into one view. 

The perſpicuity ofthis Diſcourſe will depend much upon a true notion of the 
conſtitution of the 4z#5,or uttermoſt Exit of the Inteſtinum rectum, In which 
place it is bound about with a SphinQer-Mulcle, the contraction of which 
ſhuts it ſo, asto detain within the Guts whatever Excremeats fall down thi- 
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ther, till ſuch time as Nature, being ftimulated either by the fulneſs or prov. 
cation of matter, doth voluntarily relax it, and by the helpot leveral pairs of 
Muſcles dilate ir, to make way for the diſcharge. All thele things pur toge- 
ther make up that organical Part which we call che Az#s in a compound ſence: 
though ina ſtrict lignitication it denote only the extremity of the [»teſtinum 
retum,to which all theſe things belong,and for the morion of which they are 
all deligned. Theſe Muſcles, and eſpecially the Ixteſtinum rectum it leitare ted 
by ſeveral Arteries. As, firſt, the Arteria meſenterica inferior, Which, being 
almoſt wholly deligned tor the Inteſt inum rectum doth ſpread branchesallover 


it copioully,and very particularly to that end which we call the Azus': and,ſe. 


condly, the Arteria hypogaſtrica doth ſend branches to the Aus,but chiefly to 
the Muſcles belonging to it. T heſe Arteries bringing Bloud hither, have pro- 
portionable Veins deitined for its return ; one of which 1s the hemorrhoidalis 
externa, ulually ſo called, which isa branch of the Hypogaſtrick vein,and cor- 
reſponds with ts cognominal Artery. The other 1ndeed moſt important Vel- 
ſel 15 the hemorrhoidalts interna, which receiving the Bloud from all the parts 
of the rectum, and clpccially about the Axus, unites into a flender Trunk, 
which paſſing along the Gut by degrees creeps into the Meſentery, and uſu- 
ally inferts it ſelf up between the Melenterical branches of the Porta, ſome: 
t:mcs into the right, ſomerimes into rhe letr, and {ometimes 1ato the Trunk 
of the Porta, More rarely it forſakes this courſe, and is interted into the Sple- 
nick branch, ſumetimes without, and ſometimes within rhe Spleen. This lalt 
cale happens but ſeldom : yet ſurely it happened to thoſe that firſt conjectu. 
rethis Veinto be the Evacuator of the melancholick Humours ot the Spleen. 
How elſe thould they gueſs that a Veſſel ſo vilibly inſerted either into the 
Trunk of Portz, or at leatt into the Melenterick branches, ſhould derive 
Huinours rather from the Spleen than the Liver ? 

Bur ſince the doctrine of the Circulation hath quite taken away the found: 
tions of this Hypotheſis, we are of late taught clear a new Letſon,viz. That 
the Bloud deſcends hither only by the Arteries, chiefly by the me/enter:ca ip 
f{erior, by which being caſt into the middle and 1nward Coats of the Gur,it is 
carried back by the Vein aforeſaid. Now it any man ask me the reaſon of the 
frequent Tumours and Apertions of this Vein, I ſhall give lim this account. 
Firſt that it is ſet in a depending Part ; which reaſon 1s common to it and the 
Legs, both of which are more lubject to arices than other parts of the Body. 
Secondly, that the Legs and all mulculous parts of the Body, when they re- 
ceive Bloud into them, do contract themielves more vigorouſly for the Cxpul- 
lion thereof, and promoting of its atcent, than the Gur, which is a more lax 
part, and contracts with lets force at all times, fave when Natureaims atran 
expulſion ; in which cate the tendency of Nature is down wards,quite contra- 
ry tothat of the motion of the Bloud, and rather hinders the return than fur- 
thers it, binding up the Bioud 1n 1ts own Veſſels. Thirdly, the Veins here- 
about are in themſelves lo very ſmall that they have no Valves, ſo that Bloud 
being detained in them, 1s not foealily carried up or hindred from reſtagna- 
tion, asS where Valves are frequent. Fourthly, the place is ſo often moiltned 
by the frequent aflux of Humours, that it is very forward to increaſe the ca- 


tural Laxity of the Part, to dilate the Velicls, and i a an afflux of 


Humours ; by virtue of which ſometimes {ſpongy Fle 


g 115 thruſt out, and 


ſometimes Tumours of other natures generated. Fiftthly, that thele Velle!s 
being here not only depending, butalſo cutaneous, ſcattered ina very thin 
render Skin, are apter upon the impulfe of Bloud to fly open, than where 
they are bound in by a thick ttrong cover : and for this reaſon the Noſe all! 
(if it be feaſonableto fpeak ot it in thisplace) is apter ta bleed than other 
parts. T tie 
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The natural conſtrufQtion of the An being ſuch as I have deſcribed, the 

reternatural may eaſily be inquired into. For it by any Fermentation or 
Ebullition of the Bloud any ſharpneſs ſo attect it as to caule a ſtagnation in 
chisplace, preſently the Veins, being not ſufficient for'the diſcharge, grow 
varicous : and ifthe Humour by its ſharpneſs or thinneſs, or borlk, {timu- 
Jates Nature, by this means the yed#um is always offering to ſqueeze and con- 
tradt it ſelf, and binds up the Vein ſo that the Bloud cannot aſcend, bur is by 
the violence of the motion thruſt back again, to the burſting open of the 
mouths ofthe Veſſe]. If the Coats be thick or apt to ſpongineſs, then the 
Parts {well, and either the Veſſels themſelves appear blue and in cluſters like 
Grapes, or elſe Fleſh growerh about them, and makes Ficus, Condylomata, 
and Criſta's. If the Humour be: of a ſaline nature, it dries and parches the 
Skin, and chaps it ;- from whence comes Rhagades and Fiſſure, things fre- 
quent in the Noſe and Lips as wellas here. _ 

This Humour is moſt frequently lodged within the verge of the Ars, and 
ſo appears to the eye : but it likewiſe very often is lodged on the Muſcles near 
it, where the Varzces are hidden, and ſeldom diſcover themſelves, but only 
an outward Tumour appears, which in progreſs often times apoſtemates, 
and at Jaſt ends in a filtulous Ulcer ; which Ulcer, according to the duct 
of the Veſſels thar feed it, ſometimes penetrates the Gut, and ſometimes 
nor. 

I ſhall rſt treat of the YVarzces themſelves, and the Tumours that are con- 
ſequent to them ; and then ſhall beg leave of my Reader to tranſlate hither 
a Diſcourſe concerning the Ulcers of theſe Parts : which I ſhould have pla- 
ced ellewhere. | 

The Varices hemorrhoidales themſelves will admit of theſe following Diffe- 
rences ; Which areeither eſſential, or accidental. 

[. Eſſential are thoſe that are taken trom the Parts themſelves that are Piffc- 
tumefied : wiz. either the Vein only ſwells, or ſome adjacent Bodies ſwell FOR 
with it, or ſome new Body 1s generated thar adheres to it. 

1. When the Vein only {wells, then either it ſwells without bleeding, 
which we call H.emorrhoides cares or blind Hamorrhoids ; or, 2. upon ſwel- 
ling it opens and bleeds, which we call Hemorrhoides apert as, 

2. When other Parts ſwell with the Vein, other Tumours ariſe, as Phleg- 
mons, S:irrh;, Cancers, &c. all which are ſeated in the Muſcles of the Anus, 
or of the adjacent Parts. 

3. When new Boles are generated, they, according to their figure and 
ſubſtance, are called by ſeveral names, as Firs, Condjlomata, Warts, &«. 
which areall of them Excretionsupon rhe Veins lo {welled. 

_ IT. Accidental Diftterencesare many : viz. 1. From the place ; ſo they are 
internal, or external. 2, From the bigneſs; great, or {mall. 3. Number ; 
one, or more. 4. Figure ; round, as the Hemorrhoides cece, or long, as the F:- 
cus, and Warts, or triangular, as the Crifta. 5. Superficies; equal, or une- 
qual. 6. The baſis ; broad, or narrow, &c. 7. The Times ; periodical, or un- 
certain. Many other may be reckoned, as mens fancy leads them. 

The Internal Cauſes of Hemorrhoids mult be either a meer Plethora, or a Ca- Cauſes, 
corhymia, A mere Plethora is a rare caſe, and if ever it happens, ſooner affets 
other Parts than this. But a Cacochymia doth produce them ſometimes when 
t 15 plerhorick, and thenis commonly periodicaland breaks : or elſe when 
tis without a Plerhora, the ſharpneſs of the Humour, or weakneſs of the Part, 
or both, do concur to the produQtion. So according to the variety of the de- 
generation of the Humour variety of Tumours do ariſe : concerning which 
we have ſeverally treated already in their particular Chapters, 
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But they are not Internal Cauſes only to which thele Tumours owe their 
Original, they have often External Caules; as biting of Leeches, pain any 
way cauſed by Blow, Bruile, Friction, or Puntture. 50 a man living near Pic. 
cadilly in eating of Plaice {walloweda Bone, which in paſting {tuck in the 1. 
teſtinum reftum, and ſtirred up pain. He adviied with ſome, who applied 
Leeches, whereby the Fluxion was increaſed, and made an Abſcels, which 
terminated in a {nuous Ulcer. The Parient pulled out. the Bone, and I was 
called in tothe ſight of the Ulcer by the Chirurgeon, who was oft my name 
and relation. Solikewiſe there are many in{tances that demonſtrate the Piles 
to ariſe from Chirurgical Operations and Applications. Likewile ſharp Hu- 
mours paſſing near that place trom the Guts do by their acrimony provoke 
the Piles. This Humour may be from internal Cauſes 1n the Bloud, and Yet 
efects externally, viz. whiltt paſſing our at the Anus, 1t makes the {ame at- 
fections there that a ſharp Clyſter would : or 1t may be excited by Aloeti- 
cal, Scammoniate, or other acrimonious Medicines. | 

After all this Diſcourſe it will be needleſs to ſay much of the Sizzs. Your 
eve will tell you whether it be a Vein or {ome other Tumour that you lee ; 
all9 whether the Part bleedor not. Tn other 'Tumours the Figure will tell 
you which is the Fjcrs, Morns, Criſta, Conayloma : the lalt of which'is likea 
rotnd penſile Wart with a narrow neck ; it it be fiat, 1t is Fzcas ; it it have a 
broad baſis, it isCrifta; and lo forward ; their names betng given from their 
reſemblances.

From all which it may be concluded, that there 1s not leſs danger in un- 
{calorable {uppreſſion of the Hemorrhoids, than there is from their too great 
Evacuation ; and that they are not unadviledly to be provoked, nor yet t09 
{uddenly to bechecked. 

If the Hemorrhoias called cect, or blind Piles, be extream painful, and not 
timely ſuccoured, there 15 danger left, through the great concourſe of Hu- 
mours, Inflammation, Apoltemarion, ©. do follow. 

Thoſe Hemorrhords which atiect that part next the Neck of the bladder arc 
more vexatious, by reaſon of rhe conſent they have withit ; whence Inflam- 
mation and Strangury may happen. 

Thoſe Hemorrhoids called verrucales are the worſt fort ; the uwvales are the 
milder, and the morales have a mediocrity between both. 

Cure of In the Cure of the Hemorrhoids we ſhall begin with the cece, as well the 
nk external as1nternal : in both whichthe Patien!'sDiet ought to be ſuch as hath 
un fl of VIFEUC tO keep the Body ſoluble ; becauſe in thele Diſcales they ave generally 
ch« cc, Coftive, and by ſtraining to caſe nature do only excrete a Mucas ; and it by 
Fo ſuch excretions they doavoid Excrements, 1tis with much pain. T heretore 
Pannados, Barly-grewels, Oat-meal-caudle's and Broths of Veal, Chicken, 
cc. with Beets, Spinage, Borage, Buglols, Endive, Succory, &c. are proper. 
Their Drink may be a ſmall Ale, Beer, or Wine diluted with Water, or Pti- 
ſans, Strong Drinks and Salror ſharp Meats are hurtful. The Body may al- 
ſo be kept ſoluble by Clyſters of fat Broths, emollient Deco&tions, or of new 
Milk. They may becaſt up withSyringes which havea ſhort thickPipeTaper- 
faſhion.

Parts, than moved them to blecd to any purpoſe ; yet I ſuppoſe they may 
provoke them in ſuch Bodies as have been heretofore ſubject ro them, and 0 
may be of good uſe. 

In others who are extraordinarily ſubject to the bleeding of the Hamor- 
rhvids, your Care will be required in the moderating of them by regulation of 
Diet and manner of living: in which caſes I refer you to the Charter of the 
WWonnds of Veins and Arteries. If the Flux of bloud begreat, you may make 
Revultion by Venwlcction, Cupping, and binding the remote Parts, allo by 
the avplication of attringent Mecicaments ; or by ſuch internals as may 11- 
c:aflate nnd contemperate the Ferment in the Bloud.

Another aged htty years of a full Body,difſeaſed with the ſame kind of Piles, 
With great pain. T hey lay varicous1n a great cluſter, ſo as it was not ealie to 
tind the way into the Anrs : but in preſſing ſome of them on one lide, I ſaw 4 
looſe red Fleſh thruſting from within outwards. It was the inner Spongy Coat 
of the Rectum rnteſt inum relaxed by the Fluxion, and hence a ſcrous Humour 
diſcharged with ſome Mucas. I let him bloud in the Arm about twelve oun- 
ces at that inſtant, and ſtuped the inflamed Piles with cloaths wrung out ot 
Claret-wine, An hour or twoafter a Clyſter was exhibited of Milk with 
the Yolk of an Egge,lome Sugar,and two ounces of ol.hyperic. which brought 
away bard Excrements, and mitigated the bearing down which he had com- 
plained lo much of.

I adviſed himto a ſlender Diet, 
and preſcribed him a Barly-cream cum ſem.melon.papaver.altb.a tew Almonds, 
a little juice of Lemons, ag. ro/. & cinnam, hordeat, He relited tolerably well 
chat night, and was ealierin the morning. I continued the ſame methad of

ſalvie, roſe. rub. nuc. cupreſſ. in Wine, by which I diſcuſſed and dried up the 


humidity, and thereby cured him. 
A Man of about forty ſx years of age,abounding with ſharp Humours, 


the 4-us, which was allo relaxed and turned out. The Yarzces were of diite- 
rent lizes and colours : ſome were inflamed red, others pale, others livid, and 
ſome black. Ar firſt ſight I ſuppoſed them Gangrened : but after a farther 
ſearch I obſerved the different colour of them proceeded from the great In- 
flux of Humours which dijated them,and cauſed the Compreſſion they made 
uyen one another. We commonly ſee the ſame in making a Ligature on any of 
the Varices ; in which caſe generally they inflame,or if tied very ftraight,grow 
pale and become livid ; then, as the heat extinguiſheth they grow black : Yet 
ſometime, ujon ty ing, the Bloud burſts torrh, and they recover their native 
heat. Thus in our caſe, through want of timely relief, they inflamed and 
ſiyelled, and ftraightned themſelves ; till by corrupting they wither'd, and 
made room for their fellows. W hether theſe would have gangren d 1t not rhen 
ſuccoured, I hall not conclude; but in bodies ill-habited they do ſo ſometimes. 
Theſe were exceeding painful, and, by reaſon of the Relaxation of the A4zs, 
cauſed a vexatious Tereſmus, and diſcharged much Gleet and Mucns. 1 to- 
mented them at the inſtant with'red Wine,and injected upa ſpoontul or more 
of o/. hyperict, to abate the acrimony cauling the Texeſmus ; then let the Pati- 
cnt blond. The next morning I fomented the diſeaſed Parts with the foreſaid 
diſcutient and drying Decoction, and applied that old Remedy of fryed Leeks 
with Butter, beaten toa Cataplaſm : by which the pain was mitigated,and 
the varicous Swellings relaxed.

I was conſulted, and ſaw them thruſt out in a great clutter with 
Inflammation to putrefaCtion, the Anus turned out with great Tumour. She 
was alſo diſeaſed with a Temeſmns, which put her bowels upon a continual 


excretion of much Gleet and Mncns, I fomented them with Wine, cut off 


lome of the varices, ſcarified others,and permitted them to bleed; then waſhed 
them witha Solution of »»guext. E2ypriac. in ſome of theW ine, and injected 
lome ol, ini. Aﬀſterwards I appliceda Cataplaſm of fried Leeks over all. Cor- 
dtals were preſcribed her, and an Anodyne draught that night, to diſpoſe her 
to relt. A diſcutient and reſolvent Fomentation and Cataplaſm were alſo ap- 
pied by her. Nurſe keeper, as occaſion offer'd. By theſe Applications the pain 
mitigated, and the Tumour relaxed.

A Gentleman aged about iorty years, ofa healthful Conſtitution, was of. 
ten vexed with Hemorrh. nval, on one {ide of rhe Podex, one whereof, being 

over-{tretched, was uncapable of being fo diſcuſſed, but that it ſwelled and 

inflamed upon every little diſorder or Coſtiveneſs. Heat laſt, wearied with 
the dilturbance, conſulted me : 1t was then {welled, and ſomewhat inflamed, 
I, obſerving its baſis capable of tying, made a Ligature upon it, and cut it 
off; then permitting it to bleed ſome while, I drefſed it cum pulv. Galcni, 
witha Pledgit of »zgnent. baſulicon, and a Plailter of unguentum  utritun 
over it, and cured it by the touch ota Vitrio-{ftone and nnguert, deficcat. 116, 
Since when he hath enjoyed good health, and ben lefs troubled with thy

ke zucilig. ſem. pſyllti extratt, in aecot. malvuar, Jv. myrrhe, thuris, croci pul 
Veriz, an, ld vitell, unius 0U1, ol. rof. Id. opt? or. V11]. 1 his gave the Patient 
preſent caſe ; but the next day lhe was leized witha pain in her Head, and 
her Uvnlzandright Tonll grew inflamed.

A man aged abour torty years, extreamly ſubject to the Hemorrhoids ma- 
ny years, came to Town, and being ſorely diſeaſed with them, he conſulted 
ne.

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Trunk,with a Pillow and Napkin under him, his breeches hanging about his 
Legs : his Viſage was pale and dejected, a cold [lweat dropping trom his 
Brows. He had been twice upon the Cloſe-ſtool ſtraining with great uneali- 
neſs, avoiding only a Mucus with a bloudy ſermm. He then went again to it, 
and after ſome while ſtraining returned diſcontented to his bed, where ( he 
ſaid ) he was wont after an hour or two to beealier. I viewed the dilealed 
Part, and ſaw the Poaex relaxed ſo much as I believe I might have put up my 
four fingers. It was varicous round the verge, and had bled ſome two or 
threeounces. From the internal Piles he frequently bled very much, yet was 
not the lels pained.. I called for ſoft Napkins well warmed, and applied one 
after another hot, whereby I ſoon quieted and reduced the relaxed Azus. I 
commended to his ule an Infuſion of Attringents in red Wine, to be applied 
hot with Scarlet-cloaths immediately upon his coming from the Clole-itog], 
and to wear a Pledgit of Tow ſprinkled +97 zuc. cupreſ]. balauſt. &c.

Of Procidentia Ani. 


TAving in the preceding Diſcourſe made often mention of a Relaxation 
1 1 ofthe 4s, we ſhall now treat more particularly of it. It 1s called by Nanies. 
the Latines Procidentia Ani, allo Prolapſus and Exitus Ani. By thoſe names 
tis alſo known amongſt us. It isa Relaxation of the SphinQer*to ſuch a de- P*eript 
free, that the internal rugous Coat of the Inteſtine turneth our, #and beareth 
down, making a Swelling proportionably. | 

The Cauſes of this Diſcale are Coſtiveneſs, at which time, ſtraining to eaſe Cauſes, 
nature it frequently falls down ; alſo Fluxes of the Bowels in Diarrhea, Dy- 
ſenteria, and eſpecially Teneſmus. The Piles are for the moſt part a Caule, 
l01s hard Labour in Child-bed, and the Stone in the Bladder. In Infants it 
commonly falleth down through Crudity or over-moiſture of the Levatores 
Ani, Jn thoſe of Age the Cauſe. will be more certainly diſcovered by the 
complaint of the Patient, | 

The S275 are evident to the fight : the inſide is turned outward, and the Signs, 
Tumour 1s of a fleſhy colour and rugous, by reaſon of the folds and wrinkles 
- = Coat ; andit is accompanied with an uneaſineſs, and delire to goto 

tool. 

The Cure of this Diſeaſe is difficult, but much worſe in old people than 
young ; andif ir ſucceeded a Dyſentery or Hemorrhozds,it is the moſt difficult. LS: 
Inthe latter caſe it is ſcarce ever curable. If it happened through Coſtive- 
neſg, the Cure is hopeful ; ſo it js if it was cauſed from the Stone 1n the Blad- 
der, or Child-bed Labour, if in that work the Muſcles or Membranes were 
not torn. ; 

In order to the Care,the prolapſed Inteſtine ought tobe put up with an eaſie cure. 
hand. The uſual method 15, to apply a Stupe of Flannel or 'Scarler-eloath, 
wrung out of ſomeDecoQtion of ane" hot ; and after the Part hath eu 
Ft 2 while 
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while fomented, you are to thruſt up the relaxed Azus with your fingers tili 
you have reduced it. Ifthe Tumour be great and hard, you ought then rg 
foment it with Emollients and Diſcutients, viz. fol.mal.viol, tapſ.barbat, flor 
zmbuci, cham. meliloti, ſem, lint, fenugreci, &c. The Tumetaction removed, 
reduce if as abovelaid, binding on a Butron of {oft Tow prelt out ofan Aſtrin- 
gent Decoction made thus ; By baciar. myrtillor, flor. rof. ruby. balauſt, an. *i. 
nuc, enpreſſ. 2land. querc. an. 5). ſumach. acatie, hyporiſf. an. 5136. corn. cervi uſti, 
thuris, an. 311. infundantur 14 VN. ruby. th1.  conuantur ad tertie Partts Con- 
ſurptionem. Y our next endeavours ſhould be how to prevent the deſcent of it

An Infant about a month; old was diſcalcd with a Proredentia Jay, wt 
being not 1eluccable by the Women, 1 fomented it with red Wine thre: 
four times, then with my fingers upon the Stupe prefied EQuaily UPON it. and 
reduced it. ] continued the feanenting 1t a while longer, then ax plied a Plc. 
cit of dry Tow upon the 44s, directing them how to relieve it in caſe 0! 
Relapſe. Tafterwards fcnt them papersof Aliriggents to Ofuſein red Vir 
i apply as aboVe ſaid. By which method it was ſtrengthened and cul yl) 
few days by the care of the Nurle. 

Afickly Child about tour years old had been ſome months dileaſed witha 
Procidentia Ani, by reafon ofa preceding Flux of the Bowels with Texe/2245, 
It had been neglected by the Servant rhat attended it, and was too much f{\cl- 
led to vicld Þ a Reduction. I tomented it with the diſcutient and emollicyt 
DecoQtion preſcribed in the method of Cure, then botind on warm Stupcs 
wrung out of the ſame, and kept him in bed. The Swelling being thereby 
fomewhat relaxed, I endeavoured again Reduction ; but it not yielding there: 
to, I fomented it with D:lcutients with ſomewhat of Aitringency, and 
fprinkledthe inner Tunicle with putu.nuc.cupreſſ.corn. cervs uftt, an. part.equa!, 
then apphed warm Stupes thereon. Atter I had thus dried up the ſuper 90115 
Humidity, I artenipted it again : but as I pretied upon it on one fide, it ro: 
ON the other. I repeated the warm Stupes, and with my fingers upon ti 
Stupe I prefjed cloſe upon 1t, and twidled 1t in fhril one (fide, then the other. 
It betng reduced, a Compreſs of Tow made 1n the form of a great Button, 
dipt in an a{tringent Decoction, was placed thereon, and retained by goo. 
Bandage. His Diet was boiled Rice and ſuch like, which might Prevent 1 
Looſeneſs. Ar his next going to Stool I was fetched. Atter he had caſed na 
ture, I ftomentcd the rejaxed Anns, and having cleanſed and dried it, reduce 
It eaſily, then dreffed it as before, and continued iny attendance at ſich 
times; whereby I facilitared the work and cured the Child, by the alſtitznce 
of the Servant that attended ir. Many fuch-like in Children to twelve icars 
of age I have happily recovered by the like method. | 

A Man of about twenty eight years of age, afflicted with a Procidentia As. 
conſulted me. It was neither inflamed nor hard ; but, having been long, out, 
was not eaſie to reduce. I returned that evening with aDecottion of ſumm:t i! 


ancihi. 
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anethi, hyperici, flor, cham. roſ. rub. balauſt. ſumach, nuc. cupreſ]. made in Wine ; 
and after I had fomented the relaxed Parts,I endeavoured again to reduce it : 
but it not yielding, I ſprinkled the inner Coar of the relaxed Anvs with paly, 
anc. cupreſſ. and applied a warm Stupe over it with retentive Banuage, The 
next morning I returned thither, and repeated the Fomentation, and having 
thereby reduced it, I dreſſed it up witha Comprels of Tow made 1n the form 
ofa Button dipt in a Solution of extract. ſumach in red Wine, with Bandage 
roretain it cloſe. Iafterwards made him ſeveral vilits,and affifted him 1n the 
reducing 1t, directing him according tO the way propoled in the method of 
Cure for preventing the Relapſe : by which method the Relapſe was leffen- 
od, and theeafier reduced when it {lipt out. 

I was fetched toa Woman of about forty years of age, who had b-2nlong 
1Mited with the Hemorroids both internal and external, through the cont 
nuance of which the SphinCter relaxed, and, for want of timely reduttion, 
in proceſs of time [welled big, and was accompanied with great Fluxion, 
Ulceration, and various forts of Excreſcences, which rendred it uncapable of 
being reduced. I advited a diſcutienr and altringent For»s, as hath been pro- 
zoſed in the method of Cure; and the next day cut oft the Excreſcences with 
2 pair of Sciflors, and applied warm Stupes, to continue the bleeding till ] 
thought IT had ſufficiently given a breathing to the Part. Then {prinkling 
them with a mixture of pulv. cort.granat.nuc.cupreſſ. witha third part of Merc. 
precipitat, I applied a warm Stupe over a!], with retentive Bandage. The 
next day Irepeated the ſame Applications, with this Emplaſter under the 
Stupe : Fe prulv. ſummitat. millefoltt, flor. chamemel. an. 5v1. cortic. granat, Zi, 
tiner, lignt fraxini Zi). aluminis uſti 511, rad, ſquill. coct, ſub cineribus Av. piften- 
tur inmortario cum axung.porcin. & mel. commanis an. q.ſ. fiit Emplaſtrum. 
By the continued application of theſe Medicaments, I dilcuiled part of the 
Swelling, and dried up the Ulcerations, and by rubbing of many roots of the 
Excreſcences with the Vitriol-ſtone conſumed them. But the circumference 
ofthe Podex after all being too turgid to turn inward, I fomented it with 
Emollients, and applied Catavlaſms of the ſame ; by which it was after a 
while rendred reduccable, and by Compreſſion retained : but by reaſon of 
the laxity and over-moilture of the Part, ſhe was ſubject to the Hemorrhoids 
afterwards, and the 4s trequently relapled. She languiſhed long under 
that Diſcaſe, and died hydropical. 

A perſon aged about ſixty years, having labourcd a long time under various 
Chronick Diſeaſes, and of late years a ſuppoled Fiſtula zz Ano, which grew 
daily more vexatious ; I was conſulted. Upon view of the Part, I judgedit 
a Procidentia Ani, It beingqueltioned, I called tor warm Napkins, and ap- 
plying them hot one after another, Ireduced it whiljt I preiſed one of the 
warm Cloaths cloſe to it, and thereby eaſed the Patient, and confirmed the 
Judgment I had delivered of it. This Procidentia Azi, by reaſon of its long 
continuance, and the continual diſcharge of ſerous Humours by it, readred 
the Part ſo lax, that it relapſed upon the leaſt walking. Wherefore I provided 
accordingly a Compreſs dipt in afltringent Liquors, with Bandage to retain 
It cloſe, and fone days attended him inreducing it, and in ſhewing his Ser- 
vants how to reduce and dreſs it. The work of Reduction being grown more 
ealrsto ltis Servants, the Patient contented himſelf with having it reduced ſo 
oiten as occaſion offered,and declined the trouble (as he called it) of Bandage. 
During the time of my attendance on this Patient, I obſerved the folded Sheer 
which lay all night under him to be wet through, as if ſo much water had 
ſreped intoit. Upon enquiry whence it proceeded,and feeling his Belly, I con- 
cluded the Patient bydropical, and thar the diſcharge per Anum was from 
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thence. I was not much credited ; bur it appeared ſo about three quarters 
of a year aſter, when he dying of an Apoplexy, his Servants taking him out 
of Bed, the Sheet under him was found wet as aforeſaid. Inorder to the En: 
balming of him, I pierced his Belly, and diſcharged twenty rwo pints anda 
halfof Water. Towards the latter part of his lite he was ſubject to Vomit. 
ing, with dejeCtion of Appetite: the Procidentia Ani was allo continually 
attended with a Teneſmms, which was no ſmall diſturbance to his Bowels, 1 
the opening of the lower Venter, I found the /” i{cera much obitructed ; aud 
in the left Kidney there was one {tone hilled up the ſame.

He Anzws 1s alſo ſubject to various forts of Excreſcences belides thoſe ari- 

ling trom the Hemorrhcrds, and have names trom the things they moi: 
reſemble, being called Conaylomata, Ficus, Criſte, Thymi, &c. Authors do not 
agree about the Names ot the three former : ſome making Cri/ta and Fic: 
all one, only diflering as they are greater or leſſer ; and take no notice of Con- 
ayloma at all. Others allo have given very diflerent Deſcriptions of them, 
{uch as ſeem to me in{uriicient to diſtinguiſh them. T ſhall therefore take the 
liberty to repreſent them to you as I have ſeen them grow. 

The Conaylomaand Ficrs T luppole to be both one, dillering only in their 
manner of growth, they bothariling from a peculiar kind of ſoft round Tu- 
bercle diſtending the internal rugous Tunicle of the Az#us, without pain or 
alteration of colour in the Skin; and as that increaſeth, it groweth fleſhy. 
If it continueth that figure, it is Cozazloma : but it it ſhoot out with a long 
neck, as frequently 1t happens, reſembling a Fig, it may deſervedly be called 
Ficas. Y 

Criſte are a ſort of hard Excreſcences ariſing ſomewhat diſtant from the 
verge ofthe Azus, in the form of a Cox's Comb, and are uſually a ſymptom 
of the Pox. | | 

1hymi are hard Excreſcences not unlike the tops of the Herb they borrow 
their name trom. They partake of the nature of Warts, and ditter only in 
their manner of growth. There are other ſort of Excreſcences of a ſofter ſub- 
{tance, called Papule, &c. Otthe former ſome are benign, others are malign 
and of a Cancerous quality. | 

Rhagaaes are Chaps or Filſures about the verge of the Anu proceeding 
from the acrimony of rhe Humour fretting and cracking thoſe Parts. This 
hapneth in thoſe who have been infected with any of the abovementioned 
Excreſcences : it may allo proceed from a Diarrhea, &c. They are deep or 
{ballow, dry or moift, malign or benign, according tothequalicy of the Hu- 
mour to which they owe their original. | 

The abovementioned Excreſcences are enough diſtinguiſhed by the ſight 
f:om one annother. They ditter from the Piles, as afGing only the Skin, 
and thar without TumefaQtiog of the Podex : nor have they any likenels i9 
a | artx, 
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viſcous Bloud thruſt forth by rhe ſtrength of the Expultive faculty out of the 
Pores of the Skin, and dried up into theſe forms in which we lee them. The 
Condylomaand Ficws ariſe froma viſcous Humour flowing preternaturally in- 
ro ſome part of the rugous Coat of the 45, railing it into a ſmall Tumour, 
as I have already ſaid. The Cri/te and other Species of Excreſcences are re- 
pured to arte from the Lnes Venerea, and trom that filthy fin of Sodcany, and 
have the Rhagazes tor their companions : which I behteve is frequently ſo 
ſeen in the hot Countries ; but amonglt us is a Symptom of the Pox. YetlTI 
have met withir ina little Infant ; and all the other Species in people whom 
| ſuppole never had the Lues Vexerea,. 


The Thymiare the worſt ſort of Excreſcences,they being more often maltgn, Progno- 
and arethen painful;alſo if their extirpation be unſucceſsfully attempted,they Rick. 


grow CANCErous. The Comdyloma, Ficns, Criſte, &C, are ot Sifficult to-extir: 
ate Or Cure, if the Diſeale be rightly conſidered from which they ariſe.

The Cre of theſe Excrelcences at thetr {ir{t budding forth may be attempted Cure. 


by Medicaments that are aſtringent and drying ; as ſummit.rubi,equiſeti fol. 
baccar. myrtillor, ſumach, cort. oranat.balauſt. ſquame eris, ferrugo, calx lota,alu- 
men,&c, made into Forentations,or poudered and mixt with Oyntments,and 
applied upon Tow. If theſe do not check their growrh,you may cut them oit 
with a Knife or ScitJors, and conſume the reinaining roots by eſcarotick or 
atual Caurery, and then proceed 1n the Cure by Digeſtion and Epuloticls 
accordingly. To prevent their growing again, Authors commend the Aſhes 
of Vine and Bean-ſtalks mixed with Vinegar, to apply upon the Parr. 

The Cure of Rhazazes conlilts 1n removing the Caliofity, and cicarrizing 
them ſmooth, as aboveſaid. If Humidity abound, it requireth Exficcants :

particlar information, and ſhall here, tor brevity ſake, give you only one 


I ever ſaw, yet was not venercal. He was a man of abour fifty ſix years of 
age of a l:caltly Conſtitution ; he complained that he had been long obſtruQ- 
edincaſing of nature by reaſon (as he thought)of the Piles, which of late was 
much more grievous to him,they in a manner ſtopping up the Aus. I view- 
eathe Part, and ſaw a numerous company of Excreſcences, great and ſmall, 
overlpreading the Anus, infomuch thar it wes very difficult to find their in- 
lertion, There were five very large, of the form of green Figs, the leaſt of 
them about an inch & a half long, inſerted within the 4zus.There were other 
lefler growing moreexternally, upon the verge of them ſome hung like {0 
many Leeches. There were allo about the Anus many Thymi growing right 
up of ditfcrent ſize ; under which were Khagades, Chaps and Fifſures, with 
[mall Excreſcences or Papule thruſting here and there out of them. Theſe be- 
ngall walhed and cleaned from the Excrements,retained the natural colour 
df the Skin, and were not painful. He had concealed his Dileaſe fo long as 


he 
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he could,and was encouraged to ſend for me,upon a report he had heard from 
a Neighbour of his, whom I had freed from an Excreſcence in the fame Part. 
I readily underrook the Extirpation of them, but deſired to have ſome wit. 
fieſs of the work : to which purpole one was conſulted ; but he, diſcouraging 
us with a prediCtion of their malign quality, left us. Yet the Patient urging 
me to proceed in the operation, and I conlidering the neceſlity ot it : I cam; 
the next day with my Servant, furniſhed with Knife, Scifſors, Needles and 
{trong Thread, actual and potential Cautertes, aſtringent Powders,c. Then 
having placed the Patient in a clear light, with his Knees drawn up towards 
his Body, he with my Servant afliiting with their hands, I again conſidered 
the Part affeted ; and finding it difficult coget to the roots of thoſe inſerted 
within the Anus, thought to begin with thoſe more remote. But luſpeCtins 
how his courage might hold out, I began with thole neareſt the verge of the 
Anns, clipping them of clole trom their roots one atter another, as falt as I: 
could,not minding their bleeding,rill I had freed my way to thoſe within the 
Anus, Then with a Sponge dipt 1n Oxycrate I waſhed oft the Bloud, and with 
{1na!l actual Caureries dried the roots of them. That done, I oiled my Fin- 
ver, and paſſed it into the Arrs, to make way to the next : and whillt I held 
my Finger beyond it clole to the root, my Servant the mean tine pulling 
the Ficus to him,]I pailed the Sciſſors under.it towards the end of my Finger; 
then tied them, and paſſing on cut them off, my Finger within directing me 
'n the work. I tried rhe Speculurm Ani : and by the help of my Finger within, 
and a Sprcrlum at the entrance upon the verge, I cleared the Azrs of them, 
canterized their roots,and put upa bit ofa Rag dipt in ungwert. refrig.Galen:. 
1 henl fel] to work with therelt, ſnippingand cutting them off, and conlu- 
medtheir roots with actual Cauteries. Some of thole that had very {ma!! 
roots I burnt with the Button-end of my Probe, others with the point of my 
Forceps. The Lips of ſome of the Rhagades which were callous, I burnc with 
the Spatula, ſome others I rubbed oft with the Cauſtick-ſtone. Thus in cl; 
thin an hour and a halt I conſumed them all, and left the 4zzs free, and the 
Parts about ſmooth. 1 dreſſed them up with a Pledgit of Tow fpred with 
unguent.refrig. Galent, and in the {pace of fourteen days or thereabouts curc( 
flim : for indeed molt of them cicatrizedas the Eſcars caſt off. This Patient 
lived many years after, and publickly acknowledged the Cure to perſons ot 
great Quality. If theſe had riſen from the Pox, they would have ſoon retur- 
ned, and rendred my operation unſuccelsful ; which they did not. 
2, Obſer- A young married Wife having been long diſeaſed with an Excreſcencc 
IG growing out from theOs coccyx between three and four inches in length, no: 
eral Body Unlike the tail ofa 7 wrkiſh Sheep, retaining the natural colour of the Skin, 
#09 Without pain, except 1n time of Child-bed ; She being again with Child,and 
0s coccyx dreading the pain thereof, conſulted me. I undertook the extirpating Ot it, 
extirpa- and in the preſence of ſome eminent Phylicians made a Ligature upon the 
Y baſis of tt, and cut it off. It ſcarce bled ; yet having a{tringent Dreſſings rea- 
dy preparcd, I applied them. We {lit the preternatural Body open, and judg- 
ed it to bea ſoit white Fat, like that ofa Rump of Mutton. At the next Dre!- 
ling I perceived the remaining part was Fart, and had for its root long {lips of 
the fame kind of Fat, running up from the Coccyx on each ſide to the back of 
the Os ſacrum about two inches 1n length. I laid it open, and digeited it out 
with Merc. preciprtat. then cured it according tothe uſual method in ſuch ca- 
ſes, ſince which time ſhe hath been delivered of two Children without any 
di[turbance from that Part. 
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N the lower part of the Inteſtiaum rectum, where the Myſculi Ant are inſer- 
LAX thats frequently ariſerh a hot Tumour called Phyma. You may hnd 
itdeſcribed amongſt the Tumours ariling from Bloud ; therefore I ſhall nor 
trouble you here witha farther Deſcription of it ; butgive you three1in{tan- 
ces of it as it affected the Azns, the better to ſkew you the original of Fitule 
in Ano : they for the moſt part proceeding from theſe Abſceſſes, whether 
they break within and ulcerate there, or the matter deſcend lower, and raiſe 
2 Tumour without the verge of the An#s. 

Thoſe within the Anus produce the molt dangerous Fiftule, The matter Progno- 
of which penetrating through the coats into the neighbouring Muſcles, 15 RN * 
zarely diſcovered till it hath made its way more outward amonglt the Muſcles 
of the buttock ; but if it chance to be diſcovered ſooner, yet the cure 15 molt 
difficult : nay thoſe Phymats which appear outwardly upon the verge of the 
aus,though they are of cater cure ; yet if thy be ill handled, the defluxion 
15 continued, and the S/2us within groweth callous, and requireth the ſame 
method thar Fiffule iz 440 do, it being directly ſuch as you may lee 1n the 
tollowing Chapter. _ 

The way to prevent theſe miſchiefs, 1s by timely laying open the external cure. 
Phyma by Cauſtick, that the Marter may have tree diſcharge ; for it you open 
that by Inciſion it mult be kept io with a Tent, which cannot be ca'ily re- 
tained in : and whether the Matter be choked in by that, or it thde our and 
the Orifice clole up, 1s alike inconvenient and prolongs the cure. The in- 
ternal Phymata arecalily cured 1t they be timely diſcovered and opened by in- 
cilion, 


f Shall begin with an inſtance of an external Phyma,in a Child of about four '- Obfer- 
1 years of age,the only Son of his Parents ; he had been grievoully pained in mx 
Anotour or tive days, they not diſcovering his malady : but the Tumour ap- hm. 
P*1ing externally, TI was fetched ; it lay juxia Anu, of the bigneſs of a 
Pheſants egge, pertecly ſuppurated. I applied the milder Cauſtick upon 

Ihe deelining part, with Plaitter and Bandage. The next morning I heard 

the Patient had reſted rolerably well. I took off the Drefhngs, and found 

the Matter diſcharged through the Eicar, which was, as I had deſigned it, 
tncbreadch ofa two pence. I dretſed it with a Pledgit of Tow ſpread 

with #nguent. baſiNcon cums 01.r0f. by this method the Matrer diſcharged free- 

ly without diſturbance in going to Stool, ani it cured by the Maids drel: 

ng, I not viliting it thrice, Many ſuch I could give you of theſe lo calily

1 Country-man aged abourthirty years, ofa Sanguine full body, coming _ .. . 
tO Loadon,was taken with a painin Azo,and delired my advice. I viewed the OT: 
Part and made a ſearch with my finger dipt in a little oil, but diſcovered no- external 
hing whereby I might lulpect Ulcer or Piles. Iinjected a lpoonfulor two BL bets 
0, tiltorum warm, and directed him the ule of it ; but after three or four days 
the Pain increaſing, I made a {carch, and telr a Swelling on that Part v hich 
"eth next ro the neck of the Bladder ;_I took a crooked .incition-Knife, and 
tending the edge of it almolt to the point, with a bitof Plaiſter conveyed 
G ge it 
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it in by my Finger to the Swelling, and made Inciſion into the Tumour ; he 
preſently diſcharged a ſpoonful or twoof Matter. From that time he com- 
plained no more of pain. I caſt up a little of. Hyperici warm as betore, and 
hencetor ward dreſſed him no more, he being perfectly cured. 

A Planter which came from Virgina, lodging in the Old-baily, being ex- 
treamly pained in Ano, conſulted his overthwart Neighbour a Phyſician, 


- who preſcribed Fomentations, Embrocations, cc. but his Pain increaſing, 


and the Phyſician not coming to him fo otten as he defired, the Parient went 
to the Phyſician, where renewing his complaint, I was ſent tor and viewed 
the Podex ; but ſeeing no outward diſturbance, I anointed my Finger with a 
little Butter, and in paſſing it upin Azo tclta Tumour, which with their 
leave I opened as in the former Obſervation hath been ſaid. The Patient cri- 
ed out he muſt eaſe himſelt; Ifhnding nothing tor him to do it in, and ſeeing 
by my Finger and Knife it was Matter, I bid him eaſe himſelf there ; he did 
ſo, and dilcharged only a quantity of Matter well concotted. From that time 
he complained no more of Pain, and was cured within a day or two by the 
benefit of Nature ; I declining to caſt in any injections lelt they ſhould ger 
into the Abſcels and make it ſinuous. 
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Sinuous Ulcers and Fiſtulx in Ano. 


'ROM the afore-recited Hemorrhoides & Phymata Sinuous Ulcers arc 
made. 
Thole proceeding trom the internal Pilesare made gradually,and paſs their 


 Matter(which is generally a thin gleet )between theTunicles of the [ateft 7447 


rect um,making their way out near the verge of the Anus through a {mall pin- 
hole. They are rather diſcovered by the diſcharge of a thin Humour (taining 
the Shirt, than by any pain they have ; which diſcharge is often thought to 
be rather a Sweating of the Part than otherwiſe : but in progreſs it is accom- 
panied with itching, and 1s ſubject to excoriation ; from whence it is that 
various forts of Papule, &c. do ariſe, and ſometimes Rhagades. At lait thele 
lorts of Sinuous Ulcers ſpread outward or grow callous, and the O: tice 
groweth hard and fo contracted that you cannot paſs in the ſmalleſt Probe. 

Thoſe Ulcers which proceed from Phymz, do pals their Matter deep 
amongſt the Interſtitia of the Mulcles, as other Abſcelles in fleſhy parts do ac- 
cording as they can make their way. Theſe ſometimepenetrate through the 
Inteſtinum reftum, to the very neck of the Bladder ; yea into the Pelv#s, or 
at beſt do inſ{inuate their Matter in among(t the Muſculi Glutei,&c. This hap- 
peneth according as the Apoltemation at firſt lay deep or ſhallow, or was 
great or {mall, orin a body Plethorique or ill-habited. They are very pain- 
ful, and diſchargea purulent Matter proportionably as they are hollow, and 
are they which do cuxzculos agere ; yer they do grow callous, and are reckon- 
ed amonglt the worlt ſorts of F:tule Ani. 

The Cauſes I have.already declared with the manner of their growth, b 
which I ſuppoſe they may be ſufficiently diſcovered. If you make a ih 
with

it its original : whereas, the other ſinuous Ulcers have in their beginning no 
external Orifice, but diſcharge their Matter by Stool ; but at lengrh poiltbly 
they paſs their Matter externally through one or more Oritices, more or 
Ie{c diſtant from the Poadex, or according as the Abſcels lay in the Inteitine. 

Sinuous Ulcers ariling from the Piles arc hcalthtul, and ought not tg be 
cured while they may be continued withour pain or diſturbance to the Pati- 
ent. 

Sinuous Ulcers ariling from Phy; ymata arc dangerous and diflicult of cure, 
it they 'have been of long continuance, The Ulcer in Ano 1s alſo of difficult

Sinuous Ulcers in progreſs of time grow callous, and are then delervedly 
called Fiſtule, What a Iiftula ns 1 have declared 1n 1ts proper Chapter : How 
theſe Sinuous Ulcers become fiſt ulous, I have ſhewed you in this foregoing 
Diſcourſe with the Caules, &'c. You may allo make a Prognoltick of then 
{om what hath been iaid | of inuout Ulcers, they dittering only from them a 
they are callous ; for if Fiffnle do run ſuperficially upwards by the Reifum 

weftin um, W hether it penetrate the A-ssor not, the cure 1s without danger 
or dit Fculty performed. Thoſe Fiſtule which run higher up than you Can 
rcach with your Finger are difficult to cure, becauſe you cannot lay them 
( onthe whole lengt th, tor the Humour will flow fromthe remaining S/z#s 
U; ps 1 the part opened, and hinders its cicatrizins 2 
"hole Fiftnle which penetrate deep beyond the Mruſculi Ani, 1f they be 
redty laying open, the Patient will afterwards retain his Excrements with 
Much d ifficulty ; and 1f they reach quite beyond the Sphiad7er, the retention 
1 1mpoihble. 

"Vf the Fiſtula be the efle&t ofa Cacochymical Habit of body, ef xctally if the 
Lungs be weak, or any, other of the //7ſcera, 1t will be reaſon vie tO KeeP It 
02m as a Fontanel ſor diſcharge of that peccant Matter ; but if it cannot be 
ep Pt open w itheaſe tothe Patient, 1t will be requilite that a good Diet be 
pre'cribed, and the Humours carried off ſome other way before you curethe 
Fiſtula, and Iſſues el{ewherc opened, 

Fiſt: ole therefore in Azo are not alway curable, nor ſafe to be cured ; they 
regorily ſerving nature for the diſcharge of ſuperfluous Humours, brought 

OWN uy the Hamorrhoidial veſſels : {o that unleſ they be paintul and Vexa- 
i015 in keeping open, you ought not to cure them, eſpecially If they be 
mall and terminate in the circumference ofthe Anus. 

In which caſe if you apprehend that the Orifices of them will {well and 
not keep open, or that by reaſon of the contraCtion of the Calls the Matter 
may be ſtreightned, and 1inlinuate it ſelf lower or deeper, and render the 
cvacuation troubleſome ; you may then apply a imall Cauſtick upon the 
Oritice to remove the Calls, after which ſeparation of the Slough, the Ori- 
fel c may be kept open with more eaſeas a Fontanel; and for the receiving 
tie Matter, and preventing of excoriation, the Patient may wear a Pledgit 


of fine Tow which will fic cloſe without Bandage ; ; Orit may be ſpread thin 
with any lenient Vnonent, as the eXIgency requires, and be kept clean with- 
Our pain or conſiderable t: ouble, till time ſhall cure it, or indicate what to do 

more in It. 
Butif you deſign the Cure, and the Sis lye more diſtant from the Anus, Cxative, 
Gg2' 
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with a Probe into the ſinuous Ulcer ariſing from the Piles,and the while pals 
your Finger into the Ars, you ſhall feel the Proberun all along! between the 
Tunicles of the Inteſtine, and it may be paſs out through the Pile which gave 
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you ſhall begin with laying it open firſt to the Azus,and curing that Apert;. 
on before you divide that in Azo. Which being done yqu hall then conſider 
the Habit of body, and according as the H UIMOUTS Are PECCAant in quantity or

The way of laying open the Fiſtula in Ano iSeither by Inciſion or Ligature 
the latter was the way of the Ancients, and ought to be proportioned ſo as it 
may divide the Sins with the leaſt pain : it is made of twiſted brown Thread, 
or ititching Silk, ſome put a Horſe-hair torhem, whereby they are made tg 
do their work the quicker ; a twilt of three Threads or of ſtitthing Silk may 
be ſufficient,for if you make theLigature big,it will roo much bruiſe the Fleſh 
in cutting it. In the next place you arc toconlider the Needle you pals the 
Ligature with. If the Fiſtula hath penetrated the Inteftine, then a Leaden 
Probe with an Eye, or ot any thing elle that 1s phant, will ſerve to carry the 
Ligature through ; it ought:to bepliant, that it may perform its work with 
more caſe : a piece ofa ſcarching-Candle may lerve in {ome,in others a Prohe 
of {mall Wire of Silver or Gold ; for a preſent {upply I have made uſe of a 
{mall Probe out of my Plaiſter-box, cuttihg oft part of it, and {moothing the 
end. Where the Fiſtu/a hath nor penetrated, I have for need made ule of the 
like Probe making the point ſharp to paſs through the Inteſtine ; but you 
ought to have Needles morepliant, tit for that work, In ſome caſes where 
the Fiſtulalies high, and the S725 crooked, I make uſe of a fit Canuula for the 
conveying of the Needle up, and to itrengthen it in its work, that it do not 
bend in the perforating the Inteſtine. 

The way by Incilion 1s with a pair of Sciſſors to divide the Simns, a v ay 
approved by ſome who have obſerved the ſpeedy diviſion ic makes ; andin 
truth, ifthe S/#»s be ſhortit 1s the beſt. Indoing thereof they ought to be 
careful the while, leſt the tolds of the rugous Coat fall between, tor {ov you 
make two Wounds for one. But if the Fit ula penetrate the Inteltine deep, 
the work will be more hazardous, not only in the cutting as I ſaid before, but 
in progreſs of the Cure ; for the recent divided Lips will be apt to fall upon 
one another again, and then what can hinder their uniting ? which if they do 
the Fiſtula is renewed, a Doſhl or Tent put up the Sizzs will not continue in 
it, bur lye as a Suppolitory {timulating the Inteltine to excrete it : whereas 
the Ligature contuſes the Lips in cutting them,ſo that they require to be di- 
veſted before they can unite, in which time the S:zxs fills up and heals with- 
in ; infomuchas the Fiffula may be judged to cure above, as the Ligature 
divides it below. 1 ſhall anon give you ſome inſtances of both ways, and 
lcave it to your own Judgments to proceed as you like belt. The manner of 
operation by Ligature1s thus, 

You ſhall make a ſearch with a Probe into the Fiſtula, running up by the 
Inteſt imum rectum, and the while anoint your Finger with a little Oil or But- 
terand paſs it up ; and according as you tcel the Probe more or leſs diſtant, or 
penetrating, proceed in the Cure. If the Fifa be {treight and much callous, 
dilate it fir{t with a Geztiaz-root or the like, and remove the Catlzs by ſuch 
cathareticks as have been propoled in the Chapter of Fiſtula in general. But 
if that ſide be only callous which is next the Inteſtine, you may divide that in 
laying open the Fitu/a; theretore paſs your Ligature with a Necdle blunt or 
ſharp, according as the F:/f«/a penetrated or not ; and as you pals the Needle 
up with one hand,turn the point with your Finger which is in Azo,and bring 
it out under that Finger as you thrult it up with the other : and if you pals

vent, the Ligatures cutting the outſide, tie 1t as {treight as the Patient can 
bear, and let the ſecond knot be with a bow : then place the ends of the Li- 
gature on one (ide, Jeſt it be fouled in going to Stool, and apply a Stupe of 
Tow dipt in vino auſtero, & ol, rof. to calm the heat of the part. Some make 
the knot upon a bit of Stick and twiſt it daily ; bur that is more painful, and 
cuts from without inward, which is to þe avoided. I uſe to dreſs them daily 
after eaſement of Nature, andit there be cauſe, inject Deco#?. hordei cum ſem. 
cydon. and apply ſome Lenient as aboveſaid, or #agnert. roſat, popul. &c, and 
the fourth day looſen the Ligature by drawing the bow-knor, and tye it 
ſtreighter : ſo in twice or thrice tying the Ligature will cut its way out, or 
- when it is almoſt through with a pair of Probe-{cillors you may tree the refi- 
due ; or if the S/2«s run deep under the verge of the Arns, that the Lips be 
like to lye high, ſoas to make a gutter, it will be better ro take them down 
by the application of a Caultick, tor it will much haftca the Cure, aad make 
the Cicatrix {\mooth. 

If there be any {hriveld Piles, Condy/omata,Fc. about the verge of the Azur, 
cut them offat the ſame time or before you make the Livatureo prevent the 
inflation they would be {ubjeCt to from the pain cauled by the Ligacure or In- 
cilion. The $:zus laid open, whether it were by Incilion or Ligature, the 
Ulcer requires to be digeſted, incarned and cicatrized, as hath been ſhewed 
inother Ulcers, and ſhall be more particularly demonttrated in the following;

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Teneſmus, and if the Injettions were any thing abſterſive they did the ſame ; 
{ that to haſten the Cure I was obliged to dreſs 1t my {elf, and dry the loole 
Fleſh by rubbing the $S72us with the Vitriol-itone ; by which, and the 
Alum-ſ{tone, 1 at laſt cicatrized it. 

A Gentleman aged about forty four years, having long laboured with a F:- 
fula in Ano,and aTumour iz Perineo,growing at laſt extreamly diſeaſed with 
it, was brought up to London, and ſent for me. The Tumour was iz Perineo 
big, and ſeemed to me callous, it reached from the Azrns to the Scrotum ; and 
y the Matter I ſaw diſcharged from the 4z#s, I concluded the Tumour was 
made by its inſinuating it ſelf downward, and that through length of time it 
was grown callous. The compreſſion it made upon the Duttus urinarins,cau- 
{ed a difficulty in Urine, upon which account my | Yecdy help was required. 
I began the Cure by laying this S775 open by Incilion, trom the Scrotum to- 
wardsthe Anus : in cutting it I found the Szars ſmall, and the Matter in it 
little and thin, rather an Ichor ; but the Lips were hard and thick, and did 
not much ſeparate one from another: wherefore having applied a Doflil ſpread 
with unguent.baſilicon in the bottom of the S7xs to defend it, I applied a Cau- 
ſick-ſtone on each Lip,from the Scrotum upwards, and ſome hours aſter took 
it oF; and finding it had penetrated the Callzs, as I deligned, I bathed it with 
Decoct. malve,&c. and dreſſed it up with Lenients, after the ſeparation of the 

:\cars I found that part freed of the Callus. I digeſted it with baſi/icon and pr.e- 
cpitat, and with nagacet.diapompholiz. healed that Part. Then applied a Cau- 
ſtick upon the remainder reaching to the verge of the Amzs, and treed that al- 
ſo of its Ca{/us, and diſpoled it tocicatrize; which while I was doing, I made 
2 ſearch witha Probe, paſling it into the Azvs, where I quickly diſcovered 
that about halfan inch high the Ss opened into the Tnteltine, Itliad run 
deep all the way, and here it lay deeper and more callous. Upon whuch con- 
ſideration I paſſed up a Speculum a7, and during the ailatation, Jaid it open 
with a Cauſtick-ſtone in my hand by rubbing it, then waſht out the Salts, 
and cut through the upper part of the Fiſt/a with a pair of Probe-ſcifſors ; 
that done, I injeQted ſome v7. //z7 to haſten the fall of the Elcars : which be- 
ng ſeparated, I digeſted it with u-grent.baſilicon and precipitat, and dried the 
Ulcer with the Vitriol-(tone and Pledgits dipt 1n ag. alumznrs, and Cicatrized 
it firm, and returned him cured in few weeks. 

Fwas fetcht to a Gentleman aged about fifty years, who had been long dif: 
caled with the Hemorrhoides, and ſeveral Apoltemartions the ſpace of twenty 
twoyears ; the Matter had pailed rhrough the [ateſt num rectum into the Mu/- 
cli glutet making various filtulous Ulcers, but onein Perizeo, which through 
Iength of time was encreaſed to a great bignels, and reached to the Scrotum. 
I began with that, by theapplication ofa Cauſtick from the Scrotum upward, 
and divided the Eſcar ; there 1ilued out only a little foul Gleer, which had 
towed into it from within the Itcftinnum retinm. T dreſſed this Elcar with Le- 
nents, as in the former Oblervation hath been ſhewed : and as it ſeparated 
with the Callus, the $72us appearcd dry and hardned with thick Lips, lying 
not unhikea trough : therein appeared manyExcreſcences,which put me upon 
the uſe of Eſcaroticks,viz. the Caultick-{lone, Pracipitate, Alum,«. Alſo by 
the uſe of the Vitriol-ſtone I rubbed them ott,and diſpoſed the Ulcer to cica- 
trize: thenl applied a Caultici: to the remaining Callus, which run up from 
thence to the 4s, the pain whereof ſtirred up a Swelling in ſome withered 
Piles. To prevent their inflaming, and to put them out of my way, I ſnipt 
them offcloſe by the roots,and after they had bled a-while,I rubb'd them with 
2 Cauftick-ſtone, and dreſſed them up with a Stupe of fine Tow, ſpread with 
1274ent, baſilicon : having digeſted thele, and diſpoſed this part of the Sinus to

Cure,& the lower part(which I firſt began with)being cured,I made a ſearch 
into the remaining S$7's, which lay on each fide the 4zus; thoſe I opened 
by Incifion and Cauſtick, digeſted and cured them. Then I made a ſearch in. 
to the great Fiſtula, which had penetrated the Rectun about three quarters 
of an inch within, and paſſed a Ligature through it, and tied it ſtreight. The 
while it was dividing, I {mented the Anns with red Wine daily, and caſt up 
Leiicnt injections, to cale the pain and cleanſe it : and after I tound the Lipa- 
ture had made its way near out 1 looſened it,and with a Caultick-ſtonerub}/'4 
the remaining Calls oft, for that Þy Inciſion 1t would have been long digeſting, 
1nd the $1215 would have lain deep,and the Lips troubielome after the Cure, 
The Cal divided & the Ligature come away,thcEfcar ſeparated by Lenients 
and the Ulcer cicatrized : in very few days the bottom of the $7275 having 
been hardned by the Ca/lzs, remained as a {mall gutter in ſpight of my end:a. 
vours to the contrary ; but it proved no great inconvenience tothe Patient, he 
being perfettly wel. And trom that timefollowing hisImploymentdaily abroad 

A Gentleman of about forty years of age, a ſtrong healthful Perſon, ot a 
Pluthorique body,after a hard riding in hunting, was ſeized witha pain inthe 
Iu flimmrddum;, anda few days atter witha Swelling and Inflammation 
about the Aars, which terminated in an Abſcels, and was opened on the left 
[ide car the Portnconm. Alter LO years tiic Ablcels remaining uncured, the 
Patient came to Lo#doz, and put himlelt into the hands of Sir +. Prujean, 
whorcommended Im to me ©: Sir Charles Scarborough, [ince Phytician £9 
Lis Majcity, and to his Royal Highne!s the Dulce of 197%, as allo Doctor 
LW yr were lome time conſulted. There were two Sinuous Ulcers, one on 
the left, and the other on the right ſide of rhe Pez1nerm ; they had both con- 
munication with one another near the Az, and paſſed up between the 7a, 
and B!adderas we {uppoled, for we could not mace a ſearch far up,till hcl 


were laid open : to which purpoſe I hattened the dilatation of them by Gez- 
tian roots, &c.and afterwards withCaultick andSciltors laid them both open ; 
then by Diceltion diſpoſed them to cure. That ettected we met again,&I made 
a ſearch with a Probe up the main $7225,& dilcovered it running between the 
neck of the Bladder and Iateftizum reituimn above an inch high, but could not 
feel the Probe with my Finger in Azo : 1t was hoped theS7z4s reached no lur- 
ther, but pulling out the Probe & bending it,]I palled 1t up again by the rub 
met with before, & diſcovered the Fiſtz/zat leatt hall an inch nigher ; and by 
preti:;ngrthe end of rhe Probe towards the tide of the Inteliine,] did with my 
Finger there feel as I thought the end of the Probe,bur at a grear diſtance 0:}, 
by w hich I well perceived it would be a difiicult work to penetrate it, and 
bong theNeedle out with my Finger,the $7725 being fo high as I could ſcarce 
reach theend ofthe Probe with my Fingers end. It lay off luch a diſtance trom 
the Inteliine,as I could nor pals a {mall Needle without a Caxzula,and a big- 
cer which was proper for the penetration of the Gut, would not ply enough to 
be returned out with my Finger by the Azzs; and to lay a S725 open of that 
length and thicknels by a pair of Probe-ſciffors,was very improbable; where- 
tore I relolved to dilate it, and try how I could digeſt off the Caltus, To 
which purpoſe I dieſt it daily with a Tent made of a Gentian-root,and after- 
wards endeavoured ro conlume the Ca/lus by Tents made with Linr, and the 
white of an Egg cruſted with a mixture of Merc. precipitat. and a/umen. uſt. 
over which IT applied a Pledgit of ungnent. baſilicon, and a Stupe of tine Tow 
{pread with a mixture of wnguent, putritun & popul. over that : from that

The Chirurgeon [uppoling I was at tl.e 
hewhe, adviſed me to pals the Needle ; but I knowing the $15 reached fur- 
ther, and the inconvenience wv hich iigat happen in the Cure by doing fo, 
minded him not, but puſhing the Cazaulz upward asI had deligned, till I tele 
theendof it with my Finger, which was the while in Az: that done T pur 
the Cannulainto my brotlier Chirurocons hand to hold there, while I paſſed 
theNecdle into it,and through the Inteltine to my Finger within, with which 
[ bended the point of the Needle, and drew it out of the Azus with the Liga- 
[ure hanging at it. Ithen cut off the Needle with part of the Ligature, and 
laving applied a fold of Plailter on the place, I tied the Ligature itreight, 
and faſtnedit with a bow-knot, and applicda Stupe of fine Tow, {pread with 
4 Mixture of agaert. popal. and autritum over it, The Paticnt being dreit 
trew himſelf upon his Bed, my brother Chirurgeon told him the work was 
well done, and that he ought to account thar day, as the day of his Birth, 
there being no hopes of Cure any other way ; {o took his leave. The Patient 
[ted very ill that night,and was the next day feveriſh,and continued reltlefs 
"y reaſon of the pain,notwithitanding all my endeavours by Lenients. The 
wUnrd day after I was {ent for in great haſte, he being dying as they faid ; I

tery {ubſtance,but could not imagine how I [hould hurt the Bladder in palliny 
the Needle ; but there was no an{wering them.l carried the Urinal tc Sir }; 
Pr4j. he cauſed ſome of 1t to be heated 1n a {poon over a Candle, where j; 
hardned, by whioh we were allured it was not Matter ; he concluded it Mace 
in the Bladder, by the heat and ditturbance it had received from the Neigh. 
bouring parts. I returned to my Patient with the Phylicians anſwer, which 
ſomewhat quicted them ; but that expreſſion of my brother Chirurgeon ha4 
done me lome prejudice, 1t the Patient had not recovered.

Tho.Cox his Phyſician. The Patient diſcharged a purulent Matter per Anum as 
he lay 1n his bed,& in cach Srool a great quantity came away with his Excre- 
ments; on the lett {1de of the Azzs lay an Abſcels pertectly ſuppurated, to

Come monaths atier the VV in- 
ter approaching, he returned ta Town ; his Excrements were ſu; Pprefled,and 
Is Belly [vw clling,his Ulrin alſo high- coloured and near luppretled his Pliy {1- 
cians Preicribeu uns aClyllerthatEvening,anda Purging-draught of Deco. 
calhe,tamarind, ec, he omitted the taking of the Clylter,but rook the Purge 
the 
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the next morning,which bearing down the Excrements,ſo over-diltended the 
Colon, that the way between that and the Srrietura being choked up by them, 
the Patient fell into a cold Sweat, and frequent fainting ; but by laying fim 
:n his Bed, and Cordials, he was ſomewhat relieved, and at la(t the Phytici; 
worked through him, and he grew better ; and from that time he was more 
governable, and admitted of Cliſters betore Purging, both which he often re- 
peared, Wetogether proſecuted the Cure by Internal Medicaments, fuch as 
by their vertue reltored the Patient to a better Habit of body : Our work was 
thedividing rhe contracted Callrs, which made the Strietura, which wed 
by an Inltrument made for that purpoſe, with which without hurting the 
Inteſtine we cut through in ſeveral places, making the opening fo large that 
the Excrements came away big ; and by rhe 1njecting of of, /zmbricornm, cu- 
red the wounds in few days atter, and left h1m arliberty, he not only expel- 
ling them well, but allo retaining them ; Yet within this twelvemoarh 
twice, we have enlargelit, and by the Inſtrument we deligned, it may at 
any time be helped without hazard of wounding the ſound parts near it ; 
but ſince the laſt Incition of It, February 1073. It hath continued Open, and 
upon a late ſearch with my Finger I could teel nothing of it. : 

A young Fellow of about thirty lix years old,a Servant to a Perſon of Ho- :2.Obſer- 
nour in the Country, was {ent to Town ; he had been long dilcaled with a eBay 
ſuppoſed Fift ula iz dno,it was on the right fide near the Podex,the Ulcer was nicer nezr 
ſordid and with round callous Lips. I made a learch.and found it run under the An, 
the verge of the 4»:s,but not penetrating 1t, He hacl been long cliſealed of the 
Kings-Evil, there being many Scrophule on borh lides of his Neck. I rubb'd 
the ſordes and putrid fleſh with the Vitriol ſtone, and then filled it with 
Merc. precipitat, with Pledgits of Lint cloſe over it. Then applied ſome of 
my caultickUnguent upon a Pledgit round over the callous Lips,and with an 
Emplaſlr. e bolo, and Bandage bound it up. The next day I rook off the Cau- 
flick and found it had worked as I deligned : I dreſſed it with Lenients to 
haſten ſeparation ofthe Eſcar. "This poor man had heretofore been ſubject to 
the Hemorrhoids ; from which diſeaſe ſome withered Piles remained hanging 
upon the verge of the {z»s,which upon the application of the torementioned 
Eſcaroticks and Caultiicks, began to heat and {well : I preſently cur them olt 
witha pair of Scitiors, and atrer rhey had bled a-while, drefled them with 
pulv. Galeat, ail atterwards cicatrized them by the ule of the Vitriol-ſtone 
and common Epuloticks. During which I cleanſed the Ulcer of its /ordes,and 
endeavoured to lay a baſis with mundif.Paracelſ.&c.tor incarnaring the Ulcer ; 
but while I was ſo doing, I obſerved a great quantity of corrupt Matter flow- 

Ing again down upon the Ulcer ; upon ſearch I tound a S$:2vs run towards 
the Os ſacrum a great length, and ſo deep as gave me {mall hopes of laying it 
open. The next Drefling I was provided with vulnerary Injections, ſuch as 
have been ſet down in Sinuous Ulcers, and dreſſed him up with Deterfives, 
and preſcribed him ſuch Phyſick as might have regard to his Scrophulous Ha- 
bit of body. While I was thus treating him, he began to be troubled with a 
cough, which he had been frequently ſubject to in the Country,upon which 
account Pectorals were preſcribed, and he was thereby relieved. The cure of 
the Ulcer not ſucceeding, I applicd a Caultick upon the upper part of the Si- 
nus berween the Os ſacrim and the coccix, and paſſed in my DireCQor ar the 
ſame time, and cut through the Eſcar into it, deltigning by this opening to 
intercept the Humour flowing downward to the Ulcer, but the while he 
was taken again with a {hortneſs of breath : Iler him Bloud, and repeated 
the uſe of Lohocks and Cordials, with Spirit of Saffron, &c. but he took his 
Bedand died the third day after. 1 having leave to open him, deſired DoRor 
Walter 
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Walter Needham his aſſiſtance in finding out the Cauſe of his death; we 
foupd all the Glandules within very Scrophulous, thole that lay upon the 1/;- 
ack-Veſſels ulcerated, from whence flowed a great quantity of Matter dow:

Chirurgcons, when they meet with ſuch ſordid Ulcers, with extraordinary 
diſcharge of Matter, may learn to ſuſpect ſome extraordinary caule within, 
11.OMfcr. A Lady of about fixty eight years of age, a Jean withered Body lubjcct 
OO. many years tothe Hemorrhoids, which in her declining years grew mute 
oned Ulcer Painful, and at laſt afited her night and day, and being without hopes of 
!m Ano. relief from the ſeveral applications preſcribed her, was periwaded toadinit 
of a Chirurgeon : She {ent for me, I heard her roaring betore I came 1ito 
ter Chamber. On the lower part of the verge of the Azus, next the Pere 
um, was a Swelling as big as a Pheſants egg, it ſeemed to be the inflation vt 
the rugous coat, but was hardand of a livid colour ; but that which [he mot: 
complained of was within, which I could not come to lee nor yet teel : by 
preling this downward, Ifaw a foul Matter, and as I thought a large U!- 
cer; ] cauſeda Syringe to be fetched, and fome mel rof. which I mixed with 
{ome Chicken-broth and calt it up, and brought away fome Excremen:;, 
and foul mncns : 1 cauſed a Fomentation to be made of fol, verbaſci, ſolani, 
plantag. an. M. \. fem. 11944 %. ſem. cydon. 3. ſem. pſitlit 51). flor. nymph. & rof. 
7:b. a, P.. boiledin Wine and Water, by which it was often itup<d 11 4 
day ; alloa mucilage with ſome of the cold Seeds, with ſem. papaver. ab. hy- 
oſctam, pſilii, were thrown up to quiet the pain within, Emoilicat Clyl.crs 
were allo ſometimes injected with a Syringe, having a ſhort thick taper 
Pize; lenient Cerots were outwardly applied, mae of ſome of thoſe al,on: 
ſf1id mucilages cum ſevo cervin. vitulia, wit, ovor. croco © opro, cum vol. li 
bric. ef ccra alb. By theſe Medicaments 1 ſomewhat relieved the Paticnt, 111. 
got lo much credit with her, as I hoped to have liberty torake ot thy 1u 
mour by one way or other. Some while atter I did apply a Cauſt:ck, and 
removed the upper part of it, as I deligned : there came nothing out ot it, 
but it was {olevell'd, that I could with the help of a Spatzlz look into tlic 
Anus, where at ſome diſtance I ſaw little hard Excreſcences Itke Thy itan.- 
ing tiff up; thele were they which gave her ſo continual pain, eſpecially 
in the ealing of nature. There was alſoa ſordid Ulcer between them and the 
external Tubercle, (to which I had applied the Caultick : ) it was not calic 
for me to extirpatethe Thym? till T had quite removed this Tumour without ; 
whereupon I preſently rubbd it with a Caultick-{tone, and laid it flat, and 
waſht ir with the Emollicat Decoction ; then {caritied the Eſcar, and t:11d 
it with Merc, precipitat. and drefied it up with Lenients; afterwards I 
worked it down, and ſmoothed it with the Vitriol-ſtone, and cicatrizcd it 
with Epuloticks, the Alum ſtone, cc. This removed I began with tholc 
Thymi, which if I might have had my own way, ſhould have been treated by 
the actual Cautery ; but I did not mention it, nor did I acquaint them with 
what I intended todo, bur placed her towards the light, and palled a Scoup- 
like Inſtrument up into the Az#s, then having a Caultick-ltone tixcd in 4 
convenient Inſtrument, I prelled upon the head of the nearett Thymus, and 
as the Salts melted, dricd them up with an Armed- Probe, and continued

Of the Cure of the EVILL by the 
KI Nf G's Touch. 


HAT great difliculty we meet with in the Cure of the 

K I N G's-Evil, the daily experience both of Phyſicians and 

Chirurgeons doth ſhew. I thought it therefore worth my 

whvle to ſpend a whole Treatiſe upon the Subject, and very particularly to 
"0 through the deſcription of it, informing thereby the young Chirurgeon 
whatever is requiſite to the Cure, at lealt as tar as 1t cometh within the 
compaſs of our Art. But when upon trial he ſhall find the contumacioul- 
nels of the Diſeaſe, which frequently deludeth his beſt care and induſtry, 
he will find reaſon of acknowledging the goodnels of God ; who hath dealt 
{o bountifully with this Nation, in giving the Kings of it, at leaſt from Ed- 
rardthe Confeſſor downwards, (1tnot fora longer time) an extraordinary 
power in the miraculous Cure thereof. This our Chronicles have all along 
teſtified, and the perſonal experienceof many thouſands now living can wit- 
neſs for his Majeſty that now reigneth, and his Royal Father and Grandfa- 
ther. His Majeſty that now is having exerciſed that faculty with wonderful 
lucceſs, not only here, but beyond the Seas in Flanders, Holland and France 
it ſelf. The King of this laſt pretends to a Gift of the lame kind, and hath 
often the good hap to be alone mentioned in Chirurgical Books, as the ſole 
polſeſſor of it, when the French themſelves are the Authors: yet even they 
when they are a little free, will not ſtick to own the Kings of England as 
partakers with him in that faculty ; witneſs the Learned T agaultizs, who 
in his Inſtitutions takes notice of King Edward's faculty of doing the ſame 
Cure, and the continuance of it in his Succeſſors. Taly as well as France 
hath made the like acknowledgments in the Book of Polydore Virgil, who 
reciting the Gift given to Saint Edward the Confeſſor, doth ſubjoyn cs 
Words ;

words : Quod quidem Immortale munns quaſi hereditario jure ad poſteriores Reges 
manavit : nam Reges Anglie etiam nunc tatty, ac quibuſdam hymnis, non ſine ce. 
remoniis, prius recitatis, ſtrumoſos ſanant, © Which Immortal gift hath been 
«derived as it were by an hereditary right to the latter Kings ; for the Kings 
« of Ezeland even now allo do Cure the Struma by Touch, &c. 

Indecd it Hiſtorians of our Nation be diligently compared with the Frexch, 
we ſhail tind that the*Frexch Kings had this Gift later than ours. Drplezrs a 
moſt diligent Writer of thatHiſtory,deriving it no further thaq P#z4pp the firſt, 
and Lewis the grols ; ſaying, that before their times no man had that power : 
whereas we on the contrary meet with the general acknowledgments of all 
our Writers of the ſame miraculous Power in Saint Edward's time, which 
were enough for thisControverhie : and not only ſo,but with [trong lurmiles, 
that this Miracle was ancienter ; it being notorious 1n the days of Ma/msour 
enſis, who lived not long after his Reign, that it was then diſputed, whether 
the Cure of the Evil werea peculiar reward of rhe Kings Holinels,or rather a 
Hereditary faculty attending the Ezgiiſh Crown. Which Gitt, that it was not 
taken away upon our departure trom the Church of Rome, we have not only 
our daily experience to teſt:fie,but allo the confeſſion of Doctor Frps/e's, 1 
great Divine of the Romiſh perſwalion ; who, after he hath in the Eccleliait 
cal Hiſtory of Ezge/aza deſciibedat large the Miracle wrought by the Con. 
feflor, doth add, Q nam ſtrumo 0s ſananal adwmirabilem dotem 13 poſteros {t, 0S-An 
glorun Rraes, ad noſtra uſque Tempora transſudiſſe & perpetua &, FRE rite cred: 
«W hich admirable faculty of Curing the Srrama,he 1s juſtly believed to !1. 
«tranſmitted to his Polterity, the Kings of Exg/azd, and to have contin | 
Icamonglt them to thoſe times in which he wrote. And when Bittiop 7 4. 
would make uſe ofthis Argument to prove the Truth of our Church, Sr 
thers doth not thereupon goabout to deny the Matter of fact; ( nay 1nuecl 
bo:h he and Copeacknowledgeit ) but he rather chuſeth fir{t ro retort upon 
him the Proteitant argument againſt Miracles which they will not allow to 
be the neceſſary mark ofa true Church, becauſe they may alſo be performed 
by Infidels. But withal he hiinlelt, who is not willing to let go ſo {pecious an 
Argument from his own Church, finds another Solution of the difficulty, at- 
tributing it to the great Goodneſs of God,& the great Grace of Saint Eaward, 
Quod nec tn indiona herede defecerit, that the Gitt did not fail in an unworthy 
Succeſſor : Such as he calleth Queen E/;z2b<cth,and adds,that She did perform 
that Cure,non virtute propria, ſed virtute ſigni cructs;not by her own virtue, but 
by virtue of the Sjgn of the Croſs, which ſhe made at the time of Healing ; as 
if the Sign of the Croſs, by whomſoever made, were ſufficient to work a Mi- 
racle. What would he now ſay were he living, and had ſeen it done by three 
Generations of Kings withour the Sign of the Crols ? But it is not my buli- 
nels tocnter into Divinity-controverhies: all that I pretend to, is fir{t, the atte- 
{tation of the Miracles ; and ſecondly, a direction for luch as have not oppor 
runity of receiving the benefit of that {tupendiousPower. The former of thele, 
one would think,ſhould need no other proofthan the great COncOurle of Stri- 
mous perſons to Mhzre-hatland the ſuccels that they find in it. I my ſelf have 
been a frequent Eye-witneſs of many hundreds of Cures performed by 1s 
Majeſties Touch alone, without any afſiſtanceof Chirurgery;& thoſe,many cf 
them, ſuch as had tired out the endeavours ofable Chirurgeons before they 
came thither. It were endleſs to recite what I my ſelf have ſeen, and what I 
have received acknowledgments of by Letter,not only from the ſeveral parts 
of this Nation, but alſo trom Jreland, Scorland,Jerſey and Garnſey, It is need- 
leſs alſo to remember what Miracles of this nature were performed by the 
very Bloud of his late Majelty ot Bleſſed memory, after whoſe decollation by 
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Chap.l. by the KING's Teach. 24.7 


the inhumane Barbarity of rhe Regicides, the reliques of that were gathered 
on Chips, and in Hankerchiefs, by the pious Devotes, who could nct bur 
think ſo great a ſuffering in ſo honourable and pious a Cauſe, would be atten- 
ded by an extraordinary a{liſtance of God, and fome more than ordinary Mi- 
racle : nor did their Faith deceive them in this point, there being ſo maiy 
hundred that found the benefit of it. If his dead Bloud were accompanied with 
ſo much of vertue, what ſhall we ſay of his living Image, the Inheritor of his 
Cauſe and Kingdom ! whom though 1t hath pleaſed God to deliver out of 
thoſe dangers that overwhelmed his Royal Father ; yet it was with {o long 
an excrcile of affictions, that though ( God be thanked ) he be not now like 
to encreale the catalogue of Martyrs, yet he may well be added to the num- 
cr of Confeſſors. This we are {ure, the Miracle is not ceaſed. 

But fince matter of Fact it ſelf is, in ſuch difficult caſes as theſe, liable to ex- 
ception ; TI ſhall take notice of the Evalions, that obſtinate and incredulous 
Mcin have uſed to avoid fo great anotoriety of Experience. For fince it can- 
zot be denied that many go away cured, ſome will impute it only to the 
Journey they take, and the change of Air ; others to the ettects of Imagina- 
tion ; and others to the wearing of Gold. 

The firſt of thele is eaſily confuted by the hundreds of inſtances that are to 
be given of Inhabitants of this City, who certainly could meet with little 
change of Air, or indeed of exerciſe, in a Journey to White-hall. The lecond 
15a51eadily taken oft by the Examples of Infants, who have been frequently 
healed, though they have not been old enough to imagine any thing of the 
Majcity, or other ſecret rays of Divinity, that do attend Kings, or do any 
other act that way to contribute ro the Cure. The third hath more of colour 
1 It, becauſe many that have been touched, have upon lols &f their Gold felt 
returns of their Malady, which upon recovery of that have vaniſhed. Bur 
in this caſe alſo we have many Evidences of the contrary. | 

For his Majeſtie's Royal Father in his great extremity of Poverty had not 
Go!d to beſtow, but inſtead of it gave Silver, and ſometimes nothing, yet 
in allthoſe cakes did cure ; and thole that were cured by his Bloud wore no 
Cold, 

Now whereas upon the loſs of the Gold ſome have found damage ; I would 
know, whether any of them were relieved by the wearing any other Gold 
than what the King gave them. This 1s certain, that many thar loſt their 
Gold continued found ; and whereas others di not, it may rather be impu- 
ted ro ſecret Providence, which would give the Perſons concerned that ob- 
l12ation of being mindful of their Benetactor. 

But ſince the infidelity of many in this fantaſtical Age, and the want of op- 
portunity of others, doth deprive them of this ealie and ſhort remedy ; and, 
lince it is not neceſſary that a Diſeaſe, which is cured by Miracle,ſhould be re- 
mediable by norules of Art ; I think it will not be amiſs, if I do here give an 
account of whatNature andArt have ſupplied towards the reliefof Mankind, 
In ore of the molt obſtinate Diſeaſes that I know : 1n the doing of which, 
though IT think I ſhall ſay as much as thole have ſaid that have preceded me 
in this Employment, ( itmay be ſomething more ; ) yet I muſt needs profeſs 
that what I write, will do little more than ſhow the weaknels of our ability, 
when compared with his Majeſtie's, who cureth more 1n any one year, than 
all the Chirurgeons of Loa4oz have done in an age. However that this At- 
tempt may not ſeem to want precedent, give me leave to tell you, thatit is 
no more than the Frexch Kings Chirurgeons have done before me, or than 
old Mr. Clow's did in Queen Elizabeth's days, and all other general Writers in 
Chirurgery have done more or leſs.

W hen they dttier 
from this,it is from ſome other mixture in the Bloud which makes {ome other 
alteration; which may be very various, whether 1n the nature of the co- 
aculatingl erment,or of the matter coagulated : the former may beanAcidity

of this or that ſort, and ſometimes ſo ſharp as toapproach near to the acrimo- 
ny of aqua fortis ; 1n which cafes the Patient feels violent corrofions and hi- 
deous pains, the Tumour it felt being apt to degenerate into a Cazcer, or may 
have other mixture with it to make it of a Vitriolique or Aluminous nature : 
all which Acidities though they agree in the common notion of Coagulating, 
yet they make Coagulations very unlike each other. The dL.iercnce aiſo may 
be in the Matter coagulated, the varieties of which being intinite are hard to 
be recited : only I muſt take notice,thar trom this latter Caule it is that I was 
forced to put as well the property of Diſlolution as 0: Coagulation into the 
deſcription of the Diſcale ; tor though theAcidity bethe lame which comerh 
into a Bone with that which gocrh into the Fleſh-glandule, cc. yet the Nat- 
ter it works upon being difterenr, v/z. Marrow, ( whole peculiar nature we 
do not underſtand, only find it much ditterent from other Juices ot the bo- 
dy) it doth there diſſolve and rot it, and with it the fibres of the Bone it felt. 
Let no man wonder at the contrary eltects of the ſame Caule, who obſer- 
veth the different operations of Fire tt {elf upon wax and clay ; where it 1s vi- 
ſible that the contraricty of Accidents happens from the Matter, and not the 
Erficient. The like inſtance may be made in Vinegar, which when it 1s 
mixed with Mills, ©c. it coagulates 1t into a curd ; 1t put upon an Egg, it not 
only diſſolves the Shell, but allo attenuates the White contained 11 it 1atoa 
limpid water ; which White we notwithſtanding obſerve tobe a body much 
aptcr tO concrete and grow thick than Milk it (cit. The fmilitude will hold 
g00d of our Strumous Acidity, which when it lights upon the Serrano the 
Bloud coagulates it, and when 1t enters into Marrow, though that bein a 
nearer diſpoſition to Hardneſs than the Sernm, yetthe mixture of this Acidi- 
ty is ſo far from promoting that Hardneſs that it rather diflolves the con- 
[i{tency 1t already hath, 

The immediate Cauſe of the K/7925-Fwuil is delivered already, viz. the Aci- 
dity of the S$-7u# : but the remote Caules, v/z. the cauſes of this Acidity 
(to which the Strum. owe their original ) are ſomewhat hard to beenume- 
rated. The heads to which they be reterred are theſe, Air, Dict, Excrcile, 
natural Complexion, hereditary Aﬀections, ©c. 

Thoſe who are born of Strumous Parents are uſually ſubject to theſe Diſ- 
caſes, and deriveit from them ; ſo they will from a Nurle ſo diſeaſed whoſe 
Milk they ſucks, | 

Thoſe whoſe temper of Bloud 1s actd and the Serum apt to coagulate, are 
very obnoxious : ſo are Rickety children, and indeed 1n all children the heat 
being little tor concoction, the Serum 1s apt to coagulate. 

Thoſe that live in an Air exceihvely thin and ſharp, or very thick and 
1082), are both liable to the ſame Diſeaſe, Diet of ſalt, fowre and ſlimy 
meats are cavſes of this Diſeaſe, of which moreel{ewhere. 

Want of Exerciſe isa great cauie of the Bloud's growing acid and ſlimy : 
external Accidents are often the occalional caule of the Xx25-Evil, but rhey 
always ſuppoſe a prediſpoſition of the Body toir ; in which caſe we often ſee 
a blow, compreſſion, bruiſe, &c. to produce it. Soalloby a wrenchof the hip, 
knee, anckle, or other joynt, we find crude Tumours to ariſe which are ſoon 
followed by vilible Symptoms of the Kyzgs- Evil, viz. either glandulous 
Tumours in the Neck, &c. or Tumours of the Bones themſelves, which ari- 
ling in the body of them make the Spina wvertoſa; of which ellewhere, I 
ſhall give you one remarkable inſtance of a Cook's ſervant in the 0/4 Baily, 
who {leeping one Summers night upon a fourm, his head flipping ofthe one 
ide of his Neck pretſed upon theend of it : when he wakened his Neck was

of the Parts them'ielves which are concerned init. Now the Parts uſually at- 
feed arccither Glandules, Muſcles, /iſcera, Membranes, Tendons or Bones, 
] do not remember ever tohave lecn the Nerves or Brain atiected immedi. 
ately with anyHumour of this kind : or it they have,the Juices of thoſe Par:s 
arc 1ather d.{ffolved, and the Fibres corroded by this Acidity after the like- 
nels of Marrow and Bunes, then coagulated intoa Tumour ; which Corrolio! 
when it happens, the Dilſeale gets another name, and being indeed morta! 
needs not be infilied upon 1n this Treatiſe, 1t admitting of no other dottrin- 
but that ofa Prognoſtick, 

Soa young Lady having overgrown Tonfils, which were judged Str1- 
mous, was cured by me by Extirpation, as you may lee in the chap. of [ ouli!s: 
but ſhe {ome vears aſter labouring under great pains of her Head, and being 
upon the way coming up to Loxdon for Cure, died ſuddenly ; her Head bc: 
ng opened, her Brain was tound corroded, and much walled with Treat Pu- 
trefaction; the inner Table of the Skull carious. : 

The Veins and Arteries do indeed dilate themſelves in all congeſtions 01 
Matter, whether natural or preternatural; but have not any Particular Aﬀic- 
tion 11 the Straze diftintt from what they have in other caſes. 

Glandules are a very notorious ſeat of this Diſtemper, infomuch that Au- 
thors generally have confined it to them as its ſubject. Here we have a gre?t 
dealto ſay, viz. that this Part 1s the moſt commonly affected when-ever the 
Patient 15 Strumous; and 1f the outward and more viſible Glands remain 
whole, yet generally ſpeaking the inward ones, thoſe eſpecially of the Me 
{entery, arc ob{tructed and ſwelld. Ofthele I have ſeen divers examples, 
eſpecially in Children, and have paſſed my Judgment that they have been 
Strumous, when the outer Signs could not ſo far juſtifie my conjecture as to 
make others of my mind : yet when the Patient hath been dead,the truth hath 
appeared upon difſection. In one of this ſort Dr. Walter Needham hath latc- 
ly been my witneſs. Nay whenever the outward Glands do appear {well'd, 
you may lately conclude the Melentericks to be fo too, they being uſually the 
lirft Part that 1s attacqued by this Malady. Nor is the Melentery alone, but

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all the conglobated Glandules partake with it ; which word Sy/vins hath ap. Covglo 
propriated to the reductive Glands that lerve the Lymphaducts. Thele are: 
frequently liable to this Diſtemper, their oftices being a percolatio: of the 

Serum ; therefore whenſoever that is amils, theſe mult needs ſutier. T his 15

Tonlils, the Glandele Lachrymates, the Thymns, the Pancrezs, the Mamme, 
the Teſticles, Proftates, Cc. 

Theſ are ſometimes attected rogether with the Conglobates, ſometimes 
ſeparably. Many inſtances may be given thereof, .in ſome we have found 
all the conglobate Glan{ules of the Neck {welld, and many of them to 
preſs hard upon and between the parts of the Salivals ; yet they remained gajyas, 
{ound. ' | 
The like hath been ſcen concerning the Pazcres and Thymys, which have 
been both ſurrounded with Strame,yet themſelves remained untouched ; but 
very oftea the Conglomerates are allected by themietves, of which we have 
a great example in the Razz/a, it being but the Tumour of the Gl/iranla ſalts Ranma. 
valis inferior, which 1n a man lieth immediately under the fices of the 
Tongue. The Parotis allo, which1s the externat Salival, 1s very otcen preter- 
naturally alteQed; and in the Pazcreas the learned Dr. Walter Needham 
fairh, he hath ſeen a Strumous Tumour ſuppurated, which held a pint of

The Teſticles and Proftates may be liable, but I cannot inttance in them ; Tetices 
andtt may be that we do the lels acxnowledge their being attectel with this #21 Pro- 
Diſcaſe, becauſe we are apt 1n all thele caſes to ſulpect another diltemper. w_ 
 Theover-grov/a Tonſilsare ſo frequently Strumous, that they need not be Tonſi!s, 
Niited on. 

The G/andzle Lachrymales are often infected, and do according tothe va- 
ricty of their diforders produce ſeveral forts of Tumours abour the eye ; the 
molt uſual of which 1s a Lippi/tao, an alie-tion of the ends of the Lachrymal 
Veilels, which being derived trom them do terminate near the c///a: ſoallo 
the Hordeolt, &c. nay it is not rare to {ee the whole ball of the Eve thruſt out 
by the Tumour of rheſe Glandules.

It all things appear benign according to the Diagnollick or Prognoſtic! 
before delivered, you may hope well ; it otherwiſe, then you are to defend 
your ſelf with a prediction, and work warily. | 

In order to the Cure three Intentions are required. The firſt conſiſts in 
theregiment of Dict and the other non-naturals; the ſecond,in Pharmacy or 
internal Preſcriptions ; thethird, in the application of Externals cither to 
diſcuſs, ſuppurate or extirpate the Glands, 

_ Inthehifdl concerning a general regiment of Diet, cc. there ought tobe 
ſpecial regard had of the Conſtitution of the Patient whether he he hot or 
cold, dry or moiſt, old or young, tough or tender and waſhy. If the Body 
be cold and moiſt, we generally ſuppoſe a crapula preceded, and crudity to 
abound ; in which caſe the ready road is by Faſting from meat and drink, 
which was the method of the Ancients, or at leaſt great moderation : their 
Diet ought to be moderately heating and drying, Mutton, Kid, Rabbet, Pul- 
let, Chicken, Partridge, Pheaſant, Cock, &c. and theſe roaſted ; avoiding all 
meats which yield a groſs nouriſhment, as water-foul, fiſh and herbage : 

their 
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their Bread ought tobe of wheat well baked, and their Drink medicated ale 
or beer ; wine is alſo allowed and water utterly forbidden. 

In hot and dry Bodies which are tending to a Hectick, we allow a more 
humeCting Diet, their meat boiled with Lettuce, Spinage, Purſlane, Wood- 
forrel, &'c. To ſome of thele we dare ſcarce permit the cating of any Fleſh, 
but rather a Milk-diet or Aﬀes milk ; but where Milk doth not agree we 
preſcribe them medicated Broths. | | 

Air is a great help in our Cure : 1n the cold ones it ought tobe moderately 
heating and attenuating,in the hot ones cooling ; in neither over-much picr- 
cing, as that of Hampſted 1s, in which ſort of Air there iSalways fomething 
elurineand acid ; but rather mild and gentle, as that of King fington, upon 
which ſuppoſition of gentleneſs, the farther removed from the {moke ot the 
City the better. I ſhall mention one Obtcrvation which I leave to your 
Judgment, whether it ought ro be attributed to the ſmoke or Northern 
blaits from H2h Gate. It was 1n a Patient of Dr. Tho. Coxand mine, dit- 
caſed and waited even to skinand bone : weremoved him to Apights-bridee, 
where after in ſome weeks he had a little recruited his ſtrength, and was ealed 
of his Cough, which had been very grievous to him ; we removed him (for 
more conveniency of curing an Ulcer with cares of the crapinm which he 
had ſome time laboured under ) toa Lodging near Kyzgs Gate in Holborn, 
which ſtood backwards and Airy enough, the windows opening to the 
Fields. Upon lying therc but two nights he relapied to ſuch a degree, thar 
1fI had not removed him the third day I verily believe he could not have ſur- 
vived the fourth ; but at Kpzzhts-bridge he again recovered, and ſome weeks 
after went well away to his Parents in the Country, and hath continued 
healthful ſince. 

Exerciſe of body ought to be enjoyned, 1t being necellary to walte ſuper- 
luites ; Sleeping 1n the day 1s forbidden, unlets it be in caſe of pain to 
whichit 15 an Anodyne ; Paſſions of the mind ought allo ro be modera- 
ted, 

The ſecond Intention conſiſting in Pharmacy, mult bequalihed according 
tothe Habit of body. If it be cold and flegmatick, abounding with groſs 
viſcous Humours, your Preſcriptions ought to be heating and attenuating : 
in Plethorique bodies you mult purge with the {tronger Catharthicks, or re- 
peat the milder often, otherwiſe the Diſeaie will be apt to increaſe under 
vour hand.

Sarſa and the Woods as allo the cineres Spon- 
vie, ſal Gemme, and all the Species, In thiscaſe the Waters will have their 
place ( though I cannot ſo particularly approve them as others do. ) Aﬀes 
milk is of great efficacy in the moſt of theſe, of which I ſhall give you one 
inſtance in a caſe where my worthy friend Sir F, P, was concerned, 
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A young Gentlewoman about 11 years of age, ſhrewdly diſeaſed with 
Strmme in her Neck, with obſtructions in the Melentery, ſhe being thereby 
exceedingly emaciated : Sir F. Py. being ſent for, and ſeeing her ſo diſeaſed 
with loſs of Appetite, adviſed her to be removed to the freſh Air at K/n2ſing- 
tin ; ſhe was ſo, and thereby Aﬀes milk recovered her ſtrength, and retur- 
ned to her friends, well recovered. Where Aſſes milk doth not agree we 
preſcribe Diftill'd milk,of which ſort this may ſerve toran example. Kk ſurſa- 
parille cleft. inciſ. & contuſ. tt. raſ.corn. cervisy). fol.

Purging in 
this caſe, if the Body require it, ought to be with Lenitives,viz. Elect, diacaſſie 
eum manna, diacatholic. diaprun. ſyr. de pomis, purgantis diaſereos, ſyr.de rhab. & 
decichoreo cum rhabarbaro : and to Children the infuſion of Rhubarb is ſuffici- 
ent. Our moſt experienced Phyſicians have generally purged theſe with 
pl. rhab. with an addition of the Ele, dzaſcord,or, ſuc. chermes, with Mer, 
dulcis where they have been ſubject to Dzarrhza, and in other cales alone, or 
mixed with the milder Purgatives : for 1n truth whatſoever Diſeaſe it is com- 
plicated with, without ſome preparation of Mercury our hopes are vain ; 
nay in ſome of the molt deplorable caſes where the Patient hath been ex- 
tremely emaciated by reaſon of the Acidity in the ſerum, I have proceeded 
higher to falivate them, and thereby recovered them, as you may ſee in ſome 
ofthe Obſervations of Ulcers with carzes 1n the Bones. 

The third Intention is performed by the application of Externals, 1. to. 
the Tumours which we endeavour to reſolve or ſuppurate or to extirpate, 
which larter may be performed either by manual Operation or by Eſcarotick 
or Cauſtical medicaments; 2. to the Ulcers, which are the effect either of 
Suppuration or Extirpation. In Tumovrs we ſhall begin with Emollients 
and Diſcutients, though 1 muſt confels it 15 no ealie work to reſolve theſe 
Glands, if we conſider two things : firſt, the ſtubbornneſs of the Matter, ſe- 
condly, its being contained within a cy/tis; yet in ſoft delicate Bodies the 
milder ſort of Glands, which are not too much indurated, do frequently re- 
ſolve. We ſhall therefore offer to you ſuch asT have ſometimes applied with 
tolerable good ſucces : as R empl. diachyl. treat.

and put you upon a necellity of eradicating it, or of leaving your Cure im. 
perfe&. I could give you many inſtances of Patients that have come to me 
for Cure after {uch Treatment. As to the way of opening them when lup- 
purated, that by Inciſion makes the leaſt Scar ; but if the S!ruma be large, the 
way by Caultick may give you more Opening, and with leſs pain aſſiue the 
Cure: the Matter being diſcharged you may deterge with mun-lif. Parace!(. 
precipttat. ana the Vitriol-{tone, and afterwards incarn and cicatri.:c, as in 
crude Abſceſſes hath been ſhewed. 

But in the old and hard $r74mze we do {eldom obtain a compleat Suppu- 
ration ; ſometimes during the application of the moſt ſubtil Diſcutients we 
raiſe a heat inthe 5kin, which atiecting the cy/#i5 and part of the Gland next 
under it doth cauſe an impertect Suppuration : by the continucd uſe of the 
Diſcutients it at length frets its way through in {mall Apertures, ,in which 
cale if you continue the Applications, they grow bigger and become ſo many 
painful Ulcers ſpreading one into another, the body of the Gland remaininz 
hard without hopes of Suppuration. But if you dreſs them a day 2 or 3 with 
a Pledgit of «nguert. baſilic, you may qualihe the Heat and moderate the Ul. 
ceration ; and ſo by interchangeably applying the Diſcutient or Lenient, you 
may happily waſtethe whole Gland, 1t the Patient be treated the while by 
proper Interoals. In ſome ofthele who have come to me out of the Country 
with Strume ulcerated about the Chops, I have ſeen the Strume rthrult fort 
ina ſunges; fo that with my Spatua paſſing under them I have thrult them 
quite out, and healed the Ulcer in few days: in others where they are inc 
pable of being ſo ſoon thrown our, I cut off the protuberant part, and conlu- 
med the remaining baſis with Eſcaroticks. 

Ifthe $1944 be moveable, and free from remarkable Veſlels, the ſpeedictt 
way of Cure is by cutting the Skin, and taking them out whole with their 
cyſtis : thoſe which have (talksand are pendear, or grow ſmall near the 4:/;, 
may be tied and cur off; of this ſort we ſee many. The lalt I was conſulted 
in was as big as the largeſt Catharine Pear and of that ſhape, growing on the 
outſide of the thigh ofa Woman : 1 made a Ligature about the baſis of it, and 
in compliance with the Patient lefrit on, and deferred the cutting it offtill 
the next day ; but when I camel found it rotted off by force of the Ligature 
and required no Dreſſing, I cut it in pieces and found it a white Glandulous 
body. Inan Infant newly born there appeared one upon the outſide of her 
little Finger, of the perfect ſhape and colour ofan unripe Cherry, partly red 
and partly pale, with a [talk proportionably long : I cut it off with a Knite, 
it bled with a full ſtream, I ſtopt it by the application of pa. Galexi cum albs- 
-ixe ovi ; the third day after I rook off Dreſſings and ſaw it healed. About 
ten daysafter coming thither to make a Fontanel, I ſaw that Cherry lying 
in a Box in the window : I cut 1nto the ſoft part and diſcharged a blou-

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dy ſerum:the other {ide which gavethe pale colour toit was aGlandulous fleſh. 

{n thoſe which are ſo thick in the baſis that you cannot make Deligation 
on them, you may paſs a proportionable big Needle under the roots of them, 
and cut them off under the Needle. 

The common way of taking out all the ſpecres of $tr719914, Atheromata, C&: 
Meliceris, by Incifion, 1s 1n cutting the Skin the lengthot the Tumour: in 
theſe latter you mutt make the Incilion more warily, lelt you givide the cy/fz5 
and the Matter flow forth. After you have leparated them round to the baſis,it 
may be ſometimes neceſſary to make a Ligature upon the Vellels betore you 
cnt them oF. Thoſe which are of great bulk and have their 6aſzs proportiona- 
bly big, as Stearomata,generally called Wers, are ſometimes taken out by ma- 
king a crols Inciſion, other-while by an oval, one taking otto much of the 
Skin as may be judged ſuperfluous ; then ſeparate 1t, proceed caimly in the 
Work, for in theſe the Skin commonly adheres ſo cloſe to the cy/?75, thar it 
willnot part from it without the help of your Knite : having leparated 1t 
turn it out, and makea Ligature underneath upon the Veſlels, ard cut it of} ; 
then bring the Lips of the Wound together with 2 or z ſtitches, & dreſs 1t up 
25 you fee caule. Some Empiricks cut them oft without more ado, ſcarce ma- 
king a Ligature on them ; but this way beingalways attended with a flux of 
Bloud, others chulc rather to paſs a Seron-needle with a ltrong Ligature cloſe 
under the baſis, or as near it as way be, and that way make a Ligatute ſtrict- 
ly about it. Sometimes we make the like Ligature without Tncil:on, and arc 
content to eat 0! the Tumour by {treightening it. Thus it falls off without 
cfulion of Bloud ; bur hereby there 1s hazard in mortitying the found parts 
underneath, or of cauling ſuch diſturbance as prolongeth the Cure : upon 
which conſideration I do propoſe 1n great Steatoma's and complicated Tu. 
mours, whichare incloſed in cy/7;s's,rather to cut into the cyſ#i5, and with your 
hands to pull out that preternatural Body,and leave the cy/frs beinind. So fhall 
you be ſecured trom a flux of Bloud, and tor the cyffis, you need not doubt 
but by Digeſtion it will ſeparate and calt off ; the Wound will allo heal ſmooth 
by Agolutinationafterward, if you cut off the ſuperfluous Skin, and bring 
the remaining Lips together, as 11 ſuch Operations 1s ulual. An Inſtance of 
this I ſhall give you among{t the following Obſervations. 

After the ſame manner I uſually treat all thoſeTubereles 1n the Eye brows 
and Face, where the cy/tzs ſeparates difhcultly from the cucumyacent parts, 
or where a great Scar may be untightly. 

W here the Strum are large or he deep near con{iderable Vetlels, there, if 
Extirpation be ſafe,the beſt way will be by cauftical Medicines & Elcaroticks.

15 hath beenalready preſcribed;otherwile newGlands will artſewhilit you are 
eradicating the old ones. Upon which conſideration you are to furnili your felt 
with {uchEſcaroticks as may penetrate deep into the Gland,& do their, work 
withleaſt pain:fortheſ{eGlands have ſma] {(prigs of aNerve branching through 
them, which maketh them ſenlible of Pain and ſubject to Fluxton; theretore 
Its that we endeavour to eradicate them with Cerrolives leaſt painful. But 
ſuch 15 Our misfortune that all Medicaments fit for this Work are extremely 
painful, the ſtronger Cauſticks are molt proper to begin with upon condition 
that they be kept within their hounds : of theſe ſome are made up of Sope-lees 
boiled toa Stone, but this Medicine will fpread in {pight of all our Defen- 
EE:2 f1Ves ; 
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fives ; ſo will all thoſe made with Arſenick, Sublimate, Vitriol, &«. that of 
calx viva boiled up with /ixivinm ſaponis ſpreads the leaſt. The Medicament; 
proper afterward to eradicate them arc either Eſcaroticks, as the Cauſtick. 
ſtone Mer. ſublimate, Arſenick, of, vitrioli, Auripigment, unllacked Lime, 
&c. or Catheretick, v:z. all the ſorts of Vitriol, viridzs ris, ſquame er1s, chal. 
citis miſt ſorts C innabar. Alumen, Mer. precipitat. and ſoforth. The com polt- 
tions of the Elcaroticks are pul. ſize part ex equal. part. Merc. ſublimat. Auripig. 
menti, Calcisvive. A milder than this 1s that of Johan. Arden, Trochis de minig 
vigon.1s a powerful Elcarotick ; 1t15 compounded of Mer. ſeblimat, Minium, 
and Leven. In his Book you may hnd Preſcriptions more eſcarotick,ot which 
this isone, Be mere. ſublimat. 5. arſenic pul. 518, ceruſ. ſurci ampli an. Zig, 
ſucci aſphoaelt 5X. acett opt. 5v. bulliant 091414 ad conſumptionem ſucct O& aceti, ge- 
inde pulvertzentur ON incorporent. cum 531j. pants crudii addend. auripioment, cal. 
einati 5iviſi, & cum moadica aqua roſ, fiant Trochiſci, You may make this 
{tronger by leaving out the Ceruls and Starch, and adding a few drops of // 
Arſenic ; but you will hind the mildeſt of theſe preparations with Sublimate 
too painful to be applied 1n tender Bodies. T he Cathereticks commonly uſed 
are 1 urbith minerale, merc. precipitat.alone or mixt with Alm, uſt. or apylicd 
with the uſe of the Vitriol ſtone ; the mildeſt 15s the Precipitate, 1t 13 of 3 
ſlow operation, but may ſerve 1n tender Bodies. 

In the eradicating of Strumeg, we are {ometimes neceſſitated UPON an acc: 
dental eroſion of an Artery to apply the {trongelt Eſcaroticks ; but generally 
wequalifie them according to the Habit of Body, Age and Strength of th:Pa. 
tient, and condition of the Glands, as they are hard or ſoft, have more oc lei: 
{enſe, or are ſeated 1n or near an Emunctory. In my long Practice in er: 
cating the'e Glands, I have experimentcd all the ſeveral Eſcaroticks and C: 
thereticks aforementioned, and know that thoſe Compoſitions wh ch 11214 
Sublimate in them are exceeding paintul,ſcarce to be endured in the ftrong!! 
Bodies, although you do take them oft in 5 or 6 hours after ; yet the Salts hz 
ving once penetrated the Glands, the Pain will continue vehement many 
hours after, and attect the neighbouring Parts with great Inflammation «nd 
Tumour,and fo frequently raileth new Glands : but when you apply thele to 
the lofter Sex, or tender Bodhes, it aileCts their Head with grievous pain, bc 
numbing that ſide and parts about, depriving their very ſenſes. Fainting,and 
palpitation of the Heart, are frequent effects of ſuch Eſcaroticks, and not lc. 
doma Fever; by which may be judged the ill conſequence of applying {trong 
E\caroticks of Sublimate indiſtinctly to all Complexions and Ages. 

The Method I uſually begin this Work with is by the application of ſucha 
Cauſtickaswillleaſt ſpread,making 1t proportionably long, reaching from tlic 
lowett part of the Gland upward ; for in the conſuming it, the Strume will 
fink downwards : you mult detend the fides with Plailters that it do vt 
ſpread ; for the Lips being once divided they will give way, and according! 
as your Eſcarot:cks penetrate into the body of the Gland, the fides of it will 
fall inand be eradicated out of the narroweſt Opening you can make; and the 
narrower it is the lels Blemiſh will ariſe from the cicatrix,% the ſooner it will 
be cured. The Eſcar being made you may divide it the whole length,and with 
a Cauitick-ſtone rub into it till it hath penetrated into the body of the Gland, 
which it will the ſooner do if interchangeably you prels into the ſame place 
with a ſtick dipt in o/. v/7rioli. Having thus done, dreſs ir up with wnauent bal 
lic. cum oleo lini hot, embrocating rhe parts aboupeu7 cl. roſe. & aceto, and ap- 
ply an Emplaſter e bo/o over all. This way of Dreſſing is not without Pain, bu 
it ſeldom laſts above half an hour. The third day after you may dreſs it agait!, 
and if you hnd the Eſcar in the middle dried hard, dreſs it with Lenients : 
but 
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but if it feel ſoft rub it again interchangeably with the Caultick-ſione and 
ol. vitrioli, thruſting them every way into the body of the Glands, taking 
care that the Lips of the Ulcer be not enlarged thereby : by this way of pro- 
ceeding a great part of the $774ma will be eradicated before the firſt Elcar in 
the Circumference caſt oft from the Skin. Having thus near eradicated the 
Struma, you may conſume the Remainder with Merc. precipitat, and keepit 
open by Doſſils of Lint ; permitting the Lips of the Ulcer tc contract nar- 
rower the while, that it may heal with a czcatrrx like an inciſed Wound, This 
I conclude the eaſieſt and ſpeedieit way to cradicate the largeit S!ruma : but 
in theſe complicated Strume, and others which wil not admit of ſuch pro- 
ceeding I apply an Eſcarotick or the {trongeſt Catheretick powters as I [ce 
cauſe ; of which proceeding you may ſee more particularly in the tollowing 
Obſervations. The Steatoma being luet yields not to Eſcaroticks. 

All this while I have treated only of the Kyrgs-Evl as it 1s contained in a 
cyſtis, being the Struma of the Ancients ; but in my Hiltory ct the Diſeaſe I 
have enlarged the bounds of it further, ſo as to take in ſeveral Tumours and 
Ulcers upon Muſcles, Tendons, Ligaments and Bones; allo Ophthalmia, 
Acz1lops, Fiſtula Lachrymalis, Tonſille, cc, which cannot be reduced to this 
Method here propoſed : yet that concerning Muſcles, Tendons and Bones bc- 
ing more univerſal, and happening in ſeyeral parts of the Body, eſpecially the 
Joynts, I ſhall ſay ſomewhat of in this place ; the other I ſhall be forced to 
handle in diltinct Chapters, and place them 1n the latter end of the Treatiſe. 

Asto the Sr7rume, and other preternatural Tumours includedin a cy/ts, at- 
ſetting the Muſcles, Tendons, Ligaments and other parts of the Body, they 
differ not in the way of Cure from what hath been already delivered, fave 
that they require more caution in the Extirpation of them as they attect the 
Joynts or {en(ible Parts. 

The Ulcers ariſing from theſeare cured alter the ſame manner that hath 
been ſhewed in that Treatiſe ; for whatever ſome Authors may have pre- 
ended of this or that peculiar Remedy, the Cure depends upon the general 
erhod there propoſed, to which it your fancy ſo lead, you may add Speci- 
ticks. 

The gummineſs upon the Muſcles and Tendons require emollient and 
diſcutient Dreſſings, as in the Chapter of Schirrus hath been demonſtra- 
tecl. 

The Swellings affecting the Joynts 1n this Diſeaſe are of 2 ſorts: both of swellings 
them are made by Congeſtion, and increaſe gradually ; yet differ in that the 2: 
one ariſeth externally upon the Tendouns, and between them and the -— Roar bag 


or between them and the Bone; the other internally within the Bone it ——_ 
{elf and Inter. 
nal, 


That which ariſeth externally aftecteth the Ligaments and Tendons firſt, 
and {ometimes relaxeth them to ſuch a degree that the heads of the Joyats 
Irequently ſeparate from one another, and the Member emaciates and grows 
uleieſs, But for the moſt part the Humour over-moiſtning the Ligaments 
and Tendons produceth a weaknels and unealineſs in the Joynt, railing a 
Tumourexternally, and in progreſs the Membranes and Bones are corroded 
by reaſon of the acidiry of the Humour; yet it is much haſtened, if upon a 
Suppoſition of a diſlocation they conſult the Bone ſetters. 

In order to the Cure you ought in the beginning of the Fluxion to apply 
Emplaiters of an aſtringent and drying faculty,emp!.de minio,e bolo ceſaris,goc. 
with moderate Bandage, and place the Member in ſuch a poſition as may pre- 
vent the deſcent of Humours. If Bloud abound V xneſection may be admit- 
ted, but this Humour requireth Purging with calomel, &c.and Alteration by

r3 beginning from a thinactd ſerum in the medullary Juice, which 
he Fibres maketh a ſolution of continuity there, and at length 
the interior part of the Bone, and at laſt (if not prevented ) cor- 
rodcs 
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rodes the Shell, and paſſeth its ſubtil Humour through ſome poroſity it had 
made. 

This Diſeaſe of the interior part by degrees uſually ſo afteQeth the exter- 
nal Shell of the Bone, as to raiſe it to a preternatural Tumour, which at 
the ſame time overſtretching the Perioſtexr cauſeth an uncalineſs ; and this 
Pain if it grow ſo acuteas toproduce Inflammation, an Abſcels conſequent- 
ly followeth. ED 

If the Bone be {pungy and ſofc, it 1s wonderful to ſee how quickly the F1- 
bres of it will be mollithed by the influence of the /er#x of the Bloud, and 
made apt for a ſudden Diſtenſion, as it the part were rather muſcular than 
Bone. So in childrens Fingers I have ſeen a Bone {welled in a night, and the 
like Tumour raiſed in the ſpongy Bones of elder perſons in few days, agd 
without much difficulty to yield again to ex{iccant Remedies. 

Yet it ſometimes happeneth that che interior part of the Bone is totally cor- 
rupted without any external Tumefaction or Pains,till the acid Humour ma- 
keth its way through the cortex, and eroding the Per:oftenm,caulerth a Soluti- 
on of continuity there ; which by accels of pain ſwelleth and inflameth the 
external Parts, and produceth Maturation in tew days. Thoſe in the protu- 
berant Bones do alſo frequently raiſe Abſceſles after the ſame manner, and 
ſometimes whilft the exteriour Parts ſuffer under anocher Ulcer difterent 
from ttits ; But of that hereafter. 

Somewhat of their Differences I have Ihewed you in the preceding lines, 
others may be taken from the Quality of the ſerum. In ſome there isa tudden cs 
Tumour raiſed jn a night, in others it {welleth gradually and never co-run- 
teth externa!!'.-, In others the Humour piercerh through the cortex, and rai- 
ſeth fiddeiiiy i A! (ceſs. And thele Differences may be ſaid to ariſe ſome- 
what from the Piacc or Bone they affect ; for accordingly as the interiour 
part of it is ſofter or harder,or the external cortex 1s folid or porous, fo it ſut- 
fers Solution ſooner cr later. Thoſe of the craxinm for the molt part paſs their 
way tlirough the jnteriour /amizz, and affeQ the dra mater, Fc. producing 

' great Pains, Convulſions, Spaſm, Epilepſies, and they die before the Dif- 
cale is diſcovered. In the great Bones of the Knees, Ancles, Elbows, @&c«. 
they paſs their Matter flowly, and are more generally diſeaſed with Apoſte- 
mations, externally ariſing from the protuberance of them. In the Os tal; or 
Heel-bone which is ſpungy within and full of external pores, they make their 
way through more ſuddenly, and ſo accordingly they do in the Jaws, Fin- 
gers and Toes. 

The cauſe of the Spina vextoſa T have already delivered you in ſhort to be Signs. 
the Acid quality of the ſerum ſanguints in the Bone, The molt viſible Signs 
of it are a protuberance of the Bones without diſcolouring of the Skin, and 
often without Tumour or Pain. 

The Apoſtemations proceeding from the Spiza ventoſa do molt certainly 
ſhew them, they riſing always between the Membranes and Tendons ; and 
lomewhat of Fluuation may be felt there before the external Skin be conſi- 
derably inflamed : alſo if upon Opening it you make ſearch witha -robe,you 
will find it penetrate deepinto the Bone, yet is the correx of it white; where- 
as the other Abſceſſes do always begin externally, and if the Bone be bare, 
yet 151t only ſuperficially carious or ſtained by the Matter. 

' The Cure of the Spina ventoſa in the leſſer Bones, as the Cranium, Jaws, Progne- 
Fingers and Toes is feaſible ; but thoſe in the bigger Bones are for the moſt **: 
en deplorable. Infants and Children are generally the ſubjeQ of this Diſ- 
caſe. . 

In the Cure of theſe the ſame Method is required which hath been above Cure.

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propoſed in thoſe Abſceſſes and Ulcers with carzes ; as alſo the ſame regulati. 
on in Diet and other non-naturals. 

The Topicks ought in the beginning to be ſuch as are aſtringent & drying, 
as hath been fet down in Abſceſſes,viz.emp!.e bolo ceſaris,comitiſſe,deminio ſimp, 
&c. cum [apone, de ſandicis, & de ranis duplicat, mercurio, with good Bandage. 

If afterwards they paſs their Matter externally they muſt be laid open by 
Inciſion according to the length of the protuberance. Thoſe of the Craninm 
are not much protuberant tor the reaſons aforeſaid, yet you ought to make in- 
ſpeQtion, and proceed accordingly by Rugine or Trepan as the Symptoms in- 
dicate. Thoſeof the Jaws are viſible, and require vent by extraction of the 
Teeth, after which the cares muſt be conſumed by Medicaments of a dryin 
quality, of which the actual Cautery 1s the moſt ſpeedy and etfeQtual. Thole 
of the Fingers and Toes are to be laid open by Incilion in caſe of Apoltema- 
tion the length of the protuberance, and the Bone cut into, and the caries 
dried up. The Ulcers 1n the greater Bones ought alſo to be opened, that the 
Matter may be diſcharged, and the Bone laid bare in order to Exfoliation, 
(if it be poſſible ; ) bur if the interiour part be much corrupted, your beſt 
way will be to keep that part of the Ulcer dilated which lieth over the Aper- 
ture in the Bone by ſome Dofſil dipt in þ. vz7 or the like, and heal the reit of 
the Ulcer, and preſcribe ſuch Internals as may diſpoſe the Body to a berter 
Habit. For theſe only are the carious Bones which we may leave to time, it 
being in vain toattempt the Exfoliation of great Bones where the rottenneſls, 
as ina Pear, beginning at the core hath conſumed the ſubſtance of them. 
How all theſe are particularly treated by me, you may ſee in the following 
Obſervations of Ulcers with carzes. 

We ſhall begin our Obſervations with the reſolving of Srrume, which ge 
nerally is a work of Time,and in thoſe which ſuffer under internal Obitructi- 
ons of the Viſcera it 15 not lo advantageous to their healths : upon which con- 
ſideration I for the moſt part endeavour to waſte them by Maturation,and the 
while preſcribe Internals ſuitable to the Habit of body and complication of 
the Diſeaſe ; for if in reſolving them the YViſcera grow more diſeaſed, it will 
be imputed tothat, andif new Strmme ariſe the Patient will grow weary and 
be ealily perſwaded to conſult others, who ſometime get the credit of the 
Cure when the foundation was laid to their hands ; wherefore I do not rea- 
dily ingage in this Work till they have tried others, and can willingly ſub- 
mit to my endeavours. | 


N Infant about a month old,the only ſurviving child of its Parents, be- 

ing ſubject to Fermentations of ſharp Humours breaking our in the 
head, face and body, and frequently aftetting the internal YViſcera, being re- 
commended to my care, I made a Fontanel inits Neck, and purged it with 
ſ1r. de rhab. once in 4 or 5 days, and on the intermitting days gave him a few 
grains of bez. mixerale in a {poonful of white Bread and Milk : his ſpoon-meat 
was made in a DecoCtion of ſar/a, raſ. eboris, &c. In caſe of Catarrh or 
Cough I preſcribed him my anodyne Syrup ; ſometime the acid Humours 
afteted his bowels with a Dzarrhea, ( eſpecially in breeding his Teeth: ) to 
remedy which we preſcribed 4aſcord. cum pul. rhab. &c, Thus each diltur- 
bance was leviated, and the Child thrived. In his 29. year he fell into the 
ſmall Pox, and was helped throughit by Dr. Tho. Cox; after that the Kzze-s- 
Evil appeared in large Glands on the left fide of his Neck : I embrocated 
them cum ol, ex ped. bovins,and removed his Fontanel into his Arm,alſo purg- 
ed him with Rhubarb infuſedin his Drink, and preſcribed merc. diaphore. 
his breaking out in his Head was anointed with Bacon-lard, and aab=5 

wit 
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with a Cap made of a Bladder. It was eaſie for me to have cured all the Erup- 
tions in the Skin with Externals,but I thought it ſater to cure them by Iweet- 
ning his Bloud. The laſt.Symptom which appeared was a iwelled upper Lip, 
at ſight whereof purged him again as aforeſaid, and diiculſed the Swelling, 
This method of purging with 7zf#f. hab. &c. he continueth to this day, and 
hath thereby recovered a ſtrong healthy Habit of body, 

A Youthaged abour 13 years, ofa ſtrong Habitof body, was commended 
to me, having a Strzmz of an oval figure on the right fide of his Neck ; un- 
Jer his Ear he had allo an Oze2a, with a thick chopt upper Lip. I purged 
him with the Infulion of S-2a, &c. preſcribed inthe method of Cure, and aft- 
rerward with one ofthe {pecitick purging Powders,to which I addeil Calomel. 
& cnjoyned him the drinking decodt,ſarſelign.gaatact,$ewitha ſtrictdrying 
Diet, and made him a Fontanel in his Arm. I embrocated the Gland cy» of. 
ex ped. bovims & aceto, and appl.ed emplaſtr. arachyl. ireatum malaxed with 
cerat. @ſypi. By this method the Struma relaxed, and {eemed to be divided 1nto 

{mall Glands, Which alſo reſolved ſoon after. Thethick chopt Lip was 
cured by the anointing it with Merc. precipitat, mixed with nagnent. roſat. 
Afer it was cured, I perceived his Noſe ſwelled and hard ; I lookt upon his 
Noftrils, and ſaw them contracted very {mall, and [tuft with a cculty Matter, 
[ directed ſome o/./i/ior. to be [nutr upinto his Noltrils, and the next day cau- 
{ed them to be {yringed with decodt. hordes, ſem. lini altheeand purged him 
the day following with extract. Rnd and Calomel, repeating it every other 
day, and continued the drying Decoction, autimon, draphorer, &c, His Noſz 
being cleanſed of its Murcus, 1 \yringed it with one of rhe Errhiza preſcribed 
in the Cure of 0221 in Lues Venerea, and thereby healed the Ulcers. 

A Child of about 4 vears of age was difeafed with a I 7771720, thick upper 
Lip, and a couple of Str,72 On the left fide of his Neck ſomewhat large. 1 
purged him with an Infuſion of Rhubarb once 1n 3 or 4 days, and preſcribed 
him 6 grains of Merc. diaphoret. lometimes, and othertiines Bez.zzamcral.then 
removed his Fontanel our of his Neck 1nto his Arm. Thus art length the /7z7- 
li2o was dried up, and the Str totally reſolved. His Lip was lrequently re- 
laxzd upon his purging, but at length it ceaſed ſwelling, 

A Viaid aged about 12 years, who had formerly been extreamly dilcaſed 
with internal Obſtructions of her Meſentery, Cc. luppoled the Kyjnos Evil, 
was cured by Sir Fra. Pr. but atter 4 years rela; ſed, and came to me with 
ſeveral Strume on both lides of her Neck. Idietted the embrocating them 


with valentia dioitalis morning and evening, purging her ſometimes with a 
cathartick Apozeme of ſera, rhabarv, anaric. hermodatt. tarbith, polypod. &c. 
cum ſyrup. de fbina cervin,and in the intermitting days kepr her to the drink- 
ing of a decolt, ſarſe, lien. !extiſe. with fome of the antiltrumatick Plants 
prelcribed in the merhod of Cure; with which ſhe took ſome of the Spect- 
licks.

PMeces of the ftrumons Fleſh with the end of a Spatula omew hes bended ang 
ſ{harpencd to that purpoſe. Thus I extirpared this great body of the Gland,

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and by the uſe of the Vitriol-ſtone and Prxcipitate I deterged andcicatrized 
t ſmooth ; and ſoit remaineth to this day. 


A Maid aged about 186 years came recommended to me out of the Country 8: Ob: - 


with a cluſter of Szrmme lying behind her left Ear, along the Mrfculrs ma- 
ſoides, down to the Clavicie. She had alloa Sarcoma on the inlide of her left 
Ancle. Sir Fra. Pry. preſcribed her a Courſe of Phylick, by which her Body 
being prepared,I began with the extirpation of the Strume ly the application 
ot a Cauſtick from the uppermolt part near the Ear downward, making the 
Eſcar about half an inch broad,then dividing it filPd the Ulcer with pul. ET 
par! of Sir Alex. Fraſ. and applied Lenicnts over the Eſcar with empl. c boo. 
The next day I liuped the Tumour with atcot, malve,violar, &c ant dretied 
i: up with Lenients, continuing that way of dreſſing till rhe Slough which 
was made by the prlv. ſize part le; arated : then drawing the Lips wider open, 
and finding that I had penctrated into the body of the $rrum4e,and that forme 
of them lay looſe, I patled in my bended Sparz/a, and thrult part of the Chu. 
ſter out, ſome 1n pieces, others whole 1n their Cy/#zs. T hat done,l wiped awa y 
the bloud, and hId the Cavity with Merc.precipitat applying Doflils of Lint 
and L.enienrs over all. By this method of drefling I extirpatcd the $1712, 
and diſpoſed the Ulcer tocure. During this I began with the Tumour on 
theAncle,and having appiied a large Caultick upon it,I made an Inci{ion into 
It, and diſcharged a bloudy Serum in lome quantity : yet the Tumour did not 
link. I fila up the Incition with tzoch. de into, and dreiled the Elcar with 
[Lenicnts, emp/.e bolo, and Bandage. The tourth day aſter I took of De!- 
lings, and, finding all well, repeated the application of Lenients, to haſlen 
{cparation of the Elcar ; which in tew days caſt oft, and the fleſhy body with- 
1m appeared to be a Sarcoma. T filld it with Sir Alex, Fraſ. his pult.fine part, and 
dreſſed 1t again as before with Lenients, Comprels,and good Bandage. Theſt 
leſhy Tumours were not of loacure ſenſe as the molt forts of Strum are, but 
morc difficult to extirpate, by reaſon of the many Veins and Arteries which 
brancht through the body thcreot, and render it apt to bleed, and increalz

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alter than T could take it down by Eſcarotick powders. Upon which con{i- 
ceration I propoſed the actual Cautery : but that not being admitted, I made 
up ſome Trochisks de mia with a double quaniity of 37+; c, fublimat, in the 
form of Tents ; and as the Eſcars ſeparated in any part thereof, I thrult in a 
Trochisk, which always cauſed the bloud to burſt forth : but by theapplica- 
tion of the pulv. fine part with Doſlils dipt 72 albumine oi, with G90d Com- 
prels and Bandage, I ſtopped it, By this method I made way deep into the 
body of it : vet between the Trochisks and in the circumference it did riſe 
upon me ; which put me upon a neceihity of uling the Cauiiick-{tone ant of. 
v1710/, The ule of theſe ſeveral Efcaroticks cauled excoriation in the neigh- 
bouring Parts, which obliged me ro dreſs rhem theofrner with Retrigerants,

[ lett off the uſe of the Trochisks, and for ſome days applied pl. fine part Jo. 
4r4r7. it being more powerfully drying, and leſs corrolive ; then applied a 
Malzgma of Ce/fr7s 1n the form of a Cake round over it, with Comprels, and 
laced! on a ftreighr Sock, to keep all faſt. After I had thus walled the Sarcoma, 
I dreffed it with Mexc. precipitat, unguent. tutte Vigons, &c. and by the help 
of the Vitriol-llone, ag. calcis, and the like, I ſmoothed and cicatrized the Ul- 
cer.

The next day, taking or DreiJings, and ſeeing the Swelling 
lank, IT applied a Caultick rhe length of rwo inches, abour 3 tingers breadth 
ciitant trom the Ear : the Eſcar 1 divided,and diſcharged a foul Matter, and 
alterwards dreiſed it up with Doſfils dipt in Merc.precip. with Leatents over 
the Eicar ; and from that time haſtencd the falling ottof rhe Slough. Atter the 
(cpararion of it,I thruſt out a difterent fort of Matter,not unlike that ofan A- 
teroma and Meliceris mixt togerher. I paſſed in my Probe-ſciffors,and laid it 
open downward to the Aſpera arteria, and pulFd out with my fingers ſeveral 
Fe/icale, ſome containing a foul Serum, others a gritty ſubltance. There alfo 
cameaway fobbers of Fleſh, with which the baſes of the Abſceis ſeemed to be 
covered.

Upon which account I propoſed the making an Open- 

ing in the declining part ofthe Tumour : but ſhe, having been extrc: imly 

over-watched and tired with pain, took deliberation, and after a day Or tO

Chirurgery. Iaccordingly went : bur he had been there before me, and, ac- 

cording to his cuſtom, boldly uncertook the Cure, premiling to reſolve 1t in 

ten days by the ap plication of an incombultible Sulphur, I did not believe 1t 

poti:ble ro cure her without giving vent to the Matter below, Ls [ett the Pa- 

tient at liberty to proceed with him, orany other. He began the next Cay 

v:th theanointing it with balſ. /elp har. Rulandii ,andevery Fs daubed more 
of iis ſaid Balſam upon the Sv elling, till the ten days were palied, During 

v hich applications, the Matter being thereby choaked in,her pain in ercaſing 

more and more, and ſhe being no longerablc toendure thoſe a pplications,ſhe 

ſent for Sir Alex. I*raſer, Sir George Wakeman, and my felt. _ e law the-Tu- 

mour eXceec ingly increaſed, and cruſted ard over with the Ballain, I fo- 

mented it with Milk, andembrocated it with frefh Butter : but it not yield- 

ing thereb) )Y, | appited a Cataplaim ex fol. malvar, violar, hays (1121, pane trt- 

tic. axung. porcina, &c. The next morning we met again, took Ot the Cata- 

plaim, freed the Tumour of its cruſted Coverture, Sd la w the lame hard, 

dry, and much uftlimed. We acccd to the former Cataplaſm nc/ag. rad, 

althee > liltor, and applicd it,thereby ſuppurating it ; then pened it by Cau- 

ſtick in thedeclining part near the 1 raches arteria,di, charged a large quantity 

of digeſted Mattcr,and dreſſed it with Lenients. W 1iillt the! Matter er lly 

cl njned it ſelt there,the Inflammation and Tumour daily dimini{ned, and * ie 

Ulcer above, which hac | been daubed cloſe up with the -a//. ju 1h PAT, appea- 
red well inclined to heal,and cicatrized ſoon aſter by the applying ct 1a2: vent 
tytre, The accidents of Pain, Cc. thus removed, the Phytici INS WEre 27211 
contulted ; and _ ing her itil complain of a YVert:z0 and great pain [In her 
Head, as likewiſe of an Inflammarion of - her Eyes, they p. elcribed her a 
purging APOZeme of ſenr, polypod. hermodact. turbith decocted with [: hs 
lin. onaiaci, ſantal. &c. She was allo purged with Cephalick Pills. Calomed, 
was allo preſcribed, and a decodt. ſarſ.e, wihrhe ſpecitick Plants, was be Or - 
dinary Drink. By thele and ſuch like EEOnE, ſhe was freed of thoſ 
Various Diitempers, and rel{tored toa better Habit of body. The Tumour Th 
while emptied it {elf by the Gepenaing Orilice, and-ſeveral of the Strums 
which had been encompatied with in that Tumour appear d again Sable 
and were afterwards totally reſolved by the application of Celſrrs's Malaoma, 
and by the Apertion made by the Caultick cured perfectly, The Serume ON 
the Ot her [de of her Neck, which ſeemed ſuppurated when I rfl Came tO 
her, did all fave one harden again, ( during her Courle of Phylicic. ) That 
onclay upon her Cheek near her Ear. I openedit, and thruſt outa Cicely 
Matter ; then dreſſedit as aboveſaid with Deterlives \& cured it.Tlic Patient 
being thus happily recovered, I ſupplied her with a Row! of Celſris's Milioma, 
by wh ichthe remaining Strume weee reſolved or {uppurated : and fince that 
I have {een both ſides ot her Neck freed of that Dileate. Yet ſhe is {till ſubject 
toome little Indiſpoſition of body, enough to ſhew that there vet - 
ſome ſeeds of that Diſcale in her ! iſcera. 

A Gentlewoman aged 34 years, ofa lickly weak Conſtirution, ſubject to 5: Ob'r- 
the Kin25-Ewvil Many Years On both {1ies of her Neck, ulcerating, and the Ul- waa DB 
cers paſſing their Matter one into another down to the Clavicics, had gone Ulcers on 
trough long Courſes of Phyſicl:,and had permitted divers Applications to be 22 "4c 


of the 
Oo 2 made : Neck. 
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made : but they proving unſucceſsful,ſhe put her ſelf into the care of Sir F;., 
Prj. and my ſelf. The Ulcers ſeemed to have riſen from ſo many diſtin 
Glands, and that after Suppuration, the Matter, growing virulent,corroded 
under the Lips, and both rendred them Sinuous, andat length Callous, ang 
conſequently not capable of Cure but by laying open. Yet I began with Dj- 
peſtives, and diſcutient and drying Fomentations. The Phyſician preſcribed 
lenient Purgatives, with the addition of Calozzel. once 1n 40r 5 days, and on 
the intermitting days decott, ſarſe with antimon. diaphoret. Theſe not anſive- 
ring our expectations, I proceeded inthe laying open the Ulcers, and remo- 
ving the callous Lips, there being not one that would cure till that was done. 
Afterwards they digeſted, incarned, and cicatrized from the edges firm and 
ſmooth, by the common merhod of dreſſing Ulcers. 

A Citizen's Daughter, aged about 1 2 years, of a weak Conſtitution, had 
been long diſeaſed with the Ky7mgs-Evil. She had one Strumous Swelling on 
the right (ide of her Neck cloſe above the Clavicle, from whence tothe Os hu. 
meri there ſeemed to be a more than uſual tulneſs. Under that Axillz lay 
an Ulcer, and another on the outſide of the ſame Shoulder, and others down 
all along to the Elbow, ſome of them ſordid. By ſearchot a Probe theſe 11- 
cersappearcd to be ſo many Eruptions from the Sinuous Ulcer in the Axilla, 
I dreiſed them with Deterſives, &c. and preſcribed a deco? ſarſe, Chine,/ion, 
lentiſc. with {ome of the antiſtrumarick Plants, mzilleped. &c, with which (he 
took antimon. diaphoret. and once 11 4 days a few grains of Calomel. cums puly, 
rhab. in the form of a Bo!us, Tembrocated the Gland near the Clavicle and 
the Swelling of the Shoulder daily with valentia argitalts, and endeavoured 
the Deterſion oftheUlcers with munazf. Paracelſi,Precipitate,and the V itriol- 
ſtone : but the Ulcer being Sinuous, ( as I ſaid ) it would not digeft in any 
one part. The Fluxion increaſing greatly, and ſeeming to flow from that U!- 
cer in the Ax//la, T laid it open : but that not ſerving my purpoſe, I cut open 
the upper part of the S/xxs5 on the outlide of the Arm near the Shoulder, ho- 
ping that way to intercept the flux of Humour : but the Fjuxion continuing, 
I began to alpea the Matter flowed from the Strumous Tumour near the 
Clavicle ;whereforc I opened it, and upon ſearch found the Matter did pais 
from thence into the Axia, and to the outſide of the Arm. I diſcharged the 
Matter, and eradicated that Struma : after which the Fluxion diminiſhed in 
the other Ulcers. That of the Axi4a dried up ſoon after : the other allo cu- 
red more ealily, according to the method ſer down in Sinuous Ulcers, and 
ſhe recovered her perfett health. 

A Woman came out of the Country with a diſeaſed Child of 2 yearso1d 
She had brought many intothe world, but they had been all lamentably dil- 
eaſed, and died one after another. This was broken out all over the Head, 
and ulcerated in many places to the Pericraninm. It had alſoa large white 
Tumour lying deep under the left Jaw to the Trachea arteria. I fomented the 
Head with a Decoction of Cephalick Herbs, cm flor. rof. rub. bacch. myrtil, 
balaift. 1a Wine and Water, and dreſt the Ulcers accordingly as they requi- 
red, ſome with Digeſtives, others with Deterlives, and others with Epulo- 
ticks; and tothe Tumour I applied Diſcutients. During theſe Applications 
I purged the Child once 1n 4 or 5 Gays, giving It 40r 5grains of Calomel. over 


night, and in the morning ſyr. de r7hab, in medicated Ale of ſara, gn. len- 


tiſc, &c, andthe intermitting days Bezoard. mineral. Before | put her into 
this Courſe, the Humours were fo acrimonious, that the leaſt ſcratch with a 
pin terminated in a corroliveUlcer : but after ſhe had proceeded in this me- 
thod a while, they all healed. So that there remained only the Tumour under 
the Jaw,which {ceming full of Matter,I thought reaſonable to open : but ihe 


having 
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having privately conſulted ſome perſon; who, in contideration of its fituati- 
on, thinking it dangerous, diſſwaded her from it, upon notice thereof I 
left them. But ſome weeks after, having tried other Endeavours unſuccels- 
fully, ſhe came to me again ; the Child being broken out tor want ot proſe- 
cuting the former method of Calome/. &c. and alſo dilcaled with a Cough. 
I began with the opening of the Tumour.deſigning to doit by Caultick : but 
in conſideration of the Prognoſtick which had been delivered of it, L made an 
Apertion with a Lancer, and paſſing in a Cazxula, diicharged a ſpoonfulor 
two of a purulent Matter : which confirming my Judgment of the Tumour, 
I ſtopt it up with a Tent, applied a Caultick the waole length of it, and the 
next day divided the Eſcar, and gave vent tirft to a purulent Matter, then to 
an albuginous Humour. I dreſſed the Ulcer with Doflils [pred with »#z4%/ 
any 5 and the external Eſcar with «ngaent. baſilic, cum ol. luwbricor, Aﬀter 
Deter(ion the Ulcer filPd up with an Hyperſarcoſos, as all Strumous Ulcers are 
apt, and ſo render our labour vain. Theretore timely to prevent it, I dreſſed 
it with Merc. precipitat. and kept the Orifice dilated with Dotlils. While I 
was thus eradicating the Struma, I repeated the former method of Phyſick, 
and healed the ſeveral Ulcerations about the Head, Face and Lips. All things 
thus ſucceeding well, the Mother returned into the Country with her Child, 
unknown to me, ( ſuppoſing it cured : ) but ſhe not taking Speciticks with 
her to proſecute that method there, it languiſhed and died, as I wasatrer- 
wards informed. 

A Childof about 2 years old had an Ulcer with Carzes upon the right {ide 
of the Os froxtzs, cloſe by the Temporal Muſcle. It took its original from an 
Atheroma, as I {uppoſe, ( the Child having fome $7r1me on his Neck. ) The 
Bone lay carious the compaſs of half a Guz7z2y.1 took oftthe Lips ot the Ulcer 
by Cauſtick,and dreiſed the Bone with Dotlils preſt our of /#7-. v7z, to keep 
itdry till Nature ſhould be diſpoſed to make Extoltation of 1ts rottennels. 
For in this tender Child there was no talk of raſping, nor was there always 
liberty roput in my Doſlils ſo cloſe as I ought ro have done. During this 
work the Child was aAicted with the Meatils, and in the declination of them 
with a Cough, and ſuch a diſcharge of Matter from his Lungs, that he grew 
thereby Heetick, and emaciated toskinand bone. "The Lips of the Uicer on 
his Head lay lankand dry, and the Bone as it were dead without moilture, 
He being thus weak, Dr. Bates was conlulted, and declined the attending it, 
as coming too late to him. Dr. 7ho. Cox was per{waded to take care of him, 
who preſcribed PeCtorals of various forts, and adviſed the removal of him to 
Kg hts-bridge, where he drank Aſſes milk. Having there ſomew hat recove- 
red, he was removed toa houſe near K/»g5-Gate,into back Lodgings looking 
mto the Fields, for benefit ofthe Air, and more conveniency of Dreſſing the 
Ulcer on his Head. But upon the change of the Air he {orelapſed in 2 days, 
that it was believed, if he had lain one night more there, he had died there. 
Upon which conſideration he was again removed back ro Kghts bridze, and 
there he daily recruited his ſpirits. As his ſtrength recovered, the Lips of the 
Ulcer recovered their heat, and: digeſted, the Caries of the Bone calt oft, and 
the Ulcer contrated narrower. He afterwards removed farther oft into the 
Country to his Parents : my Kinſman Jaques Wiſemanatrended him, and 
finiſhed the Cure there. 

A Child about 2 years old was brought by its Mother out of St. Martix's- 
Lane to me with a large ſoft Swelling upoa the left fide of the Head withour 
inflammation. I,ſuſpetting the Bone carious, applied a proportionable Cau- 
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ſtick on it, and gave vent toa Matter not unlike Batter, and by ſearch of a © "hs 


Probe felt the Cr2nium bare. I dreſſed it with Lenients, and after ſeparation 
of

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of the Eſcar ſaw the Cranium bare the compals of a broad Shilling. I drellc4 
it up with /:7iment, Arcet hot, and the Lips of the Ulcer with nzguent. baſilic, 
129!ft. The lecond day I fomented it with a Decodtion of ſummitat, hyp:71c5, 
or19 ant, betonice, flor. roſ. rub. balauſt, in Wine and Water, and drelled the 
Bune with Do{lils of Lint preit out of fr vim :the Lips 1 drelt with UNGER. 
aiapomph. touching them fometimes witha Vitriol or Alume-ttone. By thulc 
Appitcations the Bone incarned, united with the Lips of the Ulcer, and c1 
catrized from the edges round. During which {ume {mall S;.cels of Bones 
cait off, and the Ulcer cicatr.zed without much ditticulty,

OE” health, declined the medling with ir, concluding the Bone carious, and 
099997 that it was n Ot lo {light a work as ſhe chonght. The Morher went from 

me to a Chirurgeon then in my Neighbourhood, who opened it, and took

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der the Bone towards the Eye. I dilated the Ulcer, and, ſeeing the Bone 
black, applied a Doſſil prefled out of #7, viz7 on it, kepr the Orifice open 
with a Doſſl ſpred with a Digeltive, and embrocating the Parts about cuz 
ol. rof.

length left the Parents at liberty ro make choice of ſome other. They came 
tome again. I made ſearch with a Probe, and felt the S7#Fs running un- 


with ///r. vin7 to the Bone daily, and dreſſed the Ulcer with a Pledgir of d7/a- 


pomphol, By this very method the rottennels of the Bone ſoon ſhell oft : 
after which, by leſſening of the Doflils, I permitted the Ulcer to incarn, 
and by gradually leaving oft the u'e ot the Dolhils, and dreſſing it with Pled- 
gits of 47apompholye. it cicatrized firm in the ſpace of three weeks, and con- 
tinueth {o to this day. 

A perſon of about 26 years of age came to Town with an Ulcer in her 
Cheek penetrating high under the Os Rygoma : there wasallo an Ulcer near 
the external Canthrns of that Eye. I ſuppoled them to have coherence with one 
another, and by ſearch of a Probe felr the Bones carious, Her Cheek had been 
much apoſtemated and blemiſhed by their Chirurgery in the Country, and 
like to be made worſe,if the Bones were that way to be exfoliated. W herefore 
I confidered to do it otherwiſe. The Teeth in that Maxzllz were all {ound 
and faſt ; yet I-perſwaded her to the pulling out of one under thele Ulcers. 
She {eemed to receive ſome advantage by it, the Ulcer mattering leſs tor the 
ſpacc of 4 or 5 days : but both the Ulcers growing afterwards worſe, andour 
hopes of Cure that way failing, Ienlargedthe lower Oritice, and rubb'd oft 
te over-crown callous Lips witha Cauſtick-itone, and proceeded in the de- 
reroing and digeſting the Ulcers. During which Dr. Wi was conlulted : 
but upon fuppolition ſhe might be with Child, ſhe took little Phylick. By 
dizting the inferiour Ulcer the uppermoſt cloſed up,that Matter diſcharging 
i: {elf by the Ulcer beneath, but not without much diſturbance, it threatning 
a $1277 down her Cheek. To avoid which, I cauſed an Inſtrument to be made 
wnereby I cut between her Cheek and Jaw into the Ulcer to the carious 
Bone, and gave vent to the Matter, Afier I had thus laid open the Ss, and 
wiped away the bloud, I dreſſed it with a Tent dipt 1n yr. de rof. fects, and 
the external Ulcer on the Cheek with a Pledgir of ungnezt. tutie, and b 
Compreſſion cicatrized that {ſmooth and firm. The Ulcer within her Mouth 
growing offenſive to her by reaſon of the te&tid ſmell of the Bone, put me up- 
onthe ule of an Injection of ag. ro. da24ſc. ſyr. de rof. ſiccts, anda few drops 
of rizizr, vitriolt Felix wortz : by which the Ulcer deterged, and grew dai- 
ly leſs offenſive. I continued the drefſing it with a Tent whillt any thing of 
Matter diſcharged. That cealing, I omitted the ule of Tents, and healed 
up the Ulcer, and fo it is like to continue. 

A Child between 3 and 4 years of age, having been ſubject to ſoar Eyes, 
and an Abſceſs in one of its Ears, was brought to London, and commended 
to my care. The Matter at length made its way forth behind that Ear, and 
flowed in great quantity. Upon ſearch I found the Bone carious. 
my work with Dilatation of the Ulcer by Gentian-roots ; and after I had 
made way toir, I dreſſed it with Dollils preſſed out of fir. vint and unguent. 
tt: upon Pledgits, or fich like, accordingly as I faw occaſion. Having thus 
di\poſed the Bone to Exfoliation, I purged the Child with iff. rhab. and af- 
terwards with Calorel. once in 4 or 5 days, and preſcribed Bez9ard. mineral. 
aa medicated Ale, totake the intermitring days.

A'gyptiac. pulv, myrrh. &c, and thereby haſtened the Extoliation of the 
Bone. That being caſt of}, I deſigned to cicatrize the Ulcer : but perceiving 
the Eyes grow ſoar, I put a Pea into that Ulcer,and continued it a Fontan! ; 
not thinking it ſafe todty up the Ulcer behind che Ear,though the Child hay 
before one proper for Derivation. The dreſſing this Ulcer was never very pain- 
ful ; but the Servant that attended the Child having accuſtomed her {elf to 
put 1t belide 1ts Frowardnels by threatning to ſend for me, It lo terrified the 
Child, that it always criedat the very fight of me ; upon which account [ 
left her in the condition I have repreſented. She was long after diſeaſed with 
ſoar Eyes from the acidity 1n her Bloud, but hath fince out worn 1t. 

Frem a Cartes inthe Alveolt Apoltemations are trequently made externally 
under the Jaws; which being not unhke [trumous Tumours, are by unex- 
pericrced people luppoled to be ſuch, and ſent to us to be preſented to his 
Maj:ſty. Many Inſtances may be given you of this kind, if 1t were neceilary: 
but they not being Strumous, I ſhall forbear,and preſent to you what is, v42, 
the protuberant Jaws. Theyare made hollow by an acid Humour, which 
fretreth and corrodeth the Aveol; and inner fubltance to the very external 
Shell ; in which caſes they thrult out with great deformity. I have made inet 
tion of this Diſeaſe under the name of Sp/n2 vertoz,and diltinguiihed it from 
the Caries ariling from an external Erolion by that name. W hen this aitects 
the Jaws, the Teeth grow looſe, and Excreſcences doariſe, which in pio- 
orcls of time thrult out the Teeth.

and the Cheek, in which place the Bone was carious round. It had been laid 
open by a Chirurgeon in the Country, w ho deſigned the cutring 1t off, 1 
rubb'd that Bone with ol. myrrhe diftil{at, and kept the Ulcer dilated with 
Doſfils preft out of pir. viri. The Fnnges in the Jaw I conſumed with the 
aual Cautery, pulled.out pieces of the corrupt A/veolrs,and dilpoſed the reſt 
tocalt off ſoon atter ; then dried up the remaining Car/es in the Jaw, and at- 
terwards dreſt it with Doſlils preſſed out of rind ara wvitrioli9, Whilſt this 
was doing, I rubbed of the callous Lips of the external Ulcers by Caultick, 
opened their Sinus's, and diſpoſed them to ſpeedy cure. After the cicatrizing 
of the Ulcer in the Jaw, itlying hollow and ſubject to Excrements, I fill dit 
with ſoft Wax. Having thus cured thoſe Ulcers, and extoliarcd the greatelt 
part of the Carzes on the external part of the Jaw near the Ear,]I leffſen<d the 
Doſſils, permitred that Uicer to contract proportionably, and ſupplied his 
SGifler with Medicaments and Directions to finiſh the Cure, and dilmitſed 
lim. It being the work of time, required a Jonger keeping open than con- 
ſited with their conveniency to attend 1t here.

Inanſwer to this, I adviſed the extracting of the carious Tecth, ro make 
way fo: the diſcharge of Matter, and propoled Remedies to conſume the rot- 
tenneſs in the Max, 

About half a year after the Patient was brought to me by I1s Uncle Mr. 
Tho, Chol. He had then a Spina wventoſa or Exoſtofts very large upon the out- 
(ide of the ſaid Jaw, which threatened a total corruption of it. They deman- 
ded my Judgmeat in the taking it off; Trepli'd, If the Bone be thin, it may 
be cut ojt by paſſing an Inciſion-knite within his Mouth between the Cheek 
and his Jaw, If upon trial the Bone prove too hard or difficult to extirpate, 
the Wound will ſoon cure without Deformity. This was delivered by me 
with ſuch heſitation as might have well ſhewed the little inclination I had to 
Operate 1n 1t. Three or four months after the Patient came to me with his 
Uncle Captain Mzi4d/:t0n,and earneſtly delired me to proceed in the cutting 
out that Exoftoſis the way 1 had diſcourled of formerly to him. I adviſed 
them to conſult Phylicians and Chirurgeons 1n the undertaking. They con- 
ſented to it, and ſent to Dr. Char!-t02, ( who had been one of his Phyl:c:ans 
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in the Country,) Dr. Walter Needham, and Mr. Hollyer, We accordingly 
met, and together informed our ſelves of the nature of the Tumour and its 
ſituation, then retired to, conſult. The firſt queſtion propoſed was, wnether 
the Exoſtoſis might be cut ſately off : which was unanimoully granted. The 
next conſideration was, of the way to take it out. Burt we dittering therein, 
concluded to defer the Operation till the Carzes in the Jaw ſhould by its eryp. 
tion make its own way through. Somewhat to this purpole we all {ublcri. 
bed, and delivered tothe Patient ; which he threw iarorhe tire, and depart- 
ed much unſatisfied with ſuch a dilatory An{wer. 

The third day after we were conlulted again, and concluded that Inciſon 
ſhould be made between the Cheek and Jaw to the Exo/toſrs, and that accor- 
dingly as the Bone ſhould be diſcovered by the Knife to be hard or ſoft, ſo we 
ſhould proceed in the ſawing it off, or permitting the Wound to heal again, 
This we lubſcribed, and ſent to the Patient; and1I afterwarcs diſcourſed 
with him and his Uncle, and prevailed with them, that thoſe who had been 
conſulted might be preſent at the Operation. Accordingly they ſent to them, 
In the mean time his Body was prepared by a purging Apozeme 4 or 5 days, 
Venxſction was deferred, in conſideration that bloud would be evacuated 
11 the Operation. 

In order to the Operation,the Patient having ſcated himſelf in a clcar light, 
I paſſed my Knife herween the outiide of his Jaw and his Cheek cloſe tothe 
baſis of the Exoftoſis the length ofir, and art that inſ{tant attempted the cutting 
Ot it : bur it was too hard. I declared ſo, andasked them whether I {hould 
pull out the Knife. They all unanimouſly, with the Patient and his Uncle, 
declared that I ſhould proceed with the Saw ; of which there were two pro- 
viiied of equal ſize with the Knife. I pulled out che Knite,and paſling in the 
Saw to the very baſis, made a track : then put the Handle of the Saw into one 
ot the Phyſician's hands, deliring them they would ſeverally help in the faw- 
ing of the Bone ; ſo ſhould they be more ſatished in the work, and eaſc me, 
who was too much indiſpoſed in my health for ſuch a buſineſs. They did (c- 
verally rake their turns, and had at that time fawed of} the Bone, it we had 
not been interrupted by the wearinels of the Patienc, and the bleeding ofa 
ſmall capillary Artery in the Cheek. I dreſſed up theW ound with Dothls of 
Linr, to keep it dilated, and thereby ſtopt the bleeding. We embrocared the 
external parts with ol. roſ. cum aceto, and applied empl.e boloover it. The 
third night the Wound bled atrell;, whether it was cauſed by eating, or 
what other accident ; but my Kinſman Jaques Wiſeman itopt it with a Com- 
preſs dipt inthe Royal Stiptick held cloſe with his fingers, and was relieved 
by others.Bur the Patient not permitting them to hold the Comprels to cloſe 
on as Mr. Hollyer and my felt adviſed, theVellel was the longer in agglutna- 
ting, and raiſed an Auenriſma of the bignels of a Lupin, which lying IN Our 
way, we burntit down by a {mall Butcon-cautery. This difficulty over, we 
all met again, and proceeded 1n the-ſawing off the Bone, and did all ofus 
ſuppoſe we had finiſhed thar work, ( which Opinion was occaſioned by the 
Cartes within it, which admittedof our Probes, and made the whole Boic 
{cem looſe, ) and purpoſed then toextract it. But he pleading his wearinels, 
we complied with him, dreiled up the Wound witha Tent dipt 4» varello ovi, 
and tomenting theexternal Parts,dreiied them with Lenients ; by which the 
farts were caled, and the Wound diſcharged a well-digeſted white Matter. 
In this condition lett the Patient (with their keaves,) to makea Journy into 
rhe Country 4 or 5 days ; during which I grew more 1ndilpoſed, and retur- 
ned home grievoully diſeaſed, yet madea ſhift co vifit the Parient,and wiged 
the extraction of the Bone.

On. I was at laſt conſulted, and felt the head of the Os femoris Juxated & railcd 
vpivard, with a great Tumourabout it, which I judged by its fluctuation t9 


be full of Matter. It was expected I ſhould open it, and give Vent T0 Lic 
{1me 
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fame : bur this Child being emaciated and Hectick, and the Matter lying 
deep, as in all theſe Strumous Abſcelles it doth, the Solution beginning in or 
near the Joynt, I declin'd the preſent Opening of it,and propoled the drying 
up of that Matter by powerful Exliccants and Dilcutients, v/2.49.c4/czs, and 
empl.diaſulph.with convenient Bandage. During which the Phylician prefcri- 
bed lenient Purgatives, with Calomel. decot?. ſarſe, Bezoard, min.$c. by which 
method the Patient was more ealie, and ſeemed relieved tor a while. But the 
Tumour increaſing upon the leaft neglect in rowling, and appearing by its 
fAucuarion to be full of Marter, I complied with their cvelire, and opened it 
by a large Cauſtick, giving vent toan albuginous Matter. I made lcarch, and 
felt the Bone bare. I haltened ſeparation ot the Eſcar; and atrerward!s tcel- 
ing the Skin thinner in the declining part of the Tumour, and judging that 
convenienter for diſcharge of the Matter, I opened that-part by Caultick. 
Having now made way for the Matter, I caſt 1n an Injection of accoct. ra, 
arid, ariſtoloch. &c. with a Solution of angnent. fuſcum, Alter leparation of 
the Eſcar, I inlarged the Orifice rowards the old one, and law the Fprphyſis 
of the Os femoris lying out of its Acetabrlum, and black with its Rottennels, 
I dreſſed 1t with Doſſils dipr in fry, vizi, and kept the Ulcer dilated, cx- 
petting what Nature would do: bur in the while the Child languiſhed,and 
died rabid. 

A Girl of about q years of age, born ofa diſeaſed Mother, having been ſome 
months lame of a Swelling on the Hip, was brought to me. It ſeemed to me 
thar the head of the Os femorrs was luxated by a delluxion of ſharp Matter, 
and that there was {mall hope of Cure. I applied ewpl. azaſnlph. with a laced 
Trowze, and preſcribed Anriftrumaticks. In progreſs of time the Tumour 

increaling, they brought her again to me. When I had contidered the origt- 
nal of it, and that if there were Matter 1n tt, it lay too deep to be reached 
with a Cauſtick, propoſed the application of a pointed actual Cautery about 
the head of the Joynt, hoping I might that way art leaſt give timely vent to 
the Humour, and prevent the corruption of rhe Ligaments and Bones. To 
which purpoſe I applied three\mall Caulticks triangular about the moſt tu- 
mehed part of the Joynt,and the next day pailed in anactual Cautery through 
each Eſcar, dreiſed them up with Lenients, and fomented the diſeaſed Part 
daily with an Infuſion of Diſcutients 1n ag. calcis and empl. opoael F, W. over 
all. As the Elcars caſt off, a thin Sazzes dilcharged,and the Tumour leeming- 
ly diſcuſſed : but then on a ſudden it {welled ; which put me upon the uſe of 
a maturative Cataplaſm, by which it ſuppurated, and diſcharged irs Matter 
through the former Apertions. Bur alterwards obſerving theſe Openings 
would grow too hittle, I paſſedin a {mall Probe with a Ligature into one of 
tieie, brought it out at one of the other, and kept them open by that Seton, 
then proceeded again with Diſcutients and Internals. Some months atter- 
wards theſe two Openings were laid intoone, and the Orihce kept dilated 
with Doffils fpred with Deterfives, and the Abſcels was again reltored to a 
healing condition. But after all my Endeavours, new Apoltematious aroſe, 
and the Child died tabid. | 

A Young man of about 18 years of age, being lame of his left Knee, fent 
for a Bone-ſetter, who declared the Bone luxated, and would have extended 
M7. Thenextday I was ſent for, and faw a Protuberance on rhe inſide of the 
Bone, a pituitous Swelling on each fide of the Rozula, anda paintul Swelling 
0n the other Parts about rhe Knee. T hele,with the Protuberance of the Bone, 
made rhe Joynrt ſeem ſomewhat luxatedat firft fight: but upon farther ſearch, 
thar Prominence was in the Bone it {eif, and 15 ufual in ftrumous Tumours 
of the Knees, Ancles, &«. and hath been taken notice of by Aquapend. Ween 
the 
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the name of Spina ventoſa, I have taken notice of it in ſeveral places of this 
Treatiſe, and ſhall have occaſion to ſpeak of it again in ſome of rhe tollowing 
Obſervations. 

I concluded this Diſeaſe to have been originally in the Bone ; and, upon 
farther enquiry, did diſcover that the Patienthad been dilealcd cf that Knee 
from his Childhood more or leſs. I directed an emp!. e bolo to. be applied on 
the Knee, to cali the heatin the Parr, then let him bloud, and afterwards 
purged him. The next day after I cauſed his Knee to be tumented with Dif: 
cutients and Exliccants infuled 7» aq. ca/cis ſome days, and afterwards appli. 
ed empl. diaſnlph. with a Knee-piece, and dilpoſed him to walk with more 
eaſe. About a year after he came to me again complaining ot it, and will be 
ſubject ropain in itat times whillt he lives. This was the cale of a perlon 
Dr. Walter Needham and my lelf were lately conſulted about : and ſuch are 
ft, equently ſeen at our publick Healings, they being generally accompanied 
with other marks of the Kyngs-Evrl. 

11.Obſer- A perſon of about g years of age, of a tender Con{titution, ſubject roa 
zat 02. Cough and other effects from an acidity in her Bloud, was after wards dilcp- 
on the in- Ver*d to be lame of her right Knee, ſuppoſed ro happen by ſome accident of 
«thay a Fall. I being ſent for ſaw the Bone on the 1n{1de protuberant, and covered 
© witha white Swelling, Ir was poſhble that ſuch an accident of a Fall might 
contribute to the haltning of that Swelling : but it was certain that the Pro- 
uberance of the Bone was of a longer growth.She had a Species of an Ozera, 

as alſo a Struma ulcegated in herlefr Arm. 1 did ſuſpect this Tumour would 

prove difficult of Cure,and therefore defired they would conſult rheir Phyfi- 

Cian. In the mean time I applicdan exp! e bolo. The third day after I mer 

Dr. Micklethwait. The Tumour was then ſpreading over all that {ide of the 

K nee. It was reſolved by us to endeavour Diſcuſſion, by the application of

Lenicnts, and empl. azachyl, The Matter diicharged between Dreſſings very 
well, yet the Tumour d1d not lefſen : but upon preſſure with my hand above 
near the Thigh, the Matter guſhed our.

It did not reach it : bur upon keeping thar part open 
as a Fontanel wath a Pea,the Matter made its way out there, but in the mean 
while it inſinuated it ſelf below the firſt Apertion ; which put me upon the 
| laying that Orifice open lower. Having thus made convenient Ciſcharge cf 
'x the Matter, I applied Intercipients above about the Thigh, and endeavou- 
| red by Digeſtives and Deterlives with Compreſs and Bandage to diſpole the 
Ulcers to cure. Butthe Matter, originally rifing amongſt the Membranes 
and Tendons, lay deep, and atietted the Joynr with great virulency, corro- 
ding the very Lips of the Ulcer. Upon which conſideration I would gladly 
have laid it open from one Orifice tothe other : bur the weak condition of rhe 


Patient obliged me to cheriſh the native heat of the Part by Fomentat1onsex 
ſum: 
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ſummitat. abſinth. hyperici, flor. roriſmarin. beton.ſalvie, roſ. rub. balauſt, bate, 
myrt.juniper.&c.invinoruband toalleviate the pain in theUlcers,tilltheHabit 
of body ſhould be better diſpoſed by thoſe internal Preſcriptions, to which 
wereadded Emulltons, with #9. cal/cz, medicated Broths, Alles milk, Jellies; 
what not ? The Summer coming on, ſhe was bathed in Milk and Water 
lukewarm, and by cordial Juleps her ſpirits were kept up. By thele various 
Preſcriptions the Fermentation in theHumours was calmed,and herHectical 
heat remitted,alſo the Defluxton upon the Ulcer diminiſhed, & the S725 was 
ina condition to be laid open.I deſigned to have done it by one {nip of a Probe- 


ſciſſors : but ir being ſuſpected ſhe might thereupon faint or fall into Con- 
vulſions, T laid it oven by Cauſtick ; and from that time digeited, incarned 
and cicatrized. I met with many rubs in the work, it trequently t: ettin 
out in one part 25 it healed in another : and after a year and a halfs atten-

dance, I left a {mall Ulceration on the upper part ofthe Knee, of the breadth 
of a ſilver Halt-peny,and a ſinuous Ulcer 1n the hollow of the Thigh near the 
Knee, whic! was not capable of being laid open.

ſhort Tent of Lead, whereby 1t was kept open, and the Matter was ſeemingly 


diſcharged, it {carce ar ail mattering. Her Leg was all this while kept out- 
ſtretched, wherchy ſhe was able to ſtand or walk. Inthis condition ſhe re- 
moved to drink the Waters at Scarboroneh, and returned afterwards io well 
that they were thought to have cured her : yet ſhe hath been lince trequent- 
ly ſubject to Eruptions, but her Attendant is her Chirurgeon. 

A Child of about eight years of age was brought to me 10 the year of the 1. op. 
oreat Plague during my being in the Country. He had one wlute Swelling 

on the right ſide of the Rozzla, another beneath ir. There had been one on the 
| leit fide, but it had been formerly opened at Loxaoy, and letc finuous. I began 
with the laying it more open by Inciſion ; and having deterged and diſpoſed 
It tocicatrize by the common method of curing Ulcers, I opened the other 
beneath the Rozela, and gave ventto an albuginous Matter, then laid it open 
the whole length, anddreſfled it with Dofhls ſpred with »uzdsf. Paracelſ.. 
This being deterged, and diſpoſed to incarn, I then opened the third,and dil: 
charged the ſame kind of Matter. I deterged it as the former, and by the ad- 
dition ofpalv, myrrh e, [arcocoll. &c incarned it. I cicatrized the ſecond with 
anguent. e calce, and having dilpoſed this to.do lo, I left him to his Chirurge- 
on, who cicatrized it, During the cure of the Ulcers, the Ham was daily 
embrocated with un2zet, dialthee, ol. lumbricor. &c. and was brought out 
Soon after he recovered {trength of it, and 


{traighr, and left flexible by me. 
walketh now well on that Leg. 


Another about 7 years of age was brought out of the Country to me, and 
He had been 2 years exccedingly lame of 
his left Knee by reaſon of the like Swellings about the Rozula; his Ham was the like, 
allo retraQted, and his Leg emaciated. I began with the ſtuping them with 
aq. calcis wherein had been intuled ſummitat. hyperici, hyſſopi, majorane, flor. 
ſambuci, chamem. roſ. rub, bacc. myrt. juniper, &c. and applied erp. diaſul- 
phuris, &c. But the Swellings not diminiſhing thereby, I opened that be- 
neath the Rore/2 frll, and the ret afterwards. That on the outlide of the Ro- 
tus was an Athrr0w2,and grew ſinuous and upon ſearch I felt the Cartilage 
bare. L laid it open the whole length, kept it ſo with Doſſils dipt in /þcr. vez 
and ſyr. de rof.. ficcts, and attended the Exfoliation. During which the Patient 
was purged with Ca/9-2e/. and 472grid. once a week, and on the intermitting 
days drank a deco??. [:7ſie, &c. Bezoard. mineral. &c. were alſo preſcribed. 


lodged near me in Covert-Garder. 


Emollient Embrocations were made to the Ham 


,anda laced Knee-plece put 


on to make Compreſſion, and dilpole the Lips of the Ulcers tocicatrize: by 
which 
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which two of the Ulcers ſoon cured, and ſome while after the other incarne4 
and healed to the very Cartilage. I kept it dilated with a Doſſil,and thereby 
the Matter leſſened daily, and that Ulcer cured (by leaving out the Dofli| } 
without any vilible Exfoliation. The Ham was much relaxed : but there 
being ſome contraction remaining, I fitted him with an Inſtrument which by 
virtue of its Screws gradually extended the Joynt, and diſmiſſed him with 
ſatisfaction to his Parents. 

A Child of about ſix years of age was brought to me with ſoar Eycs, ang 
a white oval Swelling on the inlide of her right Knee, Tapplieda Cauſtic 
on it,and the next day opened it. It lay deeper than the Cauſtick had reached ; 
and the Incilion appearing too {mall tor the emptying of it, I laid it more open 
with a {nip of my Probe-ſciflors, and diſcharged a Cheeſie Matter. I then 
dreſſed it up with Digeſtives, and the fourth, day rook oft Dreilings, and {aw 
part of the Cyſts come away with my Doflils. I dretled it with »und:f. P, 
racelſi, and having thereby deterged it, I added Sarcoticks tothe Mundjficz- 
tive, and commended the proſecution of the Cure to their neighbouring 
Chirurgeon, with direction to proceed with Internals to evacuate and con 
temperate the acid Humours. Many Inſtances of this kind I could prelent 
you : but they not differing In the manner of Cure, I ſhall torbear, and aive 
you one Initance of the ſad conſequences of theſe Tumours. 

A Young man, 19 years of age, lad been lame from his Childhocd wih 
ſeveral of the aforcelaid Swellings about the Rorw/a of his lett Knee, with 4 
retraction of the Ham : he hadalſo Glands lwelled iz» Izenine,&c. At tengtha 
Defluxion ſeized upon the uppermoſtTumour ofthe Knee,& increaſed it and 
the re(t with great pain. A frequent Vomiting and Diarrheaaccompanied ir, 
and ſometimes a Cough. I being conſulred endeavoured to relift the {everal 
Accidents by PeCtorals,Opiats,Cordials,Cc.and began the Chirurgery by tlic 
application of a Cauſtici on the Tumour above the Knee, by which I gavea 
great diſcharge toa purulent Matter;then dreſſed it up with Lenients,hoping 
to intercept the Matter 1n its deſcent downwards : but before that Eſcar lepa- 
rated,the Matter made its way down to the external parts ofthe Knee; which 
pur me upon the neceſſity of opening it there, and afterwards on the inſide of 
the Knee, andin two ſeveral places of the Joynrt ir ſelf. In ſome of which I 
telt the Cartilages and Bones corrupted ; to which I applied an actual Cau- 
tcry,and atterwards kept them OPEen by a Paſte made of pult.rad.ariſtoloch.rot. 
panicts,&c. Having thus given evacuation ro the Matter by the ſeveral Aper- 
tions, I ſomented the Parts with Stupes wrung out of a diſcutient and corro- 
borative Decoction, and applied Cataplaſms ex far, fabar. hordei, lentium.fiur. 
rof. rub, balauſt. &c, decocted in fome of the torementioned Fotus, with the 
addition of oxywel [cillitic, &c, then by the application of munaif. Parace!ſ, 
Pracipitate and the Vitriol-{tone, I deterged and diſpoſed the Ulcers toa 
better condition, that on the upper part of the Knee healing up. Bur the 
while I attended the Exfoliation of the Bunes, the Caries increaled, and the 
Patient languiſhing died at laſt tabid. 

A Child ofabout 6 years of age was brought to me extreamly emaciated. 
He had a ſtrumous Ulcer on the outſide of His Ancle, with a Carzes on the 
end ofthe Frbula: he hadalilo three of the Spondyls of his, Back diſtorted. I 
laid the Ulcer open by Caultick, and afterwards detergedit, and dreſſed the 
Bone with Doflils of Lint dipt 1n ſpy, 9424 ; over which I applied Epuio- 
ticks, with Comprels and Bandage. His diſtorted Spine, being ſomewhat 
inflamed, lembrocated cu oleo myrtill, © aceto, and applied an expd. e bolo, 
with a ſoft Compre!s and Bracer. During which Dr. Bate and the deceaſed 


Dr. Stan!ey were contulted, and preſcribed him as followeth : Be Merc. dutc.

After the removal of the De- 
fluxion upon the Spine, I applied an emp/. ad herniam with Bandage as betore, 
Whillt I attended the Extoliation of the Bone by theapplication of Lint 
preſſed out of ſpir. vim, I healed the Ulcer in the Parts about to the ver 
Bone, and as that moulder d off, the Ulcer incarned and cicatrized, and the 
Child perte&tly recovered within the ſpace of two months, continuing 
{traight and well to this day. 

One abour 1 3 years of age, grievoully diſeaſed with the K7ng's Evil, was 
commended ro my care. He had a$truma on the right {ide of hisNeck movable, 
and of a round figure : he had alſo a Srruma ulcerated in each Arm ; the one on 
the inſide near the Elbow-joynt,and the other on the outl.de of che Brceps, His 
right Hand was ulcerated near tlie Bone leading to the tirſt Joynt ofthe 
Thumb,and pailed its Matter cloſe by the Bone to the inlide, corrupting the 
Bone. One of his Ancles was much ſwelled & ulcerated on the in{ide in {everal 
places, whichUlcers upon ſearch with a Probe appeared to have communica- 


tion with one another,and ſerved tor the diſcharge ot ai Abſceis lying in the. 


Joynr,with corruption of the Bone. He had alſo in the Groin of the ſaine lice 
a Cluſter of Srrume ; which I ſuppole were occalioned by the angiulh in the 
Ancle. Sir Alex. Fraſer and Sir Fra, Prujean were his Phyſicians, and pre- 
ſcribed him medicated Broths, traumatick Decoctions, with other Speciticks 
proper 1n his weak condition. I began my work with tne laying open thoſe 
Ulcers in his Hand and Ancle by Cauſtick, and proceeded by Deterlives to 
conſume the Hyperſarcofis, and make way to the Bones, accordingly as hath 
been ſhewed in the Treatiſe of Ulcers. After I had made way to them, I dre(- 
{ed them with Doſhls preſt out of /pir.v:n;, keeping thoſe Ulcers dilated. Du- 
r1ng which I endeavourcd to digelt rhe ulcerated Parts about, and cicatrize 
them to the carious Bones, likewiſe to cheriſh the native Heat in the Mem- 
bers,and defend them from Fluxion by good diſcutient and corroborative Fo- 
mentations and Bandage, By this means the Matter daily le{lened,and the Pa- 
tent recruited his ſtrength. I attempted the E xtoltation of thele Bones ſome 
days, by dreiſing them with a Solution of «agnent. Az ypriac. ſpir, vint, pul. 
myrrhe, enphorb.&c. upon Dollils hot ; and it ſucceeded well to that Carzes on 
the Hand. But the Corruption was too great in the Ancle joynt to yield to 
that Medicament ; wherefore having healed that Ulcer tothe Carzes, I appli- 
edan aCtual Caurery through a Cannula, At the firit application, preſſing 
upon the Carzes,the Matter {purted out upon us. I puild out the Per) and 
Cannula,and dried theUlcer with armed Probes,repeating the uſ@>t rhe Cau- 
tery till I had conſumed the Cares ; then dreſſed it up with Lenients, to ap- 
peale the hear. After two or three days I dreſſed the Bone withDoſlils preſſed 
out of /pir.vini, and the Lips of the Ulcer with unguent.alb.camph.and atten- 
ded the Exfoliation. During which I laid open thoſe Ulcers in his Arms by 
Cauſtick, eradicated the Strume with Merc. precipitat, and cicatrized them. 
L alſocut the Struma out under his Jaw,and ſoon cicatrized it. The Ulcer on 
the Bone leading to the Thumb was a painful work, the Tendon lying over 
the Caries; which put me at laſt upon the laying open the Ulcer on the inſide, 
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and applying my Medicaments that way,by which I exfoliated theBone mo; 
cafily, and cured the former Opening the while, and this ſoon after. The Ca. 
ries in the Ancle was (lower in Exfoliation, and did not calt off its Shell til] 7 
touched it with ol. vitrioli: after which it ſoon exfoliated, and the Ulcer (il 
red. The Tumour i Ingaine was embrocated with valeatia digitalis durins 
the Cure, but did not reſolve till afterwards. The Cure of this perſon Was 
the work ofa year, and was ſo doubtiul for ſome time, that it was difficulc 
tro determine which ſhould be diſmember d firſt, Hand or Foot, But he hap. 
pily enjoys the ule of both, with a perfect good health, to this day. 

A weak ſickly Child, about 10 years of age, was commended to my care 
by Dr. Mapletoft. She had a Srrwma fuppurated on the right Foot amongit 
the Tendons and Bones leading to the two lefſer Toes : I ſulpeCted them c9r- 
rupted. Bur there being a neceſſity of opening it, I applied a Caultick pro. 
portionably,and gave vent to an albuginous Matter,and felt thoſe Bones bare 
t,om the 7 azſus to the firſt Joynt of the Toes. 1 fomented the Part attkeQted 
with a diſcutient Decoction, and dreſſed the Eſcar with Lenicats, to haſten 
{enaration of the Slough : and as 1t began to ſeparate, I deterged with Mzcc. 
precipitat, and the Vitriol-ltone, making way through the luxurious Fleſh 
ro the Caries, Then with Dothils dipt in mel rof. and ſprr. vii, and preit out, 
I dreſſed the Bones, and kept the Ulcer {ſo dilated, as to lee the Bones lo fir 
as they were carious. But inthe applying my Dolhils, they preiling upon 
the Tendons, renilered the Ulcer painful, and lubject rogreat Defluxion ofa 
thin ſerous Matter, and threatened worſe miſchiet. To remedy which, I cut 
ol thoſe Tendons, diefſed up the Ulcer with Digeſtives, and applied Retri- 
gcrants externally to reſtrain the Fluxion. At the next dreſſing, tinding the 
Tendons coatracted,and the Bones more eaſe to come at, and ſeeing the 1: x- 
foliation of them by Medicaments like to be a tedious work, the Matter ha- 
ving made 1ts way under them, threatening Apoltemations in the Sole of the 
Foor, I reſolved to attempt them by actual Cautery. To which purpoſe | 
drefled them with Doflils of Liat, to dilate them more for my view ; and the 
next day I burnt them the whole Jength ; then with my Forceps pinched them 
to pieces, and pull d choſe broken bits out : after which I cleanſed the Ulcer, 
and applied my Doflils preſſed out of a mucilaginous DecoCtion between and 
over the ends of the remaining Bones,drefſing up the Ulcer with Digeltives, 
and applying externally Compreſles dipt 7» aceto wherein had been infulcd 
ſal nitri, myrrh. &c. over which a laced Sock was put on. Thus I reſtrained 
the Influx, and preſſed forth the Matter from jts ſeveral Cavities. Yet I was 
neceſſitated to make afterwardsanApertion through the Sole of the Foot,ani! 
tolay open theUlcer beneath the Ancle,tor the readier diſcharge of Matter. 
continued the application of Doſhls preſſed out of pir. vinito the ends of the 
Bones,till a Ca4zs thruſt forth, fhll'd up the void ſpace,and ſupplied the want of 
the Bones. During this work, the Patient was afflicted either with a Cough, 
pri omuring : 1n all which caſes Dr. Mapletoft afſiſted with various 


PrelſcriprW&g,& contemperated the acid quality of her Bloud : after which by 
good NourMment the Child recovered her ſtreagth.She being thus at length 
dilpoled to a fair way of Recovery,the Ulcer near cicatrized to the Bones, & 
there being nothing more to do but to keep it open with dry Doſlils and a 
Pledgit of 4:4pommpholyg. with the uſual Bandage,lI by degrees left it to her Mo- 
ther to dreſs, and ſaw the Child afterwards upon her Feet ; and at length ſhe 
recovered. And thus Time may be ſaid to contribute much to the Cure of this 
Diteale: but without the Chirurgeon's careful attendance, they miſerably 
Jangutth and die. For Ampuration in this Diſeaſe hgnihes little, the Ulcers 
riſing with Caries in one Part while you are extinguiſhing them in another. 

| A Gentle- 
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A Gentleman ſent two of his Sons out of Jre/azd to Weſtminſter-School : 
they ſeemed both healthful Youths, but ſoon after the elder of them grew in- 
diſpoſed with a Cough,and died tabid. His Body being opened by hts Phyli- 
cian,his Lungs were diſcovered full of Strume. 1 heother, a Youth about 1 2 
years of age, had the while a Soar burſt forth of his Thigh,and had been dreſt 
by a neighbouring Apothecary. His Brother being dead of the Kjngs Ew1l, 
the Relations enquired into the cauſe of this Youth's Lamenels, and dilcove- 
ring ſeveral white Swellings about him, brought him ro me. That Ulcer 
which the Apothecary dreiſed was {trumous, He had one Srruma 77 Perines, 
another large one upon his right Thigh,and two upon that Leg. On his letr 
Leg there was one upon the head of the Fibula near his Knee,ariother upon 
the Calfof that Leg, a very large onelying on the outſide of that Ancle, one 
lying upon the middle Toe of the ſame Foot, and two upon his right Arm. 
Thele were all {uppurated, and there was great ſuſpicion that the Bone was 
carious in thoſe of his Ancle and Toe. In order to the Cure,they required all 
to be laid open. But how the Patient could bear ſo great an evacuation at 
once, I much doubted : and to open them one after-another, would be a flow 
way of proceeding, and ſubject to many inconveniences. I concluded it belt 
to lay them all open at one time, while he was in heart, and had ttrength to 
bear it. To which purpoſe I cauſed a quantity of foft Caultick to be made, 
and the next day applied it proportionably large upon every one, fo as to take 
offall their Covertures,and diſpoſe them toa healing condition. For a {imple 
Opening in theſe Tumours ſignifies nothing, but to render them ſo many {1- 
nuous Ulcers. The Eſcars being made, I divided them, and gave veat to the 
Matter in the ſeveral Tumours, then dreſſed them with Lenients to haſten 
Digeſtion. During which Dr. Tho. Cox was conſulted, who directed this tol- 
lowing Courle of Phylick.

Afﬀter the 
leparation of the Eſcars I rubb'd the Hyperſarcoſes with the Vitriol-ſtone, 
and dreſſed them with #7guert. baſilic.and Merc. precipitat. I cut offthe thin 
Skin which covered the old Ulcer, dreſſing it after the ſame manner, and af- 
terwards cicatrized them all, except thoſe upon the Ancle and Toe, with the 
common Epuloricks, in leſs than two months. But thoſe being carious were 
a longer work, the Matter there riſing from within the Bones : they were 
allo full of looſe Fleſh, and that of the Ancle ſinuous and accompanied with 
Fluxion. The end of the Fibalz being likewiſe corrupted by the ſame Mat- 
ter, I deterged it with the Vitriol-ſtone and Prxcipitate, dilated it to the 
Bone with Gentian-roots, and fomented the diſeaſed Part with a DecoQi- 
on of abſinth, centaur. hyperict, flor. roſ. rub. balauſt. bace, myrtil, &c, in Wine 
and Water; then dreſſed the Ulcer with Digeſtives, and haſtened the 
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cicatrizing of it to the Sznrs penetrating to the Bone. While that was cicatri- 
Zing, I kept the Bone bare with Doſlils preſſed out of þir.vin,and uietled the 
Bone of the Toe after the ſame manner,till the Ulcer about it was digetled & 
ready to CICAtriZe tO It. Then I conſumed and dried the Carzes 1n the Bones of 
the Ancle and Toe with aQual Cauteries, penetrating very deep into that of 
the Ancle;% repeated this way again and again,till I had waſted the numidity 
ineach Part ofit : then dreſſed them with Doſſils of L1or preſſed out of Req 
wine,and the Parts about withRefrigerants. After I had thus calmed the heat 
in theUlcers, I kept the Bones dry & bare by the application of Dollits z py. 
vini, and attended their Extoliation. But in the mean while a Sp/z4 ventoſs 
aroſe in one of his Hands,and the next Toe to the diſeaſed one began to [well. 
Upon hght whereof Dr. Cox was conſulted, ard preſcribed Calomel.and Other 
Speciticks. The Swelling increaſing in the Toe, I propoſed the cutting off 
the other, ſuppoſing that to be the cauſe of it. The Patient appearing unwil- 
ling, I brought in Mr. Hother, who encouraged him ; and about a tortniglit 
after I prevailed,and cur it otf,and ſome while after that cut oft the otherT or, 
to fave that Foot, I digeſted and cicatrized theſe U!cers to the Bones, but 
could not make them exfoiate,till T had burnt the ends of them with an actu- 
al Cautery ; and then they cat of} but ſlowly. The Ulcer in the Anclel ci- 
catrized down to the Bone, that it lay dry ; yer did thar Bone make no halte 
away. During my attendance on theſe, a Swelling aroſe on the outlide of 
one of his Arms near the Elbow. He concealed that from me till it was grown 
very large, and ready to burlt. There alſo aroſe in one night a Spena ventoſ« 
upon which [ 

applied an empl. de rants cum Mercurio dupl. I laid open the Strama upon ht; 
Arm with a Cauſtick, and endeavoured Digeltion 1a it by the method ulcd 
in the Cure of the other $/r,me : but it grew corrolive,& relilted my Endea- 
vours. I conſulted Dr. Cox again ; and conſidering the acidity 11 hisBloud,& 
the appreach of Winter, we thought it neceſſary to attempt ſomewhat extra- 
ordinary, to prevent farther miſchief; and together concluded that he ſhouid 
be put into a light Salivation. Accordingly I attempted it with Merc. dulcs, 
Bur he having taken of that all along, it worked downwards ; and he being 
weal, I durſt not moveit by Vomit. But by Sutfumigation I raiſed it, and 
{alivated him abour 17 days : during which the Ulcer in his Arm cured,& the 
Spina ventoſa on his Hand reſolved. But that other in the Bone of his Fore tin- 

ger increaſed, with great Inflammation and Tumour.In the declination of his 
ſpitting we purged him, and ſweat him with a DecoCtion of ſarſa,&c. Atter- 

wards he drank his former preſcribed medicated Ale,e*c. recovered daily his 

{trengrh,and grew fic{hy ; his Ulcers healed up, and the Bones caſt ott in the 

Ancle : ſoas there remained only a piece of the compaſs of a {1lver T wo- Pence, 

and that looſened and thruſt off by virtue of a Calus, whicn, cicatrizing wit! 

the Lips ofthe Ulcer, made a firm C:catrix. Yet the Spina ventoſa remained, 

and raiſed a {mall Apoſtemation on the inſide of the Finger. I laid it open by 

Inciſion tothe Bone,and ſaw it ſmooth and white.I penetrated into it withan 


actual Cautery, anddried it, then dreſſed it with Doflils preſſed out of /r: 


vini, and digelted, incarned and cicatrized it to the Bone. Having thereÞy 
dilpoled it to Exfoliation, and concluding him as it were cured, I left him Di- 
rections to dreſs it,and others to judge of my work,I taking the while a Jour- 
ney into rhe Country. Ar my return I received a Letter from his Mother, 


dated at Briſto/, that the Bone was caſt off, and his Finger cured. Since 


which rime he hath enjoyed good health, and is grown a man. 


A Man aged 23 years,of a tolerable good Habit of body, was diſeaſed witi 
a white Swelling on the 1nfide of his Foor beneath his Ancle down tothe 


Heel. 
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Heel. There ſeeming to be Matter 1n the upper part of the Tumour. I laid 
it open Þy Cauſtick, and diſcharged an Atheromatous Matter In gieat Quan- 
tity, chen dreſſed it up with Lenients. At the next drethng, nding al 1n- 
creaſe of Matter, I madea ſearch with my Probe, and felt a Sw running 
tothe Heel. I laid 1t open thither, and dreſt up the wounded Lips with a 
Digeſtive 6x terebinthina cum vitell. ovi. After digeltion of the Ulcer,l tcl the 
lower part of the Heel-bone bare.I proceeded in the healing ofthe upper pait 
of the Abſcels, by laying the neather part open to the Bone, and dreſſing the 
Bone with Dofſils of Lint to keep it dry and dilated to my view. Taſterwards 
{wit bare the compaſs ofa Groat : it appeared white and pory. I coniinued 
themethod of dreiſing ; and after I had diſpoſed the reſt of the Ulcer to a 
kealing condition, Iconſulted Dr. Denton, who had a kindnels for the Pati- 
ent. He met me at the poor man's Lodging, and ſaw the Ulce: dreſſed, and 
thoſe Inequalities with a Carzes 1n the Bone. We applied an actual Cautery 
0 it, and kept it dry with Doflils, according to cultom, attending its Exto- 
lation ; the Phyſician preſcribing Internals, and taking care of his health. 
Thus all things ſucceeded well, as we thought : but ſome while after he was 
ied with a Phrenitis. He had no Fever, yet died ſome days after, notwith- 
landing all our E ndeavours by Bleeding, Cupping, Bliſtering, Fc. 

A Child of about ſeven years of age having been diſealed with a Swelling 
on the outlide of her Heel the ſpace of rwo months, it apoltemared, & diſchar- 
ved its Matter, terminating ina painful Ulcer. Her Friencs being informed 
It was the Kjng's-Evil, recommended her to me. I faw her Hectick, and 
upon a ſearch into the Ulcer felt the Bone carious, but had no order to dreſs 
her till about two months after ; andthen I began with rhe laying open the 
Ulcer, and bringing the Bone into view. Which after I had done by Dila- 
tation, perceived it ſo looſe that I could ealtly have taken it out whole : but 
it looking white,and ſeemingly ſound,I perforated it with a [erebra, and felt 
the cxternal part of it hard : though after [had pierced that, I felrthe.tnteri- 
our parts {oft and rotten. I applied a Bolt-cautery into that Perforation, to 
dry up that humidity : but the Matter ſpurted out of it. When I ſaw it trre- 
coverably loit,I reſolved to take it out : re:which purpoſe I invited Sir Charles 
Scarbureh, who upon light of it agreed to the pulling it ont., |, I laid hold of it 
with my Forceps, and eaſily drew it forth, nota drop of bloud following it : 
then dreiſed up the Ulcer with Sarcoticks, and pur on a laced Sock, to bring 
the Parts cloſe and ſhape the Heel. Sir Charles preſcribed Internals, and viſt- 
ted her often. I procecded hopefully for a month or two : but there had been 
lormerly a clulter of Strume in that Groin, which had been raiſed by the 
anguiſh of the Ulcer in the Heel, that apoſtemated, and diſcharging its Mat- 
tt down the Thigh, terminated ina ſinuous Ulcer, which exhauſted her 
Iftrength ſo that ſhedied rabid. 

1 Child about 7 years ofage was commended to me by Dr. Tho.Cox. She 
had lome Srrum. in both her Arms, and one large one lying on the outſide of 
te Calt of her Leg, (tretching downwards towards the Ancle. She had ano- 
ther poſſeſſing the outlide of that Heel. That on her Leg was ſuppurated :

Ibegan with the laying open theſe 
wo by Cauſtick, Out. of the uppermoſt I diſcharged a ſerous and curdled 
Matter.

To the Strume in her Arms I applied Cel/us's Malagma, and dilpoled them t

med me that it was carious. I went one morning whillt ſhe was alleep, an, 
applied my milde{t Caultick on it ; and after digeſtion of the Eſcar 1 made a 
ſearch, and penetrated at leaſt half an inch deep into the Bone. TI had before 
given ſuſpicion tothe Parents of the Carzes, and it now appearing to have rj. 
{en originally out of the middle of the Bone, I thought it neceſſary that they 
ſhould conſult forme Chirurgcon 1n order tothe Cure of it. Mr. Holler mct the 
Phyſician and my ſelf, and after ſearch declared the Carzes as I had repreſen 
it, He approved of the dilating the Ulcer, and dreſſing the Bone dry. Ca 
mel, Bezoard, min. Cc. were then reſolved on and preſcribed by the Phyſician. 
The next day I began with the dilating the $7275 with prepared Sponge, and 
having brought it to view, Idrefled it daily with Doflils preſſed out of /:- 
-//21, and the while healed the Ulcer down to the Bone ; by which the vrear 
Jiicharoe of Matter which to frequently threatens a Hetlick in others was 
D/CvCiurcd, and our work fucceeded well. But this Child had a Grandmother 
:n the Country, that out of abundance of kindneſs to the Child did much 
fruſtrate her Cure, not only by her frequent Letters, but allo by a Womaq 
ihe {ent mp, who pretended to wor ring, 4 and ſeeing the Ulcer witho:r jn- 
fammation, ſwelling or conliderable diſcharge of Matter, reported to lic: 
thit ir was an inconliderable Soar, and would ſoon cure, if the Chiryroc01 
dia not keep it open by thruſting Lint into it. Others both in the City and 
Country informed the Granamother, that the caliting off of the Rotrenue!s in 
the Bone was the work of Time,and that theUlcer needed no [uch Dreflin; 

as I applied. Upon which ſhe perſiſted in ſoliciting the Parents to ring 1! 

Child back to her in the Country. Theſe things coming to my knowledg: 
Put me upon as greata delire to he freed of the Patient, and made me cautio! 
11 the dreſſing the Bone: for it did certainly require the actual Cautery ; 
bat T drefſed it only ſome days with an armed Probe dipt in a Solution ©: 


unonent, A'gyptiac. and extract. {corait (calding hot,and after wards with Do! 
{ils 1pt in a Compolitton of o/. 2yrrhe, diftillat. &c, by which at length the 
Rotrennels {ſeemed to be caſt oft. 1 likewiſe complied with all their inclina- 
tions, leaving out the Doſhls, and permitting the Ulcer to Time. At the tirit 
leaving out the Doſhls rhe Ulcer contracted, and being callous, and drelle.! 
with a Pledgit ot azgremt tutze,retained an Opening large enough todilcharg. 
Its imall quantity of Marter : which gave hopes of its being as it were cure. 
The lacedStocking with Compreſles under it reſtrained the influx ofHumour, 
and ftrengthned her Foot lo that ſhe walked tolerably well on it. Bur not 
long aiter her Bloud termented, and the Small-pox burſt forth abundantly, 
thireatning her iſe, But ſhe happily recovered out of them : yet from that 
time her Eyes began to be atticted with ſharp Defluxions, and the Humour 
fermented in one of the Glands 1n her Arm,which was ſeemingly betore dl- 
folved. This put me upon the opening 1t by Cauſtick,and proceeding 11 the 
Cure: which -I did, and accordingly ſoon cured it.

A Gentle woman aged 16 years,of a ſeeming healthy Conſtitution, was let- 
1ced with a pain in her right Foot. Various Remedies were applied ; a Bone- 
ſetter was allo employed, bur the pain increafting with Tumour, a Chirur- 
geon Was entertained ; Who, after ſeveral Applications, lceing lomewhat 
like a Suppuration, opened it : but from that Lime 1t BroW1ng More !1nuous, 
and the Swelling greatly increaling,he conſulted others of his Proteii,on,and 
afterward left her to be dreſſed by one and another. After ſhe had languiſhed 
near the ſpace ofa year and halt,] was confulted, & tound her Foot !apt up in 
2 Cataplaſm. Upon the taking which of, I ſaw it eXtream big, and all apolic- 
mated, diſcharging its Matter round, at the outſide, inſide, Sole of the Foor, 
and Heel, ſo rhat it was ealte to pals a Probe through any way. Theexter- 
nal Ulcer on the Foot was large, and overgrown with an Hyperſarcoſts : the 
Bones within the ſaid Foot vere molt of them carious 1n one part or other ; 
{me of them were rotted to pieces. If thisPatient had been tolerably {trong of 
Boly, Ampuration had beenof uſe : but ſhe was emaciated, and frequent!y 
aficted with a Diarrhea, Cough, and a great weakneis and dejection of Ap- 
retire. Llpon which conliderations the Ulcers were ſuperficially drefled with 
P!:dgits of ang #t. Apoſtolor.and the Patient perſwaded thar the Extvltation 
of the Bones was the work of Time. But it being viſible, that Nature cou'd 
Go nothing in her cale withour the help of Chirurgery in drying up the luxu- 
rious Flelh, and making way to pull out the rotten Bones,and dieiling of the 
others which were lels carious withMedicaments accordingly drying ;I declt- 
ned the medling with it, unlels I were permitted fo to drels ir. Net that 1 
had any great hopes that way : but if that were not attempted, ſhe would 
certainly die. At that inſtant we drefled up the Ulcer on the upper part of the 
Foot, which was overſpred with luxurious Fleſh, with Mcze. precipitar. the 
other with unguert. diapomphol.&c, and with Compretiſes and Bandage endea- 
voured the pretſing out of the Matter, and reſtoring rhe Foot to ome ſhape, 
This merhod was repeated every other day,with Compreſles of Tow preflſed 
out of acetur; wherein had been diſſolved ſal nitri, myrrha, camphora, &c.

Ore Eyes are frequently a Species ( as I have ſaid ) of the Ring 5- Evil, 
\ and take their beginning from vicious Humours inflaming the 1 u»zca ad- 
nata, which increaſing doth alſo ſometimes aftect the other Tunicles, as tne 
cornea, &c. with great pain, tenſion, pulſation, ©. whence Puſtule arile and 
ſuppurate, terminaring tor the moſt part in Ulcers, which leave hard C:catre- 
5, and by reaſon o! the ſharp Defluxion falling upon the edges of the Eye- 
lids, do make a Blearednels : upon which account theſe Inflammations are 
venerally called Lippitudo by the Latrms. | oo 

This diflerech from the common Ophtrhalmia, in that it is periodical, and 
1s accompanied either with (trumous Swellings in the Neck, a thick chapt 
upper Lip, 0x2, or ſome other Accident. | | 

The ( auſes are the ſame with thoſe of the Kyzg s-Evil; yet may it be 
more particularly imputed to abundance of humidity repleting the Head, 
1nd deſcending to the weak Eyes. 


Cauſes, 


The Sizns of Ophthalmiaare apparent by what I have already delivered of Signs 


the Diſcale. Thoſe of the Cauſes are as followeth. If the Ophtha/mra be trom 
Plenitude, the Face is high-coloured, the Eye-lids ſomewhat ſwelled and in- 
famed, the capillary Veins large and full; yet the Humours are not ſoapt 
to fret as in other caſes, nor 15 the pain extreamly vehement. Itthe Diſeaſe 
be trom Choler, the Viſage is not red, but the pain 1s ſharper, and with Ex- 
coriarion of the Eye-l:ds.1t the Ophrhalmia proceed from Pituitous Humours, 
allthe torementioned Symptoms of Inflammation, pain, Fc. are more re- 
mils, and the lacrymal Humours are not corroding, unleis there be a mixture 
of 1a!1ne Humour joyned with it, Whether an Ophrhalmia may ariſe from Me- 
Jancholy, I doubt ; but if it do, there 1s ſinall fluxion or pain. That proceeding 
Irom the K/z2's Fvrlis of an acid quality, with ſharp fluxion and pain ; the 
Eyc-licis arealſo more apt to be gummed together with a viſcous Humour 
than they are in thoſe from the other aforeſaid Cauſes. Whether the Hu- 
mours actecting the Eyes flow from the external or internal Veſſels, may be 
alce.ncd by their complainr, For if they flow from the Pericranium, &c.

Derivation 1s neceſſary in this Diſeaſe ; and if there be Indammarion, 
thar Bloud abound, they may bleed by Lancet inthe Arm, Neck, &<«. othe:- 
wiſe by Leeches behind the Ears. Shaving the Head, Bliſtcring, Cupping, 
Fontanels and Setons are of frequent uſe : but Fontanels made in the Neck 
do often caule Strume to arile thereabouts; therefore Sir Fra. Prijean, lome 
years before his death, preſcribed them behind the Ears. 

In the application of exterral Remedies to the Eyes, we ought not to '< 
over-forward ; for the mildelt Medicaments dropt into them Prove generail, 
oftenſive in the beginning of Inflammation : belides, we ſee in our daily pra- 
tice, that the leſs di{turbances of them go oft by general Evacuation and Der! 
vation ; and that thoſe Eyes have tared worſt which have been moſt create: 
by Topicks. We may apply Intercipitents upon the Temples, of Maltick, / -- 
kamahaca, empl, ad herniam, &c. Frontals may allo be applied of bo!, z1r1# 
ſanou, dracon, balauſt, cum aceto & albimineovi. If you judge rhe H Pau [v2 
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aw from the Pericraninm and external Parts, you may apply Aſtringents to 
the Jugulars and round about the Neck. But if the Intlammation be Iudden, 
and the pain vehement, after Evacuation by lenient Purgatives,or a Clylter 
2nd Venxſection, you may have recour!e to Anodynes; amongſt which 
Preaſt-milk and the White of a new-lawd Egg have precedency, applied CX- 
ernally, or dropt into the Eye. There are Objethtions made againih the u'e 
of them both, v/z. that by the dropping of Milk into the Eye it may curdle, 
:ndby its acrimony offend the Eye: foalſothe White of anegg may by its 
ncraſſating quality increaſe the hear 1n them. Toprevent thele inconveni- 
ences, you may mix them with Roſe-water, or ule them with more caution. 
Inthe preparing Medicaments to drop into the Eyes, the Ingredients MIXCd 
with the Co//yria ought to be well waſhed, that they may be without acri- 
mony, and {o ſubtilly powdered, as that they be not in the lealt gritry. The 
DecoCtions ought alſo to be cleanly made: and1n the drefling of the Eyes 
thereought to be elpectal care 1n clcanling them and their Lids of vilcous 
Vater ; to which purpoſe an Eye-cup 1s moſt neceflary. T his being obſcr- 
ved, you may apply mucilaginous L1quors, or Cataplaſms; tor they are good 
Anodynes. &% mucilag. ſem. pfyllii, CyAomor. cum aq, roſ. © papaver, extract, 
an.

But if the Ophtha/mia be not accompanied with grievous pain, you ſhall 
"en conſider whet"er the Dilſcaſe be in its beginning, tiate,or declnation, & 
proportion your Medicaments accordingly. For let the Empiricks boalt of 
this or that univerſal Collyrinim, they cannot cure theſe Ophrbalmie with any 
one particular Medicament : for in the Beginning of Inflammation they re- 
quire Repellents, and in the increaſe ſomewhat of Relolvents ought to be 
mixed with them ; 1n the State they ought to be treated with Relolvents of a 
ageltve quality, and in the Declination with Reſolvents and Detcrlives of 
an exſiccant quality. Authors do not all agree of the ſet tume when we 
!hould begin our Applications to the Eyes ; but all of them concur in the 
proceeding firſt with general Evacuation and Diverſion of the Humour, and 
alterwards, {uppole about the third day, to uſe Coiyria. They ought to be 
mocerately repelling; not too ſtiptick, le{Mthe Tunicles of the Eyes be 
thcreby dried, and prohibit tranſpiration, and ſo increaſe the pain. 

Webegin with Repellents : of which ſort the ſtrongeit are the Whites of 
new-laid eggs beaten toa froth with a piece of Alum. You ought to apply it 
tothe Eye-lids, the Patient lying upon his Back the while, This is only pro- 
per in the beginning of hot Defluxions.

They are both the etlects of great Defluxions exco- 
rating the Lids, and relaxing the tone of them. The Humida 1s more re- Hunide, 
markable upon Accidents of burning by Fire, Gunpowder, or the like : but 
that which I ſhall here ſpeak of is, a Lippitudo with an Hyperſarcoſis which 
ariſeth upon the excoriated Lid, and turneth it outward, being always ac- 
companied with Fluxion upon the Eye. The Lippitndo Sicca 18 an Excoria- 
tion ofthe Lid, but ariſeth from a ſalt Phlegm mixed with a bilious Humour, 
and lieth upon the C:lia among|!t the Hair witha branny white Scale, nor 
much unlike an Elephaztiaſis, and 1s attended with an itching.

Of X.gilops. 


Gilops is a Tubercle in the inner Caxthns of the Eye, either Scrophulous, 
Atheromatous, or of the nature of a Meliceris, or ſometime with In. 
flammarion. It hath obtained two names amonglt the Grecrans : viz, Anchy. 
lops, when it is not ulcerated ; A*gilops, when it 1s. In which larrer calc ir 
1s very apt togrow ſinuous ; and being ſo, whether it prove callus or not, 
is however called Fiſfulalacrymalis, {ometimes paſhng through the Bone of 
the Noſe it elf. 

Cauſes, The Cas/es of /Egilops are the ſamethat produce the like Tumours in other 
places. But in ſome caſes 1t 15 made by Fluxion, and appeareth tirlt as a 'mall 
Phleemon. This Diſeaſe frequently occurreth in Laes Vexerea: but thelc I 
here treat of are Strumous. 

It it be $/ruma Atheroma, &c. itis then made by Congeſtion, and the Tu- 
bercle is round, without diſcolouring rhe Skin. If it be made by Fluxion, 
pain and rednels doappear, with Inflammation over all that Eye.Sometimes 
it beginneth only with a weeping of that corner, and isnot diſcovered till it 
aftects the Eye with redneſs ; and then, by preſſure with your finger upon tlia 
Canthus, a mixt Matter may be dilcharged, part whereof is not unlike the 
W hite of an egg. Sometimes this Matter eateth quite through the Bone,and 
diſchargerh it ſelt downwards through the Noſe with a fetid {mell. 

Fiſftule lacrymales are difficult of Cure from what Cawlt ſoever they ari'e. 
The Part being looſe and ſpongy, the Eye very {enlible, and the laxity ot the 
Part, maketh Humours apt to ſoak into it, and to penetrate even to the 
Bone it ſelf. The ſenſibleneſs of the Eye renders it ſubje& to pain and fl:1xi9n, 
as alſo unfit to be dreſſed with [harp Medicaments, luch as thete D;luates rc: 
quire. 

That EF:f/a which is recent, with ſufficient opening 15 the eaſie!? of Cure. 
Thoſe ofa long continuance are for the molt part accompanied withUlcerati- 
ons of that Gland,& Carzes in the Bone, which makes them ſubject toa weep- 
ing after tliey are cured. If the Ulcer be accompanied with Ero{ion, 1t 
will be apt to terminate cancerous, in which caſe the Cure is deplorable. 

The indication of Cre 1s taken from the condition of the A£g1lops, wherher 
it beinits beginning with Inflammartion,or by Congeſtion, patling its Matter 
forth under the C:/znmz 1nto the Eye : in which caſe it is fiſtulated. Anc/;lops 


hath alſo its peculiar way of treating, as other Tumours of the Glands.

In the Anchylops rancid Nuts beaten and applied are much com- 
mended : ſo likewile is calx viva cum melle contrita, It the Tumour tend to 
Suppuration, then halten Concoct 10n c1% radic. lilior, mucilag. [em, alther, 
fennrec lint, far tritic.axung. poretn. &c. The Matter being well concocted, 
|ay it open large,that you may have way tO apply your Medicaments. Authors 
have propoſed various E ſcaroticks to open theſe ; but I ule the opening them 
by Knife or Cauſtick. The only Caution 1s, that you open it ſuch a diſtance 
of from the edge of the Eye-lid, that you divide not that : for in fo doing 
vou will leave a remedile{s Blemiſh,& the Eye will be apt to waterever after, 
and be fubject to Fluxion. T herefore if you open it by Cauſtick,it will require 
your greater care. I tor the moſt part open them by Incition. Then digeſt them 
with a Doſſi] dipt 72 ofeo rof. & vitell.ovi; over which apply cerat. Qaleni, or 
ſich like Anodynes, with a Compreſs dipt in ſome of the aboveſaid diftill'd 
Waters,to contemperate the l:eat in the Part ; and afterwards deterge with 
me! roſ. ſyr. de rof. ficcis ; or, R well, comm. Z 1). viridis eris 5). ſpir. vini 51. c0- 
quantur a1 tertie partis conſumptionem : and then diſpoſe them to cicatrize 
with this ; R »23robalan. citr, 5). thuris, myrrhe, an. Ni). floris eris j. camphore 
gr.ij. #afizd. in ag, roſ. & wvint albi an. Jv. & coquantur ad tertie partis con- 
ſumptionem, filtrando pro nſn. And afterwards by ungnert. tutie,aq.calcis, &c. 
with good Compreſhon incarn and cicatrize them. 

Ifit be Filtulous, and the Orifice {ma]l, dilateit with Gentian-roots, or 
ſuchlike, and proceed with Deterſives, as hath been ſeen. If thereby the 
Calizs do not waſte, you may inject this following Decottion ; B fol. rate,

andapply this tollowing upon Dofſils ; R z:nzberis 51). viridis eris Ni. mel, 
rol. 111. acets opt. Ziv. cog. ad crafſitiem, If there be Caries, apply this : R vi- 
rriolt uſtt, cantharid. abſciſſ. alis & capitibus, calcis vive, ſalis armoniac. alt- 
min. roch. an. p. <q, cum urina puert inſpiſſat, Theie are the Medicaments pro- 
poledby Authors of good authority. 

[n rhe applying them the Parts about mult be well defended,and the Fluxi- 
on reſtrained by the application of Refrigerants; and after all it is a moſt 
paintul tedious way. Therefore I propoſe the uſe of the atual Cautery ; 
which being applied through a Cannrla will withone touch waſte the Callo- 
ty and Caries : after which dreſs it up with a Dofſil dipt in a mixture of o. 
roſ. cum albumine ovi, and a Compreſs in the ſame over all : then digeſt and 
dererge with the milder Preſcriptions, keeping the Orifice dilated with a 
Doſhl dipt in tint urs myrrhe, &c. till the Bone exfoliate : then with «nguerr. 
tutre, &c, with Compreſſion cicatrize. |

Young Gentlewoman, abounding with acid Serum, was ſeized with an 
Inflammation and Tumour in the great Canthus or Angle of her Eye. 
I t 2 
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She had been dreſſed by ſome neighbouring Friend till the Intammacion clo. 
{ed up her Eye-lid, and alarmd her by the great dilcharge of a mixt ſerous 
Matter.I, obferving the Tumour perfectly ſuppurated,and the Matter ſhining 
under the Crt:cx/a ready to burlt through,open'd it by the point ofa Lancer, 
without draw ing one drop of bloud. The Matter diſcharged, I dreſſed it with 
a Doſſil dipt 72 virello ovi, with a Plaiſter of cerat. Galeri, and Cloaths dipt in 
Red wine over all, with convenient Bandage to retain them on. The nexc 
day I took oft Dreiſings, and tomented it with decocy, fol. malt. viol. betonir 


falvie, & flor. roſ. rub rn Wine and Water, repeating the Dreſſings as before, 


and let her bloud in the Arm. At the next day's dreſſing I tound the Sl 
ling of her Eye-l1d relaxed, and the external Inflammation mirigated, but 
the Eye it ſelfinflamed. I fomented and drefled the Abſceſs with a Dljj] 
dipt in /5y. de roſ. ſiccrs, applying a Pledgit of anguent. tutie over it, with a 
{oft Compreſs thereupon ;. leaving the Eye at liberty to be rejreſhed by the 
Air, and tobe dreſſed with Breatt-milk, &c. as they pleaſed. To the Fre: 
head Frontlets weie applied to reſtrain and intercept the Influx. Sir br, 
Pr. was her Phylician, and preſcribed her lenient Purgatives, traumactick 
Decoctions, &c. I allo kept the Oritice open futhciently for diſcharge of the 
Matter and conven.ency of drefling, applying externally refrigerant and cx 
ſ'ccant Medicaments, andadding a few drops of 11z&ura viriars to the S\ [UP 
in which Idipt my Dofſils. Yet notwithifanding our enceavours, the Nat: 
ter having made its paſſage into the Eye during the time of Suppuration, it 
continued its cou fe, and owed both ways 1n to00 great a quantity for lowe 
time, Upon which conſideration I dreſſed the Ulcer with a Dotlil dipr in 
Pracipitate, and apphed over it a Pledgit cam ungrent, tutie Viooms, With 
Compreſs and Bandage. Aﬀeer I had thus digetted i, I drefied 1t witha 
Dothl dipt 7 ag. vrridis, (as 1t is preſcribed in the method of Cure, ) letien- 
ing the ſaid Dollil daily, and at lait cicatrized it firm. 

A icrophulous Child of about 4 years of age having an inflames Tuberc!c 
inthe great Angle ol her leſt Eye, the Matter being ſuppirated, I opened it 
by Incilton, and diſcharged a well concocted Matter ; then tomented the 
Tumour with Wine, and fiPd the Ablcels with Doffils dipt zz for. de ro. (cc. 
with a Pledgit of n»gxcrt. baſilic, over it, allo a Plailler of cerar, Galenr over 
that, and bound it up, proceeding daily in the tomenting and drefling it, till 
the Inflammarion and Swelling remitted, After which I added a tew drops 
ot rintlura viridisro the Syrup, and kept the Ulcer dilated with a Doſſil vipt 
and preſſed out of that Mixture, applying a Pledgit of 1ngnert. ex /ap. cals- 
711, wih Compreisand Bandage over it. And the better to diſpole the Ul- 
certOcure, I purged her once 1n 4 or 5 days with an Infuſion of Rhuba:b11 
Small beer, and onceaweek with a few grains of Merc, dulc. cum ſacch a! 
The Vatter diminiſhing, Tleflened rhe Doffil, and cicatrized it with rt 
aforeſaid Tincture, making good Bandage upon the Sz till it wasclolc 
united, and ceaſed weeping. 

A Gentlewoman of abour 25 years of age having been between 3 and 
years ſubject tothe King's Evil anda Fiftula weeping into the Eye trom tht 
preat Canthns, I preſcribed her aq. /ap, medicament, Crollii to drop 1nto chat 
corner of her Eye, and directed her the making a conſtant Compretſon up: 
on the external Parts by an In{trument made to that purpoſe : by which ſhe 
was 1n few months cured. Andby the ſame way, with che help of Iater- 
nals, I have cured many ot thoſe, where the Bone hath not bezn carious, 0! 
the Habit of body extreamiy 1ndiſpoſed, 

A Boy about 5 or $ years of ape, ofa very ill Habit of body, had allo bee" 
two years difealed with a Frftuls lucrymalcs, and conſulted ſome of our Pro- 

fe{1100. 
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ſeſſion. But they deterred him and his Parents v 1th the mention of the 
adual Cautery : whereupon he was put into My 1ancds tO cure. I made In- 
cifion into the Cavity, and put into it a proportionable PICce 01 Gentian rO0t, 
wich a Pledgit of Baſilicon over it, and a Compre!s prefſed out of fome ot the 
aforementioned difti[ld Waters. 1 he {ſecond day after ] repeated the ame 
manner of dreſſing, and continued to keep 1t dilated with {ome ot the ſame 
Roots. During which I endeavoured to reſtrain the influx of Humours, 
znd dry up thoſe aftecting the Part, according as hath been let down inthe 
method of Cure, and by Antiftrumaticks diſpoſed the Humours 10A neallng 
condition. The Fluxion being thus removed, and the Matter littie, I letr 
)#che uſe of the Gentian-root, and drefled the Ulcer with Lotlils dipt and 
prefſed out of ag. med. Crollri, and after [ome days leflened them daily. At- 
rerwards I left off the Doſſils, and cicatrized the Ulcer with Pledgits of ##- 
onczt, tutie, ce. Many {uch I have {0 cured : but ſome years atter I have 
{ren divers of them thus cured weeping again. = 

A Girl of about 12 years of age having a Fiſtula lacrymaiis of iome Years ,, Obtr- 

continuance, diſcharging a mixt crude Matter daily into the Eye, I laid it _— 
open by Inciſton, dilated and digeſted it, and endeavoured by Internals to ph rerrogg 
afpole the Body to a better habit, and proſecuted the Cure by Exſ[iccants. 
But it not yielding thereto, 1 ſeparated the Perioſtenn trom the Bone, made 
Ext>liation of it, and incarned upon that, {uppoling I hal by Compretſion 
cicatrized the Ulcer. Burt it brake out again upon the leaving oft the Ban- 
cage ; upon which I Cilated it again, and by actual Cautery conſumed the 
Callzs and Bone : after which it cured more eaſily, | 

A Gentlewoman aged abour 38 years had a F:ffula lacrymalis diſcharging RE: 
ts Matter into the Eye in great quantity. I applicd a tmall Cauitick upon Fiſtulale- 
that part of it where I felt the Cavity ; and having eaten 1nto it, I patled an cymaiis, 
actuzl Cautery through it to the Bone, whereby I cauterized it, then drefſed 
the burnt Eſcar with Lenients to halten irs Separarion, and afterwards de- 
terged and cicatrized the Ulcer as hath been atore ſhewed. ; | 

A Young fellow, aged 25 years, was commenced to me out of the City, 7. Obſer- 
baving a F:ftula larrymalss difcharginga great quantity of purulent Matter Fila 4 
ntorte Eye. He had ſuffered many years by it, and paſſed through many cms, 
nds unſucce(sfully. Tlaid it open by Inciſion, and dilated ir, endeavouring 
ome while ro digeſt it, and torhar purpoſe preſcribed various Internals : but 
the Matter rather inc:eafing, I paſſed a Canznulaintothe Cavity, and withan 
aftual Cautery pierced through thar {ide of the Bone of the Nole, thereby 
Merting the Matter, and afterwards cured the Ulcer with more caſe; the 
Bone allo cxfol ated, and f11Pd np with Callus. 1 

I could give you more Inſtances of the Cures of Fiftulz /1crymales : but the 
manner thereot dittereth not from what hath before been ſaid ; and by the 
actual Cautery Inever failed tn the Cure of the worſt of them. 

A Woman aged about 3o years having a Tubercleinthe great Cath of 8. Obler- 
the right Eye of the bignets of a Piſtol-bullet, I made Incihon of the Skin, probich ; 
andfepararing it trom the preternatural body, I raiſed it up. Intaking it RR 
out, the Cy? broke, and ſhewed it ſelf by its Matter ro be a Me/iceris, 1 
cicanſed rhe Wound, and cut it out, bringing away the Cy/?/s ; then cloſed 
up tac Lips of the Wonnd, and applied a Pledgit of ungucnt. baſilic. with 
Bandage over it, and curedit by Agglutination. Theſe Tubercles do frequent- 
ly yield roDiſcurienrs : and ſome times,after they have reſiſted all our Endea- 
rours, they have of themlelves reſolved. Particularly I ſaw it inan Enfiga 
In the Low-conntries, who was troubled with a Tubercle of the bigneſs of a 
Pigeon's egg, which had been of many years continuance. Heintended to

have been my Patient there, and ſome years after deſigned to have put him; 
ſeltinto my hands here : but a whule after it difſipated fo as there remaine

A young Gentlewoman came to Loxdoprecommended to me having a Ty. 
bercle in the great Angle of her right Eye, of the bigneſs of a Lupin, Many 
endeavours had been uſed in the Country to relolve it. I began with Diſc. 
tients, Bleeding, Purging, Cc. and thought I had thereby dillipated the Mar. 
ter : butaftera few days diſcontinuance of Topicks and Bandage, it appea. 
red again : upon fight whereof I opencd it by Incilton, and diſcharged a Mar. 
rer like the White of anegg. I could not perceive any Cyſtzs, yer judged i; 
an Atheroms. Having drelled it with a Dothl dipt 1n Pracipitare, I applie, 
another over it {pred with baſilicon,with a Comprels over that dipt i aq, rof. 
rub. ſo/ani. The third day I repeated the ſame kind of Drellings,and conti. 
nued them till T had well deterged and digelted theUlcer ; then drefled it with 
a Dotſil dipt ina Sarcotick tincture of Myrrh,Aloes,c. and atterwards PD: 0- 
cceded with Epuloricks, and thought it had been cicatrized. But preſſing 
with my finger one day upon the upper part of it, and a diſproportiovate 
quantity of Matter flowing forth, I patſed in my Probe, and feeling the Bons 
carious, I dilared it with Gentian-roors, paſledin a, Canarli to the Caries, and 
with an actual Cautery dried the Bone.lapplicd to it of.rof.cum albumin GUI; 
and afierwards dielſed rhe Ulcer daily for the tirlt 4 or 5 days with Dofli] 
dipr in decoch, hordei, rad. conſid, maj, and when the anguiſh was MitiGated 
with rind uramyrehe, Keeping the Ocrihce open til the Extoliation v; 16 Per- 
teaAcd; then cicatiized it, as hath been ſhewed in the tormer Obſervations, 

A poor Woman came to me out of the Country with a large Tubercle on 
the right Canthus : ſhe had allo a To/ypus in that Noltril. 1 LETAN With the 
Tabercle by the application Of 1 Caultick, Alter the [cparation of witch 
Fungus thruit forth, and grew very vexatious 1n the cradicating, Attcr | 
had ſpent ſome tune unſucceſsfully in the work, I began with the Polzou, * 
attempting ro thruſtit cut with my hnger : but it not yiclding that way, 1 
took hold of it with a Forceps Ducks bills, and having pulicd it outward, [ 
palled a Needle witha twiſted brown Thread through it,according to 15.4 
Aquapend.and pulling by that and my Forceps together, it came away about 
the length oft twoinches,but was attended witha flux of bloud trom theNo(? 
Monthand Eye; which was {topt by the [yringing up of Oxycrate. At thc 
next dreſſing of rhe Utcer in the Canthus ] milled the Fungus, and found a 
orcat hole in tae Bone of the Note. Upon light of which I concluded the 
Fungus which bad been there was the root of that Polypzs, The Bone was 
much corrupted : but I haſtened the external Cure of the Ulcer, and return'd 
her into the Country, leaving the Extoliation of the Bone to Nature.

Having treated acciuentally ofa Polyprs, I thought my ſelf obliged to give 
ou one Obſervation of an Oz#za, it being an Ulcer within the Noſe ; and 
rhough it be not the Kyzg's-Evil, yet it too trequently accompanierh ir,aiid i 
occaſioned by thoic ſharp Humours palling that way,and yieldeth nor other: 
wiſe to Curc than by the general method preſcribed in this Treatile. 


A young Gentlewoman aged about 15 years, ofa lean dry Conſtitution, 
was dilcaſed with an Ozer4 1n both her Noſtrils, a thic!; UPPCEr Lip,and {omc 
Glands on both ſides of her Neck. She was put into the hands of Dr. Bari:

Her upper Lip and Neck were embrocated with nzz vert. ad 
frm morning and evening. After her Noſtrils were treed of that crufty 
{tufſe, this following £rrbinum was ſnuft up into her Noltrils twice aday at 
leaſt : Be fol, plantag. [ummitat. equiſeti, an. My. rad. biſtorte, tormentille, an. 5, 
for. roſ. rubr. MS. balanſt. 511). coquantuy 1n aq. chalybeat.ad lbij. Colature adde ſy- 
74d, noſt ri mag. as it is preſcribed in the Cure of Ozexa in the Treatile of Lues 
Venerea. The edges of her Noſtrils were anointed with anguerr. refriger, Ga- 
leni cum ceruſſ. antimonti. By the frequent repeating of the aforementioned 
internal Preſcriptions and external Applications, ſhe was happily cured in 
the ſpace of a month, and ſo continues to this day. And by this method all 
thele kind of Ozeze may be cured. 


The Eye-lids are frequently diſeaſed with glandulous Tubercles ; which, 
how difterent Matter ſoever they contain,are generally called Hordeolz,and do 
ke their original from the ſame Matter that thoſe Tumours do which are 
deſcribed in this Treatiſe of Strume, and are cured after the ſame manner. 
Sometimes they reſolve or ſuppurate : but for the moſt part they are taken 
out by knife or Caulſltick. Theſe only that he between the inner Tunicle 
and Cartiiageare capable of being extirpated by Inciſion : the other may be 
cradicated by Caultick ; the manner ſhall ihew you in a tew Inſtances. 


A Gentleman ofabout 26 years of age had an Horaeolum on his right Eye- 
11d, lying between the external Tunicle and Cartilage. I applied emplaſtrum 
as ſtrum.cs On 1t,, with hopes of reſolving it : but after ſome time it ſuppura- 
ted, Ithercupon opened it with a Lancet, and let out the Matter ; then di- 
gelted it with unguent. baſilic, But feeling aſterward ſome part of the Gland 
nit, 1 ſprinkled into it ſome Merc. precipit. and applied a Pledgit of baſilicon 
over it, with emplaſtr. diachyl. ſimpl. whereby I eradicated it, and ſoon after 
healed it ſmoorh with «ngncnt. rutie, Where the Suppuration hath been 
more periect, they are calizr cured. In others, where they were hard and 
movable, I have opened them by Incifion tranſverſe, or according to the 
length of the Eye-lid, and thruſt them out whole, then healed them by Ag-

ck curdled Matter hath thruſt forth : in which caſes I digeſted them out 
with Prxcipirate, and healed them as aforeſaid. But the opening theſe with 
a Cauirick-ltone pointed is moſt grateful, to Women at leaſt : upon which 
contideration I generally open them that way,and upon ſeparation of the EC:

Several ſuch like have comet 
ms out of the Country : ſome I have cut away with Sciflors ; Others I haye 
worn oft with the Alume and Vitriol-itone. 

A Per{on of Honour, aged 29 years, was commended into my hands y 
Sir Edward Alſton Phylician. She was diſeaſed with a Tumour of a dari; 
red colour polſefling the upper L1d ot hei iett Eye between the external Ty. 
nicle and the Cartilage, ſpreading to rhe very edge of the Cz/zum, It took its 
original trom {ome Hoy deotnin il] handled, and ſcemed tobea O47 COM1, [ 
propoſed the eradicating it by Elcarotick : which beingallowed-ot, I encom. 
pafled the Tumour with Ink, then began witha Caultick-ſtone in the uprer 
part of it, wiping up the difſolved Salt with armed Probes, proceeding gra- 
dually in the work to the very edge of the Lid, with great care to prelerye 
the Hair growing on it, It was a very nice work, After I had ſufficiently 
penetrated into this Fleſhy body, I waſhed the Salts out of the Eſcar, and 
jcarifying it, dreſſed it with nagrept. baſtlic. cum olo litior, and bound it up, 
The next day we met again ; when I rook oft Dreſſings, and tound th 
Tumour flat, the Eſcar lying proportionably as was deligned, and the 
Eye undiſturbed. 1 fomented cum decott, male, viel. &c. and dreiled it 
up as before, continuing my attendance daily with her Phylician : andas 
the Eſcar {cparated between the Scarihcations, I either rubb'd the Su. 
perexcreſcencs of Fleſh with the Vitriol-ſtone, or ſprinkled it with Pre: 
cipitare, or uled both. And after the Eticar call of}, Ideterged and walled 
the remaining baſis, and cicatrized it ſmooth, Jeaving the very Edge na- 
tuarally ſhaped, without loſs of one Hair: and fo it continucth to this 
day. 

An 1talian Gentleman was brought to me by Sir Theod. de Vo. vio had 
a large Excreſcence in the great Angle of his right Eye. The Extirpation 
had been attempted both in 7zaly, and at Paris, as they told me. I palled 
a Ligature upon the baſis of it, and clipt it off cloſe : then drying up the 
bloud with a Sponge dipt in ag. ſperm. ranar. I rubb'd its remaining, b/i- 
withthe Vitriol-ltone, then waſhed his Eye again with the aforeſaid ag. /7. 
razar, The next morning I viſited him, and met his Phylician there ; 
but we faw nothing of the Excreſcence remaining, neither did it appear 
any more, 

A Gentlewoman near 40 years of age had a very large Thymus growing 
upon the {ide of her Noſe, over the. great Canthus. It was of many years 
growth ; and ſhe had been adviſed not to permit the Extirpation of it. But 
ihe at -length defiring me to take it off, I paſled a Needle under 1ts ba- 
15, and cut 1t out, CIcatrizIng it afterwards with Epuloticks ; and it gre 
10 More. 
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H E Toxſils, or Almonds of the Ears, are allo frequently ſwelled in 
the Kjng's-Evil : which Tumour may be very well reckoned a Species 
ol 1t, 

Theſe Swellings are raiſed by Congeſtion gradually without pain, and 
therefore are ſeldom taken notice of till by their growth they bring inconve- 
niences with them, as Catarrh, Cough, or Difficulty of ſwallowing : in 
which latter cale their Drink often runneth out at their Noſe. 


Theſe difter from the common Swellings of the Amygdale, as Tumours by Difſe- 


Congeſtion do from thoſe made by Fluxion : which latter are of ſudden 
growth, and terminate as ſoon ; whereas the other may have been many 
years growing, and do increaſe and decreaſe with the Moon, as generally 
zl Tumours by Congeſtion in the Glands do. 


The Casſes of the TumefaQtion of thele Glands are the ſame with thoſe of cur, 


 Strume, . 


They are ſoft fleſhy Tumours, of a round or oval figure, retaining the na- Signs. 


tural colour of the Skin; and are of an obtuſe ſenſe, {o that you may pierce 
the body of them with a Knife or Probe without cauling pain or drawing 
bloud: yetare they ſubjeCt to Inflammation, and the hike Accidents that 
other Swellings of the Glands are. 


I the TumefaQtion be ſmall, the diſturbance is little ; many people having, _. 
12d them from their Infancy without great inconvenience. If the Swellings gick. 


be big, there may be danger of Suffocation : bur in that caſe they may be ex- 
trpared without running any great hazard. 


[n order tothe Cre, Phylicians do generally preſcribe VenzſeQtion, and Cure, 


by Clyiters & lenient Purgatives make Evacuation ; alſo by Bliſtering, Cup- 
ping, Fontanels, &c. they endeavour Derivation : which is neceſſary incaſe 
0 Inflammation; in which aftringent Lotions may be alſo proper. But in 
noſe made by Congeſtion the ſpeedieſt way of Cure is by Extirpation : and 
tateither by Abſciſſion, at once cutting them off; or by actual or potential 
Cautery. Modern W riters have ſaid little of theſe Extirpations. Fabritizes ab 
Aquapend. in his Book De operat. Chirurg. renders the Abſciſſion of them dit- 
cult enough, and not without danger ; as you may ſee, where delivering 
be "n and Paul's way of cutting them out, he determines at laſt thus, Ex 
Ou ous lcet colligere, neque facilem neque omnino tutam hac Chirurztam eſſe, &C. 
mee Chirurgocn in my memory that attempted the Extirpating them 
Ne " Be __ Mr, Ed, Mol. an excellent Operator. He attempted 
—_ L: Sr on of Honour by actual Cautery through a Canara well con- 
= r that purpoſe. I afterwards faw him burn ſeveral. He paſled 
\ : Aautery through the body of them, and by repeating of ir twice or thrice 
" rn a hole through them, and accordingly crimpled them up ; as may 
wt t icen in that Noble Perſon, ſomewhat of the Excreſcence ſtil] re- 

ning, and not. without ſome uncaſineſsat certain times; upon which 
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account I had the honour to ſee it ſome years ſince. The way by potentiz] 
Cautery is, by working with a Caultick-ſtone and other Eſcaroticks fixt jn 
ſuch an Inſlrument as may ſerve to eat into them, without offending the 
neighbouring ſound Parts. To which purpoſe I make my way into the hg. 
dy of the Gland, conſuming, it within ; and at laſt the Shell (or exterjour 
parts) falls in pieces, and 1s ſoeradicated. The way by Exciſion js, by 
making a Ligature about the 4aſzs of them, and {nipping them cloſe off with 
a pair of crooked Probe-ſciſſors. In this work you ought to conſider well hoy 
they areradicated, For ſometimes they. are rooted like a Cri/ta deeper in the 
Throat: in which, ifin cutting tem out you only cut that part you tied, 
and cut the Ligature at the ſame rime, it will ſip down into the Throat,and 
hazard their choaking. Theretore whillt you hold the Ligature with ons 
hand, you mult pals the Scifſors down as clole by the baſes of it as you can, 
ſo as by one ſnip you may cut it clear off. But leſt you ſhould fail, it willh; 
neceſlary to have another Ligature titted in an Inſtrument tor your purpoſe, © 
and the Patient's Head to be held ſteady, that 1n caſe you fail in the firit ar- 
tempt, and it fall intro the Throat, you may readtly return it, and tie it at the 
ſame time ; which is no difficult thing to do. The Exciſion made, th 
bleeding will be ſoon {topt by Gargling with Oxycrate ; and you may cict- 
trize it in a few days by touching it with the Vitriol and Alume-ſtones. | 
ſhall give you ſome Inltances ot my practice therein, and ſhew you my firli 
attempt in the Extirpation of them by Efcarotick and Exciſion in this fol- 
lowing Obſervation. 


Perſon of Honour, aged 10 years, having been ſome years dilcalcd 
A okborocramunt Swellings1n her Tonſils, with great Dctluxion up: 
on her Lungs, allo Dificculty of breathing, and ar laſt of ſwallowing, her 
Drink frequently running out at her Nole, was brought to Loxdos, and 


put Into the hands of Sir bra. Prujean and Dr. Lake Rugely. Mr. Arrtis wa; 
Chirurgeon to the Family. Various Remedies had been preſcribed : bu 
they proving ineffectual to remove them, I wasconſulted, and propoſed! 
Extirpation of them by actual Cautery. But that not being admitted, | 
undertook it by Eſcaroticks, and came the next day prepared, and place 
her in a clear light, her Head leaning toa Bed-polt, Mr. Arrjs litting be- 
hind, holding it ſteady. I began with the left Tonſil, holding her Tongic 
down with a Specrulum lingue, while I prefſed. into the body of rhe Tumour 
with a lohg-pointed Cauſtick-itone fixed to a Stick. After I had held it a 
while, I pull'd it out, and with a Firre-{tick dipt ix oleo vitrioli pretſed into 
the ſame place, then pulled out that too, and gave her a Glaſs of water to 
waſh her Mouth. I repeated the uſe of the ſeveral Cauſticks; ſhe wajhing 
her Mouth always after the uſe of them. By this method I penetrated 10to 
both the Tonfils, and divided the left into two. In the time of working 
with the Cauſtick, I dried up the Salts of them with armed Probes lo wel, 
that her Mouth was not fretted in any part by them : and after I had nit 
the work, I waiht the Tonſils with deco#t. hordes, and-{he afterwards garg: 
led with a pleaſant Julep made of diſtill'd Water, acer. roſ. and ſyr. 41am 
ron. Having divided the one Tonſil, and diminiſhed the other, I cauſed an 
Inſtrument to be made to convey a Ligature about the baſis of them, with 
_ totie and cut them off one after another. 1 began with the letr Tonlil, 
paſting a Ligature upon the one half, and cuvit off cloſe. There happening 
no diſturbance by bleeding, I tied the other, and cutir of: then with a V! 
trio]-{tone I rubb'd the remaining baſis,and thereby ſmoorhed and cicatrized 
tin 4or 5 days. Ithen began with the right Toofil, Mr. 4rris holding

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ter Head as formerly, I made a Ligature upon the baſis of ;t,and holding the 
end ofit with my right hand, I palled a pair of Probe-ſciflors with my other 
hand cloſe by the {aid baſis,and ſuppoſing I had encompalled the root,] clipt ;

confident I had clipt through the fleſhy body. I pull d the Ligature,but it nor 
coming, I was ſomewhat ſurprized what {hould be the caule : therefore pul- 
ling my Sciſſors a little back,and turning them more oft trom the baſes, I clipt 
2g2in, cut off the bigger part of it, and brought it out with my Ligarure: ar 
whichinſtant ſhe choaked. The Ladies ſeeing it,ſhrieked,and became trouble- 
ſome. I deſired Mr. Arr7s to fit ſtill while the Patient choaked : the gaping, 
Ipaſſed into her Throat the Inſtrument I bad made rhe Ligature by, and 
raiſing up the remaining Excreſcence, the recovered, and cried, Shall I live * 
| replied, Yes, if you fit ſtill. T paſſed another Inſtrument ftced with a Liga- 
ture, In changing the Inſtruments rhe Excreſcence {l:pt down, and\he 
choaked again ; bur I raiſed it up, and relieved her: then ried the Ligature 
upon it, and looked into her Throat ; where I law 1t rooted like a Cock's 
Comb, and that in endeavouring to cut the Toni] cloſe by the root, T had cut 
below the part I had tied. Which if I could have foreſeen, and have paſſed 
my Sciſſors cloſe a little lower, one Snip had brought 1t clear away : bur not 
ſuppoſing it rooted {o low, and working blind-told, I Was ata lols. But be- 
ing now better informed, I paſſed my crooked Probe-{ciffors down lower, 
cut it clean oF by the roots, and brought it away with my Ligature. I cica- 
ized it with the Vitriol and Alume-ſtones 1n few days, Yer ſome while 
ztter ſhe was cured, a part of her Drink came out at her Noſe : which hap- 
peacd by reaſon of the Tonfils drawing that part of her Palate down Jowe 
than naturally it ſhould : and I ſuppoſe that was the caule of her {peaking ſo. 
But ſome while after ſhe was freed of thoſe Inconveniences. 

A Gentleman aged 25 years, who had been long ſubject to Defluxions, 
+c. from overgrown Tonfils, and taken much Phylick unſucceſsfully, was 
recommended to me. Theright Tonſil being very large, I. propoſed the cut- 
1:09 1t of, The Patient's Friends conſulted rheir Phyſician and -Chirurge- 
0n : they. did not readily aſſent to it. But notwithſtanding, the Patient and 
his Friends perceiving there was no other way of Cure, they recommended 
Im again to my care. I made a Ligature upon it, with delign to have cut it 
oftat that inſtant : but obſerving their great apprehenſ:ons of a Flux of bloud, 
© I deferred it till the next morning, and then I faw it ſhrunk and much 
(eſſencd. I took hold of the Ligature with one hand, and paſſing my Probe- 
{ciſſors cloſe by the root of ir, at one Snipcut it off, and brought it away with 
the Ligature, it ſcarce bleeding one jot. I rubb'd the remaining baſis with a 
Vitriol-ftone, and cauſed him afterwards to gargle with decot?, hordet cum ſyr. 
a roſes ſiccts, and 1n 4 Or 5 days cicatrized it. The other being ſmall, I de- 
erred the medling with it till rhere ſhould appear more cauſe. But from 
that time he recovered a better health. 

A Gentleman's Daughter of about twelve years of age, frequently diſea- 
{{d with Catarrhs, and after ſome time with great Dithculty in (wallowing 
conſulted me. Looking in her Throat, and ſecing her Tonſils, eſpeciall 
the right, very big, Iadviſed the cutting off the bigger. To which they 
aſſenting, I made a Ligature upon it, and at the ſame inſtant cut it of; and 
terwards, by rubbing it with the Vitriol-ſtone, cicatrized it in few days.

A Gentlewoman of about 26 years of age,ſubjett ro Catarrhs, by reaſon of 
'lepreternhral growth of the Amyzaalz came to London, and conſulced her

made a Ligature upon the one, and cut it off, w alhins her Mouth atter with 
Oxycrate : "then paſſed a Ligature upon the other. and cut it al{o oft: : the oarg- 
led and waſht her Mouth.

They were perfect F-zgi, and required to be eradicated, | 
would have done it by Ligature and Sciflors: but it not being admitted, [ 
proceeded by Caultick, as aboveſaid ; and not meeting with that diſturbance 
from the Salrva as 1n the former work, I went on more caflly, and the ſooner 
extirpated them. Since when ſhe hath been freed of the toreſaid Ditturban 
ces, and enjoys a good health. 


There alſo happeneth an Elongation of the Tv/a through the abundance 
of {alivous Humour flowing upon it : in which caſe, if it couch upon the root 
of the Tongue or upon the Epig/o0ttzs, it cauſeth a frequent hauking, and in 
progreſs maketh a vexatious Catarrh. 

Such was the caſe of a Servant-maid to a Noble Lady in the Country, 
Various Medicaments had been preſcribed ineftectually : T being in that Fa- 
mily was deſired to fee her. Looking into her Mcuth, I faw the Uvula 
lang dangling upon the root of the Tongue. It was not {welled nor infla- 
med. TI ſuppoſing it the cauſe of her Diſtemper, rook hold of the lower part 
of it with my Forceps, and at the fame time cut it {horter with a pair of 
Sciiſors. It did not bleed a Spoonful : and afterwards it cicatrized of it 
(elf without application of any kind of Medicament, and ſhe was thereby 
irced of rhe Defluxion. Such another I cut oft in a Servant of his Mejefty be- 
longing to Hampton-Conrt, and lome others who were ſo afflicted, and there- 
by freed them of their Catarrh, when all other Remedies failed.

It is cauſed by a pituitous Matter (ſay Authors ) e Cerebro in Linguam pro- 
lapſa. But late diſcovery hath made it manifeſt to ariſe from a congeltion 
of Humour in the infertour ſalival Gland, which 1s {cated there, as I have al- 
ready intimated. | 

It is a ſoft Tumour without pain or alteration of colour in the Skin, It 
yieldeth to the impreſſion of your fingers, but riſeth upon the taking them 
oft; and containeth a Matter not unlikethe White ofan egg, or luch as 
we meet within an Atheroma. Itis allo diſcovered by a Croaking in their 
Speech. 

They are not dangerous as to life, but are difficult of Cure. 

The Cureconliſteth in the proſecuting the ſame method which hath been 
propoſed in the Cure of S7rame, The Topicks ought to be diſcuticnt ; 
amongit which all the ſorts ot Salts and Aromaticls diſſolved in convenic:ir 
Liquors are proper to hold in their Mouths: viz, Þ piperis, 21nziberts, in 

31. ſal. commun. & gemme an. 1. origant, calaminth. rad. ireos, hermodact, an. 
38. maſtich. Dj. Miſc. & fiat Pulvis, Thele may be boiled in Wine, or wixt 
with Oxymel ; or the Tumour may be rubb'd with the Powder. To the 
external Tumour you may apply ſuch Diſcutients as have been pre(cribed 
tor $!r:92e, If by thele Applications the Razsla do not diſcuſs, you mult 
open it by actual Cautery, and dreſs it as thall be ſkewed in the follows 
Obſervations. 


Gentlewoman aged 35 years came to me recommended by Sir Fr. Pr.

I propoſed the letting out the Matter by aCtual Cevtvr, © 
bur {tc not permitting at, I opened it by making an Inciſion on each {ide neal 
the Tongue, and dilcharged about two Bloud-porringers full of an albugt 
nous Matter : upon which the Tumour ſunk.

Bur fome while after it roſe againin a Tumour as for- 
merly. Upon light whereof I opened it by atual Cautery on both lides 0! 
the Rants, by which the Matter was again diſcharged, and the Func ur 
waſted. During the time I was endeavouring the Cure, {he was purge, 


and 
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and put into an Antiſtrumatical courſe of Phylick, and was at laſt curcdas 
hovefaid. Whether ſhe relapſed afterwards I know not, having neither 
{en nor heard of her from that time to this. 

An old Gentlewoman came out of the Country to me with a long Swel- 
ling on each ide under her Tongue, of a fleſhy colour, which felc under my 
fingers like the Gills ofa Fiſh. They were not painful, bur very uneahe to 
her. I ſuppoſed them to have Matter in them, and attempted to ſhrink and 
dry 1t uP, as hath beci: propoſed in the method of Cure; but without ſuc- 
cels, I thenſlitthe one open the whole length ; but there flowed out only 
a florid bloud, whici I {rope by waſhing her Mouth cam aceto : then laid 
open the Tumour on the other ſide. They cut like cartilaginous bodies. I 
{opt the bleeding ot 11s like as I had done the other, and dreſſed them both 
with an armed Probe dipt zz tit ura vitriolt dulcificati, deligning to dry them 
up that way. From the time I opened them, ſhe complained of Hairs in 
her Mouth, and frequently endeavoured with her fingers to pull them our, 
and per{waded me to do the like : but I could feel no fuch thing. She came 
ro me Caily tobe dreſſed. The Abſceſſes digeſted, but the Tumours would 
not fink : wherefore I cut oft their Lips; yet they did not lic ſo ſmooth as I 
deſigned. Upon which conlideration I would have burnt them by aCtual 
Cautery : but*the mention of that ſo terrified her, thatſhe came no more 
tome. I have inſerted this Cale for the rarity of it, and am confident the 
actual Cautery was the proper and certain way of Cure. 

A Young fellow was commended to my hands who had a painful Tuber- 


cle in his Tongue. I made Inciſion 1ntoit according ro its length, and thruſt zawiz, 


out a Stone bigger than a ſmall Olive. I dreft the Abſceſs with /r de ro/. 
fc, and rhereby cured it in few days.

1m by a Pole-axe, &c. which why it ſhould not be called a Wound I know 
not, I fav, it 1s made by any thing that cuts or tears. Other Authors define 
19 be made by an external Inſtrument, &c. How then do they call that 
fraturam cum vilnere, a Fracture with a Wound, where the Bone from 
within makes the Wound, and thruſts it ſelf quite through the Fleſh £ Sex- 
»:rtss adds to his Definition, that it be done are ſecarte & acuta : yet he rec- 
i915 thole for Wounds that are made by Bullets,although it be Cannon-ſhot. 
[do therefore think it fit tomake my Definition more comprehenſive, and to 
take 11 whatſoever makes a ſudden Solution of continuity, at leaſt immedt- 
ately and by it lelf, on what Part ſoever itlighteth. So a Cut intoa Bone 15a 
Yound : Tearing the Fleſh, Nerve, Sinew, Tendon or Cartilage,by Bullet, 
5ione, Splinter, &c. is a Wound. OanlylI add this reſtriction, that the Skin 
mt beltkewile divided : by which laſt words I exclude Frattures that come 
N0tthrough the Skin, and Contulions if the exteriour Parts be continuous, 
But by the word Sk:z I underſtand not only theexternal Cutis, but alſo the 
inward Membranes of the Guller, Ventricle, Guts, Bladder, Urethra, and 
Womb ; all whicharecapable of Wounds from ſharp Inſtruments, either 
wallowed, or thruſt into them. 

A Wound thus defined admits of many Differences, of which I know none Diffe- | 
uit can be properly called eſſential. Great or ſmall, deep or ſhallow, wide _ 
* narrow, ſtraight or crooked, round or angular, are but accidental Diffe- : 
ences. DiltinCtions taken from theWeapons, whether ſharp or blunt,Sword, 
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Rapicr, or Bullet, Cut, Prick, or Tearing, are 11 kewile but accidental, Thy 
that look moſt ike eſſential Differences are they which aretaken trom the 
Subject in which the Wound ( which 1s it felt but an Accident ) Inhercth, 
VIZ. [rom the Flicſh, Skin, Brain, Nerve, Tendon, Artery, Vein, Gri/il, 
Bone, Cc.

The Weapon thus drawn out, cleanieit from Rags or ought elle, and per- 

mit the Wound to bleed, accordingly as you in your judgment ſhall chink fit, 
ſtill having reſpect to the Conltitution and Habit of body, that what is in the 
imall Veins cut alunder may flow out, as well to hinder Inflammation, as 
the generation of much Matter. The Bleeding ſtaid, if there be Hair grow-

You are tO take up the Peritoneum on one {ide,and leaveit on the other ; and 
hen take it up on the other ſide, and leave it on this. It is ſo made, that the 
P,ri10n.eum, Which isa dry body, may be united with the Muſculous fleſh : 
arherwile only the Fleſhy parts would unite, and the Peritonenm lie open, 
upon which a Hera would certainly | ucceed, and the Patient be put totlie 
trouble of wearing a Truls the reſt of his lite. The Thread you are tO uſe 
for this purpoſe ought to be a {trong round white Thread proportionable to 
the Needle, and both accordingly as the Wound requireth You mult re- 
member to clcanle the Wound of its clotted Bloud, 1f you can : but how- 
ever go on with your work, that Bloud wall find 1ts paſſage out. 

In great Fluxes of bloud the Glover's Stitch is beit. Endeavour in your 
Sticching to bring the Artery ard Vein to 1ts wounded fellow ; ſo ſhall you 
the likelier ſecure your ſelf, and make the work more ſeemly. 

In the Incarnative, you are to conſider the Wound. If you find it but 
the length of a tinge-'s breadrh or a little more, tis not worth the ſtitching : 
jour Medicaments and Bandage will keep the Lips together, and quickly 
callt. 

Itthe Wound be of two Fingers breadth, make one Stitch in the middle ; The di 
ifthree fingers breadth, maketwo Stitches ; if four fingers breadth, three —_— 
Sticches ; and ſogo on, making a Stitch leſs than the Wound is in number 
of fingers. Sometimes in declining Parts we make our Stitches at alittle 
more diltance. 

The time of taking out the Stitches 1s, when the Parts are agglutinated ; 1ime of 
which is ſooner or later according to the Habit of body,or Seaſon of the year. taking our 
Commonly in great tranſverſe Wounds eight days are required ; in leſs RS 
Wounds not ſo deep, three or four days: in the Face,do it the next Dreſſing, 
lit the Stitches make ſo many Scars. But in this work you mult uſe your judg- cation. 
ment : for ſometimes the Wound may ſeem to be agglutinated, while the Lips 
are held rogether by Suture, which, after the Stitches are cut our, is not fo ex- 
atly cicatrized, but that you might have done better to havelefrt the Stitch- 
e5a day longer. But in this caſe the dry Stitch may help you; and thar is ano- AY 
ther way of keeping theſe Wounds together. They are made with little bits Oe 
oi ſtrong linen Cloath, triangular or quadrangular, or of ſuch figure as may

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[erve your purpoſe. Theſe are molt proper in the Face, to avoid the other 
way of Stitching : yet they are of uſe 1n other Parts, to preſerve the Lips 
Cloſe.

They ought 
tobe of ſucha conliſtence, that they may adhere firmly to the Skin. They 
mult be applied at ſuch diſtance as they may beſt perform their work.

The ncxt 
him Wine. Morning he complained he had not {ſlept that night, that he was faint and 
ſick, and that his Wound was the leaſt of his ailment. That day he continu: 
ed faint and 1ll, andthe next morning complained again of his want of relt; 
and thatafrernoon he ſwouned, and complained he could not live without 
W ine. He had good Broths, Caudles, and ſuch like; and I believe he did drin!: 
ſome Wine. ( But he was allowed by his Maſter a Bottle of a Quart every 
morning for his Draught, and was ſeldom ſober. ) His Wound was indigelt- 
ed and inflamed. I complied with his deſire; he drank again as he pleaſed; 
his Sickneſs went off, his Wound digeſted, and he was ſoon after cured. 

This I have ſeen often in ſome of the Dunkerkers at Sea, who drank extra- 
ordinarily,and were full of drink at the time of their Sea-fights. I could [carce 
ever cure any of them without allowing them Wine ; and thereby their Sp! 
rits were kept up, and T had the liberty to bleed them as 1 thought fit. V/ hen 
theſe kind of people cat as plentifully as they drink, they then upon a ſudden 
change of Diet labour under a Crapala, and are ſubjeCt to Fainting, or have 
Colick, Dyſuria, &c. and if the Wound tappen in the Abdomen, it gives 4 
ſuſpicion ( to thoſe that are not well skilled in the Symptoms of Wounds )

The molt common Simples with us1in Ezg/andare Comtry,Bugle,Ladies- 
mantle, Agrimony, Sanicle, Pauls-betony, Fluellen, Perwinkle, Mugwort, 
Plantane, Horſe-rail, Adders tongue, Avens, Cinquetoil, Wild-tanfic, Ver- 
vine, Ground-ivy, Golden-rod, Herb-trinity, Centory, St. Johns-worr, 
Snake weed, Knot-graſs, Mouſe-cat, Yarrow, Scordium, Strawberry-leaves 
and roots, Torment1}, Biſtort, Valerian, Red roles, &c.Some of theſe are made 
choice of to be boiled in Warer, or White wine,with an addition of Honey : 
of which ſort you have ſuficient examples in the Deco? um traumaticum of the 
Pharmacop. Lond, Their principal ule 1s in Wounds of the Thorax and Abao- 
mx : vet they are frequently preſcribed in all om Wounds.Sometimes alſo, 
{the Diſeaſe run out to a length, we add Gndzacnm, Sarſa, and Scorbutical 
Medicines. There are likewiſe Powders made of Crab's-eyes, Coral, Nut- 
mes, cc. and EleCtuaries of {ome of the forelaid Roots and Herbs beaten up 
with thele Powders. 

The Particular Regiment is, in preſerving the natural Heat and Tone of 
the Parts, without which we can hope for no Union. For the better under- 
ſtanding hereof, I mult put you 1n mind, that there 1s not any Part of our bo- 
ay admits of a Solution of continuity without Pain. Every Scratch in the 
Skin, and little Cur in the Finger, 1s painful : much more are the deeper 
Wounds 1n the Fleſh. This Pain ftirs up a Heat fermenting in the ſerous 
part of the Bloud, which readily makes,way tothe Wound, and, if not time- 
ly prevented, diltendeth and raiſeth the Part into a Tumour with Inflam- 
mation. It this happens in a full Body, or one of an ill Habit, where the 
Bloud 1s ſerous, and more apt to ferment, the miſchief is the greater. And 
tthe Wound be in a declining Part, as the Legs, the influx of Humours is 
more abundant ; and the Member through its weakneſs not being able to aſ- 
limilate, nor yet expel them, is the caule that Crudities do heap upon the 
lower Parts, and make an Oedamatous Tumour. 

To make this more plain,I ſhall give you one Inſtance ofthe many that hap- 
pen daily,” . A young Gentleman about 18 years of age, of a good Habit of 
body, one day ſporting in the Country with his Gun and Dogs, was prickt 
witha Thorn on the outſide of the Calf of his Leg. He took little notice of 
It till the Evening,and then dreit it with alittle Balſam. The next Morning it 
was more jainful and inflamed,andat length terminated in a Phlegmon.l was 
then ſent for,and found the Tumour large and full of Matter,and in the lower 
part about the Foot an caedematous Tumour, I opened the Swelling above,and, 
41:charging a quantity of Matter, cured the Patient as is uſual in Phlegmons, 
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If this perſon had been treated according tothe univerſal Regiment, by 
Bleeding and lenient Purgatives, ec: nay if only after this particular Repi- 
ment, in preſerving the Temperament 0 the Part, he had been drelled,as in 
this caſe he ought-to have been, by Refrigerants and Altringents,to have pre. 
vented the influx of Humours, and witha Pledgit of baſilzcon, to cauſe Na. 
Liration in the feſtred Scratch, with convenient Bandage over all; it had 
preſerved the Tone of the Part,and cured the Soar without farther trouble. 

To proceed rationally by this Intention in Wounds, your firſt Application 
ought to be of ſuch Medicaments as have an agglutinarive faculty, as bolus 
CAY1'R ſang.

ettects ot cutting open ſuch Wounds the whole length. 

Some years lince a young Gentleman was wounded in a Duel ; the Bep 
entred into his right Side (lanting by his ſhort Ribs under the Muſcles,rc 
ing within a finger's breadth of the Spine, with a redoubled Thrult. He wa 
carried toa French Chirurgeon's houle,& drefled by him. The third day 4! 

I was fctchr, and ſaw the Wound inflamed and undigeſted, likewiſe the V! 
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5c over-ſtretcht by the extraordinary bulk of the Teat. Tadviſed the dreſſing 
+ with one leſſer,and armed with aDigeſtive,alſo Embrocations,@c.as above- 
(id, But it WaS1N vain. This Pretender dreſſed the Wound with a Tent 
proportionable to the former,anointed with ſome Unguent wherein was ſang. 
174c0n. binding a Stupe over it. By this way of dreſſing the pain and inffam- 
mation increaling, I was fetcht again two days after,and then made a ſearch ; 
1nd feeling my Probe penetrating obliquely down deep amonglt the Muſcles, 
within a tinger's breadth of the Spine, ( as aboveſlaid, ) I concluded it belt to 
make an Opening there. Accordingly I uſed a mild Cauſtick, then dreſled 
upthe Wound with a leſs Tent,fpreading it with a Digeſtive ex rerebinth,&c. 
embrocating it cum ol. roſ. &c. and ſoonatter apphied ananodyne Caraplaſm, 
and ſoleft the Patient to reſt. But 1n the night, he turning 1n his bed, the 
Cataplaſm flid off, and our Monſieur diſcovered a diſcolouring in the Part, 
ind ſuppoſing it an approach of a Gangrene, I was fetcht our of my bed. 
Upon ſight of it, I found it only {tained with the Saitron and Lupins which 
were in the Cataplaſm, and applied it again, [caving the Patient better ſatis- 
fed. But the next morning I met another Chirurgeon of the forementioned 
Monſieur's acquaintance, We took off Dreſſings, and ſaw the Wound dige- 
ting. I propoſed the dividing the Eſcar below, to give vent that way to the 
Vatrer ; but they were poſitive for the cutting open the Wound thwart all the 
Muſcles, the length of between 5 or 6 inches. To which purpole Sponges 
were prelt out of Melilot Emplaſter,and the Wound fill'd with them. The 
next day this latter Operator laid theW ound open with a pair of Sciſſors fo far 
as his Sponges had dilated it,and dreſſed it up his way. The morning follow- 
ing the Wound appeared dry,and the Parts about inflamed and ſwelled very 
much, and continued exceeding painful to the third day. Then they, being 
:t a loſs, were contented to divide the Efcar ; upon which there diſcharged a 
quantity of Matter made by Apoſtemartion 1n that part : yet notwithſtandin 
they would not inlarge that Opening, but began where they ended, and cut 
open the Wound to the Aperture made by the Caulſtick, and dreſſed it up as 
formerly. Thus they having increaſed the pain,the Fluxion alſo increaſed,and 
a great quantity of Matter diſcharged from the lower part, alſoa large Sinus 
diſcovered it ſelf ſtretching over the Spine to the other Side. In order to the 
curing of this, they deſigned Injections ; which I endeavoured to diſſwade 
them from : but they perſiſting 1m the uſe of them, I proteſted againſt their 
proceeding, and left them. They laught at me : - but about the niath day af- 
ter the Patient died, and made good my prediction. -For, alas! what elſe 
could be expected from {uch a Diviſion of parts, and caſting in InjeCtions, 
but to render it more ſinuous from Side to Jide ? whereas poihbly by Dige- 
tion and good Compreſſion it might haply have healed. i 
The Fifth Intention is, in preventing of evil Accidents, and correQting Therfth 

ſuchas are already fallen upon the Part. And theſe are Hemorrhagia, Pain, Intention, 
Fever, Intemperies, Convullions, Syncope, Delirium, and Pallie. cs 

We ſhall begin with Hemorrhaza, as being incident toall Wounds more or cidenes. 
leſs, and ſometimes the cauſe of all other Accidents ; wherefore I have treated ff #*- 
purpolely of the Wounds of Veins and Arteries in a Chapter by it ſelf; ſoin- ary 4. oh 
tend here only to ſpeak of it as 1t is made by ſome Authors the ſecond Inten- ine. 
ton, The way to [top the Bleeding as it iscommon inall Wounds, is, by 
bringing the Lips of the Wound clo'e together by Suture, and by applying 
luch +. edicaments to themas have a drying and agglutinative faculty ; as 
balea's Powder of Aloes Pi.thuris P1j. and Hares-turre mixt with the White 
of ar 28, applied upon a Pledgit, allo a Plaiſter of rhe ſame Reſtrictives, 
Wit.: Comprels and Bandage. But if the Wound be ſuch that you cannot bring 
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the Lips of it together, apply the aforeſaid Powder upon Dofſ1ls on the 
bleeding Veſſels, andyour Altringents next, with Compreſs and Bandage 
over all: then place the Member in ſuch a polition as may be tor the eale of 
the Patient. 

You ought to be {peedy in the mitigating Pain, for that nothing dis{pirit- 
eth your Patient more, nor maketh more diiturbance in Wounds, the Hy. 
mours flowing abundantly to the pained Part, whence inlueth great Inflam- 
mation and Tumour. W heretore you mult haſten to ſuccour it by Anodynes; 
amongſt which Phlebotomy is propoſed by Authors 1n the firſt place, for that 
it maketh evacuation and derivation of the {crous Humour which cauſeth 
the grievance. The external Applications proper toeale Pain are; fo!. OF rad 
althee, malve, vio. hyoſcyami, thapſ. barbat. flor. roſ, cham. melilot, ſem. lini, fx. 
NUgrac.cynnnor, pſyllir, paprver, alb, 8c. which nay ſerve for Fomentations 
and Cataplalms, being boiled in the Zroth of a Sheep's head and feet, or new 
Miik. In the beginning of the Pai a Cataplaſm may be applied of far. hord. 
fabar. flor. ro. ruby. ſambact, deci in Red wine or Oxycrate, with an ad- 


dition of of. rof. &c, It the Poitis be aiready wilamed, take fol. hyoſcyami boiled 


in Milk, with White-bread c1ums, a new-14:d {98, a little Saftron and o/.rf, 
and make tkem intoa Cataplaſm. For more variety, I refer you to the 
Chapter of a Phleemon, in Tumonrs, It after this it tend to Suppuration, 
you may proceed as in a Phlegn:on,  Ttit yield tonone of theſe, you may tru- 
ly conjecture ſome Nerve is 0.iended : then proceed as 15 ſaid 1n the Wonnds 
of the Nerves. But if pain be cauſed by Matter that wants a paſlage out, 
give it one by Knife or Cauſtick. 

It ſome hot diſtemper from Choler offends the Part, which may be per- 
ceived by what hath been ſaid ofan Eryſipelas, then theſe Unguents,zurritum, 
alb. camph. refrigerans Galent, populeon, are proper ; or this following : R ſuc: 
plantag. ſolani, ſemperviv, an.Z), bol, Armen. |S. lithargyr. loti, aq. plantag. C 
tutie preparate, an.). ol. roſ. omphac, Oc nymph. an, *1\. aceti roſace! & cer tan- 
tillum; fiat Ungnueutum, Ii the Diſtemper be &dematous, then Fomentati- 
ons wherein flor. cham. aneth. meliloti, ſem. fenug. and ſuch hike have been 
boiled, may, with good Bandage, ſerve your purpoſe. 

Fever accompanies great Wounds ; eſpecially where there is Inflammati- 
on, it isalmolt inſeparable; therefore you are the leſs to trouble your lelt 
therear. But if it continues after the Pain and Inflammation is removed,and 
hath Delirium or Syncope with it, t':ere 1s great cauſe to doubt the welkarc 
of your Patient : therefore haſten Revulſion by VenaſeCtion or Velicatories, 
alſo uſe Clyſters and lenient Purgatives, to looſen the body ; and preſcride 
Juleps, Emulſions, Epithems, which, by retrigerating and contemperating 
the heat, may relieve the Patient. The other Symptoms of Gangrene, 
Convullions and Pallies, are tranſlated tothe Diſcourſe of Gan-ſhot Wounds.

Of Wounds of the Veins and «Arteries, 


H E next thing that offers it ſelf to our conſideration j 1s, the Wounds of 

particular Parts ; and firſt of the Veins and Arteries, which are ſubjeCt 
:ogreat effuſion of bloud, theretore require your ſpeedy help. You may 
d1 Hoguiſh whether the bloud be from an Artery or a Vein, by the flowing 
of 1t, and by 1ts colour. 

From the Artery the-bloud ruſhes impetuouſlly and per /altum, by reaſon Signs oi 
ofthe dilatation and conſtriction of the Heart, and 1s ofa florid colour. The + a 9 
Venal bloud flows with a more ſmooth andeven ſtream ; it 1s of a groſſer Of the 
conliitence, and of a darii{Þ colour. Vein 

Ofſtheſe latter Wounds there is no great danger ; Galez's Powder with one 


the VW hite ofanegg, and the tormerly propoled way of dreſſing, will ftay tick of 


ther bleeding, and cure the Wound in few days. But thoſe of the Arteries herd and

But 
ify0u tind the bloud hath made i Its way through all the Dretiings, and the 
Blee, ding continues, take them off: and if you di{cover the Stitches broken, 
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and the Lips of the Wound incapable of being ititched again ; conſider whe. 
ther the bleeding Artery may not be taken upand tied: it it may, do ſo, The 
way of doing it you may fee in the Chapter of Azenriſma, and in one ofthy 
following Obſervations. Then procecd in the Cure by Sarcoticks, &c. By 
if the Artery lieth ſo deep that you cannot poſſibly come to make Deligarign 
0:1 it, proceed by application of Eſcaroticks to the Veſſel, or by anay;1 
Cautery. 

If by Eſcaroticks, then you ought to cleante tlie Wound of the clotte] 
bloud, and dip your Doſlils in ſome ſuch Jike Powder ; R thr. pule, %j 
aloes, elutins ſicc, an R\. chalcanth. aft. *1]. arſenict VI. e)pſt 711), Apply theſe 
with Lint on the bleeding Artery, and over it Doflils of Lint dipt 7a alt, 
ovicumpuly., Galen, and dreis up the Wound as atorcſaid. | At your next 
drefſing, leave the Eſcarotick Iticking on the Artery, and uncarn as faſt as 
you can. For want of the abovelaid Powders, take Vitriol powdered and ti 
ed in a fine Rag, and apply it to the Artery with convenient Dreflings ove: 
it, as beloreſaid. 

But it atter theſe your Endeavours the Artery yet continue to bleed, you 
mult uſe the actual Cautery ; by whichthe Veſſel will ſhrick up at both ends, 
You may convey the Cautery down to the Artery througha Canis; and 
thatthe Cantery may not burn through it, you inay cover the outlide with a 
Plaiiter or Rag v.et with the White of an egg, &c. That done, drel;ths 
canterized part with Doflils dipt 1n Mucilage of Quince-fecds, or with the 
W hite of an egg, and embrocate the Parts about £1244 cl.rof. applying ej; 
plaſtr, diachalcit. cum ſuccts plantag. &c. overall, Aitcr you have allayec tlic 
heat of Lie Part, d:geit, 1ncarn, and cicatrize the Wound as followeth, 


Gentleman of about 35 yearsol age was wounded with a Rapier on tl)

righe {det the era arteria into the nnterual Jugular, through his 


Neck, it pailing out below the laſt Verrebra, Fhe Wound was fmall,yer bled 
with a tuil ſtream. A Servant ftopt it with is ingers, whillt I made Drcl- 
{ings ready of our common attringent Powders, with the White of an cgg ar 
a little acctum, ſpred upon a Pledgit of Lint, and an Emplaſter of the lame, 
with Comprels and 1uch Bandape as it would bear. The Wound behind 
bled when that before was dreit. I applied the laid Medicameats to that, and 
cauſed them to be held cloſe till they were dried on. 
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yurſt out again, and in my abſence ſome other Chirurgeon was called in and 
Jreſſed it. Afterwards, at another bleeding, Mr. Fawcet dreſt him, and at 
another time Mr. 4rris. The Wound being thus enlarged with the crowding 
in of Doſſils, and lying 1n a very inconvenient place for Bandage, It bled ot- 
ten,and was dreſſed by ſuch Chirurgeons as they could meet with in their ne- 
ceſſiry. By the frequent application of Eſcaroticks to ſtop the bleeding, his 
Eye was 10 much inflamed and corroded,that it was verily believed by us,that 
if he did recover of his Wound, yet that Eye would be loft. But his continu- 
al bleeding thus many days had fo exhauſted his Spirits, that there was {mall 
hopes of his ſurviving it. At the laſt burſting out ofthis Vellel, Mr, Ed, 1. 
lins deceaſed, Mr. Fawcet and my ſelf mer together at his Chamber. We 
found him lying as dead with his Hand out of the Bed upon his Breaſt. We 
endeavoured to feel his Pulſe, but it not beating, we concluded him dead, 
2nd took the Dreſſings haſtily off the Wound. Tr did not bleed, though it 
was open. We ſuppoled the bloud exhauſted. The Artery lay in the Wound 
torn by the Eſcaroticks. We took up the ends of it, and tied them, drefiing 
the Wound with /iniment. Areeiand a Plaiſter over it, not believing that the 
man would ever recover. But from that time the Blegding of the Wound cea- 
ſed, and it daily incarned by very common Remedics,and was 100n healed, to 
my admiration. He was1n leſs than a month perfectly cured both of bs 
Wound and Eye. This Patient had been ſubject to the like Bleeding for- 
merly upon very ſmall Wounds. | 

A Butcher living at MWeftminſter was wounded in the Artery between the ,, or. 
Thumb and Fore-tinger. After he had been dreit 3 or 4 days by ſome of his vt. of an 
neighbouring Chirurgeons, the Wound continuing to bleed, he came tome nfl? . 
late one night with Doſſils crowded init. I threw them out, and witha 
Needle and Thread ſtitcht up theArtery,and theWound with it;then ſprink- 
ling ſome of my agglutinative Powders upon the Suture, I dreſſed it up with a 
reltrictive Plaiſter and Bandage,as in the former Wounds 15 laid:and in three 
or four times drefſing he was cured. But atterwards there appearing ſome 
Pulſation extraordinary under the Czcatrix, which proceeded from the too 
lax Incarnation of the Wound, I dreſſed him with a Pledpit dipt in a dulcih- 
 Tincture of Vitriol, with good Compreſs and Bandage. Arthe next 
drefſing it was dried and ſhrivell'd, fo that there was no more Pullation to 
be obſerved. 

One in the New Exchange had an Aneuriſma in the Palm of his hand rea- 4. Ouſer- 
cung tothe third and fourth Fingers, which at laſt broke out, and bled at Ns 
umes the ſpace of $ or 10 days. I dreſſed him with the TinQture of Vitriol brotten 
above{aid once in 4 or 5 days, ſtopt the Bleeding, and cicatrized it firinly, fo 9 
tharthere appeared not the leaſt Pulſation under ir. | 

A ledentary young Gentleman, of an ill Habit of body, was wounded by a 5; 
Penknife in the inſide of the Calf of his leg intothe Sural Artery, A Chirur- wound «« 
geon dreſſed up the Wound with Dofhls dipt in eſcarotical Powders, chal 52> 
canthum uſtum8&e.with Plaiſter and Bandage, by which he ſtopt the Bleeding, ©” 
The next day [ was conſulted, and being informed of the Wound, aid the 
manner of dreſſing, I deferred the Opening it, and adviſed him to keep his 
Ped. He did fo, but complained then of a throbbing pain in his Wound, aad 
was very apprehenſlive of its bleeding, looking himſelf ofren upon the Ban- 
dage, and alarmed me by frequent meſſages. The third morning I met his 
Chirurgeon there, and looking upon his Leg, found the Bandage all bloudy. 
Wetook off the Dreſſings, and ſaw the bloud freſh in the Rowlers ; but in 
taking off the Plaiſter, the Doſlils came out only foul'd with a bloudy 
Sanjes, aSiS uſual in like Wounds after the filling them with ſuch Powders. 
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_ tied it, then cut offthe ends of it,and looſened the Bandage above : and ſecing 
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The Wound and Parts about were inflamed and ſwelled ; yet I had much ad 
todiſſwace the young Chiru:geon from drefling it again with Eſcaroticks, 
though he ſaw the Accidents ariſing thereby. But at laſt I prevailed,and dre(. 
ſed the Wound with a Doſſil ſpred with the common Digeſtive ex terebinh, 
cum vitell, ovi ſprinkled with pulv. Galen, embrocating the Parts about with 
ol. roſ. cum aceto, and applying emplaſt. e bolo over all with good Bandage, By 
this way ofdrefſing he was eaſed, and the Wound at liberty to diſcharge the 
Sloughs and Saxies which were made, and choaked in by the former dretſing. 
If it did not thus digeſt, yet I concluded that at the next dreſſing it would be 
in our power to lay open the Wound, and divide the Artery, without hur- 
ting the Nervous or Tendonous bodies near it. But the next day I found the 
Patient unſatisfied how his Wound could cure ſo dreſt, without a Tent, and 


- often murmuring that it would rankle ; yet he continued pretty eaſlie,and did 


not bleed during thoſe three days. The fourth day at the opening we found 
no Bloud but what was mixed with Matter, the Wound alſolookt well; yet 
I complied with the Patient, and put in a ſhort Tent ſpred with the Dige- 
ſtive as before, The third day after we opened it,and ſaw upon the Dreſſing 
{ome freſh Bloud followed by a thick white Matter, as from a Phleomoy. 
[t proceeded froman Apoſtemation made by the Eſcaroticks. The Wound 
thus digeſting, I Jett off the uſe of the Tent, and dreſſed it with a Doſſil, 
and by good Embrocations, Comprelsand Bandage endeavoured the prel- 
{ing out of the Matter : which accordingly leſſened each drefling,but was not 
well digeſted, nor free from ſome ſmall tincture of Bloud. But this proceeded 
from his ill Habit of body, he being highly Scorburical, and ſubject to Fain- 
ting, loſs of Appetite, and pituitous Swellings on his Feet. Upon which 
account DotQtor W. was conſulted, and ſomewhat relieved him. After his 
Wound was cured, I cauſed a ſtreight pair of Stockings to be laced on both 
Legs, to reſtrain the Swelling, and prevailed with him to riſe daily : and after 
he was able towalk, he retired into the Country, but hath not yet got ot 
the Diſeaſe he heightned by keeping within doors with this little Wound, 
Doubtleſs this Cure had been ſpeedier, if immediately at the firſt dreſſing 
his Leg had been bound up with Agglutinarives, and the whole committed 
to Nature. | 

A poor fellow living inthe Country was accidentally in letting bloud prickt 
in an Artery. The Arm ſwelling and growing paintul, he pur himſelt 1nto 
another Barber-Chirurgeon's hands, whoby unkit Applications rareticd the 
Tumour,and made way to the Extravaſation of the bloud ; which increating 
theTumour,and rendring it ſoft, was ſuppoſed by the Barber to be a Suppura- 
tion of Matter, He accordingly opened it by Knife or Lancet:at which an im- 
petuous Flux of bloud burſt forth, to the quantity of 4 flaggons, ( as they told 
me. ) They made a ſhift to ſtopit : but the Bandage being made too hard and 
unequal,the Arm ſwelled,and inclined to gangrene. While this poor man lay 
thus afflicted, we his Majeſties & Royal Hig hneſſe's Chirurgeons,attending the 
Court, viſited him,and prepared for the taking up this Artery,or,in caſe of tail 
ing,to cut off his Arm. The Patient being taken out of his Bed,and placed in a 
Chair towards the light, we took oft the Dreſſings, and I viewed the Arm : 
where finding no Gangrene, according to the report of the Chirurgeon, but 
ratheran Ecchymoſts, we made a Bandage above the Wound, to prohibit the 
Influx of bloud. One of the Chirurgeons making a gripe thereon, we made 
an Inciſion into the Tumour on the inſide of his Arm,according to the length 
of it, over the Artery ; and after we had pulled out the coagulated bloud,and 
laid the Veſſel bare, we paſſed a Needle with a Ligature under the Artery,

bleed no more, wedreſſed it up with Pledgits dipc in the common Dige- 
live ex terebinth, cum vitell. cvi, applying them with pulv.Laleni next the Ar. 
ery, and lightly filled up the Wound with Piedgits of che Digeſtive dipr in 
el roſ. warm ; then embrocated the Arm with {ome of the ſame Oil,'and laid 
: diachalcit. Plaiſter over the Wound and Parts about, alſo applied empl. Pa- 
racelſi and diachalcit. over the Hand and Arm,which were co:demarous. Then 
with Bandage we began at the Hand, and rowled up to the Wound, taking a 
urn Or two over it, and ſo rowled up to the Axia, He being returned again 
0 his Bed, we placed his Hand upon his Breaſt,and felt his Pulſe beat (trong- 
Ivin that Wriſt. At the next dreſſing we found the Tumour diſperſed, the 
Wound freſh, and tolerably digeſted. We then palled another Ligature up- 
onthe Artery above the firſt, and 1n pulling the firſt ro divide the Artery be- 
tween the Ligatures, the Artery broke; which was as well. We dreſt it up 
15 before we had done, only leaving out the Powders. At the next Opening, 
fnding the Wound in a very good condition, the Lips of it being digeſted 
1nd contraQted, we dreſſed it up with nnaif. Paracelſi, &c. Then ſeeing it in 
a hopeful way of Cure, I returned to Loxaoy, leaving the Patient to my Fel- 
lows, who dreſt it ſucceſsfully the ſpace of 10 days without any appearance of 
loud. In ſome of their abſence the Barber-Chirurgeon dretſed the Patienr. 
Whether it was in wiping off the Knot, or crowding in Doſſils, but it bur{t 
out again: yet the Artery being divided, 1t ſoon ſtopt by the application of 
Colcothar, and from that time 1t bled no more. The ancient way of Deligati- 
0n is, as I have already ſaid, by tying it in two diſtinct places, and cutting 
the Artery off between : but the Patient's often fainting interrupted us in 
that work.

extravalated,whencea ſmall Phlegmonariſeth : or it may happen in ſome thar 
are well let bloud, that yet through the 1ndiſpoſition or ill Habit of body, the 
Part prickt fe(ters, (as chey uſually ſay,) and groweth ſoar a day or two after, 
and,it neglected,may raiſe a Tumour, which lying upon the Nerve orTendon, 
may at that time contract the Arm. If a Boil ina Fleſhy part be painful, 
rhen much more theſe in the Joynts amongſt the Nerves and Tendons. Such 
Accidents have and will happen to all that let bloud, whether Phyſicians or 
Chirurgeons: which is the reaſon that ſome of our old experienced Chirur: 
geons did, after letting bloud, always apply a Pledgit of baſi/;coz upon the 
Aperture, with emplaſtr. diachalcith, over it, which by its digeſtive quality e- 
cured it from corrupting. But we by a contrary way, as by a little Com- 
preſs dipr in Water, endeavour to reſtrain the flowing of the hot Serumto 
the Aperture; and we ſhould be laught at if we continued that old method 
of Drieffing. At the time we let people bloud, they are commonly labouring 
under ſome great Fermentation, or apprehend it io: no wonder then it it 
ſometimes fall upon the Part, where 1t was invited by Bandage. 1 have been 
jvut.vr intothe Country to a perſon, that, aftera letting bloud, was leized 
with #n Eryſipelzs or bilious Inflammation the whole length of the Arm. The 
Aperture inthe Vein might pollibly be the cauſe ; but that place was not al- 
flicted at all. Dr. Ringal complained once of a Chirurgeon, who was lo un- 
conlcionable, as he ſaid, to ask five pounds for curing an Arm he had made 
ioar by lus letting bloud. But TI hope no perſon 1s fo ignorant or malicious, 
to impute ſuch Accidents to a Puncture of the Nerve or Tendon. 

For when they are really prickt, their Symptoms ( as you may read 1n all 
thoſe that have writ of them ) are ſudden, with vehement Pain, Faintings, 
Convulſions, and attended with great Defluxions, They do not terminate 
prelently 1n Suppuration, but gleet, and will not yield to a ſimple anodyne 
Cataplaim of White-bread and Milk. 

All Wounds of the Nerves and Tendons are dangerous, but more or lels 
according as they are of uſe. Thoſe of the Nerves are attended with the lc- 
verelt Symptoms, and ſeize the Patient more ſuddenly. But whether it be 
Nerve or Tendon, the tranſverſe Wound is moſt dangerous, and difficult ot 
Cure. nin 

In order to their Cure, there areother conſiderations required ; andin the 
lirſt place, whether the Nerve or Tendon lie open in view,or under coverture 
of the Skin. Itthey lie covered under the Skin or Membrana adipoſa, then 
you ought to open the Skin,that theMedicaments may penetrate to the woun- 
ded Nerve or Tendon. Your Medicaments proper in theſe Grievances ought 
ro be ſuch as are of hot,dry and ſubril parts, to conſume that Ichorous water 


which firſt affeQts them, and cauſeth the Putrefation. In the beginning

Lady was wounded down the whole length of the Forehead to the 
: Nole, "IG traniverſe the left Eye-brow to the Temporal Muſcle ; 
her Eye and Face werealſlo much bruiſed. Ir happened to her travelling in 
a Hackney-Coach, upon the jetting whereof ſhe was thrown out of the 
hinder Seat againſt a Bar of Iron in the forepart of the Coach, Ar the firſt 
tohr ofthe Wound in her Forehead, ſeeing the Bone bare and her ſelf fo di- 
{turbed, I doubted whether I ſhould ſtitch it, or keep it open with Doffils : 
but ſceing no Fiſſure or inequality in the Bone, and conſidering the Defor- 
mity in that place would be grear, I brought the Lips of the Wound cloſe 
together with one Stitch, and dreſſed it with Sarcoticks, reſolving, if any 
Symptom prognoſticated ill, to cut the Stitch, and lay it open again ; bur 
i there were none, then at the next dreſſing to bring the Lips of the 
Wound nearer by dry Stitches. On the Eye brow I made four Stitches, 
at [uch diſtance as they might be able to retain the Lips together, taking 
ina triangular piece of Skin that was divided by a Wound above it, which 
rendred it not unlike a double Hair-lip. Then I dreſſed up the Wounds 
with Arcers's Liniment and emp. e bolo, with a Comprels dipt in Oxycrate, 
and made my Bandage over all. Having thus dreſt her Wounds, I cauſed 
lome ag. roſ. rub. cum alb, ovi to be beaten together, and dropt in her Eye ; 
then applied ſoft folds of Linen wet in the ſame Mixture over that diſeaſed 
Eye, andan empl. 2 bo/o over her Cheek, torbearing the Bleeding her that 
night, in conſideration that ſhe had bled the ſpace'ot five miles in her return-

Therefore it your Stitches 
lacken before the internal Wound be agglutinated, you ought to make new

After 6 weeks dreſling by the neighbour- var. of a 
ng Clirurgeons, the Wound being much diſturbed by a Flux of Humours, en iag 
I was confuiced, and found it {nuous ( ſome rwo 1nches ) upward, and ac- i 
companied with Inflammation and Tumour. The Smail of rhe Leg and Foor 
were c:demartous, and the whole Member ſo weakned by the Influx, that 
It was neither able to afſimilate its Aliment, nor yet to reliilt rhe Crudirics 
that tel] upon it, and {0 was like to be of difficult Cure. In order to which I 
aid open part of the $7zz5 by Incilion,and deterged the Wound with wnndif. 
Paracel{.mixe with Mcre.precipitat, embrocating the Parts about with o/. ro. 
cm acetoand applying cerat.Galent over the inflamed Tumour.I fomented the 
o&dematous Tumour with a Decoction of abſtuth. ſcord. flor. ſambuci,cham. rof.

or whether it penetrate into the Cavittes of the 7 horax ; or what the Parts a1 
that be hurt. How the Brealt 15 circumſcribed, with rhe Symproms ol cach 
Part when hurt, you may tind 11 the following Diſcourſe of Grz ſhot. 

The S72zs of Wounds penetrating are dilcovered by the Proportion G] 
the Searching-candle or Probe, which enters into the Cavity. You may all. 
perceive when it penetrates the Cavittes of the 7horax, by laying a Do 1. 
teather upon the Wound,or by holding a lighted Candle near it, the Patient 
holding his breath the whillt. Tn this caſe the Wind ( or Air ) will move 
che Feather or Flame ; 1f itdo not blow away the one, and exting 1th tt: 
other. The Airallo makes a noile in us patſing forth. Sometimes !! 
diicovered by the quantity of bloud diſcharged by the Wound or No: 
both, with Difticulty of breathing. 

Wounds in the hinder part of the 7 horax are reckoned dangerous, by 1c! 
ſon of the Nerves and Tendons ; and if they penctrate that way,there is 410 
ther danger trom the great Veſlels of bloud, which arc nearer to the Weapol 
in this caſe than inthoſe Wounds which are made torward: vet all Wolns 
1n the Breaſt are dangerous, by.reaſon of the continual motion of the L109, 
and of the bloud that talls down on the Dzaphraoma, and corrupts it. 1 ihe 


Lungs be wounded deepamong(lt the preat Vellels, thoygh they e{cape the 
firſt nine days, yet they commonly terminate in a Phthifis, or Fſtalzs. 

A Wound in the external part of the Breaſt is cured as a Simple Wound, 
It it penetrate, you are to cndeavour {1:it the reſtraining the bloud ; then that 
the extravaſatcd bloud he diſcharged : and that either by the Mouth, by 
Expectoration ; orþy the Wound ; or by Urine.

In my praQtice, in theſe Wounds of the Breaſt, I conlider the Wound, The au. 
how it 15 capable of diſcharging the extravaſated Bloud and Matter. If it be thor's 
nfl:Qcd ſo, that the Bloud or Matter may be thereby diſcharged, then it is vt. 
to be kept open, the welfare of the Patient depending mainly upon the well 
(reling and governing it: but if it do not lie well for Evacuation of 
thatextravaſated Bloud, then 1t may do hurt, and lo ought to be healed 
Ul), 


Perſon of about 23 years of age, ofa good Habit of body, being wound- ; Obfer. 
ed into the Beaſt,there followed immediately a great effuſion of Bloud, var. ofa 
almoſt to the exhauſting of his Spirits. Mr. R. Chirurgeon and my ſelf were Fre: 
preſently ſent for. We tound him lodged in an Inn near Fox-hall,and viewed wornd of 
his Wound. It was four fingers above the Carti/ago enſeformis, a little to the tbe Brealt, 
Itithde : he had a {mall Pulſe,and fainted often. Dr. M/edderborz and Dr. Will. 
Dentoz came in while we were providing Dreſlings. The Wound was large 
and penetrating. We made a ſoft Tent, with a Thread faſtned to it ; which How co 
in theſe Wounds you mult be ſure to do, left you looſe it in the Body. This Tens in 
Tent wedipt ina Mixture of Powder compoſed of bo. Armen. ſans. dracon, penerra- 
thus, maſtich, &c. cums albumine ovi, and applied over it a Pledgit ſpred with ©9s , 
thelame,alſo «xpl.e bo/o, with convenient Bandage. The Phyſicians preſcribed the Breatt, 
mernally ſuch things as reſtrained the Bleeding,& were proper to reſolve the 
concreted bloud, and withal torehieve his fainting Spirits. Thar night he 
reſtedill, The next day when we met, ſeeing him labour under great Diff- 
culty of breathing, with pain above the Diaphragma, his Pulſe quick, little 
Urine, and that high colourcd, we agreed he ſhould. be let bloud preſently ; 
which was done accordingly in thelett Arm.Thebloud flowing witha quick 
itream, we took away about 6 or 7 'ounces, a meer Serum : but the Patient 
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was relieved by it. We then took off our Dreſlings,to look upon the Woung 
whereupon we found ſome Bloud and Santes diſcharged. We dreſt him with 
terebinth. lot. in ſucco lamil, adding ſome of the former Powders cum Uttell CUI 
upon a Tent as before, with a Plaiſter and Bandage over it. Thus we con. 
tinucd to dreſs him until we ſaw the Bleeding ceale. After which there Was 
nothing for us todo, bur to further the diſcharge of Matter from within, þ, 
keeping the Wound open until it leſſened, and theill Symptoms went of: 
the calting in of liquid Medicaments, which are not calily to be gOtten our 
a9a10, being very deitructive. Therefore we diligently.attended in afſiiin 
Nature, by keeping a, way open for the epcuation of wv hat was extravaſated 
1nd corrupted within the Cavity, committing the Cure to her ; who indeed 
acled her part {o well, thatin few days the Wound agglutinated within : 
and we thereupon leaving oftthe uſe of the Tent, cured the external Wound 
in tew weeks by the common Sarcoticks, leaving him in perfect health, 
which he yet enjoyetn. 

Another perion was wounded into the Breaſt below the fourth Rib on the 
right ſide. He colughe'! up muciy bloud at times. Sir Fra, Pr. was his Phyſici: 
an, who preſcribed him Ptiſans, peQoral Decottions, &c. by whichand fre- 
quent Phlebotomy the Symptoms went oi, After the Wound digelte?, the 
Patient rambled abroad. and was cured by ſuch Drellings as I left tor himacr 
his Chamber, I ſeeing i111 no more untiMfg was wounded again. 

Ariother was wounded 1n the right Breaſt, coughing up much bloud, with 
great pain and Difficulty of breathing, I took away ten ounces of bloud 
preicntly, and ordered him ( 1t being then night )) ſome /prup. de meconts & 
jujub, ina Diaught of ag. papaver, with a few drops ſir. ſulpharis. He llept 
well that night, and againit the morning he had adccoe7. pectoral.com. ( the 
hotter Herbs left out,) [wv eetened with /yr. de rof. ficc. & jujub, of which he 
drank in the mornivg, a:d at other times as he liſted. By his diforder he tre- 
quently relapled, aud coughed up bloud at times: T let him bload as often, 
and kept his Wound ope: and digeſted. But he relapling again, I began to 
be {ick of him, and deait v.iti him to fend for a Phylician. Sir-Fd.Graves was 
conlulted, who ſaw his Wound almoſt cured. We repeated Venxlection ; 
and from that time he recovered, and continued well. 

A Footman was wounded into the left Side : he cought bloud,and diſchar- 
oed much by the Wound. A Servant of mine dreſſed him with a Tent, by 
which the Bleeding was [topt from flowing thereout : and by letting him 
bloud inthe Arm, the Covghing of þloud was checked. The other Sym- 
ptoms were afterward removed by Dr. Walter Needhan's Preſcriptions. 
Some few days after, a Tumour ariling about the Wound, I gave him a vilit, 
and felt the {welled Parts crackle under my fingers. Concluding it Wind 
got out from the Cavity within the Thorax, I made an Incilion into tlc 
Swelling about an inch long, by which the Wind was diſcharged. Wed! 
geſted the Wound cum tercbinth, &c. and kept it open two or three Drel- 
ſings, till the Penetration into the Breaſt was incarned; then letſened the 
Doſhl, and healed ir as in the former Obſervations hath been ſhewed. 

A Gentleman of about 23 years of age, of a full Body, was wounded in the 
Breaſt and right Arm. He was carried into the next houſe, and dretſed by a 
French Chirurgeon. The next morning I found him much atflited with a 
Colick and Dy/uria. Theſe Symptoms happening thus upon his Wounds, 
gave ſome occa(ion to think they proceeded frem the Wound inflicted on the 
Breaſt;but were indeed the effects of his ill Habit of body & manner of living; 
for he had been a Good fellow, and at that time over-warmed with Drink, 
and had layn upon a Pallet that night in a cold Chamber, which oper 
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{remed cauſe ſufficient for his complaint : however Bleeding was repeated. 
Fomentations were alſo applied to the Abdomen, Clyliters adminiftred,and all 
things done which were proper 10 f uch caſes ; Purging excepted,in conlidera- 
tion of his Wounds : the one whereof was ſaid to be on the Region of rhe 
Heart, and the other inthe Artery of the Arm. The third day after we prepa- 
red to dreſs his Wounds, and found the one, lying upon the Sternor, pene- 
trating under the Skin to the Cartilago enſiformis, whereout we pull'd a Tent, 
near twoinches long, and proportionably big. Theother was a Puncture on 
the outſide of the Arm, with a Tent crowded into it. I d:elfſed this latter 
Wound with a Pledgit ſpred with a Digettive ex tereb1/ath, & empl. e bolo, and 
intwo or three dreſſings cured it. To the other I applied ſome of the ſame 
Digeſtive upon a {mall Tent ; and having embrocated the adjacent Parts 
with 07. r9ſ. I uſed empl. e bolo with Comprels and Bandage, and deſigned 
that way to cure it. But the $77us being depending, and the Wound difturb- 
ed by the unrealonable great Tent, hindered the Agglutination : wherefore 
after a drefJing or tWO I {nipt it open with a Pair of Probe: (ciſſors, and cured 
itby incarning, ©. The Wounds appearing {0 inconliderable, the Patient 
was purged, and the Dy/uria remitted - buta tew hours after he was ſeized 
witha pain in his left Hip, for which he was again let blond, Plailters were 
applied, and Purging repeated. But afterall, a Diarrhea happened, which 
freed him of the Sciatick pain. Being thus relieved, he obſerved no longer 
the ſtrict Rules preſcribed him, but took the liberty ro eat and drink as he li1t- 
ed, and attributed his Recovery to that. 

A perſon run through the Body the breadth of three tingers under the right £ 04. 
Clavicle,and out below the Scapula, was firit dreft by a Chirurgeon near the vat. of a 
place where he was wounded. I came ſome hours after,and found him in bed 50, 
flint and weak, but without Pain or Dificulty of breathing. The next day I the Body, 
met Dr.Bacon Phyſician, and Mr.Shocgue Chirurgeon to his Highneſs Prince 
Rupert. The Patient had reſted very ill the preceding night, his Wound in 
his Back had bled very much, even quite through the Bed ; he had alſo foul- 
ed many Napkins in coughing up Bloud. We took the dreſſings off the 
Wound in his Breaſt, from whence there had been ſome bloud dilcharged, 
and more came out ſoon after. I dre(t up the Wound with a [horc Tent 
dipt in a little rerebinth, cum farin. volatili, and a few of our agglutinative 
Powders mixed with the Yolk of an egg, and applied emp!. dzachalcith, over” 
it. Theother Wound under the Scapulz was painful, bur ſo ſmall, that ir 
was not reaſonable in our judgments to keep it open. We therctore laid 2 
Pledgit of the ſame Mixture with a Plaiſter upon that, and from that time 
dreſt it no more; but dreſſed the Wound in his Brealt daily, and repeated 
Venzlection as occalion offered. The third day he cought uv bloud, and ſome 
little iffued from his Wound that day and the next. Four or five days after I 
waited upon him to his Lodgings in Loxaoz : by the way he cought ſome 
bloud, and ſo more or leſs day and night ; but by the care of his Phylicians it 
lelſened daily, and his Wound being better digeſted, I kept the Orifice open 
by a ſhort hollow Tent made ofa Sparadrope, which was compoſed of reſi. 
pin. gum. ammoniac, bdellium, galban.terebinth, & cera, with putv. ireos, dipping 
It1n a little el. rof. This way of dreſſing I continued until the coughing of 
bloud diminiſhed, from 12 Napkins in a day and night to 10,86, 7,4,2,1; 
yeatO 1 ina week. After I ſaw no bloud one way or other, nor any Symp- 
tom of ill, 1 defired his Phyſicians and others might be conſulted together 
and leverally ; and having all rheir politive judgments for throwing out the 
Tent, and healing upthe Wound, I did fo, and in a week more cured him. 
Five or fix days alter he ſent me his thanks by his Servant: after which 
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1 made him a viſit, and there met Dr. Willis, who inquiring of me whether 
his Wounds were cured, I deſired the Patient that he would ſhew the Do. 

tor whether they were or not. He preſently ſtript himſelfof his Shirt, and 
{ewed the Doctor, who both ſaw and felt the Czcarrzces, and replied, They 
arc well, 

A Young man wounded in the Breaſt, labouring under very great Pain 
and Difficulty of breathing, with a Cough, ſent for me ate one night and 
ſhewed me ſome little bloud he had then cought up. He had been wounded 
the night beforc by a man itanding at a Door {ome ſteps higher than him- 
{.If, as it were over him, thruſting his Rapier into his Breaſt, within two fin- 
vers breadth of the right Clavicle, downward into the Lungs. The Patient 
ran into that Houſe bleeding much, and was ſeized with ſuch Difficulty of 
breathing, that he was forced to ſtretch his Arms at length over his Head, 
without which doing he could not breath. He had been ler bloud twice, and 
preſcribed Ptiſans, &«. but for all this he was very little relieved. I prelcntly 
let him bloud about ten ounces, and ordered the Apothecary to give hima 
draught of aq. papaver. cum ſyr. de mecontio@ ae roſ. ſiccis, with a little aq.Saxo. 
nie frizid.and againſt the next morning appointed them to fend tor a Phyti. 
cian tomeet me. They did ſo, WhenlT came 1n the morning, I tound the 
Patient marvellouſly relieved, and reſolved to remove ( he being then in 
Scotland-yard) to his Lodging in Wild-ſtreet. In the preſence of his Phyſician 
Dr. St. I. took oft the Drefſings, found his Wound ſmall, and healed up with 
in, but not cicatrized : which it it had, yet the Wound within was lo much 
below this without, that it was not capable of diſcharging the Matter, and 10 
not worth my attendance, their Cure indeed conli(ting in internal Prelcript! 
ons. However he continued me with his Phylician, and we bled him again, 
taking away about Zvi1j. of bloud, and proceeded in the method of Cure ulu- 
alin ſuch caſes. That afternoon the Patient, unknown to me, purſued his 
Intenrion of removing to his old Lodging in Wild freer, where going up 
three pair of Stairs tos Chamber, he relaplt into the former Ditticulty of 
breathing, with pain, and cought much bloud. The morning after we met 
there together again. The Patient ſeemed to us quite ſpent, labouring under 
great oppreiltion ; and by his pains about the Diaphragma and Back there was 
{ulpicion of extravaſated Blond, We bled him ſome g or 5 ounces more, and 
repeated Embrocations, Lohochs, peQoral DecoQions, &c. and got of 
this difiiculty in 5 or 6 days : thenlT left him. Bur after that by diforder he 
relapſed again, yet was freed again the fame way by his Phyſician, and re- 
covered ro be hang d at laſt. ; 

Otallthele wounded Parients, and many more I have helpt to cure, I ne- 
ver ſaw any that I could ſay palled their Diſeaſe by Urine, nor many 0t 
them that vented their Urine well during the time of their lying under thele 
Wounds ; nor havelI often ſeen them who recover expeCtorate any luc 
quantity of Matter, as might be thought to proceed from the great quanti 
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7 E ſhall now ſay ſomewhat of the Wounds of the Bel: the Deſcrip- 

tion whereof you will find ſet down 1n the Diſcourſe of Gux-ſhor- 

r:244s, with the Symptoms that attend the Wounds of each particular Part 
that ſhall happen to be hurt 1n 1t. 

Wounds of the Belly either penetrate, or not. The Wounds not penetra- DifTe- 
ting are ſuch as reach no farther inward than to the Peritoneum. It the Peri- DES 
tcreum beaiſo cut through, it is reckoned a penetrating Wound : in which 
cale, it the Wound be large, the Omentwn or Inteſtines flip out. Theſe pe- 
netrating Wounds are alſo frequently accompanied with Hurt of [ome of the 
contained Parts, vis. the Inteltines, Stomach, Liver, Spleen, &c. 

[f the Penetration be large, it 1s diſcovered by the thruſting our of the Kell Signs. 
or Gut, If che Wound be lmall, you mult ſearch it with your Probe. What 
Internal /iſcera are wounded, may be gueſſed by the external Part hurt, 
but more certainly by their peculiar Symproms. 

Wounds not penetrating are without danger. Thoſe in the middle of the Progils 
Belly are worlt, by reaſon of the Nervous body that lieth there, and conſe- Rick. 
quently more painful ro be ſtitched, and difficulter of Cure, by reaſon of 
the Inte{tines and Kell prefling moſt upon that Part. If any of the internal 
Viſcera be hurt, the danger 1s great, all ſuch caſes being accounted mor- 
tal. 

Wounds not penetrating arecured as other Wounds of the Fleſh : But thoſe cure 

which do penetrate require other manner of handling. If the Inteltines or 
094atum do thrult out, you mult ſpeedily reduce them, le(t the former inflate, 
or the latter over-cool and corrupt.But if the Gur be fo putt our that you can- 
Not return it in, you ought to foment it with warm Warer, Red wine, or 
lome dileutient Decottion ex ſummit. origan. puleg. fol. beton. ſalvie.flor.cham. 
ſom. anethi, funic. ante. aniſ. &c, Tf by ſuch means you cannot reduce it, you 
mult inlarge the Wound by Iccilion, and reſtore it to its place. 

It the Oat be {lipt out and tainted by the Air, make a Ligature above 
the ſolid part, and cut it off; then ſtitch upthe Wound, leaving the ends of 
the Ligature hanging out of it to caſt off, Bur if it-be treth and warm, re- 
duce it with your fingers. Authors have propoſed ſeveral ways of Stitching 
theſe Wounds, which I ſhall not trouble you with ; bur adviſe you to make 
your Stitches {0 deep, that the Peritozenm may be united with the Fleſh : for 
tyou tail therein, a Hernia muſt neceſſarily ſucceed. 

[tthe penetrating Wound be ſo {mall that neither Omentum nor Inteſtine 
(lip our, (as it frequently happens when they are inflicted by Tuck or Rapi-- 
er, ) you may then conſider what Symptoms there are of the internal Viſcera 
hurt: and it there be neither Inflation of the Belly, Colick, Vomuring, or 
ought extraordinary by Urine or Stool, you may conclude all well ; and be- 
ng ſo, your belt way will be to heal up the Wound by Agglutination : tor by 
drefling it with Tents, you may as; 4 ro ; and by expoſing it to c 
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the external Air, PutrefaQion, Colick, &c. may enſue. Therefore I thin!; 
it neceſſary that thele Wounds be healed with all expedition,and that the Þz 
tient do keep his Bed the while : for in fitting up, the weight of the Bowes 
will ſtretch the Periroaeum, and make way through it. And though the 
external Wound in the Skin do nor yield them patlage, yet they will .o neſi 
themſelves between it and the Per/tozenm, as to make a Hermia, To pre. 
vent which, you ought to haſten the Cure, and not oaly to xcep the Patient 
in Bed, but to make good Compreſhon upon the Wounds, that the Parts 
may unite while they are recent. 

It in ſuch a penetrating Wound the Small guts be wounded, the vehemenr 
Pain, continual Vomiting of Choler, and dejection of Chyle by the Wound, 
will diſcover it : but in that caſe, the keeping of it open to ſeek the Inteſting 
will be a hard task ; and when you have found it, what will it ſignitie, but £9 
increaſe the Accidents? Therefore it will be better to follow the method of tlc 
Ancients,to embrocateall the Region of the Belly with o/.maſtich.& lumbric.rg 
dreſs the Wound with Sarcoticks, and to keep it cloſe and warm with Con: 
preſs and Bandage. But if the great Inteſtines be wounded, and the Excre 
ments diſcharge that way, it may be reaſonable to lay open the Wound, an 
ſtitch the Gut with the Glovers Stitch, ſprinkling it with ſome of the atore 
{aid Agglutinatives ; and rgducing it back, ſtitch up the external Wound 01 
the Belly, as hath becn ſaid. In all theſe Wounds Venzſettion 1s neceilary, 
and may be repeated as occaſion ſhall offer. Regulation in Diet ought tobe 
with great moderation, Clylters may be adminiſtred aſtcr the ſecond day ut 
Chicken or Veal broth wherein Barly hath been boiled : to which may bc 
added Yolksof eggs, mel. comm. or Sugar of red Roſes, &c. Allo Internals 
may be preſcribed, viz. Vulnerary decoctions of fol. plantag, equiſeti,pimpine!' 
piloſell. rad. conſolid. ro which may be added conf. rof. rub. conf. cydonior, By 
{rs's may be allo proper of ſpeczes diatragacanth, with Palſamicks. Wonnds 
of the Liver, Spleen, and other Fz/cera, require to be treated much aftcr tlic 
ſame manner by Internals. They ought more eſpecially to be |:cpr open, 
cither for the dreſſing them, or for the diſcharge of Matter. Allo Cata 
plaſms may be applied ex far.hord, fabar, flor, ro. rub. cot. cum hydromel. For 
tarther ſatisfaction therein, I refer you to Wonras made by Gnn-ſbt. 


Man was brought to Lambeth wounded tranſverſe the Belly a little be 

low the Navel on the left lide ; the Omentur and Inteſtines were thru:! 
out, and kept clole tothe Wound with a Hankerchief in his hand. Thc 
Omentum Was much out ; but not being altered by the Air, I cauſcd warm 
Cloaths preſently to be hicld upon them very cloſe, and the Patient to be pla- 
ced low with his Head, and his Hips raiſed up : then by the help of his Friend 
railing them yet higher, and ſhaking his Body, I reduced chem. A fer which, 
they having laid him down with his Hips raiſed, and his Body ſomewhat de- 
clining to the right Side, my Afliſtent preſſing with his hands ſomething; 
above the Wound, ( by whichthe Lips of it were a little turned upward,ant 
the Viſcera kept down, ) I prepared ro ſtitch the Wound with a {trong Needle 
lomewhat curved at the point, threaded proportionably, taking hol of the 
lower Lip; and paſſed my Needle firſt through the Perironeum, and then to 
the oppolite (ide, through the Fleſh and Skin, leaving the Periron.enm ; Al 
ſo along, taking it up on one ſide, and leaving it on the other, till I had fowed 
up the Wound. Then I pull'd the Stitches as cloſe rogether as I could, and 
ta{tened my Thread. 'The Wound thus (titcht, I ſprinkled the Stitches wit 1 
palv. aloes, colophonie, ſang. dracon. maſt ich. &c. and applied Sarcoticks with a 


Plaiſter overall, made up of ſome of the aforeſaid Powders cm, a/br, = 
+ ang 
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ind with Compreſs and a ſtrong Towel braced them all faſt, After a while 
1 1ct him bloud, and ordered him to lie quiet upon the ſound Side, and to keep 
his body ſoluble by Clyſters, alſo to be moderate in eating and drinking. I 
1rcft him after the ſame manner every other day; and when the Wound 
med to be cicatrized, and that my Stitches began to fret, I cut them our 
theeighth or ninth day ; but continued the uſe of Sarcoticks till it was firm- 
ly cicatrized SY : 

" Thele Wounds are not ſubjeQtogreat Inflammation or Defluxion ; but by 
-caſon of the fatnels and thickneſs of the Lips,and by preſſing of the Kell and 
Guts, the {tirching of the Belly is a troublelome work : and yet it the Wounds 
be not {o [titched that the Peritoneum and Fleſhy parts may unite together,a 
Hernia will follow, as I told you, for the Per:tozeum bears a great ſtreſs. 
Therefore you mult be lure to take good hold with your Stitches : and if you 
doubt their holding, make dry Stiches over them, with good Bandage. 

A Man was wounded with a Rapier into the Belly through the right Hypo- 2- Obſer- 
cboadrium out by the Back. Iconlidered the Wound, and ſaw the Oritices Shred, 
were {mall, and little advantage tobe made by keeping them open : yet I put the Belly. 
in two ſmall Tents dipt ina little Digeſtive ex zerebinth, cum vitell, ovi, and 
drelt them up with ep. e bolo and Bandage, adviling him to keep his bed 
1nd be quiet. I alſo preſcribed 5vj./yr. de meconts mixt in a draught of aq. pa- 

wer.totake that night. The next morning I found him hot, and his Pulſe Be 
1 little diſturbed, but without any Symptoms of the /i/cera wounded ; nei- Cd 
ther Tenſion of the Belly,Colick, Vomiting, or ought extraordinary by Urine Yicera 
or Stool ; however I let him bloud about 10 ounces, direCting him a Clyſter bY 
of Milk, &c. to be adminiſtred that afternoon, and at night his Anod yne Was the Abdo- 
repeared. The next day I took oft Dreſſings, and conſidering there was no 
Symptom of hurt within, only the Wound a little heated by the Tents, I 

threw them out, and dreſt both the Oritices with Pledgits ſpred with the 
iboveſaid Digeſtive, embrocaring the Parts about with o/.ro/. &c. applying a 

Plaiſter and Bandage as before, and deſiring him to keep his bed five or lix 
days longer. Idreit himafterwards again ; and finding the Apertures well 
dilpoſed to cure, from that time I dreſt him no more, but adviſed him to be 
temperate in eatingand drinking, and 1f there were occaſion, I would ſee 
him again. My Servant dreſt him afterward, and before the ſeventh day was 
expired, he was cured, and walkt abroad, not complaining any more of that 
Wound. 

Thus it frequently happeneth, that a Sword paſſeth through the Body 
without wounding any conſiderable Part. Yetifthe Wound had been kepr 
tented, it might have been ſ{ubjett to Inflammation, by reaſon of the diſtur- 
bance there, from whence ill Accidents might have happened. And what 
could the Chirurgeon have advantaged the Cure by keeping ſuch little 
Wounds open, ſuppoſing bloud had been extravaſated, which is the common 
pretence ? Yet if it be not done, he is uſually condemned by the common 
vogue. Theretore it 15 that ſome of our Profethion, poſlibly again(t their own 
Judgments, keep them tented often, ro the ruine of their Patient. 
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Shall now diſcourſe of Wounds of the Head, not only as they are madeby = 

Cut, Stab, or Bruiſe, but alſo of tho!e made by Gun-ſhot ; and ſo by an- 
ticipating part of the Diſcourſe next enſuing, give you the full Dottrine of 
them, by what Inſtrument ſoever made, without a neceſſity of future repeti- 
tions. And that you may underſtand the baſis whereon theſe Cures arc 
wrought, I ſhall repreſent the Head to you as it is framed. 

The Head, according to Galez De ſu part. 1s the nobleſt Member of our 
Body, the principal Faculties being there ſeated, for the uſe of which ir was 
ordained; and 1s ſo contrived, as to be the foundation of Animal Spirits, 
andalſo tocontain the principal Organs both of the internal and external 
Senſes. 

In the firſt place the Hairy ſcalp preſents it ſelfro our eyes: and therein is 
to be conlidered its Thickneſs, Senſe, and Veſlels, with the Muſcles that lic 
under 1t. The Hairy ſcalp 1s thinneſt on the top of the Head ; nor is there any 
Muſcle between it and the Scull in that part,unleſs you will call the Mer; 
uacarnoſa a Muſcle; which ſome men of late do, and poſſibly not improper: 
ly ; and the rather, becaule by it many men move the whole Scalp. It you 
doubt of a Fracture there, you may boldly cut into the Hairy ſcalp: it 130i 
an obtuſe ſenle, and ealily healed up again. Bur be' cautious how you mal.c 
your Tncilion in the Forehead, wherea tranſverſe Wound may caule the Eye: 
brows to fall over the Eyes. Therefore if you are forced to make Incilion, 
let it be according to the length of the Fibres. And be careful that you mal. 
no Incilion upon the Temporal Muſcles, for thereby Convulſion and other 
Il Accidents may happen. 

Under the Hairy ſcalp lies the Perricraniym, which we are to cut thriowvg!! 
1n making way tothe Craninm. You are to raile them both together, when 
you lay bare the Craninm tor the uſe of the Tercbra, For ( lay Authors ) 
it in perforating the Cranimm you tear this Membrane, Inflammation an! 
Fever may follow ; the Pericraninm ariling from the Dara mater throug!t 
the Sutures, by which continuity that may alſo partake of the Inflamma- 
tiOn, 

The Craninm tollows, which is a Bone compoſed of many joynted together 
by Sutures, of which there are five concern us ; Coronalis, Lambe0id:s, $1 
gittalis, and two falle ones. In perforating the Cranium, you are to [hun 
theſe, ( if you may, ) tor through them the Dura mater palles, as I told 10", 
and is continued unto the Pericraninm, The Sutunes divide the Bones ol 
the Craninm, by whichone part of it may be preſerved intire, while the orhec 
1s broken, which otherwiſe would be in hazard. Thele Sutures are weak in 
reliſting Blows, and between them Matter may be unhappily retained, and 
cauſe a Caries, and ſooner work through to the D»ra mater than in other 
parts of the Scull. It is neceſſary to know them well, leſt,as Hippocrates gives 
good caution, you take them for Fiſſures. The way of tinding them 1s, by 

patſing 
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palſing one String from Ear to Ear, and another from the Noſe to the 
Crown of the head. The former of theſe will ſhew you the Coronal Suture, 
the ſecond the Sagittal, which uſually begins at that point where thele Lines 
ncerject, being the part where we make Fontanels, and reacheth to the 
Crown of the head,and joyneth with the Lambdoiaes. Sometimes it beginneth 

vitear the Noſe. The Lambaoides ariſeth at the end of the Sagittal, and 
pocth forked down the two ſides of the Occiput. Of the Srture nothe, the 
two chiefly to be regarded are the Squamoſe, which run under the Temporal 
Muſcle of cach ſide, round about the outermoſt verge of the Ear. Youare 
alſo to take notice, that the Craninm 1s thinneſt in the middle part of the 
Head, and thickeſt in the hinder part, and ofa middle thickneſs in the Fore- 
xd, Hence it is that Wounds are moft dangerous in the Crown of the 
cad, where the Scull, by reaſon of its tenuity, caſily communicates its hurt 
tothe Brain; and alſo for that the upper part of the Brain lies there high, 
one of the largeſt $/2:'s being immediately under the Scull, and many capil- 
ary Veins running ſocloſe with it, as to make themſelves Trenches in the in- 
tcrnal part of the Crarmm. W herefore upon a Blow or Contuſion in this 
place, the Veins may eaſily be broken, and the bloud extravaſated between 
the Craninm and Dura mater, and ill Accidents follow. 


The Dura mater, a {ſtrong Membrane, 1s placed under the Craninm ; the Purim.

wounding of whichis attended frequently by Pallies, and in progrels of the 
Diltemper by Convulſions, with other il Symptoms ; and thegreater, il the 
Wound bc in the middle part of the Head according to its length, there be- 
ing many Vellels there, which, it they chance to be cur, will hill the vacanr 
(pace between the Crauinm and Dura mater with bloud, 


The Pia mater lies upon the body of the Brain, ſocloſe, that a Wound can- pi; nar, 


not be made into the Pia mater, and the Brain eſcape : and from its many 
Veins a Fiux of bloud mult follow. | 


The Brain lies under the Pia mater, in whoſe Ventricles is lodged the Prain. 


Plexus choroides, and under whoſe baſisIic large numerous branches of Arte- 
ries and Veins, which by great Blows of the Head may be broken. 


From the Deſcription of the Head we ſhall proceed to the Deſcription of D*Ccripti-? 


ts Wounds, which are {trictly ſo called, where any part of the Skin, Fleſh 
Bones, Membranes or Brain 1s cut or torn. 

But where the Skin remaineth whole, Concuſſions & Contuſions do often 
happen,and will deſerve to be treated of in this place with the Wounds : not 
only becauſe they are the frequent Companions of Wounds ; but alſo becaule, 
when alone, they produce grievous Accidents reſembling thoſe of Fraftures 
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nay often exceeding them. I ſhall therefore gradually deſcribe Concuſlions, «ures. 


Contuſions and Fractures, under the following Heads. 

1. There may happen Concuſſions of the Brain from a Blow, Fall,c. nay 
ſometimes from a Box on the car, wherein the Symptoms may ariſe toa great 
height, without breaking eirher the Skin without, or Scull within. Which 
Concuſſions if they be ot the lefſer fort, wherein no Veſſel is broken or bloud 
extravalated, {o that the perſon is only ſtunned, he ſoon recovers. - But if of 
the greater ſort, with rupture of the Veſſels and extravaſation of bloud, they 
produce Stupores, Vertigtnes, Deliria, and many the like Symptoms, and are 
every whitas dangerous, nay often more dangerous than FraCtures them- 
lelves. 

2, Contuiions, when great, do uſually produce a Fiſſure or Crack of the 
Scull,;cither in the ſame part where the Blow was inflicted,and then it is cal- 
led Fiſſura; orin the contrary part, in which caſe ir obtainzth rhename of 
Contrafiſſura, Thele Fiſſures are through both Tables of the SCuil,or one only. 
It 
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If one only, then cither outward, or inward, the other Lamina remainin 
whole. they arelong, ſhort ; wide, narrow ; ſtraight, crooked ; &«, 

2. Contulions are conſiderable whether they be with a Wound, or nor, 
Thoſe without a Wound are for the moſt part accompanied with great Con. 
Cillions, and lometimes Fillure and Fracture, or Depreſſion of oneor both 
Tables :in which calethe ſpongy'medullary interval that intercedes between 
the 2 Tables is frequently broken into its minute Fibres, and ſqueezed toge- 
ther. Hereupon Extravaſation of bloud tolloweth, and other Accidents that 
will be taken notice of in the Prognoſticks and in the Obſervations. 

4. Next to theſe are Contuſions with Wounds, which are generally at- 
tended with Fracture properly ſo called, where a piece 15 wholly divi:ie 
trom the relt of the Scull. This Fracture ſometimes conlifteth of many pie- 
ces, ſome whereofaic depreſt upon the Membranes, yea into the Brain it {ef 
while others lic intangled in the Fleſh. 

c, Next to theſe are Wounds made by any ſharp Weapon, which, accor- 
ding to the force,cuttcth into the Bone many ways, which Cuts are called $-. 
des, and are reckoned amongſt the Fractures ; and ſo thole made by; Pole-axe, 
Halberd, and ſuch obtule heavy Weapons, may jultly be termed. But thoſe 
made by a Sword have {cemed tome Wounds,and not Fractures; and when 
they do not penetrate the firſt Table, require no other Cure than that of 

Y ounds ; as may be leen in ſome of the Oblervations. But when the Pen: 
tration is Ceep, I do treat itas a Fracture, and ſo I place it here. 

6. Out of thele proceed ſeveral Species of compound Fractures ; as:!;- 
Fepieſma, Camareſts, Eccope, &c, whichevery man's experience will ſyvp:! 
to htm. 

Cei/r1s, 1n his 8. Book and 4. Chapter, adviſes, when you are called to a Þ: 
tient inſuch caſes as above mentioned, to enquire whether he was ſtunned, 
or tell down with the Blow, or vomited preſently after. Youareallo tocn 
quire how he was hurt, whether by Blow, or Fall. For from the force of the 
Weapon,and manner of the Fall, you may ſhrewdly guels at the caſe. You arc 
allo to conlider the Tumour, whether it be great,or {mall.It there be a Wound, 
nothing 1s more {ure than your Finger to diſcover the Fracture. If you teel any 
Aſperity, if it be not a Suture,you may be ſure it 1s a Fiſſure or Fracture. But 
{uppoling there be neither Wound nor Tumour, yet 1t the Patient (utter un- 
dera Palicy in any part,or lie ſtupefied or raving,it 1s moſt certain the Mem- 
branes of the Bain are oppreſt. Andif the Hair liecut in the Wound, you may 
{uppole the Cram hurt,it being no [mall force can divide Hair in that place. 
The hoiding a Thread between the Teeth, or biting a Cruſt, is mentioned 
by Authors as a way to find out a Fracture : but I think it of no great mo- 
ment, unlels the Fracture be near or under the Temporal Mulcle. 

Wounds of the Head,according to Heppecrates,are not without danger,how 
ſlight ſo ever they may appear to common judgment. Inciſed Wounds of ine 
Hairy ſcalp reaching to the Cranimm, cut by a Rapier,are the leaſt dangerous 
or difficult of Cure. Thoſe made by a Halberd, Bill, and ſuch like heavy 
Weapons, are not without danger ; fo alſo thoſe made by PunCQture with a 
Dagger. By how much the nearer they penetrate to the Brain, ſo muci tho 
more dangerous they are. All Contufions ofthe Head are to be ſuſpe-led, tor 
trom thole the greatelt Symptoms do ariſe. Ifin laying open the Cranin the 
Patient recover not his Senſes, you may ſuſpe& an Extravaſation of bloud 
under the Dura mater ; in which caſe his Life is in great hazard, Thole Fra- 
tures made by Gun-ſhot do for the moſt part beat pieces of the Scull 1n- 
to the Brain, and ſo may be determined mortal. But be the Hurt what 1! 
will, if it penetrate not farther than the Dare mater, it is curable, 1t 1 
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yetimely laid open, and dreſled, as ſhall be ſhewed 1n their proper pla-

plaſms as above faid decocted in Red wine or Oxycrate, After ſome days, 
when the Symptoms are remitted, apply empl. Vigonis ad contuſiones, or this 
following, which is alſo his ; Be furfur. tritte. Si. far. lentium 31). flor. ro.

In great Contuſions without a Wound, ifthe Tumour be large, feel pap- 
py, and increaſe notwithſtanding your application of Refrigerants ; you may 
iuſpect the quantity of Serwm railing the Tumour to proceed from within, 
through ſome Fiſſure 7x Craxis, In which caſe ( having conſidered the Sym- 
ptoms ) make Inciſion into the Tumour proportionably. And if you feel no 
part of the Cranium bare or depreſt, dreſs it up with Digeſtives, and make 
vour Applications over it of ſuch Medicaments as have been preſcribed in the 
tormer Contuſions, And if thereupon the Tumour do flar, and the Wound 
digeſt, proceed in the Cure accordingly. Bur if there be Depreſſion, or 
other 1]i Symptoms of internal Parts hurt, lay the Hairy ſcalp more open, 
1nd make way for farther inſpeCtion. |

We begin with the Cure of imple Contuſions of the Hairy ſcalp happening Cure 
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Inthe Cure of Wounds of the Head,it they be made by a Rapier dividing 
the Scalpto the Cranirm, nay though it cut the Scull,if there be no Symptgg 
of an interiual Hurt, the Lips of the Wound ought to be brought clo{e tOge- 
ther,and healed by Agglutination. The Stitching of theſe Wounds is objetteq 
againſt by ſome, lelt Matter ſhould bethereby pent in, and foul the Bone, But 
it you can ſatishe your ſelf thatthe Wound ought ſpeedily to be healed, the 
work is ſate,if done judicioully. Abroad in Sparz T have ſeen them as common- 
ly ſtitched as other inciſed Wounds: and in the Wars we ſtitched them live 
celStully ; and here in TownlI have ſtitcht up great Wounds of the Hair 
ſcalp. However you ought not tocrowd theſeWounds with Doflils,for there. 
by you may rai'ea Fever,& prolong theCure. Therefore having cliptawaythe 
Hair.dreſs the Wound cm pultGalen, & empl.c bolo,or lome Detenlative,with 
Comprels and Bandage bringing the Lips cloſe together; & afterwards let the 
Paticut bloud, if he d1d rot bleed ſufficiently at the Wound : and the day fol- 
lowing adminiſter a Clyſter,it theBody require 1t. At the next drelfſ;ing,cmhro. 
cate the Parts about c v.rof, &c. and dreſs the Wound with /721ment. ;ce7 
upon Pledgits,and it witl ſoon cure. But it the Lips ofthe Wound were not re- 
rained clole together at the firſt drefſings,it may be neceſſary to dreis it with 
Digeſtives ex tr b1zth, &c, embrocating the Parts abour, and apply Plaillers 
accordingly. Thus in a few daysali thele inciſed Wounds may be cure, 

Ove Smith, ſometime a Sanner in Cheſter, was afterwards a Captain of a 
Company of Dragoons, wich he pickt up in haſte, to diſturb us in our Re- 
treat irom the Battcl of Woroffer, He was wounded by ſome of oiir Soul: 
dicrs tranſverſe theright Temporal Muicle,and was bleeding almoit to death, 
when T was brought to his Quarters, T ſtitcht his Wound, taking the Ar- 
tery up w:th the Lips, and, tor want of other Remedies, drelt it with a little 
W hear flower and the White of an egg, applying over it a Comprels pre!t 
ot of Vinegar with convenient Bandage. The third day after I tooko:: 

Yre'i1195, and found the Lips near agglutinated. TI being then better provi- 
ded by an Apothecary from Marrizeton, fprinkled the Lips of tlie Wount! 
with pr/t, thuris & ſang. dracon, and applied a Pledgit fpred with //7im:zt. 
Arcei,and over it empl. diachalcit. The ſecond day after I cut the Stitches, and 
applicd Epulotici«s ; and afterward by a Dreflſing or two more curci him, I 
am lure he was well of his Wound before he had recruited his Spirits ic loft 
with his Bloud. 

In Wounds of the Head which you cannot cure by the firſt Intention, as 
where they are inflicted by a Weapon with an obtuſc edge, or where theres 
lols of Subſtance, as part of the Lips torn oft, there you mult digeſt ; ani to 
that purpoſc the common Digeſtive ex terebinth, cum vitell.ovi.cy fart. 
1s proper. It may afterwards ſerve for a Deterfive,it you add wel, comm. 
roſat.pulv.ircos,farcocoll, &c.,W ith a farther addition of Myrrh and Alocs,it 154 
g00d Sarcotick. Or you may incarn with /iment, Arcei, which was by 11m 
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Wound the Fleſh grow luxurious, touch it with a Vitriol-ftone, and it will 
deterge, and diſpolc it to cicatrize; which you may then complcat Wit 
Pledgirs of Lint preſt out of /prr. vini, ag, calcis, &c. 

In Wounds made by Contuſion where the Crazinm is a little naked, vou 
ought not preſently to crowd in Doſſils : for if that contuled Fleih be well 
digeſted, the Bone wilk incarn underneath with the Wound without MuC. 
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4;Ficulty. In thoſe of the worſt Habit of body I have happily incarned, by 
keeping the Orifice alittle open by a ſmall Doſfil preſſed out of fir. vini,and 
!efending the Parts about from Fluxion by Medicaments and Bandage, ag 
t:th been ſhewed in ſuch caſes. Take care that the Matrer be not ſhut in by 
vour Dreſſings ; for thereby the Wound may be made more hollow, and the 
Cure prolonged. To prevent which, I have been ſometimes neceſſitated to 
1vply a Compreſs round, leaving a hole in the middle of it, for the diſcharge 
of Matter, whilſt the Parts about incarned by Compreſſion. | | 

But if the Wound be with ſo great Contulion, that it caſts off a Slough, 
:nd leaves the Cranium much naked;though it be not fouled either by theMat- 
cc or Air, yet it will then be necellary to raſp It : tor the Bone is naturally 
{noorh and ſlippery, as if it were poliſhed, and Fleſh diftcultly groweth up- 
on it. Wherefore to haſten the Cure, you ought, by the authority of Gale 
3nd the molt praCtical men, to raſp the Bone thin, till you ſee the bloud ready 
tocome out of it : the Bone will thereby be the ſooner ſupplied with matert- 
als for generation of Fleſh. Butt your Patient will not admit of Raſpatories, 
then you ought to keep your Doflils cloſe to the Lips.of the Wound, and 
make your Exfoliation from the edges, that the ſound,part may thruſt off the 
rotten Bone. For neither Crabs-eyes, nor any Medicine inwardly prefcri- 
hed, or Wine outwardly applied with Lint, or other Medicaments to the

Ifina Wound of the Head made by a Sword the Scull be cut flanting off, 
0r into the ſecond Table, if there be no Symptoms of Concuſſion, you oughr 
not to lay open the Wound toſet on a Terebra, but cleanſe and dreſs it up 
with a proportionable Doffil prelt out of ſprr. viz7, and digeſt the Lips of the 
Wound as above ſaid, and attend the Exfoliation ; then heal it. Some Au- 

 thorshave adviſed the Raſping of rheſe Bones ; but in this caſe it is needleſs : 
for if the Bone be dreſſed as I have ſaid, the Fleſh will ſoon ariſe in that Cut 
of the Bone, and make Exfoliation of what 1s neceſlary, and incarn it, with- 
out your farther trouble. 

Tfthe Craninm be hurt by a ſharp-cutting Weapon, it cannot be without Fiſureis 
Solution of continuity 1a the Hairy ſcalp: but by a Fall or Blow the Scull may ©": 
be iſſured or fractured,and the Hairy ſcalp whole,and this FraCture or Fillure 
may be under the Contulion,or 1n ſome other Parts. It the Symptoms do de- 
monſtrate that there is a Fracture or Fiſſure, you are then withour delay to 
open the Hairy ſcalp according as the Part will admit, angularly, or in the 
manner of a Crols,or of the Letter T, that the Fratture may be diſcovered b | 
the railing of it up with its Pericranium. For if you ſhall in doubtful Fiſſures vp

In order to the Perforation of the Cr4a7um, the Bone mult be cleared of its Perforaci- 
Piricranium, leſt in ſetting on the T erebra, or Modiolrs, ( whichare two fe- 7 
veral names for a Trepan, ) youtear the Membrane, The Lips of the Wound 
ou7ht alſo to be covered the while. The Terebra gn to be ſet on that ſide 
wh.chis molt depending. And in caſe ofa Depreſſion, make your Perfora- 
tion ſo near, that you may afrerwards beable to raiſe up that by it. When 
vou have ſet on your Trepan, preſs upon it with your left hand, andturnit 
10nd with your right. You muſt uſe a little of. rof. or Milk to cauſe it to 
move thecalier, and as it fouls, bruſh it ; 1n doing of which it will cool. Be- 
tore you approach tothe lecond Table, ( which you may know by the bloud 
that appears, ) it will be required that you rake out the Pin, afid proceet!

Dura mater. But the molt part of the Ancients, and many of the Moderns, 
have adviied Lenients, as 07. ro. that the bloud extravafated, and lying upon 
the Dura matcr, in ps comvertatur, may be digeſted. But in this youare tobe 
euded by your Eye. If there be Sarzes or PutrefaQtion, mel.rof.lhir. V1, and 
higher Detergents may be uled, accordingly as the Putrefaction is more or 
leſs. It there be much bloud extravalated, or that you fear bleeding, thar of 
Ccl/rzs may be proper : butitthe bloud be recent, and exceed nor in quantity, 
it poſſibly happencd from fome Scratch of your Frepan,or ſomelitrle Aſperi- 
ty of the inner Table. It there be neither of theſe, but the Membrane treth, 
and of its natural colour, then you are riot to grieve that Membrane now ex- 
poied to the Air with Detergents, nor by the acrimony of Vinegar : for if 
you ſhall by ſcratching of the Membrane make it bloudy, and then dreſs ir 
with either acct or mel. roſ.,ir, vini, &c. you ſhall then preceed contrary 
tothe common Indications in Chirurgery, which teacherth to digeſt recent 
Wounds betore you deterge : and indeed what would you dererge ? 

Ther*tore I do adviſe the uſe of Lenients,not only by the authority of thoſe 
ancient and modern Chirurgeons, but by myowr. practice. Gaſcz propoſed 
ſang, col «mb. and the bloud ot Turtles dropt warm from their wings. Falop. 
and Fabric. ab Aquapend. propoſed ol. rof. with reſis. abietis : and afterwards 
they increafed the Reſin, and leſſened the Oil. But if there be PurrefaGtion 
through the long lying of concreted bloud,&c. then met. roſe, and ir, vint are 
p. oper, 
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proper,yea mel AEgyptiac.and higher if occaſion ſhall ofter, But in the common 
caſes, after recent Terebrations, Reſin by its emplaſtick quality mixed with 
ol. roſ. perfets the concottion ſooner, and by its anodyne quality ſecures the 
Part from Inflammation. It ought to be proportioned to the Habit of boy 
dry Bodies require more of the Reſin, and leſs Oil, And by this ſimple Megi. 
cament I never failed of good Digeſtion ; and afterwards by the tem pering of 
it as | have ſaid I have deterged and digeſted, always continuing the uſe of it 
until the Membrane was well digeſted, never finding the leaſt prejudice the 
bare Bone received from it. But you muſt take care that you do not ule Dj. 
geltives unſeaſonably, for thereby you may relax Parts. Therefore after Di.

In the uſe of Medicaments you are to conſider the Part and Habit of body, 
and add or diminiſh your Simples accordingly as you deſign to deterpe or in- 
carn, Cc, and lo they will perform all intentions. Some Authors have ltmi- 
ted us a time to dreſs with this or that Medicament ; v7z. to uſe Dipeſtives to 
the fourth day, from that time to deterge tothe ſeventh, and to incarn to the 
fourteenth day. But herein you muſt make uſe of your own judgment, per- 
{ſting to cheriſh the native heat. If the Wound penetrates to the Dura mater, 
y cu mult conlider the force of the Weapon,& make haſte to relieve the Parts 
under the Craninm. Yeta Gay or two before the Battel of Morcefter,a Gentle- 
man attending the Earl of Derby in hisRetreat thither received a largeWound 
Letween the Sagittal and Coronal Sutures by a Swurd, 1t cutting through 
the Craninm tothe Dura mater, The Membrane was covered with the {mall 
Shivers of Bones. Hehadonly a thin linen Cap over it, his haſte not permit- 
ting him to be dreiled. And it may be it wasthe better for him : for if Dol- 
ſils had been haſtily crowded upon the Bones, ſevere Symptoms woul:i have 
tollowed ; whereas the Shivers lying lightly upon the Membrane,he was free, 
and being ignorant of his danger, rid a great Journey. I after took them our, 
and dreſt the Membrane with Digeſtives the ſhort time we were together. Bur 
when Fractures are made with Bullets or Slugs,there the Hairy ſcalpand pic- 
ces of the Crazinm are driven in together upon the Duramater, In which ca 
ſes you mult preſently lay open the Hairy ſcalp, and raiſe it up with the 
Bones, and relieve the oppreſt Membrane. If the Flux of bloud be orcat, 
cleanſe it with a Sponge dipt in Red wine or Vinegar, and dreſs it as hath” 
becn ſhewed. It the Opening 1n the fraftured Craninm be not ſufficient, make 
one inthe molt declining part, and raiſe up the Bones, and free the Mcm- 
brane of whatever may offend it. But do not take out more Bones than 
needs mult : like ſome of thoſe Chirurgeons I have met carrying them about 
in their Pockets, boaſting in that which was their ſhame. For if you look 
well upon ſuch, you may ſee gany of them were corrupted by the Martter 
through the ignorance of the . For recent Fractures of the C74: 
i:m do frequently unite like thoſe in other Parts, if the Matter hath liberty 
to diſcharge from within. Therefore having raiſed up the Bones thr arc 
looſe, dreſs the others dry with Catagmaticks, &c. andtake care rhar ny 
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be not overgrown with looſe Fleſh, and they will happily agglutinate. 

It ſometimes happeneth in great Concuſſions, that we lay open the Hairy 
ſcalp ; and though we dilcover neither Fil ure nor Fracture, yet weperforate 
the Craninm, to relieve the Patient : but if notwithſtanding the Symptoms of 
Coma or Paralyſis do not remit, you may ſhrewdly ſuſpect the Extravaſation 
of bloud lieth deeper. For it ſometimes happeneth in Concuſſions, that the 
xtravalated bloud heth between the Dura and Pia mater, and otherwhile 
2monglt the Ventricles ofthe Brain. In which caſes, it the Perforation of 
the Cranizm relieve them nor, you muſt make Apertion through the Dura 
ater ; and if the bloud lie between 1t and the Pia mater, It may haply be 
diſcharged. How that 1s to be dreſt, I ſhall ſhew you preſently : but for 
the molt part, the long retention of Matter ſpacelates the Brain ; and as the 
Paticnt {uſlcred from the beginning uncer the levere Symproms oft C222 or

In thele Wounds ofthe Dura mater the Lenients of o/, 7o/. or warm Pigeons 
hloud are proper : they are anodyne, and digeſt. O/.hyperic. and Maitichare 
alſo good mixt with Reſin, Fabr, ab Aquapendent, cites Galen, and he Archi. 
a5 drefſing theſe Wou nds with ſuce. calaminth.and afterwards fprink:- 
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lng ply. rilit on the Membrane to incarn Tt; the 7:11, moderating the 
heat of the other. He delivers them to us as ſiccanta, detergentia, and iacar- 
:44tia, The Unition and Incarning ofthe Lips of the Dr72 water 15 perfor- 
med by a Fleſhiy ijub{tance that ariſeth upon the Membrane, which atterwards, 
14 it jncrea(ſcth, doth unite them, and overſpreadting that part groweth up to 
the Craninm, and unites with that Callzs, (after Extoliation of the Bone,) and 
ccomes one body with it,filling up the place that was perforated,and in time 
rroweth more firm than the Bone it ſelf, But the while you mult be careful 
that your Lenients make not the Fleſh too lax by their greazineſs ; for ſo a 
Fig 1s will thruſt out thence, which may be vexatious to you. This in the 
beginning may be prevented by Deliccants, and waſted by Mercrr. precip. 
pit. Cort, g7 anal, balauſt. roſ. rub, or alumen uſt, aione, But if it grow very 
biz, 1t mult be taken off by Ligature. Yet to tell you truly, I never met 
with any ſich like diſturbance as 1s repreſented to us by Authors ; nor ſhall 
you, if you uſe your Deliccants timely. Por the Vitriol-ſtone takes this off 
wit! little pain, and diſpoſes the Part tocicatrize, 1 it be uſed with mode- 
ration and tinely. 

The Piz mater 1s (as I have elſewhere faid ) a molt delicate fine Mem- 
brane, and adheres {o cloſe to the Brain, that it can ſcarce be hurt without a 
Wound in the Braia it ſelf : which Wound 1s for the molt part mortal, partly 
lor that the Membrane js full of Veins, and ſubject to great ettulion of bloud ; 
partly alſo hccaule the Brain being expoled tothe Air,is thereby over-cooled, 
ind corrupting groweth fluid, and is thrult forth by the contraction of ther 
Meninzes, (or Membranes, ) which are irritated by the conitant pain they 
lufter from the putrefaction of the Brain ; and ſo it happeneth that it worketh 
out at the Wound, So long as any remaineth in that Ventricle, you muſt 
make way totheſe Wounds by removing the ſhattered Fleſh and Bones : but 
itthey will not come eaſily away, leave it to Nature, leſtthe Patient die un- 
der your hands,and you be thought to haften his dearh. Your Drefſings muſt 
be with Ga/ez”s Powder and Hares-fur cum albumine ovi upon Pledgits,to re- 
train the Bleeding, and retain the Brain within its bounds. Apply over them 


your Dreitings, as in the Wounds of the Dara mater : remembring in all theſe Note. 


Gun-ſhor Wounds tocut off the ſhattered Lips ofthe Hairy ſcalp,leſt a Gleet 
drop trom them upon the Mezinzes and Brain, and heighten the Accidents. 
It the Brain be retained within its Membranes, the Piaand Dnra mater, 
and 
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and they digeſt and incarn, then you may proceed in the reſt of the Cure; 
in Fractures of the Cranium, as hath already been ſaid, 

In all Hurts of the Head, what ſort ſoever they be of,the Body is to beem- 
ptied ; andthe rather, ifrhere be Plethora or Cacochymia : for in ſuch Hahits 
of body Humours are more apt to ſtir upill Symproms. Therefore you ought 
timely to let them bloud in the Neck or Arm on the ſame ide ; and repeat 
Bleeding according tothe exigency, and the ſtrength of the Patient's body, 
Allo Cupping ( with or without Scarification ) of the Neck and Shoulders, 
with Fontanels under the Ears, is neceſſary. Then lenient Purgatives, ſuch 
as may evacuate the ſerous bloud, which by reaſon of its tenuity and heat rea- 
dily {ics to the afieted Part. Theſe Purgatives mult be ſuch as have been 
propoſed in the Fourth Intention of Wounds in general, to which I refer 
you. Cordial Species and Electuaries may be proper, if they be proportioned 
to the Temperature of the body, hotter or colder, as there are Fever or other 
Accidents joyned with the Malady ; in which caſes Juieps and Emuliions are 
necelfary. Vulnerary drinks arc ſometimes 1n uſe here, 1f they be fitted ac- 
cording to the nature of the Part. The Ingredients for theſe are betoy. arte- 
m'/. carzophyll. primula weris, lilium convallium, ſalvia, hyperic. ſanicula, veroni- 
ca, plantap. flor, roſ. rub. nuc, moſohat,&C. as 11 the Chapter forementioned. Of 
theſe you may make Drinks with Wine and Water, or {mall Ale: R/anic. 
beton, veronic. artemiſ. an. \, conſ. roſ. rub. caryophyll. an, JB. tormentill. 511, co- 
quantur in aq, font, & vini Rheaani an. bij. vaſe clanſo in B. M. colentur per ma. 
nicam Hippocratis. Give $1v. of this morning and evening. Or take a tew of 
each of theſe Plants well dried and cut, boil them, and then ſweeten tlic 
Decoction with Honey or Sugar tothe Palate of the Patient, and give him a 
Diith of it to drink twice or thriceaday. You may aromatize it with Sanders, 
caſſra lign, or ſaſſafr as, &c. 

The external Applications have been already ſet down all along as I trea- 
ted of the ſeveral Accidents befalling the Head, whether made by Contulion, 
or Wound attetiing the Hairy ſcalp, Craninm, or Meninges of the Brain. Yet 
jor the mor? confirmation of the young Artiſt, I ſhall makea ſhort repetition 
of what I have delivered concerning the Application ofthem,that he may not 
ſtagger in following the Dottrine here ſer down. I ſhall alſo ſupply you with 
more variety of Medicaments, that you may not be to ſeek for choice clle- 
where. 

In every Contuſion of the Head, whether a Wound be joyned therewith or 
not, it will be neceſſary that in the firſt place you defend it trom the Influx of 
Humours; and your Medicaments thereto ought to be refrigerant and cxlic- 
cant, to contemperate the heat, and dry up the Humours already extravala- 
ted. To which purpoſe Hippocrat.preſcribeth this : R far. hord. viii. ol.r0/. 51v.

Before the application of rhele the 
Hair'muſt be ſhaved, and the Head and ſides of the Neck embrocated cum «/- 
bum. ovi, ol, roſ. & aceto, If there be a Wound withirt, you ought ro digeſt It 
with that ex zerebinth, or this ; R rerebinth ener Zijj. ol, hyperici 5vz. thuri 51) 
vitell. unins ovi, Miſc.or that of far.hord.cribrart. ol.roſ.& vitell,ovi.Thele ought 
to be {pred upon Pledgits,and dipt i» ol. /umbric. hot. The Fluxicn reſtraincs, 
apply Diſcutients in the form of Cataplaſms, Cerots, or Emplaſters ; a5.

If the Contuſion were without Concuſſion or Wound, and through want 
of timely repelling it, it apoliemate, treat it with Lenients, Viz. exrad al- 
thee, flor, melilot. far. hord. vitell. ower. & ol. roſ. And if it ſuppurate, open it, 
anddreſs it as aforeſaid, with Digeltives, Deterſives, Cc. 

If the Scull be fractured, lay it bare by cutting, and railing up the Hairy 
ſcalp, fill the Wound with Dofhls, and apply over it the Cataplaſm of Hip. 
xcr, or ſuch like, embrocating cum ol. roſ. &c. as hath been ſaid. Atrthe 
ſecond dreſſing, digeſt it with 07. rof. cam reſtna, as before is direQted. But if 
it be ſanious, deterge with mel. roſ. ſpir. vinz, &c. as you ſcecaule, and dreſs 
the Lips of the wounded Scalp with this or the hike: Rt terebinth, lot. in aq, 
ſalvie 5), ol. roſ. Sys. gumm, elemi cum oleo ſuper 17 nem ſolut. CF colat. *!'. crc. 
pul, Zj. vitell. ovi 53. Mrſc. By the ſpeedy Digeltion of this Wound you will 
jacilitate your Cure. 

After Digeſtion, ſþ/r. vini will be found of good uſe, it having ſuch a ſic- 
cant quality as is requiſite for theſe Wounds, not only of the Ca/varia, but of 
the Meninges, either alone upon Lint, or mixed with wel. rof. or ſyr. de ro.

All theſe Medicaments 
are to be applied upon a Sindon to the Membranes. A Sindon is a piece of 
Silk or fine Linen cut round proportionably to the Pertoration made in the 
Cranium, and is to be placed under the edges of the Craninm by the Lenticular 
Inſtrument, that thoſe edges of the fractured or perforated Craninm hurt not 
the Dura mater. A Thread or Silk mult be faſtened to it, to pull it out at 
pleaſure. Apply over it ſoft Doſlils of Lint, to fill up the void ſpace in the 
Bone, thereby ro keep the Dura mater from riling above it.

I looked upon 
on, wi. his Head,and faw it {well'd in ſeveral places : ſome of the Swellings werebig 
out wound and Pappy, abounding With cxtravalated Seram, I preſently looked for the 
geo Jugular Veins, and ſeeing them full, I opened the faireſt, and took away at 
Icatt a dozen ounces of bloud : then cauſed the Hair of his Head to be ſhaved 
vii, ardembrocared all is Head, Neck and Jaws with a mixture of o/ 79;

yr till, act, £152 album. ovor, and applied a Cataplaſm over all his Head of far, 
hore, {<bar, flor. roſ. rub, balauſt, bacc, myrtill, decocted in Oxymel. A Cly- 
lier was that evening adminiſtred, and an Anodyne draught diſpoled him to 
reſt that night. Thenext morning I was informed he had ſlept at times, but 
I tound him Hor, and his Pulſe quick. I opened the other Jugular Vein, and 
ſceing lim bleed witha full ſtream, I permitted it to flow proportionably : 
then having a Fomentation ready of Claret-wine wherein had been intuſed 
flor.roſ. rubr. balanſt. nuc. cupreſſ, &c. I took oft Dreſſings, and ſtuped them, 
and thought to have opened one of theſe Tumours ; but ſeeing it diminiſh- 
ing, I lorbare, and embrocated his Head again cum ol, roſ. zprtill. CF aceto,and 
applicd the Cataplaſm as before. By thele Applications I dried up the Hu- 
mour in a great meaſure before the ſeventh day ; then added ſome Cephalicks 
ro the former Ingredients, and boiled them in Wine and Water, with which 
I cauſed his Head tobe fomented, and afterwards applied Vigos Cerat. ai 
coutuſ. During the firſt ſeven days I permitted him only Water-grewel or 
Panado,and kept his Body ſoluble by Clyſters ; but afterwards gave him more 
liberty,and purged lim : by which method he recovered, without an y manner 
of laying open. And thus all external Contuſions may be happily cured. 

2. Obſer- A Perſon of Quality, aged between thirty and forty years, by accident of 
vat.of oa Fall outof her Coach bruiſed her Head a little above the right Temporal

with an Muſcle. She was ſtunned with the Fall, but did not vomit. She was dreſſed 
Ecch;meſis by {ome of her Servants with ſuch Medicaments as thoſe of her own Sex ad-

viled. About tourtcen days after, being indiſpoſed, ſhe came to Town, and 
ſent forme. I ſaw a large Ecchymoſis remaining,and a Tumour of the bignels 
ot a Pheaſlant's egg : it was ſoft, and ſeemed to be full of a corrupt Serwm. 


There appeared no hopes of diſcuſſing it, and yet it was not ſafe to permit it 
T9) 
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ro lie longer ſo near the Bone. Wherefore I applied a mild Caultick upon ir,& 
dividing the Eſcar gave vent tO the Serum and ſome Clots of grumous bloud ; 
then fomented it with Wine,and crefſedir up with a Doſſil pred witha Di- 
geſtive ex terebinth.and »nguent baſilic.over it upon the Eſcar,and embrocating 
che Parts about with of, cham. applied empl. aiapalm. with Comprels and Ban- 
dage. At the next opening I ſaw the Ulcer well digeſted,and no part of the 
Bone bare ; nor was it painful in the timeof dreſſing oratterward : yet from 
the firſt day I dreſſed her,ſhe uſually fainted the while, & put us upon a necel- 
ry of laying her downin herBed ſome time before we had finitht ourApplica- 
tions ; where after ſhe had lain an hour ortwo very fick,ſhe recovered again,& 
walked about her Chamber very well. Her Friends and Relations, who vili- 
ted her often, and ſaw her thus diſtempered, ſuſpected it to arile from the 
Wound ; but I ſuppoſed it Vapours,and prevailed with her toconſult a Phyli- 
cian, The Phyſician being come,I rook off Dreſſings,&ſhewed him theUlcer 
well digeſted, and diſpoled to heal, without the leaſt ſign of ill : che Phyfi- 
ci1n allo concluded ſo. But before I had dreſſed her up,fhe tainted, & was car- 
ried toher Bed ſick. Theſe Faintings increaling, her Phylician began to luj- 
pect it proceeded trom the Contuſion ; bur her recovering again lo well at- 
terward, confirmed him that they were Vapours, and that by Purging ſhe 
would be relieved. She complied, and was moderately purged once 11 3 or 4 
days, whereby ſhe v as ſomewhat freed of theſe Fits, and I had liberty ro cj- 
catrize the Ulcer. After which I made her a Fontanel in her Leg, and ſhe 
retired to her Houle in the Country, where ſhe rook Phylick, and recovered 
perfectly well. If theſe fainting Fits had procceded from the preceding Con- 
tuſion, they would not ſo have intermitted and gone oft as they did. 

A perſon of about 36 years of age was wounded upon the Road by a Blow 3: Obſer- 
with a Spintree-bar upon the Os froztzs, near the Coronal Suture, about the 9 * 
lngth of two inches. I cleanſed the Wound with a Sponge, and clipt the wound, 
Hair away : then putting my Finger into the Wound, I felt the Pericraninm 
found and ſmooth ; and {ſeeing no Symptoms 1n the Patient of Fracture or 
Concuſſion, I brought the Lips of the Wound cloſe together, dreſſed them 
with a Digeſtive ex terebinth, upon Pledgits with an emp/. e bolo, and Com- 
preſs over it, putting him ona linen Cap, and his Peruke over that, I tor- 
bare to let him bloud that night,in conſideration that he had bled much upon 
the Road. The next morning, finding him in good temper, I did neither 
et him bloud nor dreſs him ; but the day after I took off Drefſings in the pre- 
ſence of Dr. Cox and Dr. Walter Needham. The Wound teeming near cloſed, 

I applied a Stupe or two wrung out of Red wine, and dreſſed him with z- 
niment. Arcei, The ſecond day after I viewed it again, and ſeeing the brui- 
ſed Fleſh between the Lips ofthe Wound cicatrizing,I arciſed them with uz- 
guent. tutiz, and continued to do lo every other day. During his Cure, he 
kept his Chamber, and was healed in very few days ; whereas if his Wound 
had been fill'd with Doſſils, a Fever would have followed, and other Acci- 
dents which would have confined him longer to his Chamber. | 

A Coachman being wounded witha Rapier to the Bone between the Sagit- , ore. 
tal and Coronal Sutures about an inch in length,the next Barber dreſſed him, vat. ofa 
and called in a young Chirurgeon to help him. They ( as they ſaid ) felt a Yomnep= 
Shiver of the Bone cut off, and ſticking in the Pericraninm ; whereupon they Sagital 
divided the Pericraium, and laid the Bone bare, filling the Wound up with 914 core- 
Dofſils. The fellow being of a full Body, and the bloud fermenting, a Fe: dog 
ver followed,and the ſeventh day the Lips ofthe Wound and the Parts about 
were inflamed and ſwelled. They then dreſſed the Bone with Dofſils dipt in 
ſir-vini & mel.roſ.and deterged before they had digeſted ; by which the Bone 
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was ſtained, and a neceſſity followed of exfoliating it : whereas ſuch an inci. 
{ed Wound might have been incarned by /;niment. Arcez, But this praftice 
will not wart thoſe that will defend it : and who can help it ? 

A poor Woman near Ludgate coming out of her Chamber one night, ang 
pulling the Door to her by the Key,it {lipt out,and ſhe tumbling down Stairs, 
cut and raiſed up the Hairy ſcalp from the beginning of the Lambdoides down. 
wards.I cauſed the Hair to be clipt and ſhaved away from about theWoung 
and cleanſed it from the bloud,then brought the Lips cloſe together by three 
or four Stitches, embrocated the Parts about cum album. ovi, aceto, & v1. ro 
and dreſſed her up with pou Fr Pn applying over all exp. e 5 1nd 
Bandave ; then gave her an Anodyne draught, and left her to reſt. The next 
morning I took oft my Bandage and emplaſt. and embrocated the Parts about 
with ol. roſ. cum aceto, applying a Cataplaim ex farix. hord. & fabar. decoQed 
in Oxyc:ate, and adding o/.rof. Itook away a little bloud by openinga Vein 
in her Arm, and preſcribed her a Clyſter of Milk and Sugar that afternoon, 
I continued the Cataplaſm morning and night, but dreſt not the Sutures til] 
the third day; aud by that time the Tumour being diminiſhed, and the 
Wound inclined to Agglutination, Idreſt up the Wound again as before, 
At the next opening, I cut out the Stitches, and dreſt the Wound with Sar- 
coticks and empl. beton. over all, in ſtead of the Cataplaſm; and in afew days 
cured her of that Wound by Agglutination. 

A Young fellow, Servant toa Horſe-courlſer, was thrown off his Horlc 
againlt tome of the Bars in Smithfield, whereby the Ca/variaor Hairy ſcalp 
was torn up from the Coronal Suture to the Temporal Muſcle, on the leit 
fie ; the Scull was bared between two and three inches in breadth. He was 
led to the next Barber, who cut the piece off, and hanged it up in his Shop. 
7heday after the Parient was brought to me, I cauſed the Hair to be ſhaved 
o!] t: om about the Wound, and dreſtthe Bone and Lips with /;ziment. Arcei 
warm, embrocated the Parts about cu of. ro/. FF chamemel.and applied cp! 
c bolo over the Wound, with Compreſs and Bandage rowling up his Head. 
He had been let bloud the day before, without conlideration of the great quan- 
tity which he had loſt from his Wound. I continued the former way of drel: 
{ing the Wound and Bone, until they were well digeſted : during which the 
edges of the Bone incarning round, I raſped the middle of the Bone, and 
thereby diſpoled a Callus to put forth. After Digeſtion, I deterged with mu 
aif. Paracelſi ; and as the Callus thruſt oft the Bone, I dreſt it with Pledgits 
dipt in ſpir. viniprelſt out dry, andafterwards by Epuloticks, as ungnent. tw- 
tie, &c. cicatrized the Lips of the Wound even with the Callus which role 
trom the Bone; and about that time, to diſpoſe it the better to cicatrize, he 
was purged. Thus it was cured as Wounds with loſsof Subſtance ; a trouble- 
fome and vexatious work to the Patient and Chirurgeon ; which might at 
firſt have been cured by Agglutination, with a leſs Cicatrix, and thereby he 
might have enjoyed the natural tegument of his Hair, whereas now that part 
remained bald and unſeemly. 

A Servant of the K;zg's, of about 28 years of age, being diſtracted, and 
ſuſpicious that every man he ſaw would do hima miſchief, walking abroad 
one day, thought himſelf purſued, and ran into the next houſe up 2 pair of 
Stairs intoa Chamber, when hearing ſome body following him hethrew hum- 
{elf out of the Window juſt as a Coach was paſſing by, and pitcht with his 
Head upon one of the W heels. He was taken up ſtunned and ſhrewdly 
wounded, carried into the next houſe, and dreſt by a Chirurgeon, who allo 
let him bloud. The next day I was ſent by his Majeftie's command to take care 


of him, and ſaw the Dreflings taken off, His Wound was between the Sagit 
[4

1 conſidering the manner of his Fall, with the Frenzy and Stupour helay un- 
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dreſſed it up w 
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ened his Wound by a croſs Inciſion, and cutting oft the corner'd Lips, 


ithdry Doffils of Lint, with Aftringents and Bandage. I di- 


reaeda Clyſter to be adminiſtred that afternoon, and let him bloud thar 
night, repeating it again the day after. Dr. Walter Needham preſcribed him 
lfion of the cold Seeds, &c. to drink oftenin a day. By all which he 
was notably relieved, and recovered his Senſes ſoon after. I opened his 
Wound the third day, and ſaw the Craninum {mooth arfl natural, the Lips al- 
ſo tending to Digeſtion. I fomented it with a Stupe wrung out of Claret- 
wine, and dreſt it up with a Digeſtive ex terebinth. cum vitello ovi, and em- 
brocating the Parts about cam oleo roſ, applied emplaſtr. diachalcith. with 
Compreis and Bandage. After I had thus digeſted the Wound, I raſped the 
Cranium tO the quick, dreſſing it up with «ngzenr. Arcez, and the Lips of the 
Wound with »nguent. diapompholys. and by the help of the Vitriol-ſtone I de- 
terged them : andas the Calm grew upout of the Craniumtounite with the 
Lips, I dreſſed it with Pledgits preſſed out of fzr. vizz, cicatrized it, and re- 
itored him cured.

A Cook-maid, by the fall of a Jack-weight upon her Head, was beaten 8. Obfer: 


down, and ſtunned for ſome while by the Blow : ſhe vomired, and was car- 
ried into her Chamber. There were three Wounds inthe Hairy ſcalp to the 


Cranizm, With a great Tumour. 


The Bone ſeemed to me to he depreit and 


hiſured. I preſently made a circular Inciſion, and raiſed up that part of the 
Hairy {calp in order to Terebration, and filled up the Wound with Doflils of 
Lint preſt out of Red wine ; then embrocated her Head with ol. roſ.cum aceto, 
and put on an exp!. e bolo with Compreſs : then ſhaving the Hair from the 
Parts about, Iapplied Pledgits {pred with my Digeſtive upon the Lips of the 
Wound, Compreſſes dipt in Oxycrate,and rowled up her Head. Some hours 
after I cauſed her to be let bloud about eight ounces, and that night gave her 
3vi. [yr. de meconio in a draught of aq. papaver.with a little aq.cardiac. The next 
day I took off Dreſſings, and viewing well the bare Bone, I tound neither De- 
preſſion nor Fiſſure. I was deceived by the ſhape of her Head, ſhe being 
double-crowned, the Tumour great, and the Sagittal Suture running under- 
neath. I fomented the Parts afteted with viz. rabr. wherein were decoted 
flor.roſ.rub.cham. flor. beton. ſummit. abſiath. bace. myrtill, &c. then dreit the Bone 
and Lips,the former with /inimert, Arcez warm,and the latter with my Dige- 
ſtive cx terebinth, dipt 1n cl. hyperici warm : and having embrocated her Head 
well with o/. ro. & cham. I applied a Cataplaſm ex fariz. hord. pulv.balauſt.c> 
roſ. ruby, decoCted in Oxycrate cumol, rof, with convenient Bandage. This 
method I continued till the Wound was digeſted, and the Tumour waſted. 
Then I deterged the Lips of the Wound with muzaif.Paracel/.and the Vitri- 
ol-ſtone, ireffing the Bone with Sarcoticks, and applied over all one of Vieo's 
Cerots in ſtead of the Cataplaſm. By this method the Bone incarned ; atter 
which ſhe retired with Medicaments to be dreſt by ſome of her Fellow-ſer- 
vants at her Maſter's houſe a few miles off. She ſometimes came ro Town, 
and was aſſiſted by me in the cicatrizing of the Wound, ſoas hath been 
ſhewed in the former Laceration of the Cal/varia. I did not believe ſo great a 
Blow could have been without-a FraQture and great Accidents ; otherwiſe 
I ſhould not ſo preſently have raiſed off the Hairy ſcalp. 

A Tradeſman returning from viſiting ſome of his Friends in the Country, 
near K.»ights-bridge fell off his Horſe 'to the ground, bruiſing and wounding 
is Forehead and Face. He was takenup as dead ; but ſome while after re- 
covering lite again, they puthim into a Coach,and brought him to his houſe. 
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] fouhd him if his Bed labouring under a great Concuſſion. He was not 
capable of giving any account of his Ailment. His Face and Noſe were much 
bruiled ; there was alſo a Wound upon the Os cribriformis. I cauſed the Bloud 
and Gravel to be waſht out of his Wound, and with my Knife laid it open a 
tittle higher up towards the Forehead. Then viewing the Bone,and [ceing it 
without Filſure, I brought the Lipscloſe together,and dreſt theWound with 
Agglutinatives, and emp!. e bolo over it and his Face; and having cauſed 
the Hair to be ſhaved oft the fore-part of his Head, from the Coronal Suture 
down to his Ears, ark embrocated the diſeaſed Parts with ol. roſ. cum aceto, 
I applied a Cataplaſm of farin, hord. pulv. flor. roſ. rubr. balauſt. bace. myrtill, 
decocted in Oxy mel, then let him bloud 10 or 12 ounces. A neighbouring 
Phybcian vilited him that night, and preſcribed him what he thought necel- 
fary. The Patient lay dozivg all that night, groaning frequently, and was 
no better in the morning : he ſpake not willingly to any of us, nor ſo as we 
could underttand what he faid. Thar day TI took oft Dreftings, viewed and 
felt th Parts about. The left Eye was inflamed, the Lid ſwelled, and the 
Forehead bruiſed. I was notable to make out any thing whereby I might take 
new indications ; and therefore dreſt him up again as before, ordering alittle 
zreaſt-milk tro be dropt warminto his Eye, and renewing the Embrocation 
and Catapia/ſm. That day he was let bloud again, and a Clyiter adminiltred, 
with what elſe his Þhyfician thought neceſſary.T he next day he being nothing 
better, the deceaſed Mr. Bon a Chirurgeon was conſulted. We took of} Drel- 
lings, and viewed the Wound. The Bone was fair, without the lealt im- 
preſſion. Mr. B. concluded that the Wound ſhould be cured without fariher 
enquiry into it ; which accordingly was done in few days after without Ex- 
foliation. Bliſtering of his Neck and Shoulders, and Cupping with Scarihca- 
tion was made; alſo Fontanels behind his Ears ; Fomentations and Plailters 
were likewiſe applied to his Head : but the reliet was ſmall. Yet by theicand 
trequent Purging, after a month or ſix weeks, he was {o well asto get ab: ond, 
bur was indilpolecd 1n his Head. His Eye was cured ; but atter he had fol- 
lowed his afairs abroad fame weeks, on a ſudden that Eye lid fell down, and 
{ome months aſter helolt the ſight of the Eye without any outward ſoarnels, 
it being the cflect of the Concuſſion, He was alive at the time of the Fire, 
and may be {0{till tor ought I know. It ought was omitted for his Recove- 
ry, It was farther Bleeding. 
19.Obſer- A Gentleman of abour 3o years of age, coming out of Hartford-ſhirethrough 
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cuſſion, Pot out of the window as he was paſling by, his Horſe ſtarted, and ruſhed v1 
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The poor Gentleman was beaten ofthis Horſe,& lay ſtunned on the ground, 
The people fetcht immediately a Barber-Chirurgeon from Loxdon, Sir T.B. 
upon notice of his Friend's miſhap,ſent me thither ; where I found the Gentle- 
man lying upon the ground,the people and Chirurgecn gazing upon him. 1 
felt his Pulſe much oppreſt,the right Brow bruiſed, & 1nquired whether they 
had let him bloud. The Chirurgeon replied, he had opened a Vein in his 
Arm, but it would not bleed. I replied, We muſt make him bleed, though 
It be by ſlitting his Veins. Turning his Head on one fide, I ſaw the j\1gular 
Veinon the bruiſed ſide turgid, and opened it. He bled freely. After | had 
taken about twelve ounces,the bloud ran down from his Arm, which had been 
opened before and would not bleed, ;Webled him till he came to life, and 
then he raved and (trugled with us. Having ſtopt the Bleeding, we cauſed 
the people to carry him into the Inn, and put him intoa Bed. Allthe while 


they carried him,and were making him unready, he roared and was very w 
ruly 
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ruly, eſpecially whilſt they were pulling off his Stocking from his right Leg ; 
which inquiring more particularly into, we tound broken ſhort in the middle FO 
of the Thigh-bone, cloſe by a bony Wen, (ofthe bigneſs of a Tennis-ball.) fx 
Upon ſight whereof we prepared Dreſſings, and endeavoured to ſet the Fra- 
&ure. He oppoſed us mainly 1n the ſetting of it, and dreſling it up. But 
ſome of the people holding him downin his Bed, we ſet and drelt his Leg asis 
hewed in the Lefture of Simple Fractures. But his Hands being at liberty, 
he looſened the Bandage which we had put on the fractured Bones in {pighrt 
of our reliſtence. We contented our ſelves in what we had endeavoured, and 
{rom that time left his Leg to lie unſet,he not permitting ſo much asa Plaiſter 
over it. We then prepared Applications for his Head, ſhaved the Hair from 
that ſide of the Temporal Muſcle, embrocated the part which ſeemed to us 
fected cum ol, roſe. & aceto, and applied a Cataplaim of Bean-meal ( which 
was ſpeedieſt to be had ) boiled up with Oxymel, ©, he permitring it pati- 
ently. That bound on, I left my Afſiſtent to ſtay with him, and returned my 
{elftro London. The next day Sir T. B. {ent for Sir Charles Scarburyh, and 
carried us with him to Torrezham,where we found the Patient raving,and by 
their report he had done foall night. We underſtood not one word he ſpake, 
His Pulſe was low and intermitring, Upon which conſideration Venzfection 
was deferred. What was necellary for him to take, the Phylictan then pre- 
{cribed. His Bruiſe was upon the Temporal Muſcle, a Parr not to bs laid 
open upon a bare Surmiſe ; whereſore werenewed our Embrocations and C a- 
taplalms,and left my Afſiſtent to wait upon the Patient, Sir Charles Scarbureh 
making a Journey farther into the Country. | The next day I returned, and 
finding the Patient raving as I had left him,I ſuppoſing his Diſtemper procee- 
ded from an Inflammation of the Membranes of the Brain,and that by Venz- 
ſection only he was to be relieved, I let him bloud on the ſame Jugular as 
before about 10 ounces, and ſo proceeded every day,or lecond day at leait,the 
Paticnt bcaring it well, and ſeeming to be relieved. His Pulſe role upon it, 
ind he {1umbered ſometimes, and took his Nouriſhment, which betore he 
did not. Abour the ſeventeenth day I coming to Totrezham met my Aſliitent 
g01ng to Lo-don,who rold me that the Patient was grown more ſenlible of his 
fractured Thigh. I perſwaded him back, rejoycing to hear that the Gentle- 
man was {o well : but coming near his Chamber, I heard him hallowing. 
It troubled me what to do. I knew his Bleeding had much relieved him ; but 
the people, asalſo my Afſiſtent, diſliked my lo often letting him bloud, and 
was wont abuſively to ſay, Now you {hall ſee our Maſter let him bloud again : 
they concluding that I would be the death of the Patient. However I re- 
ſolved to bleed him once more, and no more. This I declared, with the 
neceſſity of doing it, and accordingly opened the ſame Vein again, and held 
2 white Stone-porrenger to receive the bloud, which flowed with a {pright- 
ly ſtream, the Patient lying quietly the while upon his Back. I put the Por- 
renger into my Aſſiſtent's hand,and ſeeing the bloud flow with much Vigour, 
[ catcht up haſtily a Pewter-pogrenger,purpoling to take a little in that. (In 
bleeding theſe Veins in the Neck, we uſually holding the Porrenger cloſe to 
their Neck, it ſerves us as a Bandage to intercept the deſcent of the bloud.) 
[ put this Porrenger into my Afliſtent's hands, with pretence to make Dreſ: 
oo lay upon the Vein ; but ſtood at a little diſtance, looking my Patient 
11 bis Face, with a reſolution to bleed him until I ſaw his Countenance 
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change: which I did, and then ſtept to the Patient to {top the Vein. The 
while the Porrenger was taking away, the bloud ran .out of it on one ſide, it 
having been melted, and the hole ſo covered by Soder that I did not ſee it be- 
ore, During the while he was blecding I thought him long, and wondered 
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to ſee {o little bloud in that Porrenger from ſo full a ſtream : but ſeeing the Bed 
{o bloudy, it was evident that when the melted hole preſt not againſt his 
Neck, the bloud ran into the Bed, which deceived me. Bur the Patient yp. 
on taking alittle of his cordial Julep refreſht his Spirits. I fate a while 
him, and left him pretty hearty. The next day I returned ſooner than I uſe 
to do, being doubtful how I ſhould find him: but, to my wonder, he was 
perfealy well in his Senſes, and diſcourſed ſoberly of what paſſages here- 
membred in the time of his De/irium, We preſently prepared'to let his fra- 
tured Thigh-bone, it having lain ſeventeen days unſer, yet was without 
Inflammation, Tumour, or Pain. The Callus I ſuppole was thruſt out at the 
ends of the Bones, and that had covered the aſperity of them, and the large 
Bleeding and Dilcale had made Revulſion and Evacuation. We brought the 
ends of the Bone together by an eafie Extenſion, and dreſt it up as is uſual in 
{ſimple Fractures. In leſs than twenty days the Calls dried, and his Leg 
was ſo (trongas to bear him again ; and ſome weeks after he wentabroad 
about his attairs. 
A Youth about ten years of age was ſtruck down by a blow of a Cudgel 
on his Head. I found him lying upon a Bed deprived of his Speech and the 
ule of his Legs. © Taking the Plaiſter off his Forehead, there was no Wound 
nor conliderable Swelling ; but ſearching with my Fingers T felt a Depretſj- 
on of the Bone : upon which having adverriſed the Parents of the danger of 
the Child,& the way of my proceeding,[I ſent for the Chirurgeon dwelling at 
the next door, who had applied the firlt Plaiſter,defiring to retain him tor the 
more conſtant attendance, We made Dreſſings ready in order to Dilatation; 
then cauſing the Hair to be ſhaved off, I made an Inciſion ſo large as to ict on 
the Terebra, if occalion ſhould be, for the railing up the depreit Bone. In 
dividing the Hairy ſcalp towards the Coronal Suture, I eſpied a Fiſſure run- 
ning up trom the fractured Bone beyond my firit Incilion;whereforeT laid the 
Fiſſure more open, out of which I ſaw a quantity of ſerous bloud flow 1mmc- 
diately forth. The Depreſſion was a piece of Bone as broad as a Three-pence 
ſunk under the Scuil, I hiled up the Opening with Doffils of dry Lint, and 
applied over all a Digeſtive ex terebinth, & witell. ovi upon Pledgits, and ep! 
e bolo, with Bandage to keep them on. . The next day in the prelence of 
Dr. Barwicz and ſome Country Phyſician with Mr. Arris Chirurgeon, I took 
oft the Dreſſings, and ſet the Trepan above the fractured Bone, lo to avoid 
the great Scar that muſt have been if I had ſet it below the Fraure, and 
conlidering withal the Porineſs of the Bone below. The Terebra ſet on, the 
Bone taken out, and the inner edges ſmoothed by the Lenticular inſtrument, 
I put ina Levator, and raiſed up the depreſt Bone even with the reſt : that 
done, I placed in a Sindon dipt in ol. rof. with a third part of Reſin ; then 
with a round Doflil filled up the Bore : after which I opened the Filſure witl 
my Rugines, ſcraping away its edges, that no Sazies or Matter might be de- 
tained, and drelt up the Bone with /iziment. Arcei warm, ſo as to give way t0 
the Lips tofall in ; Ideliring no more Opening than was neceſſary for dil- 
charge ofthe Matter from within. Over hef: Dreſſings I applied empl. dia- 
chalcith. malaxed cumol, roſ. & aceto, and with Compreſs and Bandage con- 
cluded the ſecond Dreſſing. From that time all our threatning Symptoms 
vaniſhed. Indeed the firlt Openingand letting bloud that ſame night reco- 
vered his Speech; and after thisDrething the uſe of his Legs was alſo reſtored : 
yet we kept him in the dark, and to a ſlender Diet, allowing no Fleſh. WW hat 
concerned Internals Dr. Barwick took care of. The other Phyſicians and 
Mr.Arris coming no more, I continued the ſame method in my dreſſing until 
Digeſtion, which was made in 4 or 5 days. Then I added mel. rof. in iow 
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of the Oil, and afterwards incarned, by increaſing the Reſin and leſſening the 
el: theFleſh riſing in little grains preſently after the Digeſtion was com pleated, 
and after a few dayscovered the Dura mater. 1 haſtened the Extoliation of the 
Bones by the application of t5n&rra myrrhbe,and deterged the wounded Lips with 
mundif. Paracelſi, My work being afterwards to keep down the loole Fleſh, 1 
ubbed it frequently with the Vitriol or Alume-ſtone,and drefied the Lips with 
uronent. tutit, CC, whereby 1n leſs than {1x weeks the Bones exfoliated, and the 
Wound being ready to cicatrize, I left it to the neighbouring Chirurgeon 3 
the cicatrizing of theſe being for the moſt part the work of my Servant. | 
A pcrſon was wounded near the Vertex (by a Blow I told you 1n the former + gating 
Edition, but have been lince informed it was) by 2 Pun&ture of a Dagger. [7.4 
He ſent for a Chirurgeon, who dreſt his Wound and cured tt 3 during which'by a Pun- 
the Patient went daily abroad without any conlideration of it. About the wb tte 
{cventeenth day, towards the Full-moon, as he was.coming home One morn- 
ng, he felt his Legs faulter, and before he was got up ſtairs into his Chamber his 
Tongue failed him. His Friends and Servants put him into bed, and ſent for 
me. They declared to me how he had been wounded ſuch a day, and the 
manner of his being (cized with the Paralyſis, I ſawa neceſlity of laying open 
the Hairy ſcalp, and offcred togo away, that I might ſend for ſome of my Ser- 
vants to help me. He apprehendmg that 1 was leaving him as deplorable, 
catcht hold of me, and would have ſpoke to me, but could not. He made 
S1zns for Pen, Ink and Paper, and endeavoured to write, but could not form 
one letter. He then threw himſclt down in his Bed, breathing out Jef. I 
prayed his Patience, telling him I would return ſuddenly. But before I went 
[ let him blood ten ounces, and returned again within an hour, and found 
that he had loſt theuſe of his Arms. I conſidered the Wound, and concluding 
a neceſlity of ſetting on a Trepan, I cauſed his Head to be preſently ſhaved, 
and made a circular Incifion about the Wound. Then railing up the Hairy 
ſcalp ſmooth off with my Spatula, I both ſaw and felt the Bone, but could 
diſcover no fault in it. I dried up the blood with Spunges dipt in Vinegar, 
railed up the Lips round with my Spatzla from the Bone, and with a freſh 
Spurge having dried up the blood, I looked again under them 3 but could dif- 
cover nothing ill in the bared Crarinm. I then fill'd up the Wound with Doſlils 
of dry Lint, and applied a Digeſtive ex terebinth. over the Lips, embrocatin 
the Parts about cx ol. roſ. and Jaid on a Cataplaſm e farir. hord. flor. ro. rubr. 
balanſt. in vino rub. with ſyr. de roſ. ſice. &c. That day Sr. Fr. Pruj. gave him a 
vilit, and preſcribed him a Clyſter, Cordialls, Juleps, and what elfe he thought 
neceſſary. The next day was Full-moon, at which time the Brain is thought 
to rile high, and the Vellcls are turgid 3 wherefore I deterred the ſetting on 
the Trepan, contenting my ſelf with the letting him blood again. All this 
while he wasin a Feaver, and deprived of his Speech and Lims. The next mor- 
ning,between 10 and 1 1 of the clock, in the preſence of Sr. Fr. Pr. Serjeant Pyle, 
Mr. Arris and Mr. KR. who thought himſelf concerned for his Servant, and 
bad firſt dreſt him, I took off Dreſlings, and lookt into the Wound. We 
found no Fiſſure, however there was a neceſlity of perforating the Cranium. 
Wherefore without delay I began to work with the Trepan, which I much 
preter before a Trephine, it being an Inſtrument which doth its work lightly, 
and cutteth the Bone equally, or how you pleaſe, without preſling ſo heavily 
upon the Head, and is approved by all the Chirurgeons abroad, being much 
to be commended before the Trephine. After I had bored the Bone, and taken 
It out, I looktinto the hole, and ſeeing the Dura xrater retaining its nataral co- 
lour. without Matter or Blood, I dreſt it up with a Sindon dipt 1n ol, ro; with 
a little Reſin warm. This way of dreſſing was objected againſt, as I expected 3 
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but I dreſt it up, and aſſured them that I would cure this Patient without ap. 
plying any other Remedy to the Dura mater than theſe two limple Medicaments: 
but withal, ] was much unſatisfied in my ſelf, that ſuch grievous Symptoms, 
as loſs of Speech and Lims, with a Fever, ſhould afftlict the Patient, and yet 


no depreſt Bone or Fitſure, nor ovght of Matter or Sanes appear upon the

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the Brain. 


Dura mater. This, I ſay, troubled me much, I fearing ſome other place, 
or that the blood lay putrefied under the Dura mater. But I dreſt it up with 
a ſoft round Doſil next the Sindon, and the Bone with liniment, Arcei, conti- 
nued the Digeſtive to the Lips of the Wound, and applied an empl. de betoy, 
ag. over all, then laid him down in his Bed. Going preſently out of his cloſe 
Room (where | was crowded up with great Lights burning near me) into the 
frelh Air, 1 preſently burſt out with a violent Coughing of blood : yet the 
next day I dreſt the Patient again, and found his Speech and Lims reſtorcd ; 
bur he was hot, and his Pulſe quick. I opened his Wound, and finding all 
as we'll as I could expc, I dreſt up the Dura mater 2gain as betore, with the 
ſame Oil and Relio : and after I had bound him up as is uſual in thele caſes, 
[ let him blood 10 Ounces, and adviſed the repeating of Clyſters, &*c. as occa- 
ſion ſhould offer. 'The Phyſicians and Chirurgeons viſited him no more after 
the firſt Drefling; but I retained the young Chirurgeon ihat had firſt dreſt his 
little Wound, he dwelling near the Patient. After three or four days drefling, 
this Wound digeſted, and all the Symptoms went off. Upon which conlideration 
[ diminiſhed the quantity of the v/,. ro/. and increaſed the Relin; making good my 
word in curing him with thoſe fimple Medicaments 3 I deterging and incarning 
as firmly and ſpeedily this way as by any Sarcotick I ever uled. While the Bones 
werecaſting off, I cicatrized the Lips as hath been ſet downin the preceding Obſler- 
vations, Coming one day to dreſs him while the Wound was cicatrizing, he being. 
abroad, I ſubſtituted the young Chirurgeon in my place 3 yet I ſaw him twice 

or thrice dreſſed afterwards. He was well cured, and remaineth fo to this day. 

I was called to conſult with Dr. Tho. Cox about a Gentlewoman who was 
grievouſly diſeaſed with a great Pain between the Coronall and Sagittall $u- 
tures, occaſioned by a Blow ſhe had many months before received riding 
under a Pent-houſe. The Blow had ſtunned her, yet ſhe recovering her Scn- 
ſes was brought to London, and viewed by ſome Chirurgeons of the City, 
who cured her little Wound, and returned her back : but trom that time her 
Pain increaſed daily with a Vertigo, and ſhe returned again to Lo»dov. We 
judged it to ariſe from that Blow, and concluded the extravaſated and putre- 
tied Blood had caufed that Pain. We viewed the Hairy ſcalp, and took no- 
tice that it was thicker in the upper parts of it than was uſuall ; but we could 
not diſtinguiſh wuh our fingers any inequality under it in one part or other. 
The Humour was pituitous and yielded to the preſſure of the Finger, as ſuch 
Swellings do. She endeavoured to point to us the place with her Finger, 
but could not fix it within ſo narrow a compaſs as we might certainly relieve 
her by laying it open. At that Conſultation we reſolved to begin with Fomen- 
tations and Cataplaſins to diſcuſs the Humour, and to make Derivation by 
Bleeding, Cupping, Bliſtering, and Purging : all which was afterwards done 
but proving inctiefual, we propoſed the laying open that part of the Scalp 
which appeared to us molt ſuſpicious, and to ſet on a Trepan : but ſhe would 
not admit of it. At length. feeling her (elf languiſhing, ſhe yielded to the 
making a Fontanel| in the Part moſt affeted by a Cauſtick. Which [ did, 
and by Dr. Cox's conſent I made it to the Bone, and ſo large, that 1 migit 
afterwards ſet on a Trepan ; and then dreſled it with Lenients.

_ geſtion, and a beginning toincarn, a little red Fleſh ariling upon the Dura 14- 
ter, The next day it was increaſed, and fo the next : but when I opened it a 
day or two after, I found the Lips of the Wound finking, and little Matter ; 
but that wich appeared was of good colour. The Dura mater ſeemed drier,the 
little ruddy Fleſh was not increaſed. "The next day the little Fleſh upon the Dyr.: 
»ater beginning to look pale, [then left off the of. roſ. and added vel. ro. to the 
Relin,with a little pulv. yrrbe,and a few drops of ol. terebinth, and drelt the Lips 
of the Ulcer with unguecrrt. baſplic. mag. Vigon. cum ol, terebinth, warm, laying over 
the bared Cranmm Lint dipt 1n a Tindure of Myrrh, Aloes, exc. and applying 
empl. melilot. with a good Compreſs wrung out of a Lixivinn wherem was 
boiled ſome of the greater Cephalicks, as flor. anth. beton. majoran. origan. &c. 
But that night (he was ſeized with Convulfions, and the next day after the Lips 
of the Wound appeared without heat ; all things looked ill 3 and ſhe died 
within a day or two after. We would have opened her Head, but the had 
forbid it : but in bowing her Head a putrid Matter of a brown colour flowed 
forth her Noſtrills, of the ſame ſmel] that I complained of in Trepanning the 
Bone, only more tatid. I believe this PutrefaGtion proceeded from the cor- | 
rupt blood extravaſated between the Pia and Dura mater 5 which at firſt by 
large Bleeding and proper Applications might have been relieved. Nay pol- 
libly, 1f we had timely opened the Dura mater, this Matter might have there 
dilcharged it ſelf, But if it had been attempted, and not ſucceeded, her Death 
would certainly have.been imputed to that, 

A little Girl was brought to me witha ſoft Swelling upon the left ſide of her 14 &<rvar. 
Head, about two fingers oft the Temporal Muſcle, ot the bigneſs and ſhape of -B-dayhoM 
half a great French Walnut, This Swelling happened from a Fall down a 91 ni 
pair of Stairs ſome weeks before : but, whether through ignorance or neglt. Pe'e*: 
gence, the Fracture was not ſuſpefted by them, though there were viſible Sym- 
ptorns of a Concuſſion, as that of Vomiting, &c. The Child even languiſhin 
ot it, I acquainted the Mother, that the only way to relieve her Child was by 
opening that Tumour wide, and afterward I ſuppoſed that there required as 
much to be done to the Scull underneath. She prayed my help and ſubmitted 
to the laying open the Swelling, or what elfe I ſhould think fit to be done. 
The way of opening this in a ſtronger Body had been, to have cut round the 
Tumour, and raiſed off the Skin : but the Child was ſo weak, that I feared it 
might the while die under my hands. Wherefore to avoid that danger, I 
applied a mild Cauſtick, and delivered the Child to her Mother,, who bound 
on the Dreflings, and carried her home. About two hours after I took off the 
Cauſtick., and finding it had workt well, I divided the Eſchar, and diſcharged 
about three or four Spooniul of a filthy S$axjics. I took off this Cauſtick the 
looner, lutpecting leſt it might by longer lying penetrate through, and offend 
the Parts within, Upon dividing this Eſchar, the Bone appeared bare the 
we length, and a Jong Fillure ran tranſverſe over from the Temporal 

lutcle backward: the Scull was very thin, yielding to the leaſt preſſure of 
my Finger, as a piece of Vellum; ſo that [ might have inlarged it with my 
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Knife, if I had thought it neceſlary, I bowed the Childs Head on one (ide. 
and dropt in alittle ze! rof. with a few drops of TinCture of Myrrh, Aloes, 54, 
and with Pledgits dipt in the ſame lightly covered up the Bone. Then dreſi 
up the Eſchar with unguent. ba{ilic. malaxed cum oleo laliorum, and laid a cepha- 
Iick Emplaſter over all, with convenient Bandage. I continued the ſame me. 
thod of drefling daily, and ſaw pieces of the Dura mater purge out, and han 
in the fiflured edges of the Bone ; and for ſome while a thin 7chor iſſued there. 
out. The Eſchar being ſeparated,l dreſtthe Lips with mundif. Paracelſs, and the 
Bone with /1mizent. Arcei, dropping into the Fillure the Balſam preſcribed by 
Vigo; by which it incarned, and, as the Bone extoliated, united with the Lips 
of the Ulcer. There was a Tumour behind the Ear before I began the Cure: 
but by embrocating it with ol. rof. daily, it went off after the Digeſtion of the 
Ulcer above. Thus this Infant was cured : but ſhe being the produdt of a di- 
ſealed Mother, grew lame about a year after of a Pain in her right Hip, whe- 
ther it happened by accident of a Fall, or that it was Strumous ; but when | 
law it, it was diſlocated. I ſuppoſe no rational man will believe this Accident 
on her Head occaſioned that Detluxion on her Hip. 

A Gentlewoman tell down with her Child of halt a year old in her Arms. 
The Mother was hurt, and the Child a little ſcratched on the left ſide of its 
Head. It was viewed by ſome Pretender to $kill in ſuch things, and judged 
inconliderable : but from that time the Child grew 1ndiſpoſed, and vomited 
often, eſpecially after the receiving her ſuſtenance 3 and as ſhe grew able to 
{peak, complained of a pain in that part of her Head ; and by reaſonof heroften 
vomiting and conltant pain in her Head, ſhe languiſhed daily. After 10 years, a 
{mal} Tumour appeared in that part of the Head where it had been hurt. They 
again conſulted, and afterwards brought the Child to me a very Starveling. | 
viewed the Tumour, and felt in it a Pulſation, which at firſt I thought an 4c 
ri/m1a ; but preſſing my Finger more 1nto it, I felt the Membrane of the Brain 
without any Scull the breadth of an old. Erglifh Shilling. This at firſt a little 
amazed me : but upon conlideration ot the Fall, and the Symptoms ſucceeding, 
It was evident tome that by the Fall the Scull was fifſured, and being of a thin 
cartilaginous ſubſtance at that time of her Infancy, had through continuance 
mouldred away 3 and the Dara mater thruſting outwards, had by Adhxi1o1 
to the Pericraninm united in one body with it. This I ſuppoſed the calc. 
The Prefage here was a ſudden death, 1f the Cure was not attempted : and 
in the attempting it ſhe was 1n great danger. To begin this Operation by a 
circular Incilion, the compaſs of the Tumour in the Scull, was not ditt- 
cult : but then to ſeparate theſe two Membranes, the Dura mater from the 
Pericranium, or this from that, was an hard task even in a dead Body 3 
here in a weak Child much more, where the blood would be apt to blind me; 
and the impatience of the Child render it hazzardous, the work of Separation 
requiring a great Steadine(s in both of us. Wherefore I reſolved to lay the 
Scalp open by Cauſtick. To which purpoſe, I forewarned them firſt of the dan- 
ger, either in leaving the Child to die by its Malady, or in attempting tt: 
Cure doubtfully. But they having conſulted others before, were ſenſib!c of 
the danger the Child was 1n by its Diſeaſe,and readily commended her into mY 
hands, and lodged her near me. I cauſed the Hair to be ſhaved off from tne 
Tumour, and applied upon 1t the moſt gentle Cauſtick I could deſign. At ſuch 
time as | thought it might have made its way through the Superficies of tte 
Calvaria, I took it off, and with a Cauſtick-ſtone rubbed into the muſculous 
Skin 3 then waſht out the Salts well, with Wine firſt, then Milk. After that 
| embrocated it with warm Oil, and cut into the Eſchar, embrocated the Vart

over all, with Compreſs and Bandage. That night ſhe was ſeized witli a fit ot 
Convullion, frequently vomited, and was very 11]. Doctour Fiſher was fetcht, 
znd preſcribed her a cordial Julep proper in her cafe, and relieved her. The 
2cxt morning 1 took off Dretlings, and raiſed up the Hairy (calp round from 
the Scull fo far as the Caulſtick had ſpred, which gave a breathing to 1t, and 
diſcharged a little Ichor. From that time her Vomiting ceaſed, as allo the Con- 
vullive fits, and ſhe began to be more lively than in ten years before. We kept 
her in bed warm and cloſe, and preſcribed her a ſlender Diet, allowing her 
only Spoon-meats. Her Phyſician took care in what concerned her healtiz 
by Internalls. 1 proceeded to haſten Digeſtion, and by Fomentations and 
the like to cherilh the native heat of the Part. Some places I digeſted, others 
| deterged. It was a nice work, but ſucceeded happily. Whilſt fome Sloughs 
were ſeparating, other parts incarned and cicatrized. The Patient at length 
being in a fair way of Recovery, I invited Sir Ch. Scarvurgh and Doctour 
Iulter Needbam to fee her dretled. The Dura mater was then incarned, and 
the edges of the Bone exfoliating 3 after which the Wound cicatrized, and con- 
tracted to a very narrow compaſs. The Child afterwards returned to her 
Friends perfectly in health, and is a witty Child ; but it's thought ſhe will be

(cle. He was ſomewhat ſtunned by the Fall, and vomited. Going to him ue 
within an hour after, I felt a large Tumour in that place, and, judging the Scull withour a 
to be fractured, propoſed the laying it open. But the Phyſician not being vs. 
come, I opened the Jugular Vein on that ſide, took away fome ounces of 
blood, and prepared Dretiings. Doftor Lowre being come, I laid open the Cr.4- 
inn by a circular Incilion, and diſcovering a Fiſjure, filled up the place with 
Doflils of dry Lint, pulv. Galeni & empl. e bolo, with Compreſs and Bandage 
over all, The next morning we found our Patient relieved ; a Clyſter was 
adminiſtred that day ; and the day after, the Phyſician and Mr. Ho/er being 
preſent, we took off Dreſhngs, and ſaw a large Filſure ſtretching from the Co- 
ronall Suture to the Temporal Muſcle. The Seroſity being diſcharged there- 
by, and the Patient freed from the preceding Symptoms, I did not think it 
neceſſary to ſet on a Trepan : but it being by others thought reatonable, to 
prevent farther diſpute, I complied with them. But then the Patient's Rela- 
tons and Friends deſired to be informed what Inſtruments we would ule, 
and asked to fee them, I ſhewed them a Trepan and Trephine, and gave 
them liberty to try both upon a Scull. They did fo, and unanimouſly pre- 
tcrr'd the Trepan, which accordingly I ſet on in the declining part, ſomewhat 
diltant from the Fiſſure;z and after Perforation dreſſed the Dura mater with 
ol. roſ. and Reſin, the Craziuzz with dry Lint, and the Lips with a Digeſtive 
ex terebinth. &c. then embrocated the Parts about, and applied emp!. & bolo 
with Bandage. By the application of theſe the Dura mater dipciied, and 
loon after incarned. But the Seroſity diſcharging by the Fillure, the Eva- 
cuation by the Perforation of the Trepan was ſmall, and thought not ſuffici- 
ent. I being deſirous to juſtifie my way of drefling, yet ready to comply 
with the common practice, dreſſed it up with mel ro, & ſpir. vini. But the 
Matter at next dreſting appeared leſs; and the day after we found the ruddy 
Fleſh upon the Dura water pale and withering. I applied again the ol. ro/. 
and Relin, and at the next dreſſing ſaw the Fleſh ruddy and better digeſted ; 
and after a dreſting or two the Membrane ſo incarned, that I was glad to 
keep it within compals by the application of a Doſlil of dry Lint : and from 
that time my buſineſs was to ſuppreſs it with Merc. previpitat. and good Com- 
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preſſion. During this the Craninm was dreſt with Pledgits preſt ont of ſdir, 
ini; and while the Bone was exfoliating, we deterged and cicatrized t!;« 
Lips, diſpoſing them to incarn with the Fleſh riſing from the exfoliated e7pe; 
of the Bone. At length the Bone changed colour and ſhook. It appearing 
afterwards looſe, 1 raiſed it up with a Spatzla, and took it off 3 we ſuppoſing 
it an Exfoliation. But by the Pulſation in the Fleſh under, it appeared to be 
both Tables of the Cranium. It you will ask the occaſion of this, I muſt tel! 
you, that, according to our judgments, it was the effeCt of the Contulion, of 
which there indeed appeared no marks : yet without doubt, by the force of the 
Blow the heat was extinguiſhed in the Bone, and as a dead Bone it (eparated. 
And this fort of Contuſions is taken notice of by the Ancients, It is without 
danger to the Patient, if there be a ſufficient Diſcharge otherwiſe for the Vat. 
ter, as here there was by the Fiſlure. This Pulſation leſſened as the Fleſh grey 
callous and hardened, which it did foon after into a Bone. About which 
time the fiſſured Bone caſt off its edges, and that Fiſlure incarned, and lupplicd 
the place of the Bone; the Wound allo cicatrized by the common Epuloticks. 


This young perſon had formerly been ſubject to pains im hits Head and ftrc- 


quent Vomiting from his Infancy, upon which account we did not haſten 
the cicatrizing it 3 but after Purging, @c. we cicatrized, and he enjoyeth a 
better heaith ſince.

I cauſed the Hair to be ſhaved off, and made an Incifion 1n the up- 
per part of the Tumour, from his Ear forward, above two inches 1n length, 
pailing as near the Temporal Mulcle as I durſt; and having at the ſame time 
divided the Pericranium, 1 thruſt 1t off from the Bone; then with a Sponge 
preſt out of Red wine wiped away the blood, and ſaw a Fiſſure running the 
whole length of the Wound. I allo efpied another Fifſure ſtretching from th1s 
downwards towards the externall Canthzs of that Eye; and the lower l preſſed 
with my Finger, ine more rough the Bone telt. I was unwilling to cut the Tem- 
poral Muſcle 3 but there ſeeming to me a neceſlity of it, I drew my Knife 
downward, and laid open the Wound in the form of a Roman T. But the 
lower Lips, being. muſculous, would not ſo turn back to bare the fractured 
Bone as I deſigned ; therefore | contented my ſelf with what I had done, and 
filled up the Wound with Doflils of Lint, embrocating the Parts about with 
ol. roſ. cum album. ovi, and applying empl. & bolo over it, with Comprels and 
Bandage, then laid him to reſt with an Anodyne draught. The next mor- 
ning I found the Patient in a Fever. He had reſted ill, and had vomited of- 
ten, and complained of much pain in that lower Jaw. I took off the Bandage 
and Emplaſter, and dreſt the Lips of the Wound with a Digeſtive ex #erc- 
binth. &c. upon Pledgits dipt in ol. hyperici hot, embrocating the Parts about

day. Wefound the Patierit reſtleſs, and accompanied with an increaſe of - the 
ore- 
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forcmentioned ill Symptoms. We took off Dreſlings, and diſcerncd the up- 
vcr Lips of the Wound digeſted, but the lower more dry and ſwelled, eſpe- 
ciilly upon the lower part of the Temporal Muſcle ; upon the preſſure 
whereof a white Matter diſcharged from within, between the Cram and 
muſculous Fleſb, where we judged the Depreſſion of the Bone to be. Fhere 
was a neceſiity of cutting off part of the Temporal Muſcle, and that 1n the 
form of a Semicircle : wherefore we marked it with Ink from the upper part, 
{2 paſſing within an inch or more of the external C anthns of the Eye, and 
carrying it towards the Ear, to take off that Lip which was lying over the 
Depreſſure. This being fo marked, we cut it off, There was an effufion of 
blood out of both ends of the Arteries : but having Dofhils ready dipt in 
the Royal Stiptick, we applied themz and having filled up the bared Cra- 
Yium with our Dreflings, we bound up the Wound. From this time his 
Jaw was ſo weak, that we were forced to muffle it up with Chin-cloaths, 
At our next drefling we ſet on a Trepan : after which with a Levator we 
caiſed up the deprefled Bone, and dropt into that Wound a Solution of r-/- 
24 in mell. roſ; We then dreſt the trepann'd hole with ol. ro. upon a foit Dofhil ; 
and the reſt of the (raninm we covered with Doliils preſt out of ſpir. vizi, and 
applicd Digeſtives over the Lips of the Wound. At the fccond Drefiing Do- 
(tour !] alt. Needham was preſent, and ſaw the Dura mater under the trepann'd 
Bone incained ſo well, that from that time we only applied a little round Doſ- 
{il to keep the Fleſh from thruſting out of it. But fromthe Fracture below much 
purulent Matter came away daily: we ſuppoſed it was the more 1ncreaſcd, by 
realon of the hollowneſs which it had made between the Muſcles and fraftured 
Bone, which being depending, did yet retain its Cavity, notwithſtanding our 
endeavours by Compreſs and Bandage. Therefore to prevent the enlarging 
of that Cavity, we applied a Cauſtick on the outfide, and the next day di- 
vided it 3 from which time the Matter diſcharged it {elf that way, and there- 
by the internal Cavity was diſpoſed to cure, The Fiſſure that {(tretched it 
{ef from his Ear towards his Brow did lie fo undiſcovered, that we neither 
aw beginning nor ending of it 3 nor did we care: that part of it which we 
{aw ſerved to diſcharge the Serum ſufhciently. I raſped the Craninz, and 
covered it up with Doſhils dipt in ſpir. vini, &c. keeping them cloſe to the 
Lips of the Wound ; and by timely rubbing the aforeſaid Lips and every $u- 
perexcreſcence with the Vitriol-ſtone, I kept the Craninm dry, and diſpoied 
It to exfoltate. Aﬀter the diſcharge of Matter ceaſed from within the Cra- 
mmm, | left the Extoliation and Incarning of it to my Servants, viliting 
the Patient but ſcldome my ſelf. His Wound was cicatrized in lefs than two 
months: as indeed they all uſually are, it they be treated as they ought. But 
It they fall into ſuch ignorant and obſtinate hands, who ſuffer the Cranin: 
to be overgrown with looſe Fleſh, a great diſcharge of Matter will follow, 
and the Crazinm muſt of neceflity corrupt,and conſequently the Cure mult be 
prolonged. 

During the Wars I was frequently imployed in the dreſſing ſome one per- ;a. ov, 
fon or other, wherein I have ſeen all or moſt of the ſeveral forts of Fraftures of a Souldicr 
mentioned in this Chapter. Particularly at the Battle of Worceſter, a Soul- $Oun'el 
cer came to us where we were dreſſing, with his Sword in his hand, the _ 
blade broken off near the Hilt, with many Wounds on his Head. 1 ſeeing 
the Hairy (calp of one ſide of his Head hanging down his Neck, went to 
um, and calling my -Friend W:/. Clarke to me with a Spunge to cleanſe the 
Wound, we ſaw fix pieces of the Scull ſticking on it: ſome of them were of 
tne firſt Table, others of both Tables. Beſides which there were various 
Fillures, Sedes, and ſome Fractures, with Depreſtion, made by Sword, Mul- 
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ket-ſtock, &c. We freed the Scalp of thoſe Bones, and returned it upward ( 
tar as we judged it necellary ; then cutting oft what was ſuperfluous, tacked ir 
to the ſound parts by ſeveral Stitches diſtant from one another, leaving a (pace 
to dreſs the Depreſſion and greater Frattures. Then we dreſſed up the Wounds 
with Digeſtives ex terebinth. &c. and where the Dura mater lay bare, we ap. 
plied Pledgits dipt i» ol. roſ. and to.the other parts of the Craninm linimnent. 
Arcei, The Alarm growing hot of the Enemies entrivg the City, I left 17/7, 
Clarke to bind it up, and made my way out of the Town. Bur this young 
Chirurgeon, being taken buſied in drefiing the wounded Souldiers, had liber. 
ty, after the heat of the Fight was over, to imploy his Charity in dreſſing tome 
of them, and writ me ſince this Souldier's particular Caſe : viz. The third 
day he found him pretty hearty, and his Wounds mattering ſo very much, 
that he was neceſſitated to cut looſe two of the Stitches, to pive vent to it : 
then he dreſled the penetrating Wounds with zl ro. and the Cranium with 
Lint prefled out of ſpir. vinz 5 and proceeding accordingly in the Cure, tw 
the depretſed and mangled Bones caſt off, incarn, and cicatrize with the ret, 
The Souldier being thus cured by him made a Volage to the [adies, and lince 
that ſerved a Souldier 1n the Tower of Londoy. 


a An Additional Diſcourſe of Wounds of the 
B RAIN. 


Uncertainty HE greater Symptorns that are uſually ſaid to attend the Wounds of the 
ng Brain do ſhew themſelves more uncertainly than a ſpeculative Chirurgecon 
he Brain, Would imagine 3 and in Cuts or Wounds made by ſharp Weapons, or (udcen 
ſtrong force, more uncertainly than in Contuſions, Concuſſions, and Deprel- 
ſions of the Scull ; the higheſt of them, iz. Vomiting, Stupour, Lols ot 
ſpeech, with a Paralyſis of Legs and Arms, ariſing more ſuddenly in theſe 
latter caſes than in the former. Theſe Symptoms have appeared in one of thx 
forementioned Obſervations, where there was nothing of Fiſſure or extrava- 
ſated blood ſeen upon the Dura mater after the terebration or perforation of 
the Craninm. Nay, we fee many die ſudgenly from a Box on the Ear, and 
from [mall Blows or Wounds. In ſome whereof, upon opening the Craninm, 
there hath been much blood extravaſated ; in others none at all, or ought cle 
that may be thought to have killed the Patient. | 
Obſervation» A Young man by reaſon of a Blow with a Cudgel upon the Forehead pre: 
| ſently took his Bed, and became delirous : a Sopor followed, and after [0m* 
days he died. I was fetched to ſee his Head opened. In opening his Forehead, 
I ſaw aſmall Hair like a Fiſſure running from the great Canthzs of the Eye Up” 
ward. Wetook off the Scull and Dura matur, and found but little blood <*- 
travalated, the Pia mater as little altered. 
Others I have been called to ſee opened, where there had preceeded Ny 2 
Contulion of the Calvaria, without any Fiſſure, or more extravaſated blou« 
than is uſually ſeen inevery opening or taking off the Cranium: yet the Patient

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Then again I have dreſt many that have been cut through the Scull, the Shi- 
vers of Bones lying paſht with the Fleſh and Hair upon the Dyra mater; yer 
the Patient hath been without any Symptom ot ſuch a Wound : which 1 ſup- 
poſe happened by reaſon of the Bones lying looſe upon the Memprane, 

At Sterling Mr. John Chace was preſent when a poor Servant- maid came to 
me tobe dreſt of a Wound ſhe had received on her Head by a musxet-thot, 1n 
the taking of Calender-Houſe by the Enemy. There was a Fracture with a 
Depreſſion of the Scull. I {ct on a Trepan for the elevation of the depreſlt 
Bone, and for diſcharge of the Sanics. She had laboured under this Fracture 
at leaſt a week before the came to me, yet had none of thoſe Symptoms afore- 
mentioned. But after Perforation, and raiſing up this deprelt Bone, and 
drefſing her Wound, ſhe went her way, and came daily thither to be drelt, as 
if it had been only a ſimple Wound of the Hairy ſcalp. Mr. Penzcyke, an 
eminent Chirurgeon of that Nation, did afliſt me 1n this work. I think the 
Brain it ſelf was wounded. I left her in his hands, who I fuppole tiniſhed 
the Cure, 

At the beating up of ſome of our Out-gardsnear Truro, the Enemy purſuing 
them, a Trouper wounded between the right Brow and Ear, «{pying mc 
among(t the crowd, importuned me earneſtly to drels him, and woula admit 
of no excuſe. We (topt at an Apothecarie's houle on the right hand going out 
of the Town towards Perin, I called to the Apothecarie's Servant to bring 
ſomewhat to dreſs him. Meanwhile I haſtily lifted up the bloody Hair, and ſaw 
a quantity of the Brain lie among it. [I took 1t up with my fingers, and (hew- 
ed it him: the ſight whereof ſo calmed his paſſion, that I had liberty to fly 
trom the Enemy, who was entred the Town. Here the Prognoſtick was cer- 
tain, yet. there appeared none of thoſe cruel Symptoms which accompany 
Concuſlions or leflcr Fillures. 

From Battells and Sieges of Towns and Garriſons we meet with many ſuch 
Wounds : 1n them we haſten our way to the extraction of extraneous Bodies, 
by cutting off the ſhattered Hairy skin firſt, then pulling out whatever was car- 
ried within the Cranium. If this be well pertormed, we then dreſs up the Brain 
and Membranes with a Sindon of Silk or ſoft Linen of a bigneſs proportionable 
to the Wound, dipping it in a warm Digeſtive, ſuch as 1s proper for the woun- 
ded Membranes. For however Chirurgeons have propoſed to dre(s the Brain 
with one kind of Medicament, and the Membranes with another ; that is not 
pollible to be done : tor if the Membranes or Men-inees ſhould be waſht with 
the ſame Medicament, and be offended by the Acrimony thereof, Inflammation, 
Fever and Delirium will the (peedilier follow. Theretore in the Cure of theſe 
Wounds of the Brain, I confider the Brain as an inſenſible Body, and that the 
dreſſing of them conſiſts in keeping it within its Membranes, and treating it as 
Wounds of the Membranes with Lenients, &c. If this can be done, as 3n ſmall. 
Wounds of the Brain it doth ſometimes happen, (if the FrafQture of the Scull 
hath not been very large,) then the Patient may recover. 

But if the Fracture 1n the Scull be Jarge, and the Wound in the Brain pro- 
portionable, ſo that the Brain cannot be retained within them, then it corrupts 
by reaſon of the external cold, and offends the Membranes by its putrid Acri- 
mony, and is frequently the cauſe of all the ill Accidents that attend them, 


The Patient ſometimes lives until that Lobe be conſumed, or hath wrought it 
elf forth ; as for Inſtance, 


Few days before the Battel at Worceſter, while we were dreſling the 

, wounded Souldiers, one was brought to us ſhot with a Musket-bullert on

»orth, in dreſſing his Wound felt the Shot ſticking deep in the Scull. I haſten- 
ed to him, and (aw the man ſpeechlets., We laid the Craninm bare by a circy- 
lar Incifion, and permitted it to bleed awhile ; then cleanſed it with a Sponge 
prelt out of Vinegar, and fill'd it up with dry Lint. After an hour or two, 
the Bleeding being ſtopt, we opened the Wound again, endeavouring to get 
out the Bullet : but it not yielding thereto, we ſet on a Trepan cloſe by it in a 
depending part, and gave vent to a quantity of blood : then paſſing in a Le- 
vator we raiſed up the Bullet, and pull'd out the deprefſed Bones, with which 
there came away ſome blood and alittle of the Brain. This being wiped away, 
there appeared alarge Wound in the Dura mater. We dreſt it with a Sindon 
dipt in ol. roſ. & refena, and fill'd up the Cavity with Doſhils of Lint. Havir 
ſo likewiſe dreſſed up the trepann'd Bone, we applied our Digeſtives to the 
Lips of the Wound, with exep/. e bolo and Bandage over all. Before we had 
dreſſed him up, he lifted up his Eyes, and asked how he came amongſt us. 
Several other things be demanded of us. We cauſed him afterwards to be re- 
moved, and continued our care of him. The Wound did digeſt, and ſome- 
what of the Brain came away edch day ; yet his Speech continued : but what 
became of him after our Defeat, I do not know. 

;. Obſervat. At the Siege of Melcomb-Regis, a Foot-ſouldier of Lieutenant-colonel BU/- 

of : trattu- Jard's by the grazing of a Cannon-(hot, had a great part of his Forehead carri- 

id Sl. ed off, and the Scull fraftured into many pieces, and ſome of it driven with the 
Hairy ſcalp into the Brain. The man fell down as dead, but after a while mo- 
ved ; and an hour or two after, his Fellow-ſouldiers ſeeing him endeavour to 
riſe, fetcht me to him. I pulled out the pieces of Bones and lacerated Flc{h 
from among(t the Brain, in which they were intangled, and dreſt him up with 
ſoft folded Linen dipt in a Cephalick Balſam, and with Emplaſter and Bandage 
bound him up, ſuppoſipg I ſhould never dreſs him any more. Yet he lived 
17 days; andthe 15. day walkt from that great Corner-fort over againſt Port- 
lind to the Bridge which ſeparates Weymouth from Melcomb-Regis, only led 
by the hand of ſome one of his Fellow-fouldiers. The fecond day after he tell 
into a Spaſrres, and died, howling like a Dog ; as moſt of thoſe do who have 
been ſo wounded. About the fame time a Maid-fervant was ſhot into the 
right fide of her Head by a Musket-bullet deep into the Brain. She livcd lo 
long t1]] that Lobe of the Brain wrought out or corrupted. 

2. Obſervac. At the Stege of Taunton one of Colonel Fobz Arundel's men, in ſtorming 

of a tractu- the Works,was {bot in the Face by Caſe-ſhot. He fell down, and in the Retreat 

oc Faces Was carried off among the dead, and laid intoan empty houſe by the way un- 

' til the next day: when in the morning early, the Colonel marching by that 

houſe heard a knocking within againſt the Door. Some of the Officers deli- 
ring to know what it was, lookt in, and ſaw this man ſtanding by the Door 
without Eye, Face, Noſe, or Mouth. The Col. ſent to me (my Quarters be- 
ing neareſt) to dreſs the man. I went, but was ſomewhat troubled where to 
begin. The Door conſiſted of two Hatches 3 the uppermoſt was open, and the 
man ſtood leaning upon the other part of the Door which was ſhut. His F ace; 
with his Eyes, Noſe, Mouth, and forepart of the Jaws, with the Chin, w3s 
ſhot away, and the remaining parts of them driven in. One part of the Ja 
hung down by his Throat, and the other part pafnt into it. I ſaw the Brall 
working out underneath the Jacerated Scalp on both ſides between his Ears and 
Brows. I could not fee any advantage he could have by my Dreſſing. T9 
have cut away the lacerated Parts here had been to expoſe the Brain tothe Air. 
But I helpt him to clear his Throat, where was remaining the Root of bis 
Tongue. He ſeemed to approve of my Endeavours, and implored wy b&? 
by the Signs he made with his Hands, I askt him if he would drink, making *

Sign by the holding up a Finger. He prelently did the like, and immediately 
after held up both his Hands, expreſting his "Thirſt, A Soulater fetchr ſome 
Milk, and brought a little wooden Diſh to pour ſome of it down his Throat : 
but part of it running on both ſides, he reacht out his Hands to take the Dyſh, 
They gave it him full of Milk. He held the Root of his Tongue down with 
the one Hand, and with the other poured it down his Throat, (carrying his 
Head backward,) and ſo got down more than a quart. After that I bound 
his Wounds up. The dead were removed from thence to their Graves, and 
freſh Straw was fetcht for him to lie upon, with an old Blanket to cover 
him. It was in the Summer. There we left that deplorable creature to lodge, 
and while we continued there, which was about 6 or 7 days, he was dreſt by 
{ume of the Chirurgeons with a Fomentation made of Vulnerary Plants, with 
a little Brandy-wine in it, and with Stupes of Tow dipt in our common Dt- 
eltive. So we bound him up. 

[ could tell you of many more wounded into the Brain,butI think theſe ma 
ſerve to prove what I would demonſtrate, vis, that the Brain 1s of it {elf 1nfen- 
ſible; that thoſe Symptoms which accompany theſe Wounds proceed from the 
pain which the Meringes, Dura and Piz mater ſuffer, which it opprefled by cx- 
travaſated blood, or a Depreſſion of the Scull, do quickly ſuffer the greateſt 
Symptoms, as Vomiting, Stzpor, Paralyſts, &c. much more if they be pricked 
by any Speel of a Bone, or other extraneous ſharp body, When the Brain it 
ſclf ouzeth out between them 1n the manner already mentioned, it is a mild 
{oft ſubſtance and lenient to them, fo that the Accidents appear not till that 
begins to corrupt between them, and with it the Membranes themſelves pu- 
tretie 3 upon which there follow Convulſlions, Howlings, and a diſpatch of 
the Patient. From which very obſervation may be ſeen the folly of dreſiing 
theſe Wounds with powerful Deſiccatives, which, fo far as I could obſerve, 
did always hurt the Membranes, but never either digeſt or incarn the Brain, 
For, according to Hippocrates, non coaleſcet, but as it gets liberty works it ſelf 
forth not unlike unto Barm. At Sea thoſe wounded into the Brain dic ſoon 
after, we having no conveniency of lodging them or dreſiing them ſo warm 
as they require. In the Wars my 1mployment did not permit me to ſee the 
niſhing of the Cures and here, in my practice in and about the City, [ 
never was called unto any ſo wounded where there were any hopes of Cure ; 
therefore muſt leave that to others to treat of, But by what I have ſcen of 


them heretofore, their Cure conſiſts, as I have already ſaid, in dreſſing them 


as Wounds of the Dara mater, and in keeping the Brain within its Membranes ; 
without which no Incarnation can be made on the Membranes.

ing a burning and a poiſonous quality, was the deadly Colour of theſe Wounds, 
which in thoſe early days, when the invention of Guns was novel , ſur- 
prized them, they looking not unlike poiſoned and burnt Wounds, Where 
the Bullet pierceth, it extinguiſheth the natural heat, and the Lips of the 
Wound are livid or blackiſh ; and if they be not dreſt rationally, they intlame, 
and are accompanied with Tumour, and Bliſters frequently rife about them, 
alſo the Matter is of a fatid ſmell. In this condition the Wound 15 commonly 
the firſt day, and fo to the ſeventh 3 and, if not ſuccoured, it gangrenes, and 
ſo the Patient commonly dies. If in thoſe days the Learned were thus de- 
ceived by their aſpect, and dreſt them as venomous Wounds ; it can be no 
marvel that they ſhould write ſo of them; I verily believing, that 1n their 
" of treating them they were direQly as potfoned Wounds dithcult to digelt 
and cure. 


In theſe our later times, although they do not call them venomous, yet Errours in 


1$1t a difficult thing to diſſwade many of our Chirurgeons from dreſling theſe 


Wounds with Tin&ures of Myrrh and Honey of Roſes, and thruſting in of wounds. 


great Tents: by which way of drefling I have ſeen theſe Wounds undigeſted 
the tenth day 3 one whereof wasin the Cheek with dry and flaggy Lips. Theſe 
leſſer fleſhy Wounds being undigeſted, at laſt gangrene : and 1n truth 1t is not 
to be wondred at ; I will undertake to ſhew you the Experiment every day, 
and that in a Fontanel or Iſſue made by a Cauſtick. Cut you through this 


livid or black Eſchar, and put in a Pea in the middle of it, with TinQture of 


Myrch and Honey of Roſes, as I have ſeen ſome of them dreſs Gun-ſhot 


Wounds, and the next two or three days after, when you dreſs it again, it

will be to your ſight not unlike a Gun-ſhot Wound : continue your drefling 
with a Pea, and with your Tintture of Myrrh ; and if itdo not ganerene. yet 
it will be inflamed, and {low in Digeſtion. And this 1s from the improper 
Application in the drefling it. For if you drefled this Eſchar in the Fontanel 
with Emollients and Digeſtives, as you ought to do, the Eſchar would (pz. 
rate with Digeſtion in the worſt Habit of body: and ſo it will in Gun-ſhot 
Wounds with little diſtemper or difficulty, 1f you have timely extracted the 
extraneous bodies. But the 1gnorance jn ſome, and the diſcontinuance of 
others in this kind of Chirurgery, hath occaſioned thefe Errours, 

Thus at our entring into Worceſter, when the Krg came out of Scetl ad 
with an Army of that valiant People, a Townſman was (hot. The Piſtol 
being fired by the Cheek, ſhot him through his lower Jaw and Tongue, and 
Out at the contrary Cheek. The Chirurgeon of the Town, upon ſight of it, 
concluded it gangrened from the black colour, and declined the drefling it the 
way he rationally ought : upon which the Part grew exceedingly paintul, ſwe]- 
led and intlamed 3 it allo gleeted much. Aiter two days I was conſulted, and 
by lenient Medicaments, and good Bandage keeping up the fractured Jaw, | 
:{lwaged the Pain, and digeſted the Wound, leaving it in the ſame Chirurge- 
on's hands, who cured it. In this perſon the Wound was burnt by the flame. the 
very Powder {ticking in {ome parts of his Cheek. This, with the Putret«Ction 
xccalivned by the hot weather, and the improper Applications contributed 
to our Brother Chirurgeon's apprehenſion. It 1s this ugly aſpect that Puts the 
incouſ{iderate Chiturgeon out of his method, and ſo renders Gun-ſhot more 
difticult of Cure than otherwiſe 1t would be. Forit ſuch Wounds were ratto- 
nally dreſt, they would digelt and heal as ealily as any complicated Wound. 
What I haveſaid of Gun-(hot, happeneth at Sea frequently by Splinter, which 
though it may have loſt its force to make a Wound, yet it ſometimes bruiteth 
the Skin to the Flelh lo forcibly as to extinguiſh the natural heat, and to make 
It black. It this be dreſt as a Gangrene with ſpir. vini and unguent. Hgyptiac. 
or lapt up with a warm Stupe, the Eſchar will grow dry arfd parcht, and the 
Humours which flow plentiftully to it will cauſe an Inflammation with Tu- 
mour, and an Apoſtemation is the belt that can be expeCted underneath the 
Eiſchar, and conſequently it will terminate 1n a hollow Ulcer 3 but for the molt 
part 1t corrupts and gangrenes. Whereas if this contuſed Eſchar were drelled 
with Lentents accotding to that Aphoriſm of Hippocrates, Omme quod contu- 
ſum, &C. and the Parts about embrocated with ol. roſ; cune album. ovor. C ace- 
io, and a Detenlative applied over all to prevent Defluxion, the Eſchar would 
{cparate as calily whos made in Fontanells by Cauſtick, and afterward incarn 
and cicatrize with much eaſe to the Patient. 


Many Inſtances 1 could give of this kind, but ſhall make choice of one 
that will give lealt otience, and that in the outſide of the Leg. It was ſomc- 
what broader than a Five-{hilling piece in Silver. How it had been drefled on 
Ship- board I will not infiſt; but on the Shoar I ſaw it black, and the Preten- 
der to Chirurgery had dreticd it with fpir. vini & unguent. Higyptiac. &c. till 
it was as hard as Shoe-leather, and the circumjacent Parts inflamed and [wc!- 
led. I did not perccive he had ever cut into the Eſchar : if he had, it was {u- 
perticially done. I adviſcd it to be preſently divided, and to be dreiled warm 
with 17guent, baſtlic. cum 01. lilior. But he replied, he knew how to drcl: 3 
Gangrene. It wasno ealy ta:k to perlwade him out of his method: but I pre- 


vailed, and thereby the Matter was diſcharged, and the Patient more caly, 
and ſooner cured.

Of the Cure of Gun-ſhot Wounds ; and firſt, 
of Extrat1ion of Bullets, &c. 


Ounds made by Gun-ſhot are the moſt complicate ſort of Wounds FLIF 
that can be inflicted : For they are not only Solution of continuity, {a 
but have joined with them Contulion, Attrition, and Dilaceration, in a high W's 
and vehement kind. To this we may add all forts of FraCtures and Accidents, 

as Hemorrhagia, Inflammation, Kryſepelas, Gangrene, and Sphacelns ; beſides 

the extraneous bodies which are violently carried into the Wound, and mul- 

tiply Indications. The number of the Indications in compound Aﬀfections Compound 
muſt anſwer to the variety of Diſturbances. Were it a Simple Wound the ime: 
Cure of it would preſently be performed (as you have read 1n the preceaing 

Treatiſe of Simple Wounds) per aſtringentia & exſtccantia, by ſuch Medica- 

ments as are of an aſtringent and drying quality. The Cure of a VVound 

is the Exſiccation of it. But here 1s always joyned with theſe that which in- 

dicateth the uſe of exzllientia & ſuppurantiaz according to that-of Hippocrates, 

Omne qued contuſun, neceſſe eſt ut putreſcat, & in pus vertatur, V Vhart is contu- 

ſed muſt neceſſarily putrefie, and beturned into Matter. 

That which is fretted and torn multalſo be reduced to the whole, or cut off, Wharis 
before your ordinary intention of Incarning. Moreover, in theſe VVounds, 22552 2 
not only the Bullet it ſelf is ordinarily lodged, but many tunes other (trange the part, or 
bodies are carried along with itz for Extraftion of which, judicious care and * off 
induſtry are required in you. ln theſe recent V Vounds we very rarely have a 
Flux of blood. Though the Veins and Arteries be wounded, they common- 
ly lie quaſht in the contuſed Fleſh, until ſeparation of the Eſchar 3 and about 
that time, when you leaſtthink on it, they may burſt out violently. I have H#-n7s 
ſeen them thus often break forth. But if ſuch Veſlels do bleed upon the receit ©* 
of the VVound, and interrupt you 1n drawing out theextraneous bodies, you 
muſt endeavour to ſuppreſs the Bleeding, for thereupon depends the life of 
your Patient : But withal ſo proceed, that you may extraCt the. Bullet firſt; 
and then be careful, that in the reſtraining the Bleeding you bringnot ona 
Mortification by your crowding in Doflils. Too many Inſtances may be given 
hereof : Theretore I rather adviſe yqu to uſe an actual Cautery. 

A great Hzmorrhage happening to a Souldier at the Surprize of Weymouth Obſervation. 
by the Garriſon of Portland, by a ſhot through the Heel, I endeavoured the 
{topping the Blood by Aſtringents, Bandage, ec. But after all, | was put to 

the uſe of the aCtual Cautery 3 which I did apply fucceſsfully,- and have 
lince ſeen Botllus's authority for it. Tutius enim eſs (faith he) eam ignito 
ferro conſtringere. Theſe Wounds are alſo accompanied with Pain, which 
ought to be appealed by Anodynes. But you muſt be well adviſed in the ap- Avodynes. 
plication, leſt you extinguiſh that ſmall remainder of heat that is left. How 
you ſhall deal with all theſe Inconveniences, and not add one evil to another, 
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[ ſhall plamly deliver to you. And firſt, what muſt be firſt put in EXECUtiON ; 
which is, the ExtraGtion of Bullets and other extraneous bodies. 

The Part is at firſt drefſing to be cleared with what diligence you can of all 
els during ſuch forrein bodies as have made violent intruſion into it, while the Patienr 


is warm withthe heat of Battel, and the Wound freſh, and very little altered 
by either Air or Accidents: Upon which conſideration leſs Pain maſt necetjz. 
rily iollow uponthe Extraction. 

ln the Armado Navalof Dunkerk, where the Chirurgeons were ot im- 
ployed in this kind of work, we after every Fight went together viſiting one 
anothers wounded men. It was thought amongſt us a great ſhame, it any 
thing of this work of Extraction were then to be done : For aiter the firi] 
and fecond day the Wound proveth tumehied, allo the neighbouring parts are 
inflamed, and-ſo changed in their temper, that they conceal from your ſight 
boih the Bullet and his companions, fo that the place they are coucht in can 
hardly be known3 or, being diſcovered, you cannot without hazzard of your 
Paticot, or great trouble of the Part, make Extraction of them. In which 
caſe it may ihen be reaſonable to defer that work, and by Lenitents to halten 
Digeſtion, 

(et if the VVound benear a Joynt, or the Shot lodged amongſ(t the Ten. 
dons, it's much to be feared the Pain will not ceate, and conlequently the 
VVound will not digeft. In which cate the omitliion of drawing out the 
Bullet may bring a Mortification. It hathbeen the caule of the death of ma- 
ny a brave Souldier, and is the ground of all the miſchiets. theſe V Vounds 
are (ubjc& to, as Pain, Inflammatian, Spaſm, Convulltion, Gangrene, Spha- 
celzgs3 what not? every Battel producing Inſtances of 1t, to the diſcredit of 
our Profeſſion. Therefore to prevent the increaſe of tuch Accidents, neglect 
not to make Extraction of it one way or other. 

But if the Bullet be lodged in alets noble Part, as in the Muſculous fleſh, 
you may with more ſafety content your ſc]f until the ſeventh day, or till the 
fierceneſs of the Accidents be over, and the VVound digeſted. But whithal 
It will require more care, forthe V Vound will be more painful, and flow in 
Digeſtion, than otherwiſe it would be. Yetby the confeflion of thoſe that al- 
low Fire and Poiſon in it, the Bullet may lic long there, and do little harm. 
Nay, Iſuppoſe there are not many but. have heard of or feen Bullets, that, 
without grievance to the Patient, have continued lying long in the Fleſhy 
parts of wounded men. Conceive this ſpoken of Leaden Bullets; for Ironor 
Braſscannot (by reaſon of their aptneſs to ruſt) remain without doing harm. 
However, let nothing of this encourage you 3 for the Bullet pierceth not any 
Part without carrying Raps along with it, which corrupt in the V Vound, 
and make Apoſtemations, occaſioning a prolonging the Cure ; as muſt needs 
be obſerved by all men in their pradtice. 

The Servant of a Nobleman was wounded and ſhot in the Thigh by High- 
way men. The Bullet not having been extracted by his Country-Chirurgeon 
at the firſt Dreſling, could not be drawn out by me at the ſecond, but oc- 
cahioned great Pain and Inflammation, burning Heat and VVatchings. And 
although he had many other conſiderable V Vounds upon him to make a De- 
rivation, yet was his Gun-ſhot more vexatious than all the reſt, until I ex- 
tracted the Bullet, and Rags carried in with it: Yet this was but a Piſtol- 
bull-t. But after I have drawn it out, my Digeltion became good 3 and 
by equal Bandage, with gentle Comprettion of the Parts, I united and healed 
It 18 ten or twelve days, which | doubt would not have been cured inthree 
months. 

Nay, while any of the Rags remain in the V Vound, it will never cure: we 
. ene 
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the extraneous bodies drawnout, there is little difficulty in the healing theſe 
Simple Wounds if drelt rationally. 


An Inſtance whereof I ſhall give you in a poor Souldier, who was ſhot at Obtcrvation. 

the Caſtle of D#rbar with a Musket-bullert a little above the lett Clavicle, in 
amongſt the Muſcles of that Scapula. The Bullet was drawn out by one of 
my Servants, and the V Vound dreſt up with Digeſtives. But ſome days after, 
he being brought to Sairt-Johnſtor's, | found it inflamed, and very much (wel- 
Jed. VVe drefled tt up according to the method ſet down in this Treatiſe: 
but it apoſtemated, and mattered very much. After ſeveral unſucceſsful Ap- 
plications, I made an Incifion by the {ide of the Scapiiz into the Cavity, and 
pulled out the Rags that had been carryed in by the Shot: And from that time 
all Accidents ceaſed, and the Wonnd cured ſoon after. But if ſuch be handled 
as ſome have lately taught, they are as ſo many poiſoned Gun-ſhot Wounds, 

Now for the taking out of the Bullets, and other extraneous bodies, there To me- 
are two methods. Firſt, one to extract them by the way they went in : The thods of cx: 
other, to open the way by which they would, if their force had not failed them, py ey 
have paſſed themſelves through. : 

For to take them out the way they were forced in, you mult place the Pa- 6g,g me 
tient as near as may be gueſſed inthe poſture he was in when ſhot : And if, way the Bul- 
by reaſon of his weaknels or other infirmity, he cannot without prejudice be | 
ſo ſituated, let him be laid 1n a Poſition which may as nearly anſwer it asmay 
be, leſt ſome part of a Muſcle, Tendon or Ligament obſcure what you de- 
fire to make manifeſt, Then make ſearch for them with your Finger or Probe. ycmog; of 
The figure of theſe Wounds 1s always round : The Bullet forces the Fleſh in ſearch. 
withit, and the place by which it enters preſently contracts cloſer; but its going 
out is more lax. You may guels by view of the Wound the largenefs of the 
Bullet 3 and comparing the one with the other, make choice of a fit Inſtrument 
for Extration, wherewith you ought always to be well furniſhed. Your 
main care in this work mult be to find out the Bullet: But if you fail of it by 
ſcarching into the Wound with your Probe, then try if you can feel it by 
handling the Parts about : It being wonderful to conſider how thele Shots 
do twirl about, at leaſt ſeem to do (o, when the Poſture is changed in which 
the Wound wasrecerved. 

As for example, a man bath been (hot in the Cheek, and I have cut out the 
Bullet behind in his Neck. Another was ſhot in the outſide of the Small of one 
of his Legs3 the whole Member extremely ſwelled and inflamed; no poſlibili- 
ty of finding out the Bullet either way : At laſt by chance I felt it in the 
intide of the Thigh above the Knee. And fo another being wounded in the out- 

[ide of the Arm, I have cut out the Bullet below the Scapla. If the Bullet 
hath not lain in ſo long (asin ſome of thefe caſes) thar the Parts are extreme 
pained with Inflammation and Tumour, the Pain where the Bullet Iodges doth 
ſomerimes help to diſcover it. 

A common Souldier, ſhot in the Breaſt through the Sternon, lay roaring Obſervation 
very grievouſly, complaining of a Pain in his Back. I was fetched to him, 
and turning him on his Side, [ ſaw the Bullet li8 like a ſmall Wen or Scrophulz 
thruſting out under the Skin not far from the Spine. I made Inciſion over it 
according to the length of the Part, and thruſt out the Bullet as eaſily as I 
could defire. Then [dreſſedit with Digeſtives, the Souldier ceaſed his crying, 
and acknowledged before us his Pain was from the Bullet in the Skin. For in- 
deed the Lungs and other ifiternal Parts are ſeldom fo ſenſible of Pain, though 
wounded through. 

An Inſtance whereof.1 ſaw in one run through them with a Rapier. He Obſerr2tion 
complained of no other pain than that external one in his Back where the 
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Sword palled out. Sometime after his being cured, he died of another DiC. 
eaſe. I opened him, and ſaw his Lungs ſound, and that the Pain of his Buck 
proceeded from the edge of the Rib, which had been cut by the Swords paſ. 
lingout. The Lungs diſcover their hurt by other Symptoms. The common 
Souldier died, as molt do that areſhot through the Lungs. 

If in your fearching for the Bullet you light on the Part, though there be ng 
Extuberance or ought to be felt, yet his Pain there will be a good ſign of jc. 
Ifno Accidents occaſioned that Pain, make your way there by Incilion, avgi- 
ding the Veſſels, and take out the Shot, and what elſe offers it ſelf. By this you 
do both quit the Part of its troubleſome Lodger, and withal make way com- 
modiouſly for diſcharge of Matter; which, in regard moſt of thefe Wounds 
are ſinuous, (the Bullet turning aide when it is hindred in its journey for- 
ward,) for want of diſcharge, might in thoſe places occaſion Fiſtula's and 
hollow Ulcers, not without 1] quality. 

So a man being ſhot with a Slug near the external Carthys ofthe right Eye 
through that Bone, it ſeemed to the Chirurgeon that dreſt it to have paſled 
directly forwards, and accordingly he crowded 1n a Tent, and daily increa- 
ſed the bulk, to (top the Bleeding it was ſubject to. But the Bleeding contj- 
nuing, I was fetcht, and ſaw him pull out a Tent above an inch and a kalt 
long. I caſt in ſome of the Royal Stiptick-water, and Iitopt the Flux of 
Blood. His Cheek was very twuch ſwelled, and had apoſtemated on that lide 
of his Neck, and diſcharged its Matter two inches lower than the Tumour. | 
cut afterwards into that Tumour, and felt the Slug : It lay partly under the 
O: jxgale or Cheek-bone, It was a wonder to me how it came there; but [ 
drew it out : And from that time his Wound above and the Apoſtemations 
below cured. 

In the work of Extraction, take great care you lay not hold of ſome Nerve 
or Tendon, and fo pluck them along with the Bullet: For by ſo doing you 
will cauſe intolerable Pain and grievous Accidents. You muſt therefore nei- 
ther open nor dilate your Inſtrument, until you take hold of the Bullet with- 
out any of the circumjacent Parts. 
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judge the Wound to be ſo well conditioned, that there is neither Pu- 
tretaction, nor any thing tending that way, (as inrecent Wounds there isnor,) 
be not diſcouraged at whatſoever evil aſpe& it then hath, but conſider its 1t- 
vid colour (as I have ſaid) to be uſual in theſe Wounds, where the Con- 
tuſion is not only ſimple in the Skin, but through Fleſh and al}, as far 25 
the Bullet or Splinter went, extinguiſhing the natural Heat: So no wonder 
if it hath the colour of a gangrened or poiſoned Wound. Therefore be not 


diſturb'd in your thoughts, but, having taken out the Bullet or ny 
plin- 


A. ſoon as you have made a Separation of theſe extraneous bodies, it you 
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Splinters, dreſs it up as a contuſed Wound with Oleam Catellor, or ſuch as fol” 

loweth, as hot as the Part will bear, not giving credit to any that ſhall per- 

{wade you to the contrary, no, though it be near a Bone 3 for the Gleet will 

foul it more than your greazy Medicaments 3 therefore dreſs 1t with ſome of 

theſe : Re ol. lilior. alb. fbyy. boil in this two new-whelpt Puppies until the 

Fleſh fall from the Bones, then add /ambric. terreſt. in vino lotor. thj. boil theſe a 

while, then ſtrain them by a gentle compreſſion: To the ſtrained Liquor add 

terebinth.

With this latter I cured a ſervant of 4. D. ſhot into his Hand. This digeſted 9/jcryauor 
the Wound ; and after the Slough began to ſeparate, I felt part of a Bone 
bare, which I dreſt with extra&. ſcord. diffolved in mel rof. with which I de- 
terged 3 and feeling the Bone afterward incarned, I alſo incarned the Wound, 
and cicatrized it with #»gzert. tutie, &c.and in few days cured 1t without any 
difficulty. Liniment. Arcei with any of the above-mentioned Oils is very good, 
adding a few drops of ol. terebinth. which by its ſubtilty penetrates, and by its 
heat rouzeth the natural heat 1n thoſe cold Parts, and putteth them upon Dige- 
{tion and Separation. 

Onercetan commends this: Re ſuccorum tuſſulag. oxalidis, an. 5tlj. caricas 
ping. num. Xx. thur. 31). reſin. laric. Z1jſs. axung. gall. anſer. an. 51. butyri recent. 
tb. ol. viſci pomorum comp. tj. put thele all together 1n a veſſel cloſe [topt, boil 
them on a moderate fire the ſpace of {1x hours, then ſtrain themout hot, and 
evaporate them to a good conſiſtence. This following 1s another of his : Rc ce- 
renove, reſin. picis naval. an. 3\nj. ſevi hircin, medulle cruris vitulini, an. ij, 
eſypi 5. ol. olivar, aut linitb). liquefaFis omnibus & tranſcolatis fiat Onguentum, 
quod reſervetur ad uſunt. He adds 5. of Precipitate to every 5). of this. But in 
recent Wounds this will not be neceſſary : For you will knd by experience, that 
theſe Wounds will digeſt and ſuppurate without it, (and that frees them from 
PutrefaCtion.) Nor will it bealways for your credit, if you conſider the quan- 
tity of Balſams weuſe in {ſuch Wounds, and what prejudice ſome people may 
receive either by its Salivating them, or otherwiſe affecting their Spirits. Yet 
Przcipitate and axungia with a few drops of ol. terebinth. was a common Medi- 
cament amongſt us : But I refer that to you, it being a good Remedy to reſiſt 
PutrefaCtion, and haſten ſeparation of the Eſchars. You ought to dreſs u 
theſe Wounds lightly with a proportionable ſoft Tent, and Pledgits dipt in 
ſome of theſe Digeſtives very warm, but not to ſcald them. After that embro- 
cate the Partsabout with ſuch like : Bc of. Iumbric. roſ, myrtill. an. 311). aceti cochl. 
1j. mix them. In the dreſſing, your Applications over the VVound and Parts 
circumjacent ſhould be ſuch as have a virtue to hinder the Flux of Humours, 
and ſtrengthen the Parts: To which purpoſe, Re far. hord. & fabar. an. vj. 
rof. rub. bacc. myrtill. an. 5 jſs. ſexs.cydon. 3vj boil theſe in poſca to the confiſtence 
of a Cataplaſm, adding at laſt two new-laid Eggs, with oxymel ijjk If you 
apprehend this too heavy, you may add ol. myrtill. && roſ, with Wax as much 
as 1s neceſſary, and make it into the form of a Cerote. Above the Wound 
lay one of the following Defenſatives, which you may have always ready by 
you. Be bol. Armen. ny. terre ſtgill. uz. ſang. dracon. 5jſs. corn. cerv. uſt. or 
burnt Bones Ziiz{: or Juice of Sloes dried Ziij. ol. roſ. & myrtill. an, Zvi. aceti 
3x15. boil theſe to the conſiſtence of a Cerote, addendo in fine decoft. albuns. ovor. 
1. Or this : Rc palv. roſ. rubr. myrtill, Zj.bol. Armen.terr. ſigill. an. vj. ſucc. plantag.

your Compreſs dipped in aceto or Oxycrate: Let your Bandage be put on 
equally ard gently, to retain your Dreſfings, and hinder the influx of Hy. 
mours. 

Having thus dreſt the Patient, preſently conſider of letting kim Blood, to 
prevent 11] Accidents, and eſpecially if he loſt little or no Blood from the 
Wound, or if there bea Plethora joyned withit. In which caſe Reyulſion 
made from the ſame ſide is commended by Galen. Revulſto enim que e direy fir 
celerrimam utilitatem adfert : Galew. De Sang. miſſtone. 

A Clyſter ſhould precede Phlebotomy. It may be made of the common De. 
cotions z or of Mallows, Violets, Beets, Mercury, Bay and Juniper-berries, 
with Oil of Linſeed, Honey of Roſes, hiera picra, Elec. lenitiv. &c. But if you 
have not theſe in readineſs, make your Clyſter with the Broth of Flefh, ol. cha- 
meme. Sugar,and the Yolk of an Egge, witha little Salt, if your Broth be not 


alt, or, in caſe of neceſlity, ſalt Water; or Broth out of the Kettle, with a 


few Flowers of Camomil boiled in it, and ſtrained, adding a little Butter or 
Oiland red Sugar. Any ſuch like may ferve for a good Clyſter. 

It will alſo be requiſite you be furniſhed with ſome Cordials, to refiſt the py- 
trid Vapours, and refreſh the Spirits z which you may do externally by ſome 
Epithemata of diſtilled Waters, as of Balm, Bugloſs, Roſes, acetm, with the 
Powder of the Rootsof tormentill. ſcordium, ſcorzonera, contrayerva, Or Other 
cordial Species, of which you have variety in the Pharmacopwia Londinenſir, 
which may be for your purpoſe. This following may ſerve for an example : 
Re ag. meliſſe, borrag. bugloſſ. an. Z1z. aceti roſati 5. ſpeciet diarrhod. 5. croc 
Miſc. fiat Epithema. 

And with ſome of the foreſaid Waters you may make Cordials alfo, by adding 
Syrup of Citrons, Gilliflowers, and confeF. Alkermes. F or inſtance, Re aq. buglo//. 
cinnamon. an. iz. confet#. Alkermes Jj. lap. bezoard. occid. Js. yr. e juce. citr. 
cochl, 13, Miſc. For the common Souldier a dram of London-treacle or Mithridate 
diſſolved in Wine may ſerve. As to their manner of Diet, in great Wounds it 
1s neceſſary to obſerve a ſpare one, as Barly-grewels, Panadoes, thin Broth, or 
a Potched Egge, this much availing to the preventing of Inflammation. But in 
this the Patient's cuſtome mult be conſidered. Allo the Air ought to be tem- 
perate 3 for cold is an enemy to V Vounds. Reſt 1s Iikewile required, as well 
to the Mind as the Body. Therefore having dreſt him, lay him to relt with 
3V}. ſyr. de meconio cum cochl. 11. aq cardiace in 51. ag. papaver. 

VVeſhall now proceed to theſecond day's work, and therein conſider the 
Habit of Body, and more particularly what concerns the VVound. In thele 


 Gun-ſhot VVounds it may beconvenient the Body be gently purged by Leni- 


ents, as is formerly ſaid. Purgatio enim per alunm pleriſque vulneribus prodeſt. 
Purging availsmuch for the carrying off bilious and ſerous Humours, which 
from their heat and tenacity are moſt apt to ferment and flow into theſe 
VVounds, and.cauſe Pain, Inflammation, and other ill Symptoms. In which 
caſes caſſia, manna, tamarind. ſyr. de cichor. cum rhabarb. roſ. ſolut. are preſcribed, 
and may be takenin V Vhey or Ptiſans. 

But as for ſtronger Purgatives, Hippocrates ſaith well, CoFa ſunt purgande, 
non cruda : VVhich 1s more eſpecially true when you ſpeak of Scammoniate 
Medicines. 


Having thus propoſed a general way of Purging, we ſhall ; conſider 
what is requiſite for Dreſſing the V Vound, and prepare our Dreſlings, andap- 
ply ſuch Medicaments as may be neceſſary. In order to which you ought to 
havea Fomentation ready, whereout may be wrung a hot Stupe. To which 
purpoſe, R ſummitat. byperici, centaur. ſcordii, ablinth. ar. Mj. flor. roſ. 746. 
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chamemel. melilot. ſambuci, an. Miſs. furfuris Pj. coq. in ag. font. ad thijfs colat. 
adde wini auſters 16). ſpir. vini 3vy. fiat Fotus. Thele will give a breathing to 
the Parts, and defend the Wound from the Air while you conſider it. It all be 
well, continue the uſe of Digeſtives. But if it be accompanied with very great 
Pain, you may foment with this : It decodf. rad. althee, maluar. fol. verbaſe. 
chamemel. melilot. ſem. lini, fenugrec. boiled in Sheeps-head-broth, or other. 
And of the feces of this Fomentation you may make a Cataplaſm, adding furir, 
bord. thfs. ſes. lini, cydonior. putv. an. 5). unguent, baſil. & unguent. dialthee an. 
Zi. axurg. porcine wet. q. f. croci. 5). in fine cofionis addend. ovor, integr. recent. 
1m. 111. Apply it over all, or the former Cataplaſm. It cheriſhes the heat 
of the Part, furthers Suppuration, and 1s anodyne. You are to make the 
Bandage as before, and continue this way of dreffing to the ſeventh or ninth 
day, until you have ſeparated the Sloughs, digeſted the Wound, and have a 
laudable Pxs, (as you are wont to call it, ) which is album &£quale, leve, & 
minime fetidum, a pertect white Matter, of good conſiltence, and not fortid 
or i] ſented. If the Matter be defective inany of the ſaid qualities, Pracipi- 
tate will be of good uſe mixt with the latter Unguent of QZu-reetar's, or that 
mixt with »7gzert. Apoſtolor. Or this following Unguenr may be applyed a- 
lone, or with Precipitate : It ſucc. agrimon. centaur. mm. plantas. apti, an, 
$5. mucilag. bord. 311. boil theſe rogether, adding terebinih, Venet. $j. mell. 
com. 31). far. hord. cribrat. Wy. croci. pulv. 2). frat Mundificativnum, To this you 
may add Alves, Myrrh, ſarcocoll. rad. ariſioloch. gentian, ireos, for the in- 
carning theſe Wounds, If you defire rather Injection, the ſame Ingredients 
may ſerve. But in the ule of Inje&ions be ſure you do not ſtop the Ori- 


hee to keep the Liquour 10 3 for ſo you ſhall diſtend the Ulcer, and make it 
more S1nuous.

Of + Accidents befalling Gun-ſhot Wounds, 
and of Sinnous Ulcers. 


Bu from the firſt to the eleventh day many Accidents are wont to hap- 
pen to theſe Wounds, which not only impede the Cure, but often, 
without timely help, deſtroy the Patient, And theſe are, vehement Pain, In- 
tlammation, Ery/zpclus, from whence Gangrenes and Sphacel: do frequently 
happen. Theſe latter take their beginning from Inflammation. Therefore [ 
have elſewhere particularly treated of Inflammation and Eryſ{ipelas, that you, 
leeing what it is, may in its beginning prevent its increaſe. It commonly pro- Inflamma- 
ceedeth in this caſe, cither from avery ill Habit of body, or fromthe ill hand-""" 
ling of theſe Wounds in the beginning. 

The Remedy 1s, timely to prevent the Influx of Humours, and evacuate 
that which already affecteth the Wound. The firſt way is, by Bleeding and 


Purging 3 
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Purging 3 both which are dirc&ed you in thefirſt day's work. If you omitted 
that then, you muſt perform it now. The ſecond way 1s, by external applica- 
tions If Pain be the cauſe, you mult ſuccour it by Anodynes, which may 
mitigate and repreſs the heat of the Part; of which you may have your 
choice in the Chapters of Phlegmon and Eryſipelas in general ; and inthe firſt 
Chapter of the Treatiſe of Wounds, where we have particularly treated of 
Pains, and propoſed their Relief, @c. viz. 1n their Beginning with Refri- 
gerants and Repellents, and in their State by moderate CalefaCtion and Dil. 
cutients, and afterwards by ConcotQtion of the Matter 3 to which Treatiſe [ 
refer you. 

The next and moſt cruel Symptom is Mortification of the Part, which ve. 
ry often attends great Inflammations, and is ſhrewdly to be ſuſpeted when 
they yicld not readily to Diſcutients or Suppuratives. In theſe Wounds it hap- 
pens moſt commonly through a Suffocation of the natural heat of the Part, b 
reaſon of the great concourſe of Humours, or too refrigerating and repellent 
Applications in the time of great Inflammations, which have infeebled and 
hindred the trarſitus of Spirits into the Part. It may be perceived by the 
Gleet and change of colour, it beginning to look livid 3 allo by a diminution 
of the Tumour, ex*c. 

When you ſee ſuch a change begin, you mult preſently prepare to withſtand 
a Mortification by Scarification, not only untillthe blood come about the Lips 
of the Wound, but deep into it through the Eſchar to the quick, and ſuffer it 
to bleed freely, and make the Part ſenſibly fee], that by ſuch means you may 
disburthen it of part of what would have choaked it, and make way tor the 
entrance of the operation of the Medicine. Then foment the part with a good 
Lixivixm made of Aſhes, to which may be added Salt and Vinegar, Or you 
may boil ſcord. abſinth. centaur. and ſuch like, in the aforeſaid Lixivium, After 


| you have well fomented the place, waſhthe Scarifications, and dreſs the Wound

But as to this 
Matter I refer you to the particular Chapter of Gangrene and Sphaceli, for far- 
ther direftions therein. The Gangrene (topt, haſten ſeparation of the Eſchars 
by Digeſtives, and then deterge with mundif. ex apio & Paracetſ. &c. and lo 
proceed with Sarcoticks and Epuloticks to finiſh the Cure. 

Butin the ſeparating of contuſed Parts asI have often told you, great Fluxes 
of blood uſually burſt but upon us. Thus in a Patient of mine, wounded by a 
Shot through the inle of the Radius, upon ſeparation of the Eſchar a great 
Flux of blood happened. While I was ſtopping the firſt Orifice, which was 
neareſt the Artery, the blood burſt forth of the other. Hereupon I ſtopt both 
the Oritices with ſome aſtringent Powders, (l ſuppoſe that of Galez's prelcrip- 
tion of Aloes and Hares-fur, I moſt frequently uſing thoſe as the belt in ſuch 
cales,) rowling up the V Vound with a good Compreſs dipt in a Stiptick Deco- 
Ction, laying-my common Defenfative over all, and did not open it till three 
or four daysafter. How ſuch Fluxes of blood are farther to be treated, yoll 
may ſee in the Chapter of an Azeuriſna. 

Gun-ſhot Wounds after ſeparation of the Eſchar are apt to becomeS1uous 
Ulcers, eſpecially after great Fluxion, and where Bandage cannot be julcd to 
preſervethe Tone of the Parts, as in the upper part of the Thigh and Hip, ©. 
Theſe Cavities cauſing much pain to the Patient, and difficulty and troubleto 
the Chirurgeon, we ſhall conſider their Cure, taking our Indication from 
the Parts affected, with the largene(s of the V Vound, Contuſion and Lacerati- 
on of Parts: For from ſuch VVounds there muſtneceſfarily be loſs of Sane 

an 
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and the quantity or evil quality of the Matter muſt needs render it Sinuous, 
eſpecially where Bandage cannot be conveniently made to thruſt out the 
Matter. | 

And if the Bullet or any extraneous body be yet remaining within, and che 
Parts extremely tumefied, and troubled with pain and influx of Humours, 
the included body will be the more (treightned in its patlage out, and render 
the Cure ſo much the more difficult. Andif a Cacochymis or Lues Yer. be joy- 
ned with it, you will ſcarce cure your Patient without exhibiting Antivene- 
real and Scorbutick Remedies. 

Therefore to prevent Sinuoſities, you are to enlarge the Oritice at firlt, and 
keep it ſo wide open, that the Matter which 1s daily there igendred may have 
free paſſage out : which it it may not by the way the Shot went in, then you 
muſt conſider how in another place the Sinzs may diſcharge it felt. I his being 
prudently effefted, and the Matter thereby diſcharged, you ſhall then more 
ealily perfect your Cure. 

But before you make this Apertion, you mult conlider whether by altering 
the poſition of the Part, or by Compreſſion with Bandage, or by hollow Tents, 
the Matter may not be brought out. And to make the Cure of thele Cavities 
the more facil, you muſt endeavour to place the Member in ſuch a figure that 
the Orifice may be depending. Alſo you muſt endeavour by Stupes, Sponges, 
Compreſs and good Bandage, to preſs out the Matter, that the Cavities may 
unite. They ſhould be wrung out of Red wine wherein have been infuſed 
flor. roſ. rubr. myrtill. cort. granat. balauſt. nuc. cupreſſ. ſumach, acacia, and if 
the Matter do not well diſcharge between Dreſſings, you muſt dreſs it the 
oftencr. Alſo Injetions may be made with a Decoction of ſome of theſe fol- 
lowing, myrrh. aloes, ſarcocoll. rad. iridos, ariſtoloch. ſpir. vini, mel roſ. aq. calcis, 
alum. and ſuch like, to diſpoſe the Sinuoſities to heal. 

Sometimes in a Wound inflicted on the upper part of a Member, the Matter 
not being likely to diſcharge it ſelf thereout, I have by a Seton-needle perfora- 
ted it through ; and retaining the twiſted Silk in the Ulcer till the lower 
Orifice was digeſted, then drawing out the Silk, I kept it open by a Tent 
a few days, till the upper part agglutinated 3 and afterward, as the Matter 
leſſened in the depending Orifice, I left off the uſe of the Tent, and hea- 
led it up.

not yielding to Cure by Inje&ions, Bandage, ec. I made a Cannula, through 
which I patled a Needle with a twiſted Si]k, and kept in the SiJk as a Seton, 
til I had by Gentzan-roots dilated the Orifice ſufficiently for the diſcharge of 
Matter. To make the Perforation of the Needle more certain and eafie, I a 
pied a Cauſtick firſt upon the place, the better to feel the end of the Cannula. 
By this Apertion the Matter diſcharged it ſelf in what poſition ſoever he lay, 
and he was thereby happily cured. 


One was ſhot in the Face betwixt the Noſe and Eye on the right ſide into the 2. obfervar,

Ethmoides by a Piſtol-bullet. After he had been cured ſome years of the ex- 
tcrnal Wound in his Face, he became troubled with a fretting 1chor, which 
acharged by that Noſtril ; and eſpecially at his firſt riſing in the morning 
out of bed it would run halt a Spoonful of a yellowiſhcolour,which had made 
a chopor gutter at the lower end of that Noſtril by its acrimony. Afﬀeer ſome 
Years he felt, upon bending his Head backwards or forwards, the Bullet to 
rowlto and fro over the Roof of his mouth. He complained to me of his Gric- 
Vance at the Hageze in Holland, a little before his Majeſtie's going into Scotland. 
Hhh [ of- 
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| offered to his conſideration the caſting in InjeQions, or paſſing a Probe into 
that Noſtril downwards, to try if either way it might be waſht or thruſt down- 
wards in the Gullet, or be excreted into his Mouth. But theſe ways had here- 
tofore proved incffeftual. We therefore reſolved upon the cutting through 
the Palat-bone. To which purpoſe I placed him in a clear light, one holding 
his Head (teady, while I cut into the Roof. But the Fleſh was ſo cloſe tied uv 
the Bone, that it would not yield to my Spatula as I expected : wherefore 1 
applied a bit of a Cauſtick ſtone, and held it to the place with a Pledyit of 
Lint a few minuits 3 by which I conſumed the ſoft fleſhy part over the Bone, 
and afterwards cut into the Bone ſuch a hole, that in the moving of his Head 
I could ſce the Bullet loged in the Hole : which encouraging us to proceed in 
our work, the Bullet was afterwards taken out, and he eaſed of that diſcharge 
of Matter which threatned a filthy carious Ulcer. My attendance upon his 
Majeſty into Scotland hindering my proſecution of that Cure, I lett him in 
the hands of a Chirurgeon there, and fince have often ſeen him at Court. 
But the Ulcer did not cloſe up witha Cas; however the place is ſupplied 
by a (mall Plate without offence. | 

If the Sins run tranſverſe the Veins, Arteries, Nerves, I endons,@*c. you may 
then, (if you think it not ſafe to paſsa Needle 1n a Canmnyla through it, or if 
you cannot do it by reaſon of the make of the Part, you may then, 1 fay,) 
make uſe of that Inſtrument deſcribed 1n the Treatiſe of F:jtalz and Sinuou: 
Ulcers in» Ano, by which you may cut as afſuredly upon the end of the Di- 
re&or which paſſeth within the S775, as 1f you ſaw it before you. It is com: 
monly uſed where the end of the $72 lieth moſt diſtant from the Skin. Attcr 
which Apertion it muſt be kept open by a Tent, for the diſcharge of Matter, 
till it be well digeſted, and fit to cure. If the Orifice be (mall, and the Sinus 
lie but under the Skin, and in ſuch a place as may be ſafely opened, it may be 
dilated with prepared Sponge; or Gentian-roots, and afterwards ſnipt open 
by a pair of Probe-ſciſfors, or cut by a Knife upon the DireQor within, or laid | 
open by Cauſtick. And after you have divided the Sz»4s, you may digelt it 
with terebinth. cum vitel/. ovor, or deterge by ſome of the Mundificatives (ct 
down in the Cure of Ulcers in general : and if there be occafion of more Sar- 
coticks, you may add mel comm. pulv. myrrh, thuris, rad. ireos, to make it 
more ex(iccant. But commonly, the depending part once opened, the Wound 
cureth in few days by Bandage, &«. as aboveſaid. 


But if after all your endeavours theſe Ulcers grow Fiſtulous, you ſhall find 
the Cure of them in another place, 


Chap. V. Of Gun-ſhot Wounds with Fra@ure. 


CHAP. V. 


Of Gun-ſhot Wounds with FrafFure. 


Aving declared unto you the way of curing Gun-ſhot Wounds in the 
ſoft and fleſhy Parts, I purpoſe now to proceed to the curing them as 
they are complicated with Fracture of the Bones, whole firmnels, drineſfs, (tabi- 
lity and folidity, cannot detend them from theſe Inconveniences; nay, in the 
caſe I am to ſpeak of, they are rather Diſcommodities. For when the Bullet 
{triketh like Lightning, were they ſofter, it were the better, that the Bullet 
might paſs, and not ſhatter them. There 1s not any of the five ſorts of Frac- 
tures mentioned by the Ancients which theſe Blows will not occaſion. Some- 
times they will cleave the Bone aſſulati”r, according to thelength 3 and other- 
while they will break it athwart; other times they will divide it like the 
Scales of a Fiſh. Nay, if the Bones be drier than ordinary, (as in elderly 
men, and ſuch in whom nature or Diſeaſes have made them ſo, ) they will 
grind the Bone like Meal. Yet I have ſeen and dreſt a Souldier that hath been 
ſhot through the Joint of the Ancle without ever breaking the leaſt part of the 
Cartilage. 
The ways to know when there 1s a Fracture in the Bone are many. Signs of | 
x. Hippocrates bids us compare the ſound Parts with the Parts affefted, and Fu 
obſerve the inequality. 


2. You ſhall perceive a Cavity, it you touch the Parts above and under 
the Fracture. 

3. If you handle the fractured Member, you ſhall perceive a craſhing of 
Bones, by reaſon of the mutual attrition of the hard bodies. 

4. There will be extraordinary Pain, in regard of the divulſion of the 
Nerves, and diſtortion of the Tendonous bodies; alſo a pricking in the Fleſhy 

| parts by the ſharp ends or Shivers of ſome Bone. 

5. There will be an impotency of the broken Member, ſo that the Patient 
cannot lean upon 1t- 

6. 'The antecedent cauſe (Gun-ſhot ) will teach much in this caſe, than 
ay there never was (nor ever will be I believe) invented a more power- 
ull one. 


7. The aſperity and inequality or roughneſs of the Bone manifeſt tt to you : 
but the ſearch will give you no [mall aſſurance, 
Concerning Prognolticks, you ſhall underſtand, Progno- 
1, Bones receive a quicker Agglutination in Sanguine than in Cholerick bo- flicks. 
dies, by reaſon of the benignity of the Seruze, which ſendeth out better mat- 
ter for a Cal/us. | 
2. Bones are broke withle(s danger in the middle thannear the Joint, where 
they are both more hard to be reſtored, and to be kept ſo reſtored 3 and be- 
cauſe of the multitude of Symptoms, (which in ſuch Wounds cannot but ſu- 
pervene,Y are not without great difficulty to be cured. 
3: And laſtly, thole Frattures are moſt dangerous which are made ſo deep 
n the Fleſhy parts, that your hands cannot well come at them, to extract che 
Hhh 2 looſe 
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looſe Bones, and place the other right, and retain them ſo by Bandage ; As 
thoſe of the Pubes, Os ilion, ſacrum, &c. So allo all thoſe Fractures made by 
Splinter are exceeding dangerous, they generally ſhattering the Bone to pieces; 
in which caſe the Nerves, Tendons, &-c. are grievouſly pricked and torn, and 
are ſubjeC& to extraordinary Pain, Inflammation, Convulſions, and Death, un- 
ics immediate Remedy be had by removing thoſe Bones, or by Amputation of 
the Member. 

Amoneſt the Cruiſers in private Fregats from Dankerk it was complained, 
that their Chirurgeons were too adtive in ampurating thoſe fractured Members, 
As in truth there are ſuch filly Brothers, who will brag of the many they have 
diſmembred, and think that way to lie themſelves into credit. But they that 
truly underſtand Amputation and their Trade, well know how villanous a 
thing it is to glory in ſuch a work. = 

In the Roman Hiſtory you will find it was not allowed at all : Livy tells you 
their reward amongſt them. But later experience judgeth 1t commenda- 
ble, if it be neceſſary, and in ſuch ſhattered Lims where there 1s no hope 
of preſerving the Patient's life otherwiſe. And then it muſt be done in 
its proper time, that is to ſay, ſuddenly upon the receipt of the Wound, be- 
tore the Patient's Spirits be over-heated either with Pain, Fever, ec. Of 
Fe neceſſity of doing it ſpeedily I ſhall here give you one remarkable In- 

ance. 

A Scotiſh Souldier was brought to me out of the field at the Battel of Wor- 
ceſter ſhot with a Musket-bullet into the Elbow-joint, which fractured not 
only the ends of the Radizs and Olna, but likewiſe that of the Adjutorium. 
Upon ſight whereof I called W:Z. Clarke (now a Chirurgeon at Bridgenorth ) 
and other my Servants about me, to cut off the Arm, and the while I endea- 
voured to cncourage the Souldier to endure it. In anſwer thereto he only 
cried, Give me drink, and I will die. They did give him drink, and he 
made good his promiſe, and died ſoon after ; yet had no other Wound than 
that. By which may be perceived the danger in delaying this work to the 
next day, when the foreſaid Accidents have kept them watching all night, 
and totally debilitated their Spirits. Which happens not, it it be done in 
heat of Fight ; for then, while they are ſurprized and as it were amazed with 
the Accident, the Lim is taken off much eaſier : and if it be the Arm, ſome 
of them will ſcarce be kept in the Hold while the Ship is cloſe engaged 1n 
Fight. In the heat of Fight I cut off a man's Arm, and after he was laid 
down, the Fight growing hotter, he ran up, and helpt to traverſe a Gun. 
And a Walloon earneſtly begged of me to cut off his ſhattered Leg: which 
whilſt 1 was doing, he cried, Depeche vous connows vendrone a terre 1m0u5 
bioron. Alto others have urged me to diſmember their ſhattered Lims at ſuch a 
time, when the.next day they have profeſt rather to die But amongſt us 
aboard 1n that Service it was counted a great ſhame to the Chirurgeon, it that 
Operation were left to be done the next day, when Symptoms were upon the 
Patient, and he ſpent with Watchings, &c. Therefore you are to conſider 
well the Member, and if you have no probable hope of Sanation, cut it off 
quickly, while the Soyldier is heated and in mettle. But if there be hopes of 
Cure, proceed rationally to a right and methodical Healing of ſuch Wounds 3 
it being more for your Credit to ſave one Member, than to cut off many. T his 
following method is the beſt. 

Cleanſe the Wound firlt from all ſtrange bodies, as Bullets, Armour, Ap- 
pRares and Shivers of Bones 3 ſo ſhall the Cure ſucceed more happily. For 
inſtance 3 


A Gentleman-Voluntier skirmiſhing with the Enemy before the City ol 
Worceſter. 
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Worceſter, was brought to us run through his Arm in the middle of the Biceps 
with a Sword, and {hot with a Musket-bullet in the ſame Shoulder under the 
Os ſeapule, which took away the Coracozdes, and tore the Ligaments in other 
parts of the Joint. We dreſſed the Wound inflicted by the Sword with Ag- 
olutinatives , healing it by the firſt Intention. We inlarged the Gun-ſhot 
Wound, pulled out the Bullet and pieces of the Coracordes, &c. and drefled 
it up with Digeſtives and lenient Embrocations, e*c. and afterwards deterged 
with mmndif. Paracel, He being WY. Clark's acquaintance, he took care of 
him, and haſtened the Exfoliation of the Bones with mel roſ. &» ſpir. v3, 
Afterwards, being near cured, he made his eſcape into his own Country, Ma- 
ny Inſtances of this kind may be given, if it were neceſſary. 

If the Fracture be near a Joint, the violence of the Blow will many times 
add a Difſlocation alſo to it. If that happen, reſtore the Joint firſt to its place, 
before you meddle with the Fracture. Theſe Diflocations are made by great 
Shot or Splinters of wood whoſe force {hatters the Lims 1n picees, or carries 
them quite away. But this latter rarely happens, but uſually when the Mem- 
ber is ſhattered, it hangs by ſome little part of a Tendon, Muſculous tlcſh, or 
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Skin, In which caſe your work is, with a good Razour or Knife preſently to 5... .;.. 
plain the Stump, and pull up the Fleſh, that you may ſaw off the end of the Sruny. 


Bone cloſe to it. 


One had his Arm ſhot oft above the Elbow. We dreſt him up at firſt I Obſerrattor. 


haſte, and at the next dreſſing his Shoulder proved out of Joint. We could not 
ſet it, by reaſon of the anguilh of the Stump ; which was a greater Pain to him 
than his Wound, and troubled him many months after. But fo it happened, and 
in ſhort Stumps it is remedileſs. One of our Captain-Reformadoes had been 
ſerved ſo formerly with his (tumpt Arm. ; 

If you will endeavour the remedying it, you muſt do it by help of a Ban- 
dage made above the Stump. Burt if it be above the Elbow, how will you 
faſten it. Yet in ſome bodies the Bone will be reſtored eafily : therefore at- 
temptit before you dreſs the Member. 


In another that had his Leg ſhot off, in the place of Amputation below the qyccryator. 


Knee, ſome two months after, when | wondred the Bone did not exfoliate, I put 
in my Forceps to try whether any part of the Bone was looſe: and finding it 
very looſe, I took hold of it gently, and feeling it willing to come away, I 
pulled it out. It was the Apophyſzs or head of the Os tibiz, which makes the 
Knee. I was (urprized at it; but conſidering what was looſe muſt away, I 
pulled it out, to the amazement of the lookers on. This was relaxt from its 
Ligaments by the force of the Blow. 

In theſe fractured Wounds made by Gun-ſhot the Chirurgeon ought to pro- 
poſe two things to himſelf; firſt the Fracture, and then the Wound. To 
proceed orderly, you begin with the Frafture, viz. with the Extenſion and 
Coaptation, that thereby the Fracture may be reduced to its proper ſeat : which 
In all theſe caſes muſt be performed with mach ſteadinefſs and diſcretion ; not 
with ſuch force as in thoſe Fractures that are without a Wound, Icft the Muſcu- 
lous or Nervous parts, being torn, bruiſed or cruſhed, ſhould ſuffer extreme 
Pain, Convullions, &c. Before you begin this Operation, if the Wound benot 
large enough, make it ſo, that you may the better pull out the extraneous bo- 
dies, whether Slug, Bullet, Rags, Splinters, or Shivers of Bones 3 fo ſhall the 
Extenſion be made the eaſier, and be leſs ſubject to Inflammation, though you 


Exten{or. 


{hould not ſet it at that inſtant 3 for a ſmall Extenſion will afterwards ſerve. 


Whereas if the Wound be not ſo cleanſed, thoſe extraneous bodies, nay the 
ſmalleſt Shivers of the Bone, will raiſe ſuch diſturbance as will render it 
incapable of digeſtion. Therefore what Hippocrates ſaith of attending tothe 
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3. 7. or 11.day,in caſe the Frafture be not reduced before Inflammation, would 


in theſe caſes never be ; for by that time the beſt that could be expected would 
be Apoſtemations and crude Tumours, too big to be diſcuſſed. Therefore 
however the ReduCtion of the Frafture may have been omitted, yet it will be- 
hove the Chirurgeon then conſulted to extract the extraneous bodies immedi- 
ately, ſo ſhall it lie more quiet, and fitter for ReduQion at his more leiſure, 
But to avoid theſe Inconveniences, make your Extenſion fo ſoon as you may, 
and reſtore the Bones to their former place with what gentle dexterity and le. 
nity you can poſſibly. If the Wound be narrow, dilate it, as I have ſaid, by 
Inciſion at the firſt : for theſe Wounds require more Dllatation than any other, 
that not only the bruiſed and vitiated Blood and other Excrements may have 
a free paſſage, but alſo by this means the Shivers of Bones ({ of which the(« 
Wounds uſe to be very full ) may with leſs trouble be extracted by your ſelves 
or diſcharged by Nature. 

If you make not this Dilatation in the beginning, you may afterwards per- 
haps be forced to do it when the Part is accompanied with great Defluxion and 
Pain, or when the Bones are corrupt by retention of the Matter : and what 
condition it will then bein to admit of Inciſion, may eaſily be gueſſed by any 
one that hath common ſcnle. 

Atter it islaid open, conſider whether the Bone be bare or not 3 which you 
may (atisfie your ſelf in by your Eye, Finger, or Probe. It it be bare, you 
muſt apply next to it ſome dry or exliccant Medicine 3 Sicca ſeccis gandent ; 
dry to dry. Of this ſort are dry Lint, Powders of the Roots of ris, Myrrh, 
Aloes, Thus, &c. Forbear the application of greazie Medicaments to it, for 
they make the Bones foul, and hinder Cal/us. Yet the Parts adjacent require 
Digc(tion 3 therefore apply over them your Suppuratives warm, ſuch as have 
been propoſed in Simple Gun-ſhot. Then dreſs up the fratured Member 
with empl. e bolo, or this following : Re empl. diachalcith. with the addition of 
colophon. pulv. rad. conſolid. maj. boli Armen. cort. granator, ſucc. plantag. cum ol. 
myrtill. & lumbricor. an. q. ſ. Miſc. & fiat Emplaſt. Then apply over the Wound 
a Stupe or double Cloaths wrung out of Red wine wherein have been infuſed 
flor. roſ. rubr. balauſt. ſumach, bacc. myrtill. ſummit. abſinth. or (ach like. This 
Compreſle will ſerve to keep the Lips of the Wound ſmooth, and defend it 
from the injury 1t may receive by Bandage. 

The next thing which 1s required in theſe fractured Wounds is Dcli- 
gation : tor unleſs they be rightly fitted, none of theſe Fractures, of what ſort 
ſoever, can be well united. In fimple Fractures without a Wound, all kind 
of Bandage may be admitted 3 whereof you may ſee in my LeQure of theſe 
Fractures various ſorts, with many Circumvolutions about the Member. And 
once opening in ſeven days will ſerve their turn. But in theſe another method 
of binding 1s required ; for here the Bandage is to be looſened daily, and the 
Wounds to be lookt into and dreſt, they being here to be long kept open for 
diſcharge of excrementitious and purulent Matter, with which they abound, 
alſo tor the Exfoliation of carious Bones, which lying there would corrupt the 
ſound ones. 

Therefore 1n theſe kind of Wounds you muſt uſe ſuch a Bandage as may 
leaſt ſhake the fractured Members. For they being every day to be dreſt, the 
lo often rowing them up would cauſe grievous Pains, and hinder union. There- 
fore \t is that Authours have invented ſo many kinds of Bandage, to anſwer the 
Intentions of dreſling them, and yet keep the Member immovable. Your Bao- 
dape in this caſe 1s to be made of ſofter and broader Linen cloaths than what 
we ulc in Simple Fraftures, that it may comprehend both the Fracture and the 
Wound,and keep the Lips down, yet not hurt them by its too hard Compreſſion. 


There- 
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Therefore we make choice of a piece of Cloath folded three or four times 
double, to give it the more ſtrength, and of ſuch a breadth as may incompaſs 
the Lips of the Wound and the fractured Parts, allo of ſuch a length as to 
come once about the Fracture. This Cloath muſt have three Slits from the 
ends to the middle, which middle muſt lie undivided underneath, to bear 
more equally the fractured Member, and the ends muſt come over one ano- 
ther with a Compreſs between over the Wound, to preſs the Lips thereof 
cgually down, which would otherwiſe become crude, and pout out with 
vicat Lips. The Comprels allo ſerves to recerve the Matter, and fill up the 
Incquality. Theſe are ſo to be faſtened, that you may drefs and undreſs the 
\Vound without diſturbing the Member. 

But becauſe it happeneth, that in theſe Gun-ſhot Wounds the Bones are 
ſhrewdly ſhattered, and the Wound lacerated, and by rcaſon of the largenets 
of the FraCture and Wound it is extremely painful, the Member allo is rendred 
{] weak, that it cannot be kept ſteady by this Bandage ; therefore we make uſe 
cf Ferule or Splints, whereot I have made mention in my Lecture of Frac- Splint. 
tares 1n genera], with the Judgments of the Ancients, who have been very u1- 
duſtrious in contriving ways to make equal Compreſtion, and leave a way for 
the drefiing of theſe compound Fractures. 

They are not to be uſed till the Inflammation and Flux of Humours be off, when co - 
which is not until the ſeventh day ; during which we uſe Splenia, which are 1: 
linen Cloaths folded four times double, and cut in length and breadth like the 
Ferulg. Theſe are to be ſpred with Galez's Cerote, or any Ointment, that 
lo they may adhere to the Part only until you have put the Eandage over it. 
And this is that I propoſe in all FraCtures where there is Pain, and fear of In- 
{lammation, and 1s eſpecially neceffary in theſe. 

They will handſomly ſtrengthen the Part, and make ſuch equal Compreſ- 
fon, that the Bones may be kept in their place, the ſerous Humours preſt out 
of the Cavernule, and the fractured Member lie foft ; which 1s a great help in 
theſe Wounds, the whole welfare of the Patient depending upon the eafie Ban- 
dage and Poſition of the Member. 'The Pain and Inflammation gone off, and 
the Wound digeſted, (if you think the Member not ſo fubject to Inflammation, 
or that it requireth a greater ſtrength to ſupport 1t,) you may uſe Paltboard 
cut into pieces proportionable to Jay over thoſe Splenia - or, having taltned 
the Splenia by the broad Bandage with three heads, cut a piece of Paſtboard 
ht to receive the lower part of the Member, and leave a place commodious 
for dreſſing the Wound. Over the other part of the fractured Member you 
mult place another piece of Paſtboard to anſwer unto the former. Theſe ought 
to be wet, that they may lie more pliant. About the Paſtboard make a Ban- 
dape with three Ligatures, which you muſt faſten in the molt convenient place 
for the eaſe of the Patient. But if the Splezza be wet in Whites of eggs, and 
pg, they will ſtrengthen the Member, and alſo keep it ſteady, without 
tnote, 

if you think thoſe of Paſtboard not ſtrong enough, you may uſe Laming, linineor 
Copper or Tin-plates lined with ſoft Linings, to receive the fractured Member, Vas: 
with Loops in the outſide, to receive the three Ligatures anſwerable to thoſe 
which lie underneath next the Plaiſter, that they may be faſtened and looſe- 
ned at pleaſure, without diſturbing the Fracture, in the daily drefling of the 
Wound. And if it be in the Thighs, the Plates are beſt 3 theſe Parts requiring 
uch as are of great ſtrength and length, and of ſuch compaſsas may take in the 
lower half of the Member. Theſe Lamine, or whatever elſe you uſe, mult 
bave a large Hole cut in them for the Wound to be dreſt through. 

But I have always obſerved inconvenience in theſe Plates 3 that there 15 

not 
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not ſo good Compreſſion made upon the Lips of the Wound through tholc 1,1.) 
35 to hinder them from thruſting out ; whence there ariſcth a Laxity and Indipe. 
{119 in the Wound; and beſides,the Matter that ſo diſchargeth heats the Parts, 
and in hot weather corrupts and breeds Maggots. Therefore 1 make the Pt. 
board or Lamine over my firſt Bandage to incompaſs ſo much of the lower 
parts as may ſupport the Fracture, and come within an inch of the Woung: 
and over the Wound it ſelf I faſten a Spleminm of Cloath folded four time: 
double, or a Ferula of Tin, Copper, or Paſtboard, lined according as I judp, 
the Part can bear, and ſuch as may be taken off at each drefling. | 

The firſt Bandge next to my Cerote makes an equal Compreſſion by it; 
three heads meeting over one another : the lowermoſt preſleth the Humour: 
from below upward, and with the help of 1ts next fellow keeps the Bones to. 
gether, and forceth the Matter out of the Wound : alſo, by the help this mid. 
dic Bracer hath of the uppermoſt, the Matter 1s preſt out of the upper part ©/ 
the Fracture and Wound to the Orifice : it alſo reſtraineth the influx of Hy. 
mours from above, by virtue of the Defenſative lying under it. In the dreling 
theſe Wounds, you are only to undo the middle Binder tocomeat the Wound; 
having a ſpecial care that this Bandage be neither too hard nor ſlack, but in- 
diflicrem]y made, to the eaſe of the Patient. 

Having thus propoſed to you the way of Deligation, I ſhall now proceed 
to the laſt Operation performed in theſe Fra 'tures of a Wound, which is a com. 
modious Polition or placing of the Member, which (as I have told you in the 
Lecture of Simple Fractures) ought to have three Conditions. 


1. It muſt lie ſoft, leſt the Compreſſion offend the hurt Parts, and cauſe | 
Pain and Inflammation, 


2. Equal: for if the Member be placed otherwiſe, it becomes diſtorted, 
and the Operation ſucceeds 1lI. | 


3. Laſtly, it mult lie higher than the Parts next the body, eſpecially the 
{irſt three or four days. For if it incline downwards, the Humours by their 


own weight will eaſily flow to the Part afflicted. How this Poſition is perfor- 


med, I have ſet down 1n the LeCture of Simple Fractures, to which I refer 
Y OU. 

The fraftured Bones of the wounded Part thus reſtored to their natural 
places, and the Wound digeſted, alſo the Inflammation and other Accident: 
gone oft, which is commonly about the ſeventh or ninth day, you ſhall then 
unlooſe the Bandage, take off your reſtrictive Medicament, and apply the 
Emplastr, catagmat. 1n our Londox Diſpenſatory ( or ſome of theſe under-writ- 
ten) over the fractured Member, which may add ſtrength to the Part, and 
jurther the generation of Cal/zs, Re reſing abiet. cerg, an. tj. pulv. cort. tilit

bene permixt. ad Cerati conſiſt. pro uſu. But if you keep up the temper of the 
Part, you need not doubt of a Cal/zs. I commonly in theſe caſes make uſe of 
empl. fti&, Paracelſ. part. 13. empl. diachalcith, part. j. Over theſe apply a double 
Cloathdipt in Red wine wherein have been boiled ſome of the abovementio- 
ned Plants. Then place the former Bandage again, and over it thoſe Lamin 
of Copper, or Splenia of double Cloaths dipt in Whites of eggs, and wrung 
out hard. Theſe Jatter will fit cloſe to the Part, and after they are dry, will 

ſupport the fratured Member well. 
After the ninth day we ſuppoſe the Wound well digeſted ; therefore we for- 
ear the ule of Suppuratives, and uſe fuch Medicines as are detergent, as the 
mundif. Paracelſ; : or, if you pleaſe, Re vince pervince, peti, perſicarie, beto”- 
an: 
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an, Mj flor. hyperic. verbaſe. an. Pj. rad. ariſtoloch. utrinſque an. 3s. thuris, myr- 
rhe, farcocoll. ireos, an. 3ij. coq. in vino albo, addendo colature meilis roſacei q. |. 
This being caſt in with a Syringe will deterge and incarn : Or you may make 
itinto an Unguent by the addition of #erebinth. Wax, and ol. hyperic. and ap- 
ply it upon Doſlils, Pledgits, or Tents. 

If there be Caries, you may make a Decottion of ſcordium, vinca pervinca, 
pericedanum, gentian. cort. guaiaci, rad. ireos, myrrha, in Wine, adding ſpir. vini, 
or extrad. ſcordii. If the Caries yield not to theſe, touch it now and then 
with ſome of the following Medicines. Re ol. myrrhe diſtillat. per deſcenſum &5 
purificat. cure ſpir. vini 3s, olei caryophyll. 3\j. ol. ſulphnris 3jſs Miſe. This 
will ina ſhort time remove the Cariofity ; afterwards you may proceed by 
Epuloticks. 

Vulnerary Plants are here of great uſe, and may be preſcribed as followeth. 
Re ariftoloch. rot. 51). fol. ſerpentarie, conſolide utrinſque, geraniti, columb. ſanicule, 
an. Mj. beat them into groſs Powder, and boiling them in a Gallon of 
Wine in a Veſlel cloſe (topt, give the Patient thereof Morning and Evening 
Ziiij. at a time. You may give 3j. of oſteocoll. powdered in a draught of it, 
or the Decoftion of vir:capervinca made with Wine, for confirming and haſte- 
ning the Callus. In the reſt proceed as in thelatter end of Simple Fractures is 
mentioned. 


Souldier being ſhot by a Musket-bullet into the fore-part of the Arm 1 Obſerva:. 
near the Biceps, it fractured the Bone, and paſted quite through. fon =_ 
endeavoured by Extenſion to place the fraured Bone even together, but could 
not : Upon which I dilated the latter Orifice by a large Inciſton according to 
the rectitude of the Member, to pull out thoſe Fragments of Bones which hin- 
dered their right Coaptation 3 and putting my Finger mito the VVound to 
that purpoſe, I pulled out a ragged piece of a Bullet 3 whether it was part of 
that which had paſled through was the queſtion. Some of the By-ſtanders 
thought he was ſhot with a brace of Bullets : But [rather think the Bullet was 
torn by the Bone, and that this part was 1t which had made its way through. 
However, by this Extraction the main Bone was rightly placed, the Shivers 
with the extraneous bodies removed, the Matter happily diſcharged by this 
depending Orifice, and the Patient was cured by the common [Intentions of 
Healing theſe fraftured Gun-ſhot Wounds. Whereas, if I had raken it for 
granted that the Bullet was paſſed through, and contented my ſelf in having 
endeavoured the reducing of the fractured Bones, and fo dreſt him up, it had 
certainly inflamed and gangrened. This confirms that Doctrine in ſetting of 
Bones, that if any Bone will not be placed equally among(t his fellows, you 
ought to cut upon it, and take it out. 

In heat of Fight at Sea, amongſt the many wounded men that were put , g@,.- 
down into the Hold to me, one of them had his right Arm extreamly ſhatte- of a Fratture 
red about two Fingers breadth, on the outſide above the Elbow, by a great moue oy , 
Splinter. I ought to have cut off this mans Arm preſently : But a ſudden © 
cry that our Ship was on fire put me in ſuch diſorder, that | rather thought of 
ſaving my ſelf than drefſing my Patients. I haſtily clapt a Drefſiog upon the 
Wound, and rouled it up, leaving his Arm in his other Hand to ſupport it, 
and endeavoured to get up out of the Hold asthe others did, verily believing 
[ ſhould never dreſs him norany of them more. But our men bravely quitted 
themſelves of the Fire-ſhip by cutting the Sprit-ſail-Tackle off with their 
ſhort Hatchets, (which they wore during Fight ſticking in their Saſhes.) So we 
we were freed ot the Fire, and by our hoiſting up the Top-ſails got clear of our 
Enemy, and I returned to my work. But I was at a loſs what to do with 
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thisman, who lay not far off complaining of his Arm. 1 would have cut it off 
inſtantly with a Razour, (for the Bone being (hattered, thereneeded no Saw:) 
but the man would not ſuffer me to meddle with his Arm, he crying, it was 
already drelt. 

The Fight being over, and wegotten into the next Port, I cauſed this Ma- 
riners Bed to be ſet up: (which was four pieces of Wood nailed together and 
corded. and a Bears Skin laid upon it, and faſtened between two Gung 
to the Carriages : ) upon this | ſaw him placed 3 and having ordered his Arm 
to be laid ſo that I might the better come to dreſs it, I ſent tor dreflings, and 
laid them orderly upon a ſmall Pillow well (tuft and quilted 1n the middle, 
Upon this Pillow | firſt laid a foft double linen Cloth, next to that three 
Ligatures, then a Paſtboad wet in Vinegar, to make it more loft and pliant ; 
upon that I laid a double Cloth, of ſuch length and breadth as might lerve 
to encompals the fraftured Member, which I cut from each end to the middlz 
into three Binders : Over the middle of this I placed a Spleninm ot Cloth tour 
double, four fingers in breadth, and of ſuch a length as togive f(trength to the 
Fracture: Over this lay my Defenſative ſpread upon a thick Cloth, of tuch « 
breadth and length asto take in the whole Arm.” D:ctlings thus laid upon the 
Pillow, I cut off the other from his fractured Arm, and placed the Pillow 
with theſe Dreſſings cloſe by his Side 3 ſo that I ſaw his Arm laid as I defigned 
upon my Reſtriftive, and his Hand upon his Breaſt. Then putting my Fingers in- 
to his Wound, [I pulled out firſt a piece of a Splinter an 1nch thick or therea- 
bouts; more orleſs; then Rags and Bones, great and ſmall 3 I Icft not the lealt 
Shiver. When [ had ſo cleared the Wound of all the extraneous bodies and 
looſe Bones, | was amazed to feel what a void ſpace there was between the ens 
of the Bones. But I proceeded, and cut off the lacerated Lips, which were of 
noule, and dreſt up the ends of the Bones with a couple of Doflils dipt in jpir. 
vini and el ro. warm. Thereſt of the Wound | dreſt as warm with axur. 
porcin. and Merc. precipitat. with ſome little ol. terebirth, ſpread upon Dolli!s, 
which I placed lightly within the VVound, and upon Pledgits without, with 
an empl. diachalcith. malaxt with of. zyrtill. over all the VVound, Then 1cm- 
brocated the fractured Arm camol. myrt. & olivar, immiatur, and a little acet»rs, 
bringing my reſtrictive Emplaſter, which lay under the Arm, over the whole 
Arm, fromthe Arm-pit to the Elbow and cloſe round about, only leaving a 
ſpace to dreſs the V Vound. 

This gave a ſtrengthto the weak Member, and was deligned to prevent th: 
Influx from above. Juſt under this Emplaſter there lay a Splemium, To an- 
{wer that I applied three more, one on each ſide, and another above :; V Vhict 
four were of ſuch alize, that they, lying a little off from one another, cncom- 
patled the Arm. They were ſpread lightly with a little Ccrote made ot «x- 
#ngia and V Vax, to make them adhere where placed them. 

Then I brought the Bandage which lay under the Spleniume, with three 
heads at each end. The lowermoſt of theſe took in the lower part of the 
Arm, from the Elbow upward, with part of the Fracture, and was faſtened 
on the exteriour part of the Arm.' This preſt the $17jes from the neather part 
of the Arm to the V Vound, and hindred the lapſe of Matter that way. Ihe 
middlemoft was made to preſs the Matter out of the VVound, and keep the 
Lips down. The uppermolt ſerved to reſtrain the Influx, as I ſaid, and pretled that 
Matter out which was already in the Part. This Bandage was made with great 
moderation, and ſo faſtened, that it might be looſened without trouble to the 
Patient. Then I brought the wer Paſtboard cloſe tothe fides, and cut another 
piece to anſwerit, which I wetted 2 aceto, and by the three Ligatures under 


made them faſt, but without diſturbance to the Patient. If it could not have 
bee! 
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been fo put on, I ſhould have forborn the uſe of them, the Cure of theſe 
Wounds conſiſting in the eafie Drefling and quiet Poſition, without which 
you will not cure one of them. The Paſtboard as it dried, ſtiffened, and re- 
tained its ſhape, preſerving the Frafture in the poſition [ left it, and that with 
a very {lack Bandage. Thus I finiſhed the firſt dreffing, leaving my Patient 
in much eaſe. He [lept pretty well that night, and was the next day as well 
is 1 could expect. He was let blood the ſecond day, and kept to a ſpare Diet : 
But we allowed Wine as a Cordial to all our Patients. 

The third day I drelt him again, took off the upper Paſtboard, and looſe- 
ned the heads of the main Bandage 3 alſo I took off that Spleniune which was 
over the Wound, and raiſing up the Emplaſter from the Wound, took out 
many Doſlils, found it warm and well diſpoſed, and dreſt it up quick with my 
Suppuratives hot, and an Emplaſter as before. I (tirred nor the Reltrictive, 
but made now a Compreſs more particularly for the V Vound, purpoſing not 
to remove thetwo outermoſt heads of the main Bandage, unleſs it were ſome- 
time to give a little breathing to the Member : But the middle I opened as of- 
ten as I thought fit, todrels the VVound. The other two had ſhort Splenia to 
make the Bandage equal. But was not then ſatisfied how the ſpace between 
the fractured ends of the main Bone could be ſupplied with Callus. My Patient 
was ealier than any of my other with fractured Wounds, V Vhen itcameto my 
turn to be viſited by my Brother Chirurgeons of our Squadron, they did not 
diſlike the VVound, nor my way of drefling, (for we being uſed to ſee one 
another's Patients, had all much one way of drefling: ) But they laught at the 
excuſe | made for not cutting off his Arm, and doubted [ſhould yet be forced 
to do it, But I kept my Patient flat on his Back, and that after a while was 
his greateſt pain 3 For the V Vound digeſted, and the Tumour was not then 
conliderable. Afterthe VVound was well digeſted, and the bruiſed Fleſh (e- 
parated, I renewed the Drefſlings, taking all the old ones off, and fomented 
the Member with warm V Vater, to give a breathing to it ; then applied a Ca- 
tagmatick Emplaſter, dreſt the V Vound with murdificat. Paracelſ; or ſuchlike, 
and bound up the Member as at firſt, and fo continued my way of Drefling 

_ asI ſaw cauſe, putting intothe VVound only a Doflil or Tent made upon a 
Skewer loft and hollow, to give way tothe V Vound to incarn ; 1 ſcarce uling 
any InjeQion, but by gentle Compreſſion aſliſting Nature, who ſeldome fai- 
leth in ſupplying the loſt Subſtance in VVounds, it we diſturb her not by im- 
proper Applications. The next taking off and renewing theſe Dreſſings of 
this fractured Member was occalioned ſome 16 or 17 days after, by a trouble- 
ſome itching of the Part, which was occaſioned, 1 ſuppoſe, partly from his 
liberty in Diet, partly by the heat ofthe VVeather, and want of Tranſpiration. 
Upon this account I took off the Dreſſings, bathed the Member with Sea- 
water, and dre(t him up with emplaſt. de lithargyro. The VVound was about 
this time well incarned within, and the Lips beginning to cicatrize from their 
edpes, I dreſſed them with Epuloticks, as #ngaert. tutie, &c. All this while I 
kept my Patientupon his Back, and renewed not the whole Dreſſing until I 
was again neceſſitated. Oneday coming from the Shoar, (where our V Voun- 
ded men had liberty to lodge if they delired it, and were dreſt by us there, )I 
found this Patient with a heat-all over his Body like an Eryſepelas : At which 
he wasmuch affrighted, - Hehad, it ſeems, drank VVine too liberally with 
his Mates, (as they would moſt of them do, if they were any thing well. 
Unleſs it rather proceeded from a generation of Calus, in whichcaſe it uſuall 
happens. 1let him Blood, and drefling him as in an Eryſipelas, finding his Erynias 
Arm pretty (trong, and his V Vound healed within, and in a fair way of cica- upon the g-- 
trizing, | raiſed him up, after he had Jain about eight weeks. All which ———xxaa 
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while I believe he never ſtirred his Arm from the time I firſt placed it, but only 
while I renewed the Drefſlings ; he being the moſt patient man in that reſpe& 
1 ever attended - andin truth, without that ſubmiſſion he could ſcarce have 
been cured. 

There wesin this Patient a ſtrong Callus filling up the void place of the 
loſt Bone at leaſt two inches, with little or no ſhortning of the Arm : but the 
Joint of the Elbow was ſo (tiff from the poſition it lay fo long 1n, that he could 
not ſtretch that Joint whilſt I knew him, which was until that Ship was caſt 
away. 

My memory will be much cried up, for remembring ſo many particulars in 
a Patient ſo many years ſince cured by me. But 1f you conſider how remar- 
kable a caſe it was, and in my Trade, there will be leſs wondring at the po- 
ſibility of it, You may enquire what was done by me in the Cure of Captain 
Reade, where the loſs of his Jaw was ſupplied by a ftrong Callus, and that 
Cheek made uniform with the other. It will be long remembred by the then 
Standers-by, though not of our Profeſſion. 

[n our Sea-fights oftentimes a Buttack, the Brawn of the Thigh, the Calf of 
the Leg, are torn off by Chain-(hot and Splinters. All theſe are contuſed 
Wounds, and look black, and do too often deceivethe unexperienced Chirur- 
gean, he taking them by their ape to be gangrened, and by dreſling them as 
Mortifications with /#gyptzac. and ſpir. vini, doth certainly ſphacelate them; and 
thoſe perſons die miſerably afflicted. 

Whereas if they be conſidered rightly, though they look like Fleſh long 
hang'd in the Air, of a dry blackiſh colour, yet they have warmth, and 
by Lenients, as is preſcribed in Simple Gun-ſhot Wounds, they would digeſt, 
ſeparate their Sloughs, and incarn. But they are {low in Digeſtion, and re- 
quire good Famentations and Embrocations to cheriſh the native heat, which 
1s much weakened by fo great a loſsof Subſtance. Theſe require oleum tere- 
binth. to be mixt with your Digeſtive: But you muſt have a care you do not 
inflame them and cauſe pain by adding too much of it: A Spoonful to fix 
ounces of your Suppuratives ts enough in the drieſt Habits. Your judg- 
ment will beſt dire& you, and your Patient's complaint : It being unreafona- 


= to hope that Wounds can digeſt, while they are accompanied with much 
ain. 
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Of Gun-ſhot Wounds in the Foints. 


HE Wounds of the Joints are ſubject to more grieyous Accidents than Great care 
thoſe I have heretofore mentioned 3 therefore they require your more '2Þ< vict 

particular care 3 the Tendons and Ligaments being inſerted near the Joints for Wounds, ” 
the motion thereof : there are alſo Membranes, which do conſequently render and why. 
them of a moſt exquilite ſenſe, The Trunk of Nerves alfo in every great Joint 
palſeth through, for the uſe of the Member that is beyond it. To whichl add, 
that the Part being exſanguous, the natural Balſom of the Body 1s here more 
ſparingly ſupplied for the help of the Cure. 

What the Pains are, may be judged by the Wounds in the lefler Joints. 
Captain F. in Myſflborough Fight was ſhot in one of his Fingers, and the next 
day ſo grievoully tormented, that he walkt up and down like a Mad-man, and 
could take no reſt until his wounded Finger was digeſted: Yet his pain was 
not ſo greatin his wounded as in his well Fingers. 

The greater Woundsare attended with much more vehement Pain, Inflam- p,ognogici 
mation, Delirium, Convulſtons, Gangrene, and are commonly deadly. 

In theſe Gun-ſhot V Vounds, the extraneous bodies and Shivers of Bones Cure. 
muſt be preſently drawn forth : Therefore if the Orifice benot large enough, 
make it ſo. But inenlarging the inner or lower Parts in the hollow of the 
Ham, Arm, Arm-pit, or Groin, have a care, for they are ſubject to great Blee.. 
ding. The extraneous bodies being drawn forth, haſten Digeſtion, by drop- 
ping and applying warm upon Dollils or Pledgits ſome of theſe following 
Digeſtives : For Tents are to be uſed with caution in theſe V Vounds.

enphorb. pulv. 53. drop this very hot, and apply the forementioned Digeſtive 
over all, then embrocate the Parts about with ol. Iumbric. & hyperici, and lay 0- 
verall this following Cataplaſm - Rc farm. bord. & fabar. an. tbj. flor. cham. me- 
liloti, roſ. rubr. ſcord. abſinth, pulv. ar. 3vz. Decoct it in the Broth of Offal, if 
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Uneuentum $. A.O!. Aparici is excellent in theſe Wounds, either alone, or 
heightened by any oft the former Preſcriptions : Sois the Balſam in the Chap. 
tcr of Wounded Nerves. If the Bone bebare, you mult be careful that you 
do not foul it by your greazy Medicaments : And if Pain be violent, and yield 
not to Anodynes, cut off the affefted Tendon, and whatſoever corrupts, leſt 
ittaint the reſt. But in theſe great Wounds you are at firſt to conſider how 
curable they are, and endeavour to preſerve the Life of your Patient by x 
timely Extirpation, before his Spirits be too much exhauſted. Of which this 
tollowing Story will give you warning. 


Page of Lieutenant-General D. L. was ſhot through the Knee. The 

Bullet entred in by the lower and exteriour (ide of the Rotwlz, and pal. 
(ing through the Joint out in the hollow of the Ham, tare the Ligamenzs and 
Nerves, and fractured the Joint as it paſſed, rending the Artery in going out. 
This Wound was mortal the very minuitit was inflicted, and the party ought 
then to have been diſmembred : Butſuch Propoſals were not admitted of in 
the firſt dreſſing, whilſt there was, as they judged, hope. Afterwards the ve- 
hement pain brought ſuddenly on ſevere Accidents, as Fever, Delirium, &c. 
and then it was too late to make Amputation. I made my firſt Dreſfing by the 
Application of a Digeſtive dipt iz: ol. lumbric. warm, and embrocated the Parts 
about with ol. rof. cum aceto, applying my Reſtrictive over all. In the depending 
Orifice there was a throbbing of the Arterial blood, as1n an Arexriſma, the 
blood being choakt in by the contuſed Fleſh : It therefore was not there to be 
tented, for fear of making a Flux of blood; nor yet could we hope to (top 
the Bleeding by Cautery, aCtual or potential, that Part being full of Ligament: 
and Tendons, the burning whereof would have been difficult, and grievous 
painful, Wherefore I dreſt that Wound with the ſame Digeſtive mixt with 
pulv. Galeni upon Doſlils with thick Pledgits, and ſome of the ſame Reſtrictive 
over that, with ſuch Bandage as that Part was capable of 3 hoping this way to 
hinder the Influx of Humour, and thinking by ſuchDreſſings the Wound would 
digeſt. But the pain increaſed vehemently, and yielded to no Application, nor 
was there any poſſibility of conveying any Inſtrument, whereby [might thrult 
or pull out the Shivers of Bone, if any ſuch were in between the heads of the 
Joint. Mr. Penicuke, formerly General Chirurgeon to the Scotifh Army, and 
other Chirurgeons were with me at the Dreſſing of this Patient: But in ſpight 
ot all our Endeavours, the PutretaCtion increaſed, and was attended by D-- 
lirium and Spaſm. Death followed, as commonly it doth in all ſuch Wounds 
of the great Joints. I could inſtance it in many, bur the latecaſe of Sir}. L. 
may ſerve forall. He had many of our moſt experienced Chirurgeons, with the 
eminentelt Phylicians to help them ; yet they had no better ſucceſs. Theretore 


at Sea, while they are warm with heatof Fight, we diſmember them, and by 
actual Cautery (top the Flux of blood.

Of Gun-ſhot Wounds in the Belly. 


Have now briefly run through the Parts not principal, and purpoſe next 
| to ſay ſomewhat of the principal Parts, as the. Belly and Breaſt. Aad that 
you may the more certainly know the Part wounded, I ſhall give you a ſhort 
Deſcription of them, and then ſhew you how ſuch Wounds are to be handled 
1n order to their Cure. X 

The Belly is called Abdomen, or the inferiour Venter. It begins from the 
Baſtard-ribs, and extends 1t ſelf to the Groins; and 1s divided into three 
Regions by our Anatomilts, the upper, middle, and lowermolt. The upper- 
molt is called Epigaſtrinum, the middle Regio wmbzlicalis, the inferiour Hy- 
pogajiriume. The (ides of the uppermoſt are termed Hypochondria, The right 
Hypochondrium polletieth all the Liver : In the lett 1s the Spleen. Between 
theſe isplaced the Venrricuizs, orStomach. In the middle part of the Abdo- 
mn is the Navel ; r-zund about which he the Guts, and behind thoſe on each 
fide the Kidneys. In the {1des of the interiour part are the 1/4, with the 
Pecn or Pubes in themiddle : Under which lies the Bladder. Thus much 
to the internal Delineation. 

The Abdomen confilts moreover of Parts containing, and contained. Parts 
containing, or Teguments of the Abdomen, are either the common, which 
reach all over the Body, as the Caticala, Cutis, Pinguedo, Membrana carnoſa : 
Or the particular and proper to this place, which are the Muſcles of the Belly, 
the Peritoneum, and 1n reſpe&t of the Guts the Omenturm, The Parts con- 
tained are ſome of them deligned for the Nutrition of the whole Body, others 
for Expurgation, and others for Generation. The Stomach, Small inteſtines, 
Meſenterium, Vena porta, cava, Arteria magna, and celiaca magna, the Liver 
and Spleen, ſerve tor Nutrition. The Bladder, Gall, all the Inteſtines, but e- 
ſpecially the great ones, Kidneys and Ureters, for expurgation. And for Pro- 
creation, the Vaſa preparantia & deferentia, Proſtate, and Uterus in Women. 
Theſe parts containing and contained are fubjet to Gun-ſhot 3 whence va- 
rious Species ariſe of theſe Wounds. Sometimes the containing Parts, as the C- 
tis, Pingnedo, Caro muſculo/a, only are wounded 3 fo as neither the Peritoneun 
nor the other internal Parts ſuffer any hurt. 

And this hath happened to many 1n Service, whohave been brought to me 
as mortally wounded, whereas upon ſearch have found the impreſſion only 
upon a greazy Leather Jerkin, or their Bellies black and a little (cratcht by the 
Bullet. Yet even thele are ſubject ro Tumour, and fo do require lenient Em- 
brocations, with an emp!. e bolo or the like. In othersthe Skin, and Fleſh un- 
derit, is ſometimes wounded, and nofarther. Theſe are by us called Wounds 
of the Belly, not penetrating, and are cured as Gun-ſhot Wounds 1n Flethy 
parts : In which caſes all thoſe Applications are approved of which have been 
delivered in Simple Gun-ſhot Wounds. 

But this I mult take notice of to you, as having often obſerved it, not only 
1n Gun-ſhot Wounds, but in Abſcetles of the Belly, that from the Laxity of 
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the Parts, they are ſubject to great Defluxion : Eſpecially 1n ſcorbutical ang 
111 Habits of body, the Matter is apt to infinuate it (elf amongſt the circum. 
jacent Muſcles, railing them up, and rendring them Sinuous Ulcers difficult of 
Cure ; and that becauſe we cannot make ſuch Bandage on them, by reaſon of 
their Figure, Site and perpetual Motion, as elſewhere may be made. Thee 
thus briefly conſidered, we paſs to the other Species : For the Bullet ts for the 
moſt part carried with ſuch force, that it not only wounds the Fleſhy parts, 
but alſo pierces the Peritoneum, hurting moſt an end the Internals ; it being 
indeed impoſlible that the Bullet piercing the Parts containing ſhould mils the 
contained, which are ſoft and tender. 

[ have ſcen ſometimes in the Wars a Souldier {hot ſcarce to the Peritongyy, 
yet the Contuſion hath been ſo great, that the Peritoneum hath come off upon 
Digeſtion : In which caſe the Bowels commonly {uffer under ſcvere Colicks, 
and there ariſeth Difficulty of breathing, ec. 

If the Bullet penetrates through the Peritoneum, thoughno farther, yet the 
Contuſion makes foul work, and requires ſpeedy relief. Bur 1f it hath wounded 
the internal Viſcera, then you muſt conſider what the Parts are that are woun- 
ded, whether the Liver, Stomach, or which of the Inteſtines 3 which you may 
apprehend from the Site of the Part, and the Accidents accompanying ſuch 
Wounds, alſo by the proper Symptoms of each Part. | 

According toCelſus, Lib. 5. Cap. 26. the Liver being hurt, there followeth 
an Efftuſfion of groſs blood : If the Porta or Vena cava be hurt, the right 
Hypochondrium is oppreſ(t : If the Artery be wounded, the blood is florid, and 
burſts imperuoully forth, and the Patient expires with it. Bur if the Stomach 
be hurt, Singultus or Hiccough follows, with Vomitting and Narſea, and the 
Patients Suſtenance comes out of his Wornd with the Chyle, and cold Sweats 
ſhew his languiſhing condition. IF the leffer Inteltines be wounded, he willbe 
troubled with poraceous Vomiting, and what he eats or: drinks will pats out 


--of his Wound 1n leſs than half an hour; and fo it will continue todo as long 


as he lives. If thegreat Inteſtinesbe wounded, the Ex-rements and filthy Sme1! 
will demonſtrate it, If the Wound be on the lefe Hzpochondrium under the 
Short ribs, you may concludethe Spleen wound: d ; the blood which floweth 
torth is black ; there 1s alſo a Tenſion, and Ditl-vity of breath. If the Kid- 
ney be hurt, the Wound is in the Region of rhe i. yns, near the Vertebra un- 
der the Diaphragma. The more certain ſigi1thereot 1s trom the Pains reaching 
to the Groins and Teſticles, with difficulty of Urine: And that Urine which 
he voids is either mixt with Blood, or elſe pure Slood. If the Ureters be woun- 
ded, the Urine comes out at the Wound. If the vladder be wounded, that 
part of the Belly is tenſe, he hath great pain in his Groin and his Urine #s 
diſcharged by the Wound the Stomach ſuffers by con'ent, and the Part woun- 
ded demonſtrates it. If the Womb be wounded, the Groins and Coxs are 
afflicted with the Pain, and the blood not only flows by the Wound, but per 
'ulvam they are troubled in Mind, and have other ſhrewd Symptoms of Death, 
For what concerns the Preſage of theſe Gun-ſhot Wounds, 1f they be one- 
ly in the Region of the Belly, they are not without peril, eſpecially if the 
middle, where the Linea alba is: But if they penetrate, there is great haz- 
zard, for theſe Parts ſo ſhattered ſeldome recover. What we have ſometime 
ſince ſeen, of a man diſcharging his Excrements out of the Color on the left 
Side, and heard of other like Wounds of the Stomach, are rather Miracles than 
the work of the Chirurgeon. But they were happy that were inſtrumental in 
thoſe Cures. If Celſ#s in his time determined thole VVounds mortal made 
by cutting: VVeaponsz how much more muſt they be ſuch that are made 1n 
our age by Gun-ſhot ? Yet Nature, as one faith in his Vilneribys, ſepe wy 
acere 
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facere ſolet, 1s often as merciful and miraculous in the Cure, 2s the Blow was 
cruel. 

In order to theCyre, you muſt begin with the ExtraQtion of the Bullet, Cure. 
leſt it fink into the moſt inward Parts, and there atllict the V/iſcera ; as allo 
of the Rags carried in with it, leſt they beget Puttrefaction, That done, you 
muſt reduce the Inteltines and Omertumn, left they inflate and corrupt. After 
the Extraction of the extraneous bodies, you muſt haſten Digeſtion, and mi- 
tigate the Inflammation. 

The Inteſtines and Omzentur are diſpoſed to Reduction by warrn diſcutient 
Fomentations : But 1t there be not an Opening wide cnough, you muſt en- 

Jarge the Wound. If the Omentum be corrupted, make a Ligature below that 
corrupt part, and cut it off, leaving the end of the Lipature hanging out, 
till it ſhall be calt off by Digeſtion. : 

If there be Hemorrhagia, you mult injet ſuch Medicaments as have a re- 
frigerant and aſtringent quality : And thoſe may be, aq. urtic. plantag. ſpermar. 
ranar, or Red wine, cum. ſyr. de ro, ſicc. with pulv. bol. Armen, terr. ſigill. ſang. 
dracon, aloes, thuris. Make a Mixture of ſome of the ſame Powders with a 
new-laid Egg, ol. maſtich. & lumbricor. and apply it upon a Tent faſtened to 
a Thread, as is before deſcribed, then ſpread the reſt upon a Stupe, and lay it 
over all. But if there beno Flux of blood, digeſt as falt as you can. 

In order ro the Cure, Fallopins hath recommended to our uſe this follow- $90, 
ing, by the uſe whereof he cured Wounds of the-Stomach and [nteſtines, and Guts. 
Re fol. piloſelle, plantag. rad. tormentill. conſolid. maj. flor. hyperici : decoCt theſe 
in Red wine 3 (train 1t out, and add to the ſaid Liquour manrng, thuris,ol. ma- 
ſtich. reſin. abiet. terebinth. Cyprie croci & wverm. terreſt. an. q. ſ. fiat Sarcoti- 
cur H, A, 

In all theſe Wounds of the Belly I have uſed ſuch like Medicaments as I 
have offered unto you, and applied to the Wound it ſelt Digeſtives, as in Simple 
Gun-ſhot, and endeavoured by good Fomentations, Embrocations and Cata- 
plaſms, to preſerve the natural warmth of the Part. 

In Wounds of the Kidneys, you muſt inje& ſuch Medicaments as have an wounds of 
abſterſive and drying quality 3 as rad conſolid. irid. ariſtoloch. rot. alſo myrtill, *< Kidneys, 
caud. equin. plantag. batauſt. DecoCt theſe in aq. chalybeat. adding afterwards 
ſomeRed wine and fir. de roſ. ſicc. thereto. Then dreſs up the Wound witha 
Digeſtive ex terebinth cum integr. 00. with a little terra ſigill. thus and Maſtich, 
and embrocate with ol. hyperici 5 applying emp!. diachalcith. malaxt with ol. ro. 
or a Cataplaſm. ex far. hord. fabar. & orobzi decotted in Oxymel, and made up 
with a new-laid Egg and ol. rof. 

If the Liver or Spleen be wounded, there will be a great Flux of blood; Wounds of 
in which caſe I offer this to you : Rc plantag. pentaphyll. polygon. millefol. myrtill. -hnggs 
roſ. rubr. decolt theſe in chalybeat Water. You may uſe it as an Injetion, ' 
with an addition of yr. de roſ. ffcc. or you may add to it pulv. thuris, ſang. 
dracon. bol. Armen, acacia, and fo it may be applyed as a Liniment upon Tents 
or Pledpits. | 

Thus you are to dreſs all the Wounds in the particular Parts of the Belly. 

The Wounds of the Womb are accounted deadly, the very lealt of them, 
and fo are all the aboveſaid made by Gun-ſhot; yet you are to proceed in the 
univerſal Regiment, and with Clyſters, Bleeding, and good Vulneraries, en- 
deavour to diſpoſe the Parts to Sanity. 
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Of Gun-ſhot Wounds in the Thorax. 


Mongſt the principal Parts which are ſubje& to Gun-ſnot, the middle 
Venter or Thorax 1s reckoned, with the Parts contained 1n 1t, viz. the 
Heart, Lungs, great Artery and Veſſels, with the Mediaſtinum. | 
D.fcrence. = Theſe wounds are diſtinguiſhed as thoſe of the inferiour Venter. Sometime: 
the V Vounds are only of the external Parts, without penetrating 1nto the 
Breaſt; othertimes they penetrate through the Ribs and Pleara:; In which latter 
caſe the principal Viſcera are wounded, or not wounded. 
Not pencira- If the V Vound donot penetrate into the Cavity of the Breaſt, bur is only 
ting, in the Muſculous fleſh, it mult be cured as V Vounds 1n the Flefhy parts, it 
there be a Fracture with it, it muſt be treated as a VVound with Fracture, ta- 
king care to extra the broken Bones, leſt they prick the Plexra, and caulz 
Inflammation. ; 
Penetrating But 1f the Bullet hath penetrated deep into the Cavity, it may be diſcerned 
hs by the paſling forth of the air with noiſe : There will alſo follow a Flux of 
)}ood by the V Vound, or Mouth, or by both; unleſs theblood fall down up- 
on.the Diaphragmia ; and then the Difficulty of breathing and ſuch like Sym- 
ptoms will demonitrate its Penetration. And if the Lungs be wounded, there 
will be a Cough, with Difficulty of breathing, and frequent Sighing : 1f there 
be an cffuſton of blood, it will, accordingly as it is much or little, flow forth 
of the VVound, or be cought up, ſometimes both : The Patient will incliie 
to lie much upon the VVound. If the Heart be hurt, the blood floweth im- 
petuouſly, and 1s reeking hot, their Spirits link, and cold Sweats bedewing 
their Face foreſhew their approaching Death. 

The wounded Diaphragmais accompanicd with Difficulty of breathing, al- 
{0 a Hoarſneſs, with great Pain about the falſe Ribs 3 the Diaphragma is drawn 
upward, and the Spine is affeQted. 

It the great Vein or Artery be hurt, a terrible Flux of blood follows. It it 
flow from the right Side, the Cava is hurt 3 but if from the left Side, we 
luppoſle it the Artery. You will diſcover it by its Saltation and florid colour. 
It the Porta be wounded, the Patient dies at the inſtant 3 and ſo he doth oi 
all the reſt, If the Spinalis medulla be wounded, the Nerves are rclo!- 
ved, and a Pallie follows, but more immediately in the Part under the 
V Vound. | 

Almoſt all theſe VVounds made by Gun-ſhot are mortal ; but it is not 
conliſtent with Religion or Humanity, to leave ſuch people without help: 
For ſometimes we haply- prolong the life of ſome of them, and now and 
then cure one. , 

[ ſhall therefore proceed to deliver you what concerns their Cure, both as to 


the 1ternal Remedies given by the Mouth, and to thoſe which relate extcr- 
naily to the V Vounde. 


In 
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In the firſt place, you mutt make Extraction of the Bullets and other extra- 
neous bodies, Shivers of Bones, @*c. to give way for the diſcharge of Blood 
and Matter contained in the Cavity of the Thorax : then dreſs the Wound with 
a Tent dipt in this or ſuch like 5 Re bol., Armen. corn. cerv. uſt. ol. roſ, & ſambuc. 
farin. volatil. cum ovo integr. Miſe. Spread a compreſs with ſome of the ſame, and 
apply it over the Wound, lt the blood ſtop not by this Dreſſing, letblood in 
the Arm, and repeat it as often as you ſee cauſe, applying; ſome of the Aſtrin- 
gents ſet dowry in. the preceding Chapters. Or you may injec ſome aſtrin- 
gent DecoCtions, which 1s otherwiſe than. was adviſed in Wounds made by 
PunCture : For in Gun-ſhot Wounds the Orifice is wide enough for the Injecti- 
on to return out again, inſomuch that not only the aſtriftive Intentions ought 
to be purſued, but alſo.the deterſive; here being loſs of Subſtance. Therefore in 
caſe of Bleeding you may injed a DecoCtion of fol. plantag. ulmi, urtice, vince 
pervince, rof. rubr. fol. myrtill. in aq. gerve. querc, adding alutle bol. Arzen, and fr. 
de ſymphyt. Or for preſent occaſion uſe Red wine, it betng excellently good in 
ſuch bleeding V Vounds, either given inwardly by the Mouth, or calt in by a 
Syringe. Having thus ſtopt the blood, you are to digeſt the V Vound with 
ſuch like : Re terebinth. lot, in deco@. hord. 31). pulv. thuris, myrrhe, an, ij. ſen. 
fenugr. pulv. 5j. ol. byperici q. ſ. Arm (ſhort Tents with ſome of itz then ap- 
ply over it a Pledgit with ſome of the ſame, or with ſuch Suppuratives as in 
Simple Gun-ſhot V Vounds are preſcribed, and embrocate the Breaſt and Parts 
about with a Mixture of of. amygdal. dulc. lumbric. and unguent. dialthee, apply- 
ing over all an emp!. diachyl. ſprpl.malaxed in ſome of the ſame. After Digeſtion 
you will find it neceſlary to deterge and incarn. It is not material whether the 
Deterſion be made by Inje&tion or Unguent, there may be uſe for both; to 
which purpoſe I haye ſet you down both ſorts, and ſhall begin with an In- 
jection, as ſuppoſing the matter may thereby be diſpoſed to diſcharge by the 
VVound. The milder may be a Decoction of piloſella with wel. ro/. It ſtronger 
be needed, Rc extraF. ſcord. dillolved in vine albo; or, K fol. piloſellz caud. 
equin. plantag. tormentill. conſolid. ariſtoloch. rot. rad. iridis, & ſarcocoll. boil 
theſe #2 ag. font. addVng V Vine thereto with wel. rof. q. /. The Unguent may 

1}. farin bord. cribrat. 5. 


and cicatrize as 1s ſad in other VVounds ; but keep a Cannula in it until 
it ceaſe to run. Celſzs propoſes, that in all theſe internal VVounds the ex- 
ternal Parts be velicated, to make more powerful Revulſion from within : 
And the Medicament he propoſes thereto is Sal bene contritus cum cera- 
to mixtus, quia leviter cutim erodit, eoque impetum materig quo pulmo vexatur 
evocat. This his propoſal may be proper in VVounds made by ſharp VVea- 
pons, as by Arrows, &c. But here in theſe VVounds there 1s vexation enough 
outwardly to make a Revullion, it that ſignified any thing. In the dreſling theſe 
you mult be careful to cut off the Sloughs without, leſt from them a ftinking 
Gleet diſtil upon the Viſcera within. In order to the Cure, Clyſters are alſo 
required, tokeep the Body open : And the more temperate PeGoral Decocti- 
ons are here proper, ſuch as that in the Lo-dox Diſpen/atory. To them may 
be added (yr. wiolar. de cichor, de liquiritia, jujub. capill. ven. de ſywphyto, 
and ſuch Lohochs as may take off the barſhne(s in the Afpera arteria. Their 
Diet ought tabe ſlender, and their Drink ; Medicated Ale or Hydrome! wherein 
PeQorals have been decatted are proper jnall theſe VVounds 3 (o are alſo E- 
mwtfjans ; And after the Fever and ſuch like Accidents are diminiſhed, Afles and 
+ Goats milk may be neccflary 5 yea a Diet of Cows milk alone, or mixed with 

diſtilled Milks, and ſweetned with Conſerve of Roſes. But this will be 
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work for the Phyſician, when they come aſhoar. Many Inſtances may be 
given of Gun-ſhot in the Breaſt: Bur few do recover that are ſhot into the 
Lungs. 

v the Battel of IVorceſter there was one brought to us ſhot with a Mucket- 
bullet through one ſide of the Stermor, which paſſed out between two of the 
Ribs on the other ſide, without any viſible Symptom of danger. We dreſſed 
the Wounds with a Digeſtive dipt in of. Iumbric. warm, and kept the lower 
Orifice between the Ribs open for diſcharge of the Matter, it being the depen. 
ding Orifice. He was let blood, and preſcribed PeCtorals, ec. as occalion of. 
fered. His Wound digeſted, and was afterwards deterged with mel roſar.&c 
After our Defeat he was dreiled by Vil. Clarke, now of Bridgenorth; and, 
as [ have been fince informed by him, was concealed by ſome Houſekeeper un- 
til he madehis eſcape. 

From the Defeat of the Scoti/ſh Army near Dunbar there came many of the 
wounded to Saint Johnſtons, and amongſt them there were ſeveral wounded 
into the Breaſt. They who were ſo {hot as to have the Ribs broken, were in 
extream Pain from the Shivers : V Vhereas the re{t whoſe Bones were not hure 
had ſcarce any Pain at all, but what proceeded from difficulty of breathing ; 
they all coughing up a ſtinking Saxies both before and after the ſeparation of 
the Sloughs. One of them cought a very great proportion daily of thin Mat- 
ter, of a brown colour and rank ſmell. None but this died under my hands ; 
the reſt after ſome while retiring totheir homes, where (as I have often heard 
them ſay) their Leeches performed great Cures, by virtue of ſome Plants 


which they gave internally, and which with Fats they made Balſams of. Yet 
I believethis man died tabid.

Of Symptoms of Gun-ſhot, (omitted in the 
Fourth Chapter.) 


HE Symptoms attending Gun-ſhot are Pain, Phlegwon Eryſipelas, Fe- 

ver, Delirium, Syncope, Gavgrene, Convulſion, and Palfie. The Pain 
occaſions Inflammation, whether it be Phlegmor or Eryſipelas, of both which 
[ have elſewhere purpoſely treated. But that of Gangrene I thought fit ſhould 
accompany Gun-ſhot, they of all Wounds being moſt ſubje& to it. The Fe- 
ver 1s {ymptomatical, fo is the Deliriuz, and will go off with the Pain 3 but 
may, with the forementioned inflammations, be relieved by Bleeding and 
lenient Purgatives, ſuch as I have mentioned. And to fortifie the Spirits 4- 
gainſt Fainting, which proceeds from putrid Vapours affeCting the Heart, there 
are Cordials and Epithemata already preſcribed, So that there remains only 
Convulfion and Pallie to be here treated of. 


Con- 
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Convulſion is, An involuntary Contraction of the Nerves to their origi- Convulſion, 
nal, by which Contraction the Member is alſo drawn up and it is ſaid to be 
cauſed by Repletion and Inanition. In this our cafe it ariſeth from putrid 
Vapours, or acrid Matter oftending the Nerves, which is often found in 
theſe Wounds, The Part attected 1s the Brain, which being thus provoked 
cauſeth an involuntary Contraction and Rigidity in Parts diſmembred, as 
near the Knee or Shoulder. There the Contra&tion cannot be diſcerned bur 
by a Trembling, which Trembling is uſually attended by a Convulſion of 
the Joints. It likewiſe follows upon great Inflammation, eſpecially in the 
Nervous parts. The Prognoſtick here is always fatal, a Convullion upon a 
Wound being the forerunner of death. | 

In the Wars | was called to ſee a poor Souldier, who had his Arm ſhot oyervaion. | 
off near the Shoulder. The bruiſed and ſhattered Stump ſeemed to his Chi- 
rurgeon to be gangrened, and accordingly he drelt him with /zyptiac. as a 
Gangrene: From which (harp dreſſings the Wound gleeted, and, by reaſon 
of the Pain, inflamed. He had roared ſome days through the vehemency of 
that Pain, When | came to him, I ſaw a great Trembling of the Part, and a 
frequent twitching upwards of the Tendons and Muſculous fleſh in the 
Stump 3 alſo the Fleſh in the whole Stump was of a whitiſh colour, as if it had 
been (calded. 1 dreſt him up with Anodynes, as Liniment. Arcei cum vitell. 
vv, and fomented the Part with fol. malvar. violar. thapſ. barbat. decocted in 
Milk, embrocating it cx: ol. hymbric. & ex ped. bovinis, and applied empl. dia- 
palng cum ſuccis over allz then anointed the Parts about, as the Neck and 
Spine, with amgaent. zervin. I alſo bliltered the Legs and Thighs: But it was 
t00 late, he died howling. 

Paralyſis is generally defined, A privation of ſenſe or motion, or both, in pac. 
ſome Part or Parts, and aftc&s the Brain and Spinalis medulla. But in Palſies 
which ariſe from Wounds the Parts immediately atteted are the Nerves of 
that placeonly. This doth not take away the life of the Patient, though it 
may ſometimes threaten a Mortification through defect of natural heat in 
the Member. 

In a Sea-fight an Iriſþ Mariner having diſcharged his Gun, which was o»fervation. 
hony-combed, and loading it ſuddenly again, whilſt he was ramming in a 
Cartridge, the Powder took fire, and ſhot the Rammer out of his band, 
tearing the Palm of his hand, alſo ſome of his Thumb and Fingers. The 
Wound was not conſiderable, but the force of the Blow extinguiſhed both 
ſenſe and motion of the Member. I dreſt him up with our common Suppu- 
rative, (of which at ſuch times we had great quantity ready,) and applied 
over all a common Reſtrictive, ſo rowled it up, there being then no time 
for Bleeding him. But after the Fight I let him blood, and a day or two after 
purged him, then fomented and embrocated the Member with ol. lumbric. 
cham, anethi, lilior. unguent. nervin. and ſuch like, and did all that we Chi- 
rurgeons of the Squadron thought fitting; but without ſucceſs. One night 
after he was cured of his Woune, lying alleep in his Hammock, he was 
wakened by the wet he felt upon his Breaſt and Belly ; and getting up to a 
Candle, he found the Dreſſing upon his Hand all bloody, as alſo the place _ 
whereon it lay. I being called took off his greazy Dreſlings, and found 
the Palm of his hand and Fingers gnawed by Rats. They had eaten through 
the oiled Cloths, and had gnawed his Hand more, if he had not wakened by 
the trickling of his blood. I dreſt his V/ounds with Digeſtives to haſten Sup- 
puration, ſuppoſing the diſcharge of Matter might contribute to his Recove- 
ry. Aﬀer Ihad cured them, I made him a Fontanel in that Arm, and ba- 
thed the Member frequently, alſo cupped and ſcarified it; and afterwards 


applied 
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Of Symptoms of Gun-ſhot. Book VI. 
applied Plaiſters of Pitch, to ſtir up a heat in a Member. He was a young 
man, and otherwiſe of a ſtrong Conſtitution, and was not over-ſolicitous to 
have it cured, as deſigning to make ſome profit by it. To which purpoſe 
he took an opportunity of landing, and haſtened away to Madrid : VVhere 
having gotten ſome reward for his ſervice, he returned to the Navy, and had 
more uſe of his Arm. 


Paralyſis doth often happen in great Contufions and Luxations 3 of which 
more elſewhere.

To the Reader. 


Aving thus finiſhed the Treatiſe of Wounds, I conſtdered with my ſelf 

that my Deſign was to help the Sea-Chirurgeons, who ſeldome trouble 

their Cabbins with many Books. 1 therefore thought it convenient to 
make this as comprehenſive for their uſe as I could, by compriſing in it all thoſe 
things which may eaſily be foreſeen to be of uſe to them in other caſes beſides 
Wounds, We know by our experience, that Burning by Gun-powder and other ma- 
terials do too frequently happen at Sea; and alſo, by ill Dreſſings of Wounds, Gan- 
grenes and Filtulez ariſe, and that much the ſooner, if broken Bones, eſpecially 
thoſe with Wounds, be not well brought together, and ſo held. All which matter 
we occaſionally handled in the foregoing Work : Yet not ſo much, but that, for their 
farther Inſirudion, I thought it requiſite to anticipate ſomething of other Diſ- 
courſes which [ intend for the Preſs, by the following Appendix 3 which if well 
peruſed, may perfeF the Chirurgeon in what remains to be known concerning 
IVounds, and ſave kim the labour of reading many Authors,

De Ambuſtis , or , Of Burns with Gun- 
| powder, &c. 


Oraſmuch as it often happens, that in cloſe Fights at Sea men are ſomc- 

times burnt by Gun-powder by their Enemies, and by various Accic':nt- 
amongſt themſelves 3 I ſhall therefore deliver to you the molt plain way of 
curing them. For, however people cry, It's nothing .to cure a Burn : Yet 
by what Ihaveſeenof theſe Cures from Country or City, they are ofien very 
ill performed. VVhether they are burnt by Gun-powder or any other way, 
their Cure is much alike, they only differing ſecundum magis & minus. On- 
ly if they be burnt with Gun-powder, they muſt pick out the Powder firlt; 
elſe they will carry the ſame blew Mark, 1f 1t be in their Faces, which ſome 
pcople uſe to do 1n their Hands and Arms, which I have often been imployed 
to take out, when done wantonly in their youth 3 but could never remove 
them otherwiſe than by taking off the Skin. 

If the Burn be ſuperficia), it raiſeth the Cuticla up in Bliſters : If it g0 
deeper into the Skin, it cauſes an Eſchar : If it burn deeper into the Fleſh, the 
force of the fire makes a hard Crult with a Contrattion. In all theſe the Pain 
15exceſive. | 

Once as I was dreſſing a gangrened Leg with warm Spirits of terebinth. &c. 
Mr. Arris and Mr. Hoyer Chirurgeons and others being cloſe about me, and 
I upon my Knees, the Candle being too near the hot Spirits, catcht the flame, 
and burnt my Thumb and Fingers before I could get free from thoſe behind 
me to throw it into the Chimney, which was ſome diſtance off: I felt much 
more Pain for the while in the ſuperficial Scalding, than where it was burn: 
to an Eſchar. 

The Indications of Cyre are of two kinds : viz. either by Refrigerants to 
bath or anoint the Part, until the Heat be off, and the Eſchar ſeparated, 
and then to digeſt and cicatrizez or by calefattive Medicaments to rela» 
the Skin, and reſolve and diſſipate it, which by accident will afſwage the hcat 
and Burning. The Retrigerants are, ag. ſolani, plantag. hyoſczam. lac ebuty- 
ratumz 5 and all the cooling Juices and Unguents, as wguent. album, nutritum , 
populnenmn, roſat, &c. Theſe muſt be uſed warm, until the Heat and Pain 
ceaſe, or the fire be taken out, (as the common expreſſions; ) elfe they will 
rather cauſe Pain. Hot Medicaments aflwage the fiery Heat and Pain by Rare- 
taction. Which in the firſt place may be done by the holding aburning hot Iron 
or Fire to the Part : So whilſt the Fire calls forth that Fire it made, 1t be- 
comes its Al:xiterium. But the common remedy 1s, to apply Salt and an 


Onion beaten together. But this is not to be done after the Bliſters areriſen, nor 


by any means where the Part is raw; forſo you will exaſperate the Pain, an 
increafe the Inflammation. There are many other things do extingurth the 
Fire. Fimns equinus doth it, fiicd 72 ol. nucum, uve immaturg, ſuntbucits, 
and culus in oleo 8. calx vivacxtind. & cum ungnuent, roſaceo mixta ad con! 
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ynguenti, Theſe are to be renewed oiten, until the Pain and Heat be off, 
which they in few days effect. It theſe Applications do not prevent the ri- 
fing of Veſicule, you mult cut them as they ariſe, let by their erolion they 
make hollow Ulcers, and inflame with ſharp Pains, Fever, ec. But where 
they are burnt to a Crult or Eſchar, you muſt haſten its tall with Emollients, 
then digeſt, incarn, and cicatrize. 

Here 1s required Bleeding and Evacuation by Lenients: but if there be Caco- Regimen: in 
(ymia, you muſt purge more powertully. A ſpare Diet is requiſite, with all ann 
other Regulation proportionably according as the Burn is greater or les. I ſhall 
give you for your farther information two remarkable Inſtances of Burns: the 
firſt in the Wars, occaſioned by Accident thus, 


Souldier in the time of ſervice being 1n the Fort-Royal at Worceſter, r. oblervar. 
haſtily fetched his Bonnet full of Gun-powder ; and whileſt he was fil- OO 
110g his Bandclhers, another Souldier carelef{ly beſtrides 1t, to make a Shot at nod og 
one of the Encmies which he ſaw lying perdue. In firing his Muxket, a 
ſpark flew out of the Pan, and gave fire to the Powder underneath him, and 
gricvouſly burned the Hands, Arms, Breaſt, Neck and Face of him that was 
filling his Bandeliers. And as to himlelf, he hkewiſe was burned and ſcor- 
ched inall the upper part of his Thighs, Scrotum, the Mulcles of the Abdomen, 
and the Coats of the Teſticles to the Erythrozdes, fo that the Cremaſters were 
vitible. And indeed it was to be feared, that, when the Eſchar ſhould caſt 
off from his Belly, his Bowells would have tumbled out. We dreſled the 
ſcveral Parts of them both with wel ſuponis, and embrocated the Parts about 
cnn 01. roſ, & albumine ovor. beat together, and let them blood. I did not ſee 
the iſſue : but Wi. Clarke who was then one of my Servants, and afliſted me 
in the dreſling them, ſtaid there, and attended their Cure, after the Defeat of 
our Army. And he lately told me, he cured the latter of theſe with u-guert. 
tutie, &c. and the former made his Eſcape out of Town. 
A young Gentleman of about ten years of age, boarded at a School a few miles 2 o1crva:. 
off, the Evening before the fitth of November having filled his right Pocket full hows 
of Squibs and Crackers, threw one of them into the Chimney amongſt the Em- ,,,qcr. 
bers. It took fire: but whether it ſcatered the Fire, and ſome ſpark of that flew 
into his Pocket, or whether it was the Cracker,but thoſe in his Pocket took fire 
alſo, and his Cloaths burnt. At the fight whereof his little Chamber-fellow ran 
out for help. In his abſence a little Boy from ſome other Apartment took the 
alarm, came in, and ſeeing his School-fcllow in a flame, catched up a Baſon 
of water, and threw it upon him; then ran away for help. Others came in 
and reſcued him out of his burnt Cloaths. A neighbouring Chirurgeon was 
ſent for, who dreſſed him. The next day they brought the Patient to Town, 
[ found him burnt into the Fleſh from a hand's breadth below that Arm-pit 
down that Side, with. part of his Belly, and from thence it ſpred down to 
the Os ilcon and Glutexs, and along the Thigh almoſt to the Knee, And by 
cndeayouring to free his Pockets of the Crackers, he alſo burnt his Hand 
from the Fingers ends along the inſide of his Arm to his Elbow-joynt. The 
Parts which were burnt to an Eſchar I anointed with wel cum ſucco cepar. & 
pul, iridjs mixt, and fomented the Parts about with a Decoction of hyoſcyanr. 
malvar. ſolan. violar. ſer. cydon. pſyYii, adding to it a third part of lac ebuty- 
ratum, and embrocatcd the other Parts with wnguent. ſiramon. He ſhould 
have been let blood, but would not. Clyſters were admitted, and Pearl-Ju- 
leps and Ptiſans preſcribed, his Fever being very great by reaſon of the Pain, 
As the Bliſters aroſe, we ſnipt them. Thoſe which were raw I dreſt with fine 
Lawn dipt in the torclaid DecoCtion; and with a Feather dipt in wnguent. dc 
L11 ſtramon. 
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ſtramon, mixt with ol. amygd. dulc. anointed the Lawns: by which means thoſe 
places which were ſuperficially burned healed. As the Parts deeper burnt 
threw off their Eſchars, I digeſted them with the Yolk of an egy and a little 
terebinth, lot. in aq. ſolani, adding ſome farin. hord. finely ſearſed cum ol. an g- 
dal. dulc. Upon others I applied »nguent. diapomphol. and anointed the fretted 
edges with unguent. de ſiramon. To others I uſed unguent. album camph. mixed 
cum albumine ovi, TT hus each Part __ to be particularly conſidered, and 
ſpecial care was taken that no Matter ſhould be any where pent in. In theſe 
:cvcral indi- Jarge Burnings there are required variety of Intentions at one and the (ame 
cations 4 times. Some require Anodynes, others Detergents and Digeſtion , others 
age BU". Deficcants. Some of the Parts require to be drelt twice aday 3 others but 
once. Some of them I dreſt with this Unguent : Re ol. ſambuc. thy. cere Ziij, 
litharg. aur. 51). cernſſe 3j. calcis lot. 3vj. thuris & ſarcocolle an. 311). fiat Onguens- 
tum $. 4, Upon ſome of theſe Lawns | laid afterwards Pledgits dipt in a Solu- 
tion of troch. alb. Rhaſ, made in a DecoCtion equiſeti, roſ. rub. & ſummit. rub, 
to cicatrize them. Thus I happily cicatrized this young Gentleman's Ulcers 
even and ſmooth without the leaſt Inequality, nothing remaining but the red 
colour to make it diſcernable. 
And I muſt tell you, in theſe great Ulcers it will require your care that no 
Hyperſarcoſis grow upon them, for thereby the Cicatrices will be deformed. 
I have had ſome Perſons of good quality come to me ſo deformed with thele, 
that they have ſuſpeted them to be Wenny 3 and where they have happened 
upon Womens Breaſts, they have ſuppoſed them Cancerous. In others, 
from ill Chirurgery, the looſe Fleſh hath grown ſo high and callous, that one 
of them who came into my hands required to be burnt again in order to his 
Cure. In the Face there is a ſpecial care to be had, as alſo in the Neck and 
Medicines Breaſts of the Female Sex, A great care muſt be had likewiſe of the Eyes, that 
for Eyes they be not daubed with greazy Medicaments, and that the Lids be not dreſt 
burned. \yith too drying ones, leſt they contraCt and make a Blearedneſs. In the Cure 
of the Eyes you may uſe Pigeons blood, Breaſt-milk, ag. ſolani, plartae. roſ; 
poma, ſem. cydon. fenugr. troch. alb. Rhaſ. tutia, lap. calams. thes, ſarcocoll, waſht 
or not waſht, I have ſeen the Ears for want of care adhering to the Scalp, 
alſo the Fingers to one another, and in others cloſe contracted to the Palm 
with hard (aus. In that caſe of the Ear, I divided the Cal/z5 by Inciſion, and 
applied ſoft bits of Linen dipt in ag. ſpermat. ranar. between the Scalp and lower 
part of it, which was rumpled up. Afterwards I rubbed the unequal Cal: 
with the Cauſtick-ſtone 3 and as the Eſchars ſeparated, I cicatrized them with 
the Vitriol-ſtone,zwmguert. deſtccat. rub. &c. and left the Part in its natural ſhape. 
Where the Fingers have been all grown to one another almoſt to the middle 
Joynts, I have ſeparated them by Sciſſors and Knife, and afterwards by the 
Cauſtick-ſtone rubbed the Cicatrices off, and healed them ſmooth. 
z- Obſervar. A Boy came out of the Country with all the Fingers of his right Hand cloſe 
pr ringer» contraQed. I cut the Cicatrix of each Finger, and cauſed a Rowl of wood to 
; be placed under his crooked Fingers, which being carried with Bars to the in- 
ward part of his Wriſt, and faſtned by Screws, thruſt the Rowl gradually for- 
ward, till it had born all the Fingers before it, and by a compleat Extenſion 
reſtored them to their former liberty. The Wriſts and other Joynts would 
be ſubject to the ſame inconveniences, if they were not prevented by the know- 
ing Artiſt, without whoſe help the beſt Medicaments fignifie little, 
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CHAP. II: 


Of Gangrene and Sphacelus. 


'HE moſt cruel Symptoms that attend Gun-ſhot and great contuſed 
Wounds are Gargrena and Sphacelss. 

Gangrene is a tendency to Mortification : it invades the ſofter Parts, as Definitior. 
the Skin, Fleſb, e*c. and is the beginning of a Sphacelas. 

Sphacelas is a perfe& Mortification, with the extindion of the native Heat 
and privation of Senſe, not only in the Skin, Fleſh, Nerve, Artery, but the 
yery Bones. | 

They differ from one another, as the Mortification is more or leſs. Difference, 

The (Canſes of Gangrene are various, viz. whatſoever deſtroyeth the natural <&: 
Heat : as Interception of the motion of the blood by over-ſtrict Bandage in 
Wounds and Amputations, want of timely extracting of extraneous bodies 
in Gun-ſhot, ec. from whence Pain and Flaxion do ariſe ; ſo excels of Cold 
in hard Winters, alſo in Old age, and the hke. A Gangrene doth ariſe alſo 
in Phlegmons, through the unſeaſonable application of over-cold Medica- 
ments; or for want of timely Digeſtion z or by exceſs of Heat, ſuch as be- 
cometh cauſtical, as we find in Carbuncles and all Eſchars. But that which 
moſt of all contributes to it is the Degeneration of Humours in unſound Bodies : 
in ſome of, which ndt only all great Operations, but even the application of a 
Cauſtick, cutting a Corn, or pairing a Nail of a Toe to the quick, will endan- 
ger Mortification. Some | have ſeen (you may call them Scorbutical perſons 
If you pleaſe) who upon the appearance only of a ſmall black Spot on the 
Foot without Tumour, have ſuffered a very quick unavoidable Mortification. 

But I would not have you therefore conclude every Scorbutical Spot a Gan- 
rene : for this latter lies dry in the Skin without either Inflammation or 
ain, 

In one of the aboveſaid cafes, where the Gangrene was ſtopped by the ſpeedy 
aſiſtence of Art, an Apoplexy followed in few days after : of which more 
anon. 

The Signs of a Gangrene are, change of the natural colour in the Skin to a Signs. 
pale livid, with diminution of Tumour ; Bliſters alſo ariſe,and the Part turneth 
black ſoon after. In Wounds, the Lipsfink and are flaccid ; a Gleet followeth, 

_ the Fleſh within withers; alfo the Pulſe and Senſe in the Part do both 
anguiſh. | 

A perſon having been ſhot in the Arm, and the Wound undigeſted, I being ovfervation. 
conſulted adviſed thelaying open of the Wound, and extraction of the Buller, 
Rags, ec. but was over-ruled by others, and it was deferred to farther conſi- 
deration Two days after I viſited the Patient, and asked the Chirurgeon 
whether he had laid open the Wound. He replied, there was no need, for 
he could turn his finger in it, and pulF out the Bullet and Rags, if it was ne- 
cellary. As I was going out of the houſe, I met the Phyſician, who inquiring 
of me the Patient's health, I replied that the Chirurgeon had unwittingly 
given me the certain ſign of his Death. For i» magnis valneribus & pravis, [t 
Tumores non appareant, ingens malum, That was a great Wound,. and not 
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bci:g digeſted, ſhould have been accompanied with Fluxion and Inflamma. 
tion 3 the Lips ſhould have been full, the Orifice contrafted : but cn the con- 
trary, the Heat was decayed, the Lips were Jank without ſenfe, and at that 
time Sphacelated. A day or two after he died, too certainly juſtitying my 
Prognoſtick. | 

Sphacelus is diſtinguiſhed from a Gangrene by the total Corruption and 
Stink, it being alſo infenlible both of Knite and Fire. It a Gangrene proceed 
from Pain, the Tumour and preceding Inflammation will ſhew 1t, and the ſud. 
den ſinking of that Tumour 1s the beginning of the Gangrene. lf the Gangrene 
be from Cold, the Part is firſt benummed, then accompanied with a prickir 
Pain, alſo a Redneſs, which by degrees turned black, and a Horrour and Ri- 
gour (eizeth upon the Patient, It it be from Interception of the Spirits by rea- 
{on of over-ſtrict Bandage, there is neither Fluxion nor Pain, but a Flaccidity 
joyned with an Inſenſibility in the Part. If it be from Old age, the Patient is 
|can, nature viſibly decayed, his Legs and other extremities are firlt ſeized, and 
the Part is moſt commonly without Tumour. 

All Gangrenes are dangerous as threatening the Life of the Patient they 
affect. Thoſe that begin in the external Parts by reaſon of Intlammarion arc 
of leaſt danger, if the Habit of body be tolerably good, and the Mortification 
timely treated. Thoſe that ariſe deep within the Wourd from Gun-ſhot or 
fractured Bones are extremely hazzardcus, eſpecially if they ben or near 
the Joynts, though the Habit ot body be good. 

Gangrenes ariſing from Parts abounding with too much Humidity are ia 
oreat danger, for thereby the natural Heat is ſoon overcome : for which rca- 
{on Gangrenes in very fat and Hydropical bodies, eſpecially in the latter, are 
rarely extinguiſhed. So alſo thoſe ariſing from an internal cauſe are cx- 
cceedingly more dangerous than thoſe that ariſe from an, accidental, Yet in 
all theſe there are ſome hopes of Cure. But in Sphace/us there is flo remedy, 
{ive only by a ſpeedy ſeparation of the ſphacelated Part : for if any of it re- 
main, it ſoon creepeth up by the Nerves, ec. and infefteth the whole Mem- 
ber, and is accompanied with Watching, Raving, frequent Faintings, Con- 
vullions, Hiccough, and cold Sweats 3 which foreſhew the Patient's approa- 
ching Death in the Treatiſe of Tumonrs. 

In the Cyre of Gangrenes, I ſhall begin my diſcourſe of that which ariſeth 
from Pain with Flux of humours and Inflammation. Theſe moſt frequently 
attend great Contuſions, Gun-ſhot Wounds, ec. and by ſuffocating the native 
Heat produce Mortification. In which caſes a cooling and ſlender Diet ougit 
to be oblerved : the Humours abounding in the body muſt be evacuated by 
Bleeding and Purging : Revulſion ought alſo to be made to avert the Hu- 
mours trom flowing to the diſeaſed Parts. For the rational performing ot 
which I refer you to the Chapter of a Phlegmonr in the Treatiſe of Tymornrs. 

Cordials and Epithems are alſo neceſſary, to reſiſt the Putrefa&ion, and 
ſtrengthen the Vitals, from what cauſe ſoever the Gangrene ariſeti. For 
your choice of which I refer you to the Chapter of a Carburcle, which is ano- 
ther fort of Gangrene. Having thus provided in general, we ſhall in the next 
place conſider the Part affe&ed, whether it be only a Tumour, or a Wound 
with a Tumour, ec. In which latter, it the Tumour and Inflammation have 
been very great, and it change colourquddenly, and fink, the Pain continue, 
you may conclude a Gangrene beginning. And if there be a Wound or Abice!:, 
and that Wound, ec. grow more paintul, if the Fleſh alſo loſe its ruddini«!-, 
and Jook pale and withered, and the Matter change to be thin and gleety, y®' 
may ſulpeCt it corrupting : in which caſe it will be neceſſary that you icariii© 
tO the quick, and make it bleed freely. By your Patient's ſenſible feeling, a0 
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by the freſh trickling down of the blood, you may judge of the Mortificatton, 
But if the Gangrene have crept deeper, or aroſe from the bottom of the 
\Wound, then ſcarifie accordingly unto the fleſhy Parts : and it there be any 
Abſcefs lying under the Muſcles or Lips of the Wound or Ulcer, let it out, 
|; in making ſuch Scarification you chance to cut ſome Velle], whereby a 
Flux of blood happeneth, havera care you choak not the Heat of the Part 
by crowding in Doffills; for fo the Mortification may be encreaſed. To 
void which, I do rather adviſe the actual Cautery, for thereby you will not 
only ſtop the Bleeding, but dry up the Putrefaftion. Aﬀer the ule of it, 
drefs up the Wound as hath been adviſed in the Chapter of Burning. If in 
ſcarifying you prick a Nerve or Tendon, you will encreaſe the Gangrene. 
So you may do it by the actual Cautery you burn them but in part, or if you 
apply ſharp Medicaments on them when newly hurt by Scarttication. For 
we frequently ſee great Fluxion ariſe from little Diſturbances of the Nerves 
and Tendons. Therefore conſider well, and if ſuch lie in your way, you had 
better cut them off or burn them through, than ſcratch or prick them. For the 
confirmation hereof, you may ſes {ome Inſtances in the Cure of Ulcers amongp{t 
the Nerves and Tcndons in the Treatiſe de Stramjs, WhilltI was writing this, 
| cut off fome of them in one Patient : they lying over the carious Bones would 
not admit of the coverture of a Pledgit without grievous Pain 5 but thoſe 
once divided. the Ulcer grew eaſy. But if you meet with none of theſe 
Accidents, then, after Scaritication, cleanſe it of the clotted blood, by waſhing 
it with Brine, a ſtrong Lixivizm of Wood-aſhes, or Tincture of Myrrh, &c. 
and fill up the Scarification with Merc. precipitat. troch. polyide, muſe, or with 
Doſlills dipt in ol. garyophyl. terebinth, &c. aftually hot. Ongnent, Ateyptiac. 
1s alſo hereto uſeful, whether it be that made by the Pharmacopeia Londinenſis, 
or by other Authours, with the additign of ſal Armoniac. ritr. theriac. camph. 
&c. "The uſul Fomentation is a Lixivinm wherein have been boiled ſummit. 
abſimth. centaur. min. carduns benedif@. ſrordinm, vincetoxic. rad. ariſtoloch, rot, 
rad. gentian. ſpir. vini,. &c. or that of ag. calcis, with a Solution of Mere, 
ſublimat. or ag. lap. medicament. Cataplaſms are alſo of uſe ex far. hord. fabar, 
lupinor. lentium, piſor. Mithridat. &c. boiled in a Lixivinm, with an addition 
ot Oxymel, ec. While thele are are applied to the gangrened Part, a good 
Defenſative ſhould be laid upon the Joynt or Parts above 3 of which you may 
tind choice 1n this Book. | 
[n the dreſſing of theſe Mortifications, you ought to conſider well in the 
application of your Medicaments, that you do not 1n the extinguiſhing one 
Gangrene raile another, by the too long uſe of ſharp Medicaments. Therefore, 
when you ſhall feel the Ulcer warm, and find it ceaſe glecting, it may be rea- 
fonable to forbear the uſe of them, andto dreſs it up with warm Digeſtives, as 
unguent. baſilic. cum ol. terebinth. hot : and after Digeſtion deterge with mnndif. 
ex apio magiſt. or (uch like, according 3s the Sloughs require ; then proceed 
by Sarcoticks and Epuloticks, as in ſuch Ulcers hath been ſhewed. 


F Gangrenes from ſtrict Bandage you may (ee ſeveral Inſtances 1n this r. 0'{ervs:, 
Book. The Cure differeth not from that of others made by Fluxton : 7 1 
but they are much more hopeful, conſidering the cauſe may be fo cally {ig 14 
removed by the looſening of Bandage. I ſhall give you one Inſtance here of dag- 
a fractured Leg ſet 10 the Country by one pretending to Bone-fetting. It had 
been bound up with Splints. About the third day after, I paſting that way 
was deſired to fee him. The Frafture was of both the Focills of the left Leg. 
He had been in great pain from the time of the ſetting : it was extremely ſwel- 
lcd from the Knee to the Toes. Ifſaw it was occaſoned by the too wh

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Binding, I therefore looſened the Bandage, and took off the Splints, the end+ 
of them ſticking in the Skin, as alſo did the two Ligatures which encompalied 
the Fracture. Many Bliſters were raiſed, not only about the Fracture, but 
alſo about the Foot ; ſome whereof were blew, and others of a dark red colour. | 
{carified them, permitted them to bleed, and fomented the Member with Stupes 
wrung out of hot Milk : by which I gave a tranſpiration to the Humours, then 
dreſſed the Gangrene-ſpots with unguert. baſtilic. hot, and applying an anodyne 
Cerote over all the Leg, laid it upon a ſoft Pillow, with Splezia of Cloaths 
under it, which I faſtened about the fractured Member 3 and bringing the ſides 
of the Pillow cloſe to the Leg, it was ſupported with much eaſe ; then 1 l& 
the Patient blood. By this way of dreſling, the blood circulated, the Pain 
accordingly diminiſhed, and ſo did the Swelling, and the gangrened Parts di. 
geſted off, and healed by the application of a»gaert. diapompholyg. &c. After 
thediminution of theſe Accidents, the Leg was dreſſed up cloſer, and the frac- 
tured Bones united together,according to the method ſet down in the Treatiſe 
of Fraftures; where alſo you will find a Gangrene ariſing from Fluxion occa- 
ſioned by the Shivers of Bones, with the manner of its Cure. 

Of Gangrenes ariſing from Gun-ſhot I have ſhewed you ſufficiently in the 
preceding Treatiſe, and in the Obſervations of Phlegmon have treated of 
thoſe riling from Inflammation, to which I refer you 3 and ſhall now give 
you ſome ariſing from other Cauſes, and firſt from Fluxion. 

A Gentleman of a full Body having accidentally broken his Shin by a Fall, 
the Wound inflamed, and grew very painful. It not yielding to their Ap- 
plications, I was fetched, and ſaw the Heat decaying, and Bliſters riſing about 
the Lips of the Wound, alſo a thin 1chor dropping from the contuſed Fleſh. 
T cut out the bruiſed Fleſh, ſcarified the Wound, and dabbed it with ol. tere- 
binth. then fill'd it up with Przcipitate, and applied »ngzent. baſil, warm 
with ſome of the ſaid Oil, anda Cataplaſm over all of wheaten Bread-crums 
decocted in Brandy, with the addition of Saffron, Yolks of eggs, and mel 
communis ;, then let him blood, preſcribed a Clyſter that afternoon, and laid 
him to bed with an Anodyne draught. The next day I came better provi- 
ded : but in taking off the Dreſlings, I ſaw the Wound dry, and felt it warm, 
and took notice of a ſmall Eſchar made by the former Application over it. The 
Lips of the Wound inclined to a Digeſtion. I fomented it, and dreſſed it up 
with «nguent. baſtlic. cum ol. terebinth. and repeated the uſe of the Cataplaſm : 
by which Dreflings the Wound digeſted, and the Parts about recovered their 
"ron Heat, and he was cured by Deterlives, Sarcoticks, e*c. as a hollow 
Ulcer. 

A Woman came out of the Country to me with an Ulcer in her Leg. It 
had been of a long continuance, and by reaſon of her Journey it inflamed and 
ſwelled. When I faw it, the Heat was decaying, and the Tumour was 
ſinking 3 Bliſters were riſen near the Lips, and the Skin under ſome of them 
was of a purple, and under others of a blew colour. The Ulcer it ſelf being 
putrefied, I ſcarified it and the Parts about ſo far as I thought neceſlary, per- 
mitting them to bleed freely, and thruſt out the rotten Fleſh : then I fomented 
them with Brine, ſprinkled the Scarifications with Merc. precip. and dreſt up 
the Ulcer with Doſhils dipt in a Solution of #»guent. FEgyptiac. in ſpir. vini, tO 
which I added ſome of the ſaid Przcipitate, and applied a Cataplaim of med». 
paris tritic. pulv. ſummit. abſinth. flor. centaur. rute, ſcord. chan. decoded 11 
Brandy-wine. After I had thus dreſt her, I let her blood, and diſpoſed her 
to reſt with a Cordial draught. Her Body was the next day made ſoluble by 
Clyſters, and afterwards by lenient Purgatives. 


At the next drefling I was provided with a Fomentation and Cataplaſm, 33 
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js propoſed in the method of Cure. 1 ſcarified again the Lips and Parts about, 
znd defigned as much to the Ulcer : but in taking off the Dreſſings, 1 felt it 
warm, and a kind of Eſchar made by the forefaid Dreſſing. I therefore dreſt 
it with unguert. baſil. ©+ ol. terebinth. hot, and applied the Cataplaſm over all. 
By theſe Applications the Ulcer and Parts about were reſtored to their native 
Heat, and the Soar digeſted, and afterwards healed with Sarcoticks, as is uſual 
in ſuch like Ulcers. 

A Lady aged about 63 years, of a very fat groſs Body, was ſeized with an 4. Obfervar. 
Apopledtick tit, which afterward terminated in ſome kind of Lethargy, with *788e- 
loſs of Memory. During which, ſhe lying in bed, and leaning for the moſt 
part on her Elbow, bruiſed it, and at length the PutrefaGtion reaching to 
the Skin, it inflamed, and ſeemed to have Matter. Some Pretenders to Chi- 
rurgery, judging it a ſimple Apoſtemation, thought it not worthy the con» 
fulting a Chirurgeon, but opened it, and putin a Tent with baſc{icor, and left 
it to an Apothecary to dreſs by their direction, not forbidding the Patient to 
lie upon it. It being thus dreſt, the Putretaction within increaſed, and ſpred 
up towards that Axi/a. and ſhe died of that Mortification before it was diſco. 
vered by them, ſo that the Chirurgeon came in only time enough to embalm 
her. 

A Gentleman of about 6o years of age, having been long diſeaſed with an 5. Obfcrrar: 
Ulcer in his right Leg about the Ancle, came up to Town, and ſent for me. obo; prong 
The Lips of the Ulcer were without Tumour or Heat : the Fleſh within the "© 
Ulcer was hvid, and 1n ſome parts of a blackiſh colour, and diſcharged a 
pleety Matter. Indeed there were all the ſigns of a Sphacels : yet the Patient 
talked of going abroad the next morning 3 and by his other diſcourſe ſeemed 
to be ſomewhat delirous. I fomented his Leg with a Stupe wrung hot out of 
Spaniſh Wine 3 and whilſt I provided other Dreſſings, I prevailed with him 
to ſend for an eminent Phyſician dwelling near his Lodging, to whom I re- 
preſented the condition of the Ulcer, and undreſſed it in his preſence, ſcarify- 
ing the Lips and Parts within, then waſht it with ol. zerebinth, hot, and ap- 
plied Merc. precipitat. &c. with a Cataplaſm e medul. paris tritic. pulv. ſummit. 
abſinth, with ſcord. &c. decotted in Brandy-wine. The next day a Conſulta- 
tion was held of two Phyſicians, Mr. Arris and Mr. Holjer Chirurgeons, with 
my felt. We took off the Dreflings, and found the Ulcer ſphacelated, but not 
much ſpred externally. The Patient had reſted 1], and was delizous, and his 
Pulſe weak. We ſcarified the Lips and Ulcer, and permitted them to bleed ; 
then fomented the Member, and dreſt the Mortification with Merc. precipitar. 
and applied a Cataplaſm as above preſcribed. We continued our Endeavours 
daily : but the Venome ſpread up and down that fide of the Foot amongſt the 
Bones and Tendons. The Phyſicians preſcribed Cordialls, ec. but his Delirium, 
&c. increaſed, and he died before it had encompaſled any part of the Leg. 

Cold extinguiſheth the natural Heat of a Part, and frequently happens to 
poor people travelling in Froſt and Snow. Some Inſtances [ have ſeen of this 
Gangrene. The Recovery of them 1s not very difficult, if timely treated 3 
otherwiſe they ſphacelate, as other Gangreens do. When any particular Part 
beginneth to decay in its natural Heat, the common Remedy 1s, to rub it with 
Snow, and afterwards to foment it with DecoGtions of Turneps or of the hot- 
ter Plants, ſuch as are uſually found in every Kitchin-Gardenz then to em- 
brocate it cum ol. lini, rute, aneth. and ol. terebinth. mixt with them 5 and 
after to lap it up in woollen Cloaths. But if any Part be diredtly gangrened, 
we ſcaritie and dreſs it as hath been ſaid in the method of Cure. If the whole 
Body be over-cooled, the Cure conſiſts in the uſing Brandy, aq. vite, and other 
good Spirits, theriac. and Mithridate diſſolved in Wine, and laying the Patient 
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by the Fire, but not too near, or putting him into a warm Bed, and diſpoſing 
him to {weat, | 
- 0112s Of Gangrene through deficiency of Heat 1n Old age I ſhall only give you 
of 4 pan One Inſtance, and that 1na perion of a very great age. He 1s yet alive,and kept lo 
prenc by the great Kindneſs of a noble Kinſman, with whom he hath a good Chamber 
'Movg®. well furniſhed, good Firing, Diet, and Attendance. This Gentleman was ſeized 
01d age. FR” ) : | - 
the laſt Spring with a {1mple Intlammation about the Ancle without Tumour 
Upon notice thereof I went the next day, and ſaw 1t turned black three inches 
in length, and about two in breadth. We fomented the Part with a Decocti- 
on of warm Plants, to which we added Brandy ; then ſcarified the Efchar.ard 
dapped it with ol. terebinth. and after dre{t it with a Mixture of theſameO!l 1 
unguent. baſilic. embrocating the Parts about with of. Iumbricor. &c, and applied 
a Plaiſter ex theriaca, Thus the Eſchar ſeparated, and my Kinſman Jag. Wike- 
141 Areſled and cured it. Beiore this was cicatrized, the inſide of the other 
Leg upon the Ancle- joynt inflamed as Jargely, and turned black : but by the 
ſame way of drefling a ſeparation was made- of that Eſchar, and he was cured 
by my ſaid Kinſman according to the common method of Ulcers : but it was 
well-nigh the work of four months. Since that new Intiammarions have begun 
tO ariſe more than once, but hitherto have been timely remitted. 

From an indiſpolition or malign quality of the Humours within our Bo: 
dies Mortifications frequently ariſe 3 inlomuch that we can ſcarce make a Fon- 
rancl in ſome Bodies without running the hazzard of a Gangrene : nor indeed 
can they be kept from Detfluxion after they are made, without the afliſtence 
of our Art. Inſtances hereof may be ſeen in ſeveral places of this Book, Pat- 
ticularly in the Treatiſe of Qlcers with Intemperies. 

-. Obſervat. A Woman of about fixty years of age, extreme fat, and of a Scorbutick 

v1 4 30816 Habit of body, ſent tor a Chirurgeon to make her a Fontanel in her Arm. He 

4 cut it, and put ina Pea. She diſcharged him, and drefled it her ſelf. About 
ten or twelve days after the Fontanel growing painful, ſhe ſent for the Chi- 
rurgeon, who ſeeing it gangrened, ſent for me. The impreſſion of the Pea into 
the Fat before it was digeſted had corrupted that, and the Parts about were 
thereby infected, We ſcarihied the Lips, and cut into the Fat I believe above 
an inch deep. We drelſt it with ol. terebinth. a&tuallyHhot upon an armed Probe; 
filled up the Inciſion with Przcipitate, and applied a Cataplaſm of Mithri- 
date. By this method of drefiing the Heat was reſtored, and it digelted in 
few days, and [ lcft 1t to the Chirurgeon, who cured it. 


8. Ohſervat., In a perſon of about forty years of age I applied a mild Cauſtick below on 
ws by 1 oh the inſide of the Knee, to make a Fontanel. The Eſchar being ſma]}. I divi 
; ded and digeſted it with little or no Pain ; and the Eſchar began to ſeparate 
kindly : but 1t atterwards grew painful and gleeted, and the Ulcer corrupted 

very deep b<fore the firſt Eſchar ſeparated. | 
Fits happened whileſt the Patient dreſſed it her ſelf with thoſe Dreſſings | 
left her Servant, ſhe not taking much heed of it, till ſhe was ſo lame that ihe 
could not ſtir out of her Chamber 3 and then ſhe ſent for me, and to my #- 
mazement I ſaw it gangrened. I preſently cut out the looſe Eſchar, fomented 
it with Wine, and dabbed it cuz ol. tercbinth, hot with an armed Probe, then 
lightly fcarihied 1t 1n the bottome and edges, and after dabbed it again witi 
ol. terebinth. filled 1t up with Pracipitate, and fomented it till I had made a 
Cataplaſm cu medull, panis triticei, puly. ſummitat. abſinth. & ſcord. de- 
cotted in Wine, with an addition of Brandy, Saffron and the Yolk of an 
cgg, which I applied over it, having firſt embrocated the Parts about it c#- 
0!, roſ. Thus 1n three or four dreflings I took off the Fluxion, and the (cari- 
lizd Lips digeſted 3 but the Ulcer it (elf lay dry, till the Sloughs made by the 
Pracipitate 
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Przcipitate caſt off by Digeſtion. From that time it incarned, and being con- 
trated nearer I drefled it with a Pea. [It was very remarkable, that whilſt the 
Ulcer was diltempered ſhe was free from her other Complaints ; but after it 
was digeſted ſhe relapſed into her former Diſtempers, and lay ſome days ill of 
a bilious Colick. In ſeveral others I have ſeen the like in ſpight of all my en- 
deavours to prevent it. So alſo in making Fontanels ſometimes by Incifion in 
people where there was no likelihood of prefling on a Tendon, 1 have been 
glad to throw outthe Pea, and heal themup again. 

But as people are ſometimes ſubject ro Gangrene by making of Fontanels; , oferyac. 
ſo others we hear of that have been gangrened trom paringof a Corn or Nail of a gangre- 
on their Toes. Amongſt the Obſervations of a Phlegmor you may fee ſomewhat IN TOs 
of it ariting from a lefs cauſe. 

[ was once fent for to a Perſon of Honour about fixty years of Age, He 
was of a full Body, and ſeemingly healthful ; but in his Jatter years had omit- 
ted Exerciſe, by reaſon of a Stone 1n his left Kidney. One morning in 
making himſelf ready he perceived a black Spot on the upper part ot his Foot 
leading towards the Toe next the little one. It was no bigger than a Spangle, 
without Tumour, Pain or Inflammation. It appearing bigger the next 
morning, he ſent for his Phyſician and Chirurgeon : They cur into it, and 
found it 1nſenſible. From that time it was rationally dreflcd ; but it inlarged 
it ſelf amongſt the Tendons, and efpecially toward that Toe, and atieted 
the Bones. I being then conſulted, and joyned with that Chirurgeon, we 
cut off that Toe, and checked the Mortification. After which with much 
difficulty we extinguiſhed the Gangrene 1in the other Parts by the various 
Applications preſcribed in the method of Cure, and healed the (inuous Ulcer. 
During which the Phyſician purged him frequently, and preſcribed an Anti- 
ſcorbutick DecoCtion of ſarſa, China, lign. guaiac?s, with the Plants proper 
in ſuch caſes, to diſpoſe him to ſweat; which he did ſome days. One eve- 
ning whilſt he was ſweating, I being accidentally prefent, he told me he felt 
a numneſsin the Balls of his Toes of the other Foot. 1 louked upon them, 
and ſeeing them all black and dry, cut into them, and found them inſenſible. 
| ſuppoſed they might have been burnt by the Bricks : neither the Patient nor 
the Apothecary that ſweat him having diſcovered any thing of 1t before, 
weconcluded it from the malignity of the Humour , tor they were dire! 
gangrened 3 and by that method [ cured them ſome weeks after. But three 
or four days after that he was ſeized with an Apoplexy about elevena clock 
on Sunday morning. He recovered out of that Fit, butdied that afternoon 
in another. 

Some other Inſtances I could give of this kind 3 but this may ſerve to ſhew 
you to what little purpoſe Amputations are in thefe caſes. But if the Bod 
be youthful, and the Habit of body tolerable, it Gangrenes refiſt the Applica- 
tions 2bove propoſed, and penetrate more inwardly, you may then attempt 
them by the actual Cautery. For, according to that Aphoriſm of Hippocrates, Afual 
Ill: affeF us qui medicamentis non ſanantur, ferro ſanantur;, qui ferro non ſanan- ger « 
tar, igne ſanantur 5 qui igne non curantur, hos exiſtimare oportet inſanabiles 3 
Thoſe Diſeaſes which will not cure with Medicaments, are cured by a Knife 3 
and thoſe which yield not to that, are cured by Firez and thole which will 
yield to neither, are counted incurable. 


The aQual Cautery doth indeed not only refiſt Putrefattion, but corrobo- 
rates the Part. 

Burt after all our vigilancy and induſtry in contriving Remedies to reſiſt 
the Gangrene, if itdoes yet delude us, and terminate 1n a Sphacelxs. There is 
then no more need of taking indication from antecedent cauſes, or changing 
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of Medicines according to the variety of the cauſes that introduced it. 
For whether an Gangrene ariſe from a hot Intemperies or cold, moiſt or dry, 
Sphacelus is always the ſame, extinion of the native Heat, and deſtruction 
of the Member. The Mortification creepeth on, and not only infeReth the 
Member, but the Spirits to the very Heart, with its corrupt Vapours mortify- 
ing the Vellels all along the found Parts, and leaving the Member immo- 
vable, without ſenſe or heat, rotten, black and cadaverous. Wherefore 
there is nothing more to be thought of in this caſe but timely Amputation 
or cutting oft the Member 3 the Cure of this diſeaſe not conſhilting (as 1 ſaid) 
in outward Applications, but manual Operation : And what ſuccels may be 
therefrom expected, 1s much to bedoubted. At ſatins erit, with Celſus, am. 
ceps auxilium experiri, quam nullum. It 1s a miſerable kind of help; yet it is 
the determination of all Authors, that in Sphacelus membrum corruptung 
abſcindendum eſt, In this caſe it becomes the Chirurgeon to acquaint the 
Friends with this kind of Remedy, and withal to make his Prognoſtick ac- 
cordingly. But before we proceed in this Operation, we {hall take notice 
of what ſome knowing Authours have writ hereof. For in thoſe places 
where Amputztion cannot be made, as in the Butteck, Shoulder, Back, &«. 
Fab. Hildanus propoſeth the ule of potential Cauteries applied to the mor- 
tified Part, and often renewed, till the laſt Eſchar reacheth to the live Fleſh, 
Yet he condemneth Arſenick, as being venomous, and producing many dan- 
gerous Symptoms. It is true, that | my {cli have often uſed that method of 
Cure in Sarcomata with good ſucceſs : But. in a Mortitication there ap- 
pezr to me many greater inconveniences that attend it. Firſt, from the 
Cauſtick it ſelf, as he propoſeth it, of Salts: [t will melt in the working, 
and is more diſpoſed to (pread in the Skin than penetrate deep into the Fleſh. 
This every young Chirurgeon knows 1n hrs making of Fontanels, that 
he cannot apply a bir of Caulticko little, though he ule all his Art in defendin 

It, but that 1t will have ſpread much farther than he deſigned it. Thea the ſepara- 
tion of ſuch Eichars 1s tooſflow to effect the deſign : Aud in an ill Habit of bo- 
dy ſuch Medicaments are apt of themſc]ves to procure a Mortification rather 
than Cure. Whereas on the contrary. an actual Cautery anſwers all Inten- 
tions ; It not only conſumeth the Mortiiication, but drieth up the venomous 
Humour, thereby preventing 1ts farther progreſs ; and alſo communicateth 
warmth to the languiſbing Parts, by virtue of which the Separation is much 
farthered, and by working upon the gangrened Sloughs performed more eaſily, 
as you may ſee in my Practice elſewhere. But where Amputation it {elf is 
fecible, nay altogether neceſſary, as in the Lims, there ariſeth anew queſtion, 
whether it ought to be done 1n the found Part, or in the dead. Fab. ab. 

Aquapend. adviſeth the dead Part within a fingers breadth of the live, (as al- 
ſo do many others.) Then with a Cautery they burn up all the remaining 


| Mortification. Others do perform the Operation with a hot Knife, the figure 


of which you may lee in Hildanus. Aquapend. ſpeaks ſo confidently of his 
ſucceſs in the practice of this way, that utterly to deny the thing were to give 
him the Lie. [I ſhall only make this Objection, that the Sphacelus doth 
ſeldome affe& the Member ſo equally round, as that an Operation in the dead 
Part is fecible : Nay, which 1s worſe, when once the Mortification ſeizeth on 
the great Veſſels, it runneth up (o faſt under the Skin, that before any cont 
derable part of the Member 1s outwardly gangrened on the one fide beyond 
the Knee or Elbow, the other fide will have reached to the Ivgzen or Arxilla. 
This I confeſs fruſtrates all manner of Amputating, whether in found or mor- 
titied Parts. Yet generally ſpeaking, the Gangrene doth not grow ſo faſt, 
but that if you make Amputation two fingers breadth, more or leſs, within 
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the live Fleſh, you may prevent itz and that far better than it is poſlible to 
be done by the other way of operating. For if you work there by actual Cau- 
tery, witha hot Knite, your Knife will (tick faſt in the Fleſh till the moiſture 
be wholly dried up, and then you mult repeat many Knives and Cauteries, in e- 
very oneof which you will meet with the ſame inconvenience : Yea, before 
you can cut through with your hot Knite, it is very probable that you will 
near the Bone meet with ſome Parts that are alive and ſenſible, elpecially 
when you come to the Perzofieumr; (for the Membranes donot uſually corrupt 
at the ſame rate of (wiftneſs with the Fleſh ; )) and then all your pains and 
trouble will be as great or greater than it you did it in the ſound Part. As 
to theother inconveniences, I ſhall refer you to Hil4ans, who hath taken 


pains in confuting this Opinion. 


Both theſe ways of Amputation ſeem to me much more difficult and pain- 
ful than our common way 3 which makes me prefume they propoſed them to 
prevent the ctfulton of blood. 

But modern Chirurgeons have anſwered this Objeftion by good Bandages 
and Deligarion of the Veſſels, and when we cut above the Knee, by clapping 
Cauteries to the Veſſels only 3 which ſufficiently anſwers that Intention. Thus 
have I ſeen 10 my firſt Sea-vorages Amputations made above Knee, and after- 
wards praftiſed them with great cale and ſafety. 

Now fince not only 1n this Chapter of Gangrene, but frequently elſewhere The manner 
in this Book, we have mentioned Amputation, I think it necetfary to take thig of perfor- 
occaſion of (hewing the manner of performing itz the rather, becauſe the M05 *0Ps 
Operation is much the ſame, whether it be done upon the account of Gan- 
grene, or for other reaſons. I ſhall therefore in general terms inſert the 
whole Dofttrine of Amputation, though briefly, not mattering whether 
the Examples inſtanced be Iphacels or not, all Inſtances being alike in- 
{tructive. | 

In heat of Fight, whether ut beat Sea or Land, the Chirurgeon ought to con- Whatis robe 
ſider at the firſt Dreſſing, whar poſſibility there is of preſerving the wounded ©2Mi0tred 
Member 3 and accordingly, if there be no hopes of ſaving it, to- make his fight. 
Amputation at that inſtant whillt the Patient is free of Fever, ec. There- 
tore that you may the better make your judgement of the Wounds, I ſhall give 
you ſome few. Remarques of ſuch as require Amputation. viz. If a Leg or Arm 
be ſhattered by Splinter or great Shot, the loſs of Subſtance will dire(t you. 

If the principal Muſcles be torn off, and the Bone fractured in pieces, or if 
the Wound be with Muskethot 1n the Infide of the Joynt of the Elbow, or 
in the Kaee or Ancle, with a Fracture of the Bones of the (aid Joynt, nay, ſup- 
poſing it hath not fractured them, yet if the Bullet be (0 lodged that you can- 
not extract it, you ſhall then preſently make Extirpation of the Part. 
IF it be the Arm, cut it off 1a the place where it is fo ſhattered, and ſaw oft 
the end of the Bone ſmooth, your Aſhiſtent the while pulling up the muſcu- 
lous Skin and Fleſh. If the Ancle be thus maimed, you {hall then cut off 
the Leg within three or four fingers breadth under the Knee, in regard- fo 
long a Stump would be troubleſome. But if the Leg be ſhattered off by the Calf, 
do not put your Patient to the painof new Amputation for the ſhortning it a 
band's breath or a little more. Save what you can of a ſhattered Hand. 
And if the Toes with part of the Foot were ſhot off, cut off the lacerated Parts 
{mooth, but with careto ſave as much of the Foot with the Heel as you can ir 
being much better than a wooden Leg. But if the Arm or Leg benot ſo ſhatte- 
red, though the Wound be large on onefide and hang gaping down with great 
Fracture of Bones, yet be not diſcouraged, the largeneſs of the Wound will 
make for your better pulling out thoſe extraneous bodies, Shivers, Splinters,

free it of all extraneous bodies, leaving not the lea(t Shiver to prick the Nerves 
or Tendons : And make ſuch way preſently, that you may be able to dreſs the 
wounded Nerves, Tendons, &c. without making-new [I » When the 
Part is inflamed and unfit for it. ; Mt 

If after ſome days the VVound do not digeſt, but inflame and gangrene, and 
the Gangrene do not yield to your Applications as hath been propoſed in 
Gangrene; then, as in a Sphacelus, you are to proceed with the Extirpation 
of that rotten Member while the Patient is free from Delirinw, and hath 
{trength to bear the Operation. ; 

Seat him ſo as it may be for your conveniency. At Sea they fit or lie, [ 
never took much notice which z nor do I remember I had ever any body to 
hold them 3 but with the help of my Mates, and ſome one or two that belong. 
ed to the Hold, I went on wth my work. At Sterling I made an Amputati- 
on above the Knee, and had as little help 3 beſides my Servants, there ws 
only a Sea-Chirurgeon affiſting me. We ſtopt the Flux of blood by az! 
Cautery, and the Wound digeſted and cured without any ill Accident. Yet 
where we have convenience to proceed more formally, we always place the 
Patient to our moſt advantage, where he may be held firm, and in a clear 
light, and fo that our Aſliſtents may come better about us. The Member 
1s tobe ſupported by ſome one, whillt another ſtandeth behind the Patient, 
and draweth up the Skin and Muſculous fleſh. Then make your Ligature 
two fingers breadth or thereabout in the found Part ; ſo that if you am- 
putate in caſe of Mortification, you may be ſure to quit your ſelf of it. This 
Ligature is omitted by many of our Chirurgeons here in the ny they only 
makiog a turn with a Tape, pinning it on as a mark to circumcide by : And 
in ſtead of the Ligature I propoſe, they make a Gripe, which Gripe is com- 
monly made by ſome afliſtent who hath ſtrength to do it. Indeed this is 
good, where a ſhattered Member is to be cut off, to ſmooth the Stump ; 
1n whichcaſethere is no great fear of Bleeding. But in Amputations it ſeems 
to me to be very inconvenient : For I never yet ſaw any man ſogripe, but that 
ſtill the Artery bled with a greater force than was allowable ; yea, when 
Mr. Woodall griped, who was ſo applauded, and in truth made for the work. 
It being fo, in what a huddle is the Sturap then dreſt > But ſuppoſe the un- 
ealie poſture and the long gripingtires the Griper, or that his Hand be crampt 
the while, what condition is the Patient thenin > Whereasby this ancient way 
of Ligature the Veſlels are ſecured from Bleeding, the Member benummed, 
and the Fleſh held ſteady, ready to receive the impreſſion of your crooked 
Knife, (or Razour, which have often amputated with.) This Ligature made, 
the Aſliſtent ſtrengthensit, whilſt he draws up the Muſculous fleſh. In the 
mean time the Operatour, with a ſharp crooked Knife, by a turn with his 
hand cuts the Fleſh off round to the Bone 3 then with the back of it he ſcrapes 
the Perieſieurs from the Bone if there be two Bones, then with adividing Knife 
he ſeparates the fleſhy Membrane from them. The Bones freed of the Perioſteum, 
Guido propoſes a linen Cloath, and Hildanns a kind of Purſe, to be brought 
over the upper divided Fleſh, to pull it upward, and make more way for the 
Saw. But [I think that neediefs. The Fleſh divided, the Parts ſeparate 
enough of themſelves, beſides the Afliſtent's pulling up the muſculous Fleſh 
and Skin is fufficient. That done, you are at liberty, whether you will cau- 
terize the Veſlels by a Button-cautery, or by Ligature ſtop the Bleeding, = 
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by Agglutination. The uſe of Chalcanthum I do not approve. To apply Eſcharo- 
ticks to the ends of the Nerves and Tendons newly inciſed, cauſes great pain, 
weakens the Part, and makes way for Gangrene 3 it not being likely you can 
ſo apply them to the Artery, but that you muſt burnthe Partsabout, which are, 
as I ſaid, the Nerves, &c. The way Hildanus propoſes, by drawing the Veſſels 
out by a Forceps , is not a work to be done in heat of Fight, nor without 
aclear day-light. If you attempt it on Land, his Arm would be bowed, and 
his Leg (tretcht out, that the Veſſels may be the longer after Extirpation, that 
you may the better take hold of them. Ambroſ. Par. propoſes amore eafte and 
ſure way of Deligation, by paſling a Needle with a ſtrong twiſted Thread 
through the Skin near the great Veſlels ; making your Stitch over the ſaid 
Veſſels by piercing through the raw Fleſh and Skin : Then make your Liga- 
ture upon a fold of a Rag. Thus you bind the Artery and Vein. Theſe ſeve- 
ral ways have been prattiſed by eminent Chirurgeons for the ſtopping the 
blood of the Arteries in Amputation: But the late diſcovery of the RoyalStip- 
tick hath rendred them of lefs uſe. But in heat of Fight it will be neceflary to 
have your aual Cautery always ready, for that will ſecure the bleedin 
Arteries in a moment, and fortifie the Part againſt future PutrefaCtion : the 
requiring after Cauterization no ſuch ſtrict Bandage as that thereby you need 
to fear interception of the Spirits When we cauterize the Artery, we do 
then touch the end of the Bone, it haſtening the Exfoliation. The next thin 
15 the looſening the Ligature, and bringing the Lips cloſe over the Stump. Then 
whether you ſhould with a croſs Stitch hold them ſo, or content your (elf by 
Bandage as wel] as you can, is by ſome controverted. They that object againſt 
the former ſay$ it cauſes Pain and Inflammation. So doth Bandage alſo, if 
it be made too Feight. Therefore they ſhould object againſt that alſo. The 
moſt that I have ſeen without the croſs Stitch have the next drefiing been 
broad Stumps, ſome of them with oye turned outward by the Bandage in the 
leaſt of them the whole Stump hath been bare : Whereas 1n thoſe in which I 
have made the crofs Stitch, the Lips have been found cloſe to the Bone at the 
next dreſſing, covering the great Velſlels, and a third part or half ofthe Stump 
bath been well digeſted, andby the ſecond dreffing hath been near agglutina- 
ted ſo faras it lay under that Skin, and without Inflammation happily cured. 
Whereas the broad Stumpis a certain ſign of a long Cure, and commonly the 
deathof the Patient. The expoſing theſe inciſed Parts too much to the Air 
cauſes Pain,and the want of native Heat makesthem gleet : Or if they dodipelt, 
the diſcharge of ſo great a quantity of Matter commonly exhauſts the Spirits 
of the Patient, If the muſculous Fleſh and Skin are well pulled up in time 
of Amputation, and brought over by a' moderate Extenſion as far as they 
will eafily admit, you will find it not painful. You ought to pierce the 
Skin with a Needle and ſtrong brown Thred ceared about half an inch 
from the edges of the Lips. Having made them croſs from fide to ſide equal- 
ly, tie them with a moderate Aſtrition, then apply a Pledgit on the caute- 
rized Veſlels with pulv. irid. ſucc. cepar. cum melle. But if no Cautery wasuſed, 
then Buttons of Tow ſpred with your Reſtriftive, and dipt in pulv. Galens, 
muſt be applied to the Mouths of the Veſſels. Afterwards ſprinkle the Stump 
thick with this Powder z Re bol. Armen. farin. volatil. picis naval. an. Jilij. 
alves, thuris, maſtich.. ſang, dracon. an 3. gypſs iſ. pil. lepor. corii raſpati, an. 
Jl. Miſc. $. 4. You may mix ſome of the ſame cm album. ovor. and apply it 
upon a thick round Stupe, which hath firſt been wet in Oxycrate and dried ; 
and overthat another Stupe ſpread with the ſame fo broad as to come over the 
firſt, and up a pretty heightabove the Stump. This latter mult beſnipt deepin 
the edges, that it may lie (mooth about the Member. An Ox-bladder ready 
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cut and wet is to be turned over it, and a croſs Cloth next the Bladder, 
to hold the Dreſſing ſteady, Then with a Rowler with two heads begin 
upon the Stump, and rowl up tothe next Joint, and ſo again about the Mem. 
ber, to retain your Dreflings firm. Then faſten it ſo as that it may not be 
capable of falling off. But before you make this Bandage, you ought to ap. 
ply your Defenſative over the Parts above the Stump. Some apply it before 
they begin the Amputatiog : But then it 1s apt to wrinkle, and to fit un. 
caſte, In the drefling of the Stumps, you ought ſo to apply your Medica- 
ments, that you may without much bungle roul up the Member. Then place iz 
tO the eaſe of the Patient, one holding his Hand ſome while upon the Stump. 
Your Dcfenſative may be of the ſame which is preſcribed tn Gun-ſhot Woungs: 
or, Rc far. hord. bol. Armen. an 3iij. ſang. dracon. 5ſs. flor roſ. rubr. balauſt. nyc, 
cupreſſ. pulv. an. 3vj. acet. 3x. album. ovor. num. v1}. ol. rof. © myrtill. an, 5, 
cere 9. j. Boil theſe Powders in acetum, then add the relt to it, to make it 
of the confiſtence of a Cerote. The third day take off the Dreflings; ard 
then you may cut the croſs Stitch, and ſprinkle the Wound with palv. ./:xi, 
and dreſs it with this Digeſtive : Rc tercbinth. lot. in decoG. hord. 5ilj. ol, Inmiy, 
Zjþ: gum, elemi diſſolut. in predi@. ol. js. farin. hord. cribrat. 5lj. vitcl! 
unins 0vi, croci pulv. Jj. Miſc. Apply to the Bone a Pledget of dry Lin;, 
or preſt out of ſpir. vini. After the Wound 1s digeſted, you may deterge 
with zundif. Paracelſ. or apii, or this 3 Rc terebinth. Venet. lot. in ſpir. vin. 11. 
pulv. rad. irid. ariſtoloch. rot. ſarcocoll, thuris, mell. roſ. an, 3j. Then wcarn and 
cicatrize, as hath been ſaid in Compound Wounds. 

Whilſt I was a Priſoner at Cheſter aftcr the Battel of ogg” [ was car- 
ried by Col. Duckenfi-ld's order to a man that out of much '; al to the Cay{, 
purſuing our ſcattered Forces, was ſhot through the Joint of the Elbow ; the 
Bullet entring in at the external part of the Os Bumerz, and paſſing out be- 
tween the Ulna and Radius. He had been afflicted with great Pain the ſpace 
of (ix weeks. 1 found the Wound undigeſted, and full of a looſe ſoft white 
Fleſh, the Bones fractured, and not likely to unite, many Shivers lying included 
within the Joints, and incapable of being drawn out: The lower part of the 
Arm was &dematous to the Fingers ends as full as the Skin could well contain, 
and the upper part was inflamed, alſo about the Os humeri and Axilla a per- 
tet Phlegmon was formed. The Patient thus tired with Pain, defired to be 
cured, or have his Arm cut off. To which purpoſe he had 02a the Go- 
vernour's leave for my ſtaying 'with him. But while that Phlegmon was upon 
the upper parts, there was nohope of a proſperous Amputation, nor of Cure 
while thoſe Shivers of Bones lay pricking the Nervous parts within the Joiot. 
The Phl:gmon was too forward for Repercuſſion, and yet not likely to ſuppu- 
rate 11 leſsthan a week's time. Wherefore I endeavoured by Emollients and 
ſomewhat Diſcutients to ſuccour the grieved Shoulder and Parts thereabour 
by hiadering the increaſe of the Phlegmor, and to give ſome perſpiration to 
the Part. Then with good Fomentations [ corroborated the weak and axdema- 
tous Member below: To which end I alſo raiſed his Hand nearer to his Breaſt. 
Alſo by Detergents and Bandage I diſpoſed the Wounds and fraftured Part 
tOa better condition, made way for diſcharge of Matter, and endeavoured to 
extraQ the Shivers of Bones; then applyed Medicaments: to remove the 
Caries, Aﬀer ſome days the Abſceſs ſuppurated in the'upper part of thc 
Shoulder and.in the Arm-pit ; and while the Matter diſcharged from thence, 
the Tumour diſcuſſed, and that upper Orifice cured ſoon after. Butthe con- 
tinual Pain in the fractured Joint kept that opening in the Axilla from healing, 
The Patient growing weaker, and without hopes of Cure; I was neceffitated 
$0 proceed to Amputation. To which purpoſe I ſent to Cheſter for Mr. __ 
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a knowing Chirurgeon, (ſince Mayor of that City,) to come with Inſtru- 
ments and other neceſ{aries whereby I might the better do the work. He 
accordingly came, and we prepared Dreſizvgs ready 3 which were Stupes or 
Pledgits of fine ſhort Tow well workt, ſome like Spleria, others were round, 
and bigger or leſs. We wetted them all in Oxycrate, and dried them. We 
alſo made ſome Buttons of Tow, Compreiles of linen Cloths dipt in Oxycrate, 
three or four Rowlers with one or two heads; provided Needles threa- 
ded and ceared for making the croſs Stitch, and leſſer Needles threaded for 
common uſe, with Filleting for Ligature, and Bladders ready cut and wet 
in Oxycratez alſo a Defenfative of the above-mentioned preſcription ſpred 
upon a ſoft linen Cloth, to apply upon the Parts above more diſtant, and 
2 Mixture of the aſtringent Powders with Whites of Eggs, to ſpread upon 
the Splerra and Burtons, which Buttons were alſo dipt in ſome of the ſame 
Powders. Then for the round Pledgits which were deligned to be applied 
next to the Stump, Mr. M. propoſed that they might be ſpread with a Mix- 
cure of Umberand calx vive with Whites of Eggs, according to DoCtor Read 
11 his Obſervation of an Ampuration he performed upon a Servant of the 
Lord Gerrard's at Gerrard's Bromley, whoſe fame yet lives in that Country, 
and will among(t us Chirurgeors as long as his elaborate LeCtures have a 
being. 

The Apparatas thus made, and the Patient ſome while before refreſht with 
a draught of a good Caudle, his Friends took him out of his Bed, and pla- 
ced him in a Chair towards the light. One of his Servants held his Arm 
another of his Friends held his other Hand. Then Mr. M. drew up the 
Skin and Muſculous fleſh of the Arm towards his Shoulder, whilſt I made a 
{trong Bandage ſome three or four fingers breadth above the atieted Part, 
Then with a good Knife I cut off the Fleſh by aquick turn of my hand, Mr. 
Murry pulling up the Fleſh whilſt I bared the Bones. After which with 
a few motions of my Saw I ſeparated the Bone, the Patient not ſo much as 
whimpering the while. After this Mr. M. thruſting his hands downwards 
with the muſculous Fleſh and Skin which he had drawn upwards, I pal- 
ſed a ſtrong Needle and Thread through the middle of the fleſh and Skin on 
both ſides, within half an inch of the edges, and brought the Lips cloſe with- 
in a narrow compals : And having tied that Ligature faſt, and cut off the String, 
| paſſed the Needle again through the two contrary tides, which I tied as 
cloſe; then looſened the Ligature above, and applicd the little round Stupes 
of Tow ſpread with a quantity of Galer's Powder mixt cum album. ovi. The 
long Pledgits were applied trom the middle of the Stump each way upwards 
along the Arm, over which I put on a Bladder and acroſs Cloth, then row- 
led up theStump, and made the Bandage under his other Armand over his Neck. 
This Bandage prevented an Accident which hath fince happened to a Patient 
here in Lond9, where many of the beſt Chirurgeons were concerned. He 
being thue dreſt up, we put him into his Bed. The third day we took off 
the Dreflings, and found the Stump well digeſted, and at leaſt two Spoonfuls 
of Matter diſcharged. We then dreſled it up with a Digeſtive ex fterebinth. lot. 
in deco. malvar. the Yolk of an Egg and ol. roſ. ſpred on alargeStupe of Tow, 
on waich was ſprinkled a proportion of Galen's Powder : Then embrocated 
the Parts about with 0, roſ. applying emplaſt. & bolo over all, with moderate 
Bandage, and aftewards deterged with that of Paracel. and with Sarcoticks 
ncarned the Wound. During which the Bone exfoliated, and the Stum 
{oon after cicairized, Fhen having procured a Paſs to come to London,. 1 ha- 
ltened away. 


At the Stege of Weymouth I was called at break of day to an friſh-man og) crraon 
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of Licutenant-Col. Ballard's Regiment, who ſhooting off his Musket, it brake, 
and tore his Hand to pieces after a ſtrange manner. | deſigning to cut off his 
Hand, ſent preſently to my quarters toone of my Servants to bring both Saw 
and Knife, alſo Dreſſings, of which at thoſe times we had always ready. They 
being brought, | took a red Ribbon from off my Caſe of Lancers, and buund 
it about his Arm ſome four Fingers breadth above the Carpys ; and having cut 
the Fleſh round off, I bared the Bones, and ſeparated the Fleſh between them, 
Then I ſawed off the Bones, and untied my Ligature, and bringing down the 
muſculous Fleſh and Skin over the end of them, without making any croſ; 
Sch, 1 dreſt up that Stump with ReſtriCtives and good Bandage, and return. 
ed again to my Quarters. I had not been one hour gone, but I was ſent lor 
again to this Souldier, he being (as the Meſſenger ſaid) grievouſly pained. { 
wondred at it, and haſtned away : But before I came to his Hut, 1 heard him 
crying. I enquiring the cauſe, it wasſome while beto:e he would anlwer me. 
But at laſt he told me, he was not able ro endure that red Ribbon that I tied 
his Arm with. I was at firſt ſurprizcd to think I ſhould leave the Ligature up- 
on his Arm, that being a ſure way to bring a \Vortifica:ion upoi) the Part. 
I therefore put my hand 1n my Pocket, and feeling the Ribbun on the Caſe of 
Lancets, ſhewed it him. He ſeemed at firſt to doubt it ; but aiter he taw tz 
was fo, he laught, and wa: from that time in caſe. Two days after, our men 
were chafed out of the Town and Chappel-fort. I was.at the ſame time drel- 
fing the wounded man in the Town almoli under the Chappel-fort, and hear- 
Ing a woman cry Fly, fly, the Fort is taken; I turned aſide a little amazr4 to- 
wards the Line, not knowing what had beendone : butgetting up the Works, 
I ſaw our people running away, and thoſe ot the Fort ſhooting at them. 1 
{lipt down this Work into the Ditch, and got out of the Trench ; and as 
began to run, hearing one call, Chirurgeon, I turned back, and ſeeing a man 
hold up a ſtumped Arm, I thought it was the {riſi-m.27 whom I had fo latcly 
dilmembred : Whereupon [ returned, and helpt him up. We ran together, ic 
being within half a Musket-ſhot of the Enemies Fort 3 but he out-ran me 


quite. I afterwards cured him in few weeks by the method already propoſcd 
n the preceding Diſcourle.

Chap. III. - Of Fiſuls +. © 959 


Crap. III. 
© Of Fiſtulw: 


' A Fiſtula, according to the vulgar denomination, is a Sinuous Ulcer ſup- 

poſed to be of two or three months continuance. But to ſpeak ſtrictly, 
thote only are Fiſtule which are at leaſt of ſo many years growth, and are ac- 
companied with a Cal/xs. Every part of the body is ſubject to theſe Ulcers ; 
but eſpecially the Arms, Legs, Thighs and Hips. The worſt ſort of theſe, at 
leaſt that ever I ſaw, was from Gun-ſhot Wounds with Fracture, where there 
hath been loſs of Bone, or where through long continuance the Caries hath 
chambered the Bone : in which caſes the Lips of the Wound and the Wound 
it ſelf become callous, by keeping them long open in order to the .Exfoliation 
of the Bone, in which caſe the Lips grow hard, and become thick and inver- 
ted. In theſe the Simus's are more or tewer in number, accordingly as the Ab- 
ſcels or Wound was more or leſs linuous. 

This Cal/us of the Fiſtula 1s haſtened by the tranſpiration and reſolution of c:uic. 

the thin and ſubtil Humours, and the incraflation of the more pituitous ; by 
the congeſtion of which a long Pipe of Skin is made, which brancheth it ſelf 
inwards from the Orifice quite through all the Cavities of the Ulcer : from 
whence it hath its name. 

The Differences of theſe Fiſiule are made not only from the Parts affected ; Diftcren-c 

as ſome are in Fleſhy parts, others in Tendonous, or in the Bones or Joynts, or 
11 the Breaſt, Belly, @c. but alſo from the figure, magnitude, and number of 
the Sinus's 5 as ſometimes there is only one, then again two or three, crooked or 
winding till they enter the Bones theinſelves. 

They are known by the view, an by the touching of the Parts, or by S's" 
ſearching with a Probe, and from the dilcharge of a thin ſerous faxtid Matter, 
alſo from the arched Hollowneſs they have. If by your ſearching, the Parts 
are pained, or if blood follows your Probe, the Fiſtula is not confirmed : but 
it neither happen, then it is. 

All Fiſtula's are hard to cure, and thoſe of long continuance with great dif- Prognofiici-: 
charge of depraved Humours from the Viſcera are worſt. Thoſe among(t the 
Bones and great Joynts are very difhcult to cute, by reaſon of the Senſbility of 
the Parts, which for the moſt part admits neither of Dilatation nor Inciſion. 
Thoſe which are in ſuch places where you may fafely lag them-.open, or re- 
move the Callus, are more eafie of Cure. 

The way of Care is performed either by manual Operation, or by Me- Cure 
Jicaments. But before you proceed in either, you are to conſider that theſe 
Fiſtula's are ſubject to Pain and Defluxion : wherefore you are in the firſt 
place to proceed by Evacuation of thoſe Humours which may diſturb you in 
your work 3 and that is done by Purging and Bleeding, good Fraumatick 
Decottions, with obſervation of Diet, &c. as ts faid 1n the univerſal Regiment 
of Ulcers. 

To proceed in the Cure by manual Operation, you are to conſider the 
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part affefted, whether the Calls be only 1n the Lips, or in the baſis of the 


Fiſtuls, or throughout the whole length of the Sinzs. And this is diſcovered, 
as | have ſaid before, by the Probe, &c. If there be neither Pain nor Matter, 
and the Fiſtnla be tending only down direly to the Bone, 1t will then be beſt 
tolet it alone, accounting it as an imperfeCt Cicatrix, and that it will in time 
grow more cloſe : but it it be otherwiſe, you muſt then remove the Cas in 
order to the Cure. 

If the Sinzs be in a place where it- may conveniently be laid open with- 
out Dilatation, divide it with Knife or Sciſſors the whole length. If after 
laying it open the Sins be not throughout callous, remove that which is, 
and heal it according to the common method of Ulcers. But if the Ori- 
fice of the Fiſtula be ſo ſtreight and narrow, that you cannot lay it open, you 
muſt then dilate it with Tents of Sponge, Gentian, Ariſtolochia, Eldern-pith, 
ec. until the Sins be large enough for your purpoſe. And to further this 
work, it may be proper that you outwardly apply ſuch Medicaments as ma 
by their emollieat and digeſtive quality refolve and diflipate the Matter 
impacted in the Parts about it: and theſe are rad. althee, lilior. enulz cam- 
pan. ſigill. Solomon. cucumer. agreſt. ſem. lini , ſ@nugrac, medull. oſfſinm , ax- 
ung. porcin, axung. human. anſeris , gallin. unguent. dialthze, gum. galban, 
Ammoniac, &c. Of theſe you may make Fomentations, Cataplaſms, or Ce- 
r0!s. You have alſo to this purpoſe empl. de ranis cum &- ſine Mercurio, 
en-p!. de mucilag. diachyl. cum gum. The Fiſtula thus diſpoſed for laying 
open, you muſt conſider whether you may not remove the Cal/zs by Cathe- 
reticks : to which purpoſe Celſ#5 propofeth lachr. papaver. Cadmia, atramentun 
futorium, £rugo, ſandarach. aluw. We commonly ule lap. cauſtic. Vigon. trocb. de 
-1inio, arſenicur, ol. chalchanth. Or thus : Rc cere, reſine, an. 3j. ſublimat. Nij. 
or more or leſs 3 mix this upon the fire, and dip a Sponge in it, but not too 
hot, left you burn your Sponge: then preſs it out, and cut it into ſuch a 
form as may ſerve your purpole. Guido commends ag. forts as moſt excel- 
lent for deſtroying the Calx of all theſe Fiſtula's. But if you bad rather 
have an Inxction, you way make this or ſuch like: RK anguent. /Egypticc. 
5þ. ſublimat. ſs. arſenic. Dj, lixiv. ſapon. 3j. aq. roſ. 3ij. ag. plantag. iii). 
botl this ad 4ertie partis conjurpt. calt in a little of it with a Syringe three 
days together, ſhutting the Orifice up with Wax or ſome Plaiſter : ſo ſhal! 
you conſume all the Call#s. But you mult conſider well the fituation of the 
Fiſtula, leſt by its too far penetrating it hurt the Bone or Parts underneath. 
Alter the application of theſe ſtronger Medicaments, you muſt by Lenients 
mitigate the Pain, and defend the Part from Defluxions, which for the molt 
part attend ſuch Eſcharoticks. Theſe are, DecoCtions of fol. malue, biſmalue, 
violar. verbaſe. hyoſcyam. ſem. cydonior. hord. or ol. vitell, ovor. butyruns, axung. 
porcin. uuguent. baſtlic. cum ol. lilior. dialthea, &c. And apply over them 
Refrigerants 3 as empl. e bolo, oxeltum , diapalmr. cum ſuccis 5 or ſome ot 
the Defenſatives mentioned in this Treatiſe. When the Inflammation 13 
repelled, and the caſt off, you may deterge with this : Rc terebint. 
in aq. vite lot. 3Wt. ſucc. apii, cynogloſſ. an, 3vj. mel. roſ. 3jſs. decoq. ad 
ſauce. conſumpt.. deinde adde rad. ariſtoloch. rot. pulv. ij. far. Iupinor. 5/.- 

you may add to it pulv. ireos, myrrh. ſarcocoll, thuris, and thereby incarn : 
then cicatrize with auguert. deſiccat. ruby, &xc. If the Bone be carious, you 
ought to conſider how far the Caries hath entred into it, and proceed in the 
removal of it either by aftual Cautery, or Rugines, ſcraping the Rottennels 
off : then by Catagmaticks haſten the Exfoliation of the Bone, and proceed 
in the reſt of the Cure with Sarcoticks and Epuloticks, But if the Fiſt»l« 
be near or over ſome nobte Part, or if there be Nerve, Tendon or Artery near, 
or 
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or if it be deep in the great Bones or in the Joynts, where you may not ſafely 
proceed by aQual or potential Cautery, and it will not yield to milder Medi- 
caments 3 you ſhall do better to palliate it by ſome Waters and Unguents, 


which may diſpoſe the Part to quiet, purging the Patient ſometimes, and ob- 
ſerving the univerſal Regiment in Diet, exc. 


N Officer of the King's Army laboured long of a Fiſtulz, occaſioned by Obſervaion 
a Gun-ſhot Wound in the upper part of the Os 1ibiz near the Knee, 5 © 
where it had formerly been ſhattered, many fragments of Bones caſting out in the 9+ 
at times. He had been ſometime my Patient jin Frazce ; but here I finiſht ###*: 
what I there attempted, and had not time to do After general Evacuation, 
I applied a Cauſtick the whole length of the Sinus, whereby I took off that 
Callus, gave vent to the diſcharge of that foetid Ichor made in the Ulcer, and 
took out ſeveral pieces of the rotten Bone which were ſhut in there. That 
done I ſcraped away the remaining Rottenneſs, and dreſt the Bone with Catag- 
matick powders, &*c. by which means after ſome time a Ca/us thruſt forth, 
and united with the neighbouring Fleſh, which incarned with the Lips, and 
was afterwards cicatrized by the common Epuloticks. 
It often happeneth, that in the time of the Exfoliation of carious Bones, as 
in Gun-ſhot Wounds and old Ulcers, while we are attending, Exfoliation, the 
Lips grow callous, ſo that the Cicatrix is deep, and the Lips lie at ſome di- 
ſtance. In which caſe heretofore I have taken much pains to ſmooth them : 
but have fince by experience found, that in time thoſe Lips fink of themſelves, 
and as the Callxs riſeth up to them the Cicatrix becometh firm and ſeemly, 


without giving the Patient that trouble of removing them by Cautery or 
Knife. |

Of Fra@ures. . 


Bone is a ſimilar Part of the Body, and the hardeſt and drieſt of all. The ofice 
The general Uſe of which is, Stabilimentum ac fundamentum reliquis and Uie of 
omnibus Partibus largiri, to be a firm Prop and Foundation, upon the _ 

| ſtrength whereof all the reſt of the Parts are built. The whole Sce- 

letor conſidered joyntly, may be looked upon as performing that office to the 

Little world, that Atlas hath been fabulouſly reported to do to the Great one : 

it bears the whole bulk of it, and fuſtains it in all its motions 3 none of which 

could be performed, if either the Bones were not, or not fo articulated and 
joynted as upon defeRion they appear to be. Nam ſt ofa abeſſent, non flee- 

remus manus, 10n nerves & fibras. Nay, if the leaſt Bone be but a little mai- 

med, the uſe of the Part is hindred. But they are not only Fulcimenta, as 
Galen ſays, De Uſu partium, ſed etiam Defenſio, but alſo a Defence. The Cra- 
nium, weluti Galea, as a Helmet defends the Brain from external injuries. So 
PeFus Offibus clauditur 3 the Heart, Lungs, and great Veſlells of the Thorax, 
are guarded by a Walt of Ribs. The Spina is a Bulwark to the Marrow 1n- 
cluded in it : and ſuch a defence is the Os pubis and the Os coxe and [on to 
the Womb and Bladder. Others otherwiſe ſerve the uſes of Nature. As 
the three little Bones ir mcatu Anditorio, by firming the-Tympanur, are a great 
help to the Hearing: the Os hyozdes affiſteth the ſwallowing, by managing, » 
the Root of the tongue and the Epiglottzs : the Rotula ſerves the motions of® 
the Knee : and the Teeth prepare the Meat by Maſtication. Not a Bone but 
hath its particular end ſet out, There was a reaſon of the Temper, of the 
Magnitude, of the Number, of the Subſtance, of the Situation, of the Con- 
nexion of them 3; the wile Creatoyr as much ſhunning ſupertluity as deficiency. 
Indeed, the whole Fabrick is ſo full of Excellency, that it would take up 
much time to expreſs it. But that is not my bulineſls. The Subjedt [ 
nave undertaken to treat of is their Misfortune : and that is twofold ; oY 
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be fratured, and diſlocated. That of FraQures I have propoſed for the firſt 
part of my preſent Diſcourſe 3 and that only in genera], it being ſufficient for 
my deſign. 
OPER an 0 ooepd methodically, I ſball begin with their Definition of a Fracture, 
of Frattures. WhO, according to Galen de Methodo medendi, make it to be Onitionis ſive 
continuitatis ſolutio quecunque in offe. But this being too genera], and ta- 
king in all Carioſity and Ulcers of the Bones, which hardly belong to this 
Head of Chirurgery, the Moderns have more cloſely defined it to be, Olſcr 
diviſio ſen ruptura 2 cauſa violenter irruente. But this likewiſe ſees to me 
to be liable to many Exceptioos. I ſhall name only this, viz. That a Cut 
made into a Bone by a Sword or a ſharp Inſtrument ſeems to be rather + 
Wound, tha ture. And for this reaſon Guido de Canliaco makes it to be 
continuitati in ofſe non a re qualibet fata, ſed ab ea que contundit, But [ 
muſt ſtil] beg pardon, if 1 be not yet ſatisfied with this Deſcription, becauſe 
it leaves out all ſuch FraQtures as are made by: any accidental bowing of a 
Bone, either in a Wrench, or any other cafe where, without any Blow or Con- 
tufion of Parts, the Bone ſnaps in ſunder, and then wounds the neighbouring 
Muſcles, even to the thruſting of it ſelf very often quite through the Skin. 
Theſe are (caſes of- Battel excepted) the moſt frequent of all Frattures; yet 
not without ſome violence to be reduced to any of theſe latter Definitions. I 
The au- ſhall theretore chuſe to define a Fracture in the following words 3 It is a $0. 
thour's Defi- Jation of continuity in a Bone, ſuddenly made, either by Contuſion or Flexure, 
* pron 0! By Contuſion I mean, cither a Blow by a blunt. Inſtrument, or a Preſſure by 
a great Weight ; either of which uſually bruiſeth the Fleſh about the Bone, 
as well as the Bone it ſelf. In Contrafiſſures indeed the Bruiſe is not imme- 
diately upon the Fracture, but in the place where the Blow is given. In 
Flexure there 1s ſeldome any Bruiſe, but what is made by the edges of the 
_ it (elf after it 1s ſnapped in funder. All other Fractures are reducible to 
thele. . 
Amoeng(t the Greeks it was commonly known by the name of Catagma, 
I purpoſe not to'trouble you with the nice DiſtinCions in Fraftures, nor yet 
with their various Names. Galen in his Book de Method. wedend; complains 
thus in his time: Nor deſunt ex Medicis junioribus , qui ambitioſe omnes 
Fraqurarum differentias propriis nominibus interpretantur 3 There want not 
(laith he ) young Phyſicians who affe&t to give proper names to all the (c- 
veral kinds of FraCtures : At non Hippocrates bujus fuit ſententie 3 nor {ball [ 
Difference:. ſpend my time ſo, but, according to Galer, do take the Difference in Fradtures 
tO arile, 1. a figura, 2. a magnitudine, 3. ab oſſium fraForum varietate. Firſt, 
from their Figure: and that is either right, que fit per longitudinem; or tranl- 
verle, per /atitudinem; or oblique, which is as it were compounded out of the 
two former. Secondly, 2 magnitudine, according as the Fracture is greater. 
or leſs. The third Difference is, ab ofſibus ipſis, that is, from the Bones them- 
{c]ves that are broken, whether it be the Arm, Leg, Ribs, &c. 
Cauſes. * Cauſes of Fractures internal there are none, unleſs they proceed ab hums- 
* Yibus corporis erodentibus 3 and of that ſort you may read many in Schenckius, 
F abr. Hildanws, and others. I my (elf have ſeen ſome, and lately. But thele, 
being from Eroſion, are rather to be called Ulcers with Caries, and therefore 
more fit to be diſcourſt of among Ulcers of that kind, to which I reter 
y ou, 

Of Caules external there are many ; as the too violent Aſſaults or Stroaks 
of all external things, which may bruiſe, break, ſhatter, or bend. In this 
number of Cauſes may alſo be reckoned Falls from on high, &c. 

The 9g-s of a Frafture without a Wound are for the moſt part a FO 

ent. 
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dent. The firſt and moſt certain is, when in our handling the Part we feel 
the pieces of Bones ſevered aſunder, and bear them crackle. Secondly, the 
Impotency of the Member. Thirdly, vehement Pain. Fourthly, a Diſtortion 
of the Part. It may alſo be diſcovered by comparing the one Member with the 
other; the fractured being the ſhorter. But if there be a Wound joined 
to the Frafture, then if the Bones thruſt themſelves not forth, yet you may 
calily know the Member to be fra&tured, if you ſearch with your finger or 
Probe. There is alſo a Curvedneſs, which may be reduced to a Fracture. I 
have ſeen it in Children often, as in D. C's little Daughter in the Old Baily, 
and Mr. N's Son in Black-friers, and others. It is as it were when you break a 
grcen Stick 3 it breaks, but ſeparates not: So is cured by a due Extenſion, 
with little trouble to the Chirurgeon, or Pain to the Patient after the Exten- 
ſion 1s made. 

If the Fracture be ſecundum longitudinem, it will appear firſt by the unna- 


tural thickneſs of the Member, then by the Pain and Inequality of the 
Part. 


As tothe Prognoſtick or Preſage, a Fracture of the Bones cannot be without ,,_.... 
danger : For of neceſlity the Solution of continuity muſt be great. If a gicks 
Wound be made 1n a Fleſby part, it is then proportionable to the Weapon 

that made it, C n0# wltra : But 1f the Bone be broken, propter rigiditatem & 
continuitatem non poteſt frangi, niſi totum frangatur. The Fratture is more 
dangerous in a great Bone than in a ſmall ; and the greater, if boththe Bones 

be broken, as the two Focills in the Leg, or if it be the Arm, where the Radins 

and Ulna are : yet if it happen in the middle of the Bones, it is the leſs dange- 
rous, Thoſe in or near the Joynt are more painful, and difficultly cured: And 

if any Shivers preſs upon the Nervous parts, ill Accidents commonly follow ; 

but of all the Fractures that with a Wound is moſt dangerous. 

Astothe time of Cure, the leſſer Bones are perfected in fourteen, eighteen, cure. 
or twenty five days, the bigger in forty or fifty, according to Guido. Yet 
let me adviſe you not tobe too haſty in taking the Patients out of their Beds; 
for in ſome Bodies the generation of Callxs is very (low, and a new Diſtortion 
may happen, and ill Accidents follow. I have been called into Conſultation 
upon ſuch an Accident 3 the Patient did recover, but by lying very long with- 
in doors contrated ſuch an ill Habit of body, as was not got off in a long 
while after. | 

In the Cure of Fractures Unition is required : But that cannot be made, 
unleſs Pain and Inflammation be prevented. For a Fracture of the Bones 
1s not made without an internal wounding of the Periofteum and Parts next 
toit, whence grievous Pain ariſes, which ſtirs up Defluxion, and is attended 
often with great Inflammation 3 and from the weakneſs of the Member ma- 
ny Excrements are made and received, which it is neither capable to aflt- 
milate, nor yet expel. And the miſchief is ſo much the greater, by how 
much the Bones lie deeper under the Muſcles, where they cannot be ſet, 
by reaſon of the great quantity of Fleſh interpoſing between them and the 
band of the Artiſt, The Intention purſued in this caſe is the Union of 
Bones, as I have already ſaid 3 which is not performed by the firſt Intention, 
ay it be 1n little Children, but by the ſecond, viz. an intervening of 

4UNS, 

The Method 1 thereto propoſe is, firſt, to joyn the fractured parts together; Ircenion; 
{econdly, to keep them ſo joyned : Thirdly, to preſerve the Tone of the © << 
Part; fourthly, to generate Callus 3 fifthly, to correct Accidents. 

That the Parts may berightly joyned together, there is need of Extenſion, |, 1atencor, 
and Coaptation. For in FraQures, eſpecially tranſverſe ones, the Bones 
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are commonly diſtorted, the re&itude of the Member loſt, ſome Parts are pro. 
minent, and others hollow, the fratured Bones lying one upon another ; 
and ſo the Member is made ſhort : & quia muſculi perpetud membra trahunt 
verſus ſuum principium, therefore Extenlion is neceſſary, that the Parts which 
are indirect may be brought right, and the Parts that ſtick out may be re- 
duced to their Cavities, And although ſometimes the Member ſeemeth not 


to be ſhort, as if it conſiſts of two Bones, and one broken, or that the fra. 
ured bones do not lie one over another ; nevertheleſs you ought to make 
due Extenſion in all Frattures, becauſe the Bones never lie exactly equal, and 
moſt frequently they ride one over another. The want of which Exten. 
ſion is one reaſon why the fractured Thigh-bones happen to be ſo often 
ſhorter than they ſhould be, as Celſ#s hath it m theſe words 3 97 femur per- 


fraifum fuerit, breve erit ; his reaſon is, quia nunquam in antiquun ſtatun: 


revertitur. And I find in Gater, that Hippocrates faies the ſame of the Lep 
and Arm and withal tells us, it is ſo, iff ante confirmationenm extenſto debita 
adhbibeatur, & commodl deligatione oſſuums coaptatio ſervetur. By whicu you may 
obſerve, the fault is want of good Extenſion, and keeping the Part in its right 
ſeat : For unleſs that be done, you ſhall hazzard the ſtarting again of tlc 
Bones, and thereby their fractured ends may happen to be broken off by mutu- 
al Attrition in the aft of joyning together : and if thoſe pieces do chance to 
fall in between the main Bones , they will then hinder their uniting - And 
it thoſe Shivers {lide outwardly towards the Membranes, they will caule 
extreme Pain. This 1nconvemence is therefore to be ſhunned by the help 
of Extenſion. But again m Extenſion there muſt be obſerved a mean, as 
| 3g0 notes: Ad magnam quidem Extenſtonem futurus Spaſmus valde ſuſpedus 
«/t. Yea fometimes the very Muſcles are torn afunder, as Galer: tells us: 
And ya cries out, Cave Extenſtonerm vehementem & Compreſſronem for- 
tem, ſicut faciunt multi ſtolidorum : Mnttoties enim faciunt Apoſtema calidun 
&* contraGionem in membro. By which it ſeems in his time there were ſach peo- 
ple, who thereby drew ſad Accidents, as Convulfions and Inflammations, up- 
on their Patients. But if the Extenſion beleſs than it ſhould, then, as I ſaid be- 
fore, the ends of the Bones rub one againſt another, and are broken, or not 
ſeated in their proper place. Therefore the bigger Bones having large Muſcles, 
which draw the Member forcibly to their Original, do require the ſtronger 
Extenſion 3 and ſuch are thoſe of the Thighs, Legs and Arms. Andif both 
the Focils of the Arm be broken, the Radius requires the more Extenſion, 
becauſe it hath no Muſcles to draw it upwards, its motion being only ſecun- 
dum pronum &- ſupinum. In Extenſionit behoves us to obſerve debitar fieu- 
rationem, that the Member be extended is: ea fienra que minimum facit 
dolorem, faith Galen : which is done, if the Fibres of the Muſcles be ſtretcht 
according to their reqitude. Children, and ſuch as are of a ſoft Ha- 
bit of body, do beſt ſuffer Extenſion : Elderly and dry Bodies the con- 
trary. 

In the next place is to beconſidered the moſt reaſonable time wherein to rc- 
duce the Fraftures. And herein we all agree, the ſooner the better, and 
that to avoid Inflammation ; and according to Celſus, Si in primis dicbns 
non reſtlauratur, inflammatio oritur, &c, If at the firſt or ſecond day the 
Fratture be not reduced it is in danger of Inflammation and Mortification : 
F or indeed after theſecond day, it is ſuppoſed the Fracture saccompanied with 
great Defluxion, and fo yields not to Extenſion without hazzard of drawing 
luch iIl Accidents upon it ſelf. 

Therefore Fallopixs in his Expoſition upon Hippocrates De Capitis vulne- 
ribus, and by his authority, tells us what we ſhall do in ſuch acaſe, S «-

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non ſuerit in ſuo loco, (ates he, ideo ad ſeptimam, qui eft primns terminus Iflaum” 
mationis, vel uſque ad nonam, qui eſt ſecundus, debemns bene advertere : & 0: 

portet impedire inflammationem. It the Bone was not reſtored before the 

time of Inflammation, then we ought to attend till the ſeventh day, which 

is the firſt period of Inflammation, or until the ninth day, which isthe ſecond 

period : And al] this time we ought to reſtrain the Dctluxion, vel per lenitioners 

doloris, vel expreſſuonem &+ deligationem loci. Lenimns autem medicamentis oleo- 

fir, que habent vim refrigerandi, vel per deligationem pluribus faſciis ; ether 

by lenient Medicines, or by Deligation. We lenitie with ſoft cooling Oils - 

We make our Deligation or Bandage by many turns of the Rowlers. Theſe 

are to be done until the ſeventh or ninth day. Inflammation abating gives - 

you opportunity for reducing the Fracture. The Inſtruments for Extenfion Eee 
are threefold. Firſt, the Chirurgeon's Hand, for gentle Extenſion : And let © 
him place his Hand near the Fracturez otherwiſe he (hall hurt the ſound 

Part by too much Compreſſion, and not avail bimſelf much in his Extenſion. 
Secondly for the middle Extenſion there are Fares and Habeng, a ſort of 
Bandage fit to pluck at in orderto Extenſion. Thirdly, there are Organa 

and Machinamenta, Engines uſed often by us, but invented by the Ancients : 

And they are for the moſt ſtrong Extenfion. But before you. make your 
Extenſion, conſider whether the Member be not fractured 1n more places than 

one. An old Gentleman came out of the Country, and by a Fall going 

down Ludgate-hill brake his right Arm a little above the Wrilt tranſverſe; 

and near the bending of the Arm was a ſecond Fratture oblique. This dou- 

ble Fra&ure hath happened to others in the Leg. It requires your circum- 
ſpection, leſt the one eſcape our ſight, and the Member be left deformed, and 
weakned in its ation. 

The Extenſion made, the Extenders are to be looſened gently, and the Q- Coapration- 
peratour mult with his hand endeavour as gently to preſs down the ends of 
the Bones, and joyn them ſmooth and even together. And if there be any 
little Shiver that will not be placed even with us fellows, cut upon it, and 
take it out. You ſhall know the perfe& Coaptation of Parts by theſe Signs. Signs ot 
Firſt, if the fractured Member anſwer to the ſound ; ſecondly, if by your .- is ; 
handling of it you feel nolnequality 3 and thirdly, if Pain be abated. 

Theſecond Intention in curing of Fractures is, that the Parts brought to- 2 Intention. 
gether may ſo be preferved : And that is performed by Bandage, which ought 
to be ſo made, as not only to keep the Parts ſo joined together, but to de- 
tend them from Inflammation. And to this purpoſe I commend to you that of 
Hippocrates from my own practice. It conſiſts of three Rowlers made of li- 
nen Cloath, not too courſe, leſt thereby it ſhould offend the fratured Mem- 
ber ; nor yet too ſoft and fine, leſt it break. 

With the firſt Rowler you are to begin upon the Fracture, and take 
three Turns there. Then rowl upward to the ſound part, and o alittle high- 
er, and there end this Rowler. [t will keep the Fracture a little ſteady, un- 
til the other Bandage be made, and reſtrain the influx of Humours which 
might cauſe Inflammation. 

The ſecond Rowler ought to be as long again as the firſt, and muſt be 
rowled contrary to the firtt; as for inſtance, if the firſt was made to the 
right hand, thismuſt be turned to the left : So that if the Muſcles by the firſt 

andage were wreathed too much on one fide, they now may be reſtored 
3gatn to theother. This ſecond Rowler muſt begin upon the FraQture, and 
after a Turn or two there, muſt be carried downwards, that ſo you may preſs 
the influx of Humours from the fratured part. And ſo having made three 
or four Turns downwards upon the ſound part, you may rowl upwards 
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again by the F racture, and making a Circumvolution upon the Fratture jr 
ſelf, pals upwards, until you come tothe end of the fiſt Rowler. And there 
Hippocrates terwinates this ſecond mT” of becauſe there 1s fear of the de- 
ſcent of Humours 4 parte ſuperiori : And theſe two Bandages do more de- 
fend the Part from Inflammation, than ſtrengthen the Frafure. But 
they being made, Hippocrates puts over them Compreſles of linen Cloth 
three or tour times doubled, of ſuch length as to reach over the Fra. 
ure; but ſo narrow, as that five or ſix might be placed round about the 
Fracture, the diſtance of a finger one from another. Theſe are to be ſpreq 
with a little Cerote, only to make them ſtick. They are called Plagyls 
and Splenia from their figure, and do ſupply the defect of agglutinatiye 
Medicaments, and lefſen the Pain, by hindering the Compreflion of the 
Bandage. 

The third Rowler of Hippocrates faſtens the ſaid Compreſles ; and its firl 
Turn is made upon the FraQture, the one head being carried upwards, an! 
the other downwards. And you are to take notice, that the Bandages are t© 
be drawn more ſtreight upon the fractured Parts than elſewhere, that the ſai! 
Parts being more weak, may be kept from Detluxions. 

Celſus in his eighth Book, and tenth Chapter, propoſes another way ct 
Bandage. Firſt, hedipt a Cloth in Red wine and Oll, and applied it over 2nd 
about the Fracure, and over that he brought fix Rowlers, his two firſt b<ing 
thoſe of Hippocrates, and fo he rowled them : then he uſed abroad double 1:- 
nen Cloth, ſpred with Cerote, to keep them cloſe down. And his reaſon is, 
becauſe the tractured Bone hath always a propenſity that way whither jr 
tended when fractured 3 therefore, ſaith he, you are alwaysto pnt a Comprel: 
of linen Cloth, dipt in Wine and Ol, e parti que contraria eſt parti in quars 
,acmbrum inclinat. And over this he brings the four remaining Rowlers; ſo 
as the following Rowler be rowled contrary to the former, and the third 
end 31 inferiori parte, 1n the lower part, relique omnes in ſuperiori terminum ha- 
beant, all the re{t end above. 

Theſe are the Bandages of Hippocrates and Celſs, men of the greateſt Au- 
thority in Chirurgery, and are followed almoſt by all that have writ ſince, 
and are of excellent ufe in Fractures in and near the Joints, wherethere is fear 
of Inflammation. Bur then 1n your Binding you muſt obſerve (ach a mean 


Sign: of good as conſiſts with the eaſe of the Member bound. A ſmall and lax Tumour ap-

daye, 


pearing at the extremity of the Member a day after, is a fign of good Ban- 
dage: But if there appear no Tumour, orift the Swelling be great and hard, 
then the Bandage is naught 3 the firſt ſhewing the Bandage not to be freight 
enough, and the laſt too {treight. Therefore you ſhould often viſit your Pa- 
tient, to inform your ſelf how the Bandage is. 

But if no' Accident happen, you ſhall not unbind the Fracture until the 
(eventh day : And then, it all be well, the Bandage will begin to (lacker 
of it ſelf; and if itbe not well, you may then ſee your errour, and timely 
help it. And that is one reaſon, why Fractures ſhould be opened about 
that time. Another may be, for that often in Fratures there is an intolera- 
ble Itching, through the detention of Humours, which are made ſharp by 
Deligation, (Perſpiration being thereby hindred,) andthat is wont to term!- 
nate in a molt painful Excoriation and inflamed Redneſs. In which calc 
you are to bath the affected Part with warm Water, that the Matter may 
be evaporated: And then the Member is to be bound up again. But here you 
are to put Ferule or Splintsin ſtead of the Splenia or Comprefles. Whereas in 
Fractures with great Contulton, or in and nearthe Joints, I have continued the 
ule of Compreſles wet in Whites of Eggs during the whole Cure wo 
go0 
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oood ſuccels. And lately a Youth about ten years of age, labouring under 0v(-rvation 
x carious Ulcer 'o his Foot, the laſt great Froſt brake his Thigh-bone accor- 

ding to the length of the Member. This Fracture was covered with emp/. 

> bolo and Splenia moiſtened i» album. ovor. with Bandage, &c. as is propoſed 

in this Treatiſe; by which the fractured Bones were kept even and cloſe to- 

gether with much eaſe to the Child, and agglutinated firmly by the Callzs in- 
trervening. Mr. Towel, ſometimes a Servant of mine, ſct his Thigh-bone for 

me, I being at that preſent otherwiſe imployed. 

But all the Ancients after the'ſeventh day did uſc Splintsz and fo have 
where they might (afely be uſed : For they not only keep the Member {teady, 
but ſtraight. And of theſe ſome are made of Tin, others of Scabbard, Paſt- 
board, and of Wood, ſowed up in linen Cloaths. FThole of Tin do very 
well, by reaſonof their lightneſs. Thoſe of Scabbards are apt to bow, and ſo 
thoſe of the thickeſt Paſtboard, eſpecially if they chance to be wet. And 
thoſe of Wood are heavy, and apt to inflame the Member. Yet through the 
Artiſt's care they may be all uſed with good ſucceſs, yea from the firſt day 
of the Fracture. As 1n the caſe of a Reverend Divine, who brake both the 
Focils of his left Leg within a few fingers breadth of the Ancle. This per- 
ſon laboured under an Aſthma, whith Mevouſly ſhook the fractured Mem- 
ber 3 wherefore I was neceſlitated to put on Ferwize the very firſt dreſling, 
which I continued the uſe of during the whole time of his Cure. He lately 
told me, that he never felt the lealt pain in that Leg fince I took off the laſt 
Plaiſter, which ismore than ten years ſince. But Hippocrates uſed them not until 
the ſeventh day. For before that day there was more need of hindring the 
Inflammation, than of ſtrengthemng the Fracture 3 poſt ſeptimam contra, but 
afterward the contrary is required. 

The third Intention in curing of Fractures 1s, in preſerving the Tone of the 3: Intention: 
Part. Natura enim os unire nequit, niſt pars ſit ſana; Nature cannot knit the 
Bones while the Parts are under a Diſtemper : And that cannot preſently be 
removed. For though fractured Bones be very well ſet, yet there will remain 
ſome Cavermle, which will be aptto fill with Saries, which the Part through 
its weakneſs can neither well afftimilate nor expel, and ſo is like to be 
burthened with excrementitious Humours. Therefore Phlebotomy may be 
here of ſpecial uſe, and the keeping of the Belly ſoluble by Clyſters, or 
otherwiſe, and a {lender Diet muſt be preſcribed. This is the work of the 
Phyſicians. But they not being always at hand, I thought fit to mention 
it, and (o to proceed to ourown work, in keeping up the Tone of the Part. 
And hereto we have need of ſuch Medicines que materiam influxam deſccant, 
& inflammationemrepellunt, which dry up Serofities, and repel Inflammation. 
And theſe in a word are Aftringentia, of which we have choice. Hippocra- 
tes uſed Cerote, then Red wine : Celſaus, as you have heard, uſed Oil of 

Myrtils and Roſes, Red wine, and Whites of Eggs together : Others again 
uſed Whites of Eggs alone 3 and others added Oll of Myrtil, balaſt. roſ.rubr. 
Jang dracon. bol. Armen. and with a little Wine made it up to the con- 
iſtence of a Liniment, and appliedit upon Cloaths over the Fracture. By the 
uſe of this latter Medicament I cured a man whoſe Arm was ſore bruiſed, 
and fractured in many pieces, by the fall of a piece of Cannon, which brake 
looſe in a Storm, while we were preparing to lay aboard our enemy. Over 
this Reſtrictive I applied Splenia of double ſoft Linen with Bandage, as in 

Compound Fractures, and happily Cured him. If the Inflammation be not 

great, 1 then take expl. diapalme, and ſome of the forementioned Powders, 

with a little Oil of Myrtil and Vinegar, made up to the confiſtence of an 

Emplaſter, which I ſpread upon Cloth pretty thick, and apply over the 


Fracture. 
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Fracture, It not only reſtrains the Defluxion, but ſtrengthens the Fracture, 

The Medicaments propoſed are all very good, and excellently preſerve the Tone 

of the Part, if they be proportioned according to the greatneſs of the Malady. 

Poſition of — There is yet farther requiſite to the performance of this Intention, a right 

tx: Member. Pofition of the Member : And that, according to Galer, debet eſſe mollis ; the 

hurt Part ought to lie ſoft : For that hard lying preſſes upon the bruiſed 

Bones and Fleſh, and cauſes Pain and Inflammation. Debet efſe £qualis, n+ 

diſtorqueat It muſt lie ſmooth or equal, becauſe an uneven placing diſtorts 

or draws awry the Part. Surſum verſus, ne humores deſcendant ; It ſhould lie 

ſomewhat high, leſt a painful Defluxion fall upon it. Oport«t congruan 

membri figurationem conſiderare : It behoves, ſaith Hildanus, to conſider the 

convenient figure of the Member, that the Muſcles be kept in their right Site, 

which is moſt free from Pain. Hec autem eſt figura media; which it 1t be not 

oblerved, exiguo poſt tempore membrum dolere ſolet. What thoſe Pains are, you 

may poſſibly gueſs, bur no tongue can expreſs. Therefore you ought to 

handle the Member very tenderly ; and if the Fracture be made 7» C:bito, 

place it in a Caſe made of Paſtboard, with a ſoft Pillow under it, and b:ing 

It up to the Breaſt with a fine Towel, or the like. But if it be the Leg 

that is fractured, we then place it in BEd, or in a Cradle, or upon a Pil- 

low quilted in the midſt with Junks to ſupport it; having a ſpectzl care 

that the Hollow of the Ham and Heel be filled up, leſt the weight of the 

Foot hurt the Heel, from whence grievous Pain doth enſue, and fad Acci- 
dents may follow, asat large you may read in F abr. Hildanus. 

The fourth Intention is, Callum gererare, to make Callus which is to be 
endeavoured after the fear of Inflammation is over, quia natura partis «ſz 
non poteſt Callum generare; and that ceaſeth circa diem ſeptizmam, about the 
ſeventh day, ſooner or later. And if after that time the Fracture be to be 
ſet, poſſunt diverſa & mala accidentia generari, ſaith Vigo. Yet after the ſeven- 
teeth day of the Fratture I have ſet the Thigh-bone, and cured the Patient, 
without any ill Accidents : He is yet living to teſtifie it. 

How the Ca/us is made, you may readat large in Fallopins, in his Expo- 
ſition of Hippocrates. And though it be not Bone, it is ſo hard, faith he, 
that if the Member hap again to be broke, potizs in alia parte frangitur, quan 
ubi Callus eſt genitus, \t breaks any where rather than in the Calls. 

Two things are therefore required : Firſt, that it be ſupplied with fit mat- 
ter 3 ſecondly, that that matter be not waſhed from the edges of the fractured 
Bones, aut foras evocetur, ſaith Galer. As for the matter to make Callus, 
Diet for the molt Authors do agree, that there be a greater liberty in Diet. At quo 
ao "8g tempore (faith Galen) Callus gienitur, nutriendum corpus eſt cibis boni ſucct, 
0 (au  O+ qui multi nutriant. And that muſt be viſcous: His reaſon is, quia oſs 

alimenturs craſum And for that reaſon Authours commend at this time 
Otall of Flelh, and Broths of Kid and Veal, and the like, boiled with Rice 
or Wheat. They alſo allow ſweet Wines. But this liberty in Diet [ think 
is better forborn, for thereby we often ſee great Obſtruftions ariſe, eſpecially 
there where our Patients are inclinable to feed plentifully. Therefore 1n ſuch 
Fractures where the Patient is conſtrained to keep his Bed, I propoſe a (lcn- 
der Diet, and of ſuch things as areof eaſie Digeſtion. For without that liber- 
ty ſurely we cannot fail to compleat our Cure; the Bones having naturally 
a Porineſs in them, in which is always contained a matter fit for their Nou- 
riſkment z and ex illo ipſo nutrimento in fra@uris generatur Callus, of that 
Nourilhment Callus is made. So if we be careful to preventInflammation. 
and the like Miſchiefe, which diſturb Nature in her a&ions, and apply 
luch Remedies as may dry tbe proper Nouriſhment into Calls, we ſhall not

fail then of our deſire : Awad thoſe remedies, according to Gale, ought to be 
Emplaſtick and moderately hot. For, faith he, ea Callos tum promovent, 
tum augent : Yue digerendi vim obtinent, ea magnos jam Callos diminunnt. There- 
fore it behoves us with care to fit our Medicines to the Age and Conſtitution 
of our Patients. For thoſe which are proper for Men of ripe age, if applied 
to Children and tender bodies, would fo dry the Callzs, that they would quite 
diminiſh it, and fruſtrate our Cure. In Children Albycaſirs commends to 
us the application of Whites of Eggs alone, or with a little farina volatilis : 
in thoſe of more years, pulv. myrrhe, aloes, acacie, cm. tragacanth. thus, lab- 
danum, &c. Emplaſirum ſti. Paracelſ. diapalm. oxycroceum, ſeverally or 
mixt, are proper. But this latter V7go is very angry with, and ſays it is a 
Diabolical Emplaſter, too hot for the Summer, and not very proper for Win- 
ter. Vigo's emplaſir. ad ofſuum fratFuras 1s excellent ; and ſo is our Catag- 
maticum 1n the London diſpenſatory. As to internal Medicines, there are 
many 3 but I ſhall only recommend to you ofteoco/la, and that by the autho- 
rity of Fabr. Hildanus, who often experienced it. The Doſe was 5j. in ag. 
rad. ſymphyti: And with this fo given he cured a compound Fracture in one 
above fixty years of age. At in juvenibus & ſucculentis non putat convenire 
oſteocollumn. 

Thus I have propoſed fit materials for the generation of Callus : Now leſt 
that the matter of which it is to be generated ſhould be hindred from 
thruſting forth, it behoveth you to alter the Bandage, the Member not re- 
quiring to be rowled now fo ſ{tretght 5 by which means the nutritious Juices 
will have libercy to flow in, and there by gradual Digeſtion to thicken into a 
Callus. In taking off your Dreſſings, you are to conſider whether the Callus 
generated be fuchas 1s required. How the fault of the Calls is to be remedied, 
it it be greater or leſs than it ſhould be, you ſhall hear preſently. 

If the Fradtare be imple, whether tranſverſe or ſecundum longitudinem, they 
are cured by the ſame methods; only theſe latter require a more ſtri& Ban- 
dage, otherwiſe the Bones will be apt to riſe and make a gibbous Member. 

The fitth Intention 1s, the correcting of thoſe Accidents which happening 5: Intention. 
in Fractures retard their Cure : And they are many 3 as Pain, Inflammation, 
Apoſtemation, Gangrene, Itching, Excoriation, Callus more or lefs than 
ſhould be, Weakneſs of the Member, and depraved Figure. If Pain invade 
theplace, then Lenients are proper, and ſuch remedies as reſtrain Defluxion, 
and hinder [ntlammation 3 of which fort I have mentioned fome, and for more 
variety refer you to thoſe which are ſet down in the Chapter of Phlegmor. 

If Gangrene appear, flacken your Bandage, and foment the Part with a 
Lixivinne wm which have been boiled ſcordinm, abſenth. centanr. and thelike. 
You may alſo apply over all a Cataplaſm of Barley-meal, Lupines, with the 
addition of ſuch Ingredients as have been preſcribed in the Chapter of Ga»gre- 
za. But if Itching affe& the Part, then foment it with warm Water, which 
will give abreathing to 1t by the Pores 3 or with Salt-water, que propter ſale 
expurgat & poros aperit. The Itching neglected is wont to terminate #2 exco- 
riationem doloroſam, in a very paintul Excoriation, c#i occcurrendum eſt ex- 
0m &- reſrigerantibns; ſuch are unguent alb. camph. nutritums, popu- 

on, Kc. 

As to the Callxs,it is ſometimes juſt, ſometimes greater or leſfer than it ought. T7 1cner 
[f it be too great, you will perceive it by its bunching out, as alſo it will c:!'«-. 
be painful to the touch or preſſure; and beſides it renders the Part unapt for 
motion. In this caſe abate the Patient's Diet, make your Bandage more ſtrict, 


and foment with Diſcutients, alſo apply empl, de cieuta, de ranis cum Mer- 
curio, QC. 
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But if the Calls be leſs than fit, the ſigns are, quod ad motum redditur del; 
lis, the Bone is weak, and if the Part be toucht you ſcarce feel the C ally; 
And this was thought by the Ancients to proceed rom (lenderneſs of Diet, or 
that it was not enough incraſſating. But I think it rather proceeds from in; 
proper Applications, or too ſtreight Bandage. Yet if the Patient bein years, 
and of a ſpare Body, youmay both increale and incraſſate bis Diet : But with. 
al {lacken your Bandage, and invite forth the Humours by warm Water, no: 
too hot, dorec pars rubeſcat, & in tumorem attollatur, until the frattured Parts 
a little ſwell 3 tunc enim deſiſtendum. But if the member be extenuated, it is 
either from the too ſireight Bandage, or over-much bathing with warm a. 
ter: Thereforeyou muſt now bath with freſh Broths, and other good Embr.;. 
cations. Alſo a Pitch-plaiſter applied, and preſently pulled oft again, will by 
its adheſion to the Hair and Skin cauſe Pain, and likewiſe an attraCtion of 4. 
liment to the Part, and ſo the member may be nouriſhed. 

Sometimes alſo after the Fracture is cured, the Member 1s found to he of 
a depraved Figure, by reaſon the Bones were not well ſet, or through ill Bin- 
dage, or ſome inordinate motion, aut propter inſcitians Chirurgi, To reſolve 
this Callus, ſome Authours have adventured to preſcribe ſundry Medicaments; 
but they have hitherto proved unſucceſsful. Yet it it be true what a Chirur. 
yeon lately affirmed of empl. de minio, the work would be very facil. But Cel/u; 
and F abr, ab. Aquapend. after the preſcribing various Remedies conclude at ]a{t 
thus : If the Patient be young and luſty, and the Callus but {1x months old, 
there is yet one refuge, that I, fraZuram de novo rnmpere:; And 1n order there- 
unto, you are to foment the Part with Decoctions ex althea, rad. lilior. fol. mal. 
w4r, tapſ. barbat. cicuta, &c. and then rurſus os frangitur manibus vel digitis, impe/- 
lendo ſeu comprimendo, But if the Callus be fo bard that it yiclds not to your 
hands, then ſays Fab. ab. Aquapend. ſrango eum inſlrumeonto attrahente in divcy- 
ſas partes, But this, Abucaſin, a Chirurgeon as bold as any, and one that had 
ſeen the cffeCts of ſuch raſh undertakings, utterly condemns, ſaying, it is opera- 
tio valde wituperabilis, perducens ad mortem : therefore he adviſeth the Patient 
notto give ear to (uch vain people, but rather content himſelf with ſuch help 
as emollient DecoCtions, Liniments, and Emplaſters may efte&. Which in truth 
is ſafer, if you conſider, that after the (Calls 13 ſo confirmed that it will not yield 
to Extenſion, then if you ſhould break it anew, or any other way ſeparate it; 
yet it would-no more yield to a right Coaptation, thana Hair-lip or my two 
Fingers will to Agglutination without ſeparating the Calloſity 3 which is not 
pollible to be done in Bones. | 

I could have here inſerted many Inſtances of my work in the Cure of thz 
ſeveral Fractures of particular Parts ; But it would fignifie little more than [ 
have already written, their Cure conſiſting in the very ſame Extenſion and 
Coaption, and they being ſubjet to no other Accidents than what I have 
{ct down - all which I have writ as plainly and feelingly , as if I had been 
berograng the work 1n your preſence. Yet as a rarity I ſhall give you one 
Inſtance, 


oe: years before the Fire, I was ſent for to a poor Widow inhabiting near 
CJ Bridewel/, whoſe little Son, of about eight years of age, playing about the 
Wharf, was (truck by one of thoſe great Cart-horſes full in the Face, beating 
the Ethmozdes quite in from the Os cribriforme , without any great Wound. 
The Boy lay for dead a while, and dozed longer. It appeared a ſtrange light 
at firſt to me, his face being beaten in, and the lower Jaw ſticking out : Nor 
did I preſently know how to help him, or by what art to wake my Extenſion. 
But after a while, he a little recovering his Senſes, was perſ[waded to open = 

Mouth, 
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Mouth. And there I ſaw the Os palati and Unula beaten ſo cloſe backwards, 
that it was not poſſible for me to get my finger behind, as I deſigned 3 and 
othe way of Extenſion there was none. Upon which I preſently formed an 
loſtrument bended up at one end, by which I got up behind the Qvunla ;, then 
raiſing it a little upward, pulled it forward with the Bone into its former 
place very eaſily. But I no ſooner let go my Extender than the fraftured body 
returned back again. then contented my felt in dreſſing up the Face with a 
reſtrictive Cerote, to prevent the Influx ot Humours, and let him blood, and 
within a few hours after cauſed an Inſtrument to be made, whereby the great 
fratured body was more eafily brought ito its natural place, and alſo kept 
there by the hand of the Child, his Mother and my Servants helping him fome 
while: other way there was none. Thus by their and our care, the Tone of 
the Part was preſerved, and a Ca/us thruſt forth, which as it hardened, the 
Part grew ſtronger, and the Face was reſtored to a good ſhape, better than 
could have been hoped for from ſuch a Diſtortion in that place. The Pattent 
is yet alive and well. 

A Page attending a Noble Family, riding behind the Coach, fell down, 
bruiſed his Face, and broke his right Collar-bone. He was taken up and car- 
ried to the next Pretender to Chirurgery, who ſeeing his Face much ſwelled,and 
his Noſe bloody, concluded it fraftured, and fill'd up his Noſtrils with Tents, 
binding them up with Plaiſters 3 and finding his lower Jaws ſtanding unequally 
with the upper, concluded them luxated, and that part of the Sermon under the 
Collar-bone was broken down. Things being thus repreſented,l was (ent to view 
this Youth : and pulling off the Plaiſter,and the Tents out of his Noſe, I ſaw nei- 
ther Wound nor Fracture. His Jaws did not anſwer equally to one another ; but 
by his trequent motion and champing with them, it was evident they were nei- 
ther luxated nor fractured. But by his Fall the Bones of his Face ſeemed tobe 
preſſed inward, and the uppermoſt Jaws were cruſhed nearer one another than 
they ſhould : and this made the Inequality which our Chirurgeon thought a fault 
in the lower Jaws, and by his pulling them had like to have broken or dillocated 
them. The next day he called in a Chirurgeon to juſtihe his proceedings. But 
there appearing nothing of Luxation or Fracture 1n the Jaws, we looked upon 
the Sternon,and found it well 3 but that Collar-bone was broken oblique,which 
we ſet and bound up, with reſolution not to open it till it ſhould be united. All 
things being in this hopeful condition, we adviſed him to keep his Bed, and left 
him to obſerve the DireCions of his Phyſician, by whoſe preſcription a Clyſter 
was adminiſtred that evening, which he voided into a white earthen Chamber. 
pot, which his Chirurgeon looking into call'dit blood, and alarm'd his Friends. 
But a diſcreet perſon looking afterward upon it, concluded it only the Clyſter 
tintured with red Sugar, Hiera picra, &c. Ibeing ſoonafter fetched, confirmed 
the ſame, and appeaſed that clamour. About the tenth day our Chirurgeon,con- 
trary to former order, undreſſed the fractured Clavicle : upon whoſe binding it 
too (lack the Bone ſtarted, and from that time it grew painful ; ſo thathe dreſ- 
{cd it again four or five days after : but the Pain increaſing the more,l was fetched, 
and upon opening ſaw one end of the Clavicle riding over the other,and prick- 
Ing againſt the Skin. The Cal/zs being confirmed, the Patient was removed 
from his Chirurgeon's houſe to his Mother's in the City, where being in great 
Pain, his Chirurgeon dreſſed him again 3 and the ſtreighter he made the Ban- 
dage, the greater was the Pain. He not imagining the cauſe, imputed the fault 
to the unrulineſs of the Patient, and declared that the Fracture was yet 1n the 
Bone, and that it was incapable of Cure. Upon which I was ſent for,and ſeeing 
the Pain to proceed from theend of the fraQtured Bone pricking in the Skin,and 
the more when it was bound, I cauſed half a Wallnut-ſhell to be plaiſtered over 
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it : and having thereby defended it from Preſſure, he made ule of his Arm, an4 
complained no more of Pain. 1 then deſigned to cut off that end of the Bone 
if it again pained him : but from that time 1t continued eaſy, and he recovereg 
the uſe of that Arm very well. 


Thus have I done with that which concerns Simple Fractures. In a Fracture 
with a Wound, if neither the Bone be bare, nor yet prominent through the 
Skin,then you are by Extenſion to bring the fractured ends of the Bone toge- 
ther, as was propoſed in the firſt and ſecond Intentions of Simple Fractures, 
And the Lips of the Wound are likewiſe to be brought together by Suture, if 
it be any whit large, and not too much contuled. Which manner of dreiting 
15contrary to what 1s taught in Gun-ſhot Wounds with Fracture ; the methed 
being to be altered upon that occalion tor the reaſons there alledged. Than 
endeavour, as in our third Intention, to keep the fractured and wounded 
Pafts together by Dreſſings, which may as well mitigate the Pain, as keep off 
Apoſtemation, by repelling the Matter flowing to the Parts, and drying up 
that which already affe&cth the Fracture and Wound : qualia ſunt Aſtringer- 
tia, that is by Altringents 3 with which [ have ſufficiently furniſhed you 1n the 
Diſcourſe of ſimple Fractures. Galen, by the authority of Hippocrates, re- 
commends Cerote of Roſes. But if there be no Pain, you are to endeavour 
the ſtrengthening of the Fracture, and preventing Detluxions, by Cloaths 
pred with that Compoſition of aſtringent Powders, mixt with the Whites of 
eggs and Red wine, which is already propoſed. Then follows Deligation ot 
the Part : andin this caſe Bandages are to be made of ſofter and broader Linen 
than we uſe 1n Fractures without a Wound, that they may comprehend both 
the Lips of the Wound, and keep them down, yet not hurt them by too hard 
Compreſſion. Minus aſtringende ſunt faſcie quam ſt vulnus non adeſſet, ſays 
Cel/us. And therefore it 1s that Hippocrates and Celſus make ſo many Circum- 
volutions 3 cam melius fit ſepe circumire quam aſtringere , ſaith Celſus again. 
The third day they Jooſen the Bandage : then ſeral# vel non apponende, nt vul- 
us comprimant, (auth, 4lbucaſius 3 or if they be put on, ſuper vulnus appori non 
debent. Rather in theſe Fractures do we uſe Deligation, pluribus faſciis, with 
many Rowlers, faith Albucaſius. And lo all along he proceeds in his [Dilcourlcs 
of Fractures, as if he had been rather bred under Hippocrates or (elſus, in 
Greece or Italy, than where he was. But in truth this way of Deligation 1s 
not only very troubleſome to the Chirurgeon, to put on and off, but ſo very 
painful to the Patient, that it 1s almoſt impoſſible that he ſhould ever be with- 


out a Fever, if his Wound be every day to be ſo rowled and unrowled. There- 
lore 1n theſe Compound Fraftures we chuſe rather to follow the method of 
ſome of the Moderns, who, in (tead of theſe many long Rowlers, make choice 
of two or three ſhort Cloaths, folded three or four times double, to give them 
the more ſtrength. We alſo make them of ſuch breadth, as to encompaſs the 
Lips of the Wound and the fractured Parts; and of that length, as to come 
once about the Fracture, and fo ſtitch together on the moſt convenient fide: 
And under theſe may be placed Compreſles of fine Tow, or double Cloaths : 
which will not only keep the Lips of the Wound down, but fill up the [1- 
equality, and further the expulſion of Matter. And fo the Wound may be 
arclt, and the fractured Member relieved at your pleaſure, without giving the 
Patient the pain to have the fractured Member removed, or your felt the 
trouble of rowling and unrowling ſo many long Rowlers as the Ancients 
propoſed. With this method I have cured Arms and Legs, ſo ſhattered by 
Splinters from Cannon-ſhot, and with ſuch loſs of Subſtance, that I even de- 
{paired of their Cure. But in, ſome of theſe I have made uſe of as TOTP 
Plaoule 3 
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Plagule; and often, for the more ſtrengthening the ſhattered Member, have 
been glad to make uſe of ſome Splints from the firſt day 3 but ſo as their com- 
preſſion was gentle and equal, and fo'placed that the Lips of the Wound 
might be kept even, and that the diſcharge of Matter was by them furthered. 
But if the Wound be tranſverſe, it then requires more caution, leſt the Matter 
ſhould at any time be preſt bick into the Wound, and fo not only dilate it, 
but foul the Bones. | 

Thus much for a FraQure with a Wound where the Bohes ate not expoſed 
to the Air. But if the Bone be bare, and thruſt it ſelf out of the Wound, you 
ſhall endeavour preſently ro reduce it ; and after it is reſtored to its natural 
place, let the Wound be ſtitcht and dreſlt, as I propoſed to you even now in 
the Compound Fracture. 


A Commander at Sea, valiantly fighting in the midſt of the Enemie's Fleet, 3. Obſerva:. 
had his Leg fraftured by the fall of his Mizzen top-malt, it breaking his Leg *? _ 
tranſverſe near the Ancle, the edge of the Bone thruſting out through the © © 
Skin. He not ſuffcring the Bone then preſently to be ſet while it was warm, 
afterwards, when it was ſwelled and (tiff, it did not yield to Extenſion, but 
became painful and inflamed. After ſome few days he was brought to Lon- 
don, and | was fent to him. He was of an ill Habit of body, ſubje& to the 
Gout and Dyſenterie 3 and the Fracture being accompanied with great De- 
fluxion was not in a condition to admit of Extenſion. Therefore, according 

. to Fallopivs and Hippocrates, before cited by me in this Treatiſe, I propoſed 
to his Chirurgeon to proceed by Lenients, to mitigate Pain, Inflammation, e>c. 
and by Bandage to hinder Defluxion. Which we did 3 and his Chirurgeori 
continued that method a few days, by which the Accidents were remitted. 
When we met again, finding the Patient in eaſe, we took off the Dreſlings, 
and agreed to make Extenſion, and reduce the Fracture. The Patient was of a 
dry tough Body, and the Member yielded ditticultly to the Stretch : upori 
which conſideration we ſatisfied our ſelves with a moderate Extenſion , 
doubting that upon a more forcible one i] Accidents might follow, (as an 
Inflammation preſently did.) We dreſt it up as a compound FraQture : and 
after ſome days drefling a Cal thruſt forth, and umted the Bones. That 
Callus being confirmed and dried,we haſten'd the Exfoliation of the foul Bone 
by a little /Egyptracum and pulv. myrrbe diflolved in ſpir. vii, applied hot upon 
an armed Probe. Thus the Bone was exfoliated, and the Ulcer cured by the 
ordinary Intentions in ſuch caſes. Yet the inward leaning of the Bone conti- 
nued a weakne(s in the Member a long time, as is uſual where the Fracture 
bath not been timely or well reduced. To remedy this, I cauſed a Bar of 
Steel to be fixed in his Shoe with joints, and by a Bracer of Cloath to be la- 
ced on, or tied with Ribbons on the outſide of his Leg 3 by which it was mar- 
vellouſly ſtrengthened. | 

But if the end of the bared Boftie do chance to thruſt it ſelf fo out, as that 
without great force it cannot be reſtored to its place 3 tune & duobus malis 
minus eſt eligendunt 3 then that end of the Bone which hath thruſt it ſelf (o 
far out is to be ſawed off: andif thisbe done timely, before a Gangrene hath 
ſeized upon the Part, it may be performed with good ſucceſs. 

In St. Clement's Pariſh behind the Church, ſome years ſince while 1 was 4. obſervar. 
one evening preparing my Dreſſings for the ſetting a fractured Thigh-bone -Anagd red . 
in a little Child, I was haſtily fetcht to affiſt one Mr. Powe/, a Barber-chirur- Leg radiur- 
geo, in the ſetting a Fracture of both the Focils of the Leg in a Man aboat <4. 

Ixty years of age, of a tough dry Body. There | met Mr. Tatham, an in- 
duſtrious knowing Chirurgeon. The FraQture was obliqu*, almoſt ſecundune 
| Ppp 2 longi- 
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longitudinem; and the Os tibie or greater Focil hath ſhot it felf out by the in- 
fide of the Ancle a great length. We endeavoured by a ſtrong Extention to 
reduce. this 16,abel, Bone 1nto its places but it yielded very difticultly to 
our endeavour: yet we reduced it, and afterwards cleanſed the Wound of 


what Shivers or yooone of Bones we met with, and brought the Lips of the 


Wound together by Suture, hoping thereby to keep the fratured Bone the 
cloſer. Then we dreſt the Wound with our Digeſtive warm, and with an 


empl. diachalcit. malaxt with of. roſ. and over the fratured Parts we ap- 
lied the Mixture following ſpred upon a double Cloath : Re flor. rof. ruby. 
balanf baccar. myrtill. bol. Armen. ſang. dracon. an. q. ſ. pulveriz. cum alby- 
min, vor. ol. roſ. & acet. Miſe. ad conſit. meliis. This we faltned by Bandage, 
as hath been ſhewed in Compound Frattures: and for the more (trengthening 
the fractured Member, we placed Splenia over that Bandage, with Ferule 
upon them ; and having faſtened them by three Ligatures, we placed the 
Member as much to the eaſe of the Patient as we could contrive, upon a 
Pillow quilted in the middle, with Junks to keep it ſteady. Bur thele 
great Fractures with large Wounds, and near the Joint, are always ſubject 


to | aong Pain; and this much more, for that the Tendons and Muſculous 
fleſh 


were ſoarly torn, and (tretcht by the great Extenſion : ſo it was not like] 

to be attended with lefs miſchief than afterward befel it. We let him blood 
that night, and gave him an Anodyne draught to diſpoſe him to reſt. Burt 
he ſlept little, his Pain continuing with much diſturbance : a Fever alſo fol- 
ralars 4 and within two or three days he became dclirous, and in the abſence 
of his Attendents got out of his Bed 3 upon which the great Focil flew out 
as at firſt, and the poor man tc]l down on the floor as halt dead. We were 
both preſently fetcht, and taking off the Dreſlings, we ſaw the Bone diſtorted, 
the lower Stitches broken, and the Wound of an ill aſpeQ, as it weretending 
to Mortification ; alſo the Bone thruſt our ſo far, that there was no hopes 
of its being any more reduced by a new Extenſion. Upon which conſidera- 
tion we ned to ſaw off the end of it: and to that purpoſe having pre- 
pared all things ready, we cut out the remaining Stitches, and turned the Foot 
on one fide towards the Small of the leg, thruſting the Bone more out ; the 
one ſawing the end off, whilſt the other with a Spatula defended the Ten- 
donous fleth underneath from being wounded by the Saw. "That done, 
we cleanſed the Wound from the Saw-duſt, as alſo from the Shivers of little 
Bones which we had nat diſcovered in our firſt dreſſing, they lying pricking 
the Perioſteur, between the fractured Bones and Membranes, by which thoſe 
ſad Accidents had been haſtened. The Wound thus cleanſed, we turned 
the Foot right into its natural place, there being no need of Extenſion: 
which being done, we ſcarified the Lips of the Wound, and waſht them 
cu ſpir. vini, with a little /Egyptiac. diſſolved in it, and applied to the ends 
of the Bones Pledpits dipt in the ſame, and preſt out. We alſo dreſt the reſt 
of the Wound <2 unguent baſilic. with a little ol. terebinth. warm, and ap- 
plied a Mixture of an Emplajtrum Paracelſ. and diachalcit. over the Wound 
and Parts about, and then a Compreſs and Bandage over that, as in Com- 
und Fractures. The great work was now, how to ſupport the Foot, and 
cep it even with the reſt of the Leg, there being io great a diſtance between 
them without any Bone. But we having placed the Leg upon a quilted Pil- 
low, laid him again in his Bed, and fitted it in a Wainſcot-caſe, where it 
was kept ſteady and <qual, and Jay conveniently for our daily drefling him. 
This done, we committed him to the care of his Friends to keep him there 
quiet, and ordered him cordial Juleps, ec. After ſome hours we Jet him 
blood again. From that time his Pains leſſened, and his Fever and other 
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ill Symptoms went off as the Wound digeſted. But after ſome days the Heel 
became very painful, and a Slough was diſcovered to us inflamed with an 
Ulceration ſticking to the very Bone. The Patient not permitting to have 
the Caſe, wherein his Foot.and Leg was, ſtirred, it had not been raifed up, as 
for perſpiration it ought to have beenz whence this Ulcer became very 
troubleſome to us. For a preſent Relief, we laid him upon his Side, and 
dreſt the Ulcer with Lenients, to haſten ſeparation of that Eſchar. And be- 
cauſe the Patient grew ſoon weary of this Poſition, which alſo was inconve- 
nient for our dreſſing the great Wound, we therefore deſigned an Inſtru- 
ment of Tin to receive his Foot and Leg, his Heel to lie hollow in a place 
cut for that purpoſe, whereby we could daily dreſs it without diſturbing 
the Patient, only placing him down lower towards the Bed's feet, that 
the Heel might lie over it. The fide of this Inſtrument, that came up by 
the Wound, was to be taken off at the time of drefſing bis Wound, and af- 
terward placed cloſe again ; whereby he was dreſt without diſturbing the 
weak Member. It lay alſo ſoft, by reaſon of the Folds of Linen we placed 
under and between the Leg and ln(trument : it was alſo kept ſtraight, in hopes 
it might be ſupplied with Ca/xs. But the Wound became ſinuous, and the 
Matter fouling the Bones hindred the growth of Cal/a#; and while we 
waited for Exfoliation, the Lips of the Ulcer became callous, which pro- 
Jonged the Cure, The Ulcer in the Heel we digeſted : and after we found the 
Bone would not incarn, we dreſt it with urguert. FEgyptiac. with a Intle Merc. 
ſubl. diffolved in it 3 by which drefling we haſtened the Exfoliation of the 
Bone, and cured the Ulcer. The Wound above was a larger work : but after 
the generation of Calzs it cured as a Fiſtulz with catious Bones, The Pa- 
tient lived many years after: but through the ill diſpoſition of the Ulcer, 
the Cavs was hindred in its growth, whereby the Leg remained the ſhorter, 
almoſt as much as had been fawed off of the Bone. Yet this was better, I 
ſuppoſe, than to leave the Bone diſtorted until Digeſtion, as in ſuch like caſe 
I have ſeen done. But if the Bone be not fo tauch diſtorted as that you 
may core to ſaw off, the end of it, or if you cannot reduce it after the 
ordinary way 3 then you may with a Chizel-like inſtrument thruft between 
the fractured ends of the Bone, and uſe it after the manner of a Lever, for 
the reduction of the Prominencies. But then it is ſuppoſed theſe fraftured 
ends of them are within the Wound, and have not much over-ſhot one 
another, and the Fracture 1s tranſverſe or oblique : otherwiſe this way will 
do little good 3 nay may pollibly rive up the piece of Bone, and make another 
kind of Fracture, and grievouſly pain the Patient to no purpoſe. And that 
you may eaſily do, if the ends break off upon your hard and unſteady Ex- 
tenſion. Therefare it becomes you to be very wary in making this Exten- 
fion ; elſe, I ſay, you may put the Patient to fad Pain, and do him little 


But to conclude, aſter your Extenſion is made, and the Bone reduced, 
you are to feel it there be any Shivers of Bones looſe, and pull them out. 
And if you perform this Operation 1n a Fraure newly made, then you are 
to prevent Inflammation and all other Accidents, by drefling up the Patienc 
with fuch Medicines as have been propoſed in Compound Fractures 3 and 
make your Bandage ſo, that you may come to dreſs the Wound, as occaſion 
ſhall offer, with as Hhttle moleſtation of the fraftured Member as is poſfible ; 
having a care you grieve not the tender Parts with Splints, until the Inflam- 
mation be over, and the Wound well digeſted. 

Then afterwards 'tis to be endeavoured, that the Bones robb'd of their 
Periofteum way 3gain be incarned or exfoliated ; which ts the work of Na- 
tare, 
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ture, yet ought to be helpt by Medicines which have a manifeſt hot and drying 
quality, and a peculiar faculty thereto, of which there are enough ſet down in 
the Treatiſe of Gun-ſhot Wounds. 


The Bones exfoliated, the Cure of the Ulcer will ſucceed of courſe, or may 


be performed by Epuloticks, of which you may have choice in this Book. 


Cryap. II. 


Of Luxations in general. 


N ſeveral Obſervations in this Book I have had occaſion to take notice of 
the inconvenience many people have fallen into through the wickedneſs 
ot thoſe who pretend to the reducing luxated Joints by the peculiar name of 
Bone-ſetters ; who (that they may not want imployment ) do uſually repre- 
ſent every Bone diflgcated they are called to look upon 3 though poſlibly it 
be but a Garglion, or other crude Tumour or preternatural Protuberance of 
ſome part of a Joint. In which caſes their raſh Extenſions do frequently cauſe 
fad Accidents But their more gainful way is, by extending, and dreffing up 
Joints rather wrencht than diflocated : in which if they elcape undetetted, 
they muſt needs reap great credit, the Patient tecovering ſo ſoon the eaſc 
and uſe of them. Whereas if the Joints happen really to be luxated, ſcarce 
one of them knoweth how to reduce them. In conſideration of this daily 
abuſe, and the inadvertency of the young Chirurgeon, whole not timely dil- 
cerning the Luxation renders it more difficult to reduce, I have thought fit to 
lay ſomewhat to this part of Chirurgery 3 and firſt in general, 

He that will give an account of Lyxations, and the manner of their Cure, 
ought firſt to deſcribe the Connexion of the Bones to each other : on the divers 
manners of which depend the great variety of methods in reducing and han- 
dling of them. Thete Connexions we find to be of two ſorts 5 1. Symphyſir, 
2. Articulatio. 

I. Symphyſis in its original ſignification denotes a (onmaſcency or Growing 
togetber z and perhaps is meant of thoſe Bones which in young Children are 
diſtinct, but after ſome years unite and conſolidate into one Bone, So the Os 
ileon and Os pubis are two diſtin&t Bones in a Child, but unite into one in 
a Man : the Epiphyſis of the Os femoris is a diſtin& Bone from it in a Child, 
whereas 1n a Man they do intirely unite. But cuſtome and the uſage of Au- 
thours hath found out another ſenſe of the word, fitted to adult perſons 3 1n 
whom it 15 uſed to mean ſuch a Connexion of two Bones together as is im- 
movable: and of theſe there are two ſorts. 

. An immediate ConjunQion, or Juxtapoſition, ( if I may ſo call it, ) 
without the interpoſition of any other Body. Of which we find three Spe- 
cies. 

Firſt, Sutura, or the indented Conjunttion of Bones in the Scull. 
| Secondly, 
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Secondly, Harmonia, when without toothing or interfearing they do joyn 
immovably in a ſtraight line : as the Bones in the upper Jaw. 

Thirdly, Gomphoſts, or the Connexion of a Tooth to its Socket. 

2. Mediate, where the Connexion 1s made by interpoſition of another Bo- 
dy, Of theſe we likewiſe find three forts: which notwithſtanding are not (6 
peculiar to the Symphyſes as it is oppoſed to Articulatio, but that they may be 
tound 1n that alſo. They are theſe that follow, 

Firſt, Sy/ſarcoſss, when two Bones are joyned together by the intervention 
of Fleſh. An inttance of this in the Symphyſes 18, the Conjunction of the Teeth 
tothe Mandible by the Fleſh of the Gums. In Articulations we fee it in 
the Elbow or any other Joint, where one Bone 1s connected to another by 
Muſcles. 

Secondly, Synnenroſes, when the Connexion is made by a Ligament, Of 
this in Szzphyſts we find inſtances in the Connexion of the Of/z pubis to- 
gether , eſpecially in Women, by a ligamentous ſubſtance, In Articula- 
tions It is etther round, as that which unites the head of the Os Feroris to 
the Coxa 3 or broad, as the Tendon of the Pate/a, which unites it to the 
Os tibie. 

Thirdly, Syzzchondroſis, which 1s an Union by Griſtles. A Symphyſes of this 
kind we have of the Sternon to the Ribs. Articulations are moſt of them 
to joyned, there being few Bones deſtin'd for motion which have not cartila- 
ginous heads for the facility thereof. Theſe two latter forts of Union are com- 
pounded in-fome Articulations 3 as in the Offa coxe, where you have Ten- 
dons and Griltles both to joyn them together. . This is by Galer called New- 


rochondrolts.

I. Articulatio is a Connexion of Bones with aptneſs of Motion. Something :/:1/::i 


hath been anticipated already concerning this Head, becauſe of its coincidence 
with Sy-phyſis, in the forementioned inſtances. But take it as it is 1n it (elf, 
and you will find it to have this difference. There is, 

1. A conſpicuous Motion, which where it happens, the Conjunction 1s cal- 
led Diarthroſes 3 as in the Elbow, Thigh, and Knee. 

2. An obſcure one, where the Conjundtion is called Symarthroſrs 5 as 1n the 
joyning the Carpxs to the Metacarpxs, the Tarſas to the Metatarſus., And both 
theſe are divided into the three following Species. 

Firſt Enarthroſzs, where a good round Head enters into a Cavity : whether 


it be Cotyla, or profound Cavity, as that of the Os cox# receiving the head ot 


the Os femoris ; or Glene, which is more ſhallow, as in the Scapula where it 
receives the Humerus. Ot more obſcure motion 1s that Connexion of the 0; 
talt with the Cymbiformis, which 1s an Enarthroſrs. 

Secondly, Arthrodia, where the Cavity 1s very ſuperficial : as between the 
head and the firſt Vertebra of the Neck,in Diarthro{cs 5 and between the Carprs 
and Metacarps, in Synartbrofts. 

Thirdly, Gizghymws, which is a mutual Indenting of two Bones into each 
other's Cavity : of which the Elbow is an inſtance, in Dzarthroſrs 3 the Verte- 
bra of the Back, in Syrarthroſes. 

Many other things might be ſaid on this ſubject, were it pertinent to my 


preſent delfign, which is only to regard the Union and due Conformity of 


Joints, 1n order to the Doctrine of Luxations, in which the Articulations are 
chiefly concerned. For when thoſe that are united by Symphyſes, as the Su- 
tures of the Head, and the Bones of the Maxi/a ſuperior, are dillocated, there 
Is always a Fracture concomitant, and the whole 1s treated as a Fracture. 
_ the Teeth are diflocated, or to be dillocated, a Tooth-drawer 1s con- 
uited, | 
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Articulations therefore, whether by Diarthroſts or Synarthroſis, are the Sub. 
ject on which my preſent Diſcourſe concerning Luxations is founded. + 

When therefore two Bones, which being naturally united make up a Joint, 
are ſeparated from each other, we call it a Luxation. 

The Ancients called it a Slipping of the Head of a Bone out of its Cavity, 
Which is true of the great Joints, but not of all: for the broad end of the 


Clavicle, where it reſteth upon the Scapula, hath neither Head nor Cavity, 
yet is capable of Luxation. 


Luxations admit of ſeveral Differences. 


1. From the Subje& ; viz. whether 1t be a place of obſcure motion, or 1 
manifeſt one. An inſtance of one 1s, when the Clavicle recedes from the S-.. 
pula 5 which the Arabians call a Disjunction. Of the other, where an Elboyy, 
Shoulder, &c. 1s disjointed 3 which 1s moſt properly termed Luxation. There 
is alſo a peculiar Luxation proper to Children, 2zz. when the Epiphyſes of x 
Bone ſ{cparateth from the Bone, they being not throughly conſolidated into 
one 3 which however is treated like a Fracture, and conſequently deſerv=th 
no place 1n this Diſcourle. 

2, From the Degree of it 3 viz. whether it {lip out wholly, or only in part, 
viz, to the margin of the Cavity that containeth it. To this latter ſort may be 
referred thoſe Elongations which are the effect of an Humour ſoaking upon a 
Ligament, (as that of the Coxa,) thereby making it liable to be ſtrercht, and 
to be thruſt quite out upon every httle force. 

3- From the Situation and Figure of the Part, as whether upward, down- 
ward, forward, backward, on the right (ide, left fide, ec. of which more 
in the following Chapters. 


4. Differences may alſo be taken from Accidents attending them 3 as Inflam- 
mations, Wounds, Fractures, &*c. . 

Cauſes of Luxations are internal, or external, The internal are the Hu- 
mours which aftect the Joints, and either by relaxing the Ligaments give 
way to the Bone to depart from its natural ſeat; or by a contraQion of the 
Tendons put it_ upwards out of the Cavity. Both theſe forts I have ſeen in 
Children, and it's likely it was in ſome of them hereditary ; as Sexnertys hath 
well obſerved, 2 gibboſts gibboſos , 4 claudis claudos generari, The external 
Cauſes are, Blows, Falls, violent Extenſion : in which latter caſes Infants ſfome- 
times ſuffer by the hands of Midwitfes, or at more age by the negligence of 
Nurſes. 

The Signs of Luxation may be taken from the loſs or imperfe& motion of 
the Joint, and from the different reſemblance it hath with the contrary ſound 
Member ; there appearing to the eies or touch a Cavity in the Part whence it 
receded, and a Protuberance where it is lodged : the Member is alſo rendred 
longer or ſhorter, according as the Bone is diſtorted. 

The Signs of Reduction are the contrary to what have been before delive- 
red. There 1s allo a craſhing noiſe made by the Bone in its. return to the 
Cavity. But this 15 not always a certain ſign; for it may proceed from an 
Eruption of ſome part of the margin of the Cup or Cavity. In which caſe 
the Luxation is for the moſt part rendered incapable of Reſtitution. But this 
Frature maketh a ditterent noiſe from the other, and may be eaſily diſtin- 
guiſhed by the diſcerning Artiſt, 

In Children and moiſt Bodies luxated Bones are eaſieſt reduced, but are 
with "- difficulty retained : in elderly and dry Bodies the contrary hap- 
peneth. 

Luxations of long continuance are difficultly reduced, and are for the molt 
part as hard]y retained, the parts growing emaciated. Thoſe of the Vertebre 
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occahion'd by external Accidents are for the moſt part mortal : whereas ſome 
of thoſe by Congeltion are frequently cured, 

The Bone luxated maketh compretiion on the neighbouring Parts whither Cure: 
i: hippeth 3 and accordingly as thoſe Parts are of m: re or lets fenſe, fo are the 
Pains and Accidents that attend 1t. You ought to haſten the reſtoring it to its 
place as ſoon as may be. The work is purely Chirurgical, it having no depen- 
dency upon Nature, but the Extenſion and torcing back cf. the Bone into its 
proper {cat 15 done by the Hands of the Artiſt. There are {our [ntentipns- ne- 
ce{liry 10 the Cure : 1. Extenſion, 2. Repoſition, 3. D«ligation, 4. Colloca- 
tion, or placing of the Member in a right Potion, 

Extenſion 1s firſt required, becauſe of the ſ1tuation of the Bone, which be- 
ing out of its due Socket rendreth the motion of the Muſcles ufelefs, or rather 
hurtful, which the more they pull the Bone, the more they diſtort it, and con- 
tra& the Joynt. This therefore cannot be committed to Nature, but requireth 
manual Operation. 

The Extenſion being well made, you are at the ſame inſtant to reſtore it to 2: Incenticr; 

the place it fell from. And to do this, you muſt conſider well the luxated 
Joint, and which way it (lipped out ; for it requireth to be returned in the 
lame manner. If it lie on the right Side, it mult bepreft back to the left : 
and ſo if 1t be Juxated forwards, 1t mult be forced backwards. The Shoul- 
der requireth one way, the Elbow another, and the Knee or Ancle another. 
If the Luxation bath been of any continuance, or if the contraction of the 
Muſcles be great, it will be reaſonable that you firſt relax them by emollient 
Embrocations, vis. unguent. dialthee, axung. human: &c. lelt by your violent 
forcing in the Bone you attect the Nerves, and caule a Paralyſes, &c. 

Being ſatisfied in the Repolition of the Bone, you ſhall then take care to 3. Intention. 
keep it fo : and that is performed by Deligation. But before you make the 
Bandage, you ought to apply ſuch Medicaments as have vertue to reſiſt the 
Influx of Humours, and ſtrengthen the Part : and thole are Aſtringents, and 
ſuch as have been propoſed in the foregoing Chapter .ot Fracturesz wiz. bol. 
Armen. ſang. dracon. farin. volatil. balauſt. flor. roj. rub. cum albumine ovi, 
accto, aut vino rub. If there be great Pain, you may embrocate cum ol. ro. 
Iumbricor. maſtichin, and apply empl. e bolo, diapalm. de minio, &c, Then place 
a Compreſs wrung out of ſome of the atoreſaid Liquours on that Part whi- 
ther you ſuſpect the Bone may again tend, and roul it on cloſe accordingly as 
you ſee occalton. 

The laſt Intention 1s Collocation, or placing of the Member 5 and that 
ought, for the eaſe of the Patient, tolie fotr, and ſomewhat raiſed up, neither 
much extended, nor too much bent, a middle figure being beſt to prevent 
Pain, Yet if it be the Shoulder that 1s luxated, the Elbow ought to be 
kept to the Side, and the Hand upon the-Brealt. If no Accident happen, you 
muſt not dreſs it again till the ſeventh day 3; and then you may alter the Po- 
ſition, and move the Joint a little to and fro, and dreſs it up with ſuch Me- 
dicaments as may give a breathing to the Humour, and corroborate the weak 
Joint. In caſe it itch, bath it with Salt-water z otherwiſe with a Decotion ex 
ſummitat. abſinth. flor. chan. roſ. rub. balauſs. bacc, myrtil. juniperi,nuc. cupreſſt, &Cc. 
to which may be added ſpir, vini. All greafie Applications relax the Tendons, 
and prolong the Cure, | 

Luxations made by Congeltion do require Emollients to refolve and breath 
forth the crude Humour affeCting the Joint, Ligament and Tendons: to 
which purpoſe Rc rad. althee 3vj. rad. cucumeris aſinini ilj. ſummitat. majoran. 
Miz. cod1s in brodio ex pedibus vitul. &» contuſis adde pulv. ſem. fenugreci &+ 
lini an. 5). ol. lilior. axung. buman. an. part. eq. fiat Cataplaſma. You may 
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alſo uſe emplaſt. diachyl. cum gummi, de mucilaginibus , de ranis cum My. 
curio, &c. That Matter being thus reſolved , you may then proceed in the 
Reduction of the relaxed Bone : and after you have reduced It, apply ſuch 
Medicaments to it as may dry up the ſuperfluous Humidity , and ſtrengthen 
the Joint : of which ſort I have given you an example in the fourth Inten- 
tion, There will alſo be required ſome extraordinary Bandage to retain the 
Bone in its place : but of that I ſhall have more fitly occaſion to diſcourſe in 
ſome of the following Obſervations, as alſo of Paralyſzs, &c. which frequent- 
ly attend great Luxations. 


CHAS TI. 


Of Luxation of the lower Faws. 


HE Proceſſes of the lower Jaws are two on each fide. 

1. One more acute, called by Anatomilts Corona 3 which hath no 
Socket properly ſo called, but playeth in the Hollow of the Cheek according 
to the motion of the Temporal Muſcles, whoſe Tendon 1s inſerted in- 
tO it, 

2. Another more obtuſe with a roundiſh Head , called Cordylus. This 
hath for its Socket the firſt Sins of the Os temporum, in which it moves : 
and is kept cloſe to it by the Muſcles which lay hold on either of the Corore 
before mentioned, as the Temporal, or of the outward broad Angle, as the 
Maſſeter , or the inſide of the broad part of the Jaw, as the Pterygo; des. 
Theſe Muſcles by their perpetuall tendency to a contraftion (which is the 
nature of all Muſcles,) keep the Bone ſteady in its ſituation z but much 
more ſo when they are voluntarily contrafted for Maſtication, Speech, ec. 

[t is remarkable , that though Nature hath made other Muſcles to open 
the Jaws, as well as theſe ro ſhut them, yet they are in themſelves (lender, 
and not inſerted into this part of the Jaw, but quite before at the Chin, 
ſo that in their motion they do not pull down this part of the Jaw, but the fore- 
part onely : whereas the attollent Muſcles being laid nearer to the Condy!: 
on each ſide, keep them fo cloſe to their Sockets as to make them a Joint, or cen- 
ter of motion: from whence according to the cultom of Levers and Balan- 
ces, it falleth out, that thoſe little digaſtrick Muſcles, by being applied to 
the remoter part of the Jaw, which maketh the circumference, become equi- 
pollent to all the bigger Muſcles before mentioned; nay, are ſometimes ſo valid, 
that upon over-ſtretching, as in Gaping and Yawning, they pull the Condy/us 
out of its Socket. Sometimes the attollent Muſcles themſelves do pull it, 
when we violently gnaw any large Bone, Griſtle, or other thing that is hard, 
and withall fo big as to be neceſſarily detained inthe fore-part of the Mouth. 

This Luxation can be made but one way , viz. when it (lippeth over the 
fore-(ide of the Sinws, and paliuth into the Cavity of the Cheek under om 
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Os jugale 3 it being ſo detended by Bones, that other ways ere impoſlible with- 
out a Fracture. | 

When this Luxation happeneth, the lower Jaw is thruſt forward, the Teeth 
are prominent beyond thole of the upper, the Patient can neither {wallow nor 
(peak n0T chew, nor indeed ſhut his Chaps. If you ſee him preſently before 
any Tumour ſupervene, you will find the Temporal Muſcle rigid. If one fide 
only be diſlocated, the Mouth is diſtorted, as 1t the Patient had a &pu/rrs ; 
the -fore-part of the Jaw 1s thruſt down on one hide, Cc. 

The Reduftion of the Jaws 1s ſaid to be dithcult, and that if they be not 
timely reduced, ill Accidents do happen, viz. Paralyſis, Strangulation, Cc. 
To which Ican only ſay, that I never met with any Cithculty 1n the repla- 
cing them, nor yet ſaw any ſuch Accidents as by Authours are mentioned : 
but certainly they are in danger of famiſhing, for they can nenther ext nor drink 
while the Jaws are Juxated. 

In order to the Repoſlition of the Jaws, the Patient ought to be ſeated 
firm, and his Head held ſteady , eſt 1t ſtart back in the time of Redu:- 
tion. Then place a couple of Wedges of Wood clole between his great 
Tecth, as {ar as you can thruſt them, and your Thumbs cloſe by them, and 
your Fingers externally under both tac Jaws, extending them modcrately ; and 
at the fame inſtant prels the farther parts of his Jaws downwards, and raiſe 


up the fore part. If his Teeth be too ſharp for your Thumbs, put afold of 


Linen between. If only one of the Jaws be luxated, move it to the contra- 
ry fide, and keeping it in that poſture, place your Hand as atoreſaid, with 
your Thumb upon his great Teeth, preſiing that part downwards, and raiſe 
the fore-part upwards by a quick moderate Extenſion, and you ſhall feel itre- 
duced, and may conclude it fo by the equal meeting of his Teeth, and by 
the opening and ſhutting of his Mouth, alſo by his ready Speech. If after Re- 
duction you fulpect his Jaws may prolapſe, you may apply a Defenſative with 
Bandage 3 or in cale of Pain, embrocate the Temporal Muſcles and Parts a- 
bout with ol. lubricor. maſlichin. &c. But hitherto I never ſaiy occaſion to ap- 
ply any thing. 


Woman aged about fifty ſix years was ſent to me from a worthy Lady 
in aneighbouring Country: both her Jaws were luxated, the obtuſe Pro- 


cefles of them were (lipt forward and ſhot under the Os jugale, and her Chin was 14. 
thruit forward and inclining down towards her Collar-bone. She had been 


lo three days, during which (he could neither cat, drink nor fpeak. I placed 
her in a Chair, and Dr. Lerthall, who came with her, held her Head. Then 
I placed my Hands on the outfide and underher Jaws, and my Thumbs upon 
her great Tecth, with a Compreſs of ſoft linen under each ; and whillt preſ- 
{cd hard down the farther parts of the Jaws, I raiſed up her Chin, and reduced 
them in a moment : and to ſatisfhie her that they would not {lip down again 
upon an ordinary motion of them, I perſwaded her to eat and drink ; then 
diſmiſſed her without application of Plailter or Bandage. 

A Gentleman of about forty years of ape, of a ſickly weak Conſtitution, 
nad his right Jaw diſtorted, by which his Mouth being drawn awry, it was 
luppoſed a Spaſmms, and various Applications had been made to that purpoſe, 

ae morning, walking amonglt my Patients, I met his Apothecary, who telling 
me the cale his Patient was 1n, I replied, his Jaw was certainly luxated : 
Upon which L was the next day conlulted, and faw it ſo. I laid my Hand 
on the outhide of that diſtorted Jaw, and placed my Thumb with a Rag 
wound about it upon his great Teeth as far as I could thruſt it, and laying 
my other Hand upon his ound Jaw, I drew the diſtorted one [traight out ;and 
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whilſt I preſſed down the hinder part, I made Extenſion, raiſed up his Chin, 
and reduced it. He did not at that inſtant believe it, but he was ſoon after con- 


firmed by the uſe he had of it. It continued well without any manner of Ap. 
plication to 1t. | |

Of Luxation of the Clavicle, or the Collar- 


bone. 


= oo HE Clavicle is a crooked Bone made in the figure of an /. one end of 
CICTINEQ, 


which being thicker, and almoſt three ſquare, 1s inſerted into a Cayi- 
ty purpoſely fitted for it in the firſt Boneof the Sternon, and bound in b 
a ſtrong ligamentous Membrane. The other end, being broad and flat, 1s 
joyned to the Acromwinm, where it not only ſerveth to keep the Shoulder at 
due diſtance from the Sfernoy, but alſo aſliſteth thoſe ſeveral Procefles which 
are provided by Nature to preſerve the Shoulder-bone from ſlipping upwards 
from its Cavity. 

This Bone is capable of a double Luxation, one at the Sfer-on, and that on- 
ly outwardly, where it riſeth from the Breaſt, and lieth like a Lump. The 
broad end near the Acromium is alſo ſubje& to a twofold Luxation, viz. up- 
ward, and forward; being defended from all other Diſtortions by its neigh- 
bouring Bones, 

Cauſe nd = This Luxation 1s for the moſt part occalioned by a Fall and pitching up- 

1gn 0.4, on the Shoulder. It is diſcerned by the Prominence it maketh. 

vicle. The Clavicle1s not ſo ſubjeQ to Luxation as other Bones; but being luxa- | 

q, $09 ted, it is moſt difficultly retained after Reſtitution, by reaſon of the ſmoothnels 

5 of its heads, and the little hold they have upon the Acromium and Sternon : And 

if it be notreſtored, the uſe of the Arm is impaired in ſome of its motions. 

Reduttion, The Reduction of the Clavicle, which end ſoever of it be luxated, muſt be 
made by drawing that Shoulder backwards, and by prefiing the luxated end 
even with the Acromium, or to the Cavity of the Bone of the Sternor, 
whence it departed. Neither of the placesa ffordeth it much room, therefore 
It will require your greater care : For if you placeit not exactly, it will ſcarce 
hold right till you make your Applications. Therefore you mult have 
ready Emplaſticks, Compreſles, and. Bandage. Splints are alſo of uſe, whe: 
ther they be of Paſtboard, the Scabbard of a Sword, or Tin. The Bandage 
ought to be a Rowler with two heads to come over the Shoulders, and ut 
derthe Arm-pit, making ſo many Circumvolutions as may retain the Dreſling- 
cloſe. This being well made, his Arm muſt be kept up with a Napkin oc 
Towel, and his hand placed upon his Breaſt. If all be well, you ought not 


to looſen the Bandage till you judge it united, which may be guelled at by the 
eale and uſe of that Arm. 
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Chap. IV. Of Luxation of the Clavicle. 


Was fetched to a young Fellow, who by 

poſed to have broken his left Shoulder. Upon view of it, 
end of the Clavicle ſeparated fromthe Acrominm, and lying prominent without 
any manner of Fracture ; but the head of the Os humeri was bruiſed, and 
remained ſugillated long after. 1 cauſed one ſtanding behind him to pull 
back the Scapula, and with my hands forced down the end of the Clavicle, 
and placed it tothe Acrominme ; then applied an Emplaſter of aſtringent Pow- 
ders mixt cum album. ovor, &c. over the Clavicle and Shoulder, with a piece of 
Paſtboard wet 7 aceto and Whites of Eggs; over which I applyed a dry one, 
and upon that a Compreſs wet with ſome of the former Liquour, and row- 
led it on with Bandage as above ſaid 3 then wet that part of it over the Cla- 
vicle with Whites of Eggs, to {trengthen it and retain it firm. That done, 
his Shirt and Doublet were put on, and his Arm tied up, as hath been ſaid. 
Then I put him to bed, and let him blood in the other Arm, and kept his Bo- 
dy ſoluble by lenient Purgatives. Afterhe had lain four or five days inbed, [ 
obſerving the Bandage tight, and the Pain and Accidents diminiſhed, permit- 
ted him to rife, and walk up and down in the houſe. About the eighteenth 
day I took off Dreſſings, and ſaw the Bone right in its place, the Parts about 
being only marked with the extravaſated blood. I embrocated them with 
ol. lumbric. & ſpir. vini, and applicd an empl. ſftiF. Paracelſs & diapalme, row- 
ling it upas before, and from that time drefled it no more, but ſaw him after- 
wards well abroad. 

Another having by accident oi a Fall in wraſtling ſtarted the end of the 
Clavicle from the Ster-oz, I made Extenhon after the ſame manner as above 
ſaid, by pulling his Shoulder backwards, and prefling the while with my 
hands upon that end of the Collar-bone, till I had replaced it, then dreſſed it 
as aforeſaid. But the next day, finding the Patient in Pain, and the Dreſlings 
raiſed up, I concluded the Bone diltorted. Whereupon I cauſed a Tin-plate 
to be made in the form of the Clavicle, and to reach from one Shoulder to 
the-other, cut at the ends, to reccive the fore-parts of the Shoulders, and 
keep them out. Then Itook oft Dreſlings, and re(tored the Bone again to its 
place, and repeating the former Applications, placed the Tin-plate over the 
Compreſs, and rowled it oncloſe. This Plate fate eaſy, and ſerved to keepourt 


his Shoulders, alſo retained the Bonein itsplace, whereby he was happily cu- 
red without more drefling. 
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Of Luxation of the Shoulder. 


H E head of the Shoulder-bone being round is inſerted into ſo ſhallozy 1 
Cavity in the.Scapula, that were there no other Guards for it, it would 
{1]} out or be thruſt out almoſt upon every occaſion. But Nature, that found 
that (hallowneſs neceſlary to the variety' of motions which 1s intended for 
the Joint, found other ways of fecuring it from running out. /7z. 1. upward 
it is prohibited from an excurſton by the Acrominm, the Proceſs anchriformis, 
and the broad end of the Clavicle, which reaching over the latter to the 
edge of the former, addeth to the (trength of the place. Nor 1s this all, for 
Nature hath made a (ſtrong Ligament which reacheth tranſverſe from tlic 
Proceſs anchriſormis to the Acromiums and to confirm all, hath Jaid undcr- 
neath theſe not only a ſtrong circular Ligament, which involveth the whol: 
head of the Shoulder, (being indecd a collection of the Tendons or the Muy: 
ſcles, which lying under and upon the Scapula particularly ſerve for the mo- 
tion of the Humerns, or elſe lying upon the Humerns, do take their origine 
from the Scapula,) but alſo a Tendon of one of the heads of the Biceps, which 
paſſing through a peculiar Notch or Trench of the Humervs inſerteth it (cli 
into the head of the Scapuia. Over all theſe lieth the Muſculus deltordes, 
binding allin ſo ſtrongly, that if the Elbow chance to be ſo puſhed that it 
forceth the Os bumzeri upon this Fortreſs, it ſooner breaketh into ſhivers than 
maketh a way through. 2. The principal Guard it hath from falling inwarcls 
and downwards 1s its pendulous poſture, together with the many Mulcles that 
keep it in that poſture, and chiefly the Tendon of the Biceps externus, (as it 1; 
called in our Hall) and of the ſubſcapularis, with the rotundus minor. Yet arc 
not tlicſe ſo [trong, but that between the Tendon of the ſubſeapularis and the 
Biceps externus 1t 1s apt to flie out into the Axilla, All other ways are ſo bar- 
ricadoed with Bones or Tendons, that the Luxation 1s very difficult : yet I have 
{cen 1t lie forward ſomewhat under the PeCtoral Muſcle ; but whether it was 
torced thither in their attempting to reduce 1t out of the Axzl/a, 1 can- 
not certainly fay, but do ſuppoſe it might. 
The Cauſes of this Luxation are for the molt part external, by fome vio- 


10n 61 Jent force, etther in Wraſthng, Running, or by a Fall from a Horſe, or the 


hike. In the time of War it may happen by the force of great Shot or Spiiit- 
ters. Some 1nltances whereof you may fee in the Treatiſe of Gux-ſhot. Bit it 
{ometimes happeneth from an internal Cauſe, viz. a Catarrh or Fluxion ©: 
Humours upon the Muſcles or Tendons, which gradually relaxeththem to tic [1 
a degree, that the head of the Os hymreri {lideth down into the Axla. 

Its deſcent into the Axil/a appearcth by an unuſual Cavity in the head of the 
9capula, where it naturally 1s tull and round. * ou may alfo feel the head 
ot the Os hameri lying in the Axil/t hard and round : the Patient's Elbo\, 
hangs from his Side, and cannot be brought ſo clote as the found without 
great Pain, nor can he bring his Hand to his Mouwh,. or ſtretch it upright 
againſt a Wall. 1t the head of the Shoulder be diltorted torward, that part 
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will appear prominent, with an unwonted Cavity behind, if you compare 
it ſtrictly with the other Shoulder : the Elbow allo hangeth backwards, and 
will not endure to be brought forwards. 

If the Luxation be made by a Relaxation of the Tendons, the Patient's 


complaint wil inform you, and the Emaciation of the Arm will make the 
forclaid Symptoms more apparent. 


A Luxation of the Os humeri from an external Canſe is not very hard to Vogooſ! - 


reduce 1n Children or ſoft Bodies, if timely undertaken : but contrary in «<- 
derly people and tough muſculous Bodies : and ſuch are frequently flow in 
recovery of their former ſtrength and motion. Sometimes a Paraly/s (c1- 
zeth them, and they emaciate: but by timely Endeavours they do recover. 
If in the Reduftion or otherwiſe any part of the Capulz chance to be fra- 
ured, the retention of the Os humer? 1s not an ealie task. Luxations made 
by Fluxion may be ealily reduced, but are moſt difficultly retained in the 
Capſula. | 

The Repoſition of the Luxated Shoulder 1s performed either by the Hand, 
Bandage, or torce of Inſtruments. He that will reduce it by Hand mult put ir 
in a motion contrary to that it went out by. In its going out, it is firſt thruſt 
or pulled forwards, till it come beyond the edges of the Cupula; then it 
falleth down below the Cxpula, and is by the Muſcles pulled backward. He 
that will reduce the Bone this firſt way muſt reverſe theſe motions; v2. firſt 
bring it forward, then upward, then thruſt it 1n. By the obſerving this me- 
thod | have reduced the Shoulders of Infants and little Children ſo ſoon, thar 
the Standers by have heard them knap in before they knew they were out, 
But the way of reducing the Shoulder in thoſe of more growth muſt be, it 
done by one man alone, by placing the Patient 1n a low Seat, and clapping 
his Firigers under his Arm-pit, his Knee or Thighs tothe out-f1de of his Elbow, 
and his Head to the point of his Shoulder. By his Fingers ſtrongly bent to- 
gether, he pulleth the Bone both forward and upward. By his Thigh or Knee 
preſſing his Elbow to his Side, he doth Iikewile help to raiſe it and bring it 
forward. The preſſure of his Head keepeth down the Scap!a, that it may 
not niſe with the Bone. But becauſe this application of the Knee, Head, 5c. 
1s not ealily practicable but upon little and (lender men, we generally commit 
the preſſing of the Elbow toward the Ribs to another man. 

Aﬀter this manner the Elbow is brought quite back to the Spine : which 
being done his other Hand mult be placed under the 4x54, to raile the head 
of the bumerns forward and upward, whilſt the Chirurgeon with his han: 
prefſeth down the Scapula to receive the Bone. 

When the head of the Os hymert lieth diſtorted forwards under part of the 
PeRora)l Muſcle, the Patient's Elbow muſt be drawn backward, and hcla 
cloſe to the Spine , whilſt the Chirurgeon prelleth with both his Hands for- 
cibly upon the head of the Bone. 

There is yet another way of reſtoring the Iuxated Shoulder by the Hand 
thus : You are to make choice of a proper luſty Fellow on whoſe ſhoulder 
you mult hang the Patient by the luxated Arti, bringing his Hand over to 
the Fellow's Breaſt. If the weight of the Patient be nor ſufficient to make 
the Extenſion, ſome other body may hang upon him, or pull him by the 
Legs downward.

But becauſe theſe ways of Reduction by the Hand are not always fecible, Reduciion 
eſpecially in ſtrong muſcular people, we therefore make uſe of Bandage ard oy -Sarcoge 


ſeveral ſorts of Engins. The moſt common way of Bandage is by that of 
the Girt, which Girt bath a Boulſter in the middle, and the ends are tackt 
irmly together. In the uſe of it the Patient muſt be placed fo, that part 

of 
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of the Girt with the Boulſter is to be placed under the Arm-pit, and the 
other part over the Chirurgeons Neck, that he may thereby with all his

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force raiſe up the head of the Humerus : which that he may the better doe, 
bis Afſiſtent muſt fit behind the Patient. and pull his Arm backward with 
all his might; and if the Chirurgeon prefleth with hu Hands upon the head 
of the Scapula at the fame time he raiſeth up the Humeris, he thall reduce 
it more ealily. | ; 

There is another way of Reduction by Bandage, and that 1s, by laying 
the Paticnt flat on his Back on the ground, the Chirurgeon ſitting behind 
him, and making Extenſion by thc foreſaid Girt or other Bandage placed 
under the Axilla, whilſt his Affiſtent lieth along at the Patient's Side, and 
prefleth with his Heel upon the foreſaid Bandage, and at the {ame inſtant 
taketh the Patient by the Hand, and pulleth his Arm wuh all his force, 
Thus by their ſeveral Extenſions the head of the Shoulder-bone may be raj. 
{cd and reduced. 

Inſtruments proper for the reduction of the luxated Shoulder are, Ladder, 
Coulſtaff, Pulleys, Glofſocominm, &c. | | 

The way of Extenſion by a Ladder is, that the Patient climbe up th:c- 
or four Steps of it, and put his lame Arm over one of the Staves, placi; 
it between his Side and the head of the Humeras 5 and that a ltrong F.}. 
low take hold of that Arm, and pull it forcibly down backward, whillt il: 
Patient hangeth by 1t. 

The way by a Coulſtatffe is ſafer. The Staffe muſt have a Bunch in 
the middle ſomewhat Wedge-like, and covered with a foft Boulſter fit to 
place under the Patient's Arm-pit. In order to the Exteniion, the Patient 
mult be (ſeated near ſome Poſt or Pillar, in which the Pully muſt be faſtened 
to extend his Arm; and the Bandage mult be made a little above the Elboyy : 
which being faſtned, and the Coulltafte placed, and ſupported by a couple of 
Fellows, the Chirurgeon muſt ſtand on the contrary fide, with his Hands 
on each fide of the Scaprla, to preſs it downward, and keepthe Patient firm 
11 his Scat, and govern the Operation, taking care that the Wedge be placed 
11pht whilſt the Extenſion is making, leſt they break the Bone or otherwile 
miſchief him. | 

The Gloſſocomium, commonly called thc Commander, is of uſe in the moſt 
itrong tough Bodies, and where the Luxation hath been of long continuance, 
and will not yield to the other ways of Extenſion. There ought to be great 
care 1n the uſe of it, for many (ſhrewd Accidents have happend thereby. 

The Humerus luxated by Relaxation of the Ligaments and Tendons 1s re: 
ſtored 10 its place after ſome of the ways aboveſaid, but doth require you! 
induſtry toretain it after it is reduced : more of which by and by. 


Lady going one evening out of her Coach into her houſe, trode upon 

her Gown, and tel] down. I being fetcht, found her ſitting in the ſame 
room grievoully complaining of her right Shoulder. Looking upon it, and 
feeling the head of the Humerys lying in her Arm-pit, I endeavoured to re- 
duce it by Circumrotation: but it not yielding thereto, I cauſed one of her 
Servants to pull her Elbow back towards the Spine, then to thruſt it for- 
ward. During which I ſtood on the contrary fide, with one of my Hands 
upon the head of the Scapalz, and the other under the Os humeri 5 and at 


the ſame inſtant my Aſliſtent thruſt it forward. I forced it into its place : 


the people {tanding by heard it knap in, and the Paticnt declared it by the 
caſe ſhe felt. Then I applied an emp!. e bolo round the weak Joint, with a 
proportionable Compreſs wrung out of Oxycrate, and rowled ic on. - Aﬀter 
which 
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which her Servants led her to her Chamber to bed. The next morning [ 
vilited her. She had reſted well, and was ſo eafte, that her Phyſician, Sit 
[Viliam Gideon, would icarce believe that the Bone had been Juxated. The 
Lady prepared to remove to her Country-houſe, and undertook the Cure her 
ſelf by ſome Plaiſters of her own. But during the application of them her 
Arm grew weaker, and emaciated very much, and was painful about the 1n- 
ſcrtion of the Muſcle Deltozdes, and ſo to her Hand, with a nummedneſs in 
ſvme of her Fingers. Whereupon ſhe returned back, and conſulted Phylicians. 
One whereof, (ſuppoſing the Bone ſtill diſlocated, adviſed the conſulting a 
Bone-ſetter. I being preſent, he acknowledged the Bone well ſet. What 
he would have ſaid had I been abſent, may eaſily be gueſſed by his former 
dealing with others of my Profeſſion. From that time Antiparalyticks were 
preſcribed, a Fontanel was made 1n that Arm near the Muſcle Deltozdes, alſo 
Embrocations and Plaiſters were externally applied 3 whereby ſhe recovered 
the uſe of her Arm. 

A Nobleman who was a Commander of Horſe inthat Army whichcame out 2. Obſervar. 

of Scotland into England, was by ſome accident thrown off his Horſe, and hw warn 
would not be raiſed off the ground till I came. He complained of his right « : 
Shoulder. 1 looking upon it, felt the head of the Humerns lie diſtorted in his 
Arm-pit. I endeavoured to reduce 1t by my Hands, as above 1n the former 
Obſervation : but it not yielding thereto, I cauſed Mr. James Davies, who was 
Chirurgeon to thoſe Guards, to pull oft his Boot from his right Leg, and to 
lie along upon the ground by his Lordſhip, to make Extenſion that way. 
Whilſt he was making ready, I clapt a Comprels under the Patient's Arm-pit, 
with a Towel over it, and placed my felt at his Lordſhip's Shoulder, and made 
Extenſion by the Towel, whilſt my Aftiſtent took the Patient by the Hand, 
and thruſt his Heel into his Armpit with all his might. We having thus re- 
duced the Bone into its place, I applied an emplaſtrun e bolo over the Shoul- 
der, and a Compreſs of Tow prelt out of acetum under the Arm-pit, and 
rowled them on. That done, his Servants made hit ready, and helpt him 
upon his Horſe. I made him a viſit that night at his Quarters, defigning to let 
him blood in the contrary Arm : but his Shoulder being eaſy, and not hurt in 
any other part, I took my leave of him, telling him his Shoulder ought not 
to be dreſſed till after fix or ſeven days. Burt this perſon forgetting what 
I had ſaid, thought himſelf negleted, and complained to his ſuperiour 
Officers of me. Whereas in truth, if the Bone be well ſet and bound up, it 
is not material whether it be any more dreſſed or no. Thus in an Army 
we are frequently rewarded, if we do not attend them as their menial Ser- 
vants. 

One morning Mr. F axcett, Chirurgeon to his Royal Highneſs, ſent to my 3: Obſervac. 
houſe, when | lived in the 0!4-Baily, to come to him into Black-friers, to help B\ vvhnny, 
him to reduce a luxated Shoulder of a man lodged there. The head of the gs 
Humerus was fallen down into his Armpit. The way of Redn&tion pro- 
poſed by Mr. Faucett was by a Girt. We placed the man on the ground, and 
that part with the Boulſter under the man's Arm-pit, and put the Girt about 
Mr. Faucett's Neck, who ſtood over him with his Hands upon the Scapwla s 
and whilſt I drew the Patient's Elbow backward cloſe to his Spine, and thruſt 
the head of the Humerus upward, Mr. Faxcett raiſed up the head of the Bone 
with all his force, and it knapt in. The Bone being thus reduced, Mr. Faucett 
{lipt the Girt off his Neck, and drefſed up the man's Shoulder with Aſtringents 
and Bandage as hath been ſaid. | Y 

ln the year 1657. whilſt I was riding to a Noble Family in the North, 4 Obſerva:. . 
| was defired upon the Road to make a viſit to a man who had ſome days þ! Mequon 
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before put his Shoulder out of joint. I did fo, and ſaw his Arm miſcrab] 
ſtript of its Cyticule by the Bandage which the ſeveral Bone-ſetters had «- 
deavoured to make the Extenſion by 3 yet the Bone lay lodged in his Arm-pir. 
I applied over the Arm cerat. Galeni, and gave direction to have a Coulltatf 
made ready againſt next morning, with a Wedge-like prominence in themiddle 
of it, covered with ſoft Cloaths 3 and that the Bone-ſetters ſhould meet me at 
the Patient's houſe. The next morning we met, and having all things ready, 
[ cauſed the Patient to be ſeated with his luxated Arm near a ſtrong Pillar, 
which ſupported part of a Mantle-tree 3 then took oft the Dreſſings, and fo- 
mented and embrocated his Shoulder with Emollients z then folded a Cloath 
about his Arm a little above his Elbow, and faſtned a Bed-cord over that, and 
tied the ends of it about the Pillar, and with a Bed-ſtaff twiſted it,ſhewing one 
of the company how to twilt it, and make Extenſion of the Arm by it. Then 
| placed the Coulſtaft with its Wedge cloſe under the prolapſed head of the 
Humerys, rwo ſtrong men the while ſupporting the ends of the Staff propor- 
tionably high, I ſtanding on the contrary ſide with my hands on the Scapul; 
to draw it back, and preſs it downward to receive the head of the Humery, 
and to govern the Operation, the Bone-ſetters looking on. All things being 
thus ready, the one twiſted the Cord, and thereby extended the Arm ; the 
other held the Coulſtati firm and cloſe to his Side. During the Extenſion our 
Patient roared, and one Bone-ſetter called to me to forbear the Extenfion, (ay- 
iog, Why will you ſtrive againſt the Lord 2 and turned from us, declaring that 
I would kill the man. But the head of the Humerws was then moving 3 up- 
on which conſideration I bid the man twiſt on: and at that inſtant the Bone 
knapt in, and we looſened the Bandage 3 then drefled it up with empl. 2 bolo 
with Bandage, and put him to Bed. There being little more required, I went 
on my journey. 
+. Obſervar. In the year of the great Sickneſs, whilſt I was in the North-country, a 
of Reduttion Gentleman ſent his Servant to me, who had ſome half a year before luxate( 
by 4 Pale his right Shoulder. He had been with a Bone-ſetter, who took ſome pains 
ſtaff. in (tretching it, and made him believe he had ſet it : but upon fight of it, | 
concluded it luxated, and felt the head of the Humerus lying in his Arm-pit. 
| being then lame of my fractured Leg, and indiſpoſed with coughing blood, 
adviſcd the man to return to his Bone-ſetter, and tell him what I had ſaid. He 
did fo, and travelled from one Bone-ſetter to another. Every one of them at- 
tempted the Reduction, and pretended they had fer it. But the Patient rc- 
turning (till to me with 1t unſet, I ſent for a Pulley, and cauſing it to be fixed 
to a ſtrong Poſt, and a Coulſtaft to be held under his Arm-pit by two ſtrong 
people, we made Extenſion of the Arm, and reduced the Shoulder, as in the 
former Obſervation hath been ſhewed, without much difficulty. Then I dreſ- 
ſed it up with a reſtrictive Emplaſter and Bandage as above ſaid, and he reco- 
vered the uſe of his Arm. 
6. Obſervar. The deceaſed Mr. Edward Molins and my ſelf were ſent for to a Fencer who 
of Redattion Had Put bis Shoulder out of joint. We endeavoured to reduce it by the help 
7 019y0:2: of the Girt and our Hands : but he being of a ſtrong muſcular Body, we 
could not move it. We therefore embrocated the Shoulder cum oleo ex ped. bo- 
vinis, 'and drefled it up with cerat. dialthee. The next day we came prepared 
with a Glofſocominm, well known to the young Chirurgeons by the name of a 
Commander, and reduced the luxated Bone ; then dreſſed up his Shoulder as 
above laid. This foreſatd Inſtrument is frequently uſed in reducing theſe Bones 
in {trong tough Bodies, and where the Luxation hath been of long continu- 
ance : but the uſe thereof requireth great caution, for ſometimes ſad Accidents 
have happened thereby. 
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' Luxations from internal cauſes are for the moſt part irremediable : yet 1 ſhall 
give you 4 couple of Inſtances of my attempts therein. 

A young Woman having been long diſcafed with a Pain in her right Shoul- -. Obſervar, 

der, with an Emaciation of that Arm, came to me recommended by Doctour | -vn0n 
hamberlain Sen. Her Shoulder ſeemed to me Jluxated 3 but her Chirurgeon on. 
not being of that opinion, I declined the meddling with her : yet being at- 
terwards ſolicited by ſome of her Friends, 1 ſent her to a Chirurgeon's houle, 
\ who was one of the Maſters of Anatomy, whither I followed, and mct ſcve- 
ral Maſters of that Faculty there at a private Difſſection. They together 
viewed and felt her Shoulder, and unanimouſly concluding it luxated, pre- 
pared for the Reduction of it 3 and having reduced it by Pulley and Coulltatf, 
drefled it up accordingly. But the Ligaments and Tendons were lo rclaxed, 
that afterward upon (lackning the Bandage it relapſed. 

A Child of about four years of age having had his left Shoulder luxated 8. Ovicrvar. 
from his infancy, the Arm emaciated and grown uſeleſs, I being at laſt con- by 5 oy 
lulted did preſently reduce it by lifting up the head of the Humerus with tion. * 
my Fingers : but the Tendons being extreamly relaxed, the Bone {hpt down 
again as foon as I removed my Fingers. Wheretore I ſent for Mr, Sth a 
Truſs-maker, and appointed him to fit the Child with a pair of Bodies [tit- 
fenced on the lame fide, wherein was fixt a Bar of Steel with a head like a Soul- 
dier's Reſt, which by a Screw was raiſed proportionably to ſupport the head 
of the Humerus. This being made, I placed a Fontanel in that Arm, and 
rowled up the other Arm from the Hand to the Shoulder, and braced it to his 
Breaſt, deſigning thereby to force Nouriſhment into the lame Arm, and necet- 
litate him to uſe 1t. But the Child growing froward, they let it again at liberty. 

Upon notice thereof I deferred farther proceeding in the Cure, till the Child 
ſhould be more governable ; adviſing the Parents to repeat the uſe of the for- 
mer Preſcriptions ot their Phyſicians as they ſhould ſee occalton.

HE Joint of the Elbow is made by the concurrence of three ſeveral Deſcription 
Bones : 1, the Os hameri, 2. the Ulna, 3. the Radins. The Os bumeri en- » the" El 

deth broad towards the Cubit with a double head, the inward fitted for the 

reception of the Olna, the outward for the Radius.

Viz. on the inſide it is lined with the ſtrong and thick, 
but very ſoft, end of the Brachiaus internus, whole Ligament, though hard 
and thick enough, yet hath a ſoft Pillow of Fleſh interpoſed between it and 
the Joint, that ſo the pre{lure may not hinder the motion thereof, bur rather 
give way tO it. Yet is the preflure ſtrong enough to keep the place firm, 
which the accc{lion of the Tendon of the Þrceps doth much more corroborate: 
fo do the Pronator radii teres and dupinator longys, &c. The outer part 15 wel] 
puarded by that great ſtrong Muſcle which uſually 1s reckoned for two, +12, 
the Diceps, and Brachie&1s exITernia, whicn uniiing togetner have a flethy {oft 
utide, but with a (trong broad Ligament fixt on the outſide to the Olecranon, 
There 1s allo a little Muſcle called Azcereys, which reachinz trom the end of 
the Hymerss obliquely tranſverſe doth imnfert it (elf into the Clra, corrobora- 
ting the Joint. 

['he iRadizs allo is bound cloſe to the fide of the Una and to the Humiry; 
by wo remarkable Ligaments 3 v2z, the circular one that involveth the Joint, 
and the broad one that uniteth it and the C/na together : it is alſo bound 
down by the neighbouring Mulcles, eipecially the two Sypirators and the Pro- 
Halor eres. 

He that conlidereth the figure of the Ulna, and the ſtrength whereby it 
is tied to the Humerws, will think the Luxation of it almoſt impoſlible : Yet 
even this alſo is ſometimes made by the force thag may be put upon it, and 
that four ſeveral ways, it we may believe Authours; as outwardly, inwardly, 
and to cach f1de. 

If the Luxation be forward, the Arm hangeth ſtraight out, or rather out- 
ward, and he cannot bend it ; a Prominence appeareth in the Bout or inſide of 
it, and an unwonted Cavity where the Elbow ſhould be. Bur if the Luxa- 
tion be backward, the Cavity will be in the fore-part, and the Arm curved. 
If the Luxation be on the 1nlide, the Cavity will be on the outſide 3 and lo 
the contrary, it 1t be externally diſtorted. 

The pertect Luxations of this Joint do rarely happen. When they do, they 
are difhcultly reſtored : and if there be a Fracture of any of the Proceſlcs of 
the Joint, the caſe is deplorable. | 

[t the Cubit be luxated forwards, the Arm muſt be extended, but not in 1 
ſtraight line, leſt you break the tip of the Ulra, but obliquely. To which end, 
two perſons being employed, one to hold the Hymers, the other to pull the 
Arm below, a third perſon muſt guide the Elbow ſo as to keep it bent, and 
to direct the Bone. Which is done by preffing a Boulſter upon the bend of 
the Joint, or by a Girt or other Bandage pulled behind, or by one in the n4- 


ture of a Stirrup, 1n which the Chirurgeon may put his foot, and make Exte!!- 
lion that way.

It the Luxation be backwards, the Extenſion being made obliquely as be- 
fore, the Repolition is ealily guided by the Chirurgeon's Hand, Yet fince 
the extending Muſcles of the Cubit are very ſtrong, it will be neceſſary that 
the Muſcles ſerving the Cubit be firſt well embrocated with lenient Oint- 
ments: But it notwithſtanding you cannot reduce it by Hand, the Ladder or 
vther Engines muſt be uſed. And after ReduGtion apply Reltriftives, &*c. tor 
thcle Luxations are ſubjeR to great Fluxion, Inflammation, cc.

Chap. VII. Of Luxation of the Carpus, &c. 


HE former of theſe Luxations happened to a Servant- maid in }} bite- 

friers carrying a Pail of water. Her Feet {lipping, ſhe endeavoured to 
fave her ſelf but falling backward, ſhe pitcht upon her right Hand, and dif- 
torted the head of the Bone inward a great way, The poor creature was car- 
ricd into the next houte, bcirg an Ale-houſe, and Mr. Clarke a neighbouring 
Chirurgeon and my felt were fetched. Dreflings being made ready, and the 
Werch ſraied, one of the company ſtood on the contrary fide of her, with 
both 1: Hands upon that Arm below the Shoulder, and held her firm. 
Vir. C/arke made Extenfion below the Cubit, and my fc; with a boulſtered 
Girt upon the prominent Bone 1n the Bout of the Arm pulled 1t backward. 
After we had thus come tothe very brink of the Joint, Mr. C/arke bowing the 
Arm ſuddenly forward, I drew it back into the place; then embrocated it cr: 
ol. rof. myrtill. &- aceto, and applied empl. e bolo with Bandage, and left her Hand 
upon her ÞBrealt. But (he was lame Jong atter. 

If the Cubit flip out fide-way, the Reduction may be made by Extenſion 
and impulle ot the Hand. 

That of the Radizs 1s alfo reduced by the like means; fo that examples 
need not be given : only in the other of a curved Wriſt, I (hall give one [n- 
{kance, 

A Lady being overthrown in her Coach, the lower Proceſs of the Q!r4 cal- 
led Styleides was diſtorted from the Radius, and one of the Bones of the C'ar- 
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pus ſhoved between. I made Extenſion of the Wriſt, and preft that Bone of 


the Carpus to its fellows ſmooth, then thruſt the Proceſs of the O/na cloſe to 
the Radixs, and applied round the luxated Joint an Emplaſter of aſtringent 
Powders cum albunt. ovi, Splints, and Bandage, as 1n a tractured Bone, and 
placed it on her Breaſt, and thereby reltored 1t to good ule and its natural 
figure.

Of Luxation of the Carpus, Metacarpus, 
and Fingers. 


H E Carp 18 compoſed of divers Bones. One lieth out of order. 

Three of them are joined to the Procefles of the Radins and Ola, four 
to thee Metacarprs, and ail of them bound in by a ſtrong Ligament, by the 
ſtrength of which the Joint is made more firm. Yet thele Bones may be all 
thruſt out together, or any one of them ſingle, inwardly, outwardly, alfo to- 
wards either tide. 

This Luxation is diſcovered by the Tumour it maketh in the place where 1t 
lieth diſtorted ; alſo by the Flexure or Extenſion of the Fingers. Viz. if the 
Bones be moved inward, the Flexors of thoſe Fingers are (o (tretcht, that the 
Extenſors cannot ſtir them: and ſo contrary, if the Bones ſtart outward,

the Extenſors are immovable : and if they be luxated ſideways, the Hand leans 
either to the Thumb or little Finger. 

The way of Reduction is, to Jay the Hand and that part of the Arm flat up- 
on a Table, and make Extenſion above and below : during which the Chi. 
rurgeon preſſeth down the prominent Bones with his Hands into their ſeveral 
Cavities. The Bones reduced, remove the Hand, and place it upon a Feryl,, 
and dreſs it up with Reſtriftives, Comprels and Bandgage. 

The Fingers may be luxated backward, forward, or on either fide. The 


' fingle Luxation of the ſeveral Bones may be demonſtrated by their Protube- 


rance, and by the complaint of the Patient. "They may be eaſily reduced by 
Extenſion, they having no Proceſs to hinder : and being reduced, the commun 
Reſtriftive and Bandage will retain them (o.

Of Luxation of the Hip. 


'HE Joint of the Hip is a Connexion of the head of the Os femoris tothe 
Acetabulume of the Os iſchion, which is done by two ſtrong Ligamenis : 
one outward and membranous, encompaſſing the whole head of the Fez, 
from the edges of the Acetabulum to the farther end of the neck, where it 
toucheth the great Trochanter : the other inward, of a round figure, like 
a Cord tying the utmoſt apex of the Capyt femoris to the inner fide of the 
Acetabulum near the center. This Articulation is confirmed and ſtrengthe- 
ned by great ſtrong Muſcles; viz. on the outfide by the three Glutes, on 
the inſide by the Triceps together with the Levidus, and the four little 
Rotators. Al] which being duly conlidered, it muſt needs follow , that 
the force muſt be great that doth drive this out of its place. Yet when 
the weight of the Body and the undue poſition of the Thigh do concur, 
_— frequently make that Luxation : ſo hkewiſe doth ſometime external 
Orce. 

It is remarkable, that this place admitteth not of a Semi-luxation as others 
do 3 the head being ſo round, and the Cavity fo glib, and deep, that what- 
ever the force be, 1t the head be not thruſt quite out, it will fhp in again as 
ſoon as the force ceaſeth. It doth ſlip out four ſeveral ways, outwardly, 
inwardly, forward, and backward. Yet theſe two latter I never ſaw ; but by 
Congeſtion the Ligaments and Tendons may be fo relaxed, that it may fyll out 
either way. | 

If the Luxation be inward, the head of the Femur may be felt round and 
hard a little beneath the Groin. But if the Patient be in bed, you may judge 
of it by turning up the cloaths at the bed's feet ; the Leg will appear longer 
than the other, and the Knee and Foot hie turned outward. If the Luxation 


be outward, that Leg will be much ſhorter than the ſound one, and the Toes 
turned inward. 


In 
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In a relaxation of the Hip, the Leg hangs for the moſt part directly down 
and looſe, is weak, turneth either way, and is much emaciated. 

Luxations of the Hip are dithcultly reduced, and being ſo, are extreme Progno- 
apt to prolapſe, by reaſon of the over-great Extenſion or Ruption of the in- 
ternal Ligament, which ſhould hold the Bone in its Acetabulum. And if it be 
not reduced, it will be ſubject to great Pain and Fluxion from the over-ſtretch- 
ing of the Muſcles, and preſſure upon them with its great head : yet after ſome | 
months thoſe Muſcles become callous, and having yielded to the Extenſ1on, 
the Patient makes a ſhift to go upon it, though lamely. But the Member 
ſuffereth an Atrophia, and is (horter than the other. 

When the Luxation happeneth by Congeſtion, it 1s ſubject to Apoſtemations, 
and the head of the Bone corrupts by lying flabb'd in the Humour, and the 
Patient languithes and dies emaciated, 

If the Thigh-bone be luxated inward, and the Patient young and of a Reduttiono: 
tender Conſtitution, it may be reduced by the Hand of the Chirurgeon : viz. ola Cat 
he muſt lay one Hand upon the Thigh, and the other upon the Patient's Leg ; 
and having ſomewhat extended it towards the ſound Leg, he muſt ſuddenly 
force the Knee up towards the Belly, and prefs back the head of the Femur 
into its Acetabulum, and it will knap in. For there 1s no need of ſo great 
Extenſion in this kind of Luxation ; for the moſt conſiderable Muſcles bein 
upon the ſtretch, the bowing of the Knee as afore ſaid reduceth it. Yet in 
tough Bodies it may require ſtronger Extenſion : and in that caſe the Patient 
muſt be laid upon a Table flat on his Back; and a Pin of a good thickneſs 

- ought to be fixt in the middle of the Table, to ftand up between his Legs cloſe 
to that Ingen, that the Extenſion may be made thereby. During which the 
Extenſion muſt be made by two men, the one pulling him by that Arm-pit, 
the other by the Leg : which latter Extenſion muſt be made obliquely towards 
the ſound Leg. 

If the Luxation be backward, he muſt be then laid upon his Belly, and the 
Pin placed as aforeſaid in his Twiſt : it ought to be as thick as a Rowling-pin, 
and covered with Cotton, that its hardneſs may not be offenſive. The Exten- 
ſion may alſo be made upward by a Towel or Girt between his Thighs : and 
the while that Leg mult be ſtretcht by Pulleys or ſuch like ſtrength, and the 
Bandage faſtened above the Knee. | 

The Bone once reduced, dreſs it up with Reſtrictives and good Compreſs 
and Bandage, then bind it to the other Leg, and keep him in bed: for theſe 
Bones are apt to (tart, eſpecially if the Ligamentur teres be broken. If after 
Reduction and fuch Regulation the Bone do ſtart again, I ſhould forbear any 
farther forcing it, to avoid the danger of Apoſtemation, &c. For, asI have 
ſaid, they may recover (trength to go on it, though it be never reduced. 

A Luxation made by Relaxation or Reſolution requireth good drying and 
corroborating Fomentations, Emplaſters, Epiſpaſticks, Fontanels, ec. The 
Habit of body ought alſo to be treated by Internalls as in the King's Enill ; 
and if it apoſtemate, to be drefked as ſuch Abſceſſes.

Of Luxation of the Knee. 


HE Joynt of the Knee is made by the connexion of the lower head of 

the Femur and the upper head of rhe Trbia and the Patel/a. The firſt 
of theſe by a double Protuberance is inſerted into the double Cavity ot the 
latter, and ſuffers conſtriction on the anteriour part from the great and large 
Muſcles, which running to and beyond the Patella, join that to the Os 1il1z, 
and bind it down upon the Articulation, ſo as of the whole to make a Joint. 
On the hinder fide it 1s guarded with the two Hamlſtrings ſo called, iz. 
the Tendon of the Biceps outwardly, and of the ſartorizs, gracilis, ſemimembr4- 
noſus & ſeminervoſus inwardly : between which, through a little Cavity made 
for that purpoſe, all the great Vellels have their paſſage to the Legs Now 
the Joint being thus (trengthned doth ſcarce admit of any Luxation forward, 
unleſs the cauſe be exceeding violent. Backward and on each fide it is ſubject 
to both Luxation and Semiluxation. 

The Signs of the ſeveral Luxations of the Knee are apparent to the eye, by 
the Protuberance 1n the one part, and Cavity on the contrary. 

They are not difficult to reduce, nor ſubje& to ſuch Accidents as thoſe of 
the Elbow. 

Thoſe Luxations which happen on either (ide of the Knee may. be reduced 
by a moderate Extenſion with your Hands. The Luxation backward is 
reſtored by extending it a little : then bend the Leg ſuddenly backward, 
bringing his Heel to his Buttock, and you ſhall hear it knap in to its place. 
It being ſo, ſtretch it out again, and embrocate the Joints and Parts affected, and 
apply Aſtringents with a Compreſs in the Ham, with good Bandage. I (ball 


ew you the manner of reducing the perfect Luxation more particularly as 
followeth. 


Gentleman of about 3o years of age, riding upon the Road ſome ſew 

miles out of Town, was by the ruſhing of a Cart tumbled with his 

horſe into a Ditch, and brought back to London extremely lame and brui- 
ſed. I being fetcht to him found him in bed. The head of the Os 14bie 
was ſhot under the Thigh-bone, and lay ſtretcht out ſtraight, exceedingly 
{welled, and much blood extravaſated amongſt the Muſcles of the Calt of his 
leg. I cauſed the Patient to be laid on the contrary (ide: then one of the com- 
pany held him down, and kept that Thigh ſteady, whilſt I took him by the 
Foot and Calf of his Leg: and after | had a little drawn it to me, I forced it 


backward towards his Buttock, by which very motion it knapt into its place. 


That done, I extended it again, placing the while my Hand in the Hollow 
of his Knee. The motion of that Joint to and fro, and the filling up that 
Cavity under the Rotula, were certain ſigns of its Reduftion. I embroca- 
ted the Leg cum albumine ov. ol. roſ. myrtill, & aceto, and applied empl. e bois 
over all, with a Compreſs in his Ham, then rowled it up, and laid his Leg 
upon a Pillow to the eaſe of the Patient. That done, 1 let him blood in hs

Arm, preſcribed him an Emulſion of the cold Seeds, &c. and k-ot his Body 
ſoluble by Clylters, and adviſed him a flender Diet. The third day I re- 
peated Embrocations with the foreſaid Oils cum aceto, and thereby repelled 
the Humour ſo, that thereonly remained ſome remarques of he extravaſa- 
ted blood. I then embrocated thoſe Parts ce ol. cham. lu bric. ſpir, vini, and 
applied empl. ſti@. Paracelſ. & diapalme on the weak Joint. From the firſt 
application he grew daily eaſter, and by theſe latter the Joint waxed [trong, 
and he role and walkt with a Crutch in his Chamber : ai1d ſome time atter- 
wards I ſaw him walking abroad with a Stick in his hand.

HE lower end of the 73bza being joyned to the Fibula maketh a Deſcription 
fi oinglymoide Cavity in which the Os zalz is inferted : the two Ancles ofthe ancle- 
being on the inlide the Product of Os t#bie, make the outer on the Fibula. Un- 0 
derneath lie all the Oz tarſe in order 3 viz. the Os calcis under the Talus, the 
O; cymbiforme before it. Outward of that, joyning to the Os calcis, is the Os 
cubiforme 3 and between the Os cymbiforme and the Metatarſus lie the three 
Offa cuneiformia. 

This Joint 1s involved in ſtrong Membranes and Ligaments, and bound 
in by divers ſtrong Tendons : viz. behind by the Tendon of the Gaſtrocne- 
minus, and yet cloſe underneath in the Hollow of the Calcaneum by the Flexores 
pollicis & tertii internodii digitorum laterali;; inward by the tibialis poſticus ; 
outward by the preconeiz forward by the tibialis anticus. Theſe joyned to 
the (trong Ligaments that every-whete bind up the Part, and affiſted by the 
figure of the Bones, do make a Joint that would not eaſily be diſlocated, did 
not ſo great a weight lie thereupon. But from great weight and force it ſuffer- 
eth four ways. 

[f the luxated Bone be diſtorted inward, the Sole of the foot lieth turned signs of a 

outward 3 ſo likewiſe if the Luxation be in the exteriour part. If the Luxa- luxared 
tion be forward, the broad tendon of the Heel lieth hard and ſtretcht out, "© 
and the Foot appeareth ſhorter, becauſe the Joint is moved forward, and pol- 
{efſeth moſt part of the Foot.. But if the luxated Bone be diſtorted back- 
ward, it lieth over the Heel-bone, in which caſe the Sole of the foot ſeemeth 
bigger and longer. Accordingly as thele Signs are evident, the Luxation is 
perfect or imperfect. 

The Redudtion is not difficult; yet theſe Luxations are ſubjet to great Pain, p | 
and are accompanied with Tumour and Ecchyoſes, and the Patients are long MO. 
lame of them. 

The way of Reduction in tender Conſtitutions may be by Extenſion with 
- your hands, the one taking hold of the Leg, the other of the Foot. During etniogs 

which Extenſion, the Chirurgeon mult preſs the Bone the contrary way 
to which it was fallen, In cafe the Extenſion by your Bands ſuffice nor,

you may make uſe of Pulleys or other Engine. The Bone being reduced, ap. 
ply Relſtriftives with Bandage as above ſaid. 

Sometimes the Ancle-bone is apt to turn out on either ſide, by reaſon of 
Relaxation of the Tendons : in which caſe, though you do reduce it, ye: 
upon the leaſt walking on it the Bone flips out again. Some years ago ſuch 
a one was brought to me; I reduced iteaſily, and it as ſoon {lipt out apain : 
whereupon I cauſed a Shoe to be made by which the Ancle was kept ſteady, 
and at length by application of Aftringents, @*c. it recovered ſtrength. 

The Bones of the Metatarſus and Toes are frequently fractured, but rare- 
ly luxated, by reaſon of their ſtrong Ligation by fo many Tendons. But if i: 
{o happen, their Cure is the ſame with that of the Fingers and Hand. 


CHAP: At. 


Of Luxation of the Spine. 


Uxations of the Spine, which are molt uſually from inward Caules, as 1: 

Rickety Children, allo in the Kizg's Evil, and other Tumours hap- 
pening upon thoſe Bones, require internal Remedies, ſo are referrable to 2 
Phyſician. The Chirurgical part confiſteth in the application of Plaiſters, a: 
hath been ſhewed in the Treatiſe of the Ki3rg's Evil, alſo in good Bandage, 
which chicfly belongs to the Bodies-maker. 
| When it happeneth from force, a ſpeedy Repolition is required, about 
which Galen, Hippocrates, Oribaſtus, Celſus, &c. ſpeak much, who all may be 
conſulted. The caſe 1s ſo rare, that I think it not needful to add any Diſcourſe 
herez much leſs that of Hrs, about reducing the Spine when luxated in- 
wardly. He that plcaſeth may look into the Author. 
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Ues Venerea zs 2 venomous contagious Diſeaſe gotten either Immedt- Deivinon 
ately or Mediately from an impure Coition. | 
I ſay Immediately or Mediately, becauſc it is very manifeſt, that wis of 53/ 

not only the Perſons fo copulating are inictted, but allo the Chil- fection, 
dren derived from ſuch Parents, and Nurſes that (uckle thoſe 
Children, and any other Child that ſucks upon thoſe Nurſes; and fo forwards. 

It is frequent to mention other ſecundary ways of the propagation of it ; as 

lying in the ſame Bed with an infected perſon, lying in the ſame Sheets after 

them, or wearing their Cloaths. Nay it is affirmed by ſome, that men have 

been infetted by the ſame Cloaths they themſelves wore when they were 6dil- 

eaſed. Drinking with one ſo diſeaſed, or ſitting on the Cloſe-ſtool af.cr 

them, are likewiſe numbred amongſt the cauſes of infe&ion. 

Theſe are all ſuch convenient excuſes for the more (hieand coy Patients who 
will not otherwiſe be brought to confeſs their diſtempers, that it 1s pity to 
diſcountenance them. Nor will 1 deny the differences of Conſtitutions to be 
ſo great, and fome of them fo liable to this Diſeaſe by ſome other previous in- 
diſpoſition of body, that they may be infected with the tenth part of what 
another would eſcape ſound from. And this eſpecially I do acknowledpge in 
Women, the ſoftneſs and tenderneſs of whoſe Sex being frequently. attended 
with thin and ſharp ſerzm1n the blood, renders them liable to very quick im- 
prefſions: yet in Men, and indeed in the generality of Patients, we find the 
Diſeaſe not ſo active as to conveigh it ſelf from one ſubject to another with- 
out actual coition, or ſomething very equivalent to it. And astowearing of the 
ſame Cloaths, it is notorious that many hundreds cured by us Chirurgeons here 
in the Town, do commit that error (1f it be one) without the leaſt 1nconve- 
nience. Nay in ſound and firm conſtitutions impure coition it felt 1s not al- 

' way ſufficient to infet. Of which I have ſeen the frequent Experiment during 
the three years I ſerved in the King of Spain's Navy, where our Mariners as 
ſoonas their pockets were full of money would be getting aſhore to the Negroes, 
and other common women, that uſually attended thcir Landing, and ſerved 
their pleaſures in the neighbouring Broom which grew-very plentifully on ſome 
of thoſe ſhores. I have known, and dare ſay, more than twenty men lay 
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with one and the ſame woman the ſame day, and oily {ume of them intcctcd, 
the reſt going free, though they all equally deſerved it. | 

But Nurſes may either infe& Children or be infected by them. Childrenthat 
have had no Ulcers in their Mouths or Lips, nor any other viſible ſymptom + 
the Lues, have notwithſtanding betrayed their own infection by tranimittin;: 
itto the Niple of the Nurſe. In which cale it 1s frequent to ſee ſerpigino! 

Ulcers ariſe one after another, growing at length into ſo many round cry{t; 
Ulcers: alſo Nodes thruſting out of the back of the Hands, Shins, e*c. 

Infetions of Children are more obſcure, for though many of them after 
they be born have ſuch Scabs and Ulcers as do ſufficiently manifeſt the Dilcaſc, 
yet it isnot always ſo : for generally they do often come into the world very 
clear, and with the appearance of very ſound bodies, which notwithſtanding 
have been certainly infe&ted and have dyed of it, orat leaſt have been very in. 
firm; and though they were brought to their ends by fome other apparcn: 
Diſeaſe, yet the Pox hath been judged the foundation of all. 

I ſhall give you a three-handed inſtance that may confirtn ſeveral parts 6f 
this Diſcourſe. 

A luſty young fellow brought me to {ce his Wife, which I did in the com- 
pany of Dr. Mapletoft ; we found upon her face a great cluſter ot round ct. 
[ty Venereal Ulcers, yet not only her Husband was ſeemingly found, but he: 
Child alſo, who being half a year old appeared luſty and [trong, played mcr- 
rily inthe Nurſes Arms, but that day died ſuddenly : nor could I impute that 
accident to any other cauſe, but the forementioned infection. 

Yet I would not have any man raſh in judging all Ulcers to be Venereal that 
do reſemble them, for I have ſeen Nurſes with chapt Niples, and ſerpiginou: 
Llcers on the Breaſts, and Maids likewiſe in the ſame condition, who have 
been cured without any reſpe& to the Lues. 

I have ſeenalſo many Infants broken out about the Lips, Face, Head and Body, 
with many ſuſpicious pyſt#le and Ulcers, that were born of chaſt Parents. In 
our publick healings we preſent many ſuch 3 if there be any diſeaſed glan- 
dules found about the muſculus maſtordens, I ſuppoſing them rather to be 
[trumous. | : 

Having thus far treated of the original of the Laes, it will be now ſeaſon- 
able to deſcribe the Diſeaſe it ſe!/. For the doing of which it will not be ne- 
celary to run through all the nice diverſity of opinions which Sexrertus and 
other Authors have reckoned up: ſach an attempt would better become a 
Chairin the Univerſity than a Practical Treatiſe : Idoonly in ſhort ſay, that 
it is a Diſcaſe produced not by exceſs of any of the four qualities, but by the 
actual communication of a downright yenom, which uſually attects thac part 
of the body which it firſt toucheth, and afterwards the blood itſelf, by the ver- 
tue of which all the ſolid parts are by degrees tainted. 

The Species or rather Degrees of this Diſeaſe have by Palmarins been reckon- 
cd four according to the degrees of Infection. In the firſt he ſuppoſeth on:y 
the Hairto fall oft without any other hurt of the body 3 a caſe, I doubt, very 
rare. In the ſecond the Skin groweth rough and ſpotted with many little pro- 
tuberances. In the third down-right Scabs appear in the Head, Face, &-. 
In the fourth the ſolid parts are infected, as the Bones, ec. But. thele degrees 
4re either ill ordered, or at leaſt not juſted to the appearance of the Dilcaſes 
that occur in this age. Therefore 1 ſhall endeavour to rank the Degrees or 
Symptoms of it according to the events which we uſually obſerve in our. pra- 
ctice. 

Therefore when a Man hath h:d todo with an Impure Woman, either he 


hath ſome heat or inflammation on the Peris with excoriation, which 311- 
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eth ſoon after coition, and 1s cauſed by the affriftion of a virulent humour, 
or elſe he finds a heat in his Urine, and in a day, two or three, a Gonorrbea, 
or ifluing of virulent matter out of the ſeminal Vellels through the Urethra, 
This inflammation 1s very apt to produce excoriation and ulceration, upon 
which chancrons Ulcers ariſe ; and ſometime when the InfeRion hath been ve- 
kement, or the Inflammation neglected, it tends to a Gangreen, and Cryſtal- 
line Bladders arife, and the part mortifieth. 

Sometimes a Gonorrhea ſucceeds not; only the infeftion taking rather along 
the Cutis tothe Groin, doth make impreſſion on the neighbouring Glandules, 
and produce a Bubo, which according to the degree of its malignancy either 
proves ealily, curable, or elſe improves 1n its venom, and terminates in a Phage- 
dxnous Ulcer with jagged lips. At this time of the Diſeaſe I have ſeen many 
round, hard, venereal Ulcers upon the Scrotum and Perineum. Sometimes 
where none of the other ſymptoms have preceeded, a ſmall chancrous Ulcer 


ariſeth between the Prepuce and the glazs, above or below, on one ſide, or in - 


the entrance of the Qrethra 3 one while eating through it, otherwhile deſtroy- 
ing the freruzr, &c. Theſe Ulcers are ſometimes only corroſive, and ſome- 
times callous, or a calloſity witnout an Ulcer. | 

The attendance of a Chancre is commonly a breaking out all over the bod 
like a tlea-buing, which terminates in various forts of Tetters orUlcerous Scabs:; 
or it may be that Puſtules ariſe 1n one or more places of the body, as Head, 
Face, Arms, Thighs or Legs, or Ulcers in the Tonſ1}, Palates, ec. and at the 
ſame rime I have ſeen a Gummineſs upon the wwſculus maſto:dens, drawing the 
neck on one ſ1de. | | 

The wandring pains begin towards night to affe& either the Shoulders, 
Arms, Legs, or Head; ſometimes this Jaſt 1s affected alone to great excels. 
And about this time Verruce, Condylomata, Mariſca or Ficus appear in the 
Podex ; alſo Oz4na and Ulcers of the ſpongieſt part of the Os ethmozdes and 
oriſtles of the Noſe z alſo about this time Tumours by congeſtion ariſe in.the 
Breaſt, Arms, Legs, and become Ulcers of dithcult cure. 

The pains growing more fixed, Gxmmata or Nodes uſually arife and con- 
tinually afthi&t them, but towards night grow more intolerable, and at length 
the Bones corrupt. 


Coincident with ſeveral of theſe latter degrees are the noiſe in the Ears, 


Deafneſs, a Polypus, Ophthalmia, Fiſtula Lachrymalis, fierce Catarrhs, Colicks, 
Diarrhea, and T abes. | 


Theſe dreadful Symptoms have frequently poſleſt the imaginations of ſome 
people, who having taken the way to get the Pox are ſoon perſwaded that they 
| have it. Theſe men will ſtrangely imagine all the pains and other ſymptoms 

they have read of, or have heard other men talk of. Many of theſe hypochon- 
driack have come to Sir Fran. Pr. in which caſes he hath been pleaſed to ſend 
for me toconhider of their complaints with him. They commonly went away 
from us unſatisfied, nor could they quict their minds till they found ſome un- 
dertaker that would comply with them 3 which done, they were never the bet- 
ter, the imagination 1n which the Diſeaſe was ſeated remaining ſtill uncured ; 
whereupon preſuming they were not in hands skilful enough, they have gone 
to others, and fo forwards, till they had ruined both their Bodies and Purſes. 

T here have been three of theſe people with me lately; one a Tradeſman, 
who told me that ſince his Wites death he had fallen into ill company, and 
being heated with drink, ſtrayed and got a Clap, for which he had been under 
levecral hands that it hadcoſt him 40 pounds amongſt them, but he was till 
worſe and worſe. I asked himif he had ever a Gozorrbea ? Yea, ſaid he, with 
great pain 11 my Back, which (till continues - alſo ſuch a pain in my Noſe, 


that 
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| fear it will fall. Upon more particular enquiry I found no ſuch thing 3 only 
upon ſtraining to make Urine or upon the Clole-ſtoo], he had an involuntary 
effuſion of Seed, which was an old infirmity he had quite forgot. I ende;- 
voured to fatisfic him that he eſcaped better than he deſerved. Whether tc 
continued inthe ſame opinion he ſeemed to have received from me of his con- 
dition I ſometime doubted, but lately have ſeen him and been aflured, tha: 
ſince he ſpake with me he had taken no Phy lick, nor felt any caule for it, he 
continuing very well. 

Authors upon the firſt entrance of the Pox into Chriſtendom generally 
looked upon it as not only incurable, but alſo ſo highly infectious that they ran 
away from it as much as the Fews did from the Leprofie 3 but latter Ages and 
long experience have made it leſs formidable : yet even to this day it mul: 
needs be acknowledged difficult to cure, in conſideration of its malign ard 
contagious quality, andthe ungovernable diſpoſition of the Patients. 

If the habit of body be ſtrong, the cure of all theſe Species of Lacs Ver'e- 
rea, whether they be Chancre, Puſtule, Serpigo, Herpes miliaris exedens, Ph- 
gedena, Ozena, Ulcers in the Palate or Tonfils, they are all much eaſter cured 
than the ſame are. in any other chronick Diſeaſe : but to eradicate the ir, 
that it doth not return with more malignity, 1s ſomewhat more difficult. 

If the Patient hath been formerly clapt, it will be the more difficult to cur: 
him the ſecond time, and worſe the third. 

It hehath paſſed through long courſes of Mercurial remedies ineffeCually, 
his cure will be difficult; and if he hath been Salivated by UnCtion and rc- 
lapſed, the Cure will be hard, by reaſon the Mercury is become familiar to hin: 
and his body 1s for the moſt part emaciated and ſqualid. 

Gummata and Nodes are more difficult of cure than the Species above-men- 
tioned, and thoſe whoſe Bones are corrupted are yet more difficult of cure : 
but if the habit of body be ſtrong and the YV3ſcera ſound, all the ſpecies of this 
Diſeaſe are curable it the Patient keep his Chamber, and ſubmit to the rules 
of Phyſick and Dyet, without which ſubmiſhon we can ſcarce cure the leffcr 


Species ; and accordingly as they have been {Jubber'd over, the malignity that 


remains will at one time or other ſhow it ſelf either in ſome Chronick Diſeaſe, 
as Aſthma, Catarrh, Colick, Diarrhea, Stranguria, Rheumatiſmus, H;- 
drops, ec. or in ſome ſpecies of the Lyes Venerea, when poſſibly the Patient 


will not be fo willing to acknowledge the Diſeaſe, and what hopes is there 
then of his Cure ? 


Allo if the V3ſcera be unſound, or the Patient HeQick, a Maraſmns wall at- 
tendit, and the Cure is impoſhible. 


Chap. II. Of the Remedies generally uſed, &c. 


Cuae. Il. 
Of the Remedies generally uſed in the Cure. 


'HE Medicines alter according to the degrees of the Malady, and other 
circumſtances, in which the following Diſcourſes will inform you. My 
pretent bulineſs 1s to give a general view of them all, with their Natures and 
Uſes. Now the known Remedies, all or ſome of which we uſed in this Cure, 


are Bleeding, Purging, Vomiting, Salivating, Sweating, Cordials and Opiats ; to ts Cure. 


which we may add Dijetetical direCtions, eſpecially Alterative Drinks, and 
Topicks. 

Concerning Phlebotomy, though it do not cure the Diſcaſe, yet in the very 
beginning of it we uſually let Blood, to calm the fermenting Humours, and 
diſpoſe them for Evacuation, and preſcribe a Clyſter before or after. 


If the Diſeaſe be of long continuance, and they have been let Blood fome By Bleeding: 


months before, yet if we delign Salivation, we do again /t them Blood, if 
the Body be not too much emaciated. For in ſome of thoſe a Feavor hath 
happened in the time of raiſing the Salivation : and in Bodies of ſtronger ha- 
bits | have often ſeen them to break out in heat all over in the beginning of the 
Flux, ſo that then 1 have been neceſſitated to let them Blood when it was not 
ſo proper. When this Diſeaſe appeareth in the Groin with a Bybo, we do not 
let Blood ; yet ſome have adviſed 1t in the Foot, as a way to lead the Humours 
thither. 

Purging is more univerſally neceſſary, few Caſes being to be put in this Diſ- 
eaſe where it is not required. For whoſoever is Infected, either is already Ca- 
cochymical, or will quickly be fo, if by a ſuddain evacuation of the corrupted 
matter you do not prevent it. It 1s alſo uſeful in keeping the Blood low, which 
the higher it is, the more apt it is to be inflamed. Of Purges ſomeare only Le- 
ritive, fit tor weak and extenuated Perſons, alſo to diſpoſe the Body for more 
ſtrong Purges. The Lenitives are Manna with Cremor Tartariin Whey or Poſlet- 
drink, alſo the decoQtions of Tamarinds, Caſſia, with the infuſions of Ser, 
Rhubarb, &c. Syr. de pomis purg. de cichoreo cum Rhabarb. Ele&, lenitivum, Dj- 
aprun. Diacatholicon, &c. Re Sarſaparille 31j. ſcobis Guaiaci 5). fol. beton. M. (6. 
flor. Paralyſeos P. 1. Trage com. 31). fol. ſenne ſs. coquant. lent. igne 3 colat. adde 
Rhei, agarici trochiſcati ſeorſim in aq. cichorei infuſ. an zjſs. Colature adde Syr. 
infuſ. Roſ. pallidar. 3vj. Manne 5). f. potio. Re fol. ſene mmnd. 3 ſs. Turbith 
gummoſt, FJalap. bermodadyl. an. 3j. Linziberis, Cinnamon an. J)j. coq. in 
ſufficienti quantit. deco@. ſarſe, &c. ad 5vj. Colat. adde Syr. de ſpin. ceruina

{tronger cannot be given, are alſo preparatives for bleeding, and thence to 
ſtronger Phylick, viz. ſuch as followeth. Re Fol. Serne Ziv. Tarbith gummoſt, 
Hermoda@yl. an ij. Hellebori nigri, pulp. Colotynth. an. 3vj. raſ. Guaiaci, ſaſ- 
ſafr. an. 3j. cort, Guaiaci, baccar. Juniperi recent. cort. exterior, citrian. 5 ſs. Cin- 
namomi, Garyophyllat. an 31). infund. in equal. part. aquar. meliſſe, ulmarit, 
card. benedi&. per horas 48. deinde f. ebulitio levis cum expreſſ. fort. In colatur 
diſſolve | Aloes roſat. ij. ſr. Diagrid. 5j. coagulentur ad formam extra@. pro uſu.

Ref, 
ſolut. f. pill. Re Extra@. noſt. 31). gune. Guaiaci Iſs. Mer, dul. gr. xiv. aſcendendo ad 
Jj. cum ſyr. de ſpina cervina formentur pill. In groſs Phlegmatick Bodies you may 
purge with pul. Cornichins & Mer. dnl. In caſe of pain we add a prain or 
more of Laudanuw, Mercury thus mixt with purgatives is it from which we 
muſt expe& our main ſucceſs. For though the other may purge ſtrongly, they 
of themſelves bave not vertueto check the malignity even 1n the leſſer ſpecies 
of this Diſeaſe. 

This [ the rather add, becauſe of the wickedneſs of many Pretenders, who 
will in this Cure declaim againſt the uſe of Mercury, in which if they ſpealc 
honeſtly, and follow their Judgments (and do nat give it at the fame time 
when they ſpeak againſt it, as many do) they will prolong their Cure to no 
purpoſe, and meet with diſgrace at laſt ; it being very ſure, that no ſpecies of 
It will be cured withoutit. | know Fernelius,and fome of his Diſciples writ vehe- 
mently again(t it, but the whole current of the Able Practitioners have written 
on the other (ide. And by what I find by my experience, I dare ſay, that Fer- 
nelizs never cured a confirmed Pox without it, unleſs the Patient had been in 
ſome other hands before who had fluxed him ; in which Caſe ſome ſudorifick 
courſe preſcribed by him might get the Credit of a Cure, whole foundation was 
laid in Mercury. I write this the more confidently,becaule of the many attempts 
I have my felf made, and ſeen endeavoured by ſome worthy late Practicersin 
our Faculties without Mercury, but by omitting of it, our Cures were rendered 
tedious and unſucceſsful, the Ulcers the while ſpreading and breaking out freſh 
in ſome parts while we were endeavouring to Cure them in others, the Diſeaſe 
becoming more fierce in ſome of them whilſt their Bodies were purged with 
Catharticks without Mercury, Nay, where one of thoſe Inveighers zgain(t 
Mercury gave it in a Courſe of ſeven weeks,he could not by all his endeavours 
of Mercurial Emplaſters, Unguents or Waters outwardly applyed, nor with his 
Sweating Diet-drinks, ec. cure one ſmall Herpes in the Face, yet was better 
paid for his Phyſick than I was for the Cure. 

Vomiting is of uſe in great diſorders of the Stomach, when the foulneſs of that 
requires it, 'or when the Ulcers of ſome particular part require a ſudden revul- 
lion. So likewiſe when after the uſe of much Mercury outward or inward to 
ſalivate, it doth not ariſe kindly, we by this means cauſe a motion upward, and 
derive the humour that way. 

They are generally ſtrong if the party can bear them, viz. ſome Preparations 
of Mercury,as Turbith mineral. &c. or, Antimonial,as Crocus Meta/or. in ſtronger 
Bodies 3 but in weaker Conſtitutions we give ſuch as we may. 

The next thing which offers it ſelf to our conſideration, is, Salivation, with- 
out which few great Cures are done in this Diſeaſe. Nay, when a great Eva- 
cuation by Salivation 1s not intended, we are forced to diſpoſe the humours 
that way by Mercury, that being ſo diſpoſed they may be rendred more obe- 
dient to purging and (weating Remedies. For the truth of this, I need not 
produce any Authority, common experience will make it evident to you ; but 
of this hereafter. 


The methods of Salivating are divers, but all by Mercury ; belides which fa- 


_ culty of raiſing a Salivation, it heals, attenuates, reſolves, provokes Urine, and 


moves noxious Humours upwards and downwards, by which not only the 
more

more ſubti] but the moregrols and feculent excrementitious humors are expelled, 
and that according to its ſeveral Preparations, cither inwardly given, or out- 
wardly applyed. | 

Inwardly are preſcribed various Preparations of Mercury, viz. Merc. ſabline4- 
1s, dulcis, Merc. precipitat. albs, rubr. citr, niger, viridis, &c. There are alſo 
different Preparations of ſome of theſc, a the Turbith Mizerale, the Amalga- 
mations of Mercury with Gold, Theriaca . letalor. &c. They Furge, Vomit, 
and Salivate, or are Sudorihick, and are (tr onger or weaker in their Operations, 
according as they are freed of their corroſive quality. The {trongeſt of them 
are capable of being rendred ſweet, and of being difpirited both of their Vomi- 
tive and Salivating qualities. 

When we deſign Salivation by Mercuriss dulcis, we give it from 20 to 25 
grains, and ſometimes to thirty, either in a {poonful of white bread and milk, 
or in conf, rof. rub. conf. boraginis, conj*d, Alckermes, or ſome ſuch like Cordial 
Electuary, When we ſuſpect it nay work by ſtool, we preſcribe it in Ele. Di- 
aſcordii, or Theriace at night going to bed, and then it allo ſerves to alleviate 
their pains, and diſpole them to reſt, If after the taking it 4 or 5 dayes their 
chops do not ſwell, it may be reaſonable to move it upward by a few grains of 
Turbith Minerale. Accurdingly as their chops ſwell they will falivate. If their 
mouths be much ulcerated and {welled, the Salivation may laſt 18 or 20 dayes, 
during which they are to be kept warm, eſpecially about their head, neck and 
chops, and ro drink Chicken-broth, or Poflet-Ale. 

In the Declination of the Flux, we preſcribe them a Deco@. Sarſz, and before 
it ceaſeth, we purge them with ſome Cathartick Apozeme, and proceed in the 
reſt, as (hall be (hewed in its proper place. 

But the Salivating with Merc. dulcis alone will ſcarce cure the middle Species 
of this Diſeaſe. For though the Ulcers do cicatrize, and wandering pains re- 
mit thereby, yet they will return, or new puſtules will ariſe, as that Salivation 
declineth, or preſently after. And indeed I have found better effeCts by the 
frequent purging with it mixed with ſome good Cathartick, than by the only 
Salivating with 1t alone. X 

Merc. Precipitatcs albas may be given proportionably, as hath been ſaid of 
Merc. dulcis. 

Arcanum Corallinum, as it is genera!ly ſold in the Shops, may be given from 
three Grains to 5. One doſe of it preſcribed by me to a Woman Dilcaſed with 
Serpigo, &c. vomited her often, and Salivated her twenty days, contrary tomy 
intention, but cleared her skin of its foulneſs. 

Red Precipitate i8alſo Vomitive, but being well waſhed may be taken as ſafely 
as the White Precipitate. But fince I praQtiſed here in the City, I have not uſed 
it, Precipitatus viridis 1s allo Vomitive, and the molt churliſh preparation of 
Mercury 3 the doſe is much about the ſame as that of Arcar. Corallin, Hartman 
preſcribed it to eight Grains. 

Turbith Minerale, as it is fold in the Shop, is a rough Medicine, but being 
ſomewhat dulcorated, firſt procureth Vomiting, then Salivation, and is proper 
to make a ſudden revullion in ſuch caſes where there isa neceſſity of giving a 
ſpeedy. relief to an afflicted part, and contributeth to the cure of this Dileaſe 
in ſuch caſes where Merc. dulcis hath not force, That which I commend to 
your Ulc is made out of Vigo's Precipitate, and may be given from twelve to 
cighteen Grains, but I rarcly preſcribe it to any that have not firſt taken Merc. 
dulcis. It takes off nocturnal pains, and refolves Gum mats and Nodes which 
have not been of long continuance, and haſteneth the Cure of the moſt malign 
Ulcers that accompany this Diſeaſe, _ 

Mercury Amalgamed viith Gold doth Vomit and raile Salivation, but is ge-

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nerally corrected and made a Sudorifick : So the Turbith Mirerale is made Dia. 
phoretick. | 

Bezoardicum Minerale, and HEthiops Mincralis are alſo Diaphoretical, and of 
their Uſe you may ſee more hereafter. | 

Mercurizs ſublimatus corroſruns diſſolved in Aqua ſontis given inwardly doth 
alſo raiſe Salivation and Vomiting, it the Doſe be proportioned, It is much 
commended by ſome Prafitioners, but I never made tryal of it. 

This following I have frequently preſcribed, and ſo may you if you pleaſe: 
Re Merc. ſublimat. 51j. Cinnamon, galange, curcume an, 31). croci 51. aq. fumarie 
t61j. infundantur in Balneo per horas 24. deinde colentur pro uſu. The Doſe 1s 
3 or 4 ſpoonful in a morning, and is to be repeated many days, they drinking 
Pollet-drink, as in other Vomitives. 

There is alſo a way of Salivating by diſſolving of Merc. ſublimat. in a Bath; 
the uſe and manner of making it you may fee 1n the Chapter of Elephantia/s. 

Crude Mercury is alſo frequently preſcribed internally to raiſe Sahvation, and 
is piven from one Scruple to two or higher, cum terebinth. Veneta. The Pill 
Barbaroſe, which is a mixture of crude Mercury with Troco. Alhand. pul, Jalap. 
diagrid. &c. and is commonly called the Blew PiZ, purgeth powerfully, and 
frequently raiſeth a Salivation. I made ſome tryal of it, but it never an{wered 
my-expeCation ; yet may Cure the leſſer Speczes at the long run, it the Patient 
keep his Chamber, and obſerve a ſtrict method in Diet, Sweating, ec. 

T heſe following Pills were preſcribed by Sir Theodore Mayern to raiſe a Sali- 
vation. Bc Terebinth, Venete coFure indurate Rhet elec, pulver. 5 f Pul. Sar- 
ſaparille, 3j. Myrrhe, gum. Guaiaci, Maſtich. ſuccin. albi an. 3ij. fol. anri n" 
36. Mercurit Philoſoph. vel alias ex cinnabar. reſuſcitati ad pondus omnium, bal/. 
Peruvmanse 9. ſ. Dof. 31. ad 31. 

There is alſo a way of raiſing Salivation by ſufſumigation, the preſcription 
whereof is as followeth : Re Cinnabar. 51. Merc. crud, 35. Maſtich. Thuris, 
Sandarache, an. ſs. Styracis, Calam. DBenzoin an. 3itj. f. onmminm pul. ſubtil. qus 
excipiatur Terebinth. q. ſ. formentur Trochiſci ad pondus 311. pro uſu. 

When the Les YVenerea is grown inveterate, and affe&teth the molt ſolid 
parts with Gammata, ec. and the habit of body debilitated and vitiated by the 
frequent exhibition of Mercury, 1t then requireth a more powerful Remedy, 
272, Salvation by UnCction. There are various forts of them publiſhed by Au- 
thors, who have treated of the Cure that way 3 the principal Ingredient in it is 
Quickſilver, it is that which doth the Work, the additional Materials may be 
at your own choice, every one compounding them as they think fit. You have 
an Example of one in the Pharmacopeiz Londinenſts, under the name of U»- 
guent, Neapolitanum, that hath four ounces of crude Mercury to two pounds of 
Oyntment : By others, Re Axnrgie porcine vj. Butyri rec. 511). Styracis liquide 
711j. Hydrargyri triti & extin@i 3j- cer q. ſ. This following is weaker. Ax- 
ng. porcin 511). Terebinth. 5. pul. Ireos, Thuris, Maſtiches an. $ij. Olei Chant. 
 ilior. an ij. Laurini 5). Styracis calamite 3ſs. argent, vivi Zij. M. ſ. a. Au- 
thors have generally proportioned the quantity of Mercury according to the 

{trength of the Patient, and ſome of them have undertaken to dire& you how 
much of the Unction you {hall uſe at a time,but that would be extreamly trou- 
bleſome to obſerve, and may prove dangerous to the Patient at laſt. 

The Un&ion which I have uſed for the moſt part this lalt twenty years hath 
been made by a preſcription of Sir Alex. Fraffer, whoſe Praftice with it | had 
ſrequently ſeen with good ſucceſs. In it there is 6 ounces of crude Mercury to 
16 ounces of the Materials. If you ſhall make up an Undtion at that rate, you 
will find your curioſity in the choice of the Oyntments to mix with the Mercu- 
ry not tobe ſo very neceſſary, for have ſometimes raiſed a Salivation very well 


by 
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by mixing 6 ounces of crude Mercury extinguiſhed in Terebinth, with 16 ounces 
of Axung. porcine, and for Common People a prepared Axnng. with an addition 
of Ol. Terebinth. hath ſerved : For the better fort of People Re Axung. porcine 
=vj. Onguent. Nervin, Ziv. Onguent. Laurini, & Dialthee an. iſs. Ol. Valpin; 
=j. Stzracis liquide 511. pul. rad. Ireos Florent. Gum. Guia an. 5 fs. Of Cary- 
ophyl. q. ſ. Argent. vivi extinG. cum Terebinth, vj. Ms, The preparation to this 
way of Salivating is by bleeding and purging, it their bodies will bear it; other- 
wile bathe them, and keep their bodies foluble the while by Clylters, Lenitive 
Bolus's of Caſſzze, Manna, cum fyr. violar. 

In order to your farther proſecution of this courſe your Patient ought to 
lodge near your houſe in a cloſe warm Chamber ; If the ſeaſon be coJd the win- 
dows muſt be covered with blankets, and the bed near the fire, and incompaſled 
with a Screen if the Chamber be large. You ought alloto have a ſtrong-healthy 
Nurſe, ſuch as hath been accuſtomed to the imployment, that ſhe may in the ab- 
{ence of the Chirurgeon know how to wath the Patients mouth, and direc and 
inconrage him in ſuch Rules as may be necctlary mn the time of Salivattng. 

The molt proper place for Unttion 1s a Stove, 1t 1t may be had, and the Pa- 
tient can bear it; if he be weak his Bed mult be uſed, otherwife for want of a 
Stove he mult fit incompatlled with a ſcreen (as 1 faid) by the hire {1de but not 
t00 near It. If in the anointing he uſe his own hands, he may ſave his Chi- 
rurgeon much trouble, and do the work beiter than it can be done for him : 
But if other help be required, then we arm our hands with bladders or glove, 
and fall to it. The old, and ſtill moſt common method advileth to begin at the 
Feet, and thence to ariſe to the Legs, Thighs, Hips, and ſo upwards on the Spine 
to the Neck, taking in Hands, Arms, Shoulders. The Beily ought to be a- 
voided. And indeed much of the other trouble in weak bodies may be ſpared, 
for in fuch the anointing of the Legs and Arms, (or Thighs, 1t modeſty prevent 
you not) will obtain the fame 3 and it is ſufficient if the Mercury mix once with 
the blood to ſuch a degree as to cauſe a Salivation. Whatſocver the manner of 
the Unction be, the parts firlt anointed ought tobe covered vefore you proceed 
to the next, as the Legs with ſtockings, 'I highs with trouzes, &c. till at laſt his 
neck be well wrapped with a napkin tacked up to his Cap round about to hi» 
ears, and faſtned betore to keep his chaps warm. After this a warm Bed wil! 
be convenient, and a draught of Poſlet-drink in order to a breathing ſweat. 
Having ſo repoſed himſelf an hour or two, he may riſe and provide for his din 
ner, which muſt conſiſt ot meat of eaſje digeſtion, roaſt or boiled. To his din- 
ner he may drink Beer or Ale with a toaſt, the reſt of the day he muſt be con- 
fined to Pofſet-drink. UnGion may be repeated twice a day if you ſee caulr. 
But if the chaps ſwell apace you muſt moderate your hand, and it may be quite 
hold it off, leſt you bring on the Salivation too falt, and endanger the Patient : 
when he comes to this ſtate you muſt keep him to the uſe of Poſlet-drink and 
Broath, which ought to be ready in quantity. Alſo burnt Wine, 29. Theriaca- 
lis, Exc. muſt be ready to prevent fainting. His mouth mult be fyringed with 
a deco@. hordei cum liquiritia, rad. althee. &c. New Milk held in his mouth, or 
Chicken-broath will caſe the pain, and digeſt the {loughs that ariſe. A rolled 
clout ought to be placed between his teeth to keep his Chaps from cloſing. He 
mult be raiſed high in his Bed, it his weakneſs conſtrain him to it, and kept for- 
ward that his Rheum may run out and not down his throat 3 but it he can riſe, 
he will ſpit better and more plentifully. Salivations by Unctions commonly 
laſt 24 or 25 days, ſometimes to the 3o day. 

ln the height of it our work is to keep up their ſtrength 3 and if through Co- 
ſtiveneks they ſpit leſs, give them a Clyſter that they may ſpit better, and attend 
the waſhing their mouths 3 but as the fJoughs begin to ſeparate, which will be 
toward; 
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towards the declenſion of the Salivation, preſcribe them a decoction of Sar;, 
cc. to drink at leaſt thrice aday 3 and before the flough's quite caſt off, purge 
them with ſome cathartick Apozeme made in ſome of the foreſaid deco@. Sarſe ; 
and as they are able to eat meat, put them into a drying diet and ſweat them, 
cc. as ſhall be ſhewed in its proper place. 

It happeneth ſometimes in anointing, that their Mouths are much ulceratcd, 
and their Breaths ſmell ſtrong, yet their Cheeks do not ſwell, nor they ſpit con- 
{iderably 3 in which caſe forbear the anointing, and conſider the caule of it, 
and if the Body be ſtrong and Plethorick, vomit them with Tarbith, or inf;/. 
croc. metallor. but if they be weak or coſtive, adminiſter a Clyſter, and if after- 
wards it ariſe not, diſpoſe ther to ſweat with draughts of warm Poſlet-Ale, or 
bathe them, for that way it will be ſometimes raiſed when by the other it will 
not. But if they have faintneſs or palpitation of the Heart, ſhortneſs of 
Breath, Fevour, &*c. your be({t way will be to purge it off by ſome infuſ. of 
Serz, Oc. or decoG. Seng Gereonis, with the addition of fyr. Rof. ſolut. ſyr. de 
Spina cervina, Ec. and keep up their ſpirits the while with Cordials and good 
Eroaths, If their Lungsbe oppreſt, let them blood, and preſcribe Lohochs; bur 
if there be alſo a ſuppreſſion of Urine, :or that they make but little Urine and 
high coloured, purge them with Barat or Epſowz water turned into Poſlet, and 
quicken it with ſome purging Syrup. It by theſe ways of purging the acci- 
dents remit, and the Salivation riſcth, it is well 3 but if it do not, yet there 
being a colliquation made, you may by well purging, ſtrict diet, ſweating, C. 
obtain your end. While you are removing the above- ſaid accidents, you mult 
have a ſpecial regard to the Ulcers within their mouths, for it is from the fixing 
of the Mercury that thoſe maligin Ulcers are made, which the leſs ſenſible they 
are of them, the more corrupt they are. 

Sometimes in raiſing the Salivation by UnCction it paſſeth downwards by 
Stool, in which caſe we preſcribe Theriaca, Diaſcor * audanum opiat. &c. 
which being given at night will not only ſtrengthen their Bowels, but diſpoſe 
them to reſt, and incourage them togo on 1n the anointing. A vomit of Tyr- 
bith Mincrale after the unction hath been ſomewhile uſed, doth frequently 
raiſe the Salivation 3 and after it 1s once well raiſed, you may heighten or 
continue it by the application of ſome of the Emplaſters following. But it 
after all your endeavours to raiſe the Salivation it doth diſcharge it (lf in a 
Diarrhea with great evacuation, you are then to defend the Inteſtines from 
the acrimony of the humours by Clyſters of Chicken broath, Milk with 0! 
Olivar. vitel. Ovor. leſt a dyſentery do follow. Suppoſitories of Deer Suet, 
or ol. Hyperici, exc, caſt up with a Syringe, are proper to appeaſe the tene/mws. 
Inwardly we preſcribe large draughts of Chicken -broath, deco@. corr. cervi 
ſti, Milk and Water boyled with a ſtick of Cinnamon. 

After the Flux is ſtopt, you muſt conſider the ſtrength of the Patient, and 
the quantity of the union which was applied, and the greatneſs of the eva- 
cuation. If it was to the extreme weakning of the Patient, do not inliſt long 
upon the thoughts of ſalivating again, but proceed with Sudoriticks, ec. as 
above-ſaid 3 not doubting of ſucceſs in the cure. For ſuch Diarrhea's do for 
the molt part contribute as much to the cure as if they had falivated,. 

There is yet another way of Salivatiog, and that is by the application of 
Mercurial Emplaſters about the Arms, Legs, ec. They were firlt deligned [ 
ſuppoſe for the more tender and delicate fort of people who would not admit 
of the unction. There are various preſcriptions of them, whereof I ſhall 
offer you one, viz. R Empl. Diachyl. ireat. tbj. Empl. de minio vi. Gum. 
Carane, Tacamahacce an. Ziv. Benzoini, Styracis, Calamite, Succini, an. 51). 
Styracis liquid. & Balſam. Pernviane an. q. ſi Miſccantur ſuper ignem, deinde 


amoue, 
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amoue, & addantur mere. crudi 3viij. cum terebinth. extindi, & fiant magd- 
lcones. Thele being ſpread upon Cloath thick and applyed, you muſt then 
put them into a warm bed, and with a draught of warm Poſlet-drink (wear 
them dayly, and treat them as hath been ſaid in the falivating by Unttion. It 
it arife not by the fir{t Plaſters you muſt apply freſh once in four or five days, 
and it there be occalion you may haſten the (alivation by a few grains of Tur- 
bith Mineral. 1 have ſometimes falivated pexſons by thele Emplaſters, but tor 
the molt part I uſe them to raiſe a Salivation, or continue it in fuch where I be- 
gan it with Internals, and to that purpoſe it is of excellent ule. 


The humours being evacuated by Salivation and Purging, Sweativg will be Sweative, 


neceflary z Therefore we (hall now ſay ſomewhat of their manner of Sweating. 
They may ſweat in Bed, or out of it. The Bed is proper for the weaker ſort, 
and there they may ſweat by Bottles of warm Water or Bricks heated and pla- 
ced about them, or they may (weat under a Frame. If they ſweat with Bottles 
or Bricks, they muſt have many cloaths, as Blankets, ec. to cover them cloſe, 
and the Bottles or Bricks may be wrapt in Napkins and applyed, accordingly 
as you deſign more particularly to (weat any one part, Generally they are 
placed on each lide near the axi/2, the 1cbia and at the ſoles of the feet. If 
you ſweat with Bricks, let them be heated rather by boiling water than fire, 
Ic{t in the bed they burn the Patient. 

The way by a Frame 1s this 3 You are to fold a well aired Sheet four double, 
and lay it under the Patient, then his Shirt being (tript off, the Frame muſt be 
placed oyer him, and a Sheet over that Frame, and as many Blankets over 
that Sheet, and both Sheet and Blankets mult be brought over the end of the 
Frame, and be tucked down cloſe to the neck; then a pan of well burnt Char- 
coal or Spirit of Wine muſt be put into the lower end of the Frame: this done 
{but the door and take care that the heat be kept in, eſpecially about the Patients 
neck leſt it ſtifle him. His head ought alſo to be covered warm that it may 
ſweat. If he took not his Sudorifick before he was placed under the Frame 
he may take it now 3 the Dict-drink muſt be warmed, and may be commodi- 
outly given with a Glaſs-pipe. There 1s required a couple of Servants to at- 
tend the Patient during his being in the Frame : The one of them muſt attend 
him with a warm Napkin to wipe the ſweat off his Face, and to give him 
cloaths to rub his body, which cloaths ought to be thruſt in and taken out at 
the one ſide of the Frame. This Servant ought to have regard to his Maſter, 
that upon the leaſt complaint he may give warning to his fellow to renew the 
fire or take it out according as there ſhall be occalion. The fire being removed 
and the ſheet next the Frame ſomewhat cool, the one of his Servants {hall hold 
the cloaths cloſe to the Patients neck and ſhoulders, whilſt the other draws the 
Frame away. Then ſhall they both tuck the Blankets and covering cloſe to 
him, and give him another draught of his Diet-drink, and continue him in 
his ſweat half an hour or more if he can admit it; then gradually cool him 
and pull away the wet folded ſheet trom under him ; then rub him with dry 
cloaths and put on his ſhirt ; and if he be diſpoſed to (lumber an hour, he may ; 
otherwiſe he may riſe and dine at his pleaſure. They commonly ſweat 3 quar- 
ters of an hour jn the Frame, and an hour in Bed after the Frame 1s pulled away. 

Theſe are the ways of ſweating in Bed. 


The ways of (ſweating out of Bed are by Stove, Tyv, Chair or Cradle. 


The Stove is the moſt ealie in regard they may fit, ſtand or walk up and down ; 
but when they go out of them to bed, the danger is in taking cold, whence 
new pains do ſometimes ariſe. Therefore thoſe Stoves that are near to a goad 
bed are beſt ; the other which you muſt goup or down ſtairs to, are not allow- 
able. Tyb and Chair were the old way of ſweating, but it Oe lrrew 
wound:

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ſwounds in either of them, it will be troubleſom to get him out ; poſſibly he 
breaks his ſhins, if he did not hang ſome while by the neck before they got him 
out, To avoid which they muſt take them out upon the leaſt complaint of 
fainting, and have ſome Cordial to relieve their Spirits. 

In the Cradles they are ſubje& to accidents by the disjointing of the Frame 
or breaking of the Girts, &c. but in every of theſe 1 have ſweat my Patients 
with much ſafety, and ſo may you. | 

Bathing is of great uſe inthe cure of this Diſeaſe, whether it be new or o14. 
la the recent it ſerves to contemperate the great heat and acrimony of the l;y. 
mours, eſpecially in the Gonorrhea, 

In ſqualid and drie bodies where the Lxes hath been long confirmed, Bath- 
ing is neceſſary to hume and rarihe the humours, and diſpoſe them to falivate. 
They are alſo proper after the Patient hath paſſed through the {tri courſe of 
Salivating, Purging, Sweating, &c. The body being thereby dried and ema- 
ciated, 1s hereby cooled, moiltned and reſtored to its natural temper. 

In order to the Bathing we generally let Blood and purge, it there be p!e- 
thora 3 but in poor emaciated dry bodies a Clyſter may ſerve, or their bodies 
may be kept ſoluble by a lenient Bolus of Caſſza, Manna, Syr. Violar, e*c. and 
before the Patient enter into the Bath he may drink a draught of Caudle or 
Broath, and in the Bath he may take a ſpoonful or two of Harts-horn Jelly, ec. 

The Veſſel we bathe in is a Tub, wherein he may (it up to the neck. For 
want of ſuch, a Barrel may ſerve, the one end being beat out and a Stool placed 
In it to (ſit upon. The Bath Liquor is according to the occaſion and quality of 
the Patient, ſometimes it 1s all Milk, othertimes Milk and Water, or only Wa- 
ter, with a Bag of wheaten Bran, which ſerves the Patient as a Cuſhion, and 
makes the water milky. They are ſometimes perfumed with Lie. Caſſze, Khod. 
ſant. citrini, Calam. aromat. Flv odorat. flor. Roſ. damaſee. ec. The Baths of 
Milk are apt to ſour, therefore ought to be renewed daily, the other will laſt 
longer ſweet. Inthe time of Bathing there ought to be plenty of hot and cold 
water to continue the Bath of a moderate temper, neither too hot nor cold. 
Some Hoops ſhould be faſtned over the head of the Tub, whereon a Blanket 
or Sheet as a Canopy may be caſt, in caſe the Air be cold. A Servant or two 
ought alſo to be attending in caſe of fainting, leſt he fink into the water. 
Therefore upon his complaint raiſe him up, and caſting a ſheet about him put 
him into a warm bed, where he may refreſh himſelf, and at his leiſure ariſe and 
cloath himſelt, and dineor ſup as his Appetite requireth. They may bath twice 
a day, but never upon a full Stomach. 

During the Cure of this Diſeaſe it will be requiſite that the Patient keep his 
Chamber, and that it be made temperately warm 3 The taking of Phyſick and 
rambling abroad in the cold being extremely prejudicial to their Cure, and is 
frequently attended with a diarrhea, or noiſe in their Ears with deafneſs. 
There is alſo a ſpecial care to be taken concerning their Diet, that on thoſe 
days they purge, their Dinner be of good nouriſhment, boiled or roaſted. 
We allo allow them good Broath and Beer or Ale to raiſe their ſtrength, ſo 
as they may beable to bear the evacuation which is required. But in the time 
of their (weating we confine them to a very ſlender and drying Diet; only ſut- 
ficient to ſupport their Spirits. A chop of a neck of Mutton, or two Ribs dry 
roaſted was the old ſtint. I permit them to make choice of ſome one ſort of 
meat, and keep them to that, which amongſt the better ſort is a Partridge, and 
that without ſauce. Their ſuppers may be Bisket, Raiſons of the Sun and a 

few blanched Almonds, and their drink deco&F. Sarſe, &c. But in weak and 


extenuated bodies, China-Broths, or a mixture of Milk with their Diet-drink 
may be neceſlary, 


Exerciſe 


Chap. II. Of the Specificks, &C. 

Exerciſe is of uſe in the beginning of this Diſeaſe, and may ſerve to rowze 
the Native heat to thruſt forth the malignity and waſte ſuperfluitics. Burt af- 
er the diſeaſe is more confirmed, violent Exercife is hurtful, exhauſting the 
Spiwits too much, and renders them leſs able to reſiſt the Malignity. 

Sleep is allowed in the day to refreſh them, they being for the moſt part di- 
{turbed in the night by their pains, which are therefore called No@urral. 

[n the time of Salivation they muſt ſleep when it affe&s them. To ſleep 
alſo after Bathing and Sweating is neceſſary to refreſh them. 

Venery ought to be avoided during their courſe of Phyſick, it being one main 
cauſe of the unſuccesfulneſs of it : Yea, the very thoughts of it is deſtructive 
to their healths 5 nay , though he believed himſelf Cured I would not have 
him over-confident that way, till he hath pafſed a Spring or Autumn. For if 
he be married, and bed with his Wife, and afterwards relapſe, he may poſli- 
bly fancy that ſhe infeQed him 5 which may not be unlikely, if he bedded 
with her before he entred into Cure. However it was, the conſequence of it 
may be very il], and may cauſe a loathing in him of her Bed, when it's poſli- 
ble he was not well Cured, and would have relapſed with a Gonorrhea or 
Chancre, though he had not touched any Woman. 

The paſſzons of the Mind ought to be calmed, and the Patient to be well (a- 
tified in the Integrity and skill of his Phyſician or Chirurgeon, that he may 
the more chearfully ſubmit to the Rules preſcribed in order to his Cure.

Of the Specificks in this Diſeaſe. 


N the former Diſcourſe I have had occaſion to ſpeak of the Deoco@. Sar- 
ſe, Oc. as ſudorificks. Indeed thoſe kind of Decoctions are the great 
inges on which the Cure depends, as being ſuppoſed to contain in them be- 
ſides the Sudorifick Vertue other Specifick qualities. Which appropriation 
of ſome Simples to the Diſeaſe more than others makes it neceſſary, before 1 
proceed any further, to diſcourſe of the nature of theſe Specificks, which 1 re- 
duce to three heads, viz. either Vegetable, Antimonial or Mercurial, 

The Vegetables are uſually reckoned theſe 3 guaiac. lign. &> cort. lign. ſaſſaſras. Specificks, 
rad. ching, ſarſaparilla, ſaponaria. Of theſe all but ſaporaria are known Sudo- | 
rificks, and may be eaſily ſuppoſed to perform all that is pretended to by them, 
by that only faculty, unleſs we pleaſe to add dulcification. Whether Saponaria 
be a Sudorifick I know not 3 nor indeed whether ever it cured the Pox other- 
wiſe than in conjunQion with the former Specificks, and fo any other Herb 
will do it. Lavreola is in the Weſt of England much commended. I ſuppoſe 
what it doth is only by ſtrong purging, and when it is mixed in Diet-drinks, 
it ſerves to keep the Body open. What other Vertues it hath I know not. 

Antimony and Mercury are Medicaments of fo large a compaſs, that the 
take inall the intentionsof Phyſick. Hence we have Vomits, Purges, Sudorificks, 
Salivations. Vomiting and Purging are certainly of great uſe in this Diſeaſe ; 
{o is alſo Sweating, which is very efteCtually procured by ſeveral preparations 
of both theſe, viz. Ceruſſa Antimon. diaphoret. &c. Bezoard. Minerale, FEthiops 
Mineral. &c. They have the vogue of exceeding other Medicines bath by their 
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ſtrength and power. of dulcification. And therefore it 1s that in purging al(y 
we make ſo much uſeof Mercurial preparations. But that Mineral hath alfy 
another faculty more eminent than all theſe, ſo peculiar tot ſelf, that we find 
not yet any other medicine, Mineral], Vegetable or Animal that-can imitate it, 
and that is Salivation 3 by vertue of which it melts down the ſerum of the 
blood, and with it all the acid venom contraCted in It by this diſeaſe, bringing 
it away by the mouth, 

Theſe are the ſo highly commended Specificks, of which the former ar: 
the conſtant Ingredients of the decoction to be taken during the whole Courſc. 
but are accommodated to the Palate and other neceſſities of the Patient by the 
addition of other Simples. Mercury 1s alſo boiled either crude or prepared: 
So is Cinnabar and crude Antimony : which practice I have declined, and 
therefore I ſhall not ſay more of it. I ſhall only proceed to inform you'how 
to mix other Simples with theſe already mentioned as occaſion ſhall re- 

uire, 

; Firſt therefore for aromatization we add ſew. aniſt, fenic. dnl. coriand. calz- 
mms aromaticns, lig. Aloes, cajſia 3 for other gratefulneſs Liquoriſh , Raiſins , 
Ivory, Harts-horn, ln complication of Diſeaſes, if the Head be affected, we 
add Betony, Sage, Roſemary. If the Breaſt, adiauth. tuſſulago, ſeabioſa, mar- 
rubium, Hyſſop, Figs, Dates, Sebeſtens , Jujubes. It the Heart, rad. angelics, 
borag. Violets, Balm, ſcorzonera, ſcordium, Clove-gilly-flowers, Saffron. If thc 
Stomach, Wormmood, Agrimony, centaur. card. benedif, It the Liver, Rhy- 
barb, Turmerick, Liverwort, Succory, Dock:root. It there be Dropſie joyned 
with it, then Briony of both ſorts, Spurge, Laurel, Eſula. For the Splecn, 
Dodder, Fern, Capers, Tamarisk, Spleenwort, Germander, Calamint, Hell: 
bor, exc. In the diſeaſes of the Kidneys the froe opening roots, allo rad. althez, 
gram. ruſci, alkekengi, eryngii, the cold ſeeds, exc. If Colick infe& the Pa- 
tient, bacc. laur, juniperi, Galangal, Ledoary, exc. Then there are the greater 
and leſſer Scorbuticks, allo rad. bardane & petaſitidis, which are believed to 
have vertue to mitigate pain 1n the membranes of the bones, and reſolve 
nodes; allo rad. caryophylate, conſolide, biſtorte, tormentil/z, and many 0- 
thers which arc thought proper to be added to Decoctions, and to medicate 
Ale or Hydromel. All which ſeveral forms of Medicines may be varied ac- 
cording to ſeveral intentions. In weak Stomachs we add Wine to the de- 
cottions. In emaciated bodies Milk. Of the Sar/a decoQtions I ſhall for the 
eaſe of the young Chirurgeons, ſet down ſome particular preſcriptions, ſuch 
as I have ſeen vreſeribed by worthy Phyſicians, and have practiſed with w; 
ſelf ſucceſsfully.

F allopius, and others, who taught to Cure this Diſeaſe by Galenical Reme- 
dies, bave taken much pains in contriving Medicaments for the curing the 
Chancre, Herpes, &c. but that will be needleſs here. The method ot Cutie 1 
have propoſed by Internals will enough contribute to the Cure of all the Ex- 
ternal Symptoms; ſo that only which i required from us, will be thereſifting 
the fluxion till our Internal Remedies have taken place. 

In Inflammations, Swellings and Excoriations of the Perris and Pudenda :

Young Man having been debaucht into laſcivious Company, complained x. obſervai- 
to me the day after, and ſhewed me the Prepuce much inflamed 'and ® of intlan- 


{welled and turned backward ; there wasalſo an excoriation between the glars maar 
and part of the prepuce. I fomented the peris with red wine, and applyed of the Penis. 


pledgets of lint prefled out of theſame on the excoriation, and unguert. albur 
camphorat, over all, leaving a paſlage for urine. Then let him blood in the arm 
about ten ounces. A Clyſter was adminiſtred ſome hours after, and that night 
at his going to bed Ient him a Bolzs of conf. roſ. 5 js. mer. dul. Yj. and purged 
it off the next morning with Manna in Poſlet-drink, and drefled him the ſame 
morning with deco. plantag. ſummitat. rubi, equiſeti, &c. By this method of 
dreſling, and by the repeating the uſe of the wer. 4ul. alone, and with purga- 
tives, I drycd upthe ulceration and inflammation, leaving the prepuce lax as 


formerly. I had thoughts of preſcribing him alonger courſe, but he continued 
well without it. 


Another came to me with an inflammation of the prepuce, it was ſwelled 2. 0vterva- 


over the glaxs, and by the quantity of fetid matter which diſcharged I ſuppoſed 2* 
aGonorrhca, at leaſt a great excoriation between the prepuce and glans. I fo- 
mented it with deco. plantag. ſummit. rubi, equiſeti, &c. and injeRted ſome of 
it witha Syringe, and lapped a ſtupe about it, and continued that method of 
dreſſing it twice aday 3 ſometimes adding a little »we/ /Egyptiac. to the decoti- 
on. I alſo let him blood, and repeated the method of purging, as in the 
former Obſervation, till I had healed the ulceration, and relaxed the ſwelling. 
Then returning back the prepuce, and obſerving that the fetid matter had pro- 
ceeded only from an excoriation between the prepuce and glars, I diſmilled 
- him without putting him into other courſe of Phyſick. 


One came to me with an Inflammation and great ſwelling of the glans and 2.0 


prepuce, this latter being turned back in coitu (traitned the glars, and haſtened tion of in- 


thoſe accidents of Inflammation, &*c. and would ſoon have gangrened in ſpite 


of all applications. To prevent which, I prepared to divide that part of the Puce.

diſcuſſed, and the prepuce he flaccid and natural; the wound cured in the 
$kin a few days after by the common applications This turning back of the pre- 
puce is frequently ſeen in young Lads, who wantonly handle it. Sometimes it 
happeneth in Conjugal Rites, and not being returned foon over again, it 
{traitens the glans, and accordingly haftens the accidents of inflammation. 
The Cure is efte&ed by timely ſomenting with emollients; but if that way fail, 
you mult diyide the prepuce asaboveſaid. In ſome of thoſe who have the pre- 
puce very ſhort, the frennm isalſolo (trait, that upon the erection of the Penis, 
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the Glans is pulled downwards, ſo as they cannot endure coition. The reme- 
dy is by cutting the frenum in pieces. If you ſuſpect that the divided end 
may be troubleſom, clip them off at the ſame time, then put a doſli} of dry 
Lint cloſe between the Glans and that part of the Prepuce to prevent the 
coalition of them. | 
A young fellow came tome with the Prepuce inflamed, and a mortification 
on the upper part of it, which had ſpread the compaſs of a broad Shilling on 
that part over the Glans. In ſcarifying the Eſchar I found it had penetrated 
through : upon which conſideration I made ſeparation of the Prepuce with 
a pair of Sciffors cutting it off round, then dreſſed it cum pul. Galeni & alby- 
mine 0vi, the next day I gave him a Lenitive Bolzs, which purged him mode- 
rately. In, the making extirpation of the Prepuce I had permitted him to 
bleed freely, and by the Lenient purge his body was cooled, ſo that at the 
next opening | found the Sore digeſting. I drelled it with digeſ#. ex tercbinth. 
and the excoriation about the Glens with urgent alb. camph. The day after 
[ purged him again with the ſame Lenitive and calowel. By the reiterating of 
thoſe purgations he was freed of the malignity. The Peris was cured by the 
common applications in ſuch caſes propoſed in the method of cure. 
One coming to mewith a Chancre on the outſide of the Prepuce with callus, 
I ſprinkled it with -verc. precipit.and applied a pledget of unguent. diapompholye.

I drefled it with lac jub- 
limeti. | let him blood and purged him with an infuſion of ſera, rhab. ec. in 
a deco@. tamarind. with yr. de ſpina cervine, and ſyr. ex infuſ. roſ, cum agarico. 
The ſamenight after his firſt {keep he took 3j. calowel. in z{, conf. cichorei, and 
the next morning I purgeditoff with ſome of the former infufion. The ſe- 
cond day after I purged himwith pil. cochie win. 3, merc. dul. Jj. and from 
that day purged him proportionably as his irength would bear, increafing or 
diminiſhing the one or other of them ſo as to avoid making his chaps Thee 
Fhe Ulcer being thus cured, and no hardneſs remaining, I then preſcribed him

the vulnerary decoftion with vrguert. /Eg yptiac. and put ina ſhort tent of 


rad. gentiane dipt in oleo lilior. into the contrafted Prepuce, with direCtions 
that he ſhould put in a freſh one ſo often as he ſhould urine, or ſyringe himſelf. 
To which purpoſe he had many prepared bigger and lefler. That day I let 
him blood, and directed a Clyſter, and purged him the next morning with 
pil. cochie min. &* merc. dul. and repeated the ſaid Phyſick according to his 
ftrength, proportioning the »zerc. dl. ſo as to avoid falivating. By this me- 
thod and by his courſe of Diet with Szdorificks, the Ulcers healed, and the 


carnolity reſolved; but the entrance into the Prepuce continuing narrow, I 
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paſſed in a pair of probe ſciſſors as high over the glans as the narrow entrance 
would admit ; then pulling back the exterior tunicle I cut the inner ſtraitened 
coat, till | had fo jnlarged it that it turned back. That done, I applyed my 
Reſtrictives upon the wound and rouled them on, leaving the glans only cover.

coition, upon which account I circumciſed one lately that came out of other 
hands. You ought to be careful in the dreſling ulcerations between the g/ans 
and prepuge ; for it ſometimes happeneth, that they grow together, yea, ſuch 
caſes the very entrance into the 'Urethra will contract extream narrow, and 
ſometimes clole up. 

A poor. Gentleman ſuppoſing his difficulty in urining proceeded from the 
Stone, filently endured it till the urine was in a manner fuppretied : then | was 
fetcht, and ſaw the prepuce ſtretched over the glans, and' the entrance 1nto it 
carnous, and ſcarce wide enough to admit of a probe. I made a dilatation by a 
ſmall pair of Plyers, then paſſed ina probe, but could neither get into the Ure- 
thra, nor paſs conſiderably between the glans and prepuce.. The work requi- 
red diſpatch, therefore having drawn out the interior tunicle, and thruſt back- 
ward the external one, I cauſed my Servant to make a Ligature upon the pre- 
puce cloſe by the end.of the glars,and with a knife cut off the hard carnous end 
of the prepuce. I thought to have turned it back, but found the interior coat 
of the prepuce firmly grown to the g/azs round, as if it had been one body,and 
the entrance into the Qrethra almoſt quite cloſed up by a hard cicatrix. 1 
brought the inciſed lips of the coats of the prepuce together, and retained 
them ſo round by a few ſtitches; then having wiped away the blood with 2 
{(punge, 1 made an apertion through the cicatrix, inlarging the entrance of 
the Orethra, and gave way for his urine; then put in. a piece of a ſearching 
Candle to keep the pallage open. I dreſſed up the prepuce with pxl. Galeni up- 
on pledgets of lint dipt i: albumine ovi, and brought a fold of linnen over it, 
leaving a pallage for urine. That afternoon I took out the wax-candle, and 
put in a leaden pipe, which was eaſily retained for diſcharge of urine, and the 
while cicatrized the apertion there. The wound in the prepuce being digeſted 
and cicatrizing, I cut out the ſtitches. This Perſon piſſed out ſeventeen 
piples in few days after. Infants are ſometimes born without this apertion, in 
which caſe if it be not ſpeedily made, the urine makes its way through ſome 
part of the du&x5, or the Infant dieth miſerably. 

A young Blade was commended out of the Country to a Phyſician here, who 
committed him to my Care. "The prepuce was ſwelled and inflamed, between 
it and the glars there were many Chancres, as I ſuppoſed by the hardneſs I felt, 
and by the diſcharge of fetid matter, and from thence [ judged the inflamma- 
tion and ſwelling 1n the prepuce to ariſe. The Glandules in both his Groins 
were ſwelled. To have waited for ſuppuration in theſe had certainly cauſed the 
putrefaQtion of the other diſeaſed part, it being then in great danger through 
the fo long concealing of it. Wherefore [ began with fomenting and ſyring- 
ing of it with the deco. plantag. ſummitat. rubi, &c. with an addition of 3} 

e£yptiac. to fix ounces of the decoGtion, and continued the drefiing of him 
with that twice a day. The Phyſician preſcribed him a Clyſter that night, _ 

the 
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the next morning we let him blood in the Arm, and purged him the day after 
with extra@. Rudii e calomel. and the next day repeated a Clyſter. The day 
after he was purged again with extra@, Rudii & Jj. calomel. Aﬀeer this man- 
ner he was treated from the 16 of Angyſ# to the 15 of September following, he 
drinking a decoZ. ſarſe upon a Sudorifick Bol thoſe mornings he did not purge; 
and from the third day of his purging he made that decoCtion his conſtane 
drink, unleſs it was thoſe mornings while he was purging, and then he drank a 
thin broath. By this method the Glandules in his Groins reſolved, and the 
Chancres cured : the callofity alſo on the g/ars and end of the prepuce relolved, 
and became naturally lax as before. Then we kept him ſtrictly to his Diet- 
drink, and ſweat him in a. wicker-chair with Antimwor. diaphorect. gum. guaiaci, 
and a warm draught of his DecoGtion, and purged him every fourth day with 
an infuſ. ſeng, &c. and ſo proceeded to the fourth of Oober. Thoſe days he 
{weat he dined upon a roaſted Partridge, and at night was allowed Bisket and 
Raiſins of the Sun; and when he purged he dined upon boiled mear and drank 
ſmall Ale. During the whole courſe he kept his Chamber, and by ſo doing 
was perfectly cured without making his Chaps ſore in the leaſt. 

A young Woman was put into my hands, having a great inflzmmation and 
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ſwelling i» pudendo, with a large round Chancre between the du@Fs wrinarizs, Obſervacion

out. I let her blood, and the next day purged her with an i»f#f. ſere in a de- Chancre #3 
co. caſſie and tamarind. with ſyr. de ſþ.cervina, &c. and ſent her the while a pint 44%: 


of the decod?. plantag. ſummitat. &c. to [tupe and ſyringe the diſeaſed part, which 
we continued the uſe of till ſhe was cured. The day after her purging, I gave 
her 12 grains of #4rbith iv. which vomited her often, and purged her thrice. 
That afternoon a Clyſter of Milk and Sugar was adminiſtred, and the next day 
ſhe took another Clyſter. The Flux continuing on the parts,l gave her gr. viij. 
turb. min. with conf, roſ; rub. in the form of a Pill, it vomited her more mode- 
rately. A Clyſter was again adminiſter'd that evening. The next morning [ 
found her more eaſe. I then purged her with the former infu/. ſere the two 
following days, by which I prevented the ſwelling of her Chaps. During this 
the excoriation dryed, and the Chancre was diſpoled to Cure. From that time 
I purged her with the ExtraGt ſer down in the method of Cure, adding to each 
doſe 5j. more or leſs of precipitat. albus, by which method (he was cured in few 
days. I then put her into a (ſtrict courſe of Diet and Sweating, and thereby 
confirmed the Cure. I ſhall forbear giving many inſtances of this Sex, 1n con- 
ſideration that there is little difference in the Cure, only theſe are more ſubjet 
to. fluxion, and fo require more powerful revulſion, and that your Topicks be 
more drying, leſt excreſcences arife upon the excoriated parts, 

A Man aged about 38 years, of a plethorick body, came to me with the 
prepuce contracted cloſe over the glans, it was carnous and hard, eſpecially on 
the right ſide, under which part 1 ſuppoſed there lay a Chancre. I concluded 
It venereal, but he not acknowledging it, I preſcribed him pil. coch. min. 5. 
calomel. Jj. to take at twice intermitting a day between, but let him blood in 
the arm firſt. The foreſaid Pills working agreeably with him, he was ſupplyed 
with more of them, and drank a deco#. ſarſe between while, and took his de- 
ſired liberty of walking abroad. By this method he ſenſibly perceived the cal- 
tolity reſolve, and was ſatisfied that I could cure him if he pleaſed, but was 
thereby rendered the more ſecure, and careleſs in taking that preſcrided Phy- 
ſick ; fo that after the ſpace of three weeks, when he came to me again he had 
many ſcabs on his head, herpes on his face, and other ſort about his thighs and 
arms, and the calloſity not much leſſened on the penis. At light whereof I pre- 
vailed with him to let me know his Lodging, which being at laſt Es f 
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of Calloſity,

ſent him 12. gr. Turbith, 2zin. and purged it off that Afternoon with a draught 
of Sir Alex. Fraſicr's Potas amarus. I repeated the Tarbith once in three days, 
and gave him the bitter decoction between. Thus I dryed the Ulcers, and they 
ſhcll'd ſoon off : The callofity allo reſolved eaſily, and the prepuce relaxed and 
turned back: yet ſome Calus remained a longer time upon the inner tunicle, 
of the prepuce 3 but by Diet-drink, Sudorificks, and repeating the Vomit or 
Purgative Pill once in four days, he was in fix weeks perfectly cured. 
Now leſt you may think I am too (trict in giving ſo many Internals in the 
Cure of fo ſmall an Ulcer as a Chancre, or rather a Chancrous (a/#9. I ſhall 
give you one inſtance, and the only one thatI ever failed in the Cure of, It was 
in the year 1654. an Apothecary, ſince deceaſed, engaged a Phyſician and my 
ſelf in the Cure. The Chancre was of the bigneſs of a cherry-ſ(tone ſeated on 
the neck of the glans; the Phyſician preſcribed Pzl. Rudiz & mer. dul. to be gi- 
'ven every other day, and a deco@. farſe,c. as it 1s uſually made with its additi- 
onal ingredients. Thoſe Mornings he did not purge, he was to take 5j. Antimzon, 
diaphboret. in cockl. 1. fyr. limon. He having thus preſcribed a method of Cure, 
the Apothecary proſecutedthe courſe, and indeed there was little for me todo; 
but the Patient deſiring my dayly attendance, I dreſſed him witha pledget dipt in 
lac ſublimat. a medicament not inferiour to any 1n ſuch a caſe. Thefir(t 14 days 
we paſled on very ſecure, not doubting ſucceſs, but from that time obſerving the 
Callus not to reſolve as I expected, I began to enquire into the Patients man- 
ner of Diet, and into the Phyſick he took. As to his Diet, he lodged in the 
Apothecary's houſe, who kept a good Table, his drink was deco@. ſarſe, but fo 
(mall, as it was little better than water. But to that I was anſwered, it was 
the ſecond decoftion. Ithen enquired for the firſt, which he ſhewed me in a 
four ounce glaſs in the window, and told me, the Patient drank three of thoſz 
in a day tribus boris medic. I was ſurpriſed at this new way, and did not won- 
der at my ſmall ſucceſs. I thought it not reaſonable to take notice of it to the 
Patient, but ſpake to the Apothecary to forbear the giving the ſecond decodi- 
on, and to make the firſt proportionably, asit was by the Phyſician preſcribed, 


| and to repeat the Purgative oftner. In this latter I prevailed, but the former 


he juſtified, and continued that method to the laſt. By the frequent purging, 
and the application of a Cerote made with the ſolution of crude Mercury 7 ag. 
fortis, that CaVus Chancre reſolved after we had ſpent near fix weeks time. | 
then put the Patient upon ſweating, and adviſed a more (tric diet, but before 
the Patent had ſpent full out a fortnight, he grew weary of the courſe, and con- 
cluding himſelf well, brake off : but he relapſed ſoon after ; whereas if he bad 
been brickly purged, and afterwards kept to a ſtrid Diet, and a ſtrong decofi- 
on of Sarſa, and ſweat, he might have been perfeQly cured in a month without * 
any application to the Calloſity. 

In ſtrong Conſtitutions the Malgnity of this Diſeaſe is ſometimes diſcharged 
by a Bubo1n the Groin, in which caſe it ought to be drawn outward by Cup- 
ping-glaſſes, and brought to Suppuration. Yet where it is not very forward 
(and is accompanied with Chancres, or other virulent Ulcers, as in one of the 
preceding obſervations,) I do not attend its ſuppuration, but proceed in the 
Cure with Antivenereals, as I have there ſhewed you: but where there is only 
a Bubo, I proceed as followeth : 


One about 4o years of Age, of a ſtrong ſanguine complexion, came to me

liverty of Diet, by which, within three or four days the tumour fixed and grew

bigger, and heated the skin, and by the continuance of that application, it in- 
creaſed with inflammation and much pain. I then applyed this (uppurative Ca- 
taplaſm. Re rad. lilior. albor. cepar. ſub ciner, coltar. an iv. far. tritic, 51j, 
axung. porci, anſeris an. 5ifs. croci pulver, 3j. The Tumour encreaſing and not 
growing ſoft, I added to the ſame. Cataplaſm ferment. wet. 51j. pulpe firnur e- 
trad. in ſp. vini, by which it afterwards ſuppurated. I opencd it in the decli- 
ning part by incilion, and diſcharged a {limy crude matter. I drefled it with 
unguent. vaſtlic. upon a Tent, and afterwards added werc. pracipitat, Whilſt 
I deterged the Ulcer I let him blood, and purged him with an 7ſ/. ſexe 3 or 
4 days; but after the firit days purging, I gave him 9). calozze!, over-night, 
and the infuſion the following morning. During the time it was cicatrizing, 
I purged him with pil. coch, min. & calomel. every third day. The other days 
he drank a deco@. ſarſe; and after the Ulcer was cicatrized, I gave him a few 
ſweats, and concluded the Cure. 

A young Man came to me having a Bubo in his right Groin. I applyed an 

Emplaſter of Galbanum ſpread upon leather, and continued it there ſome days, Obſervation 
giving him the liberty of Diet. In a ſhort time it ſuppurated. I opened it by ® * 
Cauſtick, and diſcharged a f]imy matter. I drefled it up with Lenients to ha- 
[ten ſeparation of the Eſchar, .and applyed an Emplaſter de mmcileg. with emp!.” 
melilot. After the Eſchar digeſted off, I deteged with zmnd. Paracelſ. purged 
him with extra. Rudii e&* calomel. every other day, and preſcribed a decod?. jar- 
ſe, lig. guataci, &c. which he drank thoſe intermitting days. After the Ulcer 
was cicatrized I ſweat him, keeping him that while to a ſtricter diet, by which 
method he was ſecured from relapliog. 

A Man about 34 yearsold, of a full body, cameto Londoy, and lodged him- «3. 
{elf and Wife in the houſe of his Phyſician, he being indiſpoſed with an in- 9><'vn'e 
flammation on his belly to the left Groin, pretending he had over-heated his © © 
body by diſorder in drinking. He was adviſed to keep his bed, and diſpoſe 
himſelf to a breathing (weat. After a day or two he complained more of his 
pain, upon which account I viſited him, and ſaw the inflammation diſcufſed on 
his belly, but there remained a tumour in his Groin near ſuppurated. A Ca- 
taplaſm was applyed to it ex rad. Llior. &c. by which it ſuppurated a tew days 
after, and I opened it by a Cauſtick, and gave vent to a crude fanious matter. 
Whilſt 1 attended the digeſtionof this, the Patient took an opportunity to ſhew 
me ſome ſmall Chancres upon the Pexis near the Frennm. I drefied them, and 
gave him a ſolution of xe! /Egyptiac. in deco. plantag. &c.to cure them, 

The abſceſs not digeſting nor yielding to deterfives, [| acquainted the Phyſician 

that I had diſcovered the Diſeaſe Venereal, and implored his help. He purged 
the Patient with pil. Radii, mer. dul. and preſcribed him decod. ſarſe, exc. by 
which the Ulcers i pexe were cured, and the abſceſs grew well diſpoſed to heal. 
But upon the Phyſicians and my diſcourſing with the Patient of his Difcaſe he 
grew paſſionate, and denied it to be Venereal; and a day or two after remov- 
edount of his lodgings two or three miles into the Country,and to avoid the Dit- 
covery of his Diſeaſe, he diſmiſt me, and entertained another Chirurgeon, who 
complyed,and promiſed in few days to cure him without the help of uternal Re- 
medies : But after all his endeavours another Chirurgeon was conlulted, by 
whoſe advice the Patient was put intoa courſe of Antivenereals at laſt, and cu- 
red of that, but grew otherwiſe Diſeaſcd, and lived not many years. 

A young Man was brought to my houle, of a Plethorick body, Diſeaſed ,., 
with a hard compacted ſwelling in his left Groin; it was a Bubo, and like to ſup- Obſervation 
purate, I applyed an ep!. diachyl. cuzz gummi. About a week or ten days after he [5.9 096 
came to me again, it was then ſuppurated ; I opened it, and having diſcharged 
the matter, dreſſed it with wguert. Baſilic. upon a tent, and applyed over it 
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ſome of the foreſaid Plaſter, and diſmiſſed him and his Apothecary with direQi- 
ons how to proceed, After two months | was fetched to this Patient,and ſaw that 
Bubo terminated in a Phagedenous Ulcer about three inches in length and pro- 
portionably broad with indented callous lips. The Ulcer it ſelf was ſordid, and 
had corroded round under thoſe lips; he had alſo on the ſcrotum four large 
round Ulcers and others like them 1n perineo. It was my wonder to ſee this Di- 
ſeaſe ſo rage, conſidering the courſe had preſcribed was the ſame I had cured fo 
many by : and he had taken ſo much merc.dul. that it was grown familiar to him, 
and ſeemed to encreaſe the virulency in the Ulcers. I began the work with cut- 
ting off the jagged Lips, and filled the Ulcer with pledgets ſpread with »-- 
gent. baſilic, dipt in precipitate, and drelled the other Ulcers after the fame 
manner with empl. diachalcith. to retain them on. I did not let him blood be- 
cauſe I had permitted thoſe callous lips to bleed freely, but I direCted a Clyſter to 
be adminiſtred that afternoon. I uy 5 him the next day and two or three 
after with a deco@. amar. of Sir Alex. Fraſiers, and then gave him gr. xvj. Tyr- 
bith mineral. in a Pill made up with conf. rof. rub. which vomited him well and 
purged him twice, That afternoon a Clyſter was given him of fat broath cu 
_ vitello ovi. After the firſt application of merc. precipitat. I drefled the Ulcer ir 
inguine with unguent. baſilic. and merc. precipitat. mixed. The other I dreſſed 
with pledgets preſſed out of lac ſublimat. By the repeating of the Tarbith min. 
once 1n four or five days, I dilpoled the Ulcers to heal, and by Clyſters and pur- 
ging draughts between while [ prevented falivating, 
After the Ulcers in the ſcrotum and perineum were cicatrized, I put him into 
a (iriCt diet and kept him to the drinking of deco@. ſarſe, ec. with good ſudo- 
rificks, and by purging himonce in four days he was happily cured and continues 
ſo to this day. 

20. Two young Lads, intimate companions, came out of the country alike 
Obſervation clapt by one and the ſame wench 3 they having both failed of their Cure there, 
ch were commended to my care. They had both ſwellings in their left Groins 
and pains iv and calloſities about the gas remaining from preceeding Chancres, They 
"gan were alſo affliged with verruce and wariſce ir podice and pains in their Shoul- 

ders. Theſe {wellings 1n their Groins were without pain or inflammation, ſo 

not like to come toſuppuration. Therefore without more ado [ let them both 
blood and purged them two or three days with Sir Alex. Fraſter's Potus amarss, 
then gave them each a doſe of Turbith mineral. which vomited them well, 
and took off their pains. The next day I ſnipt off the mariſce and verruce, 
rubbing their remaining roots with the cauſtick Stone ; and having cleanſed 
them, 1 dreſſed them up with Lenients, and after ſeparation of the Eſchars 
cicatrized them with the Vitriol Stone and znguert. epxlotic. During the Cure 
of theſe I repeated the Turbith wir. once in four or five days, and between 
while carried down the matter by Clyſters and Lenient purgatives, by which 
method I reſolved the calloſities and the glands. Then I put them into a deco. 
ſarſe with ſudorificks, and with extra. Rudii and calomel. every fourth day 
finiſhed their Cure. 

= A Phyſician and my ſelf were fetched to a man whom we found in bed. 
Obſervation He was not ſick, but broken out all over his body with heat. The Phyfician 

of hear, ?%- adviſed him to diſpoſe himſelf to a breathing Sweat upon a draught of warm 
Juns 3s Poſlet-drink, wherein was boiled raſ. C. C. exc. A Cordial Julep was alſo pre- 
ſcribed as 1s uſual in ebullition of the ſerum ſanguinis, Three or four days at- 
ter I viſited him again, and found that heat raiſed into many puſtules, which 
had alſo overſpread his head, and terminated there in as many ulcerous ſcabs 
amongſt his hair. Theſe were viſible ſymptoms of the Les, and appeared 
ſo to meat the ſecond viſit I made him; but he did notacknowledgeit till ſome 
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few days after, and then he ſhewed me ſome corroſive Ulcers on the penz near 
the frenum, and (ome werruce in perines, yet denied that it was an infeQion 
of a late date. He was contented we ſhould proceed in the Cure, to which 
purpoſe he was ley blood and the next day purged with an infuſed Potion. 
Aiter which we purged him with calomel. ec. proportionably as his ſtrength 
would bear, avoiding the making his chaps ſore. By this method the Ulcers 
dried and the Scabs ſhell'd off, the Ulcers on the pers were dreſſed and cured 
as hath been ſhewed in the preceding Chapters. We then preſcribed him deco, 
ſarſe, &c. with antimon. diaphoret. bezoard. min. &c. and ſome few days he 
{weat 3 but he ſuppoſing himſelf cured, brake off from our method : whence 
1t cameto paſs that the malignity afterwards ſhewed it ſelf in different forms. 
Sometimes 1n an ophthalzria threatning his eye-{1ght, in which caſe he conſulted 
oculiſts and others, but after all was cured by us with the forementioned pur- 
gations. After that he was afflicted with a fierce Catarrh, in the cure of which 
he ran long courſes of peCtorals, but was only relieved by us with Antivene- 
reals. But not proſecuting that method of cure, he was ſome months after 
grieved with a Colick which laſted a long time, and a hernia humoralis attend- 
ed that : upon which conliderations he at laſt ſubmitted to a more ſtrift me- 
thod, and was freed of his Colicks and other ſymptoms by purging with Ca- 
tharticks, mixt with calozzel. The courſe was finiſhed with deco@. fare, dry- 
Ing diet and fweating, 

A Woman aged 27 years being quick with Child was broken out in her head ra 
and face and ſeveral parts of her body with ſerpigo and various puſtnle and 7m 
icabs. I let her blood, and the next day purged her with an infuſion of ferzq, with chil 
rhab. &c. to which was added mann and fyr. rof. folut. and from that time '=**® 
I preſcribed her precipitatns albas from 15 gr. to 25 every other night, or 
proportionably, to avoid falivating of her. Bur I not having the liberty of 
viliting her as } ought, it ſwelled her chaps and ſhe fluxed 18 or 20 days, and 
was thereby freed of her prſtule, ec. In the declination of the Flux I purged 
her with a deco@. ſen, polypodii, hermodad. ſem. carthanti, ec, made in a quan- 
tity of Diet-drink, which ſhe drank thrice a day, and took the while a medi- 
cated broath for her nouriſhment.

1 enquiring into the cauſe ſaw this poor womans Child 
which was born within the year very well complexioned and ſound. [ cauſed 
her to be let blood, and purged her with pil. cockie & merc. dul. three or four 
times, intermitting a day or two between ; then vomited her with 1rbith i. 
neral. and repeated it once in four or five days. To the Ulcers and ulcerati- 
ons I only applyed alittle »»guert. diapompholyg. ſpread thin upon linen to pre- 
vent their fretting and ſticking to her ſhitt,for they cured by the Internal Reme- 
dies.

Ofervation Hranny and mattery ſcabs,the diſturbance whereof had extreamly emaciated the 
RM RIOY Infant. The Mother was alſo diſeaſed in the ſame manner, and big with Child ; 

| preſcribed her a purging Apozeme, and gave her precipitatzs albus ever 
other night the firſt week, and atterwards preſcribed her a medicated Ale with 
ſarſa, china, lig. gnaiaci, &*c. for her con(tant drink, and gave her many 
days /Ethiops mineral. Jj. at a time, and kept her body ſoluble between while 
with a lenitive Boſus. | 
| purged the [nfant with fr. de Rhab. and afterwards with calomel. from gr. 
iv. togr. vj. either in the pap of a roaſted Apple, or a ſpoontul of Milk propor- 
tionably as I ſaw he could bear it, it purged him twice or thrice, and ſome- 
time vomited him. His-grewel and pap were made with a decoGtion of ſar/a, 
china, ec. by theſe Remedies I dryed the mattery Scabs, and the Infant was 
in a great degree freed of his Itch. I alſo cauſed him to be bathed in a tub of 
warm water ſeven or eight days. In the declining of his Itch a Phyma arofe 
near the podex, which being ſuppurated I opened by a Cauſtick, -and order- 
ed the dreſling of it daily with «nguert. baſi/ic. ſpread upon linen. This dif- 
charged matter plentifully for the ſpace of a month, and then it leſſened and 
cured. During this method of Cure, the Infant grew and recovered ſtrength; 
but upon the omiſſion of the Mercurials new eruptions appeared, which were 
removed by Athiops mineral. and moderate purging, but it died fince. His 
Mother by continuing the preſcribed method was Cured, and was in due time 
brought to bed of a healthful Child, and both the Mother and Child continue 
well to this day. 
i A Woman who ſuſpeCted her ſelf Venereal was brought to bed of a ſeeming 
Obſervation. healthful Child ; it thrived very well for ſome months, and the skin was clear, 
yet it had a fontanel made in the Neck for caution. This Infant being about 
four months old brake out in the Head, afterwards in the Face, and moſt parts 
of the Body with ſuch eruptions as ſhewed it to be Venereal, yet the Mather 
ſeemed untainted. I proceeded with this Infant by purging it with the infuſion 
of Rhabarb. and between while with precipitat. alb#s, which ſometime vomit- 
ed him, and gave him a ſtool or two. It relieved him much, and diſpoſed the 
ſcabsto dry. I preſcribed him medicated grewels, and a deco@. ſarſe, raſ. C. C. 
eboris, ec, tor his drink 3 alſo Bezoard. miner. to take ſometime, by which he 
recovered of his Diſtemper, but died afterwards of the ſmall Pox. 

By the ſame method I cured a Girle of two years old, that was broken out 
of her Body with Puſtule and mattery Scabs, and had a mariſca juxta podicem, 
which I have alway obſerved to be a certain Symptom of the Lxes. 

PA: Ws One newly come out of a courſe of Phyſick, ſhewed me a ſmall dry Scab on 
ta 95 OMe (ide of his Neck, and enquired of me whether I thought he was Cured. | 
-xcd-r5in returned a favourable anſwer, not being willing to engage in the Cure of a 
'c race: Diſeaſe which he ſuppoſed himſelf ſo well of, but gave him a little Pomatum to 
dreſs that Scab. Some while after other Symptomes ariſing, he put himſelt in- 
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to other hands, who treated him for the ſpace of eight weeks, and' difmified 
him cured 5 and upon that aſſurance he married : but within few days a ney 
paitula thruſt out and ulcerated. He writ to me to ſend him ſomewhat to pal- 
Jiate it till he ſhould be at more liberty ro put himſelf into a courſe of Phytick. 
[ ſent him a Box ofpil. Rudii with calomel. and an utiguent to drefs the Ulcer, 
but he not taking the Pills, the Ulcer terminated in a herpes exedens, and at laſt 
he ſent for me. He had a callofity on one fide of the Glans as big as a ſmal! 
Kidney Bean, he had alſo fomeſmall round corrofive Ulcers about the frenu, 
and was troubled with a noiſe in his ears and deafneſs. I undertook his cure 
and began with a Clyſter, then let him blood, and purged him the day after 
with an infuſ. ſee, ec. the next morning | gave him 25 grains of precipitat. 
alb. in a Bolus with conf. borraginis, and that afternoon a Clyſter : to'the Ulcers 
and calloſity i: glande I only applyed pledgets dipt in a ſolution of mel. Ee zp- 
tiacurs 1n ſome of the decodG. plantag. equiſeti, ec. The herpes exedens lay round 
and hard in theskin and was cruſted'oyer with a thick ſcab, which 1 looſehed 
by bathing it with a deco@. malue, ec. The Scab being taken off, the Ulcer ap- 
peared ſordid and corroded round, and the Lips were high and callous. 
When theſe happen in the Thighs or other parts which are not ſo viſible, Ido 
not concern my ſc1f in the drefiing them otherwiſe than to defend them from 
adhering to their Linen, till they be dried by internals : but in this place | 
was obliged to remove the callous lips and the ſeveral excrefcences in the Ulcer 
to render the cicatrix ſmooth. To which purpoſe I rub'd them with the cau- 
ſtick ttone, and waſted and dried the hyperſarcoſts by the application of red pre- 
cipitate, and afterwards by the uſe of the Vitriol ſtone and Epuloticks I cica- 
trized the Ulcer ſo even, as at this preſent thereare no marks of it. During the 
work [| purged him often with precipitat. alb. e& pil. coch. min. and ſometimes 
vomited him with #zrbith mineral. by which [ alſo reſolved the callofity and 
cured thoſe little Ulcersnear the frenum. After Thad thus freed him of thoſe 
maladies which afteRed the skin, I put him into a deco@. ſarſe, ec. with the 
obſervance of a ſtrict diet, and ſweat him often with a Mercarins diaphoret. 
and purged him once in 4 or 5 days, by which he was alto freed of that 1ir- 
nitus aurinume, and reſtored to a periet health. 
A Man aged about 4o years, of a groſs body and diſorderly life, frequently 


conſulting men of our profeſſion, but never obſerving any ftrict method of Obſervation 
Cure, came one day to adviſe with me about his Diſeaſe, which was a dry ſcurf 


with an itch on ſeveral parts of his body, as alſo ſome wandring pains on the 
ſcapule, &c. Among(t other diſcourſe he told me an eminent man in the cure 
of the Lues venerea had offered to cure him by ſweetning of his bload. The 
method he propoſed thereto was by purging, bleeding and ſweating, with- 
out giving one grain of Mercury. I did not believe his blood would be the 
better, yetif he thought ſo he might proceed in that courſe, and when he 
ſhould be let blood 1 defired he would ſend for me. He did fo, and [ let 
him blood according to the directions ten ounces. It was of good cofour and 
conliltence, About f1x weeks after when he had finiſhed his courſe of Phylick, 
he ſent to me again. LI lethim blood about the ſame quantity as before. His 
blood was like ſome of that our Phyſicians call pleuritica], it had neither colour 
nor conliſtence; yet I thought not the worſe of it (fo he was cured) for upon 


a return to his wonted diet the blood would recover its former colour : but he 
relapſed ſome weeks after, and [ let him blood again, and it was as at firſt of 
good colour and confiſtence. He was well pleaſed to ſee his blood Took better, 


but was ſo much diſſatisfied with his late treatment that he would not be per- 
fwaded again into a ſtrict courſe of Phyſick, yet I undertook the cure, and 
purged him frequently withpil e duobus and calorrel. and ſometimes gave him the 
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Jatter alone : he alſo drank a decoCtion of ſar/a, ec. but with theſe he went 
abroad and thereby prolonged his cure, yet at laſt that malignity was fo 
ſpent. | 

A Man of about 3o years of age having ſeveral Herpes and ſerpiginous U]- 
cers on histhighs and about his body with nocturnal pains in his head and other 
parts, alſo a large Ulcer on the middle of his tongue, I Jet him blood, and 
the next day purged him with the bitter drink. The morning after I gave him 
a doſe of Tyurbith minerale, and the third day after repeated it again, delign- 
ing to ſalivatehim; upon which account I repeated the Turbith five times. 
He had taken much Mercury and only fſJavered with it, but the while he was 
freed of all the ſymptoms ſave that of his tongue, and that ſeemed inclinable to 
heal. Therefore I purged off the Mercury with the bitter decoction for ſeve- 
ral days, till I had run him very low. Then I put him into a ſtrict courſe of 
diet with deco@. ſarſe, ec. ſweating and purging bim the ſpace of fixteen days, 
quring which the Ulcer in his tongue cured. I deſigned bathing and a more 
nouriſhing diet, but his affairs abroad haſtened him away. He was longer 1n re- 
cruiting bis fleſh than was uſual 3 but by a milk diet he recovered 1t, and hath 
from that time continued well. 

A Country Lad wastaken notice of by ſome of his fellow-lervants in the 
houſe where he lived, to have a ſorenoſe; he told them it was ſcratched in play- 
Ing with a Kitten 3 but in progreſs of time the inflammation and ſwelling in- 
creaſing very much, he was brought to me one afternoon while I was diverting 
my {clt tþus. 1 hearing them ſay it was occaſioned by alcratch, Idid not much 
mind it 3 but ſo ſoon as I heard him ſpeak I took notice of his hoarſenefs, and 
rook him to the window, where looking into his mouth I ſaw the tonfils 
ulcerated and the uwula black with the mortification, and part of it ſeparating. 
His noſe was alſo ſtuffed with cruſty Ulcers. I queſtioned him privately how 
long it was ſince he had a Gonorrhcea or Chancre, and who cured them. He 
confidently denied he ever had any, however the Lyes was viſible, and required 
a ſpeedy remedy. He was preſently let blood, and I gave him two papers of 
»1cr. dul. Jj. in a paper, with direQions to take the one at night in a ſpoonful 
of bread and milk, and the other inthe morning, and two hours after to drink 
Poſlet-drink with an ounce and half of Marra diſſolved in it. I direfted the 
dreſling of the #vula and thoſe Ulcers of the tonſils with ag. divina Ferneliz 
daily till my internal preſcriptions diſpoſed them to a healing condition. To 
which purpoſe I repeated the zrer, dl. with ſome of the purgatives between 
while, and in the ſpace of ten days cured thoſe Ulcers in his throat. His noſe 
was ſyringed with deco. horde, by which the cruſty matter which (ſtoprt 
his noſtrils was removed. Then we ſyringed with ſome of the Errhia (et 
down 1n themethod of cure. After the Ulcers in his throat were digeſted, 
I haſtened the exfoliations of the bones in his noſe by the giving him 2 or 3 
doſes of Tarbith, which made a light falivation. Towardsthe declination of it 
I purged him with the bitter decoction, and by diet drink, ſtrit diet, (weat- 
ing, e*c. finiſhed his cure. 

Coming one day to put him out of his courſe of Phyſick, I ſaw the edges of 
one of hisnoſtrils ſore, which I ſuppoſed a new eruption : it ſurpriſed me 
to (ce it ſo ſoon break out again, 1 was angry with the Nurſe, ſuſpeCting 
there had been ſome neglet in the proſecution of his courſe of Phyſick 3 but 
the Nurſe replyed, he had made his noſe fore by picking of it. For a farther 

tryal I adviſed the Patient to forbear ſo doing, and to keep his chamber a while 
longer; he did fo, and 3 or 4 days after I viſited him again, and ſaw that 
noſtril well, and was ſatisfied that he had picked it. I adviſed himtobe more 
careful of his health, and diſmilt him. Fs

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One of about 26 years of Age came to me with his Head over-ſpread with 3r. 
cruſty ulcers; alſo ſome ſerpiginous ulcers about his Body, anda Node upon the Oicrvation 
back of his hand, with a gummineſs on the tendons reaching-to his firgers, in- =T par 
ſomuch as he could not bend one of them. In endeavouring his Cure, hereto- on the back 
fore he had run long courſes of Phyfick, and was much emaciated thereby, 1 * ** 409. 
began with the fomenting and embrocating his hand with diſcutients, and ap- 
plyed the mercurial Empl. ſet down inthe method of Cure, and purged him 
with diagridium, bezoard. minerale, calomel. in conſ. roſ. Damaſe. and the night 
after gave him an Opiat Boles with gr. j. Laudan. Thus I proceeded accor- 
ding as his ſtrength would admit, and preſcribed him deco&. jarſe, and medica- 
ted Broaths, by which I dryed and ſhell'd the ulcerous Scabs, and eaſed his 
Pains. After I found his (trength recovered, I gave him 10 gr. of Tyrbith, and 
obſerving that he bare it well, I repeated it a ſecond and third time, and there- 
by (alivated him about 17 or 18 days: all which time I nouriſhed him with the 
aforeſaid Broaths and Poſlet. During the Salivation the Gummineſs reſolved, 
and the Node diminiſhed much, As the Salivation declined, | again preſcribed 
him the deco@, ſarſe, and purged him with the bitter Apozeme; then by a 
ſtrift Dier, ſweating and purging, the Node reſolved, and his hand was re- 

ſtored to 1ts former {tate, and I diſmiſſed him perfectly Cured.

Ele&uary, and Mer. d#l. three or four days, and dreſſed the Herpes, as hath "= *© 
been (hewed in ſome of the preceding Caſes. And after his purging I cut off 

the mariſca cloſe with a pair of Sciſſors, and rubb'd the remaining Root with a 
Cauſtick fone, then dreſſed it up with Lenients, by which it was digeſted, and 
afterwards cicatrized it by the helpof the Vitriol Stone, and the common Epu- 

Joticks. Whilſt this was digeſting I vomited him with t#rbith mineral. repeatin 

it once in 3 days, and encreaſed the Doſe from 12 to 18. gr. till I had dryed the 

Herpes, and the cruſt ſhell'd off. During this, I cut and burnt off the Verruce, as 

hath been ſaid in the like Caſes, Theſe being alſo cured, I purged him with the 

bitter deco@G, four or five days, then with deco@. ſarſe, and that Sudorifick of 
Bezoard. miner. gums. guaiaci, &c.

on her right Leg, alſo a Serpigo on her right hand and fingers, She had not ©* 
been troubled with a Gonorrhea, nor was the Pudendum ever Diſeaſed, which 
confirmed to me that ſhe had gotten the infection by ſuckling the Child. I be- 
gan her Cure with letting blood, and purged her with the purging extract and 
calomel, and afterl had repeated it 3 or 4 times, and given her ſome Calomel. a- 
lone at diſtant times, I vomited her with Turbx#h mineral. and repeated it three 
days after, and thereby her Chaps ſwelled, and ſhe falivated 18 or 20 days: 
During which, Clyſters of Milk with the yolk of an Egg, were often admini- 
ſtred, and her mouth frequently waſhed with deco@. hordei, &c.

It. [ ſprinkled the Ulcer with Red Precipitate, and applyed over it ſmall do{-

I preſcribed him a Clyſter that 
evening, let him blood the next morning in the Arm about ten ounces, gave 
him Ij. Calozeel. that night going to bed, and purged it off in the morning with 
an infu ſent, rhab. &c. The next morning he took T7wurbith min. gr. x1j. and 
drank a draught of Poſlet-drink after it, which Vomited him three or four 
times, and purged him much: This poor Mans condition being extream uneaſie, 
obliged me to proſecute thedrying up thoſeUlcers with what expedition [ could: 
Wherefore [ gave him Celozeel. and Tarbith the oftner, and purged it down- 
ward with the bitter drink either the ſame day or the next, accordingly as 
his ſtrength would bear, till Ifaw the ſeveral Ulcers dryed, and the ſcabs ſhell'd 
off: Then I left off the uſe of the purging drink, and encreaſed the Doſe of 
Turbith min. till 1faw him falivate 3 which falivation laſted about 18 or 20 
days.

to meddle with bim upon thoſe terms, he put himſelf into the hands of an Em- 
pirick whom he had formerly known in [taly.

But after the taking that Empiricks preſcriptions a much longer 
time than he had undertaken to Cure him in, the Symptomes remaining, the 
Patient grew peeviſhz and theEmpirick to recover his Credit with bim altered 


his method, by which it ſeemed the Ulcers Cured. Butin the while his Chaps 


ſwelled, and in taking cold a Dierrbes with a tereſmus followed, and with 
much diſorder he was brought to a Lodging near me.

But inthis while the ſwelling in his chaps was ſunk, 
and he complained of a noiſe and pain in his ears, and though his mouth was 
very ſore, yet did he not ſpit. I much ſuſpeQting how L{hould cure him without 
ſalivating, gave him 4 grains of arcavum Corallinum, by which he vomuted of- 
cen, and thereby I raiſed theſwelling in his chaps and he fluxed near three weeks. 
All which time kept him to warm poſlet-drink and Cordials, and adminiſtred 
Clyſters as occaſion offered them. Asthe flux declined I purged him with the 
bitter decoftion, and by a drying diet, ſweating, ec. I cured him. 

One aged about 26 years having breakings out m his head, right brow, and 
ſeveral parts of his body, with pains on his ſhoulders and legs, I ler hin; 
blood, and the next day purged him with a cathartick potion. Then in con- 
fideration he had failed of his cure in other hands through his irregularity, [ 
cauſed the union to be applied. for ſome days, but he not falivating wel} 
thereby, Igave him If. Tarbith mineral. and raiſed it higher, and continued 
it between three Weeks and a Month , during which his pains ceaſed, 
and his skin became clean. In the declining of the Flux I purged him 
with the bitter driak, and put him into diet-drink, (weating, ec. and de- 
ſigned to finiſh his courſe by bathing; but he ſuppoſing this latter courſeneed- 
leſs, broke off unknown to me. About two months after he was brought to 
me more diſeaſed, and upon inquiry intothe cauſe I fonnd he had taken too 
great a liberty of eating anddrinking during his Cure. To avoid which incon- 
venience now [lodged him in a houſe wherethere was a more (trit guard of 
him; then repeated venzſeQion and purged him again with the bitter apozeme 
7 or 3 days, and gave him calomel. every other night during his purging : then 
preſcribed him a doſe of 15 grains of Turbith min. and repeated the Turbith mir. 
ſo often as I might conveniently do without fluxing him. After Thad thus freed 
him of all thoſe ſymptoms, 1 put him into a more ſtrict diet, and by diet-drink 
and (weating him with gu». guazaci, Ec. alſo purging him once in three or 
four days, I ſecured him from relapſe, and concluded the courſe by bathing 
him, 

A Man aped about 5o years, of a ſeeming healthful conſtitution, having 
been long ſubjeR to inflammations in his eyes had tryed inefteQtually the ſe- 
veral endeavours of Oculiſts and others by various colyria, purging, bleeding, 
bliſtering, ſhaving the head, fontanels, ec. Ar length he conſulted me, relating 
to me the manner of his life, andthe various remedies he had taken. I ſuſpeted 
the diſtemper in his eyes aroſe from ſome reli ofthe Lxes Venerea ; upon which 
ſurmiſe I readily undertook his Cure. . I began it with the waſhing his eyes 
with a ſolution of #roch. albi Rhaſ. in aq. roſ. rnb. and applied emplaſt. ad Her- 
-riam on his Temples. The next day LI let him blood and preſcribed him a 
Clyſter. The morning after purged him with pzl. Rudii & merc. dil. and diſpo- 
ſed him to reſt that following night with an anodyne draught. The morning at- 
ter | gave him bezoard. mineral. gr. xv. gum. guaiaci gr. vith. in cochleari cum jjr. 
lion, and a draught of deco@. /arſe, lig. lentiſ. cum flor. anthos, euphrag. &c. as 
is ſet down in the method of cure, to diſpoſe himto a breathing ſweat, and ad- 
viſed the drinking the forefaid decoCtion daily, excepting when he purged, 
which was every fourth day. By this method his eyes were cured in the ſpace 
of. ten days, but he proſecuted the method longer. 

A young fellow grievoully afflited. with an inflammation of both his eyes 
with p»ſtule and Ulcers in the 1xnica cornea & adnata, alſo blearedneſs of the 
lids, he was returned fromthe Oculiſt asincurable 3 upon whichaccount I was de- 
fired by his friends to employ my endeavours in the taking off the fluxion, and 
to diſpoſe his eyes to ſome eale, they concluding his ſight loſt. 1 let him blood 


at 
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at that inſtant, and purged him the next day with an inf. ene, Ec. He was of 
a ſtrong conſtitution and ſeemed to require ſuch evacuation. The evening af. 
ter his purging | made him a ſetor, decode a fomenration to give a bieath- 
10g to the impacted humours, with which I fomented his eyes. I alſo dropt 
a collyrie into them of ag. chelidon. mirabilis, &c. as it is preſcribed in the 
Treatile de ſirumis. While I was one day drefſing his ſton and eyes, I que- 
[tioned him whether he ever had a Gonorrbza; he detned ic fain'!y, 1 urged 
him farther, and looked upon his perzis and (aw a hard « :Uus, the r<:22ins of a 
Chancre. Upon fight of this | purged him with prl. cor::5chini and mer. dul- 
cis, and repeated it often, and thereby took off the fluxion, and diſpoſed his 
Ulcers tocure, and afterwards by Tyrbith min. vomited him once a week. 
Between while I preſcribed him deco@. ſarſe, with bezoard mineral. gun. guaiaci, 
&&&. and regulated his diet accordungly. By this method I cured his eyes, and 
he gradually recovered his (ight to walk about the ſtreets, and of late years 
can write and read, | 

A poor tellow came to me diſeaſed with a fiſtula lackrymalis, which at firſt yr. 

ſight ſeemed by its callous lips to be cancerated, but being informed that he Piervancr 
had heretofore been clapt, Lreadily 1ndertook his cure, and began with let- bath, 
ting him blood, and purged him with pil. cochie min. & calomel. During his 
purging I deterged the Ulcer and diſpoſed it to cure by removing the chan- 
crous lips, and made way to the bone, which being carious I dried with an a- 
Qual cautery, and from that time dreſſed it as hath been (hewed in thoſe obſer- 
vations of f:i?ula lachrymalis 1n the ſaid Chapter de f7rumis, and compleated the 
Cure by antivenereals as in the preceding obſervation hath been preſcribed, 
and diſmiſled him perfectly well. 

One about 28 years of age had heretofore been afflicted with an abſceſs on 4+ 
the outſide of his right leg, which not yielding to the common endeavours of - 54 "ER 
Chirurgery by laying open, digeſtion, ec. I was fetched; and ſecing the Ulcer 1: on the 
of a great length, the lips of it jagged and callous, I cut them off and dreſt the £3 
Ulcer with the common digeſtive, and ſprinkled the Ulcer it ſelf (which was 
ſordid) with werc. precipit. and pledgets of dry Lint, an empl.e bolo overit, with 
a compreſs wrung out of red Wine, and rouleditup. Having thus drefled up 
the Ulcer, I enquired into the original of the diſtemper, ſuſpeCting it to have 
riſen from ſome malign Fevour, or the reliques of ſome il] cured Clap. But the 
Patient denying that heever had either of them, I endeavoured to inform my 
{clf of the method preſcribed by thoſe under whoſe hands he had been, and 
diſcovered that he had taken mer. dulcis, antimon. diaphoret. and decottions of 
ſarſa, &c. which method I again repeated, and proceeded in digeſting of the 
Ulcer ſome days, and put on a laced ſtocking, but I could not make good di- 
geſtion 1n three days. I conſidering the evil quality of the Ulcer and the manner 
of life the Patient had formerly led, concluded the diſeaſe certainly venereal, 
and that the zzerc. dal. ec. preſcribed him was not of ſufficient force to quell 
ſuch a malignity. Fordaily praftice ſheweth that axer. dulcis given once in two 
or three days will not check the lefler ſpecies of the Lyes 3 and where it 1s 
not powerful tocure, it maketh the eroſion greater, and the diſeaſe becometh 
more inveterate. Upon which conſiderations without farther enquiry into the 
diſeaſe, I attempted the cure by antivenereals, and gave himgr. 12. Turbith min. 
in a bolus with conſe boraginis 3, it vomited him 4 or 5 times, and purged him 

twice, and put him upon a tereſmus, which I took off that afternoon by a 
clyſter of Milk with the yolk of an Egg, and endeavoured to excuſe the chur- 
iſh working of the medicament. The next day I ſaw the good effects of the 
Ptyſick in digeſting of the Ulcer, and reſolvedto profecute the method or quit 
the Patient. I drefled up the Ulcer with nngnent. baſelic. cur precipitat. em- 
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plaſter and bandage, deſigning to effect this Cure by Internals 3 to which puz- 
poſe I repeated a Clyſter that day and the next, and the fourth day gave him 
16 gr. of Turbith mineral. in a Pill, which wrought as the former, and direGed 
a Clyſter again in the afternoon. That night he ſpit much, and in the follow- 
ing morning complained of a ſoreneſs of bis Chaps ; but 1 not obſerving him 
likely to flux, purged him the day after with Manna in a draught of Poflet- 
drink, ſuppoſing 1 ſhould make a greater revulſion by vomiting him twice or 
thrice, than by the raiſing a (light Salivation 3 but he growing impatient with 
the ſoreneſs of his mouth, I changed that reſolution, and gave him 18 grains 
of Tyrbith, and thereby fluxed him 19 or 20 days. In the declination of it, | 
preſcribed him a decoQtion ot Sarſa, and purged him with an Apozeme made 
iQ ſome of the ſame decoftion. During the Salivation the U'cer cicatrized by 
the application of the above mentioned Epuloticks, and I finithed ine Cure by 
drying Diet and Sudorificks. After which he removed into the Cov: try, an! 
by a Milk-diet.recovered his ſtrength, and his Leg became uſeful to him z but 
he continued the wearing his laced ſtocking ſometime longer. When theſe U!- 
cers are treated as Scorbutica), the Patient dieth tabid. | 

One of about forty years of Age, having been long troubled with a Ferpe; 
miliaris which had ſpread it ſelf on the foal of one of his feet, came to me for 
Cure. He had taken Mer. dulcis, Antimon, Diaphoret. &c. Medicines proper 
enough to Cure the milder Species of the Lxes Venerea; but the Patient being 
Irregular, and not acknowledging it Venerea], failed of his Cure. At the firſt 
ſight of the Ulcers I concluded them Venereal, and reſolved to proceed with 
him by ſuch a method, or leave him to ſeek his Cure elſewhere 3 and began 
by purging him with Pil. Rudii, & mer. dul. and afterwards preſcribed him a 
tew Pills of /Ethiops mineralis cum terebinth, One of which he took every 
morning, drinking a draught of a medicated Ale after it. After he had taken 
lix of theſe Pills, 1 began with the Cure of the Ulcers, drefling them with the 
fotus and liniment ſet down in the Cure of Herpes 3 but that not anſwering 
my expeCtation, I waſh'd the Ulcers and parts about them with warm Milk, 
then having cleanſed and dryed them, I rubbed the lips of them all witha Cau- 
ſtick Stone, till I had eradicated and ſmoothed them fit for to cicatrize, and 
then waſht out the lixivial ſalt to prevent 11s farther penetration. From that 
time I dreſſed them up with Merc. precipitat. and put on a laced ſock. The 
third or fourth dreſſing the [loughs crumbled off, and the Ulcers appeared well 
cicatrized. But within few days they all brake out again. At the ſight of 
which I concluded the Ulcers Venereal, and prevailed with him to take Mer- 
cury, and began with a 9j. Calomel, and the next day gave him a Doſe of T 4-- 
riac. metallor, and repeated it twoorthree days, I deligning that way to Cure 
theſe Ulcers. But the Theriaca not moving him by ſtool or vomit, hewrangled 
with me, ſuppoſing I could not cure him but by ſuch Medicaments as worked 
one of thoſe ways, whereas we know by experience, that Mercury frequent- 
ly cureth thoſe Ulcers by altering the quality of the Humours; but Icomplyed 
with his deſire, and gave him a Doſe of Turbith gr. xij. in a Pill that vomited 
him five or fix times, and purged him twice or thrice. The next morning he 
complained of the forene(sof his mouth. I adviſed him to drink warm Poflet- 
drink, and to take a Clyſter, but he did neither. I being ingaged in the Cure, 
thought it beſt to haſten a Salivation before he ſhould be aware of it, and gave 
bim two Doles more of the Turbith, encreafing each Doſe two grains. Theſe 
made his Chaps ſorer, and would have fluxed him, but he being ungovernable 
it cauled a Tereſpys, and ran down in a Diarrhea with alarge evacuation, and 
terminated in a dyſentery. Upon thelight hereof, I would have preſcribed him 
iuch Remedie as is uſual in thole caſes, but he was ſo impatient at the Fen 
ent, 
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dent as to adnut of no excuſe from me, nor any of my Preſcriptions. Indeed 
the Perpes was dryed, and he had an eminent Phy fician his friend who relieved 
him by his Preſcriptions, and reftored him to health ſoon after, and could as 
ealily have then prevented the rclapſe 3 but the Patient being well, concluded 
he ſhou]d contigue ſo, and brake off abruptly from him without any obſcrvati- 
on of Dict-drink, Sweating, cc. and became ſo good natured as to make me a 
Viſitin acknowledgement of his Cure. But about a month after he ſent for me, 
complaining of an itching he telt in the ſoal of his foot, he ſuppoſed from 
his too much walking the day before 3 1 looked upon it and ſaw a heat riſing 
10 the skin. I beheved it a return of the-Dileaſe, but having reſolved not tar- 
ther to engage my ſcIf in the Cure, I left him with a favourable conltruction ot 
it. The next news I heard of him, was, that one pretending to Chirurgery 
had nndertaken the Cure of it by bathing it with a DecoCtion of Broom, and 
boaſted fo confidently of the Cure, as it he had already performed it, calling 
them a few Kibes. But whilſt he was picking of theſe out, the Patient (hewed 
me a ſwelling upon the ſhin bone, and defired my judgment of it. It was a 
very well grown Node, and I gueſſed by the Patients thin Chaps that it was no 
ſmall diſturbance to his reſt, however it was a confirmation of the quality of 
bis Diſeaſe, and might lerve to alarm him to provide for his Cure. I was then 
taking a Journey into the Weſt-country, and at my return was informed that 
he died under ſome Empiricks hand in his courſe of Phylick. 

One of about forty years of Age, having Herpes exedens very large on ſeveral 44 
parts of his Body, came to me much emaciated thereby, he having been many (ou 
years afflicted with them. He had allo ſome Nodes lately riſen on his Legs, 1+7:s -++- 
I purged him with deco. Epithymi, and afterwards gave him pracipitat. albus ©" *"* 
Dj. to 25 grains daily, and waſht the ſeveral Ulcers with Lac Firginis, and 
dreſſed them up with pledgets dipt in the ſame to dry them, till I could by In- 
ternals cure them. But in few days I perceived this Patient had been ſo accy- 
{fomed to the taking Mercurials, as the precipitatus albys was of no force, there- 
fore 1 forbore the longer uſe of it, and gave him 10 grains of Tyrbith mineral, 
it vomited and purged him moderately. The next day I ſaw the Ulcers drying, 
and from that time dreſſed them only fo as to defend them from ſticking to 
his linen, the third day I repeated the [urbith, and the fourth day atter pave 
him another Doſe, and between while Cliſters were adminiltred and fome- 
times we purged him with Manna 10 a draught or two of Polſet-drink. Thus 
the Ulcers were cured and the ſcabs ſhelled off. I then purged him with the 
bitter decoction four or five days, and confined him to a drying diet, and de- 
co. ſarſe. (weating him for ſome time with Diaphoreticks 3 but he finding him- 
{elf well brake off from this Courſe before he had been fourteen days in it, which 
occafioned ſome little eruptions 3 but by the taking of a tew grains of Therac, 
metalor. with our purging Extract, and ſometimes Bezoard. minerale, with a 
deco@. arſe, they were dryed up, and in progrels of time the malignity was 
waſted without keepirg of his houſe. 

One ot about forty five years of Ape, of a lean dry body, had an Ulcer on _. 
the out-fide of the Biceps on the left Arm, which upon ſearch with a probe I Ovicriaion 
diſcovered to be carious. He had alſo three diſtin& Ulcers on the os {vie Bana oy 
of the right Lega little abovethe ancle, which were alſo carious. That on the Leg wi/! 
Arm took its original from a Node, asthe other on the Leg did from a Gums, © 
They had been {ome years ulcerated, and I ſuppoſe the malignity dilcharged it 
ſelf there, for other Symptomes of the Les he had none at that time.- I began 
with the Cure of |thele Ulcers by the application of Cauſticks to remove the ex- 
ternal Calus, and make way to the bones. ' That in the Arm lay deep, and re- 
quited deterſion and dilatation, which was the work of ſome weeks; but the 
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others on the os tibie lay ſuperficial z and as the Eſchars ſeparated in ſome of 
them, bits of bbnes came away with them. Where any remained intangled in 
looſe fleſh, I ſprinkled that fleſh with precipitate daily, and with that and the 
Vitriol Stone made way for the taking out the remaining bones, and with 
much eaſe cicatrized thoſe Ulcers, the exf6liation of theſe from the main bone 
having indeed been made to my hand by the ſtrength of Nature, and requi- 
red no more from me than the making them way to come forth. But that 
caries in the bone of the Arm lay (lab'd in matter, and was not fo eaſily come 
to; and when it was, it did not yield to the ordinary application. Therefore 
after | had ſometime kept it unſucceſsfally dilated, I paſſed a ca»ula in and by an 
actual cautery, dried the caries, and from that time dreſſed it dry with doffils 
preſſed out of ſþ. vini, and waited its exfoltation. And to haſten the work [ 
began to purge him with an i»fuf. ſene, &c. and afterwards with calomel. which 
I repeated often in a lenitive bolus, and put him to the drinking a decoction of 
ſarſa, &c. and with ſudorificks ſweat him : but after ſome days obſerving the 
bone did not exfoliate, I gave him two or three doſes of Txrbith, and made a 
revulſion thereby. From that time the Ulcer dryed, and an exfoliation was 
made of ſome (mall rotten bits of bones, and the ca/#5 which thruſt them off 
united with the muſculous fleſh, and the Ulcer incarned as I diminiſhed m 
doſlits, and cicatrized ſoon after. The Ulcers being cured thus, I concluded 
the courſe of Phyſick by purging, diet and ſweating. 

One about 30 years of age of a groſs body having been much pained on his 
right leg with a great node upon the ſhin, = himſelf into the hands of an 
Empirick for cure 3 who after a long courſe of purging, ſweating, ec. fail- 
ing in his cure, employed me to lay it open. I obeyed, and having encom- 
paſſed the tumour within a line, I applyed the white cauſtick. The next day 
I found the tumour ſunk, but the cauſtick had penetrated to the bone accord- 
ing to the length and breadth that was deſigned. I cut the Eſchar round, and 
raiſed it with the Perioſieum, and ſaw the bone ſound, and naturally white 
and ſmooth. I dreſſed it with pledpets dipt in liniment. Arcei warm, and the 
remaining Eſchar with #»guert. bafilic. to haſten its ſeparation. After ſome few 
days the Eſchar ſeparated, but the Ulcer grew painful and enflamed, and 
would not digeſt : upon which conſideration I enquired into the internal pre- 
ſcriptions, and finding them not of ſufficient force, I prevailed to give a few 
grains of Turbith minerale, and thereby made a revulſion. From that time 
| digeſted the Ulcer with that common digeſtive ex Terebinth, ec. and cured 
It as an Ulcer with caries 3 during which the malignity was eradicated by An- 
tivenereals. 

| am not againſt the applying of medicaments to further the reſolving of 
nodes, but the laying them open till they have made their way by apoſtema- 
tion ſeemeth to me unreaſonable, it being not only painful but alſo a prolonger 
of the cure. For ſuppoſing you do remove the node and cure the Ulcer, yet 
unleſs you do eradicate the malignity, other nodes will ariſe. Whereas if 
Antivenereals be rightly adminiſtred, you may reſolve the nodes by them at 
the ſame time. I once ſaw a very large node upon the os frontis reſolved meerly 
by a courle of diet-drink, purging and ſweating, Sir Fra. Prujear was the Phy- 
ſician, and Mr. Pearce the Apothecary attended the Patient for bis Maſter 
Laxton as I ſuppoſe. The courſe was long and more ſtri& than our Patients will 


_ endure 3 but by Mercurials we do more certainly reſolve them, and in a 
els time. 


| One of about 4o years of age, of a ſtrong conſtitution, afflited with nodes 
in his Arms and Legs, an 9zera and an Ulcer in his palate, in both which the 


bones were carious, had been eight weeks in Phyſick under the hands of an 
| Empirick, 


Chap. IV. of the Symptomes. 


Empirick, and being at a loſs conſulted me. "They ſhewed me fume Inſttu- 
ments they had deviſed to hook out the bones; they alſo ſhewed me ſome liie 
bits of bones which they had broken off from the whole. I admired the 1p- 
norance of the Empirick to glory in ſuch work, but am ſince ſatisfied that a 
cortidence in prating 1s a ſufficient baſis to build a practice upon amongſt ſome 
kind of people. As to his Inſtruments they were well enough contrived to 
pull out bones, but 1t would have been more for his credit to have deligned 
{ome way to have kept them 1n. For in ſome of thoſe places the leaſt diminu- 
tion of a bone cauſetha deformity 3 and in others, as thoſe of the Palate, there 
will my a ſupply of ca/z4, and fo conſequently it would not only ſpoil his 
drinking but his voice. Upon whieh conſideration thoſe Inſtruments were laid 
alide, and errhina were preſcribed, as in the method of Cure hath been ſhewed, 
of which he ſnuft up or injeQted ſome into his noftrils often in a day. In order 
to his cure I reſolved to ſalivate him by unction; to which purpoſe I let him 
blood and purged him with a lenitive bolzs, and afterward bathed him 2 or 4 
times 3 then cauſed him to be anointed, and thereby raiſed the Salivation 3 
all which time [ had regard to the waſhing his chaps and keeping up his ſtrength. 
About the 24. day the Salivation declining, I purged him with the bitter de- 
coction, and then put him into a decod. ſarſe, exc. and ſweat him, proportioning 
his diet drying according as his mouth healed. During the time of his ſaliva- 
ting the Ulcers in his Noſe cured, and ſo did that in his Palate, but the bones 
they had pulled away left the marks 3 yet that in the Palate was ſupplyed by a 
ſmall Blate which was retained by a Spunge. Some of his Nodes diſcuſſed du- 
ring his Salivation, and the other in the time of ſweating. He being thus cured 
we ended our courſe of Phyſick with bathing. 

One of about 28 years old being grievioully afilicted with a Catarrh, having 
uſed many remedies unſucceſsfully, a Seton was adviſed to be made in his neck. 
I being ſent for to make it, found the Patient in bed ſo emaciated as it was im- 
poſſible he ſhould continue it there without great pain, 1 defiring ſome way 
to be uſeful to him, enquired into the quality of his Diſeaſe, and looking into 
his throat ſaw the tonſils extremely ulcerated, the Uzul.: and that part of the 
Palate eaten away. I concluded it Venereal, and before | [tirrcd trom him, dif- 
covered it was the effects of a Chancre 1ll cured. | 

| took leave of him, and acquainted thoſe that ſent me of the nature of hz 
Catarrh. They having ſatisfied themſelves of the truth, put him into my hands 
There was no great matter of credit to be gotten 1n endeavouring a Cure. 
where the Patient ſhould be left to ſnuffle all the days of hislife ; but 1 obeyed 
them, and preſcribed him that night Dj. er. precipitat. atbus in a ſpooniul of 
white bread and milk. I directed the waſhing his throat with one of the Gargles 
ſet down in the method of Cure, and dreticd them daily with lac ſublimat. pre- 
ſcribing him a deco@. ſarſe to be drank with a third part of milk, at the leaſt 
. thrice aday. Lrepeated the precipitat#s albus morning or evening, alto a Clylter 
ſometime to keep his body ſoluble. By this method I cured thelc Ulcers 1n 
the ſpace of three weeks. Soon after as he recovered his ſtrength, I ltr off the 
uſe of the milk and proſecuted the courſe by a (trict diet, decod. jarſe, dia- 
phoreticks, ec. then fitted his Palate with a Plate of ſilver which he could put 
up and take out at pleaſure. It formed his voice and ſerved to lead the drink 
its right way. Some months after I ſaw him fat and well, and he aſlured me 
that the ulcerated parts were fo contracted together that he had no farther uſe 
of the artificial Palate. 


A Woman of about 28 years of age having been ſome while vexed with the _« Lo dd bay

leſler ſpecies of this Diſcaſe, put her ſelf under ſome hands for cure 3 but during 


that method ſhe complained of a ſoreneſs in her throat, which increahing, ſhe with a Node 
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conlulted others, and afterwards others, but unſucceſsfully. (I ſuppoſe from ker 
own irregularity.) Some months being paſſed, her friends recommended her to 
me. Both her Tonſils were much ulceratedz there was alſo an Ulcer upon the 
back part of her Palate and Ozla. She had alſo a Node upon her right Jp, 
and wandring pains3 alſo a finor albus. | preſcribed her a Lotion as in the for- 
mer obſervation, and dreſſed the Ulcers with lac ſablimrat. I let her blood and 
directed her a Clyſter that night, and the next morning 2j. calomel, I repeated 
this latter daily, ſhe drinking a draught of deco@. arſe atter 1t, diſpoling her 
{elf to a breathing ſweat, and once in four days was purged with an infuſ. ſere, 
@&-c. Thus I dryed thoſe Ulcers, but by the frequent repeating the calprrel. 
her chaps grew ſore, and ſhe ſalivated, which I was not troubled at, her Node 
requiring it. Upon which conſideration [ gave her 12 grains of Tyrbith zne- 
rale and raiſed it higher 3 and ſome days after when [ ſaw the Salivation de- 
clinz and the Node unreſolved, I applyed a Mercurial Emplaſter the whole 
length of that leg, and thereby continued the Salivation longer till that refol- 
ved the Node. That done, I purged her with the bitter decoction, and put her 
into a (tric courſe of diet-drink, and ſweat her. After her mouth was cured, 
looking into her throat I ſaw the right toni] cicatrized, but there remained 
unequal lips, which were troubleſom to her. I allo felt with my Probe a 
ſinus running downward ; it was made by a coalition of the flapping lips. 
| (uſpe&ting theſe might cauſe ſome fluxion, or at leaſt ſuch an uneafineſfs 
as might beget in her a ſuſpition of relapſe, I laid open that femys and cut 
off thoſe lips with the other cicatrices, and by rubbing the baſis of the U!- 
cer with a Vitriol Stone cicatrized it afterwards ſmooth, and diſmifled her 

cured. 
os A Woman of about 28 years of age much emaciated was brought to me 
Obſervation broken out all over her head, face, and ſeveral parts of her body and limbs. 
OPT. It began with a virulent Gonorrhea, the cauſe whereof not being diſcovered, it 
WF. * continued long upon her, and after ſome months was accompanied with a 
pain in her head; for remedy whereof ſhe conſulted her Phyſician, but ſhe be- 
ing her (elf ignorant of the cauſe could not inform him, and conſequently fut- 
fered very long under it : but after theſe eruptions the Gonorrhea ſtopped, 
and the pain in her head ceafed. What theſe breakings out were ſhe had been 
lately informed, and deſired my help. I let her blood and purged her with 
decot. ſeng Gereonis, and by a few doſes of precipitat. alb. and a purging dict- 
drink I dried up theſe puſtule and Ulcers, and deligned then a deco. ſar/# with 
ſ{udorificks; but ſhe believing her (elf cured retired to her own houſe. With- 
in halt a year after ſhe came to me again, afflicted with pains in her head, and 
Nodes on her (bins, and Ulcers in her tonſils. I let her blood and adviſed a 
Clyſter, and drefled the Ulcers in the tonſils as hath been ſaid in the like caſe, 
and preſcribed her calomel 5. in ij. draſcord. and purged her the next morning 
with a ſolution of Manna in Poſlet-drink. After I had by calorre!. ſome- 
what digeſted thoſe Ulcers I raiſed a Salivation by Un&ion, which ſhe bore 
very well, and was thereby freed of her Nodes. In the declination of the 
Flux I purged her with the bitter decoction five or fix days, then put her into 
a decofF. ſarſe, and afterwards by drying diet and ſweating, e*c. the pain in her 
head went off, and the Ulcers of the tonſils were (long before diſmitled her) 

___ well and perfectly cured. 

Obſervation A Woman aged about 3o years came out of the country upon a ſuppoſition 
of Ulcer im of the Kings Evil. She had a hard ſwelling encompaſſing the muſcle maſtoides 
mc faves on the right fide of her neck of a great thickneſs. She complained allo of a 
ma on the ſoreneſs mn her throat, and of a (ſtinking tough flegm which ſhe frequently 
po + wa hauked out, eſpecially in the mornings. I looked into her throat and faw an m-

{lammation upon the turther part of the Palate and Qunla, but no Ulcer in the 
ronlils. The inflammation of the Palate gave me cauſe to ſuſpect ſome latent 
Ulcer, and that her Diſeaſe was Venereal ; but (he denying it, I preſcribed her 
a deco, bord, with ſyr. de rof. & diamoron, allo an empl. de mucilag. with de 
ranis cum mercurio to apply to the Gumma, Dr, Lenthall who brought her to 
me, preſcribed her an opening apozeme and to be let blood in the Country. 
Thus we diſmiſſed her, but within few days after (he returned to us again, the 
Ulcer having ſeiſed upon the U»ula and ſpread it ſelf to the edges of the Palate. 
Upon fight thereof we diſputed not of her diſeaſe, but conſidered of her cure, 
She had of late years been ſubjcCt to great diſcharges of the merſtrna, and was 
thereby rendered of a lax and weak conſtitution, and her body having been 
fo lately purged and bled, there required no other preparation than of a warm 
room, which was provided with all expedition. For thoſe Ulcers that ariſe 
on the 1nteriour part of the Palate, ſoon corrode their way through, if the 
alarm be not taken from the inflammation that preceeds, a little miſchiet there 
being for the moſt patt irrecoverable. To prevent which we gave her that 
night 2). of caloxel. and repeated it ſo often as we might conveniently do, 
and pre(cribed her a deco. ſaxſe to drink with milk. We alſo preſcribed her 
ſome of the Lotions ſet down in the Method of Cure, ſome whereof we caſt 
up with a Syringe into her noſtrils, and with other ſhe gargled her throat often 
in a day. But the cure of the Ulcer was compleated by frequent taking of mere. 
dulcis. The Gumma allo leflened, but ſhe having recovered ſome meaſure of 
ſtrength, and her chaps being already ſore by the calomel. which ſhe had taken, 
we gave her 2 doſes of 1yrbith,begineing with 7 grains, and fo higher, by which 
we raiſed the Salivation, and thereby reſolved the Gyumma. In the declining of 
the Flux we purged her with an Apozeme wherein was decoCted ſera, polypod. 
rhab. agaric. turbith, jalap, ec. with the addition of fr. de ſþina cervina, Then 
with drying diet-drink,ſudorificks, ec. we finiſhed the courle, and cured her. 

A young man was commended to my care having an Oz4n4 in his noſe af- 
fecting the ſeptum and alz ; it ſeemed to be molt on the right fide, with inflam- 
mation and great ſwelling. In undertaking the cure of theſe Ulcers you 
ought to be cautious in delivering your prognoltick ; for the bones and carti- 
lages are ſoft and covered with a thin membrane, which being once corroded 
corrupts quickly, and the leaſt defect in them leaveth a blemiſh in that part of 
the noſe. The external inflammation 1s a ſhrewd fign that the Ulcer is deep, 
and conſequently that the bones and cartilages are carious : therefore let not 
the reQitude of the part deceive you, for that may be ſupported by the ſwelling 
and cruſty matter within, and upon the removal of them the noſe or ſides ot 
it frequently fink ; and if any deformity therein happen while they are under 
your cure contrary to your prediction, they will certainly impute it to your 
negle& or ignorance. In this Patient I ſuſpected the right ala from the cxter- 
nal inflammation, but promiſed my utmolt endeavours, and began my work 
with injecting a decod, ex rad. althee, ſem. bord. cydonior. and embrocated the 
external parts with »»guernt. popul. allo applied a Cerote of the ſame 3 then 
let him blood, and direfted a Clyſter that evening. After his fir{t {Jeep he 
took 25 grains of calomel. in conf. roſ. and was purged the morning {ol- 
lowing with an infuſion ſexe, xc. afterwards | purged him with calorme!, 
and pil. Rydii, till I had removed the fluxion off his Noſe. After the cruſty 
matter ſeparated from within, I ſyringed and cleanſed thoſe Ulcers with one of 
the decoctions ſet down in the method of cure. Having thus diſpoſed his Noſe 
to cure, I gave him a few doſes of tyrbith, and raiſed a falivation, but the ulcers 
cicatrized before he ſalivated, yet I fluxed him 17 or 18 days. In the dech- 
nation of it 1 purged, and ſweat him with dece@. ſarſe , and there * 
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peared a {mall bending inward of the right ala, I ſuppoſed from the Caries had 
been in that cartilage 3 it was thruſt out to his own ſatisfaCtion by a ſma!l hoop 
made by a bit ot a ſearching candle painted of a fleſh colour, but aitcr ſome 
few days he left that off, it not being worth the while. 


63+ _ One of a full Body, and (ſtrong Conſtitution, who had been long diſeaſed 
began with the ſeveral Species of the Lyes Venerea, and been cured by me ſome months 
and of Ulcer% before of a Herpes exedens, came now to us with a large Node upon his ſhin of 
incheTonfils: the right leg. He was purged by his Phyſician, and preſcribed a decod. ſarſe,ehc. 
alſo Antimon. diaphoret. Embrocations and Emplaſters were applyed the whileto 
reſolve the: Node; but after {1x weeks courſe of Phyſick the Node remained 
almoſt as paintul as before. Upon which conſideration it was concluded to lay 
it bare. I did lay it bare with the white Cauſtick, and divided the Eſchar to 
the bone, and at the next dreſling raiſed the Eſchar off, then raſped the Node 
off, and dreſſed it dry,as hath been (et down in Ulcers with Caries. The lips of 
the Ulcer I digeſted with »ngaert. Baſelic. applyed warm, and afterwards incarned 
the bone, and cured the Ulcer in the ſpace of two months, not without great pain 
to the Patient and trouble to me 3 whereas I might have reſolved it, and era- 
dicated the malignity, and freed him of the Les almoſt in half the titme. Within 


one half year he came to us again, not complaining of his Leg, but with Ulcers. 


in both hisTonſils. Theſe were certainly Venereal, and I concluded they would 
be ſo acknowledged, and that I ſhould have an eafie work of theſe. But the Pa- 
tient would not be confined within doors, nor admit of other Phyfick than a 
decoQion of ſarſa, and a few pouders of antimron. diaphoret. Three quarts of 
the foreſaid diet-drink were allowed him daily. I have ſometime ſeen him dripk 
it up ina Morning as faſt as if it had been Tunbridge waters. I once enquiring the 
reaſon why he drank them in ſuch haſte, he replyed, he was to dine with ſome 
good Fellows, and that he did it to make way for better liquor. 

Thus he governed himſelf till the Ulceration increaſed, fo that it was great 
pain to ſwallow any drink. He complained exceedingly to me that I could not 
at leaſt palliate thoſe Ulcers, whereas in truth I uſed my utmoſt endeavours by 
all the Medicaments I could deviſe 3 but they ſpread, and were accompanied 
with ſuch defluxion, as at laſt when he ſtrove to drink, part of it would guſh 
out of his noſtrils. Upon which conlideration the Phyſician was fetched, and 
a ſubmiſſion was promiſed to his Rules. The Cure was begun by a Clylter, 
bleeding and purging, with an infuſed Potion, and the day after 25 gr. of Ca- 
lonel. was given him in aſpoonful of white bread and milk, and repeated daily 
or every other day, Clyſters or Purgatives being preſcribed between while to 
carry the matter downwards. By this method his Ulcers were diſpoſed to 
Cure, and he finding his throat ealter had thoughts of dining abroad with his 
Friends. Upon notice whereof I got leave of the Phylician to give him 14 gr. of 
Turbith mineral. which accordingly worked very well. I repeated it the next da 
tO 16 gr. it likewiſe vomited him, and made him ſpit, and his Chaps (ſwelled : 
The next day he perceiving that he fluxed,defired the Phyſician would preſcribe 
him Phyſick to purge it off, which was promiſed him ; but a day or two after 
the flux not riſing ſufficiently, I brought him a Bolus of a mixture of turb. min. 
with conf. borrag. which increaſed the Salivation. He ſent for me, and offered 
me fifty pound totake it off ; but I aſſured him there was no danger of his Life, 
and encouraged him to ſubmit to it cheartully, He did fo, and falivated 18 or 
20 days as plentifully as I ever ſaw any. The falivation declining, he was pur- 
ged with an infuſed Potion, and Diet-drink was brought him, he promiſing us 
that he would keep his Chamber, and obſerve a (trict method in Diet, Sweat- 
ing, &c. But heno ſooner found his Chaps cured, but he returned to his wont- 
ed liberty : and being told that he would moſt certainly relapſe if he did not 


proſecute

proſecute the Courſe preſcribed by his Phyſician, he replyed laughing, It's thy 
Courte and not the Phylicians, that he was very well, and if I would dine with 
him I fhould bea witneſs of it. I took leave of him, and ſaw him no more in 
half a year 3 and aboutgbat time ke became more extreamly diſeaſed : for it is 
molt certain, that Mercurial Remedies ſerve only to diſpoſe theſe hnmours to 
be evacuated by decoCtions of ſarſa, &-c. with Sweating. How he was at laſt 
pertectly Cured, you may ſee 1n ſome of the following Obſervations. 

A Woman of about forty years of Age, of a (trong Conſtitution, having been

long diſeaſed with an Oz2»e, was at length commended by DoQor Bate tothe \ $a 
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Cure of Door Jaſper Needham and my Self, The matter had caggupted part 
of the Septum, and other bones within her Noſe, and made its externally 
between the ridge-bone and cartilages of the Noſtrils, and fonled the ſaid bone 
to the very brows. The griſtles being thus ſeparated from the foreſaid bone, 
and having lolt that part of the Septum,which ſhould have been their ſupporter, 
it ſunk downwards, leaving ſuch a breach, that the Injeftionswhich we caſt into 
her noſtrils with a ſyringe ſpurted out there. After we had thus diſcovered the 
evil.quality of the Ulcer, we conſidered how to proceed in the Cure ; and in re- 
gard of the difficulty of the Cure, and the length of time which might be re- 
quired 1a the exfoliation of theſe bones, we reſolved without further diſpute 
to ſalivate her by Un&ion. To which purpoſe we let her blood, and purged 
her with an ifuf. ſene, ec. during which, Errhina were prepared of a lenient 


quality, fuch as have been propoſed in the method of Cure,to looſen the cruſty 
matter z and we enlarged the external Ulcer along the ridge- bone, as far as it 


was carjous, in order to the exfoliation of it. We digeſted thoſe lips, and dreſt 


the bone dry according to the method ſet down in the Treatiſe of Ulcers with 
Caries, Afﬀeer we had by Errhina and Lotions cleanſed the internal Ulcers of 
their filth, we then proceeded by deterfive Injections, as preſcribed in the me- 
thod of Cure, and put upa Carla in each Noſtril madeof a gooſequill covered 
with a bit of empl. diachyl. fimp. ſpread on a ſoft rag. Theſe ſerved to bear 
up the carti}ages of the Noſtrils level with the end of the bone (which before 
ſtood as it were, looking over them) that they might be 1n a capacity (if it was 
poſſible) to unite with it : While we were thus diſpoſing the Ulcers to Cure, 
we proceeded in the anointing her Legs and Arms, and thereby raiſed a Saliva- 
tion, which continued upon her more than three weeks. During that time 
the Ulcers cured within her Noſe, and the cartilages ſtood firm, and even to 
unite internally with the bone without the uſe of the Carla, but the bone 
there not being exfoliated, we continued the falivation longer by preſcribing 
Mercurizs dulcis, &c. and all that while we took care of her mouth, that no 
inconvenience ſhould happen to her Jaws, ec. and kept up her Spirits with 
Broaths, Poſſet-ale and Cordials. After we ſaw the bones exfoliating we purged 
her with an Apozeme, and preſcribed deco@. ſarſe with Sudortficks to ſweat her. 
During which the bone exfoliated, and the Ulcers cured with a Cicatrix not 
unſeemly. We then-.concludedour Courſe of Phyfick, leaving her more health- 
ful and ſtrong than ſhe had been in many years | 

A Man of about 36 years of Age had a large Ulcer on the roof of his mouth 


with. a Caries on the os palats, alſo many Nodes, viz. a great one upon the left reaon 
temporal muſcle reaching to that brow 3 alſo two on his right Arm, one ;,, 
whereof was on the os humeri, and the other on the Una; one very largeupon Ulcers in 0; 
the ſhin of the right Leg, and another-on the out-ſide of his left : which latter ?*** 


was ſoft and inflamed, and wasby ſome propoſed to be opened, but it ſeemed 
to me to be a Gumma, He had been Jong afflited with the Diſeaſe, and was 
lately come out of a Salivation raiſed by wer. dul. in which he had ſpit very 
much. TI touched the Ulcer with aqua- divina warm, and adviſed the drefling 
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If the Cure book V1]. 
it twice a day after the ſame manner 5 to the inflamed Gymma l applyed an 
empl..e bolo to prevent its apoſtemating. The reſt of the Nodes 1 deligned to 
ſcatter by a ſalivation with unction. ., To which purpoſe I let him blood, and 
direted a Cly(ter, and the next morning purged lym with 5j. Calomrl. in 
a lenitive -B-lus 3, and to diſpoſe him to reſt, I gave him ſome nights Jj. Clo. 
mel. in 5. diaſcord. whereby the Ulcer in his palate was the better digeſted. 
Having thus prepared his Body tor the Ulnction, I cauſed his limbs to be anoint- 
ed daily till his Chaps (welled much ; then I defiſted, and adviſed Poflet-drink, 
Broath, @c. to be alway ready for him to drink, and keep up bis Spirits. There 
was alfo care taken to {yringe and waſh his mouth. During his Salivation, the 
Ulcer in hiYalate caſt off a ſcale of a bone half an inch at leaſt in length, and 
preſently after cicatrized firmly 3 his pain ceaſed, and the Gum reſolved, and 
all the Nodes diminiſhed much, fave that on his ſhin ; yet he did not ſpit a 
quarter ſo much 1n this Courſe as (he ſaid) he had done 1n the former raiſed by 
merc. dulcis. 1 coptinued him 1n the Salivation about twenty days, then pur- 
ged bim with the bitter decoction five or {ix days, and from that time kept 
him (triftly to his Diet-drinks, and with Sudorificks ſweat him, and propor- 
tioned his Diet more drying accordingly as his Chaps healed till I thought him 
cured, and then I gave him more liberty to nouriſh his body, and to drink the 
decoQtion of ſar/a' with milk twice a day, and bathed him 4 or 5 days; and 
kept his body ſoluble with a lenient EleQuary.

66. One of about thirty years of Age, of a full Body, having been long afflicted 
eq: wi with Nodes and exceſſive pains on divers parts, eſpecially on his head, put him- 
ſelf into my hands for Cure. I deſigned a Salivation by Unction, to which pur- 
poſe I prepared his Body by a Clyſter, veneſeCtion and a purging Apozeme 3 
then cauſed him to be placed near the fire, and to anoint himſelf from the foals 
of his feet to his groins, and ſo the arms and ſhoulders, and having put on his 
ſtockings, drawers and waſtecote he was laid ina warm bed, and with a draught 
of warm Poſlet-ale diſpoſed to a breathing ſweat.

I cauſed a Clyſter of milk with yolks of eggs to be caſt up, 
and. preſcribed deg. C. C. calginati to be, made, and drank with milk, to ſome 
of Which I added aifew drops. of liquid ' Laxdanum. 1 allo injetted ir! arro 
three or four ſpoonfulls of of. byperici with a ſyringe, and adviſed it to be of- 
ter} repeated to defend the interior coats of the inteſtine from excoriation. I 
preſcribed him a Pearl Julep and ele@. diaſcord. as it is ſet down in the method 
of Cure; to be taken once in three,or four hours ; thus in four or five days the 
Diarrhea (topped. , Then I preſcribed him a Sarſa-drink, with an addition 
of milk till he had fomewhat recovered his ſtrength, purging him in the inter- 
val with ele. diacatholic. &c; By. this Diarrbea he was freed of his pains, and 
of ſome of the Nodes. Thoſe which remained were much leſſened, and by a 
ſtrict Diet, ,deco@. ſarſe and ſudorificks were quite reſolved, and he enjoys a 
good health to this day. 4 | 
It may here be.objefted by ſome, that if this Perſon had been more purged 
or well bathed before the anointing, the Salivation would have riſen eaſier, =

thereby the Di2rrbza might have been prevented. I do confeſs that the bath: 
ing doth much faciliate the railing of the Salivation, but we cannot have al- 
ways that conveniency. Belides, where we do bathe, theſe accidents have 
happened, and will befall any one of us in ſpite of all our endeavours. Yet I 
mult tell you, when a Diarrbea thus happeneth in the raiſing a Salivation, it 
renders your Cure certain if you proſecute the method as | here did. For whe- 
ther the Mercury work upwards by vomit or falivation, or downwards by 
ſtool, it 1s not material, ſo the peccant humours be evacuated and diſpoſed to 
be carried off by Sudorificks, ec. But if the Patient grow froward upon ſuch 
an accident, and will not ſubmit to a regulation in Diet, Purging, Sweating, 
©. the humours do again ferment and render the Cure. more difficult. 

One of about forty five years of Age, having been long afflicted with the 
Lyes in its moſt inveterate Symptoms, Nodes, Gummaia, and an Ozerq, and 
had paſled through many courſes of Phyſick, came to me extreamly extenuated,

Tight eye-brow 3 others upon. his arms and legs. I began with the lJettin 

him blood, and ſent him a Clyſter that evening. I ſyringed his Noſe with de- 
cod. bordei, rad, althes, ſem, cydon, &c. and after I had cleanſed it of its cruſty 
matter (with which ſome bones came forth) I daily injefted ſome of the Lo- 
tions preſcribed in the method of Cure. I bathed him five or fix times, and 
the while kept his body ſoluble by Clyſters, or by a lenitive EleQuary, and al- 
lowed him boiled Mutton, Veal or Chicken for his Dinner, and a couple ofnew 
laid Eggs for his Supper, a (mall Ale for his drink. 1 alſo preſcribed him a 
grain of Laudanum, or ſome anodyne draught to appeaſe his noCturnal pains. 
Aﬀer | had done bathing him, I cauſed his Legs, Arms, Shoulders, Spine, and 
Hipsto be anointed daily, and ſweat him in a warm bed with a draught of Pol. 
ſet-drink. After he began to ſpit I anointed him more ſparingly, only his 
Legs and Arms, and when I ſaw his Chaps ſwelled ſufficiently, I for- 
bare the anointing , and kept him to his Poſſet-drink and Broatb, waſh- 
ing his mouth with deco@. bordei, rad. althze, liquiritie, &c. He falivated 
very well near a month, but before he had ſpit fourteen days the pains 
diminiſhed, and the Nodes leſſened, and that filthy matter ceaſed to dil- 
charge out of his Noſe - Alſo a Gumma which ſeemed ready to burſt dryed 
np. In the declination of the flux I put him 1nto a ſtrong deco@. ſarſe, 
&c. with Milk, and nouriſhed him with good medicated Broaths. As his 
ſtrength increaſed, I purged him with the bitter decoQion ſome days, and af- 
ter his Chaps healed [ kept him ſtrifly to the Sar/ſa-drinks without the Milk, 
and {weat him with antimor. diaphoret. gums. guaiaci, bezoard. orient. and order- 
ed his Diet as drying as be was capable of, purging him as cuſtomary once in 
four or five days. Thus in the ſpace of eight weeks the Oz.2»4 was perfectly 
cured, and all the Nodes reſolved : but notwithſtanding he complained of 
pain in all his Limbs, -and wasſo weak that he was ſcarce able to go, and be- 
moaned his condition, ſuppoſing he ſhould never be cured. I was of an Opt- 
nion that he was cured, and that thoſe pains proceeded meerly from the ema- 
ciation of the muſcles; but I referred it to a conſultation,: where it was decla- 
red poſitively, that he was not Cured, and that he ought to falivate again. 
'Thefe propoſals diſmay'd the Patient, and diſturbed me not alittle, for in truth 
he was too weak to falivate, I perſiſted in my former Opinion, and prevailed 
with the Patient to retire two or three miles into the air, and there to drink a 
decoftion of Sarſa, e>e. with Milk, and to give himſelf liberty to feed upon 
meats of good nouriſhment, and adviſed him to bathe in milk and water ſome- 
time. He did fo, and I ſupplyed him with papers of ingredients to make the

keep his body ſoluble. In a few weeks he grew fleſhy, his pains waſted, and 
from that time he enjoyed a good health many years. 

One about twenty eight years of Age was affiifted with an Oze-a of an old 
date. It had perforated the ſeptxzr, and caſt forth ſome rotten bones, one 
whereof he ſhewed me. He had alſo Nodes on both his legs and on his right 
arm. He was emaciated by reaſon of hiscontinual pains, and the much Phy- 
ſick he had unſucceſsfully taken. I injeRted a deco@. hordii, &c. into his 
noſtrils, and after the cruſty matter ſeparated: I preſcribed him an Errhine to 
ſnuff up his noſtrils often in a day. And having reſolved to faltvate him by 
Union, I diſpoſed his body thereto by Clyfters, Lenitive Bolus's, (to which 
latter I added calomel.to take off his pains ) and preſcribed him deco. ſarſe, eh. 
with milk, alſo a liberty in diet, and bathed him the. while. Having thus 
ſomewhat recruited his ſpirits, I cauſed him to be anointed, legs, arms, hips, 
and ſhoulders, till F had raiſed a Salivation, Then 1 kept him to Poſſet-drink 
and Broath. I alfo allowed him a pintof Ale daily, fometimes burnt Wine or 
other Cordials by which he was enabled tofalivate near a month. During that 
time the Ozena cured, and ſome of the Nodes refolved. As the Salivation 
declined I purged him with the bitter decoCtion, and then put him into a de- 
coF. ſarſe, and ſweat him with diaphoreticks, and purged him once in four or 
tive days, heobſerving the while a ſtrict diet. Afﬀeer all I bathed him again a 
week or ten days, and: permitted hima nouriſhing diet, and kept his body fo- 
luble cum eleF. not. laxativo ex caſſma, pulp. tamarind. manna, &c. Some of his 
Nodes remained till I bathed him but if they had not then reſolved, yet 1 
ſhould not have doubted of his being well cured. For it doth ſometimes hap- 
pen that great Nodes dry and harden into ſuch an exofiiſts as will not yield to 
any remedy. And indeed they being without pain we need not to be ſo ſollici- 
tous in their removal, for beyond Sea I have ſeen ſome well cured, the Nodes 
continuingupon their legs knottedlike a Crab-tree-ſtick. 

A Woman of about 50 years of Age, of an ill habit of body, having paſſed 
through various courſes of Phyſick, was brought to me complaining of pain 
in her arms, and Nodes on the back of both her hands; alfo a cancerous tu- 
mour on her right breaſt. She importuned me to put herin'a courſe of Sali- 
vation by Unction, and took a lodging near me. I thought 1t neceſſary 
enough for her, and told her | would prepare her body for it, and conſult her 
Phytician in the manner of falivating her. Accordingly I let her blood, then 
purged her with a ſolution of ' 24:4 and cremor tartarz 1n poſlet-drink, and 
bathed her fouror five timesz then gave her alternately two or three doſes of 
calomel. totry how the Flux would riſe. But (ſhe growing impatient inthe de- 
lay, ſent fora Phyſician, to whom ſhe related the original of her Diſeaſe, ant 
that ſhe had takenthe ſpitting Pills formerly unſucceſsfully, therefore deſired 
toſalivate by Untion. Some objection was made againſt it, as doubting her 
viſcera were naught. But he complyed, and promiſed to viſit her as occaſion 
ibould require. 1 ſent her a pot of Union the next day, wherewith her legs and 
arms wereanointed, and ſhe returned to her warm bed and was diſpoſed to a 
breathing ſweat by a draught of Poſſet-drink. By this method the Saltvation 

was raiſed and ſhe fluxed moderately about 20 days, during which her pains 
remitted, the Nodes reſolved, and ſhe recovered the uſe of her hands. The 
Cancer lay allo quiet. The Salivation declining ſhe was purged with the 
biiter decotion, and ſome days after drank a ſarſa drink, and ſweat. In the 
going off of her Flux ſhecomplained of the ſhortneſs of breath, and was after- 
wards ſubject to fainting. Whereupon her Phyfician was conſulted, who ſuppol-

days, |be complaining of her ſtomach and of an offentive ſmell the thought 
aroſe from thence, her Phyſician preſcribed her as followeth ; Re Salis vitrrol; 
Inj. capiat ſtatin: an poſſet ala : ſi ſemel tantim vonmerit, capiat J| ejaſdem in 
eader poſſet alJ, and fo to repeat it the third time if her ſtrength would bear 
it. She did ſo, and was laid to reſt with this following draught : Re Landant 
gr. j. aq. menthe \ſs. cinnamomi pulveriz. 3ſ5. diaſcordii 3ij. f. hanſtus hor ſom- 
2i, Theday following the Phyſician found her much relieved, and preſcribed 
her this decoCtion: Re Sarſe 31ij. ſartali albi Zij. chine iſe. guaract %j di- 
gere boras ſex in aq. com. tbviij. vaſe claiſo, dein decoqu. ad medias, addendo 
Jub finem ingredientia deco@. peForalis. Bibat copioſe & frequenter, addendo 
ſirgulis hauitibus mixture ſequentis cochl. j.wel. 1). Re Ag. limac. brion. comp, an ij. 
tin. croci 3. ſp. caſtores 3s. mſ. This potion wasallo preſcribed her 3 or 4 days: 
aſter : Re 1 amarind. 3s. coqu.in aq. com. ſub finem addendo ſeng ziij. rhab. 3ij. ſem. 
aniſt 3 ſs. cape colature Ziv. manne zvj. yr. de rhab. 3j. ſyr. de ſpina cervina 71. f. 
potio. By thele preſcriptions ſhe ſomewhat recovered, and removed from thofe 
lodgings to others more airy inthe ſame ſtreet. And there another Phyſician 
was conſulted and joined with the former : he approved of what had been done, 
and gave hopes of her recovery; and together they preſcribed as followeth. 
Re Gruum. galbani, ammoniaci, myrrbe, balſ. Tolut. an. 3). croci gr. w. cum opobal( 
Giluadititi 3ſs. f. pil. quadruplo deaurands : cap. bis terve quotidie. Re Gum, gUgi- 
aci cathartici 3). ſyr.e capil. Veneris q. ſ. fiat mixtura mollis, quam capiat tertio 
quog; mane ad quatuor vices.Re Ag. ceraſ. nigr. Zv). e flor. paralyſ. aq. cinnam, hord. 
an. Z1). margar. preparat, 31). ſacchar. cryStal. 31j. mſ, f. julapium, de quo bibat ad 
placit. Some while after ſhe removed nearer the Country for the benefit of 
freſh air, and to drink Aſſes milk, which ſhe had already begun to do, and 
might have recovered if her viſcera had not been all rotten. 
A poor fellow aged about 50 years had grievous pains in his head, and di- 


vers nodes and gummata 1n ſeveral parts of his body. He had lately comeout 


loſt the nails of his fingers and toes. I directed him a Clyſter, and that night 
ſent him an opiat to calm his pains and diſpoſe him to reſt, viz. of Liuday. mer. 
dul. gum. guaiaci, Ec. asis ſet down in the method of cure, and repeated it 
2s occaſion offered ; and preſcribed him a ſarſa drink with milk. But after 
20r 3 days obſerving that he was much opprelſt in his ſtomach, nauſeating all 
that he took, I gave him a vomit of infuſ. croc. metallor. with oxymel ſeill;t. 
by which I emptieditof much viſcous flegnm. From that time he recovered 
his appetite, and by good nouriſhment and mitigation of his painshe recovered 
to a tolerable meaſure of ſtrength. I then cauſed him to be anointed, legs, 
arms, hips and ſhoulders, and repeated the anointing dayly till I had raiſed a 
ſwelling in his chaps. He falivated well, and was kept to warm Broath, Pol- 
ſet-drink, and ſometime Ale and burnt Wine. During the faltvation he faint- 
cd often, and was ſeiſed twice with convulfions, and with much ditfculty 
kept up his Spirits : but he got through it by the help of good Cordtals, ag. 
theriacalis, Ec. In the declining of the Flux I purged him with the bitter de- 
cotion, and finiſhed the cure with deco@. ſar/e, fweating and drying diet and 
purging. Paſſing by this man's houſe oneday in thecompany ot Dr. Walter Need- 
bam, we wenttin, he was working in his trade, he ſhewed us his legs and arms, 
there was not anode left ; he alſo ſhew'd us new nails thruſting out, the Patt- 
ent then declaringhimſelf well, and indeed fo he continued a month or two, 
and then pains began, nodesand gymmatz allo arole, I attempted the cureby 
Aaaa'2 crude 
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crude Mercury as it is uſually given by ſome under the name of the Blew ill; 
with a ſtrong decodtion of ſarſa, rad. bardane, fol. ſaponarie, and with laureo- 
la. Indeed I conſulted ſeveral that pretended great matters in the cure of 
this Diſeaſe, and omitted nothing whereby I could hope to relieve him, apply. 
ing alſo Emplaſters, and cauſtical Medicaments to the Nodes, by which I did 
reſolve the biggeſt and moſt painful of them :. but the malignity increaſing, 
the Patient made it his requeſt to me to ſalivate him again by unction. Where- 
upon [ let him blood, and directed aClyſter, then bathed him four or five times, 
and raiſed a (alivation by only anointing his Legs and Arms according to hig 
deſire. He ſalivated very well, and during the falivation he was freed of 
his Pains and Nodes, and by the proſecuting the Courlſe by diet-drink, ſweat- 
ing and purging, he ſeemed perfealy well ; but yetherelapſed. I afterward; 
perceived his Wife had been all the while infected with the {ame diſcaſe; bur 
whether he got it from her, or through neglect of obſerving this latter Courſe, 
his neceſſity in following of his Trade conſtraining him to be daily abroad and 
in his Shop, (and without aſtri& obſervance 1n that Courſe you will ſcarce cure 


. the leſſer Species of the Lyecs) I contented my elf in the expences I had been 
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at, and left him to others. 

A Man of about thirty years of Age, came out of a long Courſeof Phyſic!: 
to me, having an old Ozene whereon ſome bones had caſt off : he had alſo 
pains in divers parts, and ſeveral Nodes. I reſolved to ſalivate him by union, 
to which purpoſe let him blood, purged him, and anointed him, Legs, Arm: 
Hips, Shoulders, ec. by which in few days I raiſed a ſalivation, kept him to 
Poſlet-drink and Broath, and took care of his mouth. His Noſe was alſo 
dreſſed daily, as bath been ſhewed in the like caſe. In the declination of the 
Flux, [ purged him with the bitter decoction, and preſcribed a {ſtrict drying 


_ Dier, decoG. ſarſe, purging and ſweating, and diſmiſt him cured of the Oze-., 


and:the Nodes and pains reſolved. But ſome months after he relapſing came 
to me again, and acknowledged that he had not been ſo regular in his Diet as 
I haddireted (and in truth I had heard he had bragged of it) and that he 
would enter into a new Courſe of Phytick.: I let him blood, and purged him 
{ix or ſeyen days with the bitter decottion, then vomited him with #xrbith avinc- 
rale three or four times, preſcribing Clyſters between while. After I had thus 
heated his Chaps, and diſpoſed the matter for Sudorificks, I put him into a 
decodon of ſarſa, and with merc. diaphoret; ſweat him twice a day, and kept 
him to a ſtri& drying diet, and by this method I cured and ſecured him from 
relapſe 3 and ſo ſhall do as many as will ſubmit to it : an inſtance whereof 
may be ſcenin many of theſe Obſervations. 
A Man of about thirty (ix years of Age came to me with an Oz2xa, Ulcers in 
both the Tonfils, and Nodes, with pains 1n ſeveral parts of his Body, which 
together had extreamly emaciated and weakened him. I fſyringed ' his Noſe 
with a lenient Lotion according to my cuſtom, and afterwards preſcribed ſome 
of the other Errhinz for daily deterſion. I alſo dreſſed the Tonfils with /a- 
ſablimati, In order to his Cure, 1 let him blood, and preſcribed a Clyſter, and 
that very night ſent him 5j. zeerc. precipitat. abi, which he took in a ſpoonful 
of white bread and milk, and repeated the giving of it three or four nights af. 
terone another, carrying it off by Clyſters daily. During which] allowed him 
medicated Broaths, Poſlet-ale, and a Pearl-julep. After I had thus diſpoſed his 
Ulcers to digeſtion, fo as that he was in a capacity to eat meat, I permitted him 
toeat ſuch as was of good nouriſhment, and preſcribed him a decoction of 
Sarſa, &c. with an addition of Milk to drmk dayly, and every other morning 
gave him a few grains of Theriac. metallor. in 3f. conſ. meliſſe, and thereby vo- 
mited him moderately, and purged him once or twice, and continued the uſe 
of 
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of Clyiters accordingly as I ſaw cauſe, and bathed him often, I ſuppoſe eight 
days. Thus I removed his pains, and cured the Ulcers, and purpoled tohave 
put tim into a ſtrict Diet, and to have finiſhed the conrſe by Sudorificks, e*c. 
but ſome of the Nodes remaining, and the Patient having long before met with 
great difficulty in his Cure, earneſtly importuned me to falivate him by undii- 
on, alledging it the ſure way to prevent relapſe, | ſeeing his defire, and ſup- 
poling it might be reaſonable, did comply with him. and caſed his Legs and 
Arms to be anointed daily till his cheeks (wellecd, "Then 1 kept him to poſlet- 
drink and Broath, and took carein the waſhing his mouth. He faltvared well 
about ſixteen or ſeventeen days, but then growing weak and taint, | cauſed his 
teet and legs to be bathed with warm water, and ireſh linen to be put on, and 
by-Clylters diſpoſed the matter downwards, and kept up his Spirits with Cor- 
dials. Having thusrefreſht him I purged him proportionabliy to his ſtrength, 
and finiſhed the Cure by a courſe of drying diet, decod. ſar/e, Sudorificks, ec. 
i 3 weeks. But hebeing extreamly pained in all his Limbs ſuſpeCted hifCure, 
but the Nodes being reſolved , and the Ulcers ſo long before cured, I encoura- 
ged him to take his wonted nouriſhment, ſuppoling theſe proceeded from the 
emaclation of the muſcles ; yet I preſcribed hima medicated Ale, and adviſed 
bathing a few days: he did fo, and found as his itrength recovered (o his pains 
leflened. He removed afterwards to Parzs, where he enjoyed his health and a 
quict mind, till one night upon change of lodgings he was bitten with Mul- 
k etoes, and ſeeing his face next morning fo ſwelled, he conſulted Phyſicians 
and Chirurgeons, who would needs perſwade him it was Venerea), but it 
proving otherwiſe he eſcaped the grand Courſe, but was bathed often. 

A Woman of about forty ſix years of Age was commended into my han.\s, 


The hairy ſcalp on the os frontis had been ſome while ulcerated, and the bone TINO 
Old % 


corrupted the compaſs of a broad ſhilling. I laid it open by acircular inciſion, 
and drefled it up dry. -The ſecond day after | took off the dreſlings, and 
ſaw the bone full of a looſe fleſh ariling out of the cavities. I ſcraped the bone, 
and drefled it up with #unguent. Egyptiac. warm, and digeſted the lips the while. 
Having thus expoſed the bone to extoliate, | began 1n the internal Cure by 
bleeding and purging, and proſecuted it by falivating her with Turbith mine- 
ral. and in the declination of the flux purged her with the bitter decoGtion, 
and finiſhed thecourſe by a decoZ. ſarſe, drying diet and ſweating, and in the 
while exfoliated the craninm, and cicatrized the Ulcer. 

A young Woman came to me with an inflamed Tumour upon the Fibul2 of 
her right Leg 5 it ſeemed to have matterin it, but upona farther enquiry I dif- 
covered it a Gumma. I applyed an Emplaſter e bolo to defend it from Huxion, 
and cauſed her tobe let blood. The next day I purged her with decod#, ſenz,efc. 
and preſcribed her an anodyne draught that night. The day after I purged 
her with extra. noſt. mag. & calomel, and the next day fent her 10 grains Thr- 
bith min, in a Pill, which vomited her five or (ix times. ' The next day a Cly- 
ſter was adminiſtred, and the fourth day after Tarbith again 3 and ſo repeat- 
ed the Turbith with Cly ters-proportionably : and in the interval purged her 
ſometimes with the bitter Apozeme to avoid ſalivating. By this means 1 refolved 
the Gumme,and perfected the Cure by Diet and Diet-drink, Sudorificks, e>c. 

., A poor Fellow came to me with a Carious Ulcer on the os frontze, which 
had been of along continuance : the bone was white, yet corroded much, and 
filled with an Hyperſarcoſes, as molt of theſe fort of Venereal Ulcers are. He 
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was let blood; and purged four or five days with the bitter decotion, and took 2 * 2 


every other night Dj. calomel. After I had thus purged him, I laid open the 
Ulcer by a circular abſciſion, and dreſſed it up dry. The ſecond day Iopened 
it again, and ſcraped the bone and looſe fleſh off, and applyed dofhils prefied 
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out of the tinQure of Vitriol, and dreſſed up the recent lips with the digeſtive, 
ex terebinth. cum vitelo ovi, Aﬀer I had thus digeſted the Ulcer, and diſpoſed 
the bone toexfoliation, I raiſed a ſalivation by a few doſes of Tarbith minerale, 
during which his Landlady diſcovering his Diſeaſe, would not permit him to 
lodge longer inher houſe. Whereupon he removed unknown to me toa Com- 
mon Ale-houſe ſome diſtance off, Walking thither in a cold winter day to a 
Lodging as cold, the falivation checked, and a ſhortneſs of breath with free- 

uent fainting followed, and increaſing upon him he died in ſpite of my en- 
| pcoriony and thoſe I conſulted. 

A Man aged forty four years, of a Plethorick Body, half a year after he had 
been Cured of a Chancre, began to complain of a pain in the fore-part of his 
Head. A Tumour appearing 1n that part ſome time after, he conſulted a Chi- 
rurgeon, who open'd it by inciſion, and dreſſed it witha doſhl of lint, and left 
him to his Chirurgeon to cure: But in progreſs of time the Ulcer 1nlarging, 
and the bone growing more carious, the Patient conſulted another Chirurgeon, 
who told him it was the work of Nature, and that in time the bone would caſt 
oft. The poor Man believing what was ſaid, took care to have it dreſt according- 
ly by the ſame young Chirurgeon, till the Caries had infected the bone almoſt 
the whole length from the Coronal ſuture to the brows. And then he cameto 
me for Cure, and having lodged himſelt near me, 1 went to dreſs him, and ſaw 
a great diſcharge of a fetid matter, and the lips of the Ulcer lying hollow over 
the rotten bone. 1 cut themoff round ſo far as the bone lay carious under 
them, then dreſſed up the wound and bone withdoſlils of dry lint, ec. Then 
knowing that there wasno hopes of curing him without the uſe of Antivene- 
reals, I ordered a Clyſter that evening, and began the next morning to purge 
him with an infuſion of ſeza rhab. exc. (for I had permitted him to bleed ſuf- 
ficiently in the extirpation of the callous Hps.) The third day I renewed dre(- 
ſing, and ſaw a pulſation of the dura water through ſeveral ſmall apertures in 
the carious bone. Upon ſight whereof I had thoughts of ſetting on a Trepan, 
but there being no immediate danger, I proceeded with Mercurials, and gave 
him Ij. Calomel. that night, and purged it off the next morning with a draught 
of the bitrer decoCtion, and repeated the ſame apozeme four or five days, gi- 
ving him Ca/omel. every other night. Whilſt I was purging him the matter a- 
bounded much, and flowed downwards into a remaining ſtzzus between his 
brows; to prevent which, | made a bandage with good compreſſion on that 
part, and dreſſed the rotten bone with doflils prefied out of ſp. viz, and conti- 
nued that method of dreſſing daily. And that I might haſten the exfoliation 
and cure of this Ulcer, I gave him the morning after Tzrb. in. gr. xij. which 
both vomited and purged him. I repeated it once in two or three days till [ 
had raiſed a ſalivation, during which the ſinuous Ulcer healed by agglutination, 
and the matter accordingly le{ſened daily, and loſt its fetid ſmell; the bone al- 
ſo caſt offin its circumference, and looſened in the middle, fo that Ibrake thoſe 
forementioned apertures into one another, and raiſed up one piece of the cra- 
iam conliſting of both tables, and made way for the Callus tothruſt off there. 
maining fides of the bone, part whereof caſt off ſoon after, and the Ulcer incar- 
ned, and isnow cicatrizing, There was a Node upon the right jaw, which is part- 
ly reſolved. The Patient is yet in a Courſe of Diet-drink, ſweating and pur- 
ging, inorder to the confirmation of theCure, which think there 1sno doubt of. 

A Man of abaut thirty four years of Age was commended tomy Care. He had 


Obſervation ſeveral Nodes on his Legs and Arms, one whereof upon his right Leg was big 


and much inflamed. He had alſo ſome breakings out about ſeveral parts of his 


wich the ill! body, and Caries in both his jaws. He had paſſed through many hands, and came 
- conſequences then out of a ſalivation raiſed by ſome Mercurial Pill, and (as he aid ) had ſpit 
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between 4 and 5 quarts a day the ſpace of three weeks. I defigned falivation by 
undion. In preparation thereto I let him blood, purged and bathed him, then 
cauſed his Legs and Arms to be anointed till his Chaps ſwelled, and the ſalivati- 
on aroſe moderately ; then put him tothe drinking Pollet-ale and Broath, and 
rook care of his mouth. All things thus likely to ſucceed well, I having a 
Command to make a Journey of four or five days into the Country, recom- 
mended him into caretul hands, purpoſing at my return to raiſe the falivation 
higher, if there were occaſion. About the ſixth day after, at my return, 1 
found my Patient much indiſpoſed with a ſhortneſs of breath, and frequent 
fainting. The ſwelling in his Face was ſank, yet was his mouth much ulce- 
rated, and his jaws ſo contraQted, that he could ſcarce open them to take in 2 
ſpoonful of broath. His ſpitting checked, his body coſtive, and the urine he 
made was little and high coloured. I cauſed aClyſter preſently to be admini- 
ſtred, and ſent for a quart of ag. artiph. of which I gave him ſome, and ad- 
vifed the taking it once in two or three hours. I ſyringed his mouth with de- 
cod. hordei, liquiritie, & mel. magiſt, and put a folded rag between his jaws, 
| Which I had before adviſed his Nurſe 3 but ſhe was one of his chuſing, and ig- 
norant in this work. | 
I alſo adviſed him to hold ſome of thegargle often in his mouth as hot as he 
could endure it, and made up a mixture of ſome mel magiftralis with ſp. vitrioli 
todreſs ſome other of the Ulcers which required deterſion. I alſo preſcribed 
him a Lambitive of of. amygd. dal. &c. to help expeQoration. The next day [ 
purged him with a deco@.tamarind. caſſrz fiſtul. ſene, 8c. to which was added 
ſhr. de rof. ſolut. manna, yr. de ſp. cervina, and repeated it the ſecond and third 
days. It wrought moderately, and ſomewhat relieved him. In the waſhing 
his mouth with a ſyringe forcibly, I put him upon excreting a great quantity 
of a filthy matter, amongſt which there ſeemed ſomewhat like that we eall pu- 
rulent. I not imagining whence it ſhould come, indeed never having ſeen the 
like, confulted DoQor Derton who adviſed me to purge him with Barnet-wa- 
tera quart or more at a time, with a ſpoontul or more of fr. de ſpina cervina 
inthe firſt draught, and ſo toproceed accordingly as it paſſed. I did fo, and 
obſerving it to paſs both by urine and (tool; I repeated the uſe of it five or fix 
days, and the while kept up his ſtrength with good Broaths, ec. Aﬀter I had 
thus emptied his bowels, that diſcharge of matter ceaſed, and he recovered. 
Then | bathed him, and preſcribed him medicated broaths, &c. alſo decot?. 
[arſe, and kept his body ſoluble by lenient purgatives oncein three days. 
b, the frequent fyringing and gargling his mouth, and drefling the Ulcers 
[ healed that, but by reaſon of the contraction of his Jaws, theulceration and Ca- 
ries increaſingupon the old diſeaſed parts ofthe Jaws, ſome of his teeth dropt our, 
and at Jaft | was forced to cut the contrafted Callus, and that way enlarged his 
Jaws. Whilſt theſe various accidents affefted theſcera internally, his Nodesand 
Pains diſcufſed, his skin alſo was freed of its foulneſs, and he ſeemed perfettly 
cured ; yet to ſccure him from relapfing, I prevailed with him to continue his 
Diet-drink, and to {weat with artimor. diaphoret.ec, and to purge between 
while. To which purpoſe I ſupplied him with Materials, and he retired a 
few miles out of Town, and proſecuted the Courſe, and came trom thence 
to Town well fleſht, and enjoys a good health to this day. 

A Man aged forty cight years, having been long diſeaſed in the Country, and 
taken much Phyfick unſucceſsfully, was afterwards adviſed to the Bath, whi- 
ther he went ; but thoſe waters not being ſuitable for his Diſcafe, he returned 
to Loydon mach emaciated, and very ſick and weak, and conſulted two Phyſi- 
cians and my felf. He had Nodes upon his Arms, Hands, and Fingers, and m- 
deed had no ufe of them. His other Limbs were aftected with pain. He had 
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an Oz 24 of an old date, whence ſeveral rotten bones had caſt off, His Jaws 
were alſo carious. "There was ſmall hepes of [his recovery, yet we were obli- 
ged to attempt it ſome way, and injorder thereto Lodgings were provided for 
him near me, and we began his'courſe of Phyſick with an 7»fuſc ſene, rhab, ehc. 
but his ſtomach was ſo weak that he -had of long time nauſeated all forts of 
ſuſtenance, and vomited this potion. Upon notice whereof we-preſcribed him 
ſal vitrioli, and emptied his ſtomach 'of much viſcous flegm. A*. Clyſter was 
adminiſtred that evening, and we laid himto reſt that night with an anodyne 
draught. The next morning he was let blood in the Arm, | and purged the 
day after with a ſolutionof manra, crem. tartar. in a draught of Poſſet-drink, 
and the next day we bathed him in water Juke-warm : he fainted in it, and 
was ſeized with a ſhortneſs of breath after he was in bed. which laſted about 
an hour ; yet we proceeded in the bathing him daily the ſpace of a week, and 
relieved him in thoſe fits with Cordial-waters, and kept his body ſoluble by 
Clyſters. Having thus prepared him for other remedies, we preſcribed him 
calomel,” but which way ſoever he took it, he vomited ſoon after. We then 
ſent a pot of #»guent. Neapolit. by a ſervant who rub'd part of it on his Arms, 
Thighs and Legs, and diſpoſed him afterwards to a breathing ſweat with a 
draught of Potlet-drink : Thus he was anointed ſeveral morninps, till his 
chaps ſwelled and his mouth ulcerated. Then we took care 10: waſhing his 
mouth with lenient deco&ions, and nouriſhed him with medicated Broaths 
and Poſlet-ale, permitting him ſometime to take alittle burnt Wine, aqua the- 
riacalis mag. to ſupport his ſpirits By which method he falivated 26 days, 
and was freed of his pains; the nodes alſo reſolved, and he recovered the uſe 
of his hands, and the rotten bones caſt off from the eith»ozdes, &c. The Sali- 
vation declining, the bitter apozeme was preſcribed him. DecoGions of Sarſe 
with an addition of a little aqua mirabilis was allo allowed : But: our Patient 
had been-obſtinate and ungovernable in the whole courſe, and was now at 
Jaſt ſo averſe to every thing was preſcribed him, that in truth he neither purg- 
ed, drank his diet-drink or ſweat as he ought; and through that omiſſion the ſe- 
rous humours abounded, and begay firſt to ſwell his Legs, then his Thighs, and 
ſomewhat his Belly... His Arms. and Hands afterwards ſwelled, -and at laſt 
his Eye-lids and Face, and an Itch brake out over all his body, which by his 
rubbing and ſcratching excoriated the skin in ſeveral parts, and was very vexa- 
tious to him. At the firſt appearance of theſe anaſarcous ſwellings, various 
internals were preſcribed, but he only took Cordial-waters in which we in- 
fuſed ſometimes purgatives, whereof this following was one : Rc Spec. diamoſch. 
amari 5jfs. Aloes 3j. ſp. vini ib). eliciatur tinFura ſ. 4. capiat cochlear. ij. pro 
vice, repetend. ad placitum. Some ſuch like tinture was alſo added to ag. lum- 
bricor. &*#c. We having no other way of purging him, the ſerofity increaſed, 
and overcoming the natural heat hedyed. | 
One of a ſtrong conſtitution having been dſeafed ſeven years with the vari- 
ous ſpecies of this Les, and had paſſed through many hands beyond Sea 
and here, and hath been taken notice of by me in one of the former Ob- 
ſervations for his irregularity in that courſe of Phyfick, came to me again 
within a year after lamentably afflicted with Ulcers in his Tonſils, Palate and 
Noſe, e*c. ( I being then impriſoned by the Fanaticks in Lambeth houſe ) he 
conſulted others, but came afterwards to me, defiring my opinion of his 
Diſeaſe, and what hopes [ had of reſtoring thoſe ulcerated parts to their for- 
mer ule and ſhape. | The Ulcers in the Tonſils and Noſe werelarge, and ac- 
companied with inflammations and tumour, and thereby occaſioned a great 
difficulty in (wallowing his drink, the molt part of 1t running out at his No- 
ſtrils. Oa the ridge of his Nole there was a'berpes exedens witha caries in that 
bone, 
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bone, and upon the left ide of his Noltril anotber, which had penetrated 
through that cartilage, and an ezez2 within which had corrupted part of the 
ethmoides and the lower part of the /eptum, inſomuch as there only remained 
the exteriour $kin to divide the Noltrils, and that being ulcerated could not de- 
tend it (elf long from being eaten in pieces. He had alſo ſome Nodes upon his 
Legs, but the Ulcers in his Noſe were they which threatned the danger, yet 
there were hopes of curing them it a courſe were ſpeedily taken. He returned 
ſomewhat ſatisfied, and the next day ſent for two eminent Phyſicians, and pro- 
cured leave for me of my Keeper to meet them. I repreſented the condition 
ot the Ulcers to the Phylicians, and propoſed to them the railing a Salivation 
by unction as the {peedieſt way to prevent the farther eroſion. They had no 
great opinion of Sahvating, but did comply with me, and promiſed the Pati. 
cit to vilit him often during the cqurle. 

The Patient had been let blood, and purged by their preſcriptions ; upon 
which conſideration [I preſcribed him 5). Calozeel. 1n a ſpoonful of white bread 
and milk to take that night, and adviſed them to bath him the next day ; alſo to 
repeat the Cz/omw. for ſome nights, hoping thereby to check the corroſive qua- 
Itty in the Ulcers ; and I allo adviled to repeat his bathing in order to the lali- 
vation I intended by the unction. Care was allo taken to keep his body ſoluble 
by Clyſters, or lenient Bolus's. I direfted one of my Servants to dreſs the 
Ulcers, ſome with lenients, and others with deterſives. 

Whileſt the Ulcers were thus diſpoſing to Cure, my liberty was procured, 
and I again attended the Patient 3 and having prepared all things ready, began 
co raile the ſalivation by anointipg his Legs, Arms, Shoulders, Spine and Hips, 
and repeated it dayly, and afterwards put him into a warm bed, and diſpoſed 
him to a breathing ſweat, with a draught of butter'd Ale to gratific his palate. 
The reſt of theday he drank Pollet-drink, ec. During the anointing, ſome of 
the Lotions were ſyringed twice or thrice a day into his noſtrils, Gargles were 
alſo uſed to waſh his throat, and the Ulcers of the Tonlils and vw4l/4 touched 
with /ac ſublimati, Thoſe Ulcers without were deterged and ſmoothed fit to 
heal, as Nature ſhould be diſpoſed thereto. And that little bit of skin which 
ſerved to divide the noſtrils likewile healed. 

[ continued anointing this Patient till I had waſted near three pounds and a 
half of the union, yet his Chaps would not (well, cor did he fpit a quart in 
24 hours. But during this anointing he was freed of his pains, and the Ulcers 
cured as well as I could defire. But how far this would ſerve to eradicate fuch 
an inveterate Lyes, I much doubted. The Phyſicians ſeemed allo to diſtruit 
my undertaking, conſidering I did not falivate him as I had propoſed. The 
Patient alſo became weary ot the frequent anointing. Upon which conſidera- 
tions | was OEENEA troubled, and endeavoured by Clytiters to move it down- 
wards, wiſhing it Would end in a Diarrhea; but it not moving that way, nor 
any other way diſturbing him, 1 concluded his not falivating to proceed from 
the quantity of Mercury he had formerly taken, and that poſlibly it was become 
habicual to him. Suppoſing it might be ſo, I cauſed ſome Mercurial Emplaſters 
to be applyed to his Feet, Legs and Arms, and ſweat him again in his Bed mQo- 
derately. And after theſe, ſecing the Salivation not yet ariſe, I gave him Tur- 
bith min. gr. xvj. in a Pill with conf: boraginis. It vomited him twice or thrice 
inconliderably. But from that time he began to be fevouriſh and faint, and the 
matter much indiſpoſed, by which I judged it neceſſary to purge off. To which 
purpoſe a Clyſter was adminiltred, and the Plaſters taken off, and freſh linen put 
on. He took the bitter decoction five or {tx days, making large evacuation that 
way. During which his mouth was frequently waſhed, and diſpoſed to Cure 3 
and I put him into a deco@. arſe, and (tridt diet, (weating him with artimor:. 
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Of tbe Cure, &c. Book VIII. 
diaphoret. ec. as before hath been preſcribed in ſuch like caſes. I continued 
him a month in this Courſe, and being then ſatisfied that he was wel! Cured, 
and ſecured from further relapſe, the Phyſicians were ſent for, and ſaw the ſe- 
veral Ulcers cicatrized ; that on the ridge of his Noſe where the bone had been 
bare, was healed ſmooth without any viſible exfoliation. If the Cartilage on 
the fide of the Noſtril did exfoliate, it was caſt oft intothe Noſtril, for the cica- 
trix lay cloſe and tranſverſe as a ſmall feam. Within his Noſe there was a preat 
vacuity, but nothing of Caries or bare bone, nor did he blow any thing of filth 
as formeyly he had done. And that his Palate and Tonkls were as well, appeared 
both by his voice, cating and drinking. His Legs were alſo as free from Nodes 
as pains. The Phyſicians judged him Cured, yet would not yield the Cure 
to the Salivation : but 1n other caſes of that kind, where I afterwards pro- 
poſed Salivation, they would reply upon me, that I did not Salivate ſuch 2 
one, meaning this Patient: To which I alway anſwered, The Cure confiſts 
not ſo much 1n the ſpitting a great quantity, as in putting the matter upon 
ſuch a ferment as might fit it to be carried off by the Sudorifick:, Pur- 
ging, &c 

This Perſon retired afterwards tto the Country, and returned to Londos at 
the end of two years, and acknowledged to me his Cure by fetling Thirty 
Pounds a year upon me during his Life, and paid me Sixty Pounds for the two 
years palled. 

I am not ignorant that there are a people who pretend to Cure all the fore- 
mentioned Species of Les Venerea without running ſuch long Courſes, or 
keeping their Chamber : But it is their undertakings which make us ſo much 
work ; yet truly, I do believe, that all thoſe who are of a fleſhy and ſtrong 
Conſtitution, may be Cured without Salivating by UnGtion, if they would pa- 
tiently ſubmit to ſo ſtrict a Courſe of Diet, &c. as that way requireth. 
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Of Gonorrhoea. 


Onorrbea 1n general may (ignifie any flux of Seed from the 6-0 
body 3 but cuſtom hath appropriated it to that which is invo- 
luntary. 

The Antients have confined that appellation to a loſs of Seed 
which happens without ereCtion or teztigo ; or if you will have 

it in Celſus his words, ſime wenere vel no@Furnis imaginibus. But Mo- 
derins have given a larger account of Gornorrhea, and do find many ditferen-

As Firſt, That which comes from a fault of the veſlels 3 as frſt, trom natu- i: differen- 
ral coldnels or great refrigeration, in which caſe they loſe their retentive fa- © 
culty 3 or ſecondly, which is more frequent, from friftion and maſturbation = 
among young boys (when they firſt come to puberty 3) thirdly, from violent 
ſtraining 3 fourthly, from the laxity of the ſeminal veſlels in general 3 fifthlp, 
from eroſion of the caruncle in the urethra which covereth the exit of the ve- 
ficule ſeminales,and vaſa deferentia,and is indeed the ſphincter of them ; ſ#xthly, 

in epileptick caſes we find profluvia ſeminis, which ſcem to be cauſed by the 
ſtrength of the Convulſion. 

Secondly, That which cometh from fault in the matter of the Seed, wiz. 

1, when it 1s too crude, thin and cold, and ſo weeps away inlenlibly ; 2. when 
It is ſharp and comes away either with titillation or pain 3 ſometime to the ero- 
ſion of the Urethra and the excoriation of it 3 3. when it 1s intefted with a 
virulency in the Les Venerea. 

It is this latter ſpeczes that 15 the moſt uſual imployment of our profeſiion, 

the diſeaſes of thoſe parts being moſt frequently gotten by the too predominant 
vice of the age. I ſhall therefore confine my diſcourſe to that ſubject, not on- 
ly becauſe it is one of the firſt ſymptoms of the Les Yererea, but alſo for that 
through the Patients fighting and negleCting its cure, many 1ll accidents do 
happen in proceſs of time, which renders it much more difficult to cure than 
any other ſpecies of the Pox. 

A virulent Gonorrhoea is an involuntary emiſſuon of ſeed, occaſtoned by venom Definition. 
contratted from an unclean woman. 

Seed thus emitted is doubly peccant, both in quantity and quality. The /ztter 

is alway proportionable to the degree of the infection and to the encreaſe of 
putrefaction. | 

The 9guaztity is likewiſe always far greater than the veſſels in their natural 
eſtate are able to breed or to diſcharge, which hath cauſed a great deal of con- 
tention among Phyſicians about the ſeat of this diſeaſe, or the original of it. 

And indeed it is very odd to conſider that a man upon coition ſhall ſometimes 
have nothing outwardly appear upon him,cither by way of chancre, bubo,or any 
other evil, but ſhall find his urine hot, with a flux of ſharp and acrimonious 
feed from within, the continuance of ar Aras ſpend his ſtrength, oye 
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the urethra, make caruncles and other miſchiefs. On the contrary, if ſtopped, 
ſhall cauſe inflammations 1n the teſticles, or elſe a bxbo or chancre 3 and if theſe 
happen not, ſhall infe&t the whole body, breaking out 1n ſcabs and ulcers, or 
making nodes, intolerable pains, rotting the bones, &*c. 

Where this venom ſhould enter, what parts it ſhould originally infe&, and 
how inſinuate it ſelf, and afterwards cauſe ſuch great ſeparations of ſpermatick 
matter, ec. is worth our while to enquire. 

The way of its entrance mn a woman is intelligible enough, but in a man jt 
can be no other than either the paſſage of the »rethra, or the pores of the skin 
of the perzs, pubes and inguina. 

Manner of T he former ſcemeth not very likely, becauſe it 1s not ſuitable to many other 
contracting circumſtances of the diſeaſe, which doth ſeldom or never originally infect the 
iy In zwrethra it ſelf, or the proſtate, &c. and never aſcends into the bladder; whereas 
by on the other {ide we find viſible affections of the glans, preputium, inguina, ec. 
tobe the firſt effects of the infection, 

We have therefore reaſon to believe that the venom lurking in the vagina 
uteri of an infected woman, doth upon the friction and warmth that happens 
in coition faſten upon thoſe parts which it toucheth, viz. It it ly high within 
the vagina, or the pers enter not far in coition, the g/avs and prepuce utter 
to the production of a Chancre. If the coition were cloſer, and the venom 
have pollcf]ed the /ab3a pudend;, then the whole «kin of the perzs 1s infected, 
and the pubes it felt; where infinuating into thoſe pores, 1t doth not pro- 
duce ſo viſible efle&s as it doth in the prepuce and glans, becauſe the skin is 
thicker. But then it is tranſmitted not only into the maſs of blood in general, 
but alſo into the ſpungy glandules, of the 72ina 1n particular. If theſe or 
cither of thele be ſufficiently ſwelled, and nature ſtrong, the venom may dif- 
charge here 3 but it this happen not, then it creeps into the blood, and there 
produceth fermentations ſuitable to its nature. The matter of the venom bein 
originally corrupted ſeed, doth therefore raiſe ſeminal fermentations, but withal 
one that is peccant after the nature of the venom that excited it 3 by which 
means it happens that ſpermatick matter of a vitious fort abounds in the blood, 
exhauſts it of its beſt ſpirits, and derives the flower of it to the ſeminal veſlels. 
This matter is too much and too ſharp to be long contained there, where it 
immediately provokes and (timulatesnature to an excretion; and according to 
the degree of its acrimony and corruption the ſeed will be more or leſs, thicker 
or thinner, white, yellow, green, e&*c. 

I know Bartholings hath made a Gororrhea to be nothing elſe, but an Ulcer of 
the proſiate. Which Opinion is ſufficiently confuted by Doctor Wharton, who 
gives him the inſoluble objection of the Tumour of the Teſticles, which hap- 
peneth alway upon the untimely ftopping of it. By the pounding up of the wa- 
ter, it is eaſte to find which way the current came. 

In Women, the manner of the InfeCtion is much more intelligible. Where 
the InfeQion of a corrupt venemous Seed enters intoan Uters, that is heated 
partly by coition, and partly by its own appetite, it is greedily ſucked in, and 
as fatally to the misfortune of the Woman. There its firſt attacque 1s upon 
the innermoſt or glandulous membrane of the Womb, uſually acuating its fer- 
ment, and caufing a large precipitation of ſerum from the blood. This 1s at 
firſt by modeſt Women miſtaken for a fiuor albus (unle(s the matter have been 
ſo highly virulent as to cauſe immediate inflammations) and 1s fo treated till 

worle Symptoms ariſe, and all is betrayed. What thoſe are, we have already 
{hewed you in part, and more will appear hereafter. 
Sipns of ii T he preceding fign of it is heat in Urine, then ſucceedeth the Diſeaſe it ſelf, 
in Menz viz, an Mluing of white matter in ſmall quantity, which by degrees ncreaſeth, 
an

In Women allo heat of Urine is felt with a dropping of matter from the 1 1won-", 
Womb, at firſt reſembling a fluor alb##, but after a few days it increaſeth, 
and becometh purulent and fetid, with diverſity of colours, making an inflam- 
mat!on with excoriation ; allo a bearing down of thoſe parts, and pain in the

A CGonorrtea ls mote or les difticult of Cure, according to the malignity Progn?'! 
from which 1t received its Original. Thoſe that become ſuddenly virulent, 
and accompanied with ſtrargiria, are molt difhcult to Cure. It they do ſtop 
without any mamtfeſ{t cauſe, etther a Chancre ariſeth, or a hernia humoralis. 

It the Cure be {Jubber'd over, or long delayed, caruncles ariſe in the Urethr., 
and in progreſs of time a carnolity, &c. 

In the Cure of this Diſcaſe, we ought to have a ſpecial regard to the acci- ©” 
dents above-mentioned, viz. inflammation, excoriation, ſtranguria, ec. There- 
fore 1n the firſt place, we endeavour to contemperate the heat, then purge off 
the vicious humours : afterwards by moderate detergentsand 
and dry the diſealed parts, and reſtore them to their natural temper. 

In orderto the contemperating of the heat, and acrimony of the humours, 
a cooling and moiltening diet ought to be preſcribed, viz. Broatbs of Mutton. 
Veal, Chicken, &c. wherein may be boiled Endive, Lettice, Purilane, Sorrel, 
&c. Barley-cream, Grewels, Panados are alfo proper during the pains. Their 
drink ought to be Ptiſans, Emullions, Juleps, or medicated Ale : a ſmall Ale, or 
white Wine diluted with water may alſo be permitted. 

All exerciſe of the Body 1s prejudicial to their healths, and conſequently their 
rambling abroad prolongs their Cure. 

A quiet mind, with a patient ſubmiſton to their Phyſician and Chirurgeon is 
alſo required : and that they forbear Venery, as they value their own and their 
Miſtris 's healths. 

The Evacuation may begin with a Clyſter of the common decoction cn ele- 
Fuario lenitiv. Zij. butyri recentis &+ ol, amygdal. an, 5)ſs. cum vitel, ovi. You 
may afterwards let them blood in the Arm it you judge it necetſary. Then 
purge them with ele@. diacathol. diaprun. ſolut. diacaſſia cum manna, or with a 
decoQion caſſze fiſtule, tamarind. bord. mundat. liquirit. florum trinm cordial. to 
which may be added wanna, yr. ro. ſolut. &c. 

After purging, it will be neceſſary to diſpoſe the humours to quiet by ſome 
anodyne draught : Emulſions are alſo proper during the whole Courſe. Of 
which ſort this may be an Example. Re ſem. canabint 5j[f. ſem. quat. jrig. maj. 
an. 51. ſens. papaver. alb. 31j. amygd. dulc. excort. n. 16. deco, hordei q. [. fiat 
emulſio ; dulcoretur cum ſacchar. albiſ. aromtatizetur cum aqua cinnamomi : ſumat 
vj. hora ſomni, repetatur ad libitum. 

If the heat of Urine, and other accidents increaſe, it may be neceſſary to give 
Dj. calomel. in a bolus, with ſome of the forementioned EleCtuaries, and to re- 
peat it as you ſee cauſe once 1n two or three days. 

If by theſe the accidents do not remit, bathe them in a ſemicupinm, with an 
emollient decoQtion, or milk and water, and to prevent eroſion in the Ure- 
thra, 1njet decoFuns hordei,, wherein hath been boiled ſez. althee, cydonior. or 
ſome ot the lefler cold ſeeds; and if you will, you may anoint thoſe externa} 
parts with u»guert. refrigerat. Galeni. But do not infiſt too long 1n the uſe of 
lenitives, leſt a Chancre ariſe 3 but purge off thoſe vicious humours with p»/.

cornichini, pil. cochie, Rudii, pulver, diagridii, troch. Albandal. &c. with or with 
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out calomel. and if there be required ſtrong revulſion, vomit them w th i»fu; 
eroc, metallor, mer. vite, Or with a few grains of turbith minerale. 

The virulency thus removed, the uſe of Turpentine comes in requeſt to de- 
terge and heal, which would not be fo reaſonably admitted ſooner, leſt through 
its heat and tenuity of parts it lead down the impure matter, and burthen the 
diſeaſed parts. It may begiven to the quantity of a drachm,two or three,waſhed 
in aq. plantag. parietarie, &c. adding a few grains of camphire to it 3 or you may 
add purgatives toit, viz. pul. rad. jalapii, trochiſci Alhandal. diagridii, &c. Or, 
Rc terebinth. lot. in aq. plantag. 5j. acidi tartari Dj. corn. cervi uſti, ocul. cancror, 
diagridii an. Dſs. f. Bolus : Or I terebinth. Venet. lot. in ag. roſ. rub. 31). tar- 
tari vitriolati 3s. ſalis ſuccini, rhab. pul. an. ſs. cum pul. glycyrrhiz. f. Bolus. 
And in its more decreaſe : Rc ſalis prunel/e 31. crem. tartari vj. camphora 5, 
tercbinth. Cypre. 313ſs. ſumat ad quant. caſtanee mane & veſperi. In caſe of re- 
lapſe, add pul. rad. jalapii to it. 

At this time, Clyſters of terebinth. are proper, which in the lime of its viru- 

lency would be miſchievous. 
If by ſome of the foreſaid Medicaments, the (7oorrhea be not perfetly cu- 
red, you may gpeſcribe aſtringents. The time of giving them 1s 1n the very 
declination of it,when there only appeareth a little thin wateriſh humour which 
glucth the entrance of the xrethra. If you give them ſooner, you may ſtifle in 
the matter, and raiſe a hernia humoralis, The altringents uſually preſcribed are, 
Bol. armen. ſang. dracon. maſtich. corn. cerv. uſti, of. ſepic, croc. mart. aſtringentis, 
iroch. alkekengi, &c. made into Pills : viz. Re ſuccin. maſtichis an 51). ſang. dra- 
con, lap. heamatit. coral. rub. an. 5. balaust. ſem. plantag. an. 3\ſs. croci martis 
aſtring.

If after the Goorrheabe cured,you ſuſpect you have not enough ſecured the 


the forementioned Catharticks with Calomel. after which you may procced with 
Sudorificks; as hath been ſhewed in the former Obſervations. 

One came to me, complaining of a heat in his Urine, with a ſuſpicion of a 
Gonorrhea, contracted as he ſuppoſed the night before. Upon view of the pe- 
7s there appeared a redneſs on the end of the glaxs, and he cruſht out a moi- 
ſture hke matter, I concluding it a Gonorrbea began the cure without de- 
lay. In the firſt place let him blood, and ſome hours after adminiſtred a Cly- 
ſter. I preſcribed him that night a barly-cream for his ſupper, and 1n the 
morning purged him with -#a7n4 and crexwor tartar. in Whey. The next 
morning the Gororrhea appeared viſibly, and his Linen was much ſtained with 
the matter. We repeated the hordeat that night, and preſcribed him 9). ca- 
lomel, conf. cichor. 3s. mſ. which he took early in the morning, and about three 
hours after a draught of the deco@. tamarindor. ec. as it 1s preſcribed 1n the 
Method of Cure, and ſome hours after that drank ſo much more of the de- 
coQion, by which he was well purged. That night I Jaid him to reſt with an 
anodyne draught, The next morning I found the Gororrbea increaſed with 
heat in Urine and painful ereCtions. | repeated the former Apozeme, and to 
prevent eroſion I injected the decot?. hordei, as is above mentioned, and repeat- 
ed at night the anodyne draught : but finding the accidents (till to encreale 1 
preſcribed him the morning after calomel. gr. 15. turbith gr. 6. with con. rof. 
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In a bolus, with a draught of Pofſet-drink after it : and in caſe he vomited, to 
drink Poſlet-ale after each vomit. But he had formerly taken much Mercury, 
and this doſe ' moved him little, A Clyſter was adminiſtred that afternoon. 
and at night an emullion ex ſez. canabin. Cc. which he had liberty to drink as 
often as he pleaſed in the night. The ſecond day after [ repeated twrbith mir. 
The next morning | perceived a remiſſion ol pain, exc. which I imputed to the 
mercurial doſe, and wouldgladly have repeated foinewhat of that kind: but 
to avoid fluxing I purged him the next day after with pul. cornichini 5 it work- 
ed plentifully. I repeated it again the next day with I). calomel. and at night he 
drank the emulſion as before. Thus the virulency and accidents were checked. 
From that time I purged him with that EleGuary of /al. prunel. cum terebinth. 
but obſerving 1t to run again, I added pul. jalapii to it; and by the repeating 
that, and afterwards the fame EleCtuary as it 1s preſcribed without Jalap, I 
cured the Gonorrhea. 

[ was ſent for to a man grievouſly afflicted with 2 St#anguria, He had been Az. 
let blood and purged with lenients 3 he had alſo drank emulſions, and bathed Obſervation. 
often 1n a ſemticupinm, but without remiltion of pain. Upon this information, 
and aſſurance that he had not the Stone, I ſuſpected it might ariſe from ſome 
CGonorrhea ſuppreiled, but he would by no means acknowledge that, However 
I gave him early next morning I}. caluzrel. cure conſ. cichorei 1n a bolus, and a 
Clyſter that afternoon. It gave him three or four (tools. That rught I pre- 
{cribed a draught of emulſion. The next morning I found him much relieved. 
I gave him alternately two doſes more as at firſt, with Clyſters in the after- 
noons, and continued the uſe of emulſions, and thereby freed him of the ftzar: 
guria. A day 2 or 3 after he came to me, and ſhewed me a Conorrhya weep 
ing. It had been too ſoon ſtopt by aitringents, and that cauſed the ſftranguri, 
which now returned again, but with no great malignity. I purged him with 
the EleCtuary ex ferebinth. ſal. prunelle cum pul. jalapii, and afterwards I con- 
firmed the Cure with the ſame EleCtuary ſie jalapio, and the deco. millefolii, eve. 
caſting up an injection at laſt of a ſolution of mel. Figyzptiac. in aqua equiſeti : 
by all which he was cured. 

One came to me diſeaſed with an involuntary cffuſton of matter ; it ſeemed ; 
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to me a Venereal (zonorrbea, but he having conſulted others who thought it Obſeryatio! 


aroſe from ſome ſcorbutical affeQion, I adviſed him to put himſelf into their 
hands, my knowledge extending only to the cure of the venereal one: and ſup- 
poling it to be fo, yet I could not hope to cure it in ſo few days as they had 
promiſed him. Thus we parted, but after a longer tryal with them than was 
promiſed, he returned to me again not better than at firſt. Upon which con- 
ſideration [ undertook to ferve him as well as I could. He had been ſufficient- 
ly treated with lenient purgatives. I began with a doſe of pul. corrichini, 
which purged him at leaſt 15 or 16 times. That night I diſpoſed him to reſt 
with an anodyne draught. The next day he was leſs pained in making urine, 
and the running was leſſened. , Upon which account I purged him more mo- 
derately, but that way of lenient purging gave way to the encreaſe of the vi- 
rulency 3 which being alſo obſerved by the Patient, I purged him with more 
large doſes, and thoſe of the ſtronger Catharticks, viz. pil. Rudii with calomel. 
and ſometime with pul. cornichini, or the EleCtuary ex terebinth. cum jalapio. 
By the uſe of this laſt I purged off the Gonorrhea, and ſtopt the running by 
ſome few doſes of pil. croci martis aſtringentis., He continued well about a 
month, then it relapſed again. Upon fight whereof I repeated the former 
courſe, and ſtopt it ; yet it brake out afterwards ſeven times for the ſpace al- 
moſt of a year. I cured it as often, by purging him with the Eleuary cas 
Jalapio, ſo that it continued well at Iaft. Whether 1t was venereal) at firſt, I 
cannot 
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cannot affirm: Nay fo far asI could judge by his babit of body and manner of 
living, he was not that way inclined 3 but what way ſoever it proceeded, he 
was perteGly cured and continueth fo. 

Ll was commended to a Patient who lay much afflifted with a virulent Gopor- 
rhea accompanied with the ſevereſt accidents, viz. Priapiſmius with contrattion 
of the penis, ſtranguria, &c. inlomuch that he was neceſlitated to riſe often in a 
night to cool himſelf. He had been in fuch hands as had purged him and let 
him blood. I began with a Clyſter, and the next morning gave him Lenitive 
EleCtuary, diaprun. &c. with the addition of calomel. and bathed him that 
day, and preſcribed him Emulſions, and proſecuted the foreſaid method of 
bathing and purging 4 or 5 days with little remiſſion of the accidents. Where- 
fore I left off bathing, and preſcribed him gr. 11. mer. 2#t210 a pill, which vo- 
mited him much and purged him. I diſpoſed the Paticnt to reſt the follow- 
ing night with gr. js. Laudan. aq. cinnam. hordeat. & aq. papaver. cum ſyr. pa- 
ralyſcos, The next morning I preſcribed him an emulltion made with Chicken 
broath, as well to nouriſh him as contemperate the acrimony- I alſo repeated 
emollient Clyſters, ſuch as bave been ſet down in the Method of Cure. Having 
thus ſomewhat refreſhed him, I preſcribed him calomel. I). rarbith min. er. ww. 
which vomited him twice that day. I kept him to Chicken-broath and Cly- 
fters, and at length repeating thele Mercurials, I freed him of all thoſe acci- 
dents; and with the white EleCtuary ex terebinth. cam pul. jalapii | purged off 
the Gonorrhea, and with the other ex terebinth. the aſtringent Pills, and deco@. 
lig. lentiſcini cum rad. biſtorte, conſolid. tormentille, ec. I concluded the Cure. 
This very man was the moſt ſeverely atllifted with the foreſaid Gonorrhea l ever 
ſaw : yet ſome years after was again clapt, and paſſed under ſeveral hands till 
the malignity ſpread it ſelf all over his head, face and body, and was at laſt 
Cured by me. 

One of about 3o years of age of a full body, came to Town diſeaſed with 
Caruncles, intending to be my Patient 3 but within a day or two after he came 
to me With a recent Gonorrhea contracted the night before. I began the Cure 
that very inſtant by letting him blood, and preſcribing a Clyſter that after- 
noon, and proſecuted the courſe by emulſions and purging. But the Patient 
being irregular, the Gomorrhea became highly virulent with all the accidents of 
pain, &c. and whillt he was purging with pul. cornichini and calomel. a Chancre 
appeared between the Prepuce and Glazs very big and hard. He pretended it 
roſe that night. I gave him the next morning a doſe of t#rbith min. which vo- 
mited him 5 or 6 times, and purged him twice. I dreſſed the Chancre with a 
Pledget dipt in Jac ſublimati, I repeated the Tyrbith the third day, and after- 
ward again t1ll I ſalivated him, I thinking that way the moſt ſpeedy in ſuch Li- 
bertines. + During his falivating an Artery amongſt the great Teeth on the right 
Jaw burſt forth, and bled very much before I had notice of it : I ſtopped it by 
direting him to hold the yolk of a hard roaſted Egg between his Jaws cloſe 
upon the place where I ſuſpected the Artery tq lye, and ſo by compreſſion re- 
{trained the bleeding. The next day I ſet him in a clear light, and diſcovered 
the blood to ariſe by a carious tooth which I (topped with Lint dipt in ol. vitrio!. 
{o that it bled no more. During the Salivation the Chancre reſolved and the 
Gonorrhea ſtopped. In the declination of the Salivation I purged him with the 
bitter Apozeme, and afterwards finiſhed the Courſe with decod. ſarſe, ec. 
{weating him. Whilſt he was in this courſe of ſweating, the Gozorrhbea ap- 
peared again weeping, but the malignity being waſted, I cured it with the white 
Elecuary, and aſtringent Pills. 

One of about twenty three years of Age came to me with a Gonorrhe, ac- 
companied with Virulency. I adviſed him a Clyſter that Evening, and the

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next morning let him blood, and preſcribed him a laxative ptiſan ( as it is 
ſet down in the method of Cure) to purge him moderately, which he took 
and repeated three or four days, taking 9j. Calomel every other night, During 
which I preſcribed a lenient injeCtion of ſummitat. maluar. v10!ar, decotted in 
aq. hordei. Thoſe accidents of pain thus mitigated, | purg:-4 him with pu. cor- 
wichini and calomel. and after its operation, I preſcribed him an emulſion 
ex ſem. canabini, &c. and repeated the uſe of the Purgative and Emullion, 
tiil I had taken off the virule: cy. Then I ſent him a Pot ot the white Electu- 
ary ex terebinth, jalap. &c. and a draught of the emulſion after it cach night. 
Daring this Courſe, the Patient ſuppoting himſelf ſecure, took his liberty a- 
broad 1n —_ and drinking, till a great inflammation happened on the pre- 
puce. with a ſwelling and excoriation of the glans, alſo a large Chancre be- 
tween the prepuce and g/ars: Upon ſight thereof Tlet him blood, and fomented 
the prepuce with deco. ſummitat. rubz, plantag. &c. and dreſſed him up as is 
uſual in ſuch Caſes, and gave him Z1j.of manne with crem. tartar. next day in 
a draught of Poller-drink. It purged him ſeven or eight times. The ſecond 
day after [ preſcribed him a Doſe of trbith, and a Clyſter that afternoon, and 
afterward proceeded in the repeating twrbith. min. and raiſed a light Salivati- 
on, by which the hardneſs wagreſolved, and the Chancre Cured. After which 
he drank a deco@. ſarſe, and obſerved a ſtrict diet, and (weat, as hath been faid 
in the like caſes. After I had thus Cured him, a weeping of the Gonorrhea ap- 
peared again 3 it was no more than I expected, it commonly following after ſuch 
courſes of Phyſick : but there being no malignity in it, the Cure was ſoon 
effeted with that white Eletuary cum terebinth, ec. and he continued well. 
A young Woman newly married, complained the ſecond day afterof a heat

in her Urine, which encreafing upon her with a fluor albus, I wasſent for, and Obſervatich 


heard her complaints, and ſaw ſome linen ſhe had worn, much ſtained with 
matter. I adviſed her to bathe the excoriated parts with milk and water, and 
to dreſs them with #nguent. refrigerant. Galeni, preſcribed her an emollient 
Clyſter, emulſions, &*c. and took my leave without diſcovering to her the na- 
ture of her Diſeaſe. A day or two after, I took an opportunity to acquaint 
her Husband with what | had obſerved of his Wives condition, and queſtion- 
ed his health. After a little demur, he told me, he had ſome months pafted a 
Gonorrhea, and ſuppoled he had been Cured, but of late, ſince the complaint 
of his Wife, he had obſerved ſome little weeping, and ſhewed me ſomewhat 
like the reliques of a Gozorrhea. It was inconſtderable, yet ſeemed enough to 
infect her. He put himſelf into my hands, and recommended her alſo to my 
Care. I let them both blood, and purged her with a laxative ptifan of Caf 
ſia, tamarind, &C. and ſent her an injeftion of a (olution of lap. medican. Crollis 
in aq, plantag. a dramto a pint, and continued the uſe of emulſions, and af- 
terwards bathed her ſome days ina ſemicupinm, and kept her body ſoluble with 
lenitive Bolus's, to which 1 added 10 or 12 grains ot precipitat. alb. After [ 
had thus contemperated the heat, and healed the external excoriations I purg- 
ed her with diagridium, and precipitatus alb. ſome days, increaſing theone or 
other, and (ent her deco@. ſummitat. rub, equiſet. plantag. &c. with a ſolution of 
unguent, HFigyptiac. theſe parts requiring powerful dryers. After I had thus 
purged off the malignity, I preſcribed her the purging Bolus of zerebinth. 
cum pul. jalap. and afterwards confirmed the Cure with aſtringents, asin the me- 
thod of Cure hath been fet down.

Whilſt 1 was Curing one of a Gororrhea by purging, &c. and thought I 
had Cured him, a Tumour roſe inthe _ Teſticle.

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for a Truſs, and the while let him blood in the Arm, and made up a Cataplaſm 
of far. hordei &- fabar. with oxycrate, mel. commune, and applyed it. That 
afternoon a Clyſter was adminiſtred, and the uſe of the Cataplaſm was repeated 
twice a day ; during which he was purged' with diagridin” and calomel. by 
the help whereof the Tumour inthe Teſticle diminiſhed daily, but by the ſharp- 
neſs of the acetum the ſcrotum was heated and bliſtered in ſeveral parts.

applyed, and retained cloſe on by a Bag-trufs. .By the application of this Ca- | 
taplaſm a few days the Tumour was removed, and reſtored to its natural ſtate, 
but before this Tumour was quitereſolved, I took occalion to look upon 
the Penis, and ſaw it running 3 yet the patient perſiſted in the denying it : bur 
before I preſcribed him ought in order to the Cure, it was more demonſtrable, 
and he acknowledged it, I purged him with extra&.

quences that attend it in its feeming declenſion, when it is left impertetly 

Cured, and is, as ſome of thoſe Blades call it, a weeping, only a weeping not 
worthy the keeping Chamber. 

From which negle& of Cure, thoſe ſeminals from whence the Cronorrhes 
iſſued are rendered more lax, and in progreſs of time the matter fermenteth 
upon the old Leven, and becometh much more acrid and malign, diſcharging 
a matter, as at firſt in the nature of a Gonorrkea, heating and corroding the

Caruncles are a ſort of looſe fleſh, ariſing in the Urethra frequently in the 
time of a Gonorrhea, by reaſon of the crolion made by that virulent acid mat- 
ter; but if that Goxorrhea be well treated, the eroſion is Cured, and thoſe lit- 
tle grains of fleſh dryed up. However their growth is then ſo ſmall, 2s they 
are rarely taken notice of till the declining of the Gonorrhea, and then a fmal] 
weeping with a few rags appearing in the Urine gives the firſt ſuſpicion of 
then, 

If thismatter be not timely dryed up, the Caruncles increaſe, and a difficulty 
of Urine gradually ſucceedeth, and it cometh forth forked, or in a (mall ſtream 
crng.s but this happens in ſome people not till many years after the (Zonor- 
rhea for they ariſing from a dry membranous part do grow ſlowly (and do 
ſometimes waſte of themſelves, or are waſhed oft by the Urine.) upon which ac- 
count that trouble in piſſing happening ſometime many yearsafter a Gonorrhea, 
gives them occalion to ſuſpeR that it ariſeth from gravel 3 and as fhe Diſeaſe 
increaſcth, it is thought the Stone, but by a ſearching candle a more certain 
diſcovery is made, thoſe Caruncles being to it ſo many rubs in the way. 

If at this time their Cure be negleCted,ſome drops of Urine, or 7: coitutheSeed 
remaining amongſt theſe Caruncles, heateththe part, and increaſeth their growth, 
and not only renders thexs Callous, but at length the whole dx&ns, and then it 
1s called a carnoſity 3 which ſtraitning the paſſage ſtoppeth the virulent matter 
10 its motion, whereby it is forced back to the Seminals, in which caſe the Te- 
ſticles for the moſt part do ſuffer : but if it be the _ ſeminales, or pro- 
itates which are oppreſt, they inflame, and by adheſion to the neighbouring 
parts paſs their matter that way, ſometimes through the tanicles of the [»teſtiurm 
re uw, and then the matter 1s diſcharged by ſtool; or it may be, the matter 
paſſeth through or near the podex, and then it is ſuppoſed a fiſtula in ano, and 

this way the Urine is ſometime diſcharged with it. Theſe are the Ulcers 
which render fiſtule ani (candalous. If the matter paſſeth in perineo, for the 
moſt part it perforates the Urethra, ſometime like a Flute, and the Urine com- 
eth thereout, othertimes it corrupteth within, and diſchargeth the putref- 
tion into the pelvis. 
Whilſt the Urethra is (traitned with a carnoſity, the Urine 1s frequently ſup- 
preſt, and then the bladder endeavouring to disburthen it ſelf becomes ſubject 
to 
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to tluxion, and groweth ſometime carnous, and of a ſtrange preternatural 
ſhape, ſtretching out of the pelvis. In the opening ſuch a diſcaled Body, I ſaw 
the bladder adhering cloſe to the upper part of the' os pubis, and that part of 
the peritor em. In another there was frequently diſcharged a matter with the 
Urine not unlike corrupt Seed. 

One riding a Journey was hurt by the ſtumbling of his Horſe, and became ſo 
indiſpoſed, that he was brought back to Town. Phyſicians and Chirurgeons 
were conſulted, and ſuppoſed him bruiſed internally. They let him blood, 
and treated him accordingly, but without ſucceſs. The day after I was fetched 
to him, and I found him labouring with great oppreſlion, ſhortneſs of breath, 
fainting, &&c. I viewed his body naked, and endeavoured to inform my ſelf of 
his bruiſe, but there was no ſymptom of any, I ſeeing he was not likely to 
recover, took my leave, and defired a Servant of the houſe to give me notice 
of his death. He died that night, and I went the next morning and opened 
bis Body. All the Viſcera were ſound, and no blood extravaſated, but within 
the pelvis 1 ſaw a great quantity of purulent matter, likethat which iſſues forth 
ina Gonorriea. I divided the os pubis, and opened the pelvis, and ſaw near the 
Proſtates a bag broken, which I concluded to be one of the veſicule ſerrnales. 
Upon ſearch into the Qrethra, I found he had been long diſeaſed with the 1e- 
Iiques of a Gonorrbea, viz. Caruncles and Carnoſity. 

The Female Sex do alſo extreamly ſuffer upon the ſame account, the corrupt 
ſeminal matter frequently excorlating the pudendum; whence excreſcences of 
all ſorts do ariſe, and the ſharp matter dropping from the matrix, frets and 
ulcerates the external parts of the /abies, &c. An inſtance of this ſort you may 
ſee in ſome of the following Obſervations. 

The Vagina uteri 1s alſo ſometimes excoriated, and excreſcences frequently 
grow there of great bigneſs, one whereof I took off very large of the ſhape 
of a Mulberry. 

In others I have ſeen the waging uteri much ulcerated, and diſfchargin 
great quantity of fetid matter with pain and inflammation. The ale of the pu- 


dendum of one were gangrened, but I removed that, aud cicatrized ſeveral of 


the Ulcers 3 but one Ulcer within the Vagiua corroded into the bladder, and a 
mortification followed, and put an «end to her miſery. 

Another upon a ſuppreſſion of that corrupt ſeminal matter was ſeiſed with 
a dyſuria : the cauſe not being dilcovered, the kidneys were blamed. The 
diſeaſe increaſing to a firarguria, a ſtone in the bladder was ſuppoſed. I was 
fetched to make a ſearch, but felt none. The accidents of pain, inflammation, 
ec. increaſing, ſhe died. I opened her body, and ſaw the bladder, vagina 
uteri, & inteſtinum reum all gangrened : The muſculi lumbares, and thoſe of 
the abdomen looked as if they had been parboiled ; The reſt of the viſcera were 
reaſonably ſound. 


As from a ſuppreſlion of that malign matter, apoſtemationsdo ariſe between 
the interior Tunicles of the vagina uteri, ſo I have ſometimes met with fſcir- 
rhous Tumours, which I have ſometimes palliated by Antivenereals, when they 
were thought Cancers. All theſe milchiefs increaſed to ſuch height through 
the ignorance in them that treated them. 

Thus I have given you an account of the ſeveral ſymptoms as they ariſe 
one uponthe neck of another, by which you may diſtinguiſh how they dit- 
ter. 

The cauſe of them is alſo apparent, that they ariſe from a Gonorrhbea il! 
managed. C | 

The ſigns of Caruncles I have alſo ſhewed you are diſcoverable by a ſearch- 
ing candle, they lying 1n th@way give a ſtop to thecandle in its —— wo The 
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Bladder. Yet let not that make you over confident that there isno Stone inthe 
Bladder, for it frequently happeneth that there is alſo a-Stone therein4 there. 
fore you ought to inform your ſelf of the peculiar ſymptoms-of that Difeaſe 
before you oppoſe it. For ſoalſo trom that- Stone a dribling of the Urine is 
common, and in caſe of pain the urine cometh forth forked and in a ſmall 
ſtream. But in Caruncles it cometh forth more forcibly than, in thoſe of the 
Stone, and they make much Urine-/at a time, and-are in eaſe after they: have 
urined, which doth not happen in the Stone. = | 

A Carnoſity hath the ſame (igns that Caruncles have, but the urine being 
more ſtraitned by the carnofity maketh the ſymptoms the more ſevere, inſo- 
much as there is frequently a pain in the g/ans, and 1n (training hard to urine 


there accompanieth it ſometimes a pro/apſus ani, which are eſpecial ſigns of 


the Stone 1n the Bladder. But the preceding Gonorrhea and ſymptoms of the 
Caruncles will ſufficiently guide you in making the diſtinction between them 
two. To diſtinguiſh the Abſceſſes and Ulcers iz Arno attending this Diſeaſe 
from thoſe which ariſe from the Hemorrhoids, the Treatiſe of Fiſtule Aj will 
inltrudt you. | 

The extirpation of Caruncles' is noeaſie work, and if there be a Carnofity 
joined with it, the Cure is much more difficult. And lo accordingly as there 
are other ſymptoms complicated with them, ſo much more 1s the Diſeaſe ren- 
dered deplorable and difficult ro cure. | 

In the Cure of this Diſeaſe the ſame method ought to be obſerved in Diet 
which hath been delivered in the cure of a Gonorrhea ; allo evacuations by 
Lenient Purgatives : At leaſt you ought to begin with ſuchto prepare the bo- 
dy ; as Rc bordei mundati 11. rad. graminis, polypod. querc. filicts fem. an. z1v.

blood if you ſee caufe. Emulſions and contemperating Juleps may alſo be of 
ule to mitigate the heat of Urine. Vomits are alſo of great uſe for revulſion, 
and thoſe of Turbith I have always obſerved to be moſt efficacious. All the An- 
tivenereals preſcribedin thecure of Lues Vezerea are proper here, we being 
indeed often neceſſitated to (alivate by Undion: After which drying Decoctions 
and Sudorificksare proper as aforeſaid, with purging; andafter all weconclude 


. the cure with ſuch ashavevertueto heal and fortifie the relaxed ſeminals, of

Pruyean to 
ſeveral Patients Iabouring of theſe Diſeaſes under my hands. 

Having thus offered to you Internals, we ſhall now proceed to ſhew you the 
way of extirpating theſe Caruncles. The methods th&eto propoſed by Au- 
thors are various : I ſhall reduce them to two, viz. the one by medicaments, 
the other by meer force with wax-candles, probes of Lead, Silver, or Steel 
to tear and break them in pieces. 

Whillt the Caruncle 1s recent, you may by the compreſiion of a well-pro- 
portioned candle cruſh it to pieces, and by the uſe of moderate detergent and 
exſ1ccant injeCtions dry and heal the part : but if there bean iſſuing of matter, 
as 1n virulent Gonorrhea's, you muſt firſt remove that matter by purging, ec. 
before you can hope to extirpate the Caruncles. Nay, if the matter ſhould flow 
much upon the uſe of the Candles, you mult forbear further proceeding with 
them, and make evacuation and revulfion of that peccant matter, as hath been 
aforeſaid, and then proceed again in the work. 

In order to the ſearch, you may place the Patient fitting upon the fide of his 
bed, chair or (tool, with his thighs opened, and his heelsdrawn back, ſoas hedo 
not preſs upon the perineum. He mult alſo at the ſame time lean forward with 
his body. Then make choice of a proportionable candle, and having ſmooth- 
ed the end, and a little bended 1t, anonnt it with oyl (of Lilies if you pleaſe) 
paſs it gently in, and move it ealily forward, that by the warmthit gets inthe 
duJus it may ply accordingly with it: If you meet with a ſtop, preſs mode- 
rately; if it will not go by, draw it back, and take the exact diſtance the Ca- 
runcle lieth off, and mark it with your nail 3 then anoint 1t with Ol], and paſs 
It again into the zrethra, and when you come at that ſtop, raiſe the penis with 
the other hand ; if it will not paſs over that Caruncle, try another candle made 
taper at the end : But if you be ſatisfied thar it palſeth beyond the Caruncle, ir 
1s a good fign, pull it out again 3 and if the parts be heated, you may inje&t 

deco. hordei,&c, and prepare yourcandles for the conſuming the Caruncle. The 
Medicaments I propoſe thereto are as followeth : Re cort. mali granat. acid. ir 
umbra ſiccat. &* pulveriz. 31). alurzinis pulver. 3). emplaſtri de ceruſſa Zj. miſce 
ſuper ignem. Or, Re mer. precipitat. rub. 3). lap. calamin. 311). vitrioli calcinati 
3jſs. empl. diachalcith. 3vj. ad ignem liquefa#i. You muſt ſcrape oft the wax 
from the end of thecandle, and dip the wiek in either ofthe plaſters whilſt they 
are ſcalding hot; then after they are cold ſhape them and ſmooth the ends for 
your uſe. This following Medicament hath great credit amongſt Authors : 
Re ernginis, auripigmenti, aluminis roche, chalcitidis an. Jiv. Infuſe them in 
ſtrong Vinegar, then grind them upon a Marble very fine, dry It 1n theSun, 
and temper it again with Wine-vinegar to the eighth time, drying it each time 
till it hath loſt much ofits corroſive quality. Re argenti pure. 314. oles roſ. Ziv. coq. 
ad empl. conſiſtentiaze, then add of the aboveſaid powder 31. it being well 
mixed, and of a good conliſtence, you may dip the bared endsof your candles 
init forthe aboveſaid uſe. Your great care in this work mult be, that ar _ 
plaſter 
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plaſter be of ſuch conſiſtence as that it adhere as firm to the wiek as the Wax, 
for otherwiſe it will cauſe vexatious work. I commonly ſend a proportion 
of the foreſaid Powder to my Wax-Chandler who mixeth 1t with a proportion- 
able quantity of Wax, and makes me ſo many dozen of Wax-Candles; which 
Candles being ſo medicated do very often ſerve mein wearing off recent Ca- 
runcles, and alſo in cicatrizing the part. | 

If the Caruncles be of an older date, and be ſobig aud tough that you can- 
not paſs with any of the V Vax-Candles, forbear farther attempting it, anden- 
deavour by emollient Injections, Embrocgtions, &c. to ſupple and dilate the 
duFus. Re Rad. althee, lilior. an 3ij. ſem. lini, ſenugreci contuf. an. 3. cog. 
in ag. fontis ad tbij. Re Colature tby. ol. amygd. dul. noviter extra@, 31j. mf. 
Inject ſome of it warm twice or thrice a' day with a Syringe, having a thick 
blunt Pipe. You may alſo foment the Perineum with the rctdue of the ſaid 
decoction 3 or he maff upon a Cloſe-ſtool over ſome of the ſame decottion, 
or ex radic. & fol. althee, matric. viol. ſem lini, fenugreci, flor. cham. ſambuci, 
meliloti, ſummitat. pulegii, origani, &c. VVhen he cometh off, embrocate the 
Perineum with ol. ex pedibus bovinis, and apply over all ſome ſuch like Cerote. 
Re unguent. Agripp. dialth. efipi, butyri recentis an. 31j. ol. laltor. amygd, dul. a1, 
5J. ſem lini, althe. pulver. an. 3v\. gum. ammoniaci 31). cere q. ſ. To which may 
be added Argenti crudi extin@i in terebinthina 311j. or that Emplaſter ad ſaliva- 
tionezt, Afﬀterthree or four days make tryal again witha proportionable Can- 
dle, and if you can paſs the Caruncle take the exa& mark and paſs in a medi- 
cated one upon the Caruncle, and leave it remaining there, cut off the end 
within an inch, and flat that end; then turn that broad end over the top ofthe 
Glans, and faſten it cloſe with alinen rag : you ought to leave him more of the 
ſame Candles fitted for his uſe, 'that in cafe he urine he may take it out and 
put in another. Whilſt he puts in the Candle he mult ſtand ſomewhat ſtradling, 
and bow his Body forward, but as to his poſture he will make choice of that to 
his own conveniency. The beſt timeto begin this work may be at night, the 
Candle being then likely to ſtay in its place without diſturbance. In the morn- 
ing when you draw out the Candle inje& ſome lenient decoction, and paſs in 
a white V Vax-Candle of a proportionable bigneſs to the other you drew our, 
to make good the way you have got, and yet to Jenifie the heat in the du@Gy, : 
but if it be not diſturbed, goon as youdid to waſh the Carundcle. 

But if after the uſe of Emollients you cannot pals the Caruncle, you may 
well conclude it callous. In which caſe you may paſs a Carla into the Ure- 
#hra to that Caruncle, and whilſt you hold that there ſteady, you may convey 
a grain of cauſtick into the Carxla, and preſs the cauſtick to itz and whilſt 
you bold it there, you will perceive its operation by the preſſing forward of the 
Canula, The Caruncle thus conſumed, caſt in aLenient injection daily; and 
if youtake notice of his urine, you may ſee the ſeparation of the ſloughs as 
rags init. Afﬀter which you may by the common medicated Candles wear a- 
way the remainder, and with InjeQions cicatrize it. Burt if after the extir- 
pation of one Caruncle you meet with another behind it, and cannot paſs it, 
nor a Carla fo far as where the Caruncle lyeth, you may then attempt it by 
the Leaden Probe. Anoint it firſt, paſs it to the Caruncle, then by preſling 
upon it break it off. You muſt expect a bleeding, and it is not done without 
pain, the Qrethra being of exquiſite ſenſe : that pain ſometime accompanied 
with rigour and fevour. In order to the ſtopping of the flux of blood you may 
injetthe Royal Stiptick- water with ag. plantag. roſ. rub. &c. proportionably 
as you ſeecauſe : or in caſe the pain be great, beat the white of an with 
aq. ſpermatis ranar. and injet it. Externally you may apply fach like defen- 
ſative. Rboli Armen. ſang. dracon. cort. granat. aurant. myrtil. balauſt. pul. an. 
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3. acet. roſ. 31. albums. ovor, ſuccor, plantag. equiſet. q.ſ. mf, But I never (aw any in- 
tlammation or tumour ariſe from the uſe of theſe Probes. Fevour 1 have ſome- 
time feen upon the uſe of them where there was no blood ſhed 3 in which cate 
bleed them in the Arm preſently and preſcribe Clyſters, and forbear the uſe of 
your Probes ſome days. . 

After you have torn off the Caruncle, and that the fear of inflammation is 
over, you may make a earch, and it the Caruncle be extirpated proceed in the 
aryiog it to a Cicatrix,which may be by a folution of troch. albi Rhaſ. in any of 
the forementioned diſtiil'd waters, or as 1 ſaid with the Royal Stiptick. A pro- 
portionable thick leaden probe of a fit length and flat head rub'd with quick- 
{filver 1s alſo efteftual. Small Probes are apt to be made brittle by the Mercury 
and break within the Orethra. But if you (uſpett fome part of the Caruncle 
remaining, ule the medicated Candle, and it will not only waſte it, but dry it 
to a firm Cicatrix. | 

If there be carnolity with Caruncles, your way 1s to dilate and ſupple it by 
Emol!lients as above ſaid. It a ſuppreſſion of urine happen, a large Clyſter {ud- 
denly injected up hath frequently torced the Urine out of the Bladder : but it _ 
that fail, a Catheter muſt help you, or an incifion i» Perineo through the car- * 
nolity. If a flux of virulent matter be accompanying the Strarguria, the laſt 
remedy 1s Saltvation. 

[f by reaſon of the long continuance of the Diſeaſe the Urethya be ſo ſtrait- 
ned with the carnolity and Caruncles, that the purulent matter cannot pals 
forth, which often hapneth when the Urine doth, you may well ſuſpect an ab- 
ſceſs will ariſe in ſome part 3 which it it happen within, there is danger of 
putrefa&tion. It the matter raiſeth a tumour externally, and it do ſuppurate, 
yet it commonly leaves incurable Ulcers. Therefore you ought upon the leaſt 
ſuppreflion of this matter to make revulſion by Antivenereals ; yea rather than 
to fail, raiſe a Salivation, and proſecute the Cure as his habit of body and great- 
neſs of the Diſcaſe requireth. And the while make way with Emollients to 
dilate the Urethra, or give vent by incifion in Perineo, timely to diſcharge the 
matter, 1” 

The female Sex are not ſubje& to ſuch external apoltemations. The Carundcles 
do not cauſe ſuppreſſion, nor is the Urethra ſo ſubject to them. Sometimes 
they happen by a ſcalding of the Urine, but they are of eaſter cure, Yet the 
Pudendum is ſubject to excreſcences of all-ſorts and figures. The Vagina Uter: 
1s alſo ſubject to Ulcers, Excoriation, Excreſcences and {cirrhous Tumours, with 
oreat flux of humours, the $trargaria and Inflammation, exc. therefore require 
your great care timely to refit them by Antivenereals. Mer. dulcis, and thoſe 
milder preparations being apt to lead the humours downwards, are not lo et- 
fectual here as the rougher ſort which vomit. How they are farther to be 
treated by internals, and each diſturbance removed or alleviated by external 
Medicaments, you may ſee among the Obſervations following. 

One of about 3o years of age, troubled with a weeping and dribling in 
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making urine, came to me. [ {uſpecting Caruncles made a ſearch, and found Ovicrvation 


two little rubs in my way, and behind the Teſticles jn Perineo met a full (top, ,

which the Candle would not paſs 3 upon which I drew it out. He had been 
purged ſufficiently by other hands. I began the Cure with emollient Injections 
as above preſcribed and fomented and embrocated the Perineum, and after a 
day or two [I carried half a dozen of medicated Candles and made another 
ſearch and took a meaſure of the place where the great Caruncle lay which 
made the full (top, and left him that Candle with others, ſhewing him how 
to paſs them in, and encouraged him to make uſe of them in my abſence, and 


to try what progreſs he could make 3 alſo adviſing him to uſe the Injection be- 
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' fore and after the uſe of the Candle, and to continue the Embrocation and 


Plaſter as he faw cauſe. During which his body was kept ſoluble by Cly- 
ſters and.healing Decoftions; alſo balſamick Pills wereprelcribed. After three 
or four days I returned, and found the Patient had paſſed over the ſtop, but he 
had alittle heated the Oretbra by over-doing. I then left off the uſe of the Oy] 


in the Injection. He would have injefted Milk, but I ſtriftly forbad that, in 


conſideration of the. miſchief 1 have known it do in curdling in the Bladder. 
After the heat was calmed, he uſed the Candles with more moderation, keep- 
ing the paſſage open he had made. One night when he was going to bed I 
made him a viſit and brought with me ſome medicated Candles, and having firſt 
flatted the upper end of one of them [ paſſed it into the Urethra, and turned 
that end over the Glans, and with a ſoft Linen cloath over it bound it cloſe on. 
He flept with it until towards morning, then pulled it out, and urined. In the 
morning I made a ſearch and found the paſſage open. 1 injected ſome of the 
emollient lotion and paſſed in one of the common ſearching Candles, and bound 
it on asthe former, and adviſed him to keep his Bed, or at leaſt his Chamber that 
day, and in caſe of urine to pull it out and inje& a col;yriumr of aq. plant. and 
ſir. de ro. frccis, and to put 1n another Candle the ſame night armed as before. 


2. 
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By this method the main Caruncle waſted, and the lefler which lay in the way 
to that was conſumed by the paſling and lying on of the ſame Candles. I feelirg 
no more rubs left off the uſe of the Candles, and ſent him an injCion of aq. 
plantag. rubi, equiſeti, wherein was diflolved a few grains of lap. medicament. 
Crollii, by which the reliques of the Excreſcences were dried up, as alſo the 
weeping, and the Patient remained cured. Thus by ſhewing the Patients how 
to uſe the Candles, they themſelves have ſometimes proſecuted their Cures at 
a great diſtance from me with good ſuccels. 

One having had many Gonorrhea's and been frequently under Cure of Ca- 
runcles came to me. Upon ſight of the Pers I ſaw he had an iſſuing of much 
matter as 1n a virulent Gozorrhea., I made a ſearch for my own ſatisfaCtion, 
and met with ſeveral excreſcences, and a full ſtop before I reached to the Per- 
cum. The Qrethra was tender and did not admit the Candle without pain. 
I began with the letting him blood, and purged him the next morning with 
Whey, Manna and Cremor tartari. After which I bathed him four or five 
times in warm water, keeping his body ſoluble the while with Clyſters, or a 
bole of caſſza, ol. amygd. dul. ſyr. viel. and the like. After he had done bathing 1 
gave him 25 grains of wer. dul. at night, and a Clyſter the next day, and 
repeated the mer. dul. every other day, and ſyringed him with a lotion of ag. 
Plantag. with a ſolution of troch. alb. Rhaſ. But afterward obſerving the mer. 
dul. not to anſwer my expectation, it having as I perceived been no novelty 

to him, 1 gave him gr. 8. of t#rbith #zin. which vomited him three or four 
times and gave him half a dozen large ſtools, by which I believed the Mer- 
cury he had taken before worked downward. I ordered him a Clyſter of milk 
cura vitel. ovor. that night to quiet his Bowels, and anotherthe next day, and 
the day after gave him 12 gr. of #«rbith miner. which vomited him four or five 
times, and purged him twice or thrice. By the repeating of this Medicament 
twice or thrice, intermitting three or four days between, I leflened that flux 
of matter very much, but it making his chaps ſore I purged it off with the bit- 
ter DecoGtion, and put him into a decod. ſarſe, lig. lentiſe. rad. conſolid. biſtort. 
&&. and gave him of that EleQuary with terebinth. ſal. prunel/e, &c. alloClyſters 
of terebinth, ſometimes at night going to bed. InjeQions of /ap. medicamen- 
tof. Crollii were afterward uſed, by which the running ceaſed. I then made 2 
ſearch with a Candle, and having marked the main ſtop I proceeded in the uſe 
of French Candles which were made Taper faſhion, and paſſed one over — great 
:aruncle 
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Carunele bound it on, and Jeft it lying upon it, and directed the Patient to 
rake it Qut,upon occaſion of urining, and afterward to pals it avain. By the 
ue Or that there Was room made tor thy application or my own Candles, 
which I armed with that compolition of mrerc. precipitat. Ec. and thereby did 
wear off that Caruncle. Attcrwards [| met with others, which I allo extir- 
pated the ſame way ; and with the folution of /ap. medicamento# Crolit and 
the uſe of Leaden Probes, I ſmoothed and cicatrized them. ; 

[| was ſent for one night to a man that laboured of a tuppreſlion of Urine, 
with great pain about the os pubs, I intended to have patled a Catherer, but 
jaw the head of the Glans hard as a Cartilage,and the entrance into the Urethr. 
ſo narrow as I could ſcarce get in a ſmall Probe. I was at a Joſs how to relieve 
him. I preſently cauſed a large. pint of milk to be warmed for a Clyiter, and 
lyringed 1t up quick,and of a ſudden the urine forced its way out ina great quan- 
tity. The Patient ſuppoſed himſelt to have the Stone, but I aſſured him the 
contrary, his diſeale being Caruncles with carnolity, no better than the Pox 
n thoſe parts, and more difficult to cure than any of the forementioned ſpecies 
of it, I let him blood that night, and purged him the next day with a decoction 
of Caſſi1, tamarind. &&c. with an addition of Manna, yr. ro; Damaſe. and atter- 
wards bathed him three or four days, and then anointed with the mercurial 
Unction his Legs, Arms and Perineum, &c. by which I railcd a lalivation. It 
laſted about thirty days, during which he madeurine with more eaſe 3 yet upon 
tearch I tound the Caruncles, but the carnolity in the Gans, ec. reſolved. Du- 
ring his ſalivating I caſt emollient Injections into the QUrethra daily, and atter- 
wards while he was in his courſe of ſweating and purging I began to work with 
the Candles, and made way with little difficulty till I came into the Perinenum, 
and there I ſpent ſome days 1n endeavouring to pals a ſmall taper-candle withouc 
ſucceſs. Wherefore l attemptcd it by the force of a Leaden Probe,and brake the 
Caruncle off. It bled 3 or 4 ounces, but l ſtopped it by infetting ag. ſper. ranar. 
with a tew grains of lap. medicament. C rol/i7, then embrocated the Perignm and 
parts about with ol. roſ; cum aceto, and applyed an empl. e bolo over them. The 
next morning I found he had nct urined much better. I injected again, and 
paſſed in a Candle, and perceyyed that Caruncie eradicated, but | met with ano- 
ther behind which I could not pals, I again uſed Injections and pailed in ataper- 
candle, by which I gradually proceeded, and afterwards by armed ones [| treed 
that paſſage, and his urine came away 1n a tull ſtream. I proſecuted the cure 
with medicated Candles and drying Injections, and continued the uſe of ſudo- 
ritick decoctions and aſtringent Pills til he was cured. Yet ſome while after he 
came to me again complaining that there was a Caruncle near the end of the 
Bladder which hindered his paſſing the Candle into the Bladder, ſuch hath been 

he complaint of others, but that Caruncle was natural, 

One came to me having had many Gonorrbe4s, and in his later years much dit- 
ficulty in Urine. I made a fearch, and found he had Caruncles, and one with- 
in half an inch of the entrance into the Orethra, We agreed upon the Method 
of Cure, and | was to begin my work the next day, but heard not from him 
till about a year after. It ſcemed he had been that while in other hands, who 
had propoſed an calier method of Cure but failed. Yer the urinary patſage 
was thereby more enlarged, fo that the Patiens could better admit of the 
Candles, and was allo the more obſervant to my Rules; but then again there 
was a flux of matter which required to be removed. To which purpoſe I be- 
gan wich a doſe of turbith miner, and by the repcating of it made revullion 
and falivated him. During the Salivation I fomented and embrocated the Pe- 
ringum, and injected emollient Decoctions, and by Candles proſecuted the ex- 
tirpation, patked the lefler Caruncle, and atterwards prefiing upon the bigger 
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concluded that courſe of Phyſick with purging, fudorificks, ec. 
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with a proportionable big Candle I brake it, and permitted it to bleed, and 
then paſſed a medicated Candle over that broken Caruncle, and by the preſſure 
of it wore that Caruncle off ſmogth. There was another Caruncle that lay 
behind this in Perizeo, which I at, made way over by a taper-candle, and at- 
terwards by the preſſure of my medicated Candles I waſted them. Durin 
which he paſſed through a courſe of purging, ſweating, &-c. and finiſhed the 
Cure by the uſe of Aſtringents as well inwardly as outwardly. 

A Man who had been long diſeaſed witn a weeping CGozmrr/wz was com- 
mended to me for Cure. By making his urine and ſearch I tound that-he had 
Caruncles. I proceeded by Injections and Embrocations to make way for my 
Candles, and cleared my paſlage into the Urethra to the Perinaum, and en- 
deavoured by taper-candles to make my way over the reſt. But the Patient 
not keeping his Chamber made my work irkſome to me. Whereupon one 
morning I took a Candle proportionable to the du&#5, and having ſmoothed 
one end I dipt it in Oyl, and paſſed it readily to the Caruncle, and whillt it 
was (tiff 1 prefled hard upon the Caruncle to break 1t, and did ſo ; but at that 
very inſtant the Patitnt was feiſed with a rigour, and in pulling it out the blood 
followed. I InjeQed a ſolution of pul. hol. Armen. in aq. ſperm. ranar. and (topt 
the bleeding 3 but after that rigour the Patient burned and lay diſtempered all 
night, and 1n the morning [ found him in a Fever, yet he had no conkderable 
pain 10 the urinary paſſage. I applyed Refrigerants externally to the Perinenm, 
and let him blood, and conſulted a Phyſician. He was brought very weak by 
this Fevour, but recovered, (as I thank God I never had one dyed upon this 
account. ) From that time he would make no more uſe of Candles, but put me 
upon the-uſe of Injections, of which I tryed many ſorts 3 the beſt was a (olu- 
tion of /ap. medicament. Crollii, by which he made water better, and to this day 
enjoys a good health. 

One about 50 years of age who had Jlaboured long with Caruncles, finding 
his Urine to come daily much more difficultly away, ſent for me. I made a 
ſearch and found arub before [ had entred an inch into the ds. I began by 
purging him with an opening apozeme of caſſza, tamarind. rad. gran. ec. and let 
him blood, then having relaxed the Orethra by, Emollients 1 proceeded with 
the Candles, and by degrees made way till I came to a Caruncle near the Te- 
ſticles. I endeavoured to paſs that with taper-candles, and after ſome while 
made way and applyed armed ones for ſome days, and wore that Caruncle 

down, and paſled .in towards the Perinenw, where the paſſage was extremely 
{trait, and a Caruncle (topt our going forwards. In prefling upon it, the Pati- 
ent was immediately feiſed with a rigour. I pulled out the Candle whole, and 
without blood. The next day I found my Patient in bed without pain or Fe- 
vour 3 yet I let him blood, and gave him a Clyſter. The day aiter | purged 
him with the aforeſaid Apozeme. The next daylI made a ſearch, and paſling 
a Wax-Candle into that ſtrait paſſage he began again to fall into a rigour. 
Whereupon I deliſted, and contented my ſelf in the making good the way | 
had gotten by putting in a proportionable thick Leaden Probe (which had 
been rub'd with Quick-(ilver) ſome days, which Probe had a flat head as broad 
as a three-pence to retain it from ſlipping in. I repeated the uſe of Emollients 
and mercurial Emplaſters to the Perineum, and withal made revullion by a 
vomit of turbith mineral. and by repeating it I raiſed a Salivation, which laſted 
longer than I intended, but it ſerved my purpoſe ſo well as I afterwards made 
way over that Caruncle in Perineo without danger, and by armed Candles 
waſted it. Then with detergent Injections and medicated Candles ſmoothed 
and healed the duG7xs, and left him a free and eafie pallage for his Urine, and 
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I was fetched to a young Woman who had been long diſeaſed with a Go- _ _ 
zorrhea, and cured thereof, but from the internal excoriation thereby the pu. 
dendum was over-(pread with many excreſcences of a ſpongy loft fleſh of ditfe- rence. 
rent ſize and ſhape. Thoſe on the more external parts were callous. | pre- 

{cribed the injection of ſummitat. rubi, &c. and let her blood, purged her 

with whey and 2anna, and afterwards with the bitter decoftion, ſometime 

giving her a Jj. calomel. over night ina Bolzs with conf. borraginis. Having 

thus as I thought prepared her body, I began to proceed in the extirpating 

of the excreſcences, but obſerving the fluxion great, I deferred the work, and 

made revullion by a doſe of turbith. mineral. which the third day after I re- 

peated again, and between while preſcribed Clyſters and lenient purgatives, 

and added ungnent. /Egyptiacum to the injections. By this method [ diverted 

the fluxion, and began my work with the cutting off thoſe excreſcences in *M 
the molt external parts, and eradicated them by cauſtick ſtone, and ol. vitri- ha 
oli, and ſo proceeded with one after another as they lay in my way till I was l 
prevented with the bleeding of them. Then wathed the parts with oxycrate, 

and ſtopped the blood with doflik dipt in a ſolution of lap. medicament. ſome 

hours after ; the bleeding being ſtopt, I rubbed the remaining roots of them 

which I had cut off with a vitriol ſtone, then with a pair of {ciflors or knite, 

according as they were (cated cut ofi the reſt, and (topped the bleeding as be- 

fore, and from that time conſumed the remaining roots by the help of the vi- 

triol ſtone, oyl of vitriol or caultick ſtone, and appeaſed the pained parts with 

deco@. hordei, ſem. cydonior. &c. and afterwards cicatrized the ulcerations, as 

hath been elſewhere (hewed 1n the like caſts. But it was a difficult work, and 

not effected without turbith mineral. which was repeated often, and afterwards 

deco@. ſarſe, ſweating and purging, &c. tiſhed the Courle. 

A Woman of about forty years of Age, of a full body, having been ſome years *-. : 
diſeaſed in the matrix, as was ſuppoſed with a Cancer, conſulted me 3 I made a Gen 
ſearch, and felt a hard Tumour on the right fide of the Vagina Uteri of the big- tumour in 
neſs of a Pullets egg fixed between the Tunicles, neither ulcerated nor painful "#74 
to the touch, yet there ſeemed to diicharge much ſcrous matter from thence. 

There was alſo a deſcent of the Uterys. Upon a further enquiry into the 

cauſe of this Tumour, I perceived ſhe had been frequently ſubject to diſeaſes 

in thoſe parts, and that they were Venereal, Upon which account I ſuppoſed 

this Tumour to be ſo, and having well informed my felt that the courſes of 

Phyſick ſhe had taken before were upon another account, I preſuming a better _ 

ſaccels by Antivenereals attempted the Cure, and began with VeneſcCion, ta- 

king about Zv11j. of blogd from her Arm. That day a Clyſter was admini- 

ſtred, and the next day I purged her with elc@. diacaſſae cun j. calomel. and 

afterwards repeated calomelanos three or four times every other night 5j 

with conf. roſ. rub. and preſcribed her an emulſion ex ſem. 4. frigid. maj. cun 

ſem. papaver. alb. ec. 1n a deco@. ſarſe, aromatizing it with aq. cinamont hor- 
deat. and ſweetned it with Sugar.

clude 
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cluded the courſe, and refolved that Tumour as ſhe then thought. Whether 
1: totally diſcuſſed 1 know not, but ſhe hath continued fince very well. 

A Man aged about filty years,by the ſupprefiion of Urine and virulent mar- 
ter was gangrened on the right Telticle, and that part of the perineum lying 
next to it, the Utine paſiing thereforth. I ſcarihed the ganrgrened parts, 
waſhed out the blood with ſalt water, fill'd the incifions with were. prey- 
pitat. and drefled it up with a»guent. /Eoyptiac. hot, with a Cataplaſm over 
all of medul. panis triticee, pul. ſummitat. abſinth. ſcordii , &c. decotted in 
Prandy-wine. I then Jet the Patient blood, preſcribed him a Clylier, and a 
Cordial Julep. The next day I ſaw the Eſchar ſeparating in perineo, and was 
ſatished that the Urine came all that way. I fomented with the Fotys pre- 
ſcribed in the Chapter of Gangreen, and dreſled it with wnguent. baſtlicon, and 
a few drops of ol. rerebinth. mixed with it, and continued the uſe of the Ca- 
raplaſm. By theſe applications the ſlough ſeparating I detergend with z2undif. 
Paracelſ. and purged the Patient with eled. lenitiv. and calomel. and preſcribed 
him a deco@. ſarſe. After deterhon I incarned with the ſame mundificative, 
adding to it pul. thuris, ſarcocolle, myrrhe, aloes and fir. de ro. ficcis, arid with 
the Vitriol Stone dryecd the looſe fleſh, and cicatrized it with ag. calcis, &*c. 
In the time of incarning his urine paſled ſomewhat by the natural way, and 
at the laſt it paſſed better. The Cure was finiſhed by purging, ſweating, 
ec. as I am accuſtomed to do 1n fuch cafes. He ts ſince married to a young 
Woman. 

In the year 1652. at my return to London from the Battel at Worceſter, 1 
ſomewhile afliſted that moſt excellent Chirurgeon the deceaſed Mr. Ed. Mo- 
lins \n drefling his Patients 3 among(t which I ſaw his Practice in the molt dif- 
ficult caſes of this Difeaſle, whereot I ſhall give you one of his Operations, 

An Old Fornicator, having been long diſeaſed with a Carnofity, which had 
reſiſted all endeavours, and 1n a manner totally ſuppreſt his Urine, ſent tor 
him ; he went, and cauſed the Patient to be taken out of Bed, and placed 
upon a Table, with his Legs drawn up, as 1n cutting for the Stone ; he cut in- 
tothe Qrethra near the neck of the Bladder, it was hard as a griltle. His knife 
41d not readily divide 1t, but fo foon as he had, the Urine guſhed out, which 
being diſcharged, he put his finger into the QUrethra, and afterwards inlarg- 
cd the incition upward moreto the Scrotzm, then drefied it up with his green 
Balſam warm, by which in few days it digeſted, and the Patient was relie- 
ved : the lips grew alſo daily fofter, and the wound healed apace, bur all this 

white the Urine had no other patlage, the common d«&@ 5 being fo cloſed up 
by reaſon of the Carnoſity, that we could not make any way into it with our 
Imallelt probes or candles. Upon which conſideration it was thought necel- 
ſary to keep this opening 1D perineo for the diſcharge of Urine, and 1n order 
thereto 1t wasdrefled up with a Dofhl, an Emplaſter and Compreſs. which the 
Paticnt took off art times to eaſe Nature, But this not fatisfying him, he fre- 
quently complained of his unhappy condition; inſomuch that Mr. Ed. Mv- 
lins being wearied with the Patient's ſolicitation, took me one morning along 
with him, where again he placed the Patient as before, and attewpred ro make 
a way from the Apex into the Orethra, but it was in vain. Whereupon he 
cauſed one of his Servants to hold the one leg, and my (clf the other while he 
took up the Telticles, and put the one into my hand, and the other he placed 
21 the hand of his Servant; then with his knife divided the Scrotum in the 
middle ( we holding each Telticle the while in our hands) and cuttivg into 
the Orethra flit it the whole length to the inciſion 7 perineo z then with a 
needle and thread ſtitcht the «kin over the Urethra, as allo the Scrotum, lea- 
ving the Teſticles covered, as before, and dretled them wih COGBRADrI 
which 
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which they were cured in few days: But the Urine 
flow by the opening in peringo. ” 

A lean withered old Man, near ſeventy years of Age, having in his younger «»:. 

years had many Gonorrhea's, complained in his later years of difficulty in ma- Y\<rvation. 
king his urine, and that he voided much matter. He ſent for me, and would 
needs have his diſeaſe to be the Stone, and that matter to proceed from an 
ulcer in his bladder. I endeavoured to inform him better, but obſerving him 
ſo wiſe, I was well enough contented he ſhould report it ſo, and concerned 
my ſelf no further with him, than by the preſcribing him an emulſion. About 
a year after, his urine being in a manner ſuppreſt he ſent for me again ; I made 
a ſearch, and found the entrance into the Urethra eaten away below the fre- 
214m with part of the prepuce, and the paſlage there into the dy difficult to 
find 3 and after I got in, it was fo ſtrait and ſtuft with Caruncles, that I could 
make no way either by probe or wax-candle. I ordered him preſently a Cly- 
ſter, ſuppoſing thereby to force the Urine out 3 but it would not. 1 then pro- 
poſed the cutting into the dy& x5 below, but he would not. The retention of 
the matter in the ſeminals ſoon after raiſed a Tumour beneath the Scrotur, 
which being exceeding painful, he was contented I ſhould make an opening 
to Jet his Urine out. I placed him in a clear light, with his legs drawn up, 
as 1n the former Obſervation hath been ſaid, and made inciſion into the Ure- 
thra near the neck of the bladder : which having done, and ſatisfied my ſelf 
by my finger, and diſcharge of his Urine, that 1 had made opening enough, 
I dreſſed him up with the Spaniſh Balſom, there being no blood loſt in the 
work, ſave what came from the skin, the Qrethra it ſelt being cartilagineous. 
From that time only dreſſed the wound with a doſfil dipt in the ſame Bal- 
ſom, and applyed a pledget over it, with an emplaſt. diachalcit. and bandage 
to retain it on. To the ſwelling above I applyed a Cataplaſm ex rad. & fol. 
hyoſcyanti, cicute, &c. by which the Tumour reſolved, the matter indeed dif- 
charging with the Urine by the opening. "There was not much care taken in 
| dreſiing this Ulcer, for in ſeven or eight days it contratted, and being callous 
could not unite, if the Urine would have permitted it, but it had yo other 
paſſage. The Patient was hereby greatly relieved, and had no other trouble 
but to Urine this way, which I thought he would have been well pleaſed 
with, and rejoyced in the having ſuch an eaſie diſcharge : Yet after ſome 
months he made me many viſits, maundring as if I had done him a diſcourtefie 
in leaving ſuch an opening. Whereupon to quiet him, I gave him ſome ſearch- 
ing candles, and wiſhed him to go home, and try if he could find any paſſage 
from the Apex into the Oretbra to the Bladder 3 it he could, I would readily 
heal that Ulcer i» perineo, otherwiſe I wiſht him to conſider how he would 
Urine : upon which he became more ſatisfied. He lived ſome years after, and 
died of Old Age. 

One having been long troubled with a difficulty in Urine, was at laſt ſeiſed 12. 
with a Tumour in perineo hard and painful. I was fetcht, and ſeeing it Obſervation, 
would tend to ſuppuration, I drefled it with a Cataplaſm ex rad. althez. lilior. 

&c. and having ſuppuratedt,l opened it by inciſion, and diſcharged a quantity 
of matter. [n the dreſſing of it daily I obſerved much Feet, which I diſcovered 
after a while to be Urine mixed with the matter, and upon ſearch found Ca- 
runcles in his Urethra. I perceiving the cauſe of the abſceſs proceeded in the 
Cure with candles, &*c. as hath been ſet down in the method of Cure; and ha- 
ving cleared that paſlage, and made a free way for the Urine, I made ſearch into 
the abſceſs, and laid it open by inciſion according to the length of the perineum, 
and from that time haſtened the incarning and agglutination of the Ulcer as 


well by internals as externals, and in few weeks cicatrized it ſmooth and firm.

TY One having contraQted a Gonorrhea beyond Sea, and not being well Cured 
"vicrvatio"- thereof, in progreſs _ aroſe, arid a difficulty of Urine follow- 
ed. After he had (pentfome time in endeavouring his Cure abroad, he return- 
ed toward England; but in his journeying through thole hot Countries, an 
abſceſs aroſe amongſt the ſeminals, and diſcharged its matter under the pubzs, 
and afterwards between the Teſticles, and 1n three or four places of the perj- 
21um, and on both ſides of it, by reaſon of which the Patient lay long by the 
way, and was at laſt with much difficulty brought to Loxdox. Sir Fr. Pr. and 
my felt were ſent for. We ſaw the Patient miſerably emaciated, and ſo diſ- 
caſed as I have ſaid. Decocions of ſarſa, with PeCtorals, Emulſions, Cordial 
[uleps, Balſamicks, allo lenient Purgatives with calomel. were preſcribed, and 
much pains was taken in the Chirurgery, but he not being capable of the great 
Remedies, our work proved unſucceſsful, and he removed into ſome of the 
neighbouring Villages to drink Aſſes milk, and to try how he could nouriſh 
himfclt in the freſh Air, where I think he died. 
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TY Another who had ſpent his younger days looſely, languiſhed in his old age 
Obſcrv:ion. with a carnoſity, whereby the Urine was (traitned in its paſſage forth, and the | 
ſeminal veſſels within the pelvis corrupting inflamed the nejghbouring tunicles 3 


of the refum inteſtinum, and patiled its matter into that gut and diſcharged it 
by ſtool ; yet not ſo entirely, but that it afterward made a way lower out be- 
tween the an#s and perineum, by which ways he had alſo pollutions. His caſe 
was deplorable, but the way to cure him it poſhble had been to have made re- 
vullion and evacuation of that matter by Salivation, and afterwards by laying 
open thoſe ſinws's as In fiſtula ani: but this was a poor man and not governable. 
He lived ſome yearsby the charitable afhiſtance of Mr. Ed. Molirs and my elf, 
and at laſt was found dead 1n the ſtreet. 
Bo The ſame year I came from the Wars to London, I was ſent for to one who 
Obſervation. Jaboured of an abſceſs 3x azo. He diſcharged a purulent matter in great quan- 
tity. I conſulted the late deceaſed Mr. Ed. M. who upon ſearch with his finger 
in ar.0 concluded it to ariſe from ſome abſceſs in the proſtates, and to be the 
cſte&s of a Gonorrhea 11] cured.
